W e stated, about this time last yea that, * as Medical Jonmaliits, we had no opposi¬ 
tion, still leas any competition, intend with; but that, though we had no literary * 
competitor*, we had an ubundanejof enemies, whose malignity was one of our strongest 
claims to the support and confidence of our readers." Early in the month of October, 
howerer, an opposition to this/'ournal was attempted; if, indeed, that term can bis 
applied to a contemptible inftatiou of our plan, seasoned with an out-pouring of 
vulgar and malignant scun/ty, directed against private character. It is unite- 
ceasnry for ua in this yhef to insist on the distinction between slander of private 
character, nud personal atianta, as they arc termed, on men who fill public situations,. 
and whose character and jonduct, in their public capacities, ere (air topics of anun«A«:;; 
version. Of the former/ve challenge our enemiea to point out a single instance in blBnJ; 
pages of this Journal; H the latter, the instances are abundant in proportion to 
occasion* which culletLforth honest censure ; and if they were not to be found in tjUAj? 
proportion, our publication would cease to deserve the eulosjium which was prouout^jwp. 
upon it by the highest judicial authority in the kingdom, that of being 44 a worikW/ 
very great utility.*'* That in the discharge of our duly, as independent JounaH^Jjgl 
should hare incurred the hatred of some individuals, whose public character may luM^ 
suffered from out animadversions, is not surprising; but it is plain that the 
rojieated attack# upon our privute character, cri n if they were as well 
they are false and malignant, would furnish no answer to the facta or

which we may foot out censure of » public functionary, or maintain the expediency 
of correcting; nn ei»u,g abuse. As a public journal ought never to be made the 
vehicle of attacks up private character, so neither is a public journal a fit place for 
repelling such attack^ a Court of Justice is the only arena in which we have con¬ 
descended, or ever wt condescend, to meet cslumnistors who slander because they 
cannot cope with us; tJie source of their malignity is to be found in the vast 
and increasing circulation f /,i a Journal, and in the total and humiliating failure oi 
alt their attempts to d»minik\ ur influence. 

The first wretched snd abt^ e attempt to imitate the plan, and at the same tftne 
ifcju*. ' f <e reputation of Tn. * jAJ , cgT# vu too despicable to obtain even a passing 
notice in tbe pages of this Jot;*]. The publication to which we allude expired, if wo 
mistake not, in the ninth*.7eek 'its existence ; but its dissolution was immediately 
succeeded by tbe appearance of ixtha imitation of the plan of The Lancxt, precisely 
ainultr to the former in all Ttspe^ |gTe that of being ushered into the world under 
the auspices of respectable, and, cogently, responsible publishers. Tbe arrange¬ 
ment of our matter was servilely eopj both publications, so is to give to each tbe 
appearance of a mock Lancet. Thert wew fa eac b an imitation of our Lectures, an 
imitation of our Foreign Department, astmitttkra or our Leading Articles and lie views, 
•»d an imiution of our Hospital Repa,, Tbe execution of the design wss alike 
feeble in both instances, bqt the plea wa in both instances s servile copy of that c 
Tnx Lancet, with one distinguishing extptfon indeed, nsmoly, the syslemst 
devotion of n portion of the colnmns of llf * publieaUons to the aspersion of privit 
character. A pan of the small capital embarti i B the second enterprise was, we have 
reason to believe, supplied by Mr. Bsodxe, w« has a»iW«a from It the Bdv«»t* 6 e of 
being enabled to puff himself without stint, thoujj), when the extremely limited channel 
through which his suto-panegyrics are circulated,'i taken into the account, the pleasure 
of leading himself in print his, in all probability, bun dearly paid for. In the choice 
of «us Editor, the manufacturers of the Mock Lan-kt were singularly unhappy, for 
they fixed upon an " old hack of a Journalist/' wh had long since wearied and dis¬ 
gusted the profession as editor of the Yellow Fung s, and from whose intellectual 
eforts nothing could be reasonably expected, but tie dulnese and the imbecility 
which have marked tbe origin and no-progress of tbaundertsking. The thing still 
exists, but it exists under circumstances of which its fronds are ashamed, and with 
ft circulation which its publishers must regard as injuriois to the character of their 
establishment. 

While we are taking a retrospective glance at these two puVieations, we cannot for¬ 
bear noticing the manner in which their appearance was successively hailed by a con¬ 
temporary, Dr. Jahss Johnstons, if it be not a misnomer to cXl him a contemporary, 
* w v defunct as a Quarterly Journalist, and moribund us publisher of half-monthly 
feseiculi.

*jravftd fetal to hia own reputation, was equalled only by the spirit of abject humility 
^irilh which he declared hia readiness to fight under their banners. It seems to be the 
iMfey of the Doctor, in all his literary manoeuvres, to accomplish hia own humiliation,

■iatenee, obtained Fiva Pouxm from the jury, ae a compensation for the injigmrfkgbd 
to hare been done to his professional and literary character. A more trumpery action 
was never brought into a court of juatioe, aad we believe that the jury would not have 
awarded even the sum of five pounds to the plaintiff, if the production of a squib, which 
appeared the day before the trial in this Journal, as a piece of evidence in aupport of 
the plaintiff'a case, had not been, upon technical grounds, objected to. The weakness 
of a cause, which required the aid of the paragraph in question, by way of make-weight 
to the charge against us, could scarcely have foiled to strike the jury, had the reading 
of the squib, as evidence, been acquiesced in. As it was, the paiaage technically 
objected to, was, in point of foot, raid, and probably made an erroneous impression on 
the minds of the jury. 

The circumstances under which the action, commenced against Tun Lancet by Hr. 
G cTitaiK, wu abandoned, are fully detailed in the pages of this Journal. The secret, 
history of the transactions connected with that action, ia now matter of record; and 
we may truly say, that a more unjustifiable attempt to obtain a verdict pgr /ai rt nefat 
against a Public Journal, was never yet detected and exposed. The history of these 
transactions is pregnant with instruction to juries, whose duty it may hereafter be to 
protect the press against similar attempts to convert the lew into an instrument of in¬ 
justice and oppression. Let it not be forgotten, that Mr. Gutbiux commenced legal 
proceedings against Tiie Lancet, with the full consciousness that he had no more cause 
of action against us than against his own colleague—that he continued those proceedings ; 
under the persuasion that he should be able to suppress the testimony of that colleague 
—and that ho only abandoned them at the twelfth hour, upon finding that Lis colleague 
refused to tamper with hit oath, and co-operate iu a conspiracy against this Journal. 

The recovery of damages, in an action against a hospital surgeon, who mistook a 
piece of flint, st tho distance of more than one inch from hia patient's entire patella, for 
a portion of that patella, was an event of no light importance, as the result of thia trial 
proved that the jiratige of nominal distinctions wsa at an end, and that the attempt of 
six hospital surgeons to secure their colleague from the consequences of his incapacity, 
wu justly appreciated by an intelligent and discriminating jury. For the oa^Atenta 
which we foil it our duty to make on thia case, we were threatened with an actionbj 
Mr. Stanley but that gentleman, either in tenderaeu to ua or to himself, forbore tfc 1 
carry hie threat iulo execution.

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DISSECTIONS*—INTF.RESTS OF PUPILS. 


The Report of iho Parliamentary Committee on Anatomy furnishes uiiafuctor. 
evidence of the utility of the discussions which lioro been carried on through t* 
medium of a free medical press; and even the eneiuieB of this Journal must concede 
us the credit of having zealously urged the expediency of those measures which ar< 
now recommended to the adopt? in of the Legislature. The spirit in which the lute 
inquiry waa conducted augurs pell for the cause of medical reform ; and the recom¬ 
mendation with which the Coij**uittee closed its report may be regarded ai o first stop 
towards the attainment of thatpnost desirable object. Let surgical reformers—and in 
tlufcjjeaignation is comprehends the great body of the profession—be on (lie alert to 
take the field, and be assured that, though political events have for awhile retarded, 
nothing can prevent the ultimate, and even the apeedy, accomplishment of their wishes. 
Leat the recent election of Sir. Law antes to a seat in the Council aliould have raised 
a doubt iu any quarter, whether that gentlemaa still remains staunch to the cauae, we 
take this opportunity of assuring the prafeamoafibat when the members of the College shall 
again assemble for the purpose of petfttactof Parliament for a reform of abuses, Mr. 
Lawiiesce will again bo found at his post, ready* as he has ever been, to prove himself 
the firm and enlightened advocate of the rigbla^l Interests of his professional brethren. 

From the outset of this publication, one of the objects of which we have never lust 
sight has been to promote the iuterests of medical pupils. We have endeavoured t : 
protect them against the cupidity, the injustice, and the negligence of their privilege! 
teachers; and we have, on some occasions, endeavoured to protect them against thul 
consequences of their own thoughtlessness and inexperience. Nor can it he denied 
that our efforts have been, in some degree, successful, if the manner in which medical 
pupils wore commonly treated, five years ago, bo contrasted with the influence which ' 
they now possess, and the comparative attention which they now receive at iho hands 
of their instructors. Pupils may be assured that the remedy of many of the grievances 
of which they hare still reason to complain lies in their own hands. 

We shall call the attention of our readert, at an euily period, to the abuses which 
rceult from the extent to which tire out-patient system at onr public hospitals and 
dispensaries has been carried, and to the ruinous influence which that system has on 
the interests of the grout body ol medical practitioners. 

Before concluding these observations, wc must revert to a subject which concerns 
ourselves. There is no charge which has been more frequently brought against this 
publication by those who are interested in upholding existing abuses, and who seek, 
therefore, to depreciate the character of a Journal which they have loug fell as a thorn 
in their sides, than that we have dishonourably appropriated the luboura of medical 
teachers to our own profit, without the cot.scnt of those teachers, and even in spite of 
theirj’cnio'igtranccs against the publication of their lectures. Thu charge has been 
■oofte'kj, sod so confidently made, that wc doubt not theie are many persona, who, 
^otaver otherwise disposed to think well of this publication, believe that wc have not 
: only published Mr. Aninsriijv’s Lectures without his consent, but that in many, or 
of the instances iu which courses of lectures have been published in Tns LaxcI-T,

•Meeting knowledge, arranging it for communication, and acquiring the difficult art of 

il instruction, saw the produce of their lives suddenly snatched from them, and pub- 

' bed for the profit of others, with the additional mortification of finding what they had 

Veil so much puina with, disfigured by bad English, and ridiculous or misehievoua 
ilundcM.” 

It can scarcely be necessary to remind our readers of the distinction which we have 
always roeoguised between the situation of a public tefther aud that of a private one, 
or of the principle upon which we claimed the right oiijpubliahing the Lectures of Mr. 
Aijkunktuy. The Lectures #f private teachers, wbicM we acknowledge to be private 
property, we have never published, as we shall preseany show, without the consent 
of the Lecturers; but the Lectures of puhlio medical teachers, delivered 4tfCmn the 
walls of public hospitals, stand, as we have uniformly contended, upon a totally diffe¬ 
rent footing. We nmiuLumcd this point fearlessly and manfully against Mr. Acin- 
nktiiv in a Court of Equity, and the issue of'the contest was, that the injunction 
which that Gentleman obtained agate* thskpublication of his Lectures was finally 
dissolved by the Lord C-hsneeUor.v -So, far Mr. Ahern etuy's Lectures. Sir 
Asti.ky Cooper’s Lectures came wttMp the principle on which we relied in our con- 
ten with Mr. Aur.BNnnv; but Sir XltiMut Cooper cannot, at any rate, be one of 
those who bus been plundered of hit literaryvproperty, for Sir Astlxy Cooper gave 
W«is express consent to the publication of his Lectures. The Lectures of Dr. Dlundell 
ju Midwifery, though delivered within the walls of Guy’s Hospital, we did uot con¬ 
sider ns public Lectures three years ago, because, at thul lime, no certificates of at¬ 
tendance on Coursosof Midwifery were required by the Colleges or the Universities. 
We applied, therefore, for permission to publish them, which was not at that time 
conceded. Subsequently certificates of attendance on courses of Midwifery have been 
required, aud Dr. Dm soili. has not only not withheld his consent from the publica¬ 
tion of his Lectures in this Journul, but, as they were to go before the publie, 
has aildi d to their valu* by n revision of the proof sheets. Dr. Armstrong's Lectures 
on the Theory aud Pruclicc of Mcdiciue, were published in consequent of the 
intimation of one of his pupils, that the Lecturer would not offer any objection. 
Dr. Armsihono did. however, after the appearance of the tint Lecture, object to 
the principle of publishing private Lectures, in which objection we acquiesced; but 
Laving expressed his opiuioo, he added, that he should leave the matter entirely to 
ourselves. We urged the ground of public utility—and as he found that the. pupil* 
Were desirous of possessing his lectures, he afterwards consented to their publica¬ 
tion, and acknowledged their accuracy. Mr. Alcoik’s Lectures on some Practical paint* 
of Surgery, were jmhlishod with his consent, aud the proof sheets were revised by him. 
Mr. Lawiikm k’.s lectures on the Anatomy, Physiology, and Diseases of the Eye wet* 
published with his consent, and (lie proof sheets were revised by bim. Dr. Clvttxu* 
ur<Ve Lectures mi the Theory and Prartice of Physic were published with Uised&Mt»' 
and the proof sheets were also revised by him. Dr. Srcuziiuu's Lectures on Phi 
logy in like manner appeared with the consent, and underwent the revision of the L**? ;. 
turer. The lectures of Mr. lln.i n ns on Chemistry, mid those of Dr. IfetLAM outb*- 
Intellectual Composition of Man, were also published with tlio express consent of the 
Lecturers. All these facts we have had the permission and authority of the sevanft >, 
Lecturers to state, from the periods at which their respective Courses were complete^ ' 
•I* diatiuctly as we now stale them; but we have liilherto disdained to give tiki* oqft- 
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dative tuwn to the calumnies of oar enemies, and we here now, once for ill, adopted 
thia coone, in order that inch eiluwniea, if they be again repeated, may be aa much 
contemned in all other quartern, as they have been uniformly contemned by ourselves. 
We may farther state, that ae far have we been fan the imputed necessity of seeking 
to obtain Lecturea by indireot or dishonourable meant, that our difficulty, on the con¬ 
trary, hat been to deal with the numerous applications which bare been made to ns for 
the publication of Lecturea, ml to appease teachers, to whoet orgeat solicitations we 
have not deemed it expedient tcrirield. 

That nothing may be left unnmered in the above-cited charge, we proceed to that 
part<fi,it in which we are accused of distorting the style, and misrepresenting the 
meaning of the different Lecturer*. It is evident, faun the statement which we have 
just made, that the only Lcntoren who eodd, by possibility, be injured in this way, 
were Sir Astlby Coofsr and Mr. Aberhbtkt, inasmuch a* afl the other gentlemen 
to whom the paragraph could apply in point of thae, have netnaUy either acknow¬ 
ledged their accuracy or revised the proof-sheets of their own Lectorea. Lotus 
examine, then, the ground of this heavy accusation, a* it appliea to the tiro sup¬ 
posed sufferers; sod, first, as it respects Sir Astlsy Coomb. To all who know 
the worthy Baronet, whose non-profeaaidnal education has, truth to say, been a 
little neglected, it might appear a sufficient answer to this charge to auggest, that 
his English was not likely to suffer much from the necessary repairs bestowe# 
upon it in the Reports of Tna Lancet. But we hate a stronger argument for our 
vindication. Although Sir Astlby Coomb did not revise the proof sheets of our ' 
Reports, he has revised the txehuhffy genuine edition of hie Lecturea, published 
by his nephew Mr. Tyrrell. Now this aeiwwUf genuine edition, put forth by the 
leal Simon Pore, is so faithful a transcript of our Reports, that even the typographi¬ 
cal errors of our early editions have been retained in it; nay, passages which, from cir¬ 
cumstances we bare formerly explained, Sir Astlby Coomr never uttered, have also 
been faithfully retained in the aebwvelg genuine edition published by his nephew.* So 
much far the wrongs sustained by Sir Astlit Coomb, aa touching the felicities of bis 
style, and the faithful representation of hia meaning. Now for Mr. Abbrnrthy. Aa 
regards thia gentleman, we have, if possible, a more conclusive answer to the chargo 
that in the ease of Sir Astley Cooper. The worthy Baronet has, in a letter prefixed to 
Simon's crdiaiwfy genuine edition of hie Lectures, borne testimony to the sccuraoy of 
Lamport*. But Mr. Areenxthy has gone further; for he has actually sworn to " thi 
m i m t t JitMity” with which his Lecturea were reported in thia Journal. We refer our 
Models to the affidavit which lie made on applying to the Court of Chancery for an 
Injunction against Tbs Lancet, f and we shall merely add, that as the fact of'* minutt 
M**”*•» ■worn to on the one hand, and admitted ou the other, we were precluded, 
Sa thy argument, from taking any advantage of the difficulty which Mr. Arirnetiiy 
i would otherwise have had in proving that Lectures not committed to writing were, 
the Lectures which appeared in our publication. 


Bad the charge been, that our Reporter, or Printer, had put bad Frtneh into the 
^ittBth of the worthy Baronet, it might, we believe, in one or two instances, have been 
; '■ Substantiated. Hotel dt Dieu, we remember was, by some inadvertence, printed in one 
*../ of Sir Astley'a Lecturea; but this error was faithfully copied by Simon Pure into the 
"! swfaiMy genuine edition of bie uncle’s Lectures, 
f See The Lancet, vol.v., page 368. 
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We feel eatiiled thet eur readers will now beef opinion that we hive gives > meet 
complete and conolueiva easwer te the eetunaiee end unfounded charges which here 
been directed against the chereeter of tliie Juurnal. We hire ihewn tint, elthongh we 
maintain the right of pnbliihing the Lecture* of public hospital teeehere, pet, in every 
inetence, tore one, wherein e come of Leetntee, whether public or prirete, hee been 
publiehed in thii Journel, it he* been publiriied with the ooneent of the lecturer. In 
the eneepted ineteuoe, we boldly maintained, end fittly estibliihed, in e court of 
equity, the principle for which we contended, nc fit the! principle could be eetnb* 
liched by the retreit of our adversary, end the diasoluLu of the Injunction which he 
bid ebteined egrinet «’• With thii exception, for wHh we tike credit to onnelves 
for the exertione We nude in rindieition of the freedom of the medicil piece, in whit 
reipeet hee our pnctiee of publiibiog Lectures differed from thet of our imititoref We 
here puhliihed Lecturee with the concent of the lectured, find our imitetore here done 
the lime thing. 

With regird to hospital report!, three, let it be remembered, were equally denounced 
by our enemiee, when we font eet the rumple of publishing them. The timee, how¬ 
ever, ere cheuged, end hup!til report! ere now recognised by «U, except thoee func¬ 
tionaries who, by re non of their imbecility, here ceuee to dreed them, u in integral 
portion of the etoek of public infornndon. But there ie thii miteriel difference between 
the hoepitel report* pubiiahed in this Journal, end thoee which here been recently put 
forth by our imitetore, thet the litter hlre been supplied by rite funcrioneriee them- 
eelrec, who here e menifeet internet in euppreieing whiterrr feet* uwy he uuHvounblu 
to their reputetion j wbereee, our iatereet e* deerly line in giving e foithful end imper- 
tic] detail of facto, whether fneournhle or unfetourable to the hospital surgeons. In 
France, u in thie country, where an attempt bee been lately made to giro currency to 
rrpoTta forniihed by hoepitel fuaciioeariee themwleee, it ia well known to the pro- 
feeiion, thet no reliunoe can be placed on the fidelity of the Reporter!. As men, who 
pey tliemwlret without a check on their liberal propeuiitiee, ere leldom parrimonioui, 
eo surgeons, who report their own cnsei, ire te generous ee Biontx, when their own 
dexterity i* to he recorded, end ee little diepoeed to be commuuicstive on the subject 
of their hellurinetioni end miahepa. 

One word with respect to the iuerewed circulation of Tut Livcst, u lubitintill 
teat, undoubtedly, of the estimation in which our Journal ii held by the profession and 
by the public. Wc believe tbit we thill rather raise the envy then the incredulity of 
one of our contemporaries, who hae oxpreteeil an anxiety to he infoimed on thie sub¬ 
ject, when we italo, that our circulation during the Inst twelvemonth has for exeeeded 
that of any preceding year. We should, indeed, deserve the derision to which our 
contemporary, hae exposed himself, if we bed recourse to an Alderman to hen n make 
0 voluntary affidavit to this fuel; hut we will point out e way in which our enemies 
may, if they think proper, obtain evidence of the amount of onr increased circuittion, 
trader s rauclion not liable to the suspicion which ittachee to a nugatory ceremony.,' 
They may elicit tbia information from our witnesses in the forthcoming trial between 
Mr. iia.vnsuv Conran and Tut Lavcst. The great increaae which hat recently taken 
piece in our eireuiution, ia obviouaty to he attributed to the inffuence of contract,. The 
claima of tide Journal to public confidence end approbntion have been phtced in d

OPENING OF THE 


LONDON UNIVERSITY. 

The first course of Leotorea dedicated to 
the medical desaee of tliia Institution, was 
commenced on Wednesday last, by Mr. 
Chahlkb Bell, the Professor of physiology 
and surgerv. He prefaoed his L- etura with 
the following speech. The theatre, which 
is capable of containing nearty} one thou* 
aand persons, was crowded in e ery part. 

Gentlemen,—Itwill somewhatfimiaiah the 
oppressive uature ofiny duly to* day, if you 
will pftmH me to say, that although I have 
the honour of first appearing before you.— 
a circumstance accidental,—I apeak my in¬ 
dividual sentiments only, as your Professor 
of physiology and surgery. 

The munificent arrangements made for 
science and education, and the numerous 
audience now assembled, must not lead me 
for a moment to assume that the labour of 
the Professor* will be light or easy. The 
taak which awaits us is a very difficult one ; 
we must win our wsv to public confidence, 
as if our professions! exertions were but 
commencing. 

The success of the University will depend 
on the relation established betwixt the 
teacher and the pupil; the devotion of the 
one to the interests of science and to the 
instruction of youth ; and the gratitude of 


vour to ascend. In the eoune of thirty 
years I have seen the establishment of many 
schools attempted; but it boa always hap¬ 
pened, that the temptation of following a 
lucrative practice, has far outweighed the 
desire of reputation to be gained by teach¬ 
ing ; and, consequently, just when the Pro¬ 
fessor became useful by tbs knowledge ho 
was capable of communicating, he has with¬ 
drawn himself: and so'the situation of a 
medical teacher, instead of being the high* 
eat, and entitling him who holds it to be 
consulted in eases of difficulty,—a* being 
of the Beoiors of his profession, onw vCho 
has withstood petty solicitations, and bos 
maturely studied as well as practised,—it is 
merely looked upon as a situation introduc¬ 
tory to business; one of expectancy, and 
to be occupied in rapid succession by young 
and inexperienced men. Let us hope that, 
instead of this rapid succession, this Uni¬ 
versity may be able to raise the Pro feasors 
of science* to higher consideration, iuduce 
men of talents to prepare themselves for 
teaching, and to continue their public la¬ 
bours to a later period of lift*. 

Yfith respect to our student*, the defects 
in tbeir mode of education are acknowledged 
on all hands: they are at onre engaged in 
medical studies, without adequate prepara¬ 
tion of the mind; that is to say, Without 
having acquired the habit of attention to a

If 1 value highly the influence of this 
great establishment, it is because 1 have 
been long engaged in teaching, and have 
experienced ail the difficulties of forming a 
medical school. For obvious reasons, Lon¬ 
don must continue to be the principal school 
of medicine ; but whilst there am many fa¬ 
vourable circumstances, there are also many 
unfavourable, to regular study*, and it is 
now to be demonstrated that It is possible 
to retain that which is favourable, sod to 
•void the defects. 

In colleges, such as have been instituted 
in fofaer age*, the Professors enjoy the 
,advantages of independence aud seclusion, 
jud arc removed from the distraction of our 
WQ*y world. It is otherwise iu London. 
Here professional men are differently aitu- 
(^ffeadf and more activity is requisite, perhaps 
.iw.t different kind, less contemplative or 
^^^boreticsl—more practical; and, to main- 
/ fad* a distinguished place, unceasing exer¬ 
tion is necessary. 1 hey arc on an acclivity, 
or rather in a rushing stream, where they 
mill In carried down, if they d > not endea¬ 


sucii subjects ha we must touch on to-day- 
Itt future they will come here to apply tho 
principles they have acquired in the other 
clas* n oma ton new and more useful science. 

Another disadvantage of the mode of con¬ 
ducting ntirmrd : ,c*.:l schools hue arisen from 
tho too numerous engagements of the heads 
of schools, and a want of the necessary di¬ 
vision oi labour. In consequence of this, 
there is no one to take an interest in the 
student's welfare—to recommend regula¬ 
rity—to observe his character-to notice 
his moral or religious conduct. In short, 
there can he no condition more solitary and 
neglect- d than that of a vnuug tnnu, who 
ho* com© to London to pursue his studies, 
until he form his own society \ and thus, 
without a guide, be makes the first nnd 
most difficult step in life,—that which may 

S ire a clour to all his future objects. How 
Ufcrcnt liis condition here! Instead of 
the unnoticed privacy of liis chamber, where 
there is nothing to give, him the ho]ie of 
distinction through study, or to gild hit 
prospects—and how proue is genins to be 
distrustful of itself, and to add gloom to 
poverty and solitude; here lie ia watched 
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with solicitude, not by Uii Professors only, 
bill by those able and willing to raise him to 
the distinction he aboil deserve; men of 
extensive influence, who have given abun¬ 
dant proofs of tbeir desire to display the 
fair rewards of virtue, to foster genius, and 
to open the prospects of the unfriended 
student. (Cheers.) 

There is a character tjiat attaches to our 
medical students, yvbieti well deserves the 
consideration of all who desire their im¬ 
provement. Besides the pleasure and the 
independence of mlpd which a young man 
finds/esulting from habits of study, there is 
something peculiar in the character of the 
medical student. 

His occupations lead him off from autbo- 
rity at an immature and dangerous time of 
life. The pursuit of experimental philoso* 
phy, and the history of those sciences to 
which he is now introduced, tend to give 
him a mean opinion of the efforts of indivi¬ 
duals, and to beget a suspicion of any thing 
like authoritative language. Ilia mind sud¬ 
denly illuminated, and feeling all the de¬ 
lights which arise from the contemplation of 
nature, and the cultivation of science, if you 
love him and value his permanent good, 
touch with extreme delicacy upon his reli¬ 
gious opinions. The man of classical ac¬ 
complishments only has lust hit influence 
upon him, and lienee arises a jealousy in 
many pious and learned men of the culti¬ 
vators of philosophy. They find, they 
scarcely know how, that the youth have 
escaped front their eoutroul. To our stu¬ 
dents, hooks are no longer talismaus and 
spells; they huve no respect for antiquity, 
and names huve uo authority with them. 
Taught to surrender their judgment to es- 
periuient only, cau wo bo surprised that 
they require to be reasoned witli 1 nud to 
havu the example before them of men 
highly informed in those departments of 
knowledge which they are in the habit of 
considering the test*of intellectual emi¬ 
nence ? 

Jn classical learning,—that it, in works 
of imagination.—the ancients must have an¬ 
ticipated all the most natural and obvious 
(illusions, and in simplicity! force, and 
bounty, far surpass the moderns, lint in 
physical science, the course of discovery is 
progressive and expanding, and tho facta 
discovered daily are more and more inte¬ 
resting mid important. The consequence is 
naturally this: the student of the former 
are more amenable to authority: they look 
hack on ancient times as being worthy of all 
admiration, whilst the student of the latter 
class is conscious that he knows a great deal 
more than tho most ingenious or inquisitive 
of tboso who lived a hundred years before 
him, and considers them as having lived in 
the childhood of the world. 


I do not speak of tlu'a condition of mind is 
our students aa an advantage, hut sterely aa 
a too natural consequence of their mode of 
education. As an advocate for that body of 
men witli whom 1 have been so long con¬ 
nected, 1 ask, if we shall not find clergymen 
who, animated by a seal for religion, will fit 
themselves to become guides to this im¬ 
portant claffl—by acquiring another claim 
upon their kttention, besides the authority 
in which Lhoj are already clothed, and who 
shall rnamtan their superiority by the ex¬ 
tent of theincieutilie acquirements, being 
stfcli as canbest appreciated by these 
young men. ^ 

If religious duties haveTTn the early part 
of life, been taugfci'with parental affection— 
if tire voluntary labours of some of our pro¬ 
fessors extend these lessons in a manner 
suited to the growing rapacity of our stu¬ 
dents—if our students have a place of pub¬ 
lic worship, aud if, on such occasions, they 
are under tho eye of those by whom they 
have been instructed during the week, 
there is, in this respect, incalculable im¬ 
provement in their condition. 

When the indifference- with which young 
men aro apt to'look on this subject shall have 
given place to experience and mature re¬ 
flection,—when they shall have learned the 
importance of right principles and just 
modes of thinking, aud look hack with 
gratitude to the examples they have had in 
this place,—then may the University be 
raid to be established; for its establishment 
must ultimately depend ou the character of 
those educated in it, aud their influence on 
society. At present, whilst this beautiful 
edifice is incomplete, and the labours of the 
workmen are only suspended, and clamour 
is excited, it requires some exertion of the 
mind to rid us of llie influence of these press¬ 
ing circumstances, and fully to anticipate 
and appreciate the advantages to be derived 
from this College, and not from this College 
only, but from others formed after ita exam¬ 
ple, by the exertions of those who, although 
they may not have hod the genius to con¬ 
ceive the plun, yet may have the virtue to 
imitate it. (Great applause.) 

There is only one more reflection which I 
shall venture to express—great advantage 
and satisfaction result from a combination of 
learned men, each active in his own where, 
whilst all rombiuu for the greater object; and, 
what so laudable and inspiring aa the im¬ 
provement of science and literature! (for I 
deem the right teaching auy department of 
science the surest way of improving it). But, 
however much men feel the advantage dad 
necessity of such combination*, they seUim ■ 
combine, unless drawn together bylhetio 
of some regular establishment. 

One happy effect of this is, the winter* 
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npted progren of aeltaM j far, hitherto, 
tMw wife hive taught in our schools, have 
hid n eO MWf to Ihoir places, without sue- 
canon to their information or their opinions. 
Too often, those who sneeeed, attempt toj 
depreciate the labours of their predecessors; 
hut where the professors are nailed, this 
cannot take plane. The opiuioa and the 
modes of teaching are appreciated and re* 
membered when the individualti* lent, and 
the course of improvement f ilia on an* 
broken from one age to another, la Uni* 
vanities, i posthumous reputyion supplies 
the interval after the loss oP» great man, 
till new «ijen of authority ariae. In the 
general body tb« excellence, whatever it 
may be, ii perpetuated, because the society 
is permanent, and not fluctuating with the 
student#. 

This mutual aid, thia common interest, | 
these high objects, 1 trust, will unite us In: 
the most friendly intercourse, and will be a 
lasting source of gratification and advantage. 

[The Professor now entered into a 
long disquisition, with a view of removing 
the mistaken notion of the young student, 
that there is an irregularity, not a complete 
adaptation of all the different parts one to 
another, in the human system, adverting 
particularly to the circulation of the blood, 
which be demonstrated by the laws of hy¬ 
draulics; but time did not permit him to 
descant upon it to the extent he wished.] 
lie concluded thus 

I must interrupt this inauiry for the pre¬ 
sent, but I mesa to extend my examples in 
a future Lecture, and to go generally into 
the aubieet, (hat I may at last have, as it 
were, the privilege end the pleasure of 
drawing you to the conclusion, that what 
appears irregular and accidental in the hu¬ 
man frame, arises from our ignorance ; for 
when we approach the inquiry with humi¬ 
lity and due diligence, the proofs of design 
tad order multiply in proportion to the 
knowledge we possess, and as the subject 
rises in interest, we are borne away in ad¬ 
miration ; and here let mo say, gentlemen, 
ijiitt admiration is involuntary praise.

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OK TRB CONDITION OF Till BLOOD AND TUB 
VESSELS IN INFLAMMATION.* 

Tub numerous experiment* of Haller and 
SpallansanJ, and the more recent ones of 
Doellinger, Thomson, and Hastings, might 
seem to have completely exhausted the in¬ 
formation to be derived from the use of the 
micioecope, with regard to the phenomena 
of inflammation; it appears, however, from 
Dr. Kaltonbrenncr'a moat elaborate work, 
that this is by uo means the ease; hia ob¬ 
servations, in some respects only, confirm 
those of his predecessors; but in othen 
evidently lend to contrary results. 

Out Sntbor has chosen for his observa¬ 
tion! the organs of animals of three different 
claieea: the tail of the cobitis fossilis, the 
web of tbe frog's foot, the lung* of tbe frog 
and salamander, the mesentery and liver of 
the frog, the mesentery, liver, and mucous 
intestinal membrane of the rat and rabbit, 
and the spleen of the mouse. The means 
by which inflammation was excited in these 
organs, were also very various; incision, 
contusion, and puncture ; laceration, pres¬ 
sure, burning, cold, and heat; exposure of 
the intestiaes to air, water, and different 
gases ; hunger and poisons ; especially sub¬ 
limate, ammonia, alcohol, opium, and the 
muriates of soda and ammonia, were suc¬ 
cessfully employed for this purpose. The 
action of these different means on the 
living body, produced infinite modifications 
in the circulation of the blood, end in the 
vessels; all which, considered under a cer¬ 
tain point of view, the author is led to re¬ 
gard as being founded on one and the same 
organic process. 

After death, the arteries are found empty, 
the blood hiving entirely passed into the 
veins; this phenomenon was well known to 
Haller, and he observed it very accurately 
in tbe mesentery of the frog. The suc¬ 
cessive changes which, by means of the 
microscope, arc seen in on organ at the mo¬ 
ment of its being deprived of life, are the

If cold water is injected into; the peritoneal 
cavity, inflammation is soorwexcitod, and 
quickly followed by exudatiou; the afflux 
of blood violent, as to make the mem¬ 
brane appear like a net-work of injected 
vessels; from the moment that life ceases, 
the blood gradually leaves them, and is com¬ 
pletely poured into the veins, so that, after 
death] but very slight traces of the preced¬ 
ing inflammation can be perceived. 

The abdomen of an animal being opened, 
or its intestiues and mesentery being drawn: 
out, the contact of atmospheric air soon' 
causes inflammation, which increases very 
rapidly in the mesentery, but slowly in the | 
intestines. When, however, it has arrived j 
at n certain pitch in the latter, it suddenly 
diminishes in the former, and gradually sub¬ 
sides, till at last its vessels are emptied, 
and the inflammation it confined to the in¬ 
testines alone. The same phenomenon takes 
place if the mesentery is first irritated, and 
the intestine is afterwards exposed to any ex-; 
citing cause. It seems, then, that inflam¬ 
mation is much more readily excited in the 
serous membranes, thnn in the orgsns which 
they envelop, but that it subsides very ra¬ 
pidly, and in the same proportion, as it in¬ 
creases in the intestines. The tissue of the 
lungs appears also to be little disposed to 
form influminstory centres, while in the 
liver the coutrary’obtains. The circulslion 
of the latter organ is, even in the state of 
health, very alow and favourable to consi¬ 
derable accumulation of blood ; in inflam¬ 
mation, it is first accelerated, but gradually 
retarded, and, lastly, a complete stagnation 
takes place. The same is observed in in¬ 
flammation of the spleen. 

Violent inflammation of the mucous in¬ 
testinal membrane, often leaven no traces 
whatever; the blood with which, during 
life, the capillary vessels were gorged, is, 

, after death, so completely conveyed into the 
•vatu, as to render this membrane almost as 
p*. in its healthy state; this is even 
most striking in the most acute iuflanunalion, 
so that in this respect, the mucous are ap- 
jajeaUy very similar to the serous mem- 

We need hardly observe, that these ob- 
servatkms ought to make us very cautious 
. in determining, by post-mortem examina¬ 


tions, whether any of these organa have, 
during life, been the seat of inflammation. 

When the capillary vesaels are wounded, 
scarcely any extravasation appears to take 
place, only a few globulei escape, and the 
circulation through tbe wounded vessels is 
not at all disturbed, but continues at be¬ 
fore. If very aroall arteries are divided, thu 
hemorrhage ia also very trifling; but tbe 
Mood ceases to circulate through the wound¬ 
ed vessels, and passes entirely into the ar¬ 
terial branch next above the division. When 
a larger artery it divided, a considerable 
himnorrhage ensues from the two ends, and 
the blood of the neighbouring arteries is 
seen moving townrds the wound ns towards 
a centre; after some time, an undulalory 
motion is observed in the ends of the arte¬ 
ries, so thiil at ono moment the blood moves 
towards the point of division, otul, in the 
next, returns into the vessel; these undu¬ 
lations gradually decrease, till the move¬ 
ment of llic blood towards the divided ex¬ 
tremities erases entirely, the blood being 
carried through the next arterial branches. 

We strongly recommend 'Ctt'our readers 
an attentive perusal of Dr. Kaltenbrcuncr's 
work, and seriously regret, flhst want of 
space prevents our giving more than a very 
imperfect abridgment of it. 


CASES Or INTERMITTENT TEVZR, IN WHICH 
BU.FU1XG WAS EMPLOYED IN THE COLD 
SI AOE.

Cask 1 .— Jamet Ward — admitted into 
Royal Ordnance Hospital, in November 
m3. 

Has suffered several attacks of intermit¬ 
tent annually, since the year 1B09, when 
he served in the expedition to Walchercn. 
Of lote his indispositions were long, and left 
him more and more debilitated. Several of 
my pupils watched this man closely, for 
some time, with a view to bleed him in'the 
(old stage, but they were not fortunate 
j enough to arrive in time; they Med him 
twice, however, iu the hot tit, from the 
| severity of tbe symptoms, and with con¬ 
siderable temporary relief, but without 
preventing or mitigating the violence of the 
subsequent paroxysms. Some time after- 
wards, in the presence of Drs. Lucas and 
Robinson, two of my pupils, now in the 
Ordnance Medical Department, I Med him 
from a vein in the arm, during tbe cold 
stage; it «u very severe j the rigours were 
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violent, and the* ser.se or coldness insup¬ 
portable. lie complained much of his bead 
ami loins; his face was of k livid colour, 
ami the vessels of the conjunctiva turgid 
with blood. Pulse 100 or 10 a, and op. 
pressed ; breathing short and anxious, and, 
to use his own expression, he felt M a heavy 
loud about his heart.” When the vein was 
opened, thu blood trickled slowly from the 
wound, but it soon come in a jet. By tbs 
time eight ounces were taken, the rigours 
ceased,' and he expressed great surprise at 
the suddenness of the relief; when twelve 
ounces were abstracted, he was free from 
all complaint, and his akin had a comfort¬ 
able moist feel. He enjoyed a £ood night j 
he had no return of the intermittent; and 
Lis recoveiy was rapid. 

I had an opportunity of seeing this man 
daily for some months afterwards, snd his 
constant tale was, that he “ bait not felt so 
well, or so much of a man,” since he went 
to Walcheren. The only remedies used 
after the bleeding were laxatives and infu¬ 
sion of quassia. 

Cask s?.— James Aitcbiaon, aged 33, had 
had repeated, attacks of ague. Was seised 
with severe rigours when on the top of the 
Carlisle mail, travelling to Edinburgh. The 
paroxysm was evidently produced by expo¬ 
sure in bad weather, first to rain, and then 
to a keen frost, with wet clothes. When 
1 visited him in hospital, he had laboured 
under the rigours for no lees a period thun 
twenty-tix hours,-—in truth, it was the 
most severe cold stage I had ever seen iu 
any country; lu* had severe pain in the 
head, back, and loins ; oppression at pns- 
cordia. Warm drinks, stimulauta, and hot 
applications had been employed, without 
benefit. The agitation of his body was so 
great that it shook the very bedstead on 
which he lay, und threatened to terminate 
in convulsions, 'longue loaded, but moist; 
breathing hurried and laborious; pulse 65, 
oppressed; skin not below the natural 
standard over the trunk, but all his extre¬ 
mities were cold, and he complained of n 
sensation of extreme coldness. Fortunately, 
I made a good orifice, which is not always 
easily dune from ihe tremors, and the blood 
flowed in a good stream; twelve ouucca 
were abstracted iu three minutes, with very 
trifling relief, except to his breathing; but 
during the flow of the second pound, lie 
became more and more rosy, and the rigour 
ceased completely. This pound was ab¬ 
stracted in two minutes; the nnn was tied 
upon the approach of syncope, from which, 
however, he soon recovered. He lay quite 
easy; his body, and even the extremities, 
became of a proper temperature ; und his 
skin felt moist; the pulse rose from (ft to 
106}. he pasted a good night j had several 


stools during the next twenty-four hours; 
was found perfectly easy next day. On the 
following day he was convalescent, looked 
well, and asked for more food, and hid no 
return of the disease. 

Cask .3.—Thomas Bullock, a strong 
healthy young man, reports that lie had had 
the disease i| the tertian form for twelve 
days. Attributes it to exposure to cold, 
when on sentrl iu the arsenal at Woolwich, 
lie was in theiweatiug stage when brought 
iuto the bospiA on the 4lh March, 1B26.

Every, 
kind of remedy had been tried in vain, and 
he gladly submitted to tlie treatment of 
bleeding in the cold stage, which Mr. Mar¬ 
shall had seen so successfully performed in 
similar cases. " Ou the 6lh Julv, 1826,” 
says Mr. Marshall, *• ! was asked to visit 
this man for the first time. 1'rerious to niv 
going, 1 informed Mr. Staff-Surgeon Mar¬ 
shall of the nature of the esse, iu as far us 
I was enabled from the history given by his 
relations.

The practice of applying cupping-glaaaea 
to poisoned wounds is of very ancient date : 
(Ms us expresaljl, recommends it— 41 Vene- 
uum extrahendnm est. Id encurbitula optima 
facit.’—(Lift, v.) WhiHUranecrihing this 
article, we have lying before ftranold work,' 
entitled the “ Marrow of Chirurgeiy,” and 
published in l&VO, in which the author 
treats of the use of “ cups” in “ venomous” 
wounds. The practice is adopted amongst 
many of the savage tribes who fight with 
poisoned weapons.

THE LANCET. 

London, Saturday, October A, 1828. 

The London University opened on Wed¬ 
nesday, under the most favourable auspices.

the good of the whole corporation. Con¬ 
sidering this library, therefore, ns a cor¬ 
porate one, we conceive the College has no 
right to enact a law, which might, iu any 
manner, deprive either the student or the 
licentiate of the advantages of this library, 
to which both have contributed a portion of 
its support. It is but fair, however, to 
state the reasons which we hove heard ad¬ 
vanced in favour of this law : “ it is possi¬ 
ble,” say its advocates, “ that among the 
licentiates of the College, there may be 
now, or hereafter, perxeus who are not 
geutlemen; and what a profanation it would 
be, to sit in company with an individual, 
who, instead of committing the contents of 
n volume to his head, would summarily 
transfer the whole volume to his pocket, or 
who, perhaps, would be so basely selfish, as 
to apply the fruits of his reading to u suffer¬ 
ing fellow creature, under the stoiulurd rote 
of surgical fees iu Dublin ?'* The law wa* 
drawn up for the punishment of nil such 
high misdemeanours ns these; ami was, we 
believe, intended to be put in force against 
Mr, Leslie, at tire time of bis expected ad¬ 
mission into the College. But would this 
law really accomplish the ends for which it 
was framed? We think not; for it would 
boss impossible to know (as it would he 
unjust to net on the presumption) an indi¬ 
vidual who would be guilty of a theft in a 
library, until he was detected in the com¬ 
mission of the fact, when it would be the 
proper time to exclude him, or to exercise 
any control over the moral conduct of the 
lagentiales of tho College, Such are the in- 
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comprehensible advantages of this law: let 
ub look to the more probable and palpable 
effects which its application may produce. 
Let us suppose, for example, that one of the 
licentiates of the College made himself 
obnoxious to that body, by opposing its 
measure*; that lie had a private or public 
quarrel with some of its members; that his 
religious principles, or bis politics, (by no 
mesns ai£|taposHibl& case in Ireland,) were 
disagreeable to them; that, in short, he had 
offended their cp.p&rate sensibility in any 
one of the thousand ways in which he might 
do ; does not this law afford the most 
ample means of gratifying private malignity, 
or crushing on open opponent? His name 
is posted up for the ballot; his friends and 
himself suspecting no opposition, (for 
honesty is seldom suspicious,) stay at 
home ; revenge, whose vigilance never 
sleeps, is sure to be couched for its victim; 
the fatal urn is shaken, and by this worst 
species of ostracism, he is is not merely 
deprived of the use of a library, but an in¬ 
jury is inflicted on his character, the more 
gulling to his feelings, because the assassin’s 
hand which inflicts it, is for ever concealed 
from his view. Let us but imagine a cose 
of this kind to occur in every lustrum of the 
whole existence of the College, would not 
its injustice outweigh all the good which 
could ever be derived front the operation of 
this nefarious institute, which, reversing 
the properties of u just ami prudent law, the 
pruductiou of positive good, and the evasion 
of contingent evil, makes the former pro¬ 
blematic, and the latter certain ? But why 
should it be necessary to argue the question 
in this manner 1 \\ *v can only answer, that 
the misconduct of the gVernw^if all such 
institutions have made this" apparently un¬ 
necessary task necessary. There is scarcely 
a library in these countries, which the 
fashionable spirit of monopoly has not 
fenced round with some impossible or in¬ 
convenient conditions of admission. It it 
this “ dog in the manger” spirit which liil

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given rite to a pleasant story, told of the 
College of Physicians of London. ‘‘A 
book, whioh ought not to be unknown by any 
well-read man, was once inquired for in 
their library, by a person of more than ordi¬ 
nary curiosity ; the volume was in a press 
which was locked, and after a ve£ diligent 
search, the key was found in a place where 
it waa clearly ascertained, frois circum¬ 
stances, it must have remained undisturbed 
for eighty years!" We can match this 
story by one in which iiw were ourselves 
the principals in the library of the Dublin 
College of Surgeons: “ We were Inhere 
once on a visit; the conversation happened 
to turn on the discoveries of Laennec; an 
appeal was made to his volume, which was 
taken down from one of the shelves for 
reference; but, m irabile dicta, though the 
work, we learned, had been nearly two 
years in the library, not a single sheet of it 
bad yet been cut." On learning the regu¬ 
lations of the establishment, and that Mr, 
Colies, one of the principal surgeons of 
Duhlin, was then ridiculing the iuvaluable 
discovery of Laennec, by representing his 
stethoscope as useful only for canying ad¬ 
hesive plaster, our surprise, of course, 
ceased. But to preserve books this year in 
this way, that they may be preserved the 
next, and so on for ever, is idle ; it would 
almost be better to use them, like the 
Caliph Omtr, in healing baths and ovens, 
than not to use them at all. A reasonable’ 
wear and tear of books must be borne with; 
they ought to be used os much as is consist¬ 
ent with their preservation, and preserved 
as much os is consistent with o free ond 
ample use. The a^br side to err upon, 
especially'wNk-itKh works as may be re¬ 
placed, is to sin by too great a use of them ; 
for books, when worn out, may be restored; 
hut the opportunity of acquiring know¬ 
ledge, which is afforded to n generation, if 
once lost,can never be redeemed. Nothing 
is more valuable than time. We should 
moot willingly be the means of circulating 


the disgraceful fame of the propoier of tbit 
infamous lsw; but we seriously apprehend 
our good intentions will be defeated, in de¬ 
claring a Mr. Taggart, the parent of this 
regulation, as the public, from guiltless 
ignorance of his existence, might well mis¬ 
take the name for that of a beast or a fish, a 
river or a mountain, the only plaoe where it 
is to be met with in the whole circle of lite¬ 
rature or icience, being that learned re¬ 
corder of 11 time's changes,’' and the licen¬ 
tiates of the Dublin College of Surgeons— 
Watson's Almanack for die current year. 
By what process of reasoning he arrived at 
the discovery of this congenial institute, we 
are at a loss to understand; unless, perhaps, 
that in one of those gloomy retrospects of 
his life, for the indulgence of which his pro¬ 
fessional leisure affords him but too many 
opportunities, he may have come to the 
philanthropic determination of saving others 
by compulsion, the toil of even thst con¬ 
tracted atudy and reading, which has proved 
so unprofitable to himself in bis pursuits. 
We esn, however, as readily conceive, if 
there he any coincident sympathy between 
the human head and heart, that the man 
whose malignant ingenuity generated this 
vile ordinance, would be the first to sanction 
its worst application, as we are ready to be¬ 
lieve that if the law of the legislator 
Charon das was in force in the College of 
Surgeons, which required the proposer of all 
' new laws to come into the senate with a 
halter about his neck, for the purpose of 
strangling him on the spot, if bis proposition 
wu not approved; and that if Mr. Taggart's 
fellow members had done their duty, he 
would have been immediately suspended to 
one of tha lamp irons in York Street. 


EXTIRPATION OF TUB WOMB. 

Da. Bi.vndst.l, on Wednesday evening 
list, performed the operation of complete 
extirpation af tha womb, on • Mr* 
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Bermondsey. The patient wu about forty 
yeere of age, had borne eight children, 
and had been affected with canceroua dia- 
eaae of tbe womb upwarda of twelve 
months, during which time she suffered 
much from repeated hnmorrhages. The 
operation luted about half an hour; not 
more than eight ounces of blood were 
lost, and it wu not neeeuary to secure 
any vessels. Towards the conclusion of 
the operation, extreme collapse tool place, 
and continued for some time afterwards; 
although the patient somewhat rallied, we 
regret to odd, that she sank at four o'clock 
on the following morning—a period of 
about nine hours after the operation. An 
accurate examination of the body wu made 
on Thursday morning, but no satisfactory 
cause of death was detected; there were 
about four or five ounces of blood effused 
into the pelvis; the bladder and intestines 
were uninjured. 

The patient had been under the care of 
Mr. Randell, of ftotherhiihe; Mr. Morgan 
and Mr. Green were also present at tbe 
operation.

In all cases he hauseen or beard 
of, in which ns?vi had been removed by the 
knife, ligutnre, or auntie, there had remained 
a scar; but bv the plun of treatment he waa 
now about to submit, no visible defect or 
mark whatever was left. The treatment 
consisted of injection into the nievux, of 
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tare, it ran with great rapidity into the ad¬ 
joining cellular tissue. This pressure might 
be remored immediately, on withdrawing 
the syringe. It was also requisite to be 
cautious, that the fluid injected was not too 
strong, fie had never been able to permeate 
the whole tumour by a single injection. 
After having used it two or three, and, in 
one case, four times, the nsevua had entirely 
disappeared, the only mark otwhat had 
existed or taken place beiug a small round 
aperture, where the point of the syringe had 
penetrated, and which Vs believed, in a few 
rears, would become whJly obliterated. 
Only very little pain or inflifrnraation had 
attended, or followed the injection. He had 
had a particular syringe made for the pur¬ 
pose ; but a lachrymal syringe, for instance, 
provided its tube were enlarged, would do 
very well. Never having had ou opportu* 
nity of examining a cose of this sort, soon 
after the injection hod been used, he had 
not been able to ascertain precisely into 
what parts the injection got; hut it did not 
appear to him, as seemed to some of the! 
French surgeons, that navi were made up of 
cell i, but rather, as Mr. Lawrence had stated, 
of substance resembling the corpus spon- { 
giosum and corpora cavernosa. i 

Mr. Kino don greeted with greBt satis¬ 
faction any thing calculated to supersede! 
the operation of removal by the kuife or 
ligature, which he thought tit all times, if] 
possible, ought to be avoided. He hod; 
effected cures by vaccinntiun, but at times; 
he had failed. He had, on occasions, 
succeeded by cataplasms, covered with 
tartarized antimony, but again, on others, 
failed; and he should certainly now give 
Mr. Lloyd’s treatment a triul, in a case in 
which be had been foiled in his attempt at 
removal by vaccination. He had known a 
ease, in which the arm, the whole of the 
neck and head, on the affected side, were 
very much enlarged—the bona greatly in¬ 
creased in sise—the ear, the eye, the inci¬ 
sion. teeth, and so on, were all very much 
larger than those on the opposite side— 
here operation could not be thought of. The 
child died under the age of a twelvemonth, 
•o that nothing was^scertained as to its 
atate of in’elli ct. . 

•Mr. l.AH&t.'’ ttok Mr. Lloyd's principle 
simply to be that of inducing inflammation, 
though in a less degree than was necessary 
to produce suppuration, lie felt sceptical 
M to attributing the curative effect to ni¬ 
tric acid; lie was disposed to look upon any 
irritative substance at least equally calculat¬ 
ed to bring about the same result. 

Mr. Lloyd doubted not that gentlemen, 
or that he himself, might find out, in the 
course of time, on injection equal to, if not 
belter, than the one he had mentioned; at 
present he only desired to commouicate the 


. extent of his information, as yet, on the sub¬ 
ject, leaving the society and the publio to 
regard it as they might think it meritod. 

The President, and several members, ex¬ 
pressed themselves highly gratified by what 
they had heard, many of them promising to 
give the plan a fair trial the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity. 

A Member wished to know the best mode 
of treating in-knee. 

Mr. Lloyd said there were two modes of 
treatment; the one, that of keeping the 
i patient constantly off his feet, (best to bo 
| effected by some sharpish probe fastened 
through the soles of the boots, on which he 
could not stand,) for a very considerable 
j period; and the other, that of employing 
some mechanical apparatus, such as an irou 
or splint, to bo kept constantly acting, and 
drawing the leg in an opposite direction. 

The Prksihknt wished to know whether, 
in the case of rickets, there was any truth in 
the prevailing statement, that nbsorptimi 
of bony matter took place, and that phos¬ 
phate of lime might bo detected in the urine* 

Mr. Lloyd considered it placed beyond 
the shallow of doubt, the fact hariug been 
proved by the erperimentum cruets. 

Mr. Lamvfht inquired whether, in the 
opinion of the Society, there were any 
instances of pure spasmodic asthma, without 
organic disease ! He himself believed in thu 
existence of such cast s. and that the disensu 
was owing to a spasmodic contraction of the 
muscular substance surrounding the ramifi¬ 
cations of the bronchia. He wished to dis- 
jtm;ui&h this form of asthma from those 
which arc evidently produced by structural 
derangement of the lungs themselves, uh 
bronchitis, Ac. The exiiting cause of the 
spasmodic contraction of the hronchiul 
tubes, Mr. Lambert considered might be 
remote; as, for instance, iu tbe heart, or 
large vessels. 1 u two cases of aneurism of 
the. innominate which he had teen, the pa¬ 
tients had died suddenly, without any rup¬ 
ture of the vessel, but appsrently from suf¬ 
focation. In many cases of spasmodic 
asthma, however, he, (Mr. Lambert,) had 
failed in delecting disease of the hesit. In 
respect to the irestment, much w ould de- 
(iciid on the condition of the patient, lu 
one case, where it was considered that the 
right side of the heart was gorged with 
Mark blood, the patient was bled to the 
amount of a few ounces, and brandy given 
at the samo time—the blood flowing from 
the arm as thick aa treacle. Wheia there 
was leu prostration of power, great relief 
was obtained hy giving a full dose of l$*da- 
uum—even a drachm. 

Dr. Shearman's opinion was in accord- 
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anee with Mr. Lambert's. He deemed a 
strong dose or ether and opium most likely 
to afford relief. 

The Pur.ainKNT very much objected to 
the indefinite terms the profession had got 
into the habit of using. 

Mr. Honeywood thought the affection 
might exist without organic disease. He 
had been attending a most painful case of 
asthma, which he had only been able to re¬ 
lieve by galvanism, 

Mr. Iliff mentioned some cases in which 
the smell of certain substances, one in par¬ 
ticular, in which the imell of i/maruanfta 
invariably brought on the most violent at¬ 
tacks. He had been told, that inflating the 
lungs with a pair of bellows, by introducing 
the nozle into the mouth, during an attack, 
afforded great relief. He had not used this 
remedy, but recommended a trial of it to an 
old shomaket', 

Mr. Ltovr* thought the plan an excellent 
one for speedily htowing a man up. (.Much 
laughter.) In his opinion, the affection 
either sprang from organic disease, or, at all 
events, that disease existed in the course of 
the nerves supplying the organ.

SUFPOBKD XO HAVE BEEN EXOSTOSIS.

The following account will show to 
what a sice pure exostosis can attain, nml 
will likewise exhibit the difference between 
it nml the (ruo osteo-saicomatous enlarge¬ 
ment 

nbont fifty v*afs of age, was 
sent to the Hospital by l)r. Scott, of Marnes. 
Arising by a very broad sttacbtnent, from 
nearly the whole of the sternum, except 
the superior part of ita upper bone, adhering 
to the cartilages of the ribs, and extending 
ao far outwards as to elevate the papilla*, is 
a very large osseous tumour, measuring 
eighteen inches in circumference ; its sur¬ 
face, which is smooth, and not marked by 
any of those protuberances which wrre a 
distinguishing feature in the case of osteo¬ 
sarcoma, is evidently composed throughout 
of the same solid material!, and does not 
•ffbrd to the finger that feeliog of elasticity 
Which was experienced in the other, at those 
edicts when the fleshy intermixture ex. 
litod. The integuments covering the swell¬ 
ing avf mnuh stretched, and have become, 
it theme* pro tub*root point, inflamed.— 
Thrmioe uattended with little pain, and 


is principally inconvenient from itnixc and 
weight. Ills general health is in a very 
indifferent state; he is dyspeptic, aubject 
to rheumatic attacks, and occasionally suf¬ 
fers from dyspnoea. 

“ The tumour commenced nine yean ago, 
without any apparent cause, with general 
enlargement of the sternum at that surface 
where it is now attached, which has gra¬ 
dually in crewed, till it hu assumed its pre¬ 
sent immeij sis*. 

“ The treatment recommended was, great 
attention to the genenl health, the uae of 
alterative medicin.nf the repeated applica¬ 
tion of leeches fo the tumour, and after the 
employment of theae means, the insertion, 
at its base, of two or three small actons." 

Within the last month, I have had an op¬ 
portunity of making a post-mortem eiami- 
ination of the disease, and as its charac¬ 
ter appeared to possess considerable inte¬ 
rest and instruction, 1 have drawn un a 
short account of the dissection, which I 
will be obliged to yon to insert in the next, 
or any subsequent Number, of The Lancet; 
with the observations and opinion as given 
at the time the patient presented himself 
at the hospital. Unfortunately for surgery, 
this case is strikingly illustrative of the fal¬ 
libility of human judgment. The tumour, 
on examination, pissested tto character of exos¬ 
tosis, or osleo urema; throughout, its tex¬ 
ture was soft, though solid, and appeared 
lo have been well supplied with vessels. To 
give a familiar idea of its appearance and 
consistency, it very much resembled adipo* 
cere, except in colour, which was, for the 
most part of a dingy red. On dissecting 
bark the integument on either side, it was 
observed, that the left pectoral mnscle was 
remarkably pallid and attenuated ; the mus¬ 
cle of the opposite aide presented nothing re¬ 
markable. The tumour was covered with a 
thin layer of adeps, without the appearance 
of any distinct capsule or investment. Sup¬ 
posing it to have originated from the ster¬ 
num.

Hospital Attendance.—Mr. Earle has hern 
in the habit, during the sammeT month*, of 
vis ting the Hospital at eight o'clock in the 
morning ; and he took the opportunity of 
stating to the pupils, in one m the wards, 
on Moturday lost, that after bathig maturely 
considered, the ti mat when the surgeons 
ought to visit, mua{ advantageously to 
the pupils, he had come to the conclu¬ 
sion, that the boat plan would be for him 
to continue going through his wards al 
eight o'clock throughout the winter, and 
giving a rliniqu» regularly once a week. Hy 
this arrangement the pupils would htvo 
the opportunity of goiug round with Mr. 
Lawrence at half-past twelve every Mom 
day, Wednesday, sod Friday; with Mm* 
self at eight; and Mr, Viuesat, «thalf- 
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put twelve, every Tuesday nil Thursday; 
and of meeting nil the surgeons on Satur¬ 
day at noon. He recommended thin ar¬ 
rangement to the cotuidcration of the pupils, 
Who were to let him know their opinions in 
the course of a week, and with the wish of 
the majority he would cheerfully comply. 

apothecary din.—Mr. Lloyd liu lately, on 
several occasions, complained bitterly of 
the non-supply of medicine to patients, 
agreeably to the prescriptions. Patients 
have left the Hospital, and afterwards 
complained, that for many days thoy had 
not what was ordered for them. Others, 
yet in the Hospital, have been found in 
the same condition. Ou investigation, the 
abuse baa been found to rest with Matter 
Wheeler, the apothecary, who assumes to 
himself the right of making rules, with 
such regal pomp, that, unless such new- 
fuugled regulations are sacredly complied 
with in all reapecta, were patients gasp¬ 
ing their last, a particle of medicine is 
not permitted to pass from the shop! The 
existence of these pedantic rules often ft- 
maina unknown for a very considerable time, 
and, when disclosed, these laws are not 
only incomprehensible to the nurses and 
dressers, but, os they say, would require 
and even puzxlo Old Harry himself to un¬ 
derstand. Why is it that governors, sur¬ 
geons, and dressers, are to be thus treat¬ 
ed by this functionary, and the live* of 
patients tampered with in such a manner ? 
Does not this require the uuthoritative in- 
terfereuee of the Governors! If they are 
ignorant of the ** growing evil,'* ought not 
the surgeons, who have a dignity to sus¬ 
tain, at once to call for their interposition! 

PoU-morUm Examination.—The pupils are 
unceasing in their complaints Tes|*cting 
the uninatructive manner in which this very 
important subject ia regarded. Laminations 
are rare; and those which do take place 
arc conducted in tbe matt irregular manner. 
Mr. Weekes, Uw house surgeon, on enter¬ 
ing into eftee, tendortd his services to 
make these examinations regularly at a 
given period of the day, and to keep 
notes of every case. Mr, Lloyd has re¬ 
peatedly made a similar tender, yet tins 
branch of iusiruetiun, it may be said, is 
wholly unattended to. Mr. Lloyd stated to 
the pupils, in the wards, the other day, that 
ho should again make an offer of his ser¬ 
vices. U« thought he sltould bo able to 
prevail on the Governors to make an order, 
that all dying in the house should be exa¬ 
mined ; if not. at any rate, that be should 
he at liberty to male the examination in 
•tltaaaee where it was possible to effrrt it 
Wtthoot such an order, and that even then 
essential advantage would lw afforded to 
Hie M)toh How desirable to the body of 


pupils would this be! On what ground, 
or pretence, ia it that the Governors, 
who must be the only individuals to blame, 
do not pass such a regulation as wiH 
ensure to the pupils tfaia important right, 
which they pay dearly for, and which jus¬ 
tice alike to themselves and tbe community 
entitles them to demand 1 Do tbe Govern* 
ora entertain a dread of making tbe yonag 
men too well qualified to practise the heal¬ 
ing art! Some miserably morbid notum 
must exist m their minds on this point, 
which it ia earnestly hoped they will apeedily 
be relieved from. 

Regularity m Drnting .—It has been con¬ 
sidered, that it jrould be of great use to the 
pupils at large, if some particular period of 
tbe day were named for tbe dressers to 
begin their duties; because then tbe pupils 
would know when they might have the 
opportunity by attending, of seeing, and 
examining any cases they might deem im¬ 
portant. Some such regulation as this 
would, no doubt, be particularly serviceable.

or TUI URINARY BLADDER. 

By Annul Gabry, M.D. 

llrsjAMiu Morgan, wtat. thirty-two, of 
the sanguineo - melancholic temperament, 
Muull lu stature, but stoutly mode, had a 
gnmurlnra about fire rears ago, of whieh 
he was quickly curedV but shortly after, 
the stream of' his urine Secame^smaUer 
than usual. It continued so t MHnetfUi of' 
time, hut ns lu< suffered no pain, lie did not 
consider that any evil consequence would 
result. He continued in this state for more 
than three years, without any uuplenasat 
symptom exhibiting itself, more than that 
lie was obliged to increase his efforts to 
discharge the contents of tbe bladder. 
Within the last year, the difficulty in pass¬ 
ing urine bocainc much greater, and, at in¬ 
tervals, was somewhat distressing ; but it 
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never amounted to dd actual stoppage till 
the present attack. During all this time 
he punned hia busiaeia—tint of • news¬ 
man, nerving newspapers at the bouses of 
oitiiena and at public offices, his general 
health being pretty good. He occasionally 
indulged in the use of spirituous liquors, 
but was not a habitual tippler. He never 
took medical advice for the urinary aymp. 
toms, os ho considered his disease to be 
gravel, which, though it migfc. annoy him, 
yet ho believed it would never kill; hence 
lie neglected to take any remedy. 

When 1 was called to see this man on 
Friday, tbe Stall ult., at of i, Charles Street. 
I learned tbe shove particular*. 1 found 
him in peat agony: his abdomen was 
greatly disieudeu, and so painful that the 
slightest touch occasioned him to scream; 
there was at intervals, or when he took 
any drink, violent vomiting; his pulse was 
quick and tremulous, his countenance mise¬ 
rably anxious, and bis breathing very much 
hurried, These symptoms, ns 1 was in- 
formed, came on rather suddenly. The 
evening before, be wss in his usual state of 
health, ami went to stool, when, without 
any previous pain, be felt something, as it 
were, jump up suddenly in his belly; and 
from that moment he beeame unable to pass 
any urine, neither could he discharge tbe 
contents of the bowels. After some little time 
bis belly swelled, and he was very sick. An 
apothecary was sent for, who introduced, 
or attempted to introduce, a catheter; fur 1 
could not team whether the instrument bad 
passed into the bladder or uot. No urine, 
or frees, had been discharged for nearly 
twenty-hour* before I saw him. I attempted 
to introduce a tolerable-sized catheter which 
1 bed with me, but 1 found it impossible to 
get it in farther than about two inches and 
a half, tbe urethra being hard and con¬ 
tracted within that distance of its orifice. 
From tbe great distention of the abdomen, 
the feel of fluctuation even as high as tbe 
epigastric region, and the man stating that 
ba did not feel as if he hod any water to 
moke, 1 wu led to suspect that the bladder 
had burnt. While 1 went to obtain a small 
•Joed catheter, 1 ordered him to be bled, to 
bav« pills of roioewfth, calomel, and opium, 
follnwedbv > tj^ointhinate enema, and to 
*bave*Oc£SRMrf(iaaes of efferrescingmixtur*. 
I rise directed that a warm hath should be 
procured. On my return, 1 found that the 
medicines hod produced one copious dr jer¬ 
boa, but no nrinr had passed, and he ex¬ 
pressed himself much relieved hy the bleed* 
ug and the discharge from his bowels- As 
a warm bath could not bo procured, l tried 
without, to introduce ■ very small-sjxed 
catheter, which, after much resistance sad 
some delay, 1 got into the bladder, but no 
water come. This confirmed my suspicion 


that the bladder had hunt. I felt oomething 
opposed to the end of the instrument, which, 
from its elastic feel, 1 thought to be a poly* 
pus of the bladder 1 withdrew the instru- 
ment, and gave my opinion to hia friends that 
hie life could not be preserved. In the oouroe 
of the evening all bit lymptoma became 
aggravated; violent itercoraceona vomiting 
came on, and he expired in the course of 
the night. 1 obtained leave to oj>en the 
body tbe next day, when the following ap¬ 
pearances were ’ observed: — On cutting 
through the naiietes of the abdomen into 
its cavity, there issued out about turee 
quarts of urine. The peritoneum was much 
thickened with flakes of coagulable lymph 
dispersed upon it. The villous coat of the 
stomach was very vascular, and somewhat 
thickened. The lining of the duodenum 
was more vascular than natural; but, on 
the whole, there were little more than 
signs of incipient inflammation throughout 
the remainder of the intestinal canal, which 
woe occupied entirely by flatus. 1 put down 
my hand into the pelvis, to feel for the 
bladder, and discovered it projecting a 
little from under the pubes, iu the form of 
• hard, scarcely elastic mass, like to a 
ichirrus uterus, by removing the intes¬ 
tine*, I viewed it in situ, and on the pos¬ 
terior part 1 found it thin tor about an inch 
»]uare, in the middle of which was a hole 
with three flaps, evidently produced hy 
rupture. Thete wan no murk of ulceration. 
Tlie aides, in till directions, with the ex¬ 
ception of this small portion, were increased 
in thickness to ahnut half an inch, hard, 
and slinoM as unyielding as cartilage. In 
cutting, it offered much resistance to the 
kuife, giving a sensation to the hand as if 
tlie blade was pnsaing through bundles of 
wliip-cbord. Tbe interior presented large 
bundles of white strong chords, reoembliug 
small catgut strings, intersecting each other 
like the musculi pecliuati in the heart, but 
more prominent, and leaving the interstices 
more marked and deeper, 'the mucous 
covering on those was smooth and glossy, 
but scarcely thickened. 'IV cavity of the 
organ was* lessened in all directions, uud 
could not contain more tbau four or live 
ounces of fluid. The apace on the posterior 
part, which remained tlun, was tho only 
l>ortion which was yielding, and this seemed 
to have been much stretched before it gave 
way. Round the spot where tbe rupture 
took place, the characteristics of the parit¬ 
ies of this organ were last; as, by the 
slightest press with the finger, it would 
tear with edges, u if a cutting instrument 
had been applied. As 1 was anxious to gal 
it away, for the purpose of making a preps- 
taiioa, I was obliged to effect ay pur¬ 
pose clandestinely, and with expediljm, *&d 
l cut it out, taking tbe prostate glaad with 
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it. Tbit gland waa a good deal diseased, 
having u proportionable increase iu site to 
the coats of the bladder. It wat bard and 
uuyieVling, ami cut like Bemicartilnge. If 
cut from the bladder, bv itself it would 
weigh about an ounce. There were several 
strictures of long standing in the course of 
the urethra, and it was these, and the dis¬ 
eased state of the prostate gland, which 
gave such resistance to tlie introduction of 
the amullesi sized catheter. The ureters 
were enlarged to some distance up from the 
bladder. 1 did not get lime from the friends 
to examine the kidneys, and nil i could learn 
was. that the uisa never complained of any 
unpleasant sensation in the regions of these 
organs during life. 1 have mude a prepara¬ 
tion of the bladder and prostate, which 1 
hare presented to my talented friend, Dr. 
Davis, of this city, for the instruction of 
his pupils. 

The only inference which 1 would ven¬ 
ture to make from the preceding imper¬ 
fect detail, is, that the strictures iu the 
urethra were the primary cause of the in¬ 
ert ased growth of the bladder. They con- 
tinued for more than four years, offering re¬ 
sistance to the passage of the urine, and 
consequently for the same space of time 
the muscular fibres of the bladder were ex¬ 
cited to inure than usual efforts to overcome 
by their force, the resistance which wus 
made. Increased extreme of muscular 
fibres, caused them t • increase in strength 
and growth. Hen* then* wus evidrnt cause 
for the more than ordinary exercise of the 
muscular fibres of the bladder, and the result 
\\m a more than ordinary thickness and 
strength. 1 do not tlmik it surpassing pro¬ 
bability to believe, that, if the strictures 
hud been attended to in time, and had been 
cured, that the morbid growth of the pa- 
Ticlcs, and the other morbid appearance* of 
the bladder, never would htro couie ou.

Up to this time, however, he persevered in 
following hie employ,menu At length hit 
health became so exceedingly impaired, and 
he found himself so unable to work, that he 
consulted Mr. Castle, of Bermondsey, un¬ 
der whose csre he remained a abort time, 
and then applied to the Hospital. 

At the time of admission, the tumour, 
which occupied the inner side of the thigh, 
was of considerable aiae, and easily dilated 
or. coughing. The integuments covering it 
were soft, and yielding; and at one part 
red and inflamed. Iu a few days after ad¬ 
mission, it hurst, and nearly two quarts of 
purulent matter escaped. The patient waa 
pale, and rery much emaciated ; the bowels 
were tolerably regular, but the appetite waa 
defective ; tlie pulse small, quick, and fee¬ 
ble ; tongue white in the centre, but red at 
the tip and edges, and the papilla were 
slightly raised. Hie cheeks were frequently 
flushed, the pupils dilated, aud the counte¬ 
nance shrunk and wan. He had evening 
exacerbations and morning sweats, and, in¬ 
deed, ull the symptoms of hectic. The urine 
was high-coloured, and deposited a brick- 
dust sediment. He wus immediately put 
upon n generous diet. Ordered to take of 
the sulphate of quinine one grain, eight 
drops of the diluted sulphuric acid, with 
two ouuces of the infusion of roses, twice 
a-dav, and wine and porter daily. 

June 4. The opening in the abscess had 
nearly closed, aud Mr. Key, o:i examining 
the part, found that the fluctuation here¬ 
tofore felt on coughing, no lunger ex¬ 
isted, although there were H or 4 ounces of 
pus under the integuments.

and he then advised an operation; obt ac* 
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ndingly came into the Hospital for that 
urpoae. When admitted, the tumour wai 
ard and firm, but waa perfectly moveable, 
andling it created a dull aching pain, 
'hich lasted for some hours afterwards. 

The operation waa performed on the 25th 
* August, and the tumour was found to be 
mtained in a perfect cyst, which was also 
xcised. A section of the diseased patt pro* 
ented a granulated appearance. It was 
xcessively hard, but there were no appete¬ 
nces of striae, or of any deposits of thst pe¬ 
culiar matter which is found in true scir- 
hns. Various opinions were advanced as 
.0 its nature; some asserting that it waa a 
chronic enlargement of an absorbent gland, 
jid others, that it was fungoid disease, 
t is certain, however, that it waa of a 
jufficiently auspicious character to justify 
ts removal. 

On the second day after the operation, an 
rysipelatoui inflammation attacked the 
round, and speedily extended iteelf over 
.he chest to the arm. The dressings were 
immediately removed, scold bread poultice 
was applied to Use wound, and a Lx wit, com- 
Mtsed of the carbonate of ammonia, spirit 
if wine, and water, was ordered to be kept 
constantly applied to the inflamed parts. 
Five grains of calomel were prescribed. 

28. The inflammation has increased con¬ 
siderably. The cheeks are flushed; pr’se 
120, quick, and hard; bowels relieved 
twice, and the evacuations exceedingly of¬ 
fensive. Tongue loaded with ■ light yellow 
fur ; surface hot. sometimes a clammy per¬ 
spiration supervenes. Ordered to take two 
drachms of the sulphate of magnesia in pep¬ 
permint water immediately, and a saline 
effervescing draught every six hours after 
the bowels have been evacuated. 

SO. Has passed a restless night. The 
inflammation still continues; the. wound is 
dry and inflamed ; tongue loaded ; pulse 
irritable and quick, and the cheeks much 
flushed. This morning vomiting came on, 
aud she was ordered to discontinue the 
fever medicines, and to take ten grains of 
calcined magnolia, and two ounces of pep- 
permint water erery eight hours. 

Sept. I. She has had a very sleepless 
night. The nkiu is still clammy and hot;

OPERATION OF LITHOTOMY PY MU. GREEN. 

OR Tuesday, Sept. 0. Mr. Green per 
farmed the operation oi lithotomy upon a 
young man, about <1 y^ri of age. The 
patient had had difficulty and paio in mak¬ 
ing water for ten years, hut had never had 
medical advice; although, within the last 
taro years, his suffrriafa had occasionally 
been very severe. 

He applied to the Hospital on Momliy, 
the 1st of September, at which time Mr. 
Green sounded him, and immediately de¬ 
tected a stone. He was taken in on the 
Allowing Thursday, aod the O]*ration wn» 
performed four days afterwards. The stone 
was of large six**, and twice receded from 
the grasp of the forceps. The operation 
was very wall performed, Mr. Greeu, as 
usual, emploving the jprgel. 

10. Passed a good night; the urine hat 
flawed freely through the wound ; there is 
no tenderness of tin* belly. 

11. Slept the greater part of the night; 
the belly iaaofta.d free from tenderness; 
some of the urine lias escaped by the penis. 
The bowels not yet moved. Ordered u dose 
of castor oil. 

13. He has passed rather a restless night. 
The castor oil produced much nausea and 
vomiting. He complains of considerable 
tenderness of the belly; the tongue is 
White, pulse jerky, and quick- Hied to ten 
ounces. Fomentations ordered to he ap¬ 
plied to the abdumeu. 

14. He passed a goodnight ; the bleed¬ 
ing and fomeuUiiur.K relieved ih« febrile 
symptoms. The pulse is softer and le*s 
quick than yesterday; longue hiss furred, 
and there is no tenderness of the abdo¬ 
men. 

Sept. s;S. We have visited him daily to 
the present date, and be is now fast reco¬ 
vering.

Ifneleary, a bay about seven years of age, 
was admitted into Henry’s Ward on the 
forenoon of Saturday, the Utb of Septem¬ 
ber, under the care of Mr. Green. 

His friends stated, that he had fallen out 
of a first floor window, (a height of about 1 <> 
feat,) and pitched upon ’he top of Ids head. 


He was immediately conveyed to Uio hos¬ 
pital, where, on examination, it won found 
that there was a large wound of the scalp, 
with an extensive fracture of the skull, just 
at the upper and posterior part of the os 
froulJs, extending into the parieUd bone. 
There was considerable depression on one 
side of the fracture, and a large piece of 
bone was found so hnse and detached, that 
it wu readily removed with the forceps. 
The wound was then dilated, and the de¬ 
pressed portion removed with a trephine. 
This portion of the bone had been so much 
driren iu as to wound the dura mater, 
and lacerate the brain. When admitted, 
the child was insensible to samunding ob¬ 
jects ; but he wu sensible of pain, and iu an 
I hoqr afterwards was much more so. The 
1 pupils were much dilated. 

After the operation, the wound wu 
lightly dreued, and the patient placed in 
bed. * lie remained tolerably quiet for soma 
hours: in the night, however, re-action 
came on, and early on Sunday morning he 
was bled iu the neck to four ounces. The 
pulse was very rapid, and exceedingly small; 
ftkiu hot, and dry. The pupil* remained un¬ 
alterably dilated; and he lingered out till 
Monday, when to* expired.

PXTF.NSIVI DEPRESSION. 

On Thursday forenoon lost, another fatal 
case of fracture of the skull, with depres¬ 
sion, was brought into the hospital. 

Thu patient wu a muscular old man, 
about sixty years of age. It appeared from 
the evidence given by those who brought 
him, that ho had fallen a considerable bright 
ftom a ladder, and had pitched first upon 
the veitex of his head, and afterwards, by a 
kind of rebounding motion, upon hia battik 
and occiput. W hen admitted, he wus per¬ 
fectly insensible. The pupils were dilated, 
breathing difficult and atertoroue, pa tee 
labouring and intermitting, and be hnuhte- 
moerhage from the mouth and Aft * 9 C* 
There was no wound upon Uia scalp j ape* 
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the vertex there was a little contusion, 
and extravasation beneath the scalp, and 
an indistinct crejpitus was felt. Upon exa¬ 
mining the occiput, however, a most ex¬ 
tensive fracture was detected, and a lar^e 
portion of the occipital bone could be felt 
to be driven in coder the parietal. Reaction 
never took piaee, and the patient died in 
about an hour after bis admission. 

The body was immediately removed by 
the friends, and consequently nu inspection 
was permitted.

Jsan Parker, a labouring man, of about 
34 years of age, was admitted, on the *d of 
September, under the care of Mr. Keate.

The integument 
was brought together by ligature. Some 
time after the operation, lie seemed a little 
more sensible, £id is capable of being 
roused when spoken to; the pupils ore m 
little more active; pube frequent, bat 
small; bowels open. 

7. More sensible when roused, but gene¬ 
rally continues in a doting state; at times, 
however, starting, and talking incoherently. 
Pulse, bowels, and pupllfe the acme ; tongue 
rather fhrred. Continue the medicine. 

8- Pulae rising; skin hot; bled to eight 
ounces. 

9. To dty he is worse, but, when roused, 
still answers questions; poise 110 , and 
hard; akin hot; has been blooded to the 
extent of 18 ounces; blood inflamed.

bowels open ; bled to six ounces.

On the post-moriim examination, it was 
found that the fracture extended to the left 
side of the head, as far aa the petrous por.

These cases confer a greater degree of re- 
anonaibility on tlu- practitioner tlianwhal 
arises from the Cesarian operation itself; 
for by it, when early resorted to, the flrtus 
must very generally be laved; and of late 
years, it Would seem by the periodical press; 
that on the Continent, in most instances, 
the life of the mother hat also been pre¬ 
served. 

From the indifference with which that 
illiberal and intolerant junto, the College 
of Physicians of London, as well as some 
other physicians and mechanics of the pro- 
fi ssion, have affected to treat, not only raid- 
wili-rv, but those even who practise the 
art, l would not be surprised if, among rav 
auditors, there might be some who, in imi¬ 
tation of a late celebrated professor, in s 
northern university, may think the art so 
simple, that the study of it ia fit only for 
fools or illiterate old women; or who, like 
$ir Anthony Oyster, of recent stullilo- 
qurnce, think, that the practice of it by men 
should altogether he relinquished, on the

find tint their victims constitute the most

be coniecratea to the chore of humanity, 
and that you will not suffer the babbling of 
fools to influence your better reason; or the 
dictates of envy awl malice to guide your 
actions. I think* I hear some one Bay, that 
such cases arc of rare occurrence! Yes, 
truly, because the sympathy of relatives for 
the deceased is often an insuperable barrier 
to dissection, and die grave can teR no tales! 
But allowing that accidents of this nature 
do not happyu above once in 9000 labours, 
or once in the whole coune of a long and 
extensive practice, might not this solitary 
instance, if mismanaged, be followed by tho 
loss of praetice, and lasting disgrace to the 
medical attendant; or, if the efforts of the 
practitioner wire crowned with success^ 
what solace would it not afford to a circle 
of relations and friends 1 

Although this accident must have occa¬ 
sionally happened from a very remote pe¬ 
riod, yet we do not find any observations ia 
the writings of tbe ancients which would 
lend us to infer that it was known to them. 
Alhticasis, iu his chapter dt Extraction 
f'ertut mortui, certainly relates a case, where, 
after the death, and retention of tho feetus 
in the abdomen, tbe woman again conceived, 
and, after a considerable interval, fcctal 
bones, and a considerable quantity of mat¬ 
ter, were discharged at the umbilicus. Al- 
bucasis does not appear to have been aware 
of all the circumstances of this case, though, 
as you will soon be better able to under¬ 
stand, it was probably an example of the 
accident under consideration. To the 
French accoucheurs of the 15th century, 
however, the merit is due of having en¬ 
lightened the profession on this subject; 
and, since that period, the,accident has been 
frequently recognised by practitioners of 
other countries.

Besides the causes which hive been dis¬ 
cussed, incautious management during the 
version of the fivtus, and, according to M. 
Capuron, sclurrosity of the cervix uteri, may 
lead to rupture of this organ. I can easily 
believe this, but 1 have no knowledge of 
such cases. 

The rent may be seated in any part of 
the uterus, from its aperture to its fun¬ 
dus, and it may take an oblique or trans¬ 
verse direction. Moat generally, the injury 
is situated in the back part of this organ, at 
that point which, during parturition, is 
liable to be in contact with the promontory 
of the sacrum. Laceration in the anterior 
is less frequent than iu the posterior parit¬ 
ies of the uterus; but whether it happens 
in the one or the other, it generally has a 
transverse direction. 

The symptoms may be divided into pre¬ 
monitory and concomitant. It is of the first 
moment to remember both, because it is by 
early and active interference only, that any 
good can be done. Hy attentively watching 
the first class of phenomena, you may often 
prevent the occurrence of the accident alto¬ 
gether. In every case where you are re¬ 
quested to attend a patient, you should take 
an opportunity of ascertaining the nature of 
her previous labours, if she has had chil¬ 
dren ; and if you find that she has suffered 
much, that the crotchet has been required, 
or that she has given birth to still bora 
children, you should watch her with more 
than usual diligence; you should alto do ao 
where the pains continue very powerful, 
without advancing the presentation, even 
after the at uteri is fully dilated, where there 
ere scarcely any intervals of ease between 
them, when they seem as if centred in one 
particular part, aa the sacrum or pubes, and 
where there it a sensation of cramp in the 
abdomen between the pains; and, lastly, 
where then is great restlessness, flushing 
of the countenance, and rapidity of the 
pulse. 

You are not always, however, to expect 
these precursors, for the accident ban hap¬ 
pened, not only where tbe patient waa not 
long in labour,'but where even uterine ac- 
tiou was not remarkably strong, as is the 
case in which Mr. 8eolt and myself were 
concerned.

E ther soy more, by reoesrohes into homan 
owiedgo, than that the works of nature 
ere wonderful, and carried on by a concate¬ 
nation of cause and effect, and that there 
must be • great end almighty first cause, or, 
in other words, sn omnipotent creator,—a 
God. Man gathers his religion from other 
sources than the natural cit ation—the Bible 
and revelation, for faith ie declared by our 
eetabtished church, to be the " foundation of 
our religionif the Bible is true—if revela¬ 
tion is true, ae is acknowledged—if these 
are sent by the Almighty ss our sources for 
religious information, and as meant on which 
we ere to place implicit dependence, it 
would be both unjust and irrational to seek 
out for sinister evidences, with the view 
of supporting the imagined deiicienoet of 
the former;, in short, although it is for 
man's good to believe in the existence of s 
future, spiritual world, end it would be 
daring folly in s person to deny it, because 
he eaunot comprehend its nature, and im¬ 
pious, os well ss ignorant, ia the extreme, to 
treat auch a thing with ridicule; yet he 
only knows the txiuenct of auch • thing 
upon the strength of the testioiouy or

VTBRXNB HAMOURIIAGE. 

The introduction of the hand into the 
uterus is a very general practice in thoae 
eases of uterine hemorrhage which occur 
soon after delivery, end depend principally 
on a complete atony of the uterine fibres ; 
it is but too well known how often our pur- 
of exciting contraction faila, and in 
short a time the patient, iu spite of all 
our endeavours, will sink under the effects 
of depletion. In such alarming cases, 
l'lourquet first recommended pressure on 
the abdominal aorta through the parietes of 
the uterus, or by pressing on the belly; we 
think that the following cases will impress 
our readers with a favourable opinion of the 
practice. 

Dr. Eichelberger was called to a lady 
who had been attacked very aoon after de¬ 
livery with profuse hemorrhage ; he found 
her almost swimmiug in blood, with a pallid 
face, cold sweat, senseless, and in con¬ 
vulsions; the pulse coaid not be felt, the 
extremities were cold, Ate. Cloths dipped 
in cold water had been applied to tbe belly, 
but without any effect. Dr. Eichelberger 
introduced his hand into the uterus, and 
with his fingers compressed the sorts, the 
pulsation of which was very distinctly felt. 
The haemorrhage was iustantly stopped, 
but the uterus showed no disposition to 
contract. The hand was accordingly re¬ 
tained in its position, snd liucture of opium 
and cinnamon given intensity. After an hour 
the uterus began to conti net, and the hand 
could be safely removed. Dr. Eichelberger 
followed the same practice in two other 
esses of alarming haemorrhage, and found it 
equally successful. The relaxation of the 
uterus was so great, that the hand could be 
easily moved towards any part of the abdo¬ 
men, and the rolling of the intestines could 
be distinctly felt. 

Another case of uterine haemorrhage, 
where compression of tba aorta waa em¬ 
ployed with succesa, occurred in the ob¬ 
stetrical clinic of Berlin, under Von Sie- 
boW’s superintendence. Tbe child had been 
turned, and delivery had been very diffi¬ 
cult; after tbe removal of the placenta, a 
moat alarming hemorrhage took place; cold 
water to the hally, injections of water and 
vinegar, the internal use of ether, tincture of 
ciDuamoa, and phosphoric aoid, had been 
employed without any effect, and the pa- 


| tient was evidently very near her dissolu¬ 
tion, when one or the assistants began to 
compress tbe abdominal qprta by external 
pressure on the abdomen. The hemor¬ 
rhage was staid almost instantly, and the pa¬ 
tient very slowly recovered.—(Fids Subotft

nEMASEABLE CASE OF POISONING WITH 
BELLADONNA. 

A man, forty-six yean of age, swallowed 
by mistake forty-four grains of the powder 
of belladonna; hour afterwards lie was 
uHacked with violent beadacli, especially 
over the orbits; the eyes became of a red 
colour, which quickly extended over the 
face, and at laat oner the body, so that 
within a few minutes the whole akin ex¬ 
hibited an intense uniform redness, such as 
ia observed in scarlet-fever; at the same 
time the patient felt violent pain and heat 
in the throat, and along the oesophagus, 
and, on examination, the fauces were found 
strongly inflamed. These symptoms were 
accompanied by a very painlul irritation of 
the urinary passages, especially of the neck 
of the bladder, with a constant hut fiuitless 
desire of making water. Copious bleeding, 
emollient clysters, fomentations on the 
belly, and twenty-five leeches to thn hypo- 
gsstrium, relieved the patient in some de¬ 
gree, and within twenty-four hours he was 
perfectly recovered.— (Nouv. BibliotK, AUd,) 

REGENERATION OF TIIR TEETH AFTER 
CARIES OP TUE I’PPRR JAW-RONE. 

A boy, eleven years old, was, after the 
suppression of tinea, affected with a pain¬ 
ful swelling of the upper jaw-bone of the 
right side ; the teeth became loose, and 
numerous abscesses formed, through which 
a probe could be passed into the antrum. 
The right nasal cavity was compressed 
by the swelling of the bone, and the eye 
forcibly pushed upwards. The canine 
and first molar teeth being extracted, and 
an abscess at the internal angle of the 
eye opened, there was an abundant puru¬ 
lent discharge, which was fallowed by the 
exfoliation of the oa unguis, and of part 
of the processus liasalis maxill. supe¬ 
rior ; the abscesses in the gums discharged 
also osseous fragments. In this manner 
seventy-two pieces of bone were exfoliated; 
their total weight was 126 grains, and they 
consisted of the alveolar process; tbe an¬ 
terior and external paries, and the nasal 
process of the upper jaw-bone ; the oa un¬ 
guis, snd the nasal bone of the right side.

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\Y k aie sincerely desirous of witnessing, 
and, 88 far as our efforts can l.ave such a 
tendency, of promoting, the prosperity of 
the Medical School in the London Uni¬ 
versity, and it is ber.tu£: we are sincere 
well-wishers to that establishment, that we 
feel it right to call attention to a tirade, 
directed by one of Its. Professors, partly, 
as we are given to understand, against our¬ 
selves and the great body of medical re¬ 
formers, and partly against a distinguished 
member of the profession, who has ren¬ 
dered himself obnoxious to the corrupt few, 
by his disinterested oud enlightened efforts 
to restore the independence and respecta¬ 
bility of medical practitioners. We stated, 
on a former occasion, that Dr. Cosoi.lv, 
the Professor of lit? nature and treatment of 
diseases, as he somewhat inaccurately styles 
himself, was an untried man ; and we trust 
that we shall not be culled upon, in justice to 
the University as well as to the public, to 
state, that he has been tried, and found 
wanting. Certuin it is, that lie has commenced 
most inaurtpicioutdy. Instead of avoiding, us 
any man of common tact and discretion would 
have avoided, in the outset of his career, 
the introduction of tti|.ica calculated to ex¬ 
cite party feeling, he hits seized the very 
first opportunity of manifesting Lis indivi¬ 
dual opinions, if not of gratifying bis per¬ 
sonal resentments, on the question of me¬ 
dical reform,-—thereby committing, as far as 
in him lay, the interests of the University, 
.and exposing the new establishment to the 
ill-will of a large majority of the medical 
profession. We would willingly persuade 
ourselves that the attack on medical re¬ 
formers, which Professor Conw.lv had 
the taste to fuist into his introductory 
Lecture, was not dictated by a more un¬ 
worthy motive than the gratification of his 
vanity, or the desire of propagating his own 
opinions without reference to the interests 


of tho University; but we are bound to 
state o fact of which we were not aware, 
when we formerly alluded to lliia gentle- 
tIt*man,—namely, that he was once the edi¬ 
tor of a medical journal, and that he mo¬ 
destly ascribed his failure, iu that capacity, 
to the ignorant and unjust preference 
evinced by tho profession and the public 
for Til a Lanc et. 

Professor Conoi.ly piques himself, it 
should seem, on the composition of liis in¬ 
troductory Lecture,—fur he has thought it 
good enough to print,—and we ahull, there¬ 
fore, transfer to our pages, aud make a few 
observations, iu justing;, ou the peroration 
which contains the tirade in question. The 
Professor will probably marvel at our intre¬ 
pidity ; or, as his piety and his vanity seem 
to go hand in hau.t, he may, perudventure, 
weep at the obduracy of men who are not 
only unmoved by the perusal of his mas¬ 
terly philippic, but who arc ready to give 
it a circulation which it would never, ex¬ 
cept through the medium of this Journal, 
have obtained. 

** You commence your studies," says the 
Professor, " when our professional body »■ 
agitated by many matters of great intere st. 
>'mui of you may, perhaps, be persuaded, 
be lore your studies are completed, to lake a 
part in proceedings or discussions, haring for 
their object certain changes iu ilm medical 
ru/istilufinfi. On the propriety of these 
changes it would be unbecoming in m« to 
offer any opinion, in this place. Hut let mo 
udvise you to approach these subjrcts 
calmly, and not to give way to any feeling 
hut a desire to do good to, mid to protect, the 
whole body of the profession, and to bene til 
the public, of which that profession forms a 
part. 

" Ileware how you allow your passions t«» 
bfi influenced by any, who, on the just 
ground that old establishments need occa¬ 
sional alterations, would really engage you 
ia the destruction or what is useful as well 
m venerable. Hear the opinions of the old 
as well as of the young; ootnpare one with 
another; and judge for yourselves. Leave, 
for tho present, to others, the ear* of 
changes demanding time, wbioh yon hire 
not to spare; experience, which you can¬ 
not be eup|K>aed to possess; patient*, which 
does not belong to your age. Do ftOtwasto 
valuable hours, and neglect yourffmeat 
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opportunities, in endeavouring to effect what 
only your seniors can effect,—hours which 
you can never recsl, and opportunities 
which will never present themselves again; 
but will bo looked buck upon, if lost, with 
pain and regrot as long as you live." 

On this part of the Professor's address, 
we have but few observations to make. It 
is not true that the medical profession is in 
an agitated state; on the contrary, we 
maintain that the members of our profes¬ 
sion enjoy all the tranquillity which belongs 
to a consciousness of their strength, and to 
a conviction that they will toon be emanci¬ 
pated from the tyranny by which they have 
been so long oppressed and degraded. Dr. 
CoxoLir talks of the medical cmutitvtum, 
and of the venerable fhbric which the friends 
of medical reform seek to destroy, as if the 
College Charter, obtained by the Surgeons’ 
Company in the reign of his late Ms* 
jesty, were as ancient as Magna Charta. 
But if it were os ancient as Ur. Cokoi.lv 
supposes it to be, a Professor of the London 
University should hove known that it is the 
utility, and not the antiquity of an esta¬ 
blishment, which constitutes its title to our 
respect. The Doctor's remarks would have 
been far more appropriately uttered in a 
College lecture-room, where the Professor 
receives a premium fur the perfunctory dis¬ 
charge of his duty, than in the theatre nf an 
institution, whose avowed object it is to get 
rid of all absurdities which arc tolerated, 
merely because they hare long existed. 
But the opinions of Ur. Cotton.v, as an in¬ 
dividual, are of little importance; and wliat 
wa mainly object to is the indiscretion of 
entering at sll upon topics calculated to 
provoke angry feelings, and entirely uncon¬ 
nected with the subject on which he was 
called upon, in bis official rapacity, to ad¬ 
dress the students. He has himself acknow¬ 
ledged the indecency of dismissing such 
topics in that place, and tire reader will aee 
Item the following passage, how far he 
stands self-convicted of this indecency 
f* And, Gentlemen, above all tilings, 
f ben you arc urged to any particular lift* of 


conduct, let your first inquiry be concern¬ 
ing the character of those who are most ac¬ 
tive in it, and who are to be your associates. 
Ask yourselves if they be truly hanett men. 
If they are not, have nothing to do with 
them in any cause, for they will corrupt the 
beet. Iu all countries protending to civili¬ 
sation and morality, people have long been 
convinced that the end, however laudable, 
does not justify unholy meant. It may be 
your duty to endeavour to reform, but only 
if you can reforngby honourable efforts. A n 
ancient edifice may require repair , and repair 
might conduce to iu ufety; hut if ike fern 
tktlful workmen who alone could undertake thie 
experiment of preienatitm, be turrounded by a 
pauionate and tawtrupuleut as nltitude, their 
wite efforts will be overborne, and no good end 
tffecled. If you forget these trutas, and 
become committed to the cause of injudi¬ 
cious, or selfish, or reckless, men, be assured 
you will find, even in your own profession, 
a spirit whioli w ill not tolerate you ; and by 
the public sense of this country, you will 
be opposed and defeated in every step of 
your proceedings." 

This ie the passage, we suppose, which is 
aimed at ourselves, and the medical re¬ 
formers generally. How far Dr. Cokollt 
may succeed aa a “ professor of the nature 
of diaeasea,” we are rather at a loss to con¬ 
jecture, because we confess that we do not 
exactly know what it ia * to profeu the nature 
<f diteam , but the perusal of the foregoing,. 
and other portions of his Introductory Lec¬ 
ture, has satisfied ua that the Professor is, 
at least, a master of that branch of rhetoric, 
which has been aptly denominated twaddle. 
The Professor, aa our readers must hive 
observed, cannot divest himself of bis reve¬ 
rence for antiquity, or of his notion that tho 
College Charier ia as old aa the bilk. Tht 
“ ancient edifice" we take to be the College 
Charter, or, perhaps, what the Professor 
calls " the medical roost toiltMthe '* few 
skilful workmen" are evidently the council, 
or surgical oligarchy, in Lincoln's Ion fields, 
and '* the passionate aud unscrupulous mol- 

* A roau may profess the science, or 
branch of science, which has for its objects 
tho nature and treatment of diseases, but to 
talk or write of professing the nature of 
diseases, ia, with all submission to so pro¬ 
found a rhetorician, to talk or mite non- 
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titude” are the medical reformers, or, in{ 
other words, the great body of the medical 
profession. Of a truth, we feel at a loss | 
whether most to admire the justness and j 
liberality of the Professor’s sentiments, or; 
the richness and beauty of the allegory in! 
which his sentiments are veiled. Hitherto, j 
the Doctor's remarks ap^esr to be aimed 
rather at the great body ot medical reform* 
era, “ the passionate and unscrupulous mul¬ 
titude,” than at anyjparticular individual; 
but his satire becomes more pointed towards 
the close of his harangue, and the following 
temperate and judicious effusion is, we un- j 
derstand, levelled at that most obnoxious, 
because most upright, independent, and un- • 
compromising reformer, Mr. Lawrence. 

** The time has gone by, when, in the ! 
comparative ignorance of the community at ‘ 
large, want of principle was occasionally 
tolerated because connected with highly- 
cultivated talent. Vou live in days when. 
not knouUtige alone, but charucter ii power; i 
when knowledge without charucter can pro¬ 
cure no more than temporary and very trau- 
sient pre-eminence, and cannot save from 
final exposure mid disgrace, Unjust uus-j 
picions may attach to an innocent man ; the; 
general consistency and integrity of his life! 
will wipe them away ; the iinprudencies of) 
youth may be repaired by the circum¬ 
spection of middle age ; but if you justly' 
lose your reputation for probity aud honour, j 
you may struggle, and resist the great decree j 
of public opiuion ; but you will find, what- 1 
ever your attainments, whatever engaging 
qualities or natural endowments you pos¬ 
sess, that your influence in society is gone, j 
and that you are, in all respects, lost ami j 
ruined men. We have reasou to congralu- > 
late ourselves. Gentlemen, that we do Jivej 
in a country, and in times, so favourable to 
the exercise of virtue. Let it be your con¬ 
stant ambition, then, to be esteemed and dis¬ 
tinguished, when esteem and distinction are 
not conferred even upon intellectual great- 
fleas, except when combined with, aud ele¬ 
vated bv, some approach to moral excel¬ 
lence.” ' 

The vituperative part of the above pas¬ 
sage we should hare heea perfectly willing, 
estimating, as we do, the value of the Pro¬ 
fessor s censure, to take to ourselves; but 
the laudatory portion of it—' 14 the engaging 
qualities,” the " high endow®cute,” 11 the 


intellectual greatness,” See., we cannot, of 
course, appropriate, however cheap we may 
hold the Professor’s praise; aud we are, 
therefore, constrained to believe that the 
whole passage was aimed, as it was gene¬ 
rally understood to be aimed, at an indivi¬ 
dual whose character is far beyond the reach 
of the Professor’s calumny, and whose ta¬ 
lents even the Professor's eulogy cannot 
depreciate. 

We here take leave of the Professor; 
and we trust, not for his sake, but for the 
sake of the establishment to which he be¬ 
longs, that so injudicious and indecent an 
effusion of weakness and venom as that 
w ith which he disgusted his hearers at the 
close of his introductory Lecture, may never 
be repeated within the wtlls of the London 
University. We know that the conduct of 
the Doctor, on this occasion, has excited 
the strongest feelings of dissatisfaction 
among his colleagues generally, and among 
many of the moat influential members of the 
Council. 


On tht Curative Influence of the Southern Court 
of England, especially that tf Hastings ; with 
Ol/urialions on Disemes in vhtch a Ueadenee 
on the Court is most hcntflcial. JJy Wil¬ 
liam Harwood, M. D. London, Col¬ 
burn, 1028, pp. 

Dr. Ham wood has selected a subject pre¬ 
eminently calculated to excite attention in 
this our “ aea-girt isle;” for we believe 
there is scarcely a country in the world 
which, like England, presents the uxamplo 
of the great mass of ita inhabitant* annually 
migrating to the sea-coaat; performing a 
pilgrimage, aa it were, at the shrine of 
Neptune. Sea air lias, indeed, from time 
immemorial, been regarded io this country 
almost as a panacea for all the numerous iUe 
to which flesh is heir; and yet we venture 
to say, that the practice of sending invalids 
to the aes const, has been pursued, mo by 
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medical men, rather from a kind of pre¬ 
scriptive right, than from reflection upon 
the cironmetaaeea, the co-operation of which 
is necessary to enure benefit. In saying 
this, we would not be thought to underrate 
the advantages, and certainly not the plea¬ 
sures, of a temporary sojourn on the coast, 
doomed as we ore throughout a great por¬ 
tion of the year, to inhale the smoky and 
murky air of the metropolis—air which, as 
our medical poet beautifully expresses it, 
" reeks back from a thousand lungs”—we 
fully appreciate the invigorating breese of 
the ocean, and acknowledge its animating 
influence. The question, however, now 
before us is, whether in any, and in what, 
cases of tiuease, a residence upon the coast 
is beneficial 1 To thu investigation of this 
subject, Dr. Harwood's book is professedly 
directed. 

After some genersl observations on the 
varied nature, or “ medical peculiarities,” 
of our coasts, the author proceeds to treat 
of the causes which affect the temperature 
of coast situations, and more especially tint 
of tin* southern coust of England, which he 
considers as the most eligible, “ not less 
from the advantage it derives, in common 
with all others, from the influenoe of the 
sea, than from its latitude, and other pecu¬ 
liarities." 

Dr. Harwood regards it as an established 
fact, that the sea, bating imbibed a large 
portion of caloric from the sun's rays, has 
the power of equalising the temperature 
of the air in its vicinity, from the well- 
known property which heat possesses, of 
equally diffusing itself through contiguous 
bodies. Hence, lie argues, arises the dif¬ 
ference found to exist betweeu the tempe- 
Titure of coasts and that of the interior of 
extensive continents, although placed in the 
same latitude. 

In respect to the temperature of the 
southern and western shores, our author 
hasarda ^te following opinion : 

" 'fa® increased temperature of our 


■oathem and western coasts, has also been 
thought to be influenced by the agency of 
the stream of water which flows towards 
Europe, from the Gulf of Mexico, occa¬ 
sioned by a material difference between the 
level of the gulf and that of the Atlantic 
Ocean.” 

Again:— 

u It ia also very probable, that an addi¬ 
tional elevation of temperature on our coasts, 
may moro frequently be influenced by the 
current issuing tyu the Bay of Biscay, 
which is thought to be dejiendent on a simi¬ 
lar penning up of its waters, aud ia stated 
to flow generally north-west by west.” 

These preliminaries'settled, the Doctor 
proceeds “ particularly to notice the vici¬ 
nity of Hastings.” There ib nothing like 
leather, said the honest currier—there is no 
plsce like Histinga, says Dr. Harwood. It 
is adapted either for a summer or winter 
residence. In the former cose you may 
live u]>on hills, " two or three hundred feet 
above the level of the ms, visited by the 
prevailing breezes;” and, in the latter 
case, there are numerous habitations, be¬ 
low the cliffs, '• most effectually sheltered, 
at all seasons, from the more piercing 
winds.” So says the resident physician of 
Hastings ; but in Pr. Good’s Study of Me¬ 
dicine, where treating of phthisis, we find 
the following opposing (and perhaps we 
may say tuning) remarks :— 

11 The topography of s situation about to 
be chosen, is of equal importance ; for if it 
be strongly marked by lofty cliff* or moun¬ 
tains, the air will seldom circulate freely, 
but rush in currents in tome parts, and be 
obstructed and become stagnant in others. 
Such it the star# nfll actings, on the Sussex 
coast of our own country'. The shore is 
skirted by two enormous cliffs of sand¬ 
stone, that rise between two and three hun¬ 
dred feet in perprndirular height. The old 
town is built in a deep ravine opening to¬ 
wards the north-east, that lies between 
them and the new town immediately under 
the cliffs, fronting south and west; and 
hence, while the air is rushing in a perpe- 
tual current through the former, it becomes 
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entirely-mistaken notion, the Warm belli in 
almost universally looked upon ash relaxant. 
Dr. Harwood baa so well expressed himself 
in accordance with our opinions, that we 
eannot do bettor than transcribe his re¬ 
mark!. 

*' 1 may obserte of the warm sea bath, 
that while it is capable of invigorating, by 
equalising the circulation throughout the 
entire frame, its action is no lest that of a 
soothing stimulus to the nervous system, 
producing, by its external operation, that 
kind of influence which is derived from 
the more grateful aromatics, or mild cor¬ 
dials* when taken internally. 

“ But it has this very decided advantage 
over the latter, that the slight exhilaration 
it produces, is not succeeded by that de¬ 
pression which is usually induced by other 
classes of stimuli; its action beiug less 
powerful, and the impressions it produces 
more general and penuanent.

The author next makes some judicious 
observations upon the effects of aea air, and 
then enters into a consideration of bathing, 
end its effects on the constitution; In re¬ 
spect to cold bathing, wt meet with the 
subjoined remarks, which especially merit 
attention. f 

41 1 think I may venture to observe, that, 
while much of the beneficial action induced 
by the warm bath on t tlie system, is primary, 
and mecHsnically dependent on the agent— 
that of the cold is secondary, and dependent 
more on the energies of the system itself; 
a circumstance which, In the practical treat- 
went of disease, is of the highest import¬ 
ance ; for it is obvious that the latter de¬ 
mands a certain degree of power in the sys¬ 
tem to effect its completion.

As all the diseases, distortion*, or defects, 
which it it now proposed to euro, to correct, 
or to alleviate, sre believed to originate iu 
a derangement of the natural muscular ac¬ 
tion ; and ni it is now proposed to remedy 
those defects, by restoring tliut action to its 
natural course; it is proper to begin by en- 
devouring, at least, to discover what mus- 
culai action is. 

It is a remarkable fact, that there is not 
a living being in whose body the most won¬ 
derful actions sru uot continually going on, 

" pulpahtr M feeling at to tight yet none have 
taken the trouble to ascertain wliat they are, 
or how their risible effects arc produced. 
Those whose lives are suppoitcd by these 
very actions, do uot seem to kuow that they 
cxist; aurl the learned, whose province it is 
presumed to be, buve made no rational in¬ 
vestigation ou the subject, at least tioue that 
1 have been able to discover. I bis being 
the case, it remains one important subject 
for investigation that is still untouched. As 
it lies directly in my way, in that course; 
which I hive pursued, L shall, perhaps, 
he excused for attempting to examine it; I 
certain, that if I produce so information 
myself, I shall afford an opportunity to some 
who may be better qualified to correct me, 
and to produce that information which I 
uot be able to communicate, 
oscular action, if it can be arranged in 
a manner similar to that in which Nature 
has arranged the muscles by which its effects 
are produced, may be placed is two divi¬ 
sions, first, muscles, whose action is invo¬ 
luntary ; and, second, muscles whose ac¬ 
tions are subject to tho will of the animal 
in whose body they exist.

depend upon their containing within them* 
selves the principles of action, which in 
them are equal and opposite to each other. 
These muscles art) thrown into action the 
instant the heart begins to live ; they grow 
with its growth, and strengthen with it* 
strength, so long as the animal of which 
they form a part continues in health; their 
action diminishes in regularity as health de¬ 
creases, and finally ceases with the extinc¬ 
tion of life. What the wonderful power is, 
by which these effects are produced will, 
in all probability, never be known by any 
living Doing; at all events it is not intended, 
iu this investigation, to cuter into the in¬ 
quiry. 

There are four conditions or state* of 
the muscles, which it will be proper to un¬ 
derstand, and, so far as it may be done, to 
explain 

First, the state of absolute rest; as wlien 
a person lies down in a horizontal position 
to sleep, or to remain in any other state of 
positive inactivity. When the muscles are 
| iu this stale, every voluntary action ceases, 

| and notbiug goes on but the circulation of 
the blood, and such other functions os are 
m cessary to continue life in the body. If, 
when a man lies in a sound sleep, you raise 
his hand, or any other member, the instant 
you lei it out of vour hand, it fails as if it 
were lifeless. It a man who is fast asleep 
coaid, without disturbing him. he raised and 
set upright upon his feet, the instant you 
let him go, he would full to the ground ts if 
' he. were dead. .Sleep is, indeed, the perfect 
image of death.

Again, Mr. Hunter said, “ If it be neces¬ 
sity, from fashion and so on, to carry the 
person in any particular mffimcr, this habit 
may be attained at any period of life, and 
quoted this instance: you see a ploughboy, 
while plodding at the plough, an awkward 
fellow; but he enlists; then he is put 
under a drill sergeant; and then obserre 
with what care aud precision he marches, 
after he has been under the care of that 
sergeant for a time. Now this shows that, 
if the body is well-formed, it may carry any 
fashion, but there is certainly no counter¬ 
acting nature." 

Mr. Hunter said, 11 you should dress your 
children lightly and loosely, let them run 
about and exercise all their muscles equally, 
and then they would not grow awry, to 
this parents'have a sort of objection : 
which is, that children will grow round 
shouldered, and so on. Now 1 have en¬ 
deavoured to refute that absurdity, by say¬ 
ing, that if children were suffered and 
allowed to do as they please, the hod\ would 
be formed according to that pattern which 
nature designed it should he." 

I have placed these, opinions together, 
because they were the opinions of Mr. Hun¬ 
ter, and, as such, are entitled to much re- 
spect. Trusting to mv own memory for 
correctly rrm-ruberiug these opinions, as I 
heard him deliver them, 1 think then* were 
■hade* of distinction between his real 
opinions, and what are h»*m given us such ; 
yet, with this abatement, they may be taken 
as the best opinions that were elitertuined 
upon these subjects in those days. 

That the drill-scrgeant-i, iu Kir. lluntei's 
time, frequently transformed very awkward, 
clumsy, and even stupid.clowns, into smart, 
active, and clever soldiers, is undoubtedly 
true, and proves that tin? upiuion of th 
who say that such delects cannot ho cured 
even after the patients liave arrived at 
maturity, is erroucons. In those days 1 
passed much of my time on the south side 
of St. James's Park, where ] gained both 
knowledge and amusement, by observing 
the effects that were produced by forcing 
military knowledge into raw recruits. 

However awkward, clumsy,or ill-formed, 
the recruit might be, there was but one 
process used to convert him into a well- 
made active aoidier : the mode of conduct¬ 
ing that process might vary according to 
circumstances when it was applied to differ¬ 


ent men, bat ita essential qualities were, 
in every case, the same ; that was, to force 
or strain himself by whatever exertion it 
might be necessary for him to make, till he 
had twisted himself into that shape and 
position which his sergeant determined that 
he should assume ; a tuk which was very 
difficult, and attended with great pain and 
difficulty to the unfortunate recruit. I have 
seen a man undergoing this discipline roar¬ 
ing with pain, like an unfortunate child 
that had been severely beaten. Yet 1 al¬ 
ways saw that the sergeant was victorious, 
and converted his pupil into an effective 
soldier; his recipe was infallible; it was 
punishment, or, at least, the fear of it. 
Thu recruit knew full weft that if he did not 
do whit he was directed to perform, lie 
would certainly be punished aocordiug as 
he was deficient, and the business did not 
end here; for, if he again failed in executing 
the required manoeuvre, he would bo again 
punished, and so on, till he did execute 
what was required of him : this wan an in¬ 
fallible method of fixing knowledge in tin* 
minds of those who were obliged to learn; 
hut as it cannot be applied to the sons or 
daughters of gentlemen, it cannot be of the 
least use on the occasions that we ore now 
contemplating. 

Mr. Hunter's opinion, that *•' if it be ne¬ 
cessary, from fashion, and so on, to carry tho 
person in any particular manner, this habit 
may be attained at any period of life," if it 
be true, it is only in a very limited sense, 
nuil the circumstance tlul he mentions to 
prove the correctness (if lua opinion directly 
proves its fallacy ; 1 mean the effect that is 
produced by the drill-sergeant, who trans¬ 
forms awkward countrymen into clever sol¬ 
diers ; nml. as the investigation of this 
opinion will lead to a knowledge uf the facts 
which ought to be understood, 1 trust that I 
shall he excused for employing aumu time in 
the investigation. 

During, and after the time of the riots in 
and after the year 17HO, and during tho 
revolutionary war, volunteer corps were 
firmed throughout the country: men of 
every rank, from the highest to the lowest, 
were engaged in them, aud were instructed 
in military raameuvres by tho same ser¬ 
geants who drilled the military recruits.

Si a,—1 have already advanced an opt¬ 
ion, aud, 1 trust, established it by suffi¬ 


cient proofs, that the peculiar distortions of 
the feet of children which take place be¬ 
fore the birth, and when the feet are toned 
inwards, may certainly he cured, in • rea¬ 
sonable time, if they are properly attended 
to. I shall now proceed to show that what 
may be called the opposite kind of case, 
where the feet are turned outwards, although 
the defect is not so striking to the unin¬ 
formed observer, and indeed is often unob¬ 
served until it is much increased and be¬ 
comes more trouhleaome to the tafferer, 
than the opposite defect, the bo called 
varus. 

Case 1.—A gentleman’s child was shown 
to me soon after its Jrirlh; there was no 
risible defect in the -form of its right foot, 
but it was turned upwards in a very re¬ 
markable manner, which created an alarm 
that induced his parents to coosult me. 
After a careful examination, 1 clearly saw 
that it was a case of this kind, and advised 
the parents to wsit t short time to see what 
course the foot would take. After the ex¬ 
piration of a few days, it was perceived that 
the defect diminished ; the cause of thia 
alteration was. that as the child was healthy, 
stroug, ami setive, the struggles which 
such children will make to bring their 
limbs into action, acted favourably upon 
the gustrocuemeii muscles, and brought 
them into action so favourably tint their 
increasing energy overcame the defect in 
the foot; so that, at the end of three months, 
there was no circumstance remaining which 
could show that the foot hod ever been 
defective. 1 waa so employed in this family 
that 1 had opportunities of seeing this child 
grow up to maturity. and knowing that no 
deficiency ever appeared in this foot during 
liia after-life. 

Cast *J«—Another gentleman's child was 
soon afterwards shown to me. who was re¬ 
cently born with one of his feet under 
similar circumstance*. The former case, 
was fresh in ray memory, and induced me 
to recommend that a similar course should 
be pursued in this. My advice was adopted, 
and with equal success, for, at the end of 
two months, it could not be discovered 
which of his two feet had been defective ;

At a period when almost every art has 
attained so high a degree of perfection, it 
is truly surprising, and much to be regret¬ 
ted, that so important an operation us that 1 
of tooth-extracting, instead m advancing, 
should have retrograded—that a set of den¬ 
tal instruments, under the mush of im/nurt- 
"war, should be so clumsily constructed as 
to be readily mistaken for afarritr't lonU. 

Medical men, whose experience in this 
department of surgery is often unavoidably 
very limited, confiding ir» the misrepreseii- 
Ulions of persons interested iu deceiving 
them, are led to provide themselves with 
instr uments to ill-coutrivvd, and of such 
pnpoUtroHt dimensions, that they scein best 
Mapled for a tpgeulatiit coau^nment to ih« 
nogdom of Paragon**. 

Few subjects hive exhausted so much 
Jme to Imie purpose as the attempt to 
discover a means of extracting teeth in a 
direction perpendicular to their axis. For 
this purpose, a vuriety of connivance* have 
been produced, many of them very ingeoi 
ous; but all, onu after another, have sunk 
into oblition at a very short date from (heir 
appearance—« disappointment that would 
have been spared to the inventors of litem, 


had they commenced by acquiring a tho¬ 
rough knowledge of the form of the teeth, 
of the power requisite to detach them from 
their sockets, of the fragile nature of de¬ 
cayed teeth, and the structure of the alveo¬ 
lar processes; then, supposing them to be 
acquainted only with the first principles of 
mechanics, they must have perceived the 
above-mentioned project was absurd iu the 
extreme, and one they could not have en¬ 
tertained for a moment, had they compre¬ 
hended the action of that most useful and 
admirable contrivance, the key instrument. 
He who does not clearly* understand the 
application of this instrument, is utterly 
unfit to operate iu cases of importance. 

Considerable ingenuity has been dis¬ 
played in some of tbosu contrivances that 
were expected to set by placing the fulcrum 
upon the adjoining tooth, or teeth ; u method 
that, for very* obvious reasons, cannot pos¬ 
sibly succeed. Others again, possiasing no 
talent for invention, have contoured them¬ 
selves with introducing, as u norettu, un in¬ 
strument that has been in use from the re- 
mtat ages—a pair of pincers!! ureailv 
improved, by being made of the most gigan¬ 
tic and appalling dimensions. 

That the use. of such an instrument is 
highly objectionable in all cases where, thu 
key is generally used, will be very evident, 
if we reliect that the teeth hold so tightly 
by reason of their diverging, crooked, and 
otherwise misshapen roots, that the most 
powerful and continued efforts to remove 
ilmn in that way will prove unavailing ; un¬ 
less, to he sure, breaking cun be (alicd re- 
moving.*

• Those who pretrnd to operate in ibis 
manner are so well aware of this fact, from 
experience, that they have been frequently 
Hettftod exhibiting their iafalUhU pincers 
with one hand, while thu key was concealed 
in thu other. 
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to ts to act at right angles with the handles; 
consequently the operator must use great 
additional force, having, as it were, to raise 
a considerable weight at the end ot' n lever ; 
so that, admitting he has power to remove 
the tooth, it so suddenly yields, that the 
violence of the jerk very often either frac¬ 
tures or loosens one of the teeth in the op¬ 
posite jaw, which tiie operator can no more 
control, than he could avoid falling, if, in 
pulling an imaaenie weight, the cord he 
held were auddenly, though not unexpect¬ 
edly, to break. 

Another insurmountable objection, is the 
length of time required for loosening a 
tooth with the piucera; for, in defiance of 
the favourite jwpendieular action, the tooth 
will not stir till it has been moat forcibly 
worked to and fro during some time, us the 
crown would bieak otl'sooner ihua it would 
yield to u dead pull; and thus it rec< »vea 
the very lateral action so strongiy and so 
aa^uciously opjmsed. 

Lastly, the pincers cannot he usi-d with a 
chance of success where the crown of the 
tootii is much decayed; for, iu the effort 
to loosen it, the pinch requisite to prevent 
the instrument from slippin;:, would he 
unavoidably greater than the remainin'! 
substance of the tooth would ullow without 
breaking. 

The preceding observations will suffice to 
shew the impolicy of attempting important 
operations with the pincers, or any other 
means by which it is projmsed to lay hold 
of the tooth between two rutting edges. 

With the assistance of ilic_ drawing, 


fig. 8. a few words will be sufficient to prove 
the decided superiority of instruments con¬ 
structed upon the principles of the key. 
The bolster and claw, G 11, are represented 
as fixed on a decayed tooth A, preparatory 
to its extraction from the socket XL The 
power is applied to the bolster, so aa to 
turn it round, this move* the joint 1 in the 
dotted curve J, and pulls the daw II in the 
direction of the liue K L, along which the 
tooth, having no direct support, is pulled 
by the claw on ape aide, (as shown by the 
dotted lines,) and tilts on the part N of the 
socket us a fulcrum; this being opposite 
the bolster, the pull varying from the di¬ 
rection K L to l> P; tyis widens the socket 
and gradually detaches the tooth, first from 
the side M, under the clow, while the ex¬ 
cellent position of the holster causing a 
fulcrum X so low down the socket; the up¬ 
per portion of tooth becomes a powerful 
lever to move and detach the bottom, begin¬ 
ning first at one side, and stretching the 
locket, so us to make room for it the easier 
to slip nut; thus the parts arc easily and 
gradually loosened, but in quick succession, 
thereby uvoiding all that violence of tug and 
shock that must attend perpendicular ex¬ 
traction, as it is erroneously called. The 
quantity of lilt is here greatly exaggerated 
to make it visible, much less being sufficient 
to loosen the tooth. 

Instruments on ibis principle ore the 
only ones that can be applied to slumps 
having no upper portion to lay hold of.

The treatment in the first stages of this 
complaint must be pursued in reference to 
the chronic ejection of the membrane. 
Strict attention must be paid to the gene¬ 
ral health, with the cautious use of stimu¬ 
lants, as ung. hyd. nit., viuum opii, \c. A 
great source of mischief, aud one general 
error iu practice, which wc have had abun¬ 
dant opportunities of witnessing, is the use 
of instruments under these circumstances. 
Permanent closure of the canal is not so 
frequent an occurrence as is generally ima¬ 
gined; if attention be paid to the means 
calculated to relieve the chronic inflamma¬ 
tion of the mucous membrane, and to change 
tho vitiated secretion of the meibomian 
glands, wc shall, for the most part, find that 
the disease may be cured without the use of 
instruments. Hut if this treatment is found 
to he ineffectual, we may suspect that a 
stricture exists, and for the treatment of 
this, Mr. Stratford recommends the intro¬ 
duction of a probe at thopunctum. He gives 
the following directions for its use 

"In passing the lachrymal probe, which 
is a silver wire slightly bulbed at the point, 
and flattened at die further extremity, often 
haring a turn to accommodate it to the form 
of the brow, we should hold it tightly be¬ 
tween the two fore fingers and tbe thumb, 
then selecting the inferior punctum; should 
this be closed, wc may, by insinuating the 
point of a pin, readily dilate the orifice, so 
as to admit the probe. Now placing tbe 
finger upon the temporal surface of tbe or¬ 
bicularis muscle, so as to make the ciliary 
margin tense, and slightly evert tho lid, 
then holding the probe in a perpendicular 
direction, we shall generally be ablo to enter 
tbe runctum. Sometimes, however, we may 
see it spur, -dically retracted, so as to cre¬ 
ate ait obstach to the attempt; having en¬ 


tered the punctum and perpendicular canal, 
we should turn the probe at right angles, 
that is, in an horizontal direction, and paaa 
it along the lateral canal, until we find it 
strike against the bone, which is easily 
distinguished by the resistance it occasions. 
Now, when the point is fairly within the 
sac, by a greater turn of the instrumeut, 
we again elevate it, and carry it gently out¬ 
wards and downwards in the course of the 
nasal duct, until it touches the floor of tho 
nostril, or superior spongy bone. When 
about to enter the s^, if we do not carry it 
home before we attempt to rise it, nr if wo 
•lifter the point to recede in that move¬ 
ment, we generally find that die point will 
catch in sonic membranous fold, and we ahull 
certainly be foiled ia our attempt to enter 
tbe sac: having overcome this difficulty, 
wc shall the n be generally able to accom¬ 
plish the psssuge. Should we, however, 
meet with any other difficulty, we shall ge¬ 
nerally be able to pass the instrument (un¬ 
less it he a confirmed stricture,) by rolling 
the probe between the linger aud thumb.” 

If the foregoing means are found to he 
insufficient, nr.il the disease ia likely to run 
on to suppuration, the sac is to be laid 
open, and, after promoting tho suppurative 
action for a day or two, we nrc to prucecd 
in furring the passage to the nose ; by 
means of a strong silver probe introduced 
through the wound of the. sac, and carried 
steadily downwards, almost iu a pt-rju ndi* 
cular direction, inclining a little outwards. 
The. author expresses himself strongly ia 
favour of the use of s tube, as practised by 
Dupuytren, hut lie thinks it preferable, 
after forcing thu passage with the probe, 
first to introduce a style, or bougie, so as to 
accustom the part to the presence of a fo¬ 
reign body, rather than at once to pass the 
tube. A silver tube, he rays, will equally 
suffice with one mode of gold. We can 
ourselves speak with much confidence of the 
successful results of this mode, of practice. 

Having dwelt ao long upon the diseases 
of the lachrymal organs, we must be brief 
with the remainder of the volume. Treat¬ 
ing of inflammation of the sclerotic tunic, 
the author observes 

“ The causes of sclerotic inflammation 
tre those which can excite e similar disease 
in other parts of the body, such as tbe aud* 
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den npplication of cold, when the system is 
preternaturally heated. This diaeaie fre¬ 
quently accompanies, or even alternate*, 
with a rheumatic affection of the joint*, 
which leads us to conclude, that the inflom- 
raalory action i* connected with this disease, 
a position which the similarity of the tex¬ 
ture affected greatly tend to confirm.*' 

It is, we believe, now generally admitted, 
that the sclerotic coat is liable to be affect¬ 
ed with rheumatic or arthritic disease.— 
Colohicum, and, in some instances, the qui¬ 
nine, are the best remedies. 

The author, in treating of cataract, Lakes 
occasion to reprobate the pursuance of one 
kind of operaliou in every instance. In the 
following sentiment we fully accord with 
him The operation must be adopted to 
the kind and vuriety of cataract, rather than 
tho eye to the operation.” 

Mr. Stratford, we perceive, lias dedicated 
his work to Mr. Guthrie, conjointly with 
Mr. Heed, the Treasurer of the YYeeiniin- 
Btrr Eye Infirmary, and Sir ,1. Maegregor. 
from this circumstance, and from the fre¬ 
quent allusion to Mr. (iuthrie, we expected 
to find some observations upon “ certain 
method * of treating ucute and chronic in¬ 
flammations of the eye, lately adopted at 
the Royal Westminster Ophthalmic Hos¬ 
pital.” However, we do not find that our 
author sanctions the “ certniu methods,” 
on the coutrury, alluding t > the use of u 
strong solution of niiime of silver, in the 
commencement of acute purulent influimnu- 
lion, lie tells us, thul he should hesitutt; to 
employ it. So would any rational practi¬ 
tioner. 

To conclude.—Mr. Stratford's book ia evi¬ 
dently the production of u practical man, 
who writes from what ho has seen ; hence 
the descriptions of the various diseases arc 
accurate, and the plans of treatment re¬ 
commended highly appropriate. The stu¬ 
dent will find it highly useful. Wo are 
lorry that we esunot extend our praise to 
the plates; without the text, it would be 
difficult to any what they were intended to 


represent. The author will do well also, 
in the next edition, (which we believe will 
aoon be called for) to correct the numerous 
typographical errors which exist. In look¬ 
ing through the volume, we almost con¬ 
stantly find mucus, written for mucous, ery- 
■ipelatui for erysipelatous, vitrioua for vi¬ 
treous, teneafor tinea, and so ou.

MANIA ASH DELIRIUM TREMENS. 

Tut Minutes of the last meeting were 
read. 

Mr. l.i.o yi> produced the heart of a 
bullock, which showed, in u very marked 
manner, the effects of pericarditis . A large 
quantity of lymph had been deposited on 
the surface of the organ, which had after¬ 
wards become organised. Thu organisation 
was put beyond all doubt by an injection 
thrown into the arteries. Vessels, the 
length of an inch, were traceable in the 
newly-formed substance. The specimen 
furnished evidence also of inflammation 
having existed in the internal lining of the 
heart. Circumstances had prevented him 
from getting ro accurate a history of the 
ease as he should have wished, but he pro¬ 
mised to ascertain, if possible, whether, at 
the time the animal was slaughtered, it op- 
peart d in good health, and whether the 
loose pericardium exhibited the same np- 
piarumv when first seen, that it did when 
shown to the Society. 

Dr. Smv art read a paper from a visitor 
at the former meeting, containing observa¬ 
tions on the history of the double uterus 
case detailed by Mr. Waller.* The wri¬ 
ter of the paper considered that bleed¬ 
ing, in the treatment, would have been pre¬ 
ferable to the large doses of opium which 
were exhibited : the opium, he thought, 
aggravated the circumstances. The great 
distension of the uterus prevented its con¬ 
traction. It frequently happened that 
a pel son could not empty his bladder, 
though it was highly charged; this sroso 
from the over-distension of its parietes, and

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was usually at once relieved by the appli¬ 
cation of leeches, or general bleeding, and 
the use of the warm hath. The oasilic 
patches appeared to have been of a chronic 
nature, and could not hare been the cause 
of death.

I’dnndell hud seen this case, 
and agreed with the practitioner, ia attri¬ 
buting tire beneficial result to the effect of 
the bleeding.

October .», at Halt past 
two o’clock, with exiouhivu laceration of 
tin- scalp over the right parietal and tempo¬ 
ral bolu s, the tkill parietal bone being de¬ 
ntil! .d ot its pctr.ttnuu, to the extent of 
two inches ia l;i:;;th from behind, forward, 
and one iuclt in breadth, w iib slight appa¬ 
rent fracture ; also with frsctuie of the 
superior maxillary hone ; considerable cpis- 
tixis. lie wus jmrfectly sensible when 
brought in, and was soon afterwards able 
to state, that, having seen & boy, iu the act 
of exercising a horse iu Gosweil Street Road, 
thrown off, the animal having taken frigl.i, 
lie endeavoured to atop tbe horse, and cnu-'lit 
hold of the bridle ; but, not suernmn;.! in 
his object, he was thrown dawn, and thought 
he must have been trodden on by auothir 
horse that hud also run away, but could rc- 
eolh » t nothing mote of the accident with 
distinctness.

Lecture I. 

Of the Gravid Glenif. j 

Tn consequence of impregnation, the : 
genitals undergo conspicuous changes ; nnd 
when altered in this manner, they form 
what is denominated lira gravid uterus, of 
winch I now proceed to treat. 

The womh, in the uuimpregnalod condi¬ 
tion, varies much iu its sixe. but, ou an ave¬ 
rage, it does not exceed the bulk of a small 
pear Fattened; when, however, it is en¬ 
larged to the full site of gestation, it forms 
a very bulky tumour, occupying, at least, 
two-thirds of the cavity of the abdomen ; 
its diameters from mouth to fundus, from side 
to side, and from before backwards, being, 
on an average, of twelve, nine, and six in¬ 
ches respectively. The form of the gravid 
uterus varies somewhat in different women; 
but, in the main, it resembles a large egg, 
more rounded in aome cases, more elongated 
in others, something, perhaps, depending on 
the position of the Krtua. 

Thu oviform uterus is placed in the 
cavity of the abdomen, the fundus being iu 
front before the eatiforai cartilage, and the 
mouth lying below and behind in apposition 
to the middle parts of the sacrum. When 
Urn bladder ia full of urine, it takes iu 
place between the uterus and the abdominal 
covering!, otherwise the womb is covered 
by these tegument! alone in front, and Hie 
intestines, in the end of pregnancy, lie 
above aud behind the uterus, being, by the 
interposition of this organ, sometimes con¬ 
cealed almost entirely from the view, even 
though the abdominal coverings bare been 
Wd open by the knife. When the womb 
w# too autth lofwvdj or to either side,

The 
opinion ia deserving of ^tenliou ; because, 
if it really be so, it is not unreasonable to 
hope that, in some cases of genuine ma¬ 
lignant ulceration, if we con but pare away 
this diseased structure, we may entirely re* 
move a disease, which would otherwise go 
on and destroy the patient. An operation 
in principle of this kind, has been per¬ 
formed, 1 believe, nut without its success, 
by Oziauder, Dupuytren, and Lisfirane, and 
this operation hereafter more fully con* 
aider ed, 1 strongly recommend to your 
consideration. 

I shall now send you round some prepa¬ 
rations, illustrating'and proving the asser¬ 
tions which 1 have advanced. This, in 
cast, is a very excellent specimen of the 
uterus at the end of the nine months. Y ou 
will observe the position of the viscera 
above or belliud the uterus. The ulrrus is 
sometimes of a more rounded, and, at others, 
n more oviform shape, a specimen of both 
forms I here exhibit. 

In this preparation, you see the absorb¬ 
ents of the uterus. This belonged to the 
cat; the womb dilated and dried is not un¬ 
like a piece of intestine, and the absorbents 
remind one of the laclcals. 

Here is another preparation of the ah* 
sorbents of the human uterus, very nume¬ 
rous and large. 

Here is one that shows the muscularity 
of the uterus. A piece of beef does not ex¬ 
hibit a muscularity more conspicuous. 

Here i* another uterus inverted, its iune: 
membrane having been removed, so that you 
may see iU structure the better. You may 
also distinguish the orifice of the fallopian 
lubes. 

Here is a still finer preparation of the 
same kind. 

Here is n specimen of the muscularity of 
the womb of the rabbit, almwiug, &* usual in 
this animat, our very large vagina, and two 
Uteri. It is not necessary *« take away the 
{peritoneum to tea the muscularity ; be¬ 
sides, if you examine a rabbit immediately 
after its neck haa been broken by the dealer, 
you may see both the wombs and the vagina 


distinctly moving, and with n great deal of 
activity, like the Intestines. 

Here is n preparation allowing the ordi¬ 
nary thickness of Use uterus, whioh ia from 
a iiuarter to a third of an inch. 

Here ia a preparation of the womb un¬ 
usually thick throughout, nearly an inch ia 
ita measure from surface to surface. 

Here is a preparation of the uterus un¬ 
usually thin, aome parts of it not wore than 
a line in thickneu. Such a womb might be 
easily lacerated. 

Here ia another preparation, where the 
womb ia not thicker than a piece of brown 
paper; recollect this preparation, when¬ 
ever you are introducing your hand into the 
uterus. 

And here is the os uteri, with its follicles. 
It ia this structure which is, 1 suspect, the 
first scat of the malignant ulceration, and 
by the removal of which the disease might 
most probably be cured.

If the <|uintity of the liquor amnii lias been 
unusually Urge, or if a woman have pro¬ 
duced a variety of children, the contraction 
of the uterus, of course, gives rise to a very 
considerable fUtciditv of the abdominal 
covering*; indeed they are exceedingly 
flaccid, even iu those cast-a where the uterus 
has not exceeded the ordinary size, and 
hence the propriety of the measure which I 
formerly recommended to you after de¬ 
livery—I mean the compression of a bandage, 
as in the case of ascites, so as to give to this 
part an agreeable support. This flaecidity 
of the abdominal covering*, however, gradu¬ 
ally disappears, more slowly in some, and 
more rapidly in others, so that if the abdo¬ 
men were examined many months after de¬ 
livery, or even many weeks, Although much 
laxity of the coverings might remain, you 
would out find tllem, in the general, by any 
means so flaccid ns immediately after par¬ 
turition. The use of the bandage tends, per¬ 
haps. to facilitate the contraction of the ah- 
dominal teguments, and the acquisition of 
the natural shape, not only immediately 
after delivery, hut auhsequeutly ; and l 
think it is no bail advice that is given to 
patients, for the first few week* property to 
support themselves with bandages, not, 
however, pressing upon the abdomen with 
tlmt degree of force whioh may give rise to 
pains.

Thie very valuable but 
dangerous ordinance had for its object a 
septennial election of the professors of the 
School of Physic in Ireland, and obviously 
might be made, by a judicious direction of 
its powers, subservient to the most useful 
purposes. The conviction that, at tho 
lapse of every seventh year, bis attention 
would be rewarded by re-election, or his 
neglect reproved by rejection, would bo 
likely to exercise a salutary influence on a 
professor. With this dsy of retribution 
constantly before his eyes, he would scarcely 
fall into that official obliviscence which a 
total exemption from responsibility is so apt 
to induce in those cultivators of science, 
who hold their situations by a lease for life. 
Like tho sword suspended by Dionysius 
shove the head of his voluptuous courtier 
Damocles, such a reflection would per¬ 
petually admonish him that the ph-aaures of 
indolence were incompatible with happi¬ 
ness, when enjoyed under such uncertain 
circumstances. The electors to the School 
of Physic were not, however, to bo seduced 
into the crime of taking advantage of the 
opportunities which this institute acci¬ 
dentally throw in their way. Their predi¬ 
lection for mischief instinctively induced 
them to reject its good, and to administer 
its had properties.—

provements in science bad rendered their 
prelections obsolete. The statute, indeed, 
had fallen into such complete desuetude, 
that it entirely ceased to be even a thorn in 
that bed of roses on which they reclined 
during their incumbency on the School of 
Physic. Not long since, when the law was 
almost forgotten, an advertisement appeared 
iu the Dublin newspapers, announcing, like 
the flash that precedes tho storm, thst 
though the bolt had slumbered for awhile, 
its powers of destruction were not yet ex¬ 
tinguished. It stated, in the quaint phrase¬ 
ology of bigotry and folly, that the pro¬ 
fessorship of the ptactice of medicine in 
the School of Physic had become vacant, 
and that persons professing the Christian 
religion, and possessing certain academical 
qualifications, might stand candidates for the 
office. This professorship bod been occu¬ 
pied by Dr. Martin Tuomy for the seven 
previous years. Dr. Tuomy we believe, is 
looked upon iu Dublin as a gentleman of 
considerably literary and professional era- 
ditton. lie is one of the few, or perhaps 
the only Homan Catholic, if Mr. Moore, the 
poet, ho not another exception, who has 
had the good fortune of obtaining n 
•' scholarship" in the University of Dublin, 
without u disgraceful surrender of his re¬ 
ligious principles. We have seen a trans¬ 
lation of some of the tragedies of Euripides, 
executed fur uiuler-gradu&U-s of the Dublin 
University, by Dr. Tuomy, duriug hit 
41 scholarship,” which, st least, convinces 
us that lie had nut obtained that honourable 
distinction without desert; and a treatise 
on typhus fever, which speaks highly for 
hit attention to medicine. The fact of his 
having escaped the vigilance.of that Pro¬ 
testant Cerberus which guards the portals 
of the Elysium of place iu the Dublin 
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University, without appeasing Its rabid 
bigotry by the usual sop of surrendering hie 
faith, was not lesa surprising than that he 
should subsequently succeed to a professor¬ 
ship in the School of Physio. In what 
manner Dr. Tuomy performed the duties of 
his situation, we have no personal know¬ 
ledge; but we are informed that he ful¬ 
filled his task df instruction with as much 
attention to the interests of his pupils ss any 
of his associates, and with more than many 
of them. From what we do know, in¬ 
deed, of his disposition, we can scarcely be¬ 
lieve that he could have justly incurred the 
penalty which has been inflicted en him by 
any gross neglect of bit functions. It is 
possible, no doubt, in moving through the 
drowsy atmosphere of the School of Physic, 
that, instead of stopping his ears and tying 
himself up to the mast of virtuous persever¬ 
ance, like Ulysses among the Syrena, hit 
assiduity may have succumbed to the per¬ 
suasive power of example, and hie talents 
felt the enervating influence of the indolent 
genius of the place.

utility, as a lotion in mercurial sore mouth, 
in the proportion of sixty, seventy, or eighty 
parts wuter to oue of chlorine: 1 have 
found it singularly beneficial in ulcerated 
sore throat, particularly where there has 
been much factor, and a typhoid tendency. 

AU manufacturers of the chloride of lime 
do not make it of the snme strength ; but as 
Mr. Frederick Finchain is careful to moke 
his of one specific and uniform strength, 
if his chloride is used, the proportions 
here given may invariably be depended 
upon. 
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no essential utility can accrue from the con¬ 
tinuance of this unnecessary nuisance of 
clubbing craniums, not only to the evident 
disadvantage of even themselves, but also 
to tbe total and unqualified exclusion of all 
the other pupils who may not be so fortu¬ 
nate as to purchase the right of occupying 
the operating portion of the theatre, I would 
humbly suggest the propriety of confining 
to the first, and, if necessary, second benoh, 
the dressers, merely retaining as many as 
shall be required for the convenience and 
expedition of the operation, aeleoting those 
in regular succession from their own body ; 
thus securing to themselves their “just 
and lawful ” prerogative, while it confers an 
incalculable benefit on their leu fortunate 
fellow labourers. Nor will it be too much 
to expect, that the individuals alluded to, 
whose otherwise gentlemanly deportment 
and professional acquirements entitle them 
to respect, will obligingly concede in cour¬ 
tesy and good fellowship, wbst ought to have 
been iu justice demanded as a right.

Umhilinl Cuni.— 1 Thu fir,tut. Gentlemen, 
is put into connexion with the plucentn, by 
menus of what is called tits umbilical cord, 
abort, generally, in tbe ovam of animals, and 
longer, proportionally, in the human orum, 
though its length is liable to much variety. 
An avenge measure of this cord may be about 
(no fee (. Ur. Hsighton met with a funis 
which ms not more than sir inches long. 
Mr. Lloyd, a gentlemen formerly associated 
with this class, in one instance found the 
cord surrounding tbe neck of the fictas, as 
many us sir times, whence you may infer, 
that its length was by no means inconsider¬ 
able. Ur. Briggs, in another case, found 
the chord coiled around the neck seven 
times; and 1 think a case similar to this is 
put on record by the celebrated French 
practitioner Mauriceuu. I know not that 
auy serious inconvenience results from the 
eitrsordinary brevity of the funis, except¬ 
ing, perhaps, that if you ley hold of the 
child, and drag it too'far from tbe mother 
immediately after birth, you incur tbe rick 
of premuturrly detuebiug the plucento by 
a midden poll, and may in thic wny giro rice 
to hwnorrhige, not to add, thnt ifthe adhe¬ 
sion of tbe placenta be firm, to as to prevent 
. detachment, tba sudden effort might, per- 
hspt, occasionally invert the uterus. Henee 
Impropriety ofthe rale which Lbefare pro- 
Srioed, namely, that as soon ns the child 
*B»t» the world, yon ought to keep its oh- 
o®>«n it dost ns possible to the, genitals 
of the mother, till you Hud by a little exs- 


mmation, whether the cord be or not of the 
ordinary length. 

If the umbilical cord is much longer than 
ordinary, there is always* a risk, lest in the 
fu.m of ■ loop it ahould lie forth in tho va¬ 
gina before birth, an accident which is pre¬ 
vented by its being coiled round the eeok 
or limbi of the child. If the cord lie forth 
in this manner, as steady explained to yon, 
the dinger to the fatal becomes very con¬ 
siderable, for tbe niseis becoming com¬ 
pressed when tbe heed descends sarong tbe 
bone a of tbe pelvis, and the circulation being 
in this manner arrested, at i time when re¬ 
spiration cannot proceed, tho child dies in 
the uterus, snSbcsted. To prevent this, it 
was formerly recommended that t piece of 
sponge should he procured, end tbit this, 
togethst with the cord, should be pressed 
into the uterus, provided this mey be sc- 
complisbed without violence or risk of lnco- 
rstiou; the sponge (to prevent tbe descent 
of the chord n second time) being left in 
the uterus, to he afterwards expelled by 
the pains, in conjunction with the pi*, 
cents. 

Nonerveahave been detected in (he um¬ 
bilical cord, allbongli they hive been sought 
for with great diligence; and I can state, 
from my own ubservstionsi thnt thin putt 
seems to be wholly destitute of sensibility, 
in respect to both the mother and the 
fiuttis. No large lymphatic tranks have 
been found there there is reason to be¬ 
lieve that lymphatics sre wanting altoge¬ 
ther in the placenta, and, therefore, wo 
should not expect to find them in the 
funis. 

It seems, then, dint the umbilical cord is 
in its composition exceedingly eimple, made 
up, apparently, of the veseels, • cellular web, 
filled with t sort of gelutinout material, and 
by which cellular web thcee vessels art 
bound together, and of n membranous 
•heath, or prolongation of the chorion, here¬ 
after to bo spoken of, and which gives a 
covering to tho cord born one extremity to 
the other. Of this membrane yon may ob¬ 
serve the thinness, the smoothness,' tho 
firmness, when you sre bringing away tho 
placentaj for when yon lay hold of the funis, 
this membrane is lying in your band. 

M 
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Tbe blood-vessels, of which the umbilical 
cord it in part composed, are, in the liumau 
orutn, three; one large umbilical vein, (when 
fully distended, nearly as big ns tho little 
finger,) and two smaller arteries—the umbi* 
licala, of which 1 formerly bad oocasiou to 
apeak. Those Teasels, in general, do not take 
a direct, but a more or less serpentine 
course, and, in some instances, they are 
very much contorted. In the cord of tin* 
mare, as 1 am informed, the veins, like the 
arteries, are two in number. In the funis 
of tbe calf, beaidea the blood-vessels, there 
is another canal called the urachus, which 
leads from the bladder along the cord into 
a-peouliur membranous receptacle, the titan- 
toil, of which 1 shall hereafter speak, and 
which aeems to contain much of the urine of 
the fatal animal. In the funis of the puppy, 
we find a single artery and vein arising from 
the meeeutery inosculating with the vessels, 
there passing along the umbilical cord, and 
ultimately breaking up into a large number 
ofctpaoiouacapilbries, whiok ramify, with 
great minuteness, over a very delicate mem¬ 
brane celled the taniai trythnide j. 

Upon the umbilical cord we sometimes 
meet with knots, and, if 1 rosy confide in 
reports received, sometimes two or three- 
knots may be found upon the cord at once. 
Mr. Rogers, an American, and a student 
at these Hospitals, informed me, that at 
New York, a case bad occuied where thru 
hwts were on the funis, and yet, notwith¬ 
standing those knots, injection could be 
thrown from one end of the cord to the 
other without difficulty. To Dr. Hunter 1 
may refer you for a very plausible explana¬ 
tion of the formation of those knots when 
aiugle, for he baa suggested, lh.it the um¬ 
bilical cord, at birth, may perhaps form a; 
coil round the margin of the os uteri within, 
and that the fwlus, iu passiog the orifice of 
tbe uterus, may, at the same* time, pass 
through the loop, carrying the umbilical 
extremity of the cord along with it, iu the 
way here shown, so is to form the knot at 
tbe very moment when the body passes into 
the world. Observe the demonstration. 
And this explanation enables us to under¬ 
stand well enough how a single knot may 
be formed ; but then how is it that two or 
three knots are produced ? bow that a knot 
may he found on the cord in the earlier 
months, though the fa*tu* has never left the 
cavity of the uterus? Ileally the solution 
of this knot may remind one of that of 
Gordius, or of the knot scarcely Jess noto¬ 
rious, knit by the hand of Obadiah, fated 
to bring to light that comprehensive code 
of imprecations, the contents of which his 
liberal master so generously showered down 
upon every part of his proon. 

Ths origin of the cord is the navel; its 
lenniafttioA is the placenta, where its in¬ 


sertion is commonly central, though it some¬ 
times unites with the placenta at the mar¬ 
gin, or intermediately. And this I the 
rather wish you to nutice, because when 
the insertion of the cord is marginal, as in 
this preparation, you might be led to ima¬ 
gine that one-half of the placenta had been 
torn away, the other half still remaining in, 
the uterine cavity. 

An eccentric insertion of the cord at the 
abdominal extremity is more rare, and yet 
now and then even this variety is observed, 
the cord springing, us iu this preparation 
shown, from the one or other aide uf the 
ubiiomen. The point ia curious, but in a 
practical view it seems to be- of small obste¬ 
tric import. 

Jmvlucre. —In the same wny ns the chick 
ia inclosed in the shell, the human foetus, 
too, is shut up in a bag, or cyst, this cyst 
containing the water, in which tho Child 
fioots, for, in our origin, we are all of un 
aquatic. Ju general the number of the cyst a 
corresponds with the number of fietuaea, 
though this is not invariable, for when there 
are two fmtuses you may have a single cyst 
only, this being common to both, uml iu 
the opiuion of some observers, this commu¬ 
nity of receptorle is by no menus infrequent. 
There is un advantage to the fains, how¬ 
ever, in having u receptacle, or an apart¬ 
ment of its own, because it then becomes 
more secure against accidents, in Iwfo 
gestation, in tire earlier mouths, it some¬ 
times happens, that the membrane, being 
tender, gives way. Now, if the ftriuset are. 
contained in separate hags, and there is a 
yielding of the membrane of one bug otyly, 
the other foetus, included in another cyst, 

; suslair iug no injury, rnuy still be carriedUb 
to the full period of nine month*. A puldl 
of my own, who grew up to be one of ipe- 
fimai young gentlemen of the dims, during 
tin* couisc of his uterine life, hud -a very 
narrow escape of this kind. JleonccloM 
me, that while in utero, he hud a twin 
cumpauion; the cyst, which at llmt Hum 
formed his own nest, remained uninjured, 
and he seems to have sustained no inconve¬ 
nience; but, from one cause or other, that 
of his companion gave way, so that, iu tliia 
helpless condition, the poor follow was 
crushed like a butterfly—perishing as tragi¬ 
cally ns the victims of fciluaui ; or, if you 
prefer the more fsinihnr comparison, like 
those who were lost iu the ruins uf the Uto 
Brunswick Theatre. 

In the earlier months of pregnancy, ths - 
in valuers are composed of, at least, four 
membranes; the dttidua uteri, tho decuUu, 
rtjUia, the cliurion, oud the uwswn; but 
when the ovum is thoroughly developed in 
the latter month* of gestation, the mem* 
brute* «r* dive* only ; the decidua tttof i« 
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the chorion, and the amnion, the decidua 
roflcxa uot appearing. Of these membranes, 
the outermost ia thu decidua uteri, whence 
iUi name, because it ia in contact with the 
womb, and receives vessels from it; the 
membrane which lies internally is the am¬ 
nion, an organ which secretes the fluid al¬ 
ready mentioned—the first element of the 
ftk’-tus; and between these two membranes 
the chorion is interposed. In the latter 
months of pregnancy, the decidua uteri is 
somewhat thick, but it is so more espe¬ 
cially in the earlier aud middle months ; 
being disposed moreover to exfoliate, sepa¬ 
rating into leaves or lamella ; now the pla¬ 
centa of the human ovum is contained be¬ 
tween two leaves of the tunica decidua, as 
my handkerchief is interposed between my 
two hands, both of the placeuter surfaces 
being covered by the leaves of the decidua. 
This being the case, it follows, as matter of 
course, that the chorion and amnion must be 
spread out upon the inner surface of the 
placenta, for they both lie within the deci¬ 
dua, and this 1 will now endeavour to illus¬ 
trate. by preparations. 

Here it a preparation of a small portion 
of the placenta, with the three metubraues 
in connexion; the decidua nbove, the am- 
uiun below, the oliorion ranging interme¬ 
diately. In this preparation you have s 
portion of the placenta, and of the adherent 
uterus, suspended by the decidua. The cho¬ 
rion and amnion, you may perceive, lie, as 
asserted, upon the” inner surface of the deci¬ 
dua, from which they are partially detached; 
and the decidua itself is distinctly sepa¬ 
rated into two membranous lamina, between 
wliich the auhstance of the placenta lodges. 

Here is a preparation of the umbilical 
aord, entering thu abdomen of the latua 
laterally. 

Here is a preparation showing ninth con¬ 
tortion of the vessel* of the umbilical cord, 
not of uncommon occurrence. 

Hero is u preparation of one of those 
knots of the umbilical cord, on which 1 be¬ 
fore took occasion to comment. 

When speaking of the placenta, 1 ought 
to have observed that their number usually 
nocords with the number of foetuses; if you 
luive several foetuses, you have several pla¬ 
centas; if a single futuiKOuly, then the pla¬ 
centa is single; thus, with iwins, there, are 
usually two placentas; with triplets, three; 
and there are four or five placentas, when, 
as rarely happens, the woman produces four 
or five children at a birth. Sometimes, 
however, one placenta ia common to two 
fwtusvs ; and you may see in this prepara¬ 
tion two umbilical cords drtsiug from the 
lame centre. 

■ Haro is a raze specimen of a cord with 
two vassals only.ioauad of throe, the usual 
Uttmbsr* tits tain uudorteryaw both sin- 
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gle; the anatomist has practised no decep¬ 
tion here; the artery, as you may see, is of 
extraordinary capacity. 

Dtcidua .—It was observed to you, awhile 
ago, that the outer membrane of tbe ovum 
is the tunica dtcidua, celled also csduca lace- 
rabilis, and die spongy chorion, adhering 
externally to the uterus—internally to lh« 
chorion ; remarkable for its high degree of 
vascularity; and further deserving notice, 
as it derives all its blood-vessels, so far as 
has been ascertained by injections, from the 
womu. This membrane is, it seems, gene¬ 
rated by the uterus itself, and ia not pro¬ 
duced from the tame rudiments _ as the 
feetus, tiie chorion, ( add the amnion. In 
extra-uterine pregnuacy sometimes, though 
by no means universally, when the rest of 
the ovum is formed externally to the uterus 
in the ovary or tube, the tunica decidua be¬ 
comes orguuised more, or less perfectly in 
the uterine cavity, where, in these cases, 
die rudiments have never been admitted; 
and hence we may understand clearly 
enough, why it is that the deciduous vessels 
are derived uot from the foetus but from 
the uterus, they being supplied from that 
structure by which it is originally generated. 

If we observe the decidua in the latter 
months of pregnancy, we find that it ia 
somewhat thick sud tender, and of reticu¬ 
lated appearance, presenting a sort of net¬ 
work visible enough upon its surface, more 
especially if the membrane it immersed in 
water. In the middle mouths of pregnancy, 
the thickness is still more remarkable; and 
during the first two or three montlie. the 
membrane is so diick, that it loses entirely 
the membranous appearance, and resem¬ 
bles a mass of flesh, *s may be per¬ 
ceived in the specimen which 1 here circu¬ 
late. 1 have already observed, that it is 
between the leaves of the decidua thu pla¬ 
centa is interposed, and it ia apparently the 
blending of these two structures which gives 
rise to that fleahy and massive appearance 
to which 1 have just adverted. 

The principal uses of the tunic* decidua 
are apparently two; it forma a connexion 
between the other parts of the ovum and 
uterus, and it furnishes a bed in which the 
structure of the placenta may he elaborated 
in a way to be hereafter explained. 

CAsrim.—Interposed between the tunica 
decidua and the aiuuion, tbe trim chorion 
is situated; this membrane having very few 
and small vessels only, particularly in the 
human ovnm, and these being derived, not 
from the uterus, but from the ft»tu« i fo* 
the tunica decidua is a part or membrane of 
the mother, but the chorion is a part or 
membrane of the falut, indeed ns much so 
os iu arms, legs, or head, «nd perhspi of 
M2 
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more importance to its welfare in the firtal 
•late. Hence the same rudiments which 
form the firtus form also the chorion, and 
hence the fatal origin of the vessels of 
this membrane becomes sufficiently intelli¬ 
gible. In its sensible properties, the cho¬ 
rion is smooth, thin, and semi-transparent, 
excepting during the earlier weeka of ges¬ 
tation, when it is covered over more or 
leas completely with a fine abag, which 

g 'ves it sometimes the appearance of pluah, 
I may be allowed the comparison; and 
this shag is fonnd to be nothing more then 
capillaries of the umbilical veins and arte¬ 
ries, so that in truth it constitutes the vas¬ 
cular part of the placenta. This fact is 
proved by injectionfi; the injection of the 
cord fills this superficial fringe. It is further 
proved and illustrated by the chorion of the 
sheep, on which we fiud those tassels of ves¬ 
sels formerly demonstrated, and which seem 
to be nothing more than the Tascular shag 
collected into small knots, instead of being 
regularly dispersed over the whole surface 
of the membrane. 

I know not whether we are perfectly ac¬ 
quainted with the functions of the chorion ; 
but the most probable seems to bo that of 
generating those capillaries, and assisting, 
therefore, most importantly in the forma¬ 
tion of the vascular part of the placenta. 
Preparations of both these membranes, the 
decidua and chorion I mean, shall now he. 
sent round. Here is the uterus, with the 
three membranes annexed, the decidua, the 
chorion, and the amnion. You may perceive, 
that the amnion ami chorion contain no in¬ 
jection, but both the decidua and uterus are 
full j both being supplied with vessels from 
the same source. 

The fiocky appearsr.ee of the decidua in 
the earlier months is demonstrated in the 
preparation I now exhibit; ami its dispo¬ 
sition to separate into layers, aud the deli¬ 
cate reticulations before mentioned, may be 
noted without difficulty. 

In this preparation, which is of the hu¬ 
man ovum, the tunica decidua lias been re¬ 
moved, so that the membrane on which the 
eye fulls is the chorion—smooth, thin, and 
in a great measure transparent, as bcf< -e 
described to you. 

Here is the chorion of the sheep, with 
the vessels separated into knots or tassels; 
they are injected, and the injection was 
thrown into them by the umbilical cord. 

The remaining preparations show the 
fringe covering (lie chorion during the ear¬ 
lier weeks, in some of them universally, in 
others topically; the resemblance to the 
vascular tassels on the sheep i chorion is 
very obvious. 

Amnm *—The ovum, I hnvo observed 
already, is comjioscd of three membranes; 


the amnion, or third membrane, lying in¬ 
ternally, and being spread out over the 
surface of the chorion and of the placenta, 
’ibis membrane is remarkable throughout 
pregnancy for its thiuueas, density, and a 
transparency like that of glass. That it 
secretes the liquor umnii, there seems to 
be little doubt; and it is for this pur¬ 
pose, probably, that it is mainly intended, 
though in conjunction with the other two 
membranes, the chorion more especially, it 
assists in giving that strength to the ovum 
which is so essential to the security of the 
child. The human amnion, so far as 1 know, 
has never been visibly injected, though the 
attempt has been many times made, the failure 
probably arising from the extreme, minuteness 
of the vessels; but iu animals, as the cat 
and dog, for example, these membranes may 
be injected with facility, the injection being 
thrown in by the umbilical cord. The am¬ 
nion, like the chorion, is an integral part of 
the fivtus, being formed from the same ru¬ 
diments ; and we find accordingly, from our 
injections iu brutes, that it is from tho fietus 
that tho blood-vessels of the amnion nre de¬ 
rived. By injecting the vessels of the uterus, 
therefore, you cannot inject the amnion even 
iu animals ; to fill its vascular system, you 
must throw the injection into the cord. A 
preparation of the umniou 1 here show you; 
it is very firm, and may contribute a good 
deal to the strength of the ovum. 

Formation of the Placenta ,—Having said 
thus much resecting the three membranes 
of the ovum, 1 mav now proceed to reuko 
u few remarks on the way in which the 
placenta is supposed to be produced, a 
subject on which 1 forbore to cnlurge, 
when treating expressly of this organ, us 
in that stage of our information the 
formation of the placenta could not have 
been readily understood, a preliminary 
knowledge of the membranes Iwing re¬ 
quired. The placenta appeara to be con¬ 
stituted of two principal parts—a large as¬ 
semblage o fretseJ*, ami u large assemblage of 
cells ; and the manner in which those two 
purls of the placenta are supposed to he 
produced, may he best explained by mean* 
of a graphic illustration. Under the stimu¬ 
lus of impregnation, the uterus is supposed 
to secrete a quantity of gelatinous male- 
riifr, by which the inner membrane of the 
uterus becomes completely invested, and 
this afterwards becomes the tunica decidua. 
As generation proceeds, the inner membrane 
of the uterus seems to throw off into the 
gelatinous decidua a considerable number of

HUtAUKAULK CASE OP llAlllt.S IN A WOLF. 

A sbe-wolf was lately killed in the De¬ 
partment de la .Mcurthe, apparently with 
nil the symptoms of rabies, after having 
bitten about thirty sheep, u dog, aud two 
men ; its viscera, on examination, were 
found iu a healthy state, except the intesti¬ 
nal canal, the mucous membrane of which 
was violently inflamed. As the two wounded 
persons, one of whom was most shocking¬ 
ly lacerated, got perfectly well, it would 
seem that the animal was not labouring 
under true rabies, and that its fury was pro¬ 
duced merely from the irritatiou of the iu* 
tcHtiues. A very remarkable circumstance 
in the examination of the animal was, that a 
musket-hall was found imbedded in the 
sulMlbiica of the heart, ami covered by a 
whitish and very hint cicatrix.— Im Clinique.

41 We cannot conclude these hasty re¬ 
marks without expressing our disapproba¬ 
tion of the conduct ot ay able Medical Jour¬ 
nal, which has attacked the new regula¬ 
tions in u style of ribaldry, for which it would 
require its former merits towards the pub¬ 
lic and the profession to procure forgive¬ 
ness.” 

As we know of no other Medical Period¬

Wales, be it enacted, That if any person 
using or exercising the art and mystery of 
an apothecary shall at any time knowingly, 
wilfully, and contumacioudy refuse to make, 
mix, compound, prepare, give, apply or 
administer, or uny way to sell, set on sale, 
put forth, or pat to sale, to any person or 
persona whatever, any medicines, com¬ 
pound medicines, or medicinsble composi¬ 
tions, or shall deliberately, or negligently, 
falsely, unfaithfully, fraudulently, or unduly 
make, mix, oompound, prepare give, apply, 
or administer, or any way sell, set on sale, 
put forth, or put to sale, to any person or 
]>ersona whatever, uny medicine*, compound 
medicines, or medicioable compositions, as 
directed by any prescription, order, or re¬ 
ceipt, signed with the initials, in his own 
hand-writing, of any physician so lawfully

in this behalf, forfeit for the first offence the 
sum of five pounds." 

And, in clause iwrafy, it is provided, that, 
“if any person, (except such as are then 
uctually practising as such,) shall, after the 
said 1st day of August, UU5, act or practise 
as an apothecary in any part of England or 
Wales, without having obtained stub certi¬ 
ficate os aforesaid,—every person so offend¬ 
ing shall, for every such offence, forfeit and 
pay the sum of twenty pounds." Here wc 
have the business of the apothecary defined, 
via. « cliipenasg the premiptiout ef phptieiant, 
who are legally authoriacd to preacribe 
and, secondly, the amount of penalty which 
ia to he iuflieted on tlioae who infringe this 
K * 
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practice. By a moat extraordinary sprues 
of ratiocination, the Court of Examiners 
hare con Hired to understand, that, by 
these clauses, they may mulct the members 
of the College of Surgeons of their imme¬ 
morial rights j prevent the graduates of the 
Scotch, and other Universities, from prac¬ 
tising as apothecaries in England; and 
prohibit, not only surgec^s, but even the 
Fellows of the London College of l'hysi- 
ciaas, from dispensing their own prescrip¬ 
tions. Thus, from .their measures, they 
would have it inferred*, that it was the in¬ 
tention of the Legislature to refuse gentle¬ 
men, whom they deemed capable of pre¬ 
scribing fur the cure of the most important 
diseases, the opportunity of mixing in a 
mortar the remedies which they Imre the 
ability to direct. Now, we ask, could this 
Lave been the intention of the Legislature ? 
If the following clause of the Act should 
furnish a negative to this question, then 
we shall have proved the vuuiwtjon of 
the Company, and the consequent illegality 
of their present proceedings. 

** Provided always, and he it further en¬ 
acted, That nothing in this Act c .nminw) 
shall extend, or be construed to extend, tn 
prejudice or in any way to affect the trade 
or business of a chymist and druggist, in 
the buyiug, preparing, compounding, dis¬ 
pensing, and vending drugs, medicines, and 
medicinuble compounds, wholesale and re¬ 
tail ; but all perms using or exercising the said 
trade or Iminess, or tcha dull or mup hfortifier 
we ar exercise the iamt, thail and nap sue, ex- 
ccciie, and curvy on, tut ianir trade nr humtruia 
meh manner, and as fully asid amply to all in. 
teals and purposes, us the tame trade or bu-itirv 
ttv/i u*ed, emristtl, ter earned on hy chvmst 
and druggists befits t the pnmsg of this .let." 

To this clause we earnestly invite the 
particular attention of The Tims ; for. ifwr 
can only succeed in convincing our con¬ 
temporary of tho inutility of lbs Apothe¬ 
caries’ Act iu its present shape, or, what is 
worse, its pernicious r-ffcets on the interests 
of the public and of the medical profession, 
we are persuaded that he will not only aid 
the came of medical reform, hut, by Lb 
powerful advocacy and unrivalled influence,

accomplish its speedy and final success. 
The profession, at this day, stand in need of 
little information on the subject; it is the 
public and parliament who require to be en¬ 
lightened. The Legislature having considered 
that chemists and druggists are fully qualified 
to execute all the duties which ltelung to 
the business of the apothecary, can any 
person, possessing common sense, believe 
that they intended to withhold from phy¬ 
sicians and surgeons, of the first rate charac¬ 
ter and education, privileges and immuni¬ 
ties which ore so freely and so unreservedly 
awarded to the ignorant and uneducated 1 
The words of the Act declare, that it was to 
protect the public from tho practices of 
iguorant persons ; the privileges granted to 
the chemists and druggists, is an acknow¬ 
ledgement that they ate. not the ignorant 
persona Irani whom it waa necessary to pro¬ 
tect the puhiic; therefore, iu becking for 
tho*** individuals, from whose ignorant 
practicea it was deemed expedient to guard 
the puhiic, we must descend from the che¬ 
mist and druggist a step or two lower, aud 
here we fiud the uninformed ahup-hr.y arid the 
impudent quack ; the. former of whom, it is 
well known iu numberless instance*, is per¬ 
mitted to dispense the prescriptions of ver- 
geonr. and physi.tiaus; and tlm latter kills, 
far and wide, hy means of his baneful nos¬ 
trum*. \\ hence, then, the protection from 
the Apothecaries' Art l It is a uelusion ; 
a profitable one, to ti.e ApoUipr.irie*' Com¬ 
pany, it uniat ho confessed, tutu whose 
••«<fl*T* it has caused to he thrown, even at 
this early period, nearly thirty thousand 
pound*. The inuividubl of the present day, 
who Ktyl'-x himself chemist aud druggist,«, 
in every reap: 1 1, the apothecary, not only of 
(he most remote* times, hut ih« apothecary 
described i:i the Charter of James the first, 
and further, the apothecary described in tfo) 
Act of J U \h ; a person whose attainments 
and practice am altogether dissimilar to 
those, of the gene ral practitioner or surgeon, 
will. fbiWi, tf late, it has been the fashion

with the members of » certain corporation 
to confound him. Ctiemiais and druggists, 
before the Act of 1815, not only in London, 
but in many parts of the country, were 
in tho habit of visiting patients, prescrib¬ 
ing for patients, and dispensing their own 
prescriptions. These privileges were se¬ 
cured to them by the foregoing clause; 
accordingly, at the present day, without 
Laving served any spprenticebhip to a 
medical man, entirely divested of scien¬ 
tific medical information, they visit sick per¬ 
sons, prescribe, dispense tbe medicines, and 
can recover at law for medicines so supplied; 
yet, owiug to the vstiiiPsnov of the 
Apothecaries' Company, the Fellows of ihe 
College of Physicians, even Sir Henry Hal¬ 
ford himself, cannot dispense his own pre¬ 
scriptions, unless he open shop us a chemist 
and druggist.; Scotch graduates are pre¬ 
vented (no great loss, to be sure) from 
practising in England and Wales as apothe¬ 
caries ; the members of the English College 
of Surgeons do not recover at la* for medi¬ 
cines with which Uu •% supply their patients, 
ami are prohibited from dispensing their 
own prescriptions. These are a few of the 
blessings which we derive, from the Apothe¬ 
caries' Act, and the usurpation of the 
Apothecaries 1 Company. 

We are os anxious as The Timet can be. 
that the public should be protected against 
unqualified practitioners, and, probably, we 
are more anxious that the interests of tbe 
* profession should be protected against the 
unprincipled proceedings of the same im¬ 
pudent impostors. Hut, in our anxiety to 
Me this accomplished, we cunuot laud tin* 
Apothecaries' Act of 1H15, a measure which, 
although it may have effected some good, 
has gone far toward* destroying the respect¬ 
ability of the proiYsbioa, owing to the 
|power* with which it invested ■ company 
retail druggists. The conduct of this 
fbody to medical students hsn been iafamous;' 
:. «sch year they have published ex pott facto 
Jllirt, which have bad the effectef putting 


meritorious young men to enormous ex¬ 
pense and unnecessary trouble, without any 
equivalent advantage; and in some instances 
students of great merit have quitted the 
profession in disgust, from the harassing 
and cruel tendency of the Company's “ re¬ 
gulation.’* Give us “ indentures," give us 
“ certificates," give us “ certificates,** is 
the eternal, the senseless cry, of the Court 
of Examiners. They demand similar inden¬ 
tures and similar certificates, from young 
men of ability and from men of no ability; 
from the industrious and from the idle ; 
from the talented and from tbe stupid. They 
must and will exact the same sum of money, 
from each candidate, utterly regardless 
of natural capabilities and acquirements. 
Can The Timet, the liberal, the enlightened 
Timet, support such a system as this? 
Will The Timet, who has so ably and so 
beneficially advocated, by unanswerable 
arguments, the removal of restrictions on 
commerce, becomo a stickler for restric¬ 
tions on science l Impossible.— The 71 met, 
who wusfor the free introduction of French 
silk, will not, surely, attempt to pro¬ 
hibit French physic. If s pupil claim to he 
examined, why should he not he examined 
without the production of a single certifi¬ 
cate 1 Because if the Hiaminert are them¬ 
selves qualified for the proper execuliou of 
their duty, the public will find their security 
ta the success of the examined. Certificates, 
it is true, show that a certain sum of money 
has been expended ; but iu tbe medical pro¬ 
fession, talent alone is the legitimate source 
of respectability.

outlets might prove additionally advan¬ 
tageous, but unfortunately lire hopes were 
not realised. In spite of every treatment 
the. patient gradually grew worae till the 
morning of the 31st October, on which she 
expired.

On onening the chest and abdomen, the 
pericardium was fiuiod to be firmly wlherent 
to several parts of the thorax, the peritoneum 
‘l the abdomen, aud one portion of,the inie*- 
tes to another, in various parts, as well as 
DflSt throughout, to the omentum. The 
Wfht ventricle of the heart enlarged, flaccid, 
lid thin; the liver exceedingly tuheiculated; 
be left kidney enormously enlarged through- 
lit its airucLure, weighing at least two 


pounds, but having a healthy appearance; 
the right kidney, smaller than usual. The 
ureter from the left kidney traceable, though 
with some difficulty, through a portion of 
the diseased structure in the pelvis, and 
perfectly pervious; the right ureter was 
natural. The renal artery on the dis¬ 
eased able not much, if any , larger than 
usual. An immense mass of diseased struc¬ 
ture was found firmly attached to the inter¬ 
nal part of the left pubic and ischiatie 
portion of the penis, running along the 
linea ilio-pectinea to the sacro-ischiatie 
symphysis, as well as in front, crewing the 
symphysis pubis, and dipping down to the 
outlet. The structure likewise extended 
out of the pelvis, proceeding down the 
thigh for about an inch and a half below 
Pou part’s ligament, and pressing firmly 
on the femoral vessels. 

The diseased substance was of a whitish 
cheesy nature, having somewhat the ap¬ 
pearance of medullary sarcoma ; aud from 
some parts of it, when cut into, a purulent 
discharge was observable. A small quan¬ 
tity of coagulated lymph and blood were 
found in the femoral vein, a short distance 
below Poupart’s ligament; and theae, in 
Mil probabuhiliiy, together with the pressure 
of' tiie diseased substauco upon it, occasion¬ 
ed the cedematous slate of the limb. Thn 
tunics of the femoral artery were much 
thickened, indurated, its calibre diminished, 
nnd showed slight signs of commencing 
osrificauon. The arteries, throughout tho 
subject, were small. I lie lower three or 
liiu'r inches of the rectum were free from 
the disease, but til the rest, with a con¬ 
siderable portion of the sigmoid flexure of 
the colon, were involved in it, as well as 
the posterior surface of the bladder, fundus 
of the uterus, the ovaries on both sides, and 
the lumbar glands, which, with the excep¬ 
tion of the latter, were all, in some part or 
other, closely attached together, and with 
the diseased mas* tilled up the cavity of the 
pelvis, attached to it in front to the left 
ischiatie fossa and sacrum. On carrying a 
knife through the symphysis pubis, the 
bones separated easily to the extent of 
two inches, and then'the astro-iliac aym- 
phrses were also observed to be detached. 
The internal surface of the bladder, oppo¬ 
site to where it ivus pressed forcibly upon 
posteriorly, presented a very vascular ap- 
peutance," ami hnd the mucous mcmhrnna 
slightly ulcerated, which very likely pro¬ 
duced the blood that was observed to have 
passed in the urine during life, 

Mr. Lsngstalf, who saw the parts slier 
dissection, considered the left kidney dis¬ 
eased, though it maintained, generally, a 
healthv appearance; and that, probably, its 
morbid condition occssiOued the suppression 
of ilia secretion of the urine.

OPERATION Of LITHOTOMY. 

Tim operation of lithotomy was performed 
at thia hospital on Friday, the tMtli ult., by 
Mr. Green, The patient, a healthy-looking 
lad, art. 10 , bad suffered under symptoms of 
stone for several years, sod came from the 
vicinity of Wimbleton, Surrey. Mr. Green, 
as usual, used the gorget; the stone was 
readily grasped by the forceps, but some 
delay was occasioned in its ex traction by its 
lage size; there was considerable pom in 
the abdornoa two days after the operation, 
and twelve leeches were applied, which 
were repented a day or two following. The 
boy hu been doing well since. 

Nov. 4. Not a single bad sy mptom has 
occurred. The urine still escape* through 
the opening.

ANEURISM OF THE INNOMINATA 
AND CAROTID. 

[CWnuniftjled by Mr. WxiiDnor.} 

Aneurlun if the Invnmiuata and limit of the 
Carotid, mcct*/uUy treated by Tying the 
Carotid Artery.

Uan was heard over the tumour, uuatleoded 
with any unusual mound. 

In taking into consideration the situation 
of the tumour.—its sudden appearance, after 
a violent paroxysm of coughing, and its 
soft pulsating character, together with the 
symptoms above enumerated,—little doubt 
could he entertained of its nature, and 1 
concluded that the root of the carotid artery 
was the seat of the disease. 4 

Considering this a favourable case for the 
operation lately revived, and an ably advo¬ 
cated by Mr.Wardrop. I was induced to 
obtain the opinion of two eminent surgeons 
in lxmdon respecting its propriety. Both, 
however, disapproving or the operation, it 
was. therefore, determined, with the ap- 
probation of my friends, Mr. Rennet, and 
Mr. Brown, of Derby, that a fair trial 
should be mode of Valsalva* plan of treat¬ 
ing aneurisms. 

The nature of the disease was fully ex¬ 
plained to tbs patient,who, fortunately, was 
a mini of strong sense and moat determined 
resolution, and, from hit employment lead¬ 
ing him to study the diseases of home, 
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there wit no difficulty in tanking him com¬ 
prehend the dugerous tendency of the die* 
ewe. He therefore submitted, with per¬ 
fect confidence, to the proposed plan of 
treatment; and I cannot sufficiently admire 
the fortitude and cheerfulness with which 
he bore the long privation which it was ue- 
ceasary to enforce, and the implicit faith 
which he placed iu all the remedies adopted 
for hia relief. 

April 3. He was accordingly ordered to 
bed, to he bled, to the extent of eight ounces, 
every third day; bis diet to consist uf small 
quantities of gruel, broth, aud ten. Small 
doses of digitalis were likewise adminis¬ 
tered. This plan of treatment was couii 
nued until the 13th of July. During the 
first month, there appeared some little im- 
proremeut; his pulse was frequently ns Ion 
as 47 in the minute, the tumour brciim- 
harder, its pulmtiou leas forcible, ami more 
remote; from which it was supposed that 
coagula might he forming. The blond hi¬ 
therto had seemed perfectly healthy, and it 
waa noticed that, if the bleeding were de¬ 
layed beyond the usual time, the symptoms 
were aggregated. 

In the beginning of May, a great altera¬ 
tion, for the worse, took place, which was 
•apposed to be owing to his taking a small 
quantity of animal food. The blood, after 
each bleeding, became buffed ; pulse F.O in 
the minute; the tumour rapidly increasing 
in the course of a few days, and hemming 
eery painful upon pressure. Twenty lr« < lu-> 
were applied, without any relief. A few 
days afterwards a diarrhoea supervened, tin- 
inflammatory stale of the tumour abated, 
the pain ceased, and the swelling, in some 
degree, subsided. After this attack. Ins 
pulie was never less than Ml in the minute, 
although the same plan of treatment was 
rigidly adhered to. 

From this lime until the 1st of July, the 
tumour remained stationary ; but, from the 
latter date, until die fMlli, he gradually got 
worse; the tumour increased, and now 
reached as high os the cricoid cartilage, and, 
by its pressure, upon the trachea and «•*';* 
piragua, partially impeded respiration aud 
deglutition, lira shirt-collar, which, prior 
to his illness, would huitun comfortably, 
could sot now be made to meet fry more 
than three inrhes; his cowiteuaiice became 
bleached, pul»i-‘ more. fi-«bSe; aud it wav 
evident that tin- lowering system had been 
earned as fur as it could with safely* 

Under these circumstances the operation 
was recommended, n» the only remaining 
chance. Jtt advantages ami disadvantages 
were fairly slated, and the chsucu of suc¬ 
cess, although small, made him anxious that 
it should be performed. Or. Bent , of Derby, 
aaw the patient on the l?ili, and coucuired 


in the propriety of the operation, as a last 
hope. 

Ou the morning of the 22nd of July, the 
day proposed for the operation, the patient 
becat. o agitated, that the pulsation of 
the tumour of the heart, and the Urge arte¬ 
ries, especially the abominal aorta, waa 
perceptible to the eye. The operation wu 
performed iu the presence of Messrs. Ren¬ 
net and Brown, of Derby; Mr. Ingle, of 
Ashhy-de-la-Zouch; and Mr. Walira, of 
Chancery l.ane, surgeons. In consequence 
of the tumour extendiug so high up Lho 
neck, there was some difficulty in getting 
down to the sheath of the artery, which was 
opened to the extent of half un inch. Tbn 
artery appeared healthy, aud waa easily 
secured by a single ligature of strong ailk. 
Immediately after tightening the ligature, 
the puLaiiuu iu the different branches of 
the external carotid artery ceased, except a 
slight fluttering in the extreme branches of 
tin* temporal. The pulsation of the tumour 
continued without diminution.

The ue of the key to denuded when 
there to inch extensive caries that there to 
ao purchase for the forceps, or when we find 
it more eoerteient, u in the lower jaw.

The powerapplied to the 
upper part of the tooth must compress the 
superior part neat the ftderum of the instru¬ 
ment, white the fugs,dr mots, of toe tooth 
will press upon toe lower part OB the oppo¬ 
site aide; hence tha reason toot .torn pro¬ 
cesses are so frequently broken. Tbit, how¬ 
ever, ia an accident of little moment, for the 
llteulsrr processes are sure to' bo absorbed 
sa soon ns tlw tooth is totally retooled. 

The employment of the punch is de¬ 
manded in tire extraction of old deed stumps, 
which, in consequence of n loss, of vitality, 
am separated from all intimate vascular con- 
nexiun with the living apparatus, asd arc 
even commenced to be removed by thoorp- 
tion. The manner of applying this intern¬ 
ment, ia to introduce it between toe Mump 
aud alvcotary prncras, and to poiaa tha 
tetter from its socket. The beat plan ia, 
first to lance the gum immediately above 
the olreoleiy process, and then to pass tha 
punch down firmly between tlieea pane, 
and when wa have insinuated it a seffiuienl 
distance, wu must tom tot boodle of too 
punch from toe perpendicular direction to n 
right angle, when we eerily mioe the tooth 
from it* position; we must be careful to 
piece o finger on tha opposite ride of too 
tooth, gusided by same substsooe, so us to 
receive the inetrument should it Mip; this, 
however, very seldom happens if proper 
cam has been taken to introduce it a suffi¬ 
cient deptlt before we make toe turn. Tho 
point of ton punch need not be medt very 
sharp, hot ultould be wedge-shaped, ao as 
easily to be insinuated between too Mump 
and alvrotery process. Cara ia particularly 
necessary not to attempt its use but ia 
those eases to which it ia applicable; in 
toeao it requires but little fores; but if It 
ia used before the toothjs dead, lad sepa¬ 
rated from its connexions with the tlreolery 
process, we may do very eooaiderablt in¬ 
jury from toe power U will ba accessary to 
see, in ear attempts to extract It. 11 m axe '

MEDICAL mOTSg IN IRELAND. 

Thib« it eomelhng noeetrooaly enoma- 
lone in the mcdical,« well u in the politi- 
cel affaire of Ireland. Religion, in that 
country, tana iniapamble bar to *11 pronto- 
tioa, in dell ta area utardUel appointments, 
’i'he cnleaSe* of Dr.'Taemy from the pro- 
femanhip of the prectlee of Medicine, in 
the Dawn School of Medicine, iannly in 
atrict nniaon with the bigotry which |iu 
alwaye diatiaguiihfd the College of Pay- 
eiciani in that coaetry. Daring die formida¬ 
ble epidemic ferer of lBJti, which ravaged 
the wholeieltnd, there waa not n physician 
in Dublin ao ■uceresful in the treatment of 
the Orphan, u it wan called, it Dr. Tuomy. 
Hit deep reecarch into die wridaga of the 
native physicians, during the preceding 
epidemic* of the matt remote penoda, and 
hit attendee end faithful ohaervation, and 
unaophtoifoited nipcrionoc, enabled him to 
•dopt • pnClie* aery different from that of 
many of hit oonloinponiiea. lie remained 
a don obaervtr of the faonlical rereriie of 
many of hierivnla, Who became very gene¬ 
rally inannn with the Saagndo practice 
then revived, which, by the wey, had been 
extensively employed by Sydenham, and by 
the Irish phyeiciaas of hit day, in former 
epidamica. While many of the medicni 
oficera of the largo fever hospitals of Dah¬ 
lia, were depleting every emaciated ere*, 
tare dint famine coaaigned to their mango- 
meat ; Dr. Tuomy arn-r adapted deplettaa 
in this wliolruie msauer, but eoaleated 
liimieif with local dettaclitm af blood by 
hectic* or arteriotomy. la this way be re¬ 
lieved the brail, and then employed cold to 
the head freely, while be exhibited march- 
rial and vegetable catbartica ta relicae die 
abdominal viaoera, and the* diaphoretic!. 
When poatradna set in, ho exhibited die- 
tadeat, ns well si medicinal, admuii, aid 
fiddly employed *a old cetchraled remedy 
in typhai—a combination of yseat end wort, 
»i*» wine, porter, tie. Hi* eoneeee war 
arret brilltaat, ferwbita hundrvda or victims 
had heca iatmoltted et the ihrle* of Saa- 
ftade, enrcrly e ringl* patient loat Ida Ufa 


M (he Clininl Hospital, «derDr. *«emy. 
Bat Dr, Taemy worshipped bin Crteeoria 
the nneisni national manner, and hire .wee 
the “ head atd front ofhil offending.” It ire* 
therefore piosely resolved, diet the septen¬ 
nial electionof profeaeore should ha revived, 
ana die Deetov cxcleded. I* fact it it dw 
eauhliahcd aaaga, that Uiu ptoftaaOh are 
never re-dented; hat the law gave tha Col¬ 
lege the power of to doing, if their high 
raiflitinraaea! thought propor. The other 
pvofeaaora of the rerbraied tad mere modern 
religion were left ondUturbfd, though many 
of the worldly girea of the pr o f eoe f o* ode- 
aidared that neither il| hoaosr « dignity 
waa promoted, by one " of the dect” of 
the profeteort making pioua excuraioai to 
Tillages adjacent to the Irish capital, re the 
capacity of methodiat preacher, let such 
a man, wilbnat any private practice, la re¬ 
tained aa a choice! professor, while men of 
practical experiences!* exdaded. Bat this 
it only in tcoorduice with tire system that 
baa always diitiagniahed the School ef 
Medicine.' The profamon centeit thent- 
■elvre with rending old fashioned and obeo- 
lete lectures, sad teem nr doaa tlifir eyes 
and ears to all modern improvements, aid 
hence the vaat superiority of the lectnrea in 
hoodoo and Edinburgh. Here then la one 
of the chief canaea that iadoora Irish sta- 
dents to repair to llmae placet, where they 
dull derive the beet iaatraetioa. Another 
great dafect in the Dahlia School of Medi¬ 
cine is this—that they cannot confer medi¬ 
cal degrees. Than, after dl examinations 
for testimonials (which are aimilar to Acre 
in Ediabiigli) shall hare been complied 
with, the candidate receivei a MWimanieai, 
which it a certificate on a sheet of paper, 
that be is qualified to praede* medicine, in 
the opinion of lira prolraaors. If the holder 
of Ihte certificate become t medical witneaa,

Ms, great despondency, disordered condi¬ 
tion of the ehylopoiedc viscera, followed] 
tba attack of fevnr. It is, 1 conceive, quite 
ta accordance with analogy, to suppose that 
a difference in the diseaced structured, oc¬ 
casions ■ difference, both in the type and 
character of the disease; as inflsxnmatiou 
of (he serous membranes, will always pro- 
dace more distress than inflammation ofj 
glandular or pareochyuatous organs. Thus, 
an inflammation of the pleura, will prodace 
mpeh more pain, fever, and excitement, 
throughout the system ; the disease will be 
more sente, the’ symptoms more intense, 
than when the parenchymatous structure ofj 
the hmg is the seat or the disease; although, 
be it observed, that, in both instances, there 
will be much dyspnoea, cough, and fever, 
and considerable danger, to the patient, if 
not immediately and decisively arrested; 
bat the progress is certainly more rapid 
when the serous membrane is the subject ofj 
the inflammation. 

I>r. Bretonneau. in his work on fever, 
hts related two instances of this severe 
character of fever, in which, slier a few 
days of violent delirium, every symptom ofj 
acute hydrocephalus took place,—strabis¬ 
mus, dilatation of the pupil, &e.—fatal ter¬ 
mination. But, to returu to an account of | 
the Sydenham epidemic. 1 was called, late 
at irigLr, to the lady of a clergyman, who 
had been in<lis|iosed a few days, hut who 
was then most alarmingly ill- She com-

tated by every pulsation, and the throbbing 
of tba heart was visible through the clothes; 
the skin was hot and diyr; the tongue parch¬ 
ed and brown; and tht entire aspect indfe 
cative of gnat distress, i Med her twice

rtiy copiomUduhtg the night, I coveted 
the forehead with leeches, administered sa¬ 
line aperient* with digitalis, and restrained 
Bui inordinate re-action by the reiterated 
application of cold.

mach. After one copious Heeding, aud the 
application of a few leeches, 1 found great 
advantage in blistering the nape of Uie 
neck, and in the ridauiatratiott tf calomel 
and antimony. 

The only fatal case which occurred, of 
fever, was one of this character ; the sub¬ 
ject was Mrs. U during, of Bell Green. 1 
did not see her until e late period of her 
disease, and then, at course, only s pal¬ 
liative treatment could be adopted; and 
ibis, 1 regret to add, proved entirely inef¬ 
fectual. She bad boon much stimulated 
with wine and brandy when I an# her, her 
pulse was ouick and small, aha had dis¬ 
tressing beaoacb, noise in the Cara, throb- 
Mag at the temple*; her countenance was 
flushed, she complained of groat restless¬ 
ness, and was frequently in t state of deli- 
rium; the tongue was coated with a thick 
brawn fur, there was parched Msckness of 
the lipa, ami fcctid sordes shout the teeth ; 
theskiu was hot and dry, and the thirst in¬ 
cessant ; the stools were dark-coloured, and 
egtremely offensive ; the extremities were 
cold, disrriuea came ou, the urine and stools 
passed involuntarily, coontsnt delirium, dif¬ 
ficult deglutition, laborious respiration, fre¬ 
quent hiccough; she became covered with 
petechia, and died. I regret exceedingly 
that I had not an opportunity of making a 
pm mortem examination of this cam; but 1 
cannot refrain from remarking, tbit, even 
in this case, where the body was nearly ia a 
state of putridity before death, and in a 
room, not. Ire cny means, well Ventilated, 
no individual belonging to the family wan 
affected with the fom« 
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There also appeared to be euther variety 
of tlua fever, which I cannot Mer describe 
thin by tl»e narration of. a ease, u in the 
former instances. William Galea, of Sy¬ 
denham, wu seised, quite auddenly, with 
pain in the head, great giddiness, and an 
apoplectic insensibility; the extremities 
were quite cold; he lay as if atoaned, and 
labouring under a violent conclusion of the 
braiu; his stomach rejected its contents; 
the breathing wu stertorous; the akin was 
bold, and bedewed with a clammy perspir¬ 
ation ; the countenance wu lmd, dejected, 
and exhibited the marks of great anxttfty 
and distress. After bringing about re-ac¬ 
tion, by means of hot IpneU-Mlied to the 
extremities and abdqasfcii, and ine adminis¬ 
tration of a small quality of stimulus, the 
disease wu eflectuawaubdaod by bleeding 
copiously, leeobing^tyjsterfng, purging, 
and calomel iudjitfi*Q*y, ■ £ .!'

1 am fearful that I should occupy too 
much of your valuable Journal, if I ex¬ 
tended my observations to any greater 
length; but I cannot conclude, without 
conveying to you my humble tribute of 
thanks, for the important services Tendered 
to the medical profession and to the public, 
and to the cause of hnmanity, by your great 
and unwearying exertions in the diffusion of 
knowledge. You are said to be too severe} 
that you would effect mote good, if you 
were to use tbe rod more sparingly. This 
is the senseless howl of envy and prejudice^ 
It is impossible, when the health and lives 
of our fellow-creatures are at stake, that 
investigation can be too minute, or inquiry 
too rigid. A single mistake in the treat¬ 
ment of disease, may prove a fatal one. 
Your success is too well established, to 
labour under any apprehension, that those 
who dread your talent possess tlie power to 
prevent its exercise. The first part of the 
eagle's flight is tbe most difficult; he ritfi 
heavily from the ground, hut, when once 
floating in middle air, he cuts the thinning 
atmosphere in earner course, and, with un- 
lired wing, soars upwstd to the beams of 
day. Knowledge ia power; and its disse¬ 
mination must conduce to the advantage 
end happiness of mankind.

Utots bj dw repeat? tl lolidutioni of 
numerous Correspondents, we were at some 
pains, a abut time baek, to learn in what 
light the University of London would be 
regarded by the Universities of Scotland; 
and baring, in* tbe course of our inquiry, 
applied to Mr. Hobneh, tbe HW«, that 
gentleman stated, without hesitation or 
qualification, that tbe Universities of Soot* 
Ylnd would nut recognise tbe certificates of 
tfe« London University, as qualifications for 
tbe £ploms, because the litter institution 
bad no Royai. Cuartkb. This fact was 
communicated to the public in No. 36$ of 
Tni Lancet, and waa afterwards copied, 
from this Journal, into a large majority of 
the London and country newspapers. Tbe 
managers of the University of Edinburgh 
are evidently annoyed at tbe extensive dif¬ 
fusion of a piece of intelligence which must 
brand them with no small portion of dis¬ 
grace, and, with a view to remove tbe 
etigma which attache* to their character, 
have published the following Kir station 
of the alleged calumny :— 

“ A paragraph having lately appeared in 
several of the London and country news* 

E apers, stating, that the University of Edin- 
orgh had passed a resolution, that they 
would not receive the Certificates of tbe 
Medical Professors of the University of 
London, because it has not a Royal Charter, 
we have authority to state, that the Univer¬ 
sity of Edinburgh have not passed any such 
resolution. The certificate* of tbe Profes¬ 
sors of the University of London, will have 
equal consideration with those of any of the 
Lecturers at the London Hospitals. By tbe 
Statute tolemua it Doctorates in Afedic'm 
Ondu in Academia Edinhurgtna, no certi¬ 
ficates of attendance on Lectures are re¬ 
ceived, unless these have been delivered 
in an University which grants tbe Medical 
Degree. But these Statute have been in 
force many years. By tbe same Statute, 
four yetrr attendance upon tbe Lectures in 


the Univerrity, ire necessary to qualify 
examination ; bat students from any or tbe 
great London Hospitals are allowed to gra¬ 
duate after three years of University study, 
and the same privilege will attach to the 
students of the University of London. We 
have authority for this statement, a* far as 
the Uuiversity of Edinburgh is concerned, 
and we believe that the other Universities 
of Scotland are equally incapable of 10 un¬ 
worthy a proceeding, as that of taking any 
step in oppgtition to the University of Lon- 

| A first glance jyifl convince the intelli¬ 
gent reader that this is a mere shuffle,—a 
despicable quibble,—qnd is, in fact, any 
thing but a refutation of our former state- 
meat. We fffld, th«i“ tha certificalea of 
the London Cfmvemjty ♦olid uot be re¬ 
ceived, for (he tgplqiHScotch Uni¬ 
versities.* And wUt fal iha answer? “ The 
certificates of the Preftews of the ffaiwnify 
of Lmdon, will have egwal ronsfdcnl'u/u with 
those of any of the Lecturers at the fandon 
Hospitals and further," atudenta from any 
of tbe great London hospitals are allowed 
to graduate, after three years of Unireraity 
i (Edinburgh) study/" We ate also Informed, 
that, ” by tbo Statute no certificates of 
attendance on lectures iff received, unless 
these have been delivered in an University 
I which grants tbe medico/ degree.** Hence, 
aa medical degrees are granted at Dublin, 
Glasgow, Aberdeen, and St. Andrew's! 
certificates from these Universities arc re¬ 
ceived, but not from thu Umvbbsity of 
London, because it neither confers medical 
degrees, nor has it that literary appendage— 
a royal charier. Besides, aay the liberal 
Scotchmen, our statute “ have been in force 
many years * • • and we are incapable of 
taking any step in opposition to the Univer¬ 
sity of London.'* 

If tbs Statute have been in force many 
years, tbe more imperative is the demindi 
for their revision. The London Uaivexeity 
! was not established when they were first 
framed, consequently It could not be re¬ 
cognised j hot surely it his s claim to equal 
privileges with those of Su Andrew's and 
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Aberdeen! The University of Edinburgh 
will 11 take no step" again at that of London. 
1'hia nay be, for. in her present posi¬ 
tion, slie presses with all her might on the 
infant institution, which might obtain free* 
dom from a single movement. 

The refusal of the certificates of the Lon¬ 
don University by the Universities of Scot¬ 
land, discloses another of those anomalies in 
the laws respecting medical education, which 
are gradually coming to lighlby the operation 
of the system. Virtually, tluMSew London 
School is an university; legally, it seems, 
it ia not an university. It has, for instance, 
Professors of all the medical sciences taught 
in the chartered colleges; but it has no char- 
ter, end, consequently, its lectures, how¬ 
ever excellent and instructive, osnnot he 
received for the diploma by the schools of 
the North. The line of distinction attempt¬ 
ed to be drawn and acted upon iu this 
case is most illiberal, mischievous, and ab¬ 
surd. While Professor Patiison lectured on 
the banks of the Clyde, the information 
which he communicated was deemed an in¬ 
dispensable sixth of the legitimate know¬ 
ledge of a doctor; but it would appear, that 
on the banka of the Thames, he has lost all 
power of communicating inatmetion, and 
that knowledge which he could once con¬ 
vey, is now reduced to a nullity in the col¬ 
lege calculations of bis former associates in 
the University of Glasgow. We are not, 
of course, surprised that the Edinburgh 
senate have refused to make any alteration 
iu their Statute iu favour of the new institu¬ 
tion, for in this decision they Itsve only 
acted with their accustomed consistency, in 
protecting their own interest* in direct op¬ 
position to the best interests of mankind. 
Hid they accepted tha certificates of the 
London College, few, if any, English stu¬ 
dents would in future visit Scotland, and 
thus their otrtjjSesle monopoly would, at least, 
have bean deatroyad. Tbs fortnight and 
ilUbsrtUty of tha Saottiah managers may, 
for a while, secure to them • continuance 


of profits unjustly aeqotfsd, and protect 
them from the superior advantages of their 
infant, yet powerful rirnL The Uxivxa- 
sit? of Lqxdox is established on a solid 
foundation; it has commenced under the 
best auspices, and will flourish, although 
the certificates of its Professor* may not bo 
received as teatimoniaU of qoahfiealionfor 
worthless Scotch dip^nnai.

The Pnaaintiir waa prepared to bear tea- 
timony to the perfect accuracy with which 
the reports hid beewtoade in Tnr Liven ; 
and lie thought great credit waa due to tbe 
Editor for coming forward, through Mr. 
lismbert, to make tbe kind aud candid atate- 
meut he had done, namely, that he was 
Willing either to continue nr discontinue 
die reports, just as the Society pleated. 
Ho (the Prr-ident) thought lie might now 
itafely declare it to be the opinion of th»> 
Society, that there waa no objection what¬ 
ever tainting to the system of reporting. 

Mr. l.AVBFwr said, he was sun- hia 
friend, Mr. WaMey, would ho glad to hear, 
not only thin declaration, but (hat ihtt 
members bad rejected any thing in ihe cha¬ 
racter of “ hoi*.and-corner-men *' being 
applied to them. Mr. Ilivtikornc’s obw.ra- 
timis only demonstrated to person* of com- 
non intelligence, how ignorant he was of 
the system of reporting, or of the manner 
in which editors would rouseut tn hare 
their materials brought to them. The me¬ 
dical press bad done more for thia Society 
than any thing else possibly could have 
done ; it had rande it known far and w ide ; 
it had brought a great number of members 
to it; and, without its continuing to no¬ 
tice the proceedings, the majority of those 
member* would atmnet entirely abandon 
it, and he himself would never set bis foot 
within its walla. 

Dr. Pviwanr concluded the business by 
an amusing suggestion. If tberc should ba 
any person found disposed to object to the 
publishing of the reports, let the mui lie on 
that individual, of calling a general meet¬ 
ing. (laughter.) 

Mr. Ft el u declared, he did not believe 
there writ any objection whatever to re¬ 
porting. 

Mr. Waller observed, that thie was in 
direct contradiction to what had been stated 
on a former occasion. 

Mr. Lamrmit fok astonished, that a aer- 
vaut of tbe Society should he permitted to 
beard tbt Fellow* of the Institution at hia 
pleasure; if lie continued to do so, th* 
11 uealion would be, whether such servant 
ought to bo Buffered to remain in effita any 
longer. (Hear,hear!)

Benjamin WiisrTRMRrRr.ii, a stout mus¬ 
cular man, was admitted, tinder the cam of 
Mr. Travers, on the 4th of November, with 
dislocation of the femur on the donum of 
the ilium. He stated, that on the 4th of 
June last, a tree fell upon him, and he thus 
received a severe injury, on account of 
which he sent for a practitioner, who tailed 
to discover any thing wrong about the hip. 
However, at the end of sis weeks, he told 
the surgfiui that ho was certain the bone 
waa displuccd ; to which the targeim replied, 
that if it were so, it must remain, for it was 
too lute to attempt reduction. At length he 
was advised to go to the Hospital, after the 
dislocation had existed Htc months. 

When admitted, the characteristic sign* 
of dislocation of the hip backwards were 
found to he very distinctthe limb was 
about two incite* and a half shorter thin 
the opposite. Notwithstanding the great 
length of lime in which the bone had re¬ 
mained dislocated, Mr. Travers determined 
on attempting reduction ; and with this 
view, on Friday last, the man was put on 
the table of the operating theatre, having 
first been pul in the warm bath, and hied. 
Extension was made in a right liue with the 
body, and a dose of solution of tartar emetic 
was given every ten minutes. After the 
extension bad been kept up for about half 
n hour, blood wa* taken from tl;e arm ; 
and, afterwards, continuing the force stea¬ 
dily for nearly the same length of time, the 
bone was at length reduced. 

The patient ptaaed a reaUeas night, and 
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suffered much pain, but we fooud, ot 
visiting bin at noon, that the bone waif* 
M, and be bad the power of rotating the 
foot outwards. But, when aeon by Mr; 
Travers, in the afternoon, the bone bad be¬ 
come displaced—there was considerable 
shortening of the limb—and, in aliott; every 
symptom aa before reduction. 

It is intended to attempt reduction again, 
and then to place the limb on a double in¬ 
clined plane.

twenty leeches to be applied to the abdo¬ 
men ;'llie taxis was again bad recourse to 
for a co aside ruble time, without being able 
to return the intestiur. Ice was directed to 
be applied to the scrotum. 

Mr. Key visited the patient at ten the 
following morn tug, and the swelling was not 
diminishedit was very tense and painful;

On visiting him at three o'clock with 
Mr. Key, we found him much easier; he 
had had two motions, which the senior sur¬ 
geon said he had never seen when strangu¬ 
lation existed; lie again applied the taxis 


without effect, and told the man if he were 
not much better io three or four hours, he 
should adriae the operation, to which the 
patient readily consented. 

At half put nine in the evening, he was 
much better; the tongue was moist and 
clean, and be said that he felt as if air passed 
from the tumour *to the groin with a gurg¬ 
ling sound..

Dues this, agaiu, seem to indicate that for¬ 
mation ia a painful efloii? When germs, 
animal and vegetable, are produced iu such 
multitudinous and innumerable abundance, 
that, were they to be perfected, air, earth, 
sea could not contain them, is it reason¬ 
able to conclude, that, iu this system of 
tilings, formation is complex and painful? 
When the world in choked with books, we 
may be pretty certain, that to form their 
rhuraclen ia easy; and, seeing this innu¬ 
merable multitude of germs we may, 1 think, 
safely rest assured, that, had their forma¬ 
tion been one of effort, their number w ould 
have been diminished; and, by mean* of 
jtarental instinct!, aud other means, greoter 
security would have been obtained for the 
perfecting those few germs which the living 
body had, with much labour, produced. 

Thera ia yet n third argument, which, 1 
think, strengthens my thesis, the simpli¬ 
city and ease of generation; aud that ia 
taken from the great rapid its with which the 
living structure* are funned. The human 
structure itself, perhaps, of ail other*, the 
moat elaborate in all iu essentials, ia per- 
fwled in the brief space of a few weeks. 
Of bird* there nre many; aud I may give 
(lie common fowl, as an inalauca of which, 
the principal structures become organized 
iu the compass of a few days. And, as to 
the eg** laid hr insects, at. ftvr instance, 
the common large blue fly, I have myself 
known them to become living in the course 
of a few hours afterwards; so that, wiiliout 
rising higher iuto the regions of airy and 
giddy speculation, when I reflect on the 
simplicity of some of those structures by 
which generation is accomplished ; when 1 
consider in what abundance Mature, in 
some genera of living structures, ia produe- 
ing the buds nud the need*; when, lastly, l 
recollect how rapidly, in the most compli¬ 
cated and perfect animals, the structures 
that compost* them are formed and deve¬ 
loped,—l cannot help persuading myself 
that* ingoamiiou, the process ia not really 


difficult; but that, like the marvels of ty¬ 
pography, of electricity, of aerial naviga¬ 
tion, aud the explosive powders, ft depends 
upon some simple principles, which the hu¬ 
man mind may, perhaps, hereafter compre¬ 
hend. We have imitated many other of 
the natural operations, may we then hope 
to imitate this, even iu the humblest man¬ 
ner 1 Hut 1 forbear, leat you should take it 
into your heads that I expect to realise the 
extravagant fiction of the novelist, and to 
bring from the stage FrmkentUiH, to act hia 
port in the scenes M real life.

This word having been repeated ttveral 
time* by tlju author, created cnnaiderable 
amusement throughout the Society. 

Dr. Somerville would have been glad 
to know whether the author, in hia very 
extensive practice, had given his atten¬ 
tion to the application of cold lotions in 
scarlatina, and, if he had, what the effect 
was; also, what was the greatest diminu¬ 
tion of temperature he had seen follow the 
ptaction. The Doctor had observed it fol¬ 
low almost to a frightful extent. 

Dr. Mii i.io jin looked upon the eruptions 
on the skin us highly important, as well as 
tin* condition of the tongue, in forming a 
correct diagnosis in these maladies. In 
scarlatina, the eruption appeared usually on 
the second or third dav, and, in ramies, 
never till the fourth or lifih. The eruption, 
in measles, was generally papillary, and 
home shoe shaped,—never runny of the 
eruptions running into one another in dus¬ 
ter*,— which is th** case in scarlatina,, 
In measles, the temperature of the body 
ro<o* higher than in any other condition,— 
much more au than in scarlatina. He wasj 
averse to blistering, and ugrued with the 
antiphlogistic plan. 

Dr. Gmoony observed, tlrnt scarlatina 
sometime* preceded, sometimes followed, 
and sometimes accompanied, smallpox. The 
profession had been informed by Mr. Arnott, 
that there was a connection, or sympathy, 
between erysipelas, on the external parts of 
the body, suit the throat, with which he 
cordially agreed; and he believed that scar¬ 
latina had its nidimental seat in the throat, 
ami tlist the affliction of the akin was merely 
a symptom, or consequence, of the diseased 
condition of the throat. Ilenre the dropsy 
that frequently followed this disease, hut did 
not follow measles, where the eruption oi 
the skin was much mure irritating. The 
■ anasarca, he believed, arose from an in¬ 
creased action, and over-irritable condition, 
of the vessels, thsn which no condition of 
diupay was more under the rontroul of me¬ 
dicine ; fur, in hy far the grester lumber of 
eaacs, patients recovered. From Ibis lie

eased state of the throat. He wished to 
know from Dr. Copland, bow it was that 
the four most violent poisons so often found 
in the human system, always attacked the 
throat,—namely, that of lues, smallpox, 
scarlatina, and measles 1 

Dr. Copland could not think Dr. Gre¬ 
gory in mractf, in putting such a question 
to him, if lie had any expectation of its be¬ 
ing answered. Such on interrogatory re¬ 
quired consideration, and he (Dr. Copland) 
was not willing^o commit himself. Dr. 
Gregory would have to follow Nature, in 
tracing many effects from given causes, and 
there learn. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Wtnsmt spoke repeatedly, but 
always so innudibly, that he was unintelli¬ 
gible*. 

Air. Jewel believed measles always to be 
ushered in with pulmonic symptoms, and 
his practice was, to attack the disease with 
depletion generally,and, inmost rases, the 
application of blisters. Hv this plan, the 
consumption, which often followed mea¬ 
sles, was almost invariably prevented. When 
a child, in a family of many more children, 
was seised with scarlatina, which vu con¬ 
tinuous, (and the throat always became more 
or less affected, wherever the slightest ap¬ 
pearance existed of the disease having been 
communicated to other branches of the 
family,) he bled freely; and, in this way, 
had almost invariably prevented the pro¬ 
gress of the contagion. He never hesitUud 
applying bli*t"T*, even where tl&e eruption 
was full ou the skin. 

Mr. Nom ii deprecated this practice ex¬ 
ceedingly. He had often seen blisters re¬ 
sorted tu, where the eruption was on the 
skin, hut ulwavs with such effect us to 
have earned him to make up his mind, ne¬ 
ver, whilst lie existed, to apply a blister in 
such cases. He could not hung himself to 
belie vu that any effect but the worst,— 
almost always death,—must follow the ap¬ 
plication of blisters, where the skin vu in 
the condition alluded to. The most promi¬ 
nent distinguishing features between mea¬ 
sles and scailutiua were, that, iu scarlet 
fever, there is an efflorescent appearance 
over the body generally, yet parts of it re¬ 
main without the ap|iearance ; whereas, in 
measles, generally, the body presented 
speck*, ami which never rin into an efflo¬ 
rescent slate : these specks were never seen 
in scarlatina. He, with the majority of 
the Society, agreed in the propriety of 
adopting the antiphlogistic plan.

For our 
provincial didoes* and insignificance, we 
hold, should not deprive us of the right of 
makiiig the moil of our littleness ; while, to 
the great luminaries of the scat of science 
audof empire, it may not be uninteresting to 
tee how we contrite to be stupid and com¬ 
mon place, in this distant purl of the realm, 
as Gulliver was amused with the serious 
trivialities of the inhabitants of LUliput. 
We shall prevent, for their philosophic re¬ 
creation, such features of last fortnight’s 
proceedings as we can conveniently con¬ 
dense within the accustomed limits of one 
of these papers, nnd as appear to us most 
deserving of re coni. 

Mr. Kirby, as you must be aware, from 
occasional illustrations of bis character in 
Tiif. Lavcst, is always first in the Held;

Justly relying on his own fertile resources, 
he proceeds to business without any refe¬ 
rence to the rival attractions of other thea¬ 
tre* simultaneously opened with his own.

tola introductory lectures, by the volubility 
of tbeir movements, aeemed intent with 
the determination of treading in triumph 
over the authors of hia persecution. Nor 
were we deceived ; Mr. Kirby having come 
prepared to proclaim the defeat of his oppo¬ 
nents, and to point out the present flourish¬ 
ing condition el'his school. He accordingly 
indulged largely in that humlde but proud 
stiain of eloquence, uniting the pathos of 
complaint with the defiance of ovation, 
which a mmi, who Is conscious of having 
beeu injured, aud is assured of victory, is so 
likely to employ in an autograph of his own 
exploits. A l the onset of hi* labour#, ns he 
observed, a dark conspiracy, originating its 
the jealousy of the College of Surgeons, was 
formed to puthiradowu; but, Antu us-likc, 
he rose refreshed from each attack, and con¬ 
quered his enemies in despite of ull their 
efforts to pul him down.

Vet 
this rule ia not universal; the worm, the 
snail, and any of the white-blood animal 
class, possess, iu the same individual, both 
the male organs sod the female j and, among 
vegetables, the almond, the hemp, and the 
tobacco, are divided imo sexes; the dif¬ 
ferent |>arts of the sexual apparatus becom¬ 
ing elaborated annually upon different stocks. 

Whether generation, however, he aexuul 
or hermaphrudisaic, it well deserves re¬ 
mark, that N ature, almost universally, makes 
use of two distinot substances for her pur¬ 
poses of organisation ; and, in vegetables, 
we have the seeds and the polleu; in ani¬ 
mals, the male aeeretiuna, aud those which 
are lodged in the ova of the female.

Sir,—I beg permission, through the me* 
dium of your widely-circulming Journal, to 
lay before tlie public, a statement of some of 
the abuses which hive crept into the shove 
most excellent institution, with the hope 
thst such publicity msy remove them. The 
founder, in the benevolence of his heart, 
conceived, that an institution, grounded upou 
the principle of administering prompt medi¬ 
cal aid to the children of the poor, would be 
productive of great benefit. He appealed 
to the public, in furtherance of his ideal, 
md bia appeal was quickly answered by a 
liberal subscription, to enable him to carry 
into effect hia philanthropic views. An 
excellent code of rules and regulations was 
drswa up for the government of the institu¬ 
tion, and wss carried into effect by the 
thunder's teal and application. Death baa 
deprived the public of the services of this 
benevolent man ; since which time, the 
attendance of the medical gentlemen haa 
been less constant. The rules, which were 
intended to regulate the attendance nf the 
medical officers of the institution, nre a* 
followA physician ahull attend at the 
Infirmary every day, Sunday excepted, to 
give advice, and prescribe for such patients 
sa ahml He brought to him and " a aur- 
geon shall attend every day, Sunday ex¬ 
cepted, to administer to such esses, in his 
department, ss shall be brought to him." 
Thu house surgeon, also, is to •» reside at 
the lufirmary, and be in readiness, nf ail 
lima, to render assistance, ss well during 
tbs attendance of the physician and aur* 
geooi'if after they have transacted hu*i- 
Mss.”

Allow 
not the sickly and restless infant to be de¬ 
tained for four er jSiw how* iu a cold, dirty, 
and damp room, in tlie arms of its agonised 
mother, waiting for the tuu aiUndanee of 
these exalted professions! gentlemen. Tell 
these gentlemen of great eminence nod ex- 
tensifo practice, that their neglect wilt in¬ 
fallibly bring down a curse upon their 
heads; for lie, who could not err, has said, 
“ Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the 
least of these, ye did it not to me."

A. Thompson, a rnschmeker, came under 
my care ou Wednesday, the 33d April, 1H3B. 
It appeared, from the patient’s statement, 
that seme boiling grease fell into his right 
eye, about ten days ago, which produced 
considerable pain aud suffering; notwith¬ 
standing which he continued to follow his 
oooupstion till the present period, without 
hairing bud-recourse to any remedies, except 


the application of four leeches to the temple, 
and a dose or two of Epsom salts. These 
means did not appear to afford him any relief i 
and tite pain and inflammation of the e«nr 
continued to increase to such a degreedn 
to have nearly destroyed the function of 
the orusn. On examination, the eye ap¬ 
peared exceedingly vascular, and there 
were two distinet acts of blood vessels to he 
seen, via., those of the conjunctiva and thoae 
of the sclerotica; the former running in a 
serpentine direction, while the latter pur¬ 
sued a direct course along the ball of the 
eye, to within a line of the circumference 
of the cornea, where, uniting, they formed 
a distinct aoue. Tim cornea presented a 
dull appearance, and the lachrymal aecrrtion 
was very hot and abundant; the pnpil is 
somewhat smaller than natural; the iris 
altered in colour, sluggish in its movements, 
aud depositions of coagulable lymph have, 
in ode or two places, approximated its pu¬ 
pillary margin to the capsule of the crys¬ 
talline lens; there is great pain in the eye¬ 
ball, sopra orbital region, and forehead,*es- 
pccialiy during the night. Twelve minces 
of blood to be taken from the temporal 
artery.

Before entering upon the effects of b 
medicine, it is usual to give some slight de* 
scrip tion of its properties. The names that 
this vegetable substance ltsa been known 
by, are either from its form, origin, ortho 
properties which it has been found to pos- 


In France it is ctlled ergot, bled cornu, 
secolis mater, bled arorte, bled farouche, 
eeigle cornu, seigle a eperon, or ergotise, 
seigle ivre, and seigle ncir; it also has been 
nsmed, by Gsspara. Bauchin, secule luzu* 
risns; and in Germany, is known by tbe 
ntme of mutter kom, or mother corn. 

Spurred rye, in its mature state, is of s 
brown or violet colour; some of tbe grain* 
tre less than the healthy rye, while others 
are from an inch to an inch and a half in 
length, and of a proportionate thickness; 
ite form is nearly cylindrical, having its ends 
somewhat obtuse, at times a little pointed 
and bent, in the shape of a crescent; on 
being broken transversely, it internally dis¬ 
plays a greyish white substance, covered j was born, 
closely by the coloured corticul substance, 
which does not separate on ebullition ; when 
pulverised, it is of an ashen grey colour; 
when the graiu is quit.; dry, it has scarcely 
any taste, but the powder has a nauseous, 
bitter, and acrid tuste. 

Its chemical properties, as stated by 
Ysui|uelin, are—• 

1. A yellowish fawn coloured matter, so* 
lobh* in alcohol, exhaling a smell like that 
of fi&li oil. 

ii. A white oily matter, of n llland taste. 

3. A violet-coloured matter, insoluble in 
alcohol.- 

4. A free acid, which appear* to be of j 
the nature of phosphoric acid. 

a. A vegeto-animul mutter, in considera¬ 
ble quantity, much disposed to putrefaction, 
and which, on distillation, furnishes a con¬ 
siderable quantity of thick amiunnuinil oil. 

fi. A minute quantity of free ammonia, 
exhaling at the temperature of boiling water. 

Lastly, it results from this analysis, that 
rye, in the spurred state, do longer contains 
any starch ; that its gluten has become al¬ 
tered, and that it abound* with a thick am- 
moaiacal oil, which m never to be met with 
in rye when in its sound slate. 


Moat of the cases that have c _ 
me have been those where the paUjn 
fers annoying and unprofitable pains?!

In twenty-four 
hours afterwards, being called to another 
labour in the same street, J revisited her, and 
still finding no Jtains, gave her a scruple of 
the ergot; the puins curae on in a quarter 
of an hour, and in an hour and a half the 
child wan born dead, being the sixth dead 
child she has had in succession.

Dr. Johnatoxk concurred with the pre¬ 
caution necessary, where bleeding was 
thought of. Death had been much mors 1 ' 
frequent, according to his experience, where 
bleeding had been resorted to, thou where 
opium hid been depuulcd upon. Death, 
liowever, would be the result of the majo¬ 
rity of cases of delirium tremens, and, there¬ 
fore, instancing death after the exhibition of 
opium, was not to be raised as a valid argu¬ 
ment against its use. lie believed delirium 
tremens, as it usually occurred, not to lie a 
Mate of inflammation of the brain; it bore 
the filatures, in s gTeat measure, of phTenitis, 
hut would not bear its treatment, nor lie 
cured by the same means. In answer to a 
question put by Dr. Shell, lie could not 
Ktote tho proximate cause of the disease; 
but certainly the rrriiiitg cati«e, most gene¬ 
rally, was the abuse ol ardent spirits, and 
lie approved of the exhibition of those me¬ 
dicines which were calculated to allay irri¬ 
tation, or inordinate excitement or this ner¬ 
vous system. There was no disease, except 
ihsi of hydrophobia, where tlie nervous 
system was so much •idled. He had found 


opium to be much more effectual in afford, 
iug relief, when given in the shape of s sup 
pository, than when taken by the mouth. 

Dr. Cuplanh had never seen a cose o 4 
genuine delirium tremens, calling for I*/ 
use of Uie lancet. In two cases, he hrsVfe- 
commended the application of leeches about 
the head, and which eventually afforded re¬ 
lief. When opium failed to produce a be¬ 
neficial result, und also stimulants, he be* 
lieved it to be owing to the neglect of tho 
practitioner in re^toving sufficiently the 
contents of the rectum, lie had never ad- 
luiniatered brandy, exoept in the shape of 
puNck; tnd he considered stimulants, ac¬ 
cording to the nature of the atimuli the pa¬ 
tient had been in the btbil of using, ought 
to be exhibited in combination with opium.

Fot some time previous to the 4th of Oc¬ 
tober last, scarcely a week passed in which 
wc were not assailed as literary pirates, for 
having published the Lectures of differSnt 
Professors without their consent, and in dS*‘ 
fiance of their remonstrances. These charges 
had been made against us, at intervals, for 
years past; and, for years past, w« treated 
them with silent disdain. Hut, on the 4th 
of October last, os our readers are, for the 
most part, aware, we published a state¬ 
ment, demonstrating that, in every case 
save owe, wherein lectures have appeared 
in this Journal, they hare been published 
with the express permission, and, in mos t 
instances, under the immediate superin¬ 
tendence, of the lectnrers themselves. The 
excepted case was that in which we main¬ 
tained against MtvABExvsTiiY, and main, 
taiaed successfully, in s court of equity 
ow right to publish ths lectures. Tbs fol* 


lowing is the statement to wl, ih we 
allude 

" It can scarcely be necessary to rd lind 
our readers of the distinction which we wave 
always recognised between the situation of 
a public teacher and that of a private oqe, 
or of the principle upon which we claimm 
the right of pnblishitfg the Lectures of Mr.* 
AexaNETHr. The lectures of private teach¬ 
ers, which we acknowledge to be private 
property, we have never published, as we 
shall presently show, without the coUsbnt 
of the lecturers ; but the lectures of public 
medical teachers, delivered within the 
walls of public hospitals, stand, as wc hove 
uniformly contended, upon a totally di&^'i 
footing. We maintained this pointf ] 
lessly and manfully against Mr. 
in a Court of Equity, and the issue 
contest was, that the injunction which tbll 
gentleman obtained against the publication* 
of his lectures was finally dissolved by the 
Lord Chancellor. So much for Mr. Aber- 
ketuy’s lectures. Sir Asti.ey Cooper’s 
lectures came within the principle on which 
we relied in our contest with Mr. Aser- 
netiiy ; but Sir Astley Cooper cannot, at 
ony rate, be one of those who has been 
plundered of Jiis literary property, for Sir 
Astlkv Cooper gave his express consent 
to tlie publication of his lectures. The lec¬ 
tures of Dr. Blundem, on Midwifery, 
though delivered within the walls of Guy’s 
Hospital, we did not consider as public lec¬ 
tures three years ago, because, at that lime, 
no certificates of attendance on courses of 
midwifery were required by the colleges or 
the universities. We applied, therefore, 
for permission to publish them, which was 
not at that time conceded. Subsequently 
certificates of attendance on courses of mid¬ 
wifery have been required, and Dr. Hi.uk- 
ijEll lias not only not withheld Jus conaent 
from the publication of his lectures in this 
Journal, hut, rs they were to go before the 
public, bos added to their value by a revision 
of the proof sheets. l)r. Armstrong's 
lectures on the Theory and Practice of Medi¬ 
cine, were published in consequence of the 
intimation of one of his pupils, that the lec¬ 
turer would not offer any objection. Dr. 
Arustroko did, however, after the appear¬ 
ance of the first lecture, object to the prin¬ 
ciple of puhliahing private lectures, in 
which object ion we acquiesced; but hiving 
expressed his opinion, he added, that he 
should leave the matter entirely to our¬ 
selves. We urged the ground of publio 
utility—and as he found that the pupils 
were deiiroua of posaeaaing his lectures, he 
afterwards consented to their publication, 
and acknowledged their accuracy, Mr. At- 
coot's lectures on tone Practical points of 
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Sargery-yere published with his consent* 
sod thgwroof-sheets were revised by him. 

' Mr. iJBf uence’s Lectures on the Anatomy, 
l'hytftiocy, and Oiaeases of the Eye, were 
published with his consent, and thenroof- 
sheets wore revised by him. Dr. L'lvt- 
TKiyjuot’s Lectures on tlie Theory und 
I’nrctice of Physic were published with his 
cffbsent, and the proof-sheets were also re* 
vised by him. Dr. Spuhzukim's Lectures 
on Phrenology, in like manner, appeared 
with the consent, and underwent the re¬ 
vision of the lecturer. The Lectures of Mr. 
IIimndk on Chemistry, and those of Dr. 
Hash* on the Intellectual Composition of 
Man, were also published with the express 
AW'Pt. -of the lecturers. All these facts 
'«e hud the permission end authority 
several lecturers to state, from the 
at which their respective courses 

£ completed, as distinctly as we now 
them ; hut we have hitherto disdained 
. re this conclusive answer to the calum¬ 
nies of our enemies, and we hove now, once 
'for all, adopted this course, iu order that 
Buch calumnies, if they he ngaiu repeated, 
may be ns much contemned in all other 
quarters, as they have been uniformly con¬ 
temned by ourselves. We may further 
state, that so far have wc been from the im¬ 
puted necessity of seeking ’ -bluiii lectures 
by indirect or dishonourable means, that our 
difficulty, on the- contrary, has been to deal 
with the numerous application! which have 
been made to ua fur the publication of lec¬ 
tures, and to appease teachers, to whose 
urgent solicitations wo have not deemed it 
expedient to yield.” 

Since this statement was published, what 
has been the course pursued by our adver¬ 
saries ? Have they ventured to repeat tire 
charge! Xo. Have they had the honesty 
and the manliness to acknowledge its false¬ 
hood! Xo. Jlut they have changed the 
mode of their attack. The calumny which 
w*» formerly levelled at us as publishers of 
Lectures, they now direct against us as pub¬ 
lishers of Hospital Reports, and, in the ab¬ 
sence of materials for a true charge, they 
have committed forgery to give ; oolour to a 
false one. They can make, if they do not 
find, a basil for unfounded accusation. A 
forgery costs them as little as a new heaven 
of ciystalcost the inventor of the Ptolemaic 
system ; and they can produce a fabrication 
with as much facility aa the Abbe Sure* 
uiod to draw a constitution from bis pigeon-

boles. Verily we bare most respectable 
and ingenious adversaries to deal withal; 
we apprehend, however, that they are too 
witty to live, for the* “ cleverness” up^,- 
which they pique themselvea as a title to 
admiration, is of a species seldom accom¬ 
panied with length of days. 


In dmewing the affairs of the medical 
profession, we have invariably assumed in 
this Journal, that the majority of that body 
were liberal in politics, and tolerant in reli¬ 
gion. Though we never antecedently con¬ 
sidered the consequences of this opinion, 

; as they might affeot onr interest, we find, on 
a retrospect of our aoeeesi, that this pre¬ 
sumption was correct. We eannot now, 
indeed, on reflection, imagine Low the men 
to whom wo have addressed ourselves, 
could hare thought differently on these sub¬ 
jects from us; most of them having received 
a similar education, and having aa few mo¬ 
tives to decline obedience to the diolalea of 
reason and rectitude. Of all the courses of 
discipline to which the human mind is sub¬ 
jected, the study of medicine is, perhaps, 
the best calculated to improve the judg¬ 
ment and liberalize the heart:—

Unlike the other learned professions, it 
leaves its votaries free from the influence 
of prejudice, and preserves them from the 
sophistry of refining on truth. Untrammelled 
by (he dogmas of the theologian, and uncor- 
rupted by the subtleties of the civilian, truth 
is the quariy which the student of medicine, 
with the eagle-wing of freedom, pursues 
through Nature's vast domain.

OlbTnOTOMY. 

Mr. Lord related a case, in which the 
operation of gastrotomy hud becu resorted 
to by Dr. Hopkins, within the last ton days. 
This was the case which,on the last evening, 
lie considered so important, as to have been 
nnxious then to have had nn opportunity of 
relating. The woman was pregnant with 
her fit ill child ; lie, Mr. Lord, was sent for, to 
attend her; she had gone her full time. When 
he arrived, he found very considerable pain 
in the abdomen ; the liquor a min i discharged, 
the vagina dilated, and well lubricated, but 
ujlerine action very much abated. He re 
mnined with her for about three hours; he 
then gave her three ordinary doses of the 
seeale cnriiulmn. Uterine action wsa in¬ 
duced to o small degree. By a vaginal ex 
animation, he felt the scalp tense and puffy. 
The action of the uterus having continued 
for about an hour and a half, he endeavoured 
to bring away the head with the vectia, but 
failed; at length, he was induced to consi¬ 
der the head was hydrocephalic. Dr. Ste¬ 
phenson waa Bent for to the case, in con¬ 
junction with Mr. Jacob ; and, at one time, 
they thought the beat mode of proceeding 
would be to lay open the head; but, from 
its sudden retrocession, with the entire ces¬ 
sation of the uterine paiui, and the sinking 
state into which the woman appeared to he 
getting, induced them to suspect a rupture 
of the uterus, and to send for Dr. Hopkins. 
Dr. Hopkins, on his arrival, agreed that the 
uterus had been ruptured, and that the child 
had escaped into the abdomen. The Doctor in¬ 
troduced hit hind into the vagina, but, finding 
the, uterua completely contracted, and that 
he waa unable to reach the Actus, he there¬ 
fore proposed the operation of gastrotomy, 
as a dernier rusort. The child was removed 
through an opening mado in the abdomen, 
of seven inches and a half in length, and the 
whole operation performed admirably, with¬ 


out the lose of a teaspoonful of blood. Four 
ligatures were applied, strape of .Ihesive 
plaster, compress, and bandage; and Miches, 
to prevent peritonitis. A small quantity of 
nourishing diet waa given j the patient ex¬ 
pressed herself greatly relieved, and noised 
a good night,—but died on the following 
afternoon. 

On examination, after death, there was 
cnagulublu lymph on the edges of the wound; 
very little peritonitie had taken place; and 
there was a rapture of the uterus, abun¬ 
dantly large to admit of the escape of the 
child. The head of the fetus was immensely 
large, audau excellent drawing of it was 
submitted to the inspection of the Society. 
The diameter, from chin to occiput^ n -pe 
sured nine inchea and three (juaH^ST e* 
cumference, from chin to occiput,IT I 
inchea; from the upper part of tHS c. . 
the anterior fontanelle, eight inches. I 

Mr. WALt.kn wished to know how aoon, i 
after the rupture hud taken place, Dr. Hop¬ 
kins had seen the patient! whether anyf 
attempt to turn hod been made immediately 
on the escape of the child into the abdomen 1 
and whether tin* suggestion of Dr. Blundell 
bad been attended to,—that of removing tbo 
womb entirely t 

Dr. Hopxins stated, in answer to tlio 
above queries, that he understood those dan¬ 
gerous symptoms had not manifested them¬ 
selves long before his arrival. Thu circu¬ 
lation he loumklo be exceedingly increased, 
the pulse 15b, with great depression of the 
vital powers. The Doctor mode nn uccurute 
examination, by the int^ductiou of his hand 
into the vagina, when lie found the uterus 
permanently contracted-, so much bo, as to 
prevent the, admission of more than Iran Jin- 
gen ; but he cuuld feel the lacerated surface 
ns fat as its contracted state would enable the 
lingers to reach. This contraction elicited 
some practical remarks from the Doctor, re¬ 
specting the difference between this per¬ 
manent rigidity, and the spasmodic action ex¬ 
hibited, in some cases, during parturition. 
The hand waa carefully withdrawn from the 
vagina, and, on passing it over the abdomen, 
the Actus could be distinctly felt. It wtis 
ascertained that the entire frrtua had escaped 
from the uterua, and, consequently, there 
could not be a doubt as to the propriety of 
the Cesarian operation being resorted to; 
although, from the exhausted and dangerous 
stale of the patient, few hopes could be 
entertained of her ultimate recovery. Find¬ 
ing it impracticable to deliver by the 
natural canal, an enema was administered, 
and the catheter introduced. The woman 
being placed on her back, in the centre of 
the bed, with the head slightly elevated, the 
Doctor oommeuced the operation, by mak¬ 
ing an incision, half nn inch to the right 
aide of, and on a line with, the Hnea alba, 
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exposing the foetus u lie canried down the 
scalpel. The fatus end placenta were re* 
moved, and the operation completed in,about 
SO Mcondj. 

in answer to Mr. Waller's proposition of 
removing the uterus, the idea was so outre, 
as scareely to require a thought. There was 
no man more deserving the gratitude of the 
profession than Dr. Blundell, for the great 
perfection to which he h#d brought the sci¬ 
ence, and more puxiioularly abdominal sur¬ 
gery ; but be (Dr. {fcpfcios) could not ima¬ 
gine this to be a case m which the excision 
of the uterus was Uwriy called for; in¬ 
deed, he had uo hesitation in believing that, 
liod the operation Wen attempted, the pa- 
. tient would, in all probability, have expired 
>'e in completion. 

’. Wau.er coosiMK there could be 
.fficulty wlinteverUa removing the 
, uterus wholly, and thut it would hare been 
■ much better to have done that than to have 
left it iu an unsound state. He regretted 
that no nnswor had been given to his ques¬ 
tions, whether any attempt to turn, imme¬ 
diately after the accident, had been made, 
arid what the exact time was at which Dr. 
Hopkins saw her. 

Mr, SuiM.Kv, looking at the immense 
sias of the head, considered that it must 
hare created an uncommon mechanical dif¬ 
ficulty iu the parturition; and the question 
with him was, whether the argot which the 
practitioner gave, had not,,been the imme¬ 
diate and eutire cause of lp acc ident. 

Mr. Lonn objected to the notion of the 
ergot producing the accident; he did not 
think the paiu* produced by the exhibition 
of it, strong enough to have ruptured the 
uterus i he thought it more reasonable to 
ascribe the accident to the largeness of the 
head, combined with, in all probability, a 
vitiated state of the posterior part of the 
uterui. 

Dr. Hopkins objected to the notion of 
the ergot, alone, producing the accident, 
though absent when this remedy was had 
recourse to. On examining the uterus 
after death, which, together with the fua. 
ftus, he lint now in his possession, he 
found it lusuUitp % excepting near the lacera¬ 
tion, through which the child passed; but 
on that part, namely, the posterior sur¬ 
face, the orgun appeared completely altered, 
and softened iu its tcxiueg. Judging from 
the morbid appearance of this part, he 
could not reconcile his feelings to the idea 
that the settle cornutum hod been the sole 
means of causing tho mischief; but that 
the parturient efforts, unaided, would have 
been sufficient to produce the rupture. In¬ 
deed, he made a point of inquiring from the 
patient, and ascertained that she had felt a 
dull and continued pain in one particu¬ 
lar put of ibt abdomen, tho. situation of 
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that part of tba uterui found subsequently 
lacerated; the pain had continued for three 
months without intermission. He con¬ 
ceived, therefore, from the poet-mrtm ap¬ 
pearances, there could not be a question but, 
that it originated from chronic infiammaii.,u 
The fatal head, again, being partially de¬ 
composed, the integuments must have given 
way, before the accident could have oc¬ 
curred, had the entire uterus been in> a 
healthy condition.

After the Registrar had read the minutes 
of the last meeting, 

Mr. Amesbury took an objection to 
them. He declared they were not correct; 
or, if they were, the discussion of the former 
night, upon his fracture case, was not such 
os ho then understood it to have been. Uo 
could not understand the discussion at all, 
by what appeared from the minutes. 

Mr. Shirley said, that, as the discussion 
on Mr. Lord's cose, when the Society last 
met, had not been at all satisfactory to his 
mind, he wished distinctly to propound the 
question, whether, iu the opinion of the So¬ 
ciety, the administration of the ergot of rye 
was not the proximate or immediate cause 
of the rupture of the uterus 1 He thought 
it highly important that this should be dis¬ 
tinctly known. 

Dr. Hopkins stated that, ai far as lie was 
capable of judging of the condition of the 
uterus, the whole of it appeared to be in a 
healthy state, exceptiug the part at which 
the rupture had taken place. Here the 
texture was considerably altered; the sub¬ 
stance was much softened, and tliough 
ho was not present when the ergot was ad¬ 
ministered, yet lie thought that, had it not 
been exhibited, the head of the feet us would 
eventually have caused the rupture. The 
covering! of the head were to thin that, 
if the uterus had been in a healthy state 
throughout, he thought they must haro 
given way before it would have ruptured.

day, of a rupture of the uterus, where it wes^ 
not detected until an examination wu madj*

Dr. W a i.bii van had bad great experience 
in midwifery. He agreed with the obser¬ 
vations made, that the presenting part, Bud 
the condition of that part, ought, in this 
rase, to have been distinctly ascertained, 
before the ergot was resorted to. If the 
hydrocephalic ataft of the head hod been 
ascertained, he apprehended only one course 
ought lo have been pursued, that of per¬ 
forating ; and that if perforation had been 
resorted to, the life of the patient would 
have stood e much better chance, lie 
should have been averse to Die performance 
of the Cmsarian operation, under the cir¬ 
cumstances of this cue. 

Mr. Asiiwell regretted to have observed 
anything like a supposition, that personali¬ 
ties could he intended by uuyliiing that 
was said. He deprecated certain modes of 
expression, as, " 1 assure you upon my 
honour,” and considered them much more 
applicable for a Huge than a scientific so¬ 
ciety. After giving every pouible atten¬ 
tion to all that had been stated, lie had 
heard nothing to remove him from his first 
opinion, that it would have been, better in 
this case not to have used tbe ergot. He 
thought sufficient weight had uot been 
given by the Society to Mr. Waller's ob¬ 
servation, that before the litnation of the 
head wu ascertained, it might be lying un¬ 
favourable to the use of the ergot. Here 
tbe heed eutl remained above the brim; 
there were long-continued pains, aud, pro¬ 
bably, such u the woman hod always 
formerly had, therefore, he should not have 
considered it a case for the ergot. At the 
same time, he was not prepared to uv the 
uterus would not have ruptured, haa the 
ergot not been had recourse to. He hoped 
the detail of the circumstances of this cue 
would lead to e more eereful administration 
of this medicine, aud if so, that detail 
would be proved to have been usefully 
mode. In his opinion, the ergot wu a moat 
invaluable remedy; it bad often greaUy 
quickened labour, and restrained hemor¬ 
rhage. He thought if a foetus escaped into 
the abdomen, the accoucheur would not do 
his duty, if be allowed it lo remain there, 
l'he child might escape into it alive, and 
might be extracted alive, which wu a 
powerful argument in favour of gastrotumy.

Blinding the numerous time* they had been 
recited. Kverypersonkoew that, alter 
the uterua bid expelled iU content*, and 
contracted, no bend could be introduced 
into it s but there were many cuei on re- 
cord.—Dr. Blundell bed odea met with 
tlwn, Mr. Doubledtj bid met with them, 
other* bed met with them,—where, imme¬ 
diately on the rupture of the uterua taking 
place, the hand was introduced, and the 
child brought away by turning. 

Mr. Lonn conceived that no peraon could 
*ave expected the rapture to have taken 
$*»ce, from the mild pains the woman was 
wlU'ring, and which had been upon her fur 
an hour and a half, mere or leu, before the 
rupture took piece.

EXTRAVASATION OF MINI. 

Stephen Norris, set. Si, a muscular 
baker, and a hard drinker, was admitted 
into Colston'a 'Ward, Sept, is!, with con¬ 
siderable inflammation and distension of the 
perineum and scrotum. Was in great agony 
when brought in. States that he has had a dif¬ 
ficulty in voiding his urine for the last two 
years, on account of a chancre that he hod 
about that lime dose upon the orifice of the 
urethra, wbieh, in healing, has considerably 
contracted flic orifice or the aperture, so 
that the stream of water has never since 
been larger than a small crow's quill. 
Upon passing a small-siaed catheter, every 
other part oi the urethra appears free from 
contraction The urine has always seemed 
to him to paw freely along the urethra 
until it arrived at the orifice, when it has

been suddenly arretted in it# prog rets, and 
S^Ttrn most painfully distended in the u re thru. 
a ell a little fain in the perineum, on making 
water one evening, after drinking and danc¬ 
ing at Bartholomew Fair; and, on exmnin- 
iug the part, discovered a small swelling, 
which hat gradually increased in size, and 
extended to the scrotum. This has been 
distended and painful for the lust two days. 
Ulr. Stanley, who attended for Mr.Yiueent, 
saw the man about an hfiur after lie w&e 
brought in, and entertaining no doubt about 
the nature of the case, made an iucision, 
of about two inches long, iu the perineum. 
A quantity of offensive pus and urine imme¬ 
diately gushed out.* The catheter was 
withdrawn, hot and moist flannels ordered 
to be constantly applied, and calomel and 
jalap taken, with a dose of house physic. 

13. lias passed a restless night, and is 
▼dry feverish this morning. t>kin hot; 
tmgue dry; pulse quick. Is much relieved 
by the Deration. The bowels have been 
freely moved. The principal part of the 
urine flows through the wound. A small 
portion lias escaped by the urethra. 

16. Now passes the greater part of liis 
urine by the nretlire, though a little 
still comes through the wound, to wliich a 
poultice has been kept. During the last day 
or two, grenulationi bare sprung up. The 
scrotum is diminished to its natural size; 
tongue moist, pulse natural, and he is, 
in nil respects, doing well. 

22. The urine flows eutirely through the 
urethra. The wound ia nearly closed. In 
consequence of some inflammatory aymp- 
t *ms about the cheat, the dresser baa bled 
him to-day to Sivj. In a fortnight after, 
ha waa quite well. 

In the latter part of our report from this 
Hospital, last week, it should have been 
stated, that the bone was diseased for a con¬ 
siderable distance above the fracture, and 
that the fracture did not extend up the bone.

gan to looieo. At Ant the pain wu eonni- 
neraldv iuneased, hut it loon abated, one 
nt lut entirelv ecued; ho tliot, within 
lew dive, the patient wu dischnrged, cured. 

About the ssme tine » old mtn wu td- 
mitted nt the Hocpine, with erynipelu 
phlegnonotlei of both leg., which ware 
much .welled, eery peinfol, end dieco- 
loured. The petient, being of t r«r ple¬ 
thoric habit, wu twice bled, but the bleed¬ 
ing, boring no indnence on the locil dieetee, 
preasuic wu resorted lo, nhieli proved no 
effectual, tliot the cure wu completed within 
■iz daye.—Lo Ctiiuyee.

FENETBZT1KO WOUND Of THE UC1.L. 

A yovno nun, who had been .tabbed in 
the right orbit, inunedistaly below iu upper 
margin, wu brought into the Hoepilul in 
the moil eoupleto itupor, vision, hearing, 
•ltd genual unribility, being quite eatinct; 
the wounded eye protruded from iti orbit, 
iu mull, and thou of the eye-lidi, being 
gorged with Hood. He wu truly bled trim 
the foil, but, ia the following night, had an 
■tun of tho nut furiou delirium. The 
next day the itupor nod psrnlyris Hill con¬ 
tinued ; the pulse wu eery mill. The pa¬ 
tient wu again bled twice, hot without any 
alteration in the symptoms,' On the third 
d.y, the respiratory unitolu bogus to bo 
paralysed ; his breathing bourn, stertorous 
ond eery difficult, .sen iuspirstion being 
aocoinpnmed by n trembling of the whole 
body. M. Dupnytren tteounted for thin 
symptom, by supposing tliot nn extruvua- 
tioo hnd token place nt the tin* of the skull, 
which suepeuded the function of tlie respi¬ 
ratory nerves. The patient wse bled n 
fuunli lime, hut the difficulty of brpething 
iucreuscd, end lie died on the hue day. 

The bone, of the nkuU having been re. 
moved, it wu bund that tho instrument 
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had penetrated tlironph the orbit into the 
substance of tliq brain, and that a piece of 
bone bad been tbruat into the anterior lobe, 
n groat portion of which wai found dissolved, 
and mixed with a considerable quantity of i 
coagulated blood from the arieria corporis 
callosi.— Journ. G6nir, da Ilojnt. 


LirnoTOHT* 

The surgeons of the Hdtel-Dieu, MM 
Dupuvtren, Breachet, and Sanaon, have 
recently endeavoured to, determine the 
comparative merit* of threet different me¬ 
thods of lithotomy. The first adopted the 
tranave rse; the 'second the lateral; and 
the third the recto-vesical section. The 
|Jpur patients operated on by MM. Dupoy- 
fasen and Brescbet were perfectly cured; 
put in one of the two cues in which M. 
Sanson performed tlie recto-vesical opera- 
tion, there remained e fistulouv opening 
between the rectum and tlte bladder, lu 
one of M. Dupuvtren *i patients there occur. 
Ted, soon after the operation, u violent in¬ 
ternal hemorrhage, which was soon disco¬ 
vered by the great tenaion of the hypogM- 
trium; the distinct, soft tumescence of the 
bladder; the frequent and fruitless desire 
of making water ; and by the sudden pale¬ 
ness, with intercurrent attacks of syncope; 
it was checked by a dossil of lint intro¬ 
duced into the bottom of the wound. The 
number of cates in which the three me¬ 
thods of lithotomy were performed, are not 
sufficient to determine the respective value 
of each; but the frequency ol' a fistulous 
opening between the rectum and the Mod. 
dor, after the zecto-veaical operation, aud 
the danger of woundiug the seminal vesi¬ 
cles, appeal -to he sufficient reasons for 
abandoning it altogether. The Aimeft di 
Median a contain the history of e case, in 
which tliere remained, after the operation, 
an incurable fistulous passage between the 
bladder and rectum, and where the seminal 
vesicles were divided inftuch a manner, that, 
during coitus, the seminal fluid was dis¬ 
charged through the rectum. It seems, 
however, that the recto-vesical operation,; 
which, at first, found ao many partisans in 
Italy, is now generally relinouished there 
for the median section, a method nlso pro¬ 
posed by Vsccu, in liis lost Memoir on 
Lithotomy,* end which} indeed, seems lu 
have considerable advantages over it. This 
operation is performed lu the following 
manner: on incision being mode in the 
raphe, extendiug from the external sphinc¬ 
ter ani to tho bulbua urethra*, a probe

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pointed bistoury is inserted into the groove 
of the hinff, the handle of which is pressed 
towards the puhis, so that the neck of the 
bladder and the prostate gland presenf 
themselves, and are easily divided by pass¬ 
ing the knife along the groove of the staff. 
The principal odvantagesof this method seem 
to be the following 

1. The bladder is opened in the shortest 
way, and the wonnd admits of the greatest 
dilututi m, being in the centre of the outlet 
of the pelvis, and surrounded by soft parts 
only. 

B. No large vessels, and only the minute 
ramifications of the pudenda are divided, 
and thus an occurrence is avoided, which 
not unfrequently led to a fatal tendiuilion. 

3. The knife i« almost mechanically car¬ 
ried into the bladder, and the parts, in ques¬ 
tion, are very easily divided, being kept in a 
state of tenaion. 

4. The finger being introduced into tho 
bladder, the stone is very easily felt, being, 
by its own weight, carried towards the 
wound, which is at the lowest part of the 
bladder* = . 

. r >. The uto&tion of the wound best pro¬ 
mote! the discharge of calculous fragments 
after the operation, and prevents sanguine¬ 
ous or urinous extravasation, which ao 
often takes plaoe after the lateral operation. 


HOSPICE DE LA SALPETRIERE. 


OSSIFIED EXTIM-UTKIMNE HETVS. 

A female, who hud been for several 
year* at the Salpetrnre, on account of men¬ 
ial derangement, died >U her 77 th year. On 
examining the abdomen, a small tumour was 
found in the pelvis, slightly adheriug by 
some layers of cellular tissue to ilie mesen¬ 
tery, ana Sloop of the small intestines; the 
uterus and its appendages, as well us the other 
abdominal viscera, were perfectly healthy. 
Oft a closer inspection of this tumour, it was 
discovered to be the skeleton of a foetus, 
surrounded by a thin, and nearly transpa¬ 
rent, membrane; it had an ovul form, was 
two inches in its largest diameter, and was, 
by n Boit of indenture, divided into two 
unequal halves, tho largest of which con¬ 
tained the head, the smaller the trunk. The 
shell wiw^ery well formed, completely ossi¬ 
fied, l| inch in its antero-posterior, l j, inch 
in Its transverse, aud one inch in its verti* 
cal diameter. The hones were regularly de¬ 
veloped ; not the slightest trace of a fonta- 
nelle could ho found, aud all the sutures 
were perfectly united. The frouial bone 
was much arched; the parietal bones were 
also very prominent, especially that of the 
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right aide; the temporal bones were placed 
almost horizontally, and exhibited tlie rudi- 
\*nenta of a glenoidal cavity; that of the 
right ride presented a ion of sygemstic aidi, 
united to a small os mtlare, which termi¬ 
nated in a rough articular surface ; the upper 
and lower jaw-bones were entirely wanting; 
the orbita were well formed; the occipital 
bone was a little elongated towards its upper 
part; its lower portion consisted of several 
separate pieces. The skull was united to 
the trunk by fibro-cartilsginous ligaments, 
at leaat an articular aurfaco could not be 
found, on external examination. The trunk 
being somewhat curved anteriorly, showed 
the rudimenu of a vertebral column *, the 
placsr of the sternum was occupied by a 
very thick fibre-cartilaginous mass ; the 
ribs, as well as the hones of the shoulder 
and the clavicles, were completely ossified ; 
the vertebral column terminated below in 
the sacral bone, and the rudiments of the 
pelvis. The extremities were wanting, 
with the exception of some traces of the 
upper-arm. On internal iosnectfot of this 
akeleton, the cavity of the wtfTwfi found 
of a regular form, its porietea being one- 
twenty-fourth of an inch in thickness; they 
were lined with the dura mater, the folds of 
which were well developed, and contained 
a gelatinous fiaid, of a yellow colour, with¬ 
out any distinct organisation. The cervical 
vertebrae consisted of several pieces, of an 
irregular form, so that the single vertebra 
couM apt be distinguished; the dorsal ver¬ 
tebra were more developed, and distinctly 
annular; the lumbar vertebra, as wall as 
the sacral bone, consisted of irregular pieces.

Ja 
tlie centre of this mass a brow* ftddoaa 
wm discovered, with a small cavity,'which 
was continued, in • thin filament of the 
same colour, along the veTtebral column, 
and which wen very probably the remains 
of the heart and aorta. On the external 
surface of the skull, particularly on the right 
side, several vessels were seen running to¬ 
wards the median line; some intercostal 
vessels cuubl ulso be distinguished.— Arckiv.

A Lima boy, about nine year* of age, was 
brought into the institution in a state of 
complete insensibility, with the blood fiow- 


ing profusely from the month, nostrils, ears 
and eyes. A large niece of timber had fallen» 
from a considerable height, on bis bead* 
and caused an extensive fracture of the 
skull. On examining the wound, the akin 
above the right ear was found lacerated, 
and a probe introduced into this aperture, 
could be easily passed to the temporal re¬ 
gion of the other side. The parietal bones 
were considerably depressed, and a crucial 
incision having been made, a large fracture 
was found extending over them, from the 
right temporal bone to the left aide of the 
bead. The anterior part of tlie skull was 
also considerably depressed, and in it a 
second fracture waa discovered, extending 
from the transverse fissure anteriorly over 
the frontal bone inwards the right eye 
the margins of this longitudinal tractor* 
were distant from each other about the 
tenth part of an inch, and the potations of 
the brain could be distinctly seen between 
them. At each pulsation, the Mood rushed 
with great violence from the fracture. 
Bleeding, cold fomentations over the bead, 
and some injections of diluted vinegar, hav¬ 
ing been employed, the little patient re- 
coveted his senses, and, the depressed por¬ 
tion of the skull having spontaneously risen, 
the use of the trephine was very properly 
dispensed with. The wounds were simply 
dressed with lint dipped in tepid wnt«*r. 
After some time several portions of the 
fractured bones weie discharged, and the 
dura mater befean to be eovned with granu¬ 
lations, which wen gradually formed into a 
solid membranous substance. At the end 
of three months tlie child waa perfectly

Hie most certain mode, gentlemen, of 
knowing whether a woman be in a state of 
gestatioiuor not, ia by waiting till the term 
of nine months is completed, when, unless 
the pregnancy ba extra-uterine, or up less 
than occur some of thou extraordinary and 
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JIM prolongation! which hire sometime! 
been made the subject of physiological or 
forensic litigation, the uterus contain an 
ovunj, it will be expelled. It not mi fre¬ 
quently happens, however, and I hare met 
with such instances myself, that women, 
from various causes, are exceedingly anxi¬ 
ous, in the earlier, or middle, or latter 
months, to know whether they aravor not 
pregnant; and hence the accoucheur has 
been led to bring together a variety of signs, 
by which the decision of this question may 
be effected. 

The iodicatioM of pregnancy, in number 
not a few, may be eommodiously divided 
into three chases; of those, ! mean, which 
xre of ordinary occurrence ; of those, again, 
ovUicbare rare, or anomalous; and of those, 
vatly» common indeed to jifl women, but 
^whieh may ho SaeeHtfaeA soldy by means 
of « careful manual examination; and, 
firsts will consider those signs of more 
frequent occurrence, to be ascertained, in a 
great measure, from men verbal inquiry. 
If a patient apply to me, aosioss to know 
whether she is in a state of gestation or not, 
one of the first questions 1 propose is—have 
you any feeling of bearing, together with a 
sort of irritation about the bladder or the 
rectum, but more especially about the Mad¬ 
der 1 For, inconsequence of the enlarge¬ 
ment of the uterus, end of its descent into 
the pelvis, and of that increased action ap¬ 
proaching to the inflammatory occurring in 
the womb and the parts contiguous, it not 
infrequently happens, in the earlier months, 
tliot micturition, aad some little obstruction 
af the bladder, together with bearings, are 
produced. 

From a variety of causes, an enlarge¬ 
ment of the tower limbs of the dropsical 
kind occurs; in some women especially, 
this enlargement, whether of the one or both 
limbs, is apt to m produced in the rariier or 
subsequent months of gestation. 1 f, there¬ 
fore, • patient suppose herself <obt in the 
earlier months of pregnancy, you ought al¬ 
ways to ascertain whether the lower limbs 
are odomatauer not; and if jour patient, 
previously in good health, baa this oedema 
of the lower limbs unexpectedly, and in 
considerable degree together, with the other 
signs of gestation, you may then consider 
this, tpo, as a sign indicative of pregnancy, 
and, indeed, ax one of no amall value. : 

it ia obvious that you must sot hastily 
conclude tbut a woman is pregnant, merely 
becansc she is attacked with vomitings and 
retchings in the mornings, inasmuch as 
these retchings and vomitings in women, as 
an ourselves, way he produced by a variety’ 
of other causes. Pregnancy occurring, how¬ 
ever, women, perfectly well before, are 
aomatimea seised with morning sicknem, 
attended with retchings aad vomitings; 


ao that, during the greater part off the 
day, they are well enough, but when t^ey 
rise, or even sit, in the morning, erect 
in the bed, if I may confide in reports, 
both re.tchingahd nausea are produced. In 
cases like these, a little mucus and gastric 
juice ouly are expelled from the stomach, 
and not an ill-digested chyme, this proving, 
apparently, that the disease is not to be 
ascribed to rfyspcpiu, but rather to gastric 
irritability. If, therefore, a woman, previ- 
ouxly exposed to %e cause of gestation, 
nor wanting the other signs, ia seised sud¬ 
denly with retchiugs, nausea, and vomitings, 
seising her morning after morning when 
she quits her bed, or even when she takes 
the sedentary posture, there can ha Jjfttle 
doubt that all this ia the result of gestation, 
and the sign becomes of no small value. 

In the earlier mouths of gestation, aay in 
the first two or three, when the embryo is 
small, ss in some of the glasses on the 
table, the movements of the foetus, of course, 
cannot be felt, but in the middle and latter 
months, when the fu-tus becomes large aad 
strong, its movements are readily perceived 
by the mother. Now, where the motions of 
a child arc, as they frequently are through¬ 
out the whole of the pregnancy, obscure aad 
infrequent, they become of small value, 
as an indication of pregnancy, even though 
the woman have had a large family, and 
though, judging-from this symptom, she per¬ 
suades beta*If that she is pregnant. 1 know 
an instance of a lady, possessing uore ;{han 
average intelligence, the mother of twelve 
children, who was led, by these abdominal 
moveatanta, into an erroneous persuasion 
that she was pregnant again j fox spasms of 
the abdominal muscles, and flutters of the 
bowels, may now and then be mistaken fur 
the movements of a child. You ought, 
moreover, not to be iguorant that some 
women possess the power uf stimulating 
the foetal movements, by tbe action cf the 
abdominal muscles, as I am informed, so 
exactly, that even au experienced accou¬ 
cheur might ba deceived. By women of 
intrigue, this piece of alight may be abused. 
A woman, who possessed considerable skill 
uf this kind, formerly exhibited ber talents 
in this town for hire; she waa visited by 
1-owder, Mackeutie, aud some other cele¬ 
brated Bci'ouirheura of the day, and, after

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soul for supposing that die it pregnant, 
but who finds her interest in this supposi¬ 
tion, be on your guard against this simula¬ 
tion. These cases, however, are not fre¬ 
quent, and, in general, it is sufficient to re¬ 
collect, that when the motions of the child 
are somewhat obscure, but little reliance 
is to be placed on them as a sign of preg¬ 
nancy, even where women are perfectly ho¬ 
nest ; but where the ciuld is very turbulent, 
aud its motions are of consequence both 
frequent and violent, the aign becomes so 
strongly marked, and so decisive, that with¬ 
out looking any further, you may venture 
to infer that gestation is undoubtedly be¬ 
gun. 

When women are pregnant, there is al¬ 
ways, in the middle and latter months, an 
enlargement of the abdomen, greater where 
the hollow in the hack is deep, leu conspi¬ 
cuous when it is shallower—observed, how¬ 
ever, in all when preguant, more especially 
in the end of gestation. You are all aware, 
no doubt, that from a great variety of other 
nausea than pregnancy, abdominal enlarge¬ 
ment may be produced, so as to render this 
enlargement, to the inexperienced, a very 
uncertain sign; from air, from fat, from 
water, from a diseased growth of the vis¬ 
cera, an intumescence msy arise, and the 
appearance of pregnancy may be deceptive¬ 
ly produced. From the enlargement of the 
abdomen, however, the more expert ac¬ 
coucheur may often form a very just opinion 
as te, whether the woman he pregnant or 
not, provided he proceed with due caution. 

The form of the tumour, as observed by 
the eye, is of no small importance, and I 
would advise you to acquire, from observa¬ 
tion, a correct idea of it; nor mutt we 
forget its situation, lying in front of the 
abdominal cavity, and occupying the lower 
and middle parts. Swellings*from air, being 
very elastic, always yield under the conti¬ 
nued pressure of tbe hand, aud may be 
urged from one part of the abdomen to the 
other, and allow the fingers to sink deep 
upon the spine; but the intomescence of 
pregnancy is firm and unyielding. The 
intestines, ton, frequently gargle when the 
enlargement is from gas, and, though some¬ 
times lasting for weeks together, tympanitis 
is frequently fugacious, appearing aud va¬ 
nishing in the compass of a few hours. 
Swellings from water undulate more or less 
distinctly when struck with the hand ; but, 
unless there be a distended bladder, or a 
dropsical womb, in pregnancy, uo fluctua¬ 
tion enn be felt. An enlargement iron fat 
is not topical, hut ditfuavs itself over the 
whole body; in the limlm, face,and haunches, 
it inay more especially he detected. The 
diseased and solid growth of the viscera is 
a work of much time, but the enlargement 
of pregnancy is rapid; so that we tuny often 


distinguish between tbe swellings which 
arise from these two causes, by ascertaining 
the time thut they have been observed to 
subsist. In a word, mere abdomiutd intu¬ 
mescence is but an equivocal indication of 
pregnancy; but, by ascertaining its age, its 
firmness, its waut of fluctuation, its scat 
iu the ubdominul cavity, and the form which 
it assumes, we msy, in general, distinguish 
such swelling from those various morbid 
enlargements which arise from air, water, 
fat, or the diseased growth of the viscera, or 
from the operation of these causes combined. 

After women have suckled, you cannot, 
in general, judge a subsequent pregnancy by 
the breast, but where they are pregnaut for 
the firat time, aad,in general, it is then that 
they are mostansloua for information—from 
the increase of tha site of the breast, fror 
a certain fulness and tenderness, and an 
approach to inflammation, and, now and 
then, from a secretion, of a fluid, serous, 
milky, or mixed character, you msy form 
a notion whether gestation be’ or not begun. 
There are some women in whom, before 
pregnancy, the*, breasts are remarkably 
small, and whose breasts become twice or 
three times as large, or even larger, after 
estaiion begins. Now, when these sud- 
en enlargements, and other changes, super¬ 
vene in first pregnancy, and this after the 
patient has been exposed to the cause of 
gestation, there can be little doubt that 
pregnancy is begun. You must not, how¬ 
ever, hastily conclude that a woman is preg¬ 
nant, merely because she has an enlargement 
of the breasts; she may be getting very cor¬ 
pulent after her marriage, and the breasts 
may be enlarging in common with the other 
parts of the body. Enlargement of this kind, 
however, is known easily enough, by the con¬ 
comitant increase of lhehips.fuea, and limbs. 
Again, jou must not hastily infer that a 
woman is pregnant, merely because she lias 
a good deal of uneasiness about the breasts; 
for, if dhe suspect pregnancy, and is often 
handling the mamma, she may, in this man¬ 
ner, cause them to become irritable and ten¬ 
der, as, io young females, they frequently 
■re prone to be; nay, secretion itself may 
thus be produced. Again, yon should not 
infer there it pregnancy, merely because 
there is a secretion of milk. 1 remember i

talive to be the case ; for 1 have observed 
the feces, during jlalise, to be well charged 
with bile, jad .the complexion to become 
* clear. Although not'aperient, it evidently 
prevent* as accumulation of faces in the 
tower portion of the intestinal canal; which, 
as a late writer observes, is a common 
cause ofdisordersof the stomaoh and head, 
time it promotes digestion.

Mr. Bell makes some interesting re¬ 
marks on " interstitial absorption of bone," 
a term which he first employed in a me¬ 
moir, published in 1824, in reference to 
the well-known affection incidental to the 
neck of the thigh bone. The disease, how¬ 
ever, Mr. Bell informs ns, is not peculiar 
to the femur, it is not common to any pe¬ 
riod of life—in the young it is generally 
confined to the vertebral column—and in 
the middle-aged and elderly its usual seat 
is the cervix femoris. We regret that 
we have not space for the whole of the 
author's remarks on this subject, both as 
regards the local peculiarities of the affec- 
tiou as well as its general characteristics. 
But, in the opinion of Air. Bell, it is im¬ 
portant to notice that— 

** At an early period of life, or eren in 
adult a"*', when, from habit, the body has 
been Buffered to incline on the aide, beyond 
the proper centre of gravity, the unequal 
pressure of one vertebra upon another, on 
tire side to which the tendency to inclina¬ 
tion has occurred, occasions, in the first 
instance, a partial absorption of the inter¬ 
vertebral cartilages, and subsequently of 
the vertebra themselves.” 

The various diseases enumerated in the 
author's classification, are separately treat¬ 
ed of in a brief, yet sufficiently intelli¬ 
gible manner, and although we do not 
find any tiling novel as respects the patho¬ 
logy of the bones, yet tbs whole subject is 
so well treated, that in two hundred pages 
of an octavo volume, there is sufficient 
information for general purposes. It is no 
small recommendation to this work, that, 
with a few exceptions, all the morbid con¬ 
ditions of the osseous tissue which Mr. 
Bell'has described, have come under his 
own observation; the diseases Live been 


sti died at the bed ride, and in the disieot- 
ing room. Subjoined' to the treatise, is a 
catalogue of the preparations illustrative 
of the discuses of bone, contained in the 
museum of the Edinburgh College of Sur¬ 
geons. The description of these prepara¬ 
tions is drawn up by Mr. Charlea Bell, 
who was, if we mistake not, the original 
possessor of them “ aeeae spkimms.” 

The author has fallen into one egregious 
error, which we must take the liberty of cor¬ 
recting before we^eoncluds nor review. In 
a note, oipage|p8ifWfttom Blisard is 
designated ” ooe of the fatixes of sur¬ 
gery.”

TREATMENT Of CONCVM^i^. 

Mb. M'Alvin, after the Minutes were read, 
introduced the subject of ooncunfoa, with a 
view of having the opinion of the Society 
upon the most appropriate treatment. Ae 
far u bia own judgment went, be wia de¬ 
cidedly averse to bleeding in the first Stage, 
and which he thought, hat for the prevaijmg 
public prejudice m its favour, would not bo 
■o frequently retorted to. He considered that 
re-action ought to be allowed to taka plaeo 
before venesection was thought of. 

Dr. Dufpin observed that, during his 
stay at hlorenoe, he had seen tho Pro* 
foesor there treat three cases of concussion. 
That treatment consisted in taking away 
small quantities of blood, oulya few ounces, 
in the first stage, daring complete coUapee* 
under the impression that this mods of 
treatment acted as a stimulant to the arte¬ 
rial blood. The professor considered that,

EXTHACTION OF THE TX1TH. 

Since the publication of Mr. De la Fona f 
paper on Extraction of tbe Teeth, wo have 
received a variety of communicatioua on the 
subject; and although we are far from 
deeming it uuimportant, we have not spaca 
for ad which our numerous correspondents 
have written. It may, in good truth, be said 
of tooth-drawing aa of writing—that every 
man has a fashion of his own. 

Mr. Bedingfield of Stowmarkot, in writing 
to us, snys that, while he admita the gene¬ 
ral reasoning of Mr. De la Fong, on toe su¬ 
periority of the key-instrument to be cor¬ 
rect, yet ho contends there are some cases 
in which the foroeps are indispensable, u 
in the removal of toe incisors. The key- 
instrument, which Mr. liedingiield employs, 
is constructed with a kind of bridge fulcrum, 
so that pressure is made on the teeth ad¬ 
joining that about to be extracted, and the 
injurious effects of pressure or? obviated by 
attaching a piece of cork to the fulcrum. 

" The space left in the cushion (says Mr. 
Bedingfield) readily allows of the alveolar 
process being sufficiently broken down Igy 
the tooth only, as it is drawn laterally from 
its socket: whereas, when the decayed tooth 
is itself made the fulcrum, the cushion of 
the common key-instrument is crushing the 
alveolar process in one direction, while too 
fug of the tooth is breaking it in another:

, sod properly applied, will 
* remove teeth with mo?li leas present and 
subsequent pain than the key-instrument, 
and likewise as speedily.'* The forceps used 
by Mr. Warner, are of different kinds— 
adapted to the various teeth. 

Mr. Prouse of Bristol says that, iu the 
course of many years’ practice, he has 14 ex¬ 
tracted hundreds, not to say thousands/’ of 
teeth with s pair of forceps of about live 1 
indies in length, bent almost to a right an¬ 
gle, arched aud notched in the claws, so that 
it is easily passed over the crown of the 
tooth without touching it: and, when it is 
fixed, " the obtuse points of the claws hold 
the tooth sufficiently firm, without breaking 
it." The forceps are made strong in the 
jaws, but tapering from the joint to the 
handles, by which means they are rendered 
elastic and prerent too great pressure on 
the teeth. For the large molar teeth, Mr. 
Prouse employs a larger and stronger pair 
of forceps, with jaws of about an inch aud 
half in length. 

In addition to the above, we have re¬ 
ceived a communication from Mr. Knox, 
with a drawing of hit “ improved forceps,” 
which appears to us to possess considerable 
merit.

The testicle, which was the sise of a large 
fist, when cut into after it was removed, 
presented, in part, a healthy appear- 
auce, from which, if llie morbid parts could 
have been thrown, Mr. Earle thought might 
have retained the power of aecretiou, but 
he waa iuduced to perform the operation, 
iu consequence of the declining health of 
the patient. 

Greatly to the advantage of the pupils, 
sud, consequently, much to the credit or the 
operator, no one was permitted usaorreund 
him during these Operations j consequently, 
the pupils had • distinct view of the opera¬ 
tions Irom all parta of the theatre, ‘i bis is 
as it ought to be, aad an example which it 
is sincerely to be hoped all tba surgeona 
will follow.

Some thought 
the ataffa were in the nratirc, some in the 
bladder, and some detained at the prostrate, 
During the whole of this period the patient 
was suffering great pain. Mr. Earle then 
introduced the staff he had first used, har¬ 
ing altered its curre, snd, without further 
difficulty, came upon the stone. At 26 
minutes snd e half to two, he began to make 
the firilt incision, and extracted the calculus 
in four minuia afterwards. After haring 
made the incision into the bladder With 
Jtliaard's knife, he introduced it u secoud 
time, to enlarge it. The atone was of a 
mulberry kind, the aise of a large walnut, 
rather of an otbI form, and extremely rough. 
After it was nearly brought out, the opera¬ 
tor lost liia grasp, ‘utid therefore the forceps 
were obliged to be introduced again before 
it wes brought away.

8TRAVGUI.A.LED SCROTAL ITFOKIA. 

JonN PrvNisoTOw Tylv, rotst. 64, on 
emaciated subject, admitted under the caret 
of Mr. White, cn Monday, 17lli November] 
with strangulated scrotal hernia. The pa¬ 
tient had Lad a reducible hernia for about u 
year. The Sotnrday previous to his admis¬ 
sion, after some exertion, an additional por¬ 
tion of gut descended! and symptoms ofj 
strangulation appeared. No application was 
made for medical aid until the next day, 
when the usual means of reduction were 
employed without success. The aurgron 
consulted, recommended his immediate re¬ 
moval to an hospital. Another day, how¬ 
ever, was lost, before this advice was com¬ 
plied with, and he was not admitted until 
ten o'clock this morning. 

The hernial tumour it large, and exces¬ 
sively sensitive, lie. complains of pain 


biKcus, and grefct tenderness of 
the axemen. The countenance is palHd 
and anxious; respiration harried and ten* 
strained: pulse small, irregular, and fre¬ 
quent. No alvine evacuation has taken 
place- for four days, end vomiting of faecal 
matter has twice oftenrred. The prelimi¬ 
nary remedies having been promptly re¬ 
sorted to, but without success, Mr. White 
proceeded, with the eid of Mr. Guthrie and 
Mr. W. B. Lynn, to pfiffttfu the operation. 

The patient being ftrid Supine, with tbs 
thigh bent upon the pelvis to an angle of tlfPj 
Mr. White laid hold of the scrotum, end 
immediately ascertained the existence of e 
hydrocele. An imofthm was then made 
■bout three inches is length, is the km- 
gHudinal axis of the tumour. Several atrstt 
of condensed cellular tissue wftte dissec¬ 
ted with the grefttesft care, and t small 
sac, containing about tWb oagices ftf prf- 
lueid serum, was Of fe a e d . This the ope¬ 
rator supposed to haie been the sent of aft 
old hernia, being aitustod exactly in front of 
the true sac, which was dim ifnmedmtely 
opened. The intestine which presented, 
was of a dark port-wiue colour, sttiddtM 
with greenish spots, and emitting a gfifa- 
gtenous odour; the greatest caution #m 
consequently necessary in returning it into 
the belly, and Mr. While, with that view, 
made a very free division of the stricture. 
As strong adhesions existed round the neck 
of the sue, iu the abdominal cavity, the 
whole of the intestine was not returned, 
aud the hydrocele not having been opened, 
the wound was closed in the usual muiiner. 

The patient, during the operation, which 
lasted about fifteen minutes, did not make 
much demonstration of pain. In that time 
twelve ounces of port wine were admin is¬ 
le red to him. Tulse weak and irritnhle. On 
being put into bed, the following draught 
was given, and ordered to be repeated oc¬ 
casionally :— *

The peritoneal coat of the small guts was 
injected throughout, and, in many parts, the 
Ritirtcular and mucous coats were affected 
with inflammation opposite the wound; 
about eighteen indies of the ileum were 
gangrenous, and insulated by adhesions from 
the general cavity of the abdomen and pel¬ 
vis. The apermatio cord waa situated be¬ 
hind the sac, which was every where adhe¬ 
rent to the adjaceut parts.

CASKS OF VBACTVBB OF THK CRANIUM. 

DonaldM*I»nXi wm admitted (Nor. 4) with 
■ wound extending; over the right eyebrow, 
which bo had received from an iron block, 
attached to the rigging 1 of a vessel, falling on 
his head. The wound wia nearly len indies 
in length, and, by introducing the finger, a 
fissure could be felt In Che bone. On one 
aide of the head, there wta a puffy swelling 
of considerable alia. Ad, posteriorly, a se¬ 
cond Wound, half 4hw extent of the other, ( 
front which there issued a free discharge off j 
arterial bfixkf. Blood, ft was stated, bad 
•Iso flowed from tie eat. An incision was 
, made oyer Uia frwttfefrd piece of bone, 
which was found detfreiMd and detached, 
two inches nadf hal f ii-teugtli, and one and 
• half in brapftki> ^Ihls removed, along 
whh eight frtem'wte. lttfd the edges of the 
wound brought together. The operation 
wm, however, productive of no benefit, the 
patient dyipg on the table, a few minutes 
after its performance. When admitted into 
the hospital, In wan quite furious, requiring 
the exertiona of several of the pupils to de¬ 
tain him is bed ; but for some time previous 
to his being brought into the operating 
theatre, he had been ia a state of come. 
The body waa not inspected. 

On the same day, Donald M'MiIlsn was 
admitted with an injury of a similar nature, 
received in the some way, and at the same 
time, with the preceding patient. From the 
middle of the sagittal suture, there was a 
wound three inches in length, extending to 
the posterior part of the head, and, corre¬ 
sponding With this, a portion of bone wai 
found detached, and irregularly depressed. 
A considerable quantity of blood hod been 


giving a correct repft to any question that 
was asked him. Respiration was unaffected; 
pupils natural, and pulse 7;i. 

This man was operated on before the 
lost, and waa nearly an hour on the table. 
The original wound was enlarged, and 
another made at a right ingle with the 
ftfit, extending over the left parietal bone^ 
The depressed portioa vm now seen, be¬ 
tween two and three rashes in length, and 
half an inch in breadth. This was broken 
into many small pioeu, some of which were 
firmly fixed under the inrronnding cranium, 
sod one Augment, in particular, was found 
driven through the dura motor, penetrating/ 
the inbataaee of the brain. The trephine f 
wai applied to the left of the depressed I: 
bene, «ad one angular projection, which 1 1 


toed after the circular portion had been 
ItW/wimi removed with Hey’s saw.

afterwards picked oat of the~wotS 
the forceps. There was only one vessel «. 
tied during the operation, and about an 
ounce of blood lost. This case also termi¬ 
nated fatally. Among other unfavourable 
symptoms, to a few days a fungufnppeared 
in the wound. Attempt* were made to re- 
strain its growth by pressure, hut without 
snccem. It gradually increased, and on the 
17th November, four or fire ounces of blood 
were discharged from dts surface. The pa¬ 
tient died during the night of the same day. 
The fungus was of the sise of a lien’s egg, 
of a spongy consistence, and dark brown 
colour. It appeared to be a diseased por¬ 
tion of the substance of the brain, protrud¬ 
ing through an aperture in the dnra mater, 
and extending downwards nearly to the roof 
of the lateral ventricles. Anterior to this, 
there was a small abscess, and in the ventri¬ 
cles, a quantity of serum. The Wound of 
the scalp was thickened sad slongliy. 

FUNGOUS Tt MOHR OF THE KOS1BI1.. 

Donald M'Queen, aged 70, want admitted 
into the Hospital by Dr. Conper, on (lie 
13th November, with a fungous tumour in 
the right nostril. U bled profusely when 
touched, and a thin foetid fluid constantly 
exuded from its surface. The right cheek 
was more prominent Ilian the left; and the 
roof of the mouth corresponding with the 
floor of the nostril, soft and protuberant. 
Tito eyeball was pressed forward half an 
inch from its socket, and from the gum, 
which wns softened and spongy, there issued 
a slight purulent discharge.* The teeth 
were also loose, and in addition to the af¬ 
fection of the eyeball, alight entropium of 
the lower eyelid had taken place, with dis¬ 
tension of the lachrymal sac, snd consequent 
epiphora. Vision was impaired, and around 
the orbit (he patient sometimes felt severe 
pain, extending backwards over the seal]), 
generally followed by bleeding from the 
nose, which, he staled, always afforded him 
immediate relief. A few days after his ad¬ 
mission, the third and fourth griuders were 
removed, and an qaentog made into the 
antrum. Seme hloo/Rowed, but no tumour 
could be felt by the probe, and tepid water, 
when injected through the perforation, 
issued freely by the nostril, bringing away a 
quantity of inspissated pus. The tumour to 
tiie nostril was removed with the polypus 
forceps, and by continuing the injection, a 
large Quantity’ of solid matter was dis¬ 
charged. Tepid water was afterwards deify 
injected, and, in a short time, the distension 
of the lachrymal sac and epiphora, had, in

Fletcher, aged 66, waa admit- 
^£3 (Oct. * 6 ) with indurated swellings, of 
n dull red colour, spread over the periueum, 
and reaching upwards to the external abdo¬ 
minal ring. In the left aide of the peri¬ 
neum them was a fistulous opening, into 
which o probe could be piped to a consider¬ 
able extent, but no communication, either 
with the scrotum or urethra, eould bn de¬ 
tected. Above Poupart's ligament there 
was a soft fluctuating swelling, extending 
towards the spine of uie ilium, the contents 
of which could, by pressure, be made to 
pass through the fistula in the perineum. 
The prostate gland was of natural sise, but 
about an inch anterior to it a hard callous 
stricture could be felt; the urine was void¬ 
ed with difficulty, and in a small stream. 
The patient stated, that he had been subject 
to striotnre for the last If 5 years ; and that, 
about five weeks before he came into the 
Hospital, while exerting himself, he felt s 
sodden pain in both his groins. His urine, 
when voided, shortly after this occurrence, 
was of a reddish colour, and, a few days 
afterwards, the swelling in the perineum 
began; this continued to increase until it 
burst, a short time previous to his admission. 
The abieess in the groin was opened, and a 
small quantity of bloody, purulent matter 
evacuated. A poultice was afterwards ap¬ 
plied to the perineum and groin, and a 
catheter ordered to be kept constantly in 
the urethra. Nothing worthy of notice took 

S ince for eight or ten days, but, on the 7th 
[ovember, a discharge of florid blood took 
place from the opening in the groin, and 
also, in smaller quantity, from that in the 
perineum; about three pounds were lost 
before the bleeding waa stopped. The pa¬ 
tient died on the lOth. 

The ebsoess was situated under the com¬ 
mon integuments, extending lo the anterior 
■pinous process of the ilium, and also nefr 
to * the umbilicus. Near the symphysis 
pubis it got under the cord, and descended 
along the left aide of the perineum to the 
amts; when opened, its inner surface was 
sloughy, and found to contain ■ small quan¬ 
tity of purulent matteff The bladder was 
thickened, but the vessel from which the 
blood had issued could not be discovered. 

The unfortunate nurse, whose case was 
lately published, died about a week ago. 
The inspection of the body was privately 
conducted ; and although a written request 
waa sent to the Visiting Surgeons of the 
Infirmary to make kaown the post-mortem 
appearances, no attention was paid to it. 1

HOTEL-DIEU, AT NANTES. 

DYSF.NTERT TERMINATING IK GANGRENE, 
AND PERFORATION OF THE INTESTINES. 

Enctphaleid Tumour of the Uvtr , penetrating 
infs the Thorns . Cicatrix m the uibttanee of 
the Brain, 

Jul. Hovlier, «tat. 53, of an athletic con¬ 
stitution, and habitually in the enjoyment of 
excellent health, having, for three weeks, 
been affected with great debility, loss of 
appetite, pains in the bowels, and sangui¬ 
neous diarrbaa, was, on the 11th of June, 
admitted into the Hospital. At this period 
he complained of anorexia, violent colic 
pains, snd tenesmus; the abdoliin was 
somewhat tympanitic, but not tender on 
pressure ; the tongue was red and dry; the 
thirst violent; skin dry and hot; the pulse 
natural; the daily number of stoola varied 
from ten to twelve. He had a large cicatrix 
on the right cheek, extending from the mid¬ 
dle of the molar bone over (he Xygomatic 
urolr, to the temporal suture; it was the 
consequence of a wound which he had re¬ 
ceived in the war of La Vendee. After the 
repeated application of leeches lo the anus, 
nud under the use of mucilaginous potions, 
the diarrhoea diminished, but the fever aug¬ 
mented, and delirium acceded. 

On the 15th, the pulse was Very full, 
strong, and frequent; the skin hot, fsoe 
puffed up, ooujuuctiva injected, eyes bright, 
tongue red tod moist; the abdomen was 
free from pain, and there wu no diarrhoea. 
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but forums delirium. The patient hfh.nK i 
been twice bled, the affection of ihe deed 
tad the fever subsided, but the diirrhort 
re-appeared with increased violence and fre¬ 
quency; the stools were very fotid, end 
sometimes passed involuntarily; the abdo-; 
men was somewhat tender on pressure; six 
leeches wen spplied to it. 

On the tilth, the couateasnee of the pa¬ 
tient was suddenly altered, very pale, and 
expressive of the greatest snxiety ; the ab¬ 
domen was perfectly free from pain; the 
stools wen involontarj, and had a truly 
gangrenous obeli; the extremities were 
com; thepokoeoald not bo felt,ice s nod 
in the eveug^he expired. 


| Under the cicatrix of tip face the inte- 
: gumenta %en firmly adherent to the bonee, 
and the squamous portion of the temporal 
bone consisted only of e very thin osseous 
layer, so that, on the least pressure, the 
scalpel entered into the cavity of the brain. 
The internal surface of the right temporal 
bone was rough, sod covered with osseous 
and aartilaginoua excrescences, to which 
the coverings of the brain wen firmly at* 
tached. The pit mater wai much injected, 
and oontainea a small quantity of serum. 
In the anterior and middle portion of the 
right hemisphere, a cellular intersection 
was found, corresponding with the external 
wound, and going through the substance of | 
the brain towards the lateral ventricle, from 
which it was neparated by a very thin layer 
of medullary aubstanoe. This intersection 
showed a large and compressed cyat, di¬ 
vided into a number of small cells, which 
were filled with a serous liquid, snd the 
psrietes of which were of such a delicate 
structure that they burst on the slightest 
pressure* The medullary substance round 
t|>ia cetinier intersection, and the other parts 
of the brain, exhibited nomotbid alteration; 
the left lung was slightly adherent to the 
pleura, but in a healthy condition ; that of j 
the right side was, at its inferior surface, 
firmly adherent to the diaphragm, by means 
of • fibre-cartilaginous tissue, which, hav¬ 
ing been divided, in order to obtain access 
to the aponeurotic centre of the diaphragm, 
the latter was found perforated to s con¬ 
siderable extent. The upper partof the 
right lung was healthy; its inferior lobe 
contained an excavation of the six* of an 
orange, which was filled by a green, putrid, 
and very foetid mntfer. I he heart was 
healthy. The perforation of the diaphragm 
was an inch in diameter; its margins were 
softened, snd in a condition approaching tn 
that of encepbaloid tumours. The surface 
of the liver was very rough, snd adherent 
to the diaphragm, by means of a fibro-car- 
tilsginons tissue, which being removed, an 


r:.'^ 5 *«i££xcaration was found in die liver, 
comi the aperture in the 
diaphragm, end S^fogfth ■ thick. putrid, 
pultsceoue matter; it oiJ^Jbau ^arly the 
whole of the upper half ofrh^3£^nd..

tissue of the liver by means of ■ very deli¬ 
cate cellulo-vascular texture, from which it 
could be easily detached. The peritoneum 
snd epiploon exhibited tome traoea of in¬ 
flammation, end me intestines were adhe¬ 
rent to one another. The mucous membrane 
of the stomach, duodenum, and small in* 
testines, was healthy s that of tho large in¬ 
testines was extensively ulcerated and gan¬ 
grenous. In the middle of the transverse 
portion of the colon there was an eschar of 
two inches in diameter, which, in its cir¬ 
cumference, had produced a perforation. 
The vena cava contained a thick, dark-co¬ 
loured blood, in which some whitish matter 
was found, which had much resemblance to 
the liquid contained in the cavity of the 
liver.-— Rcou» if idiealt. 


HOPITAL SAINT LOUIS. 

PUSTULAR VXKEB1AL XKUPTlOtf, TBCATID 
BY THE aOBCARBOMATK CV AIMOXIA. 

P. M., 38 years old, emaciated, and of a 
very weak constitution, observed, in tba 
month of July, a particular eruption on his 
forehead ; this having been suppressed for a 
time, by a nostrum, the composition of which 
was unknown, soon returned again, with a 
tendency to form ulcers, and began to spread 
over the whole body. On his admission into 
the hospital, in September, under the care 
of M. Bieit, he was, in the following state s 
—Almost the whole of his body, but especi¬ 
ally the inferior extremities, were covered 
with ulcerating pustules of different sines ; 
in the centre of each pustule there was a 
prominent, black, very hard orust, stir- 
rounded by e white ulcerating margin ; tho 
epidermis round the ulcere presented a 
copper-coloured defined areola. In -thoao 
pustules, where the crusts bad been de¬ 
tached, the surface was excavated, much 
injected, snd covertd . by greyish-white, 
tenacious matter; the skin, between tho 
pustules, exhibited livid blotches, the soars 
of former ulcere. The patient had, in 1814, 
successively been affected wilh gonorrhoea, 
chancre, and bubo, and had never had re¬ 
course to e proper mercurial treatment; ho 
wee married, and his wife, who had borne 
several bealtby children, had never pre¬ 
sented any signs of infection. His general 
health was good.

TBEATKDBY THE ARSENICAL SOLUTION. 

Xay. Host, vtaL 39, of a vigorous constitu¬ 
tion, was, on the 7th of September, admit¬ 
ted into the Hospital, under the care of hi, 
Biett. Haring, up to his eighteenth year, 
enjoyed good health, he observed, at this 
period, without any previous cause, a scaly 
eruption on bis legs and thighs; the scales 
were very small, dry, of a whitish colour, 
and slightly adhereut to the skin, from which 
they were detached by die least friction, 
leaving some elevation and redness. In this 
atate the patient continued for several yeara, 
without any disturbance of the constitution, 
Sometimes, especially in winter, the erup¬ 
tion disappeared entirely; but, on return¬ 
ing, it insensibly extended over the whole 
body, and (he scales began to change into 
thick Croats, which were firmly attached to 
&e akin. During the last three yeara lie 
Imd been much addicted to drinking, ia 
Consequence of which the disease had be¬ 
come so aerioua as to induce him to seek 
lor medical aid. When admitted into the 
Hospital he had, for the last six months, 
been in the following state:—The whole 
body, with the exception of the parts ex¬ 
posed to the air, and the genitals, was cover¬ 
ed with large, irregularly oval crusts, of diffe¬ 
rent thicknesses ; their surface was beset 
with white scales, which, according to their 
longer or shorter standing, were more or 
lass firmly attached to the parts beneath. 
The skin over the joints, and of the thighs, 
wos covered with very thick, rigid crusts, 
with large furrows filled by a bloody icho¬ 
rous matter, so that the putient was almost 
entirely deprived of the use of his limbs. 
His general health was not affected, Jiis di-, 
geetion was good, dec. After a bleeding of j 
ten ounces, and the use of aome aperients, 
M, Biett prescribed the arsenical solution, 
of which the patient took four drops doily, 
and thia dose was afterwards gradually in¬ 
creased to twelve drops. The effect on the 
cutaneous disease was astonishing; the

They cannot. The visits to the patients* 
houses, and frequently a portion of the 
attendance at tlic Dispensary, must evi¬ 
dently be, and in fact an, 'delegated to 
others.

' Sit,-—In your last Number appears a 
letter, signed " One of die Committee.”

Two have been finished, 
but, from catties it is unnecessary to men¬ 
tion, have been converted to other purposes. 

. Had the benevolent intentions of the founder 
ever been carried folly into effect, I should 
have felt it my duty either in person, or by a 
representative, to have been ohmyi present. 
■The esse, however, is different, it is an in¬ 
firmary in name only. All serious accidents, 
as we cannot take any in, are, aa is generally 
the case, taken to die hospitals. Four, only, 
in the apace .of nearly four yean, hare been 
brought to me, and three of these were car¬ 
ried to St. Thomas’s and Guy's. It is not 
necessary, therefore, nor have the Gover¬ 
nors ever thought it so, that after die hours 
of business, their house-surgeon should not 
indulge himself in a walk, read the papers, 
or dine, and take wine with a friend. From 
ten in the morning, till four, five, or six, in 
the afternoon, at it may happen, I havt art, 
Many aeration, quitted the Infirmary. 

Secondly, the patients never come, nor 
ever came* before my time, to have their 
.medicines repeated between four and six 
o'clock. They attend at our usual Lours for

I do not know whether 
the operator would be the best judge of 
whether the forceps entered the bladder or 
not; it would depend upon what sort of an 
operator he was. (A laugh.) I am not 
prepared to swear that the forceps were a 
second time used with considerable force.

Re-examined by the Ueftnidsnu—The 
staff was introduced a second time. It would 
not have beeu necessary if the first incision 
hod been large enough. I have never seen 
tbe defendant before this day, that I am 
aware of. 

Mr. John Clafham examined.—I reside at 
Tborney, near Peterborough, and practise 
os a surgeon with my father. I am a licen¬ 
tiate of tlic Apothecaries' Company. I have 
studied surgery at St George's Hospital. I 
witnessed the operation of lithotomy per¬ 
formed by Air. liianabv Cooper of Guy's 
Hospital. The report in The Lancet is 
correct, as far as 1 recollect Tbe patient 
appeared a healthy man, and a favourable 
subject for the. operation. On the with¬ 
drawal of the knife, there was a small quan¬ 
tity of fluid, l can't say of what sort, but I 
suppose it wns urine. I saw no gush of 
urine subsequently. Mr. Cooper used a 
knife to enlarge the openings before he in¬ 
troduced the forceps. The forceps were 
introduced more than once before the se¬ 
cond cut. I had never seen that done be¬ 
fore. The forceps were introduced with 
much force, and the operator did not appear 
in a state of self-possession. He laid ha 
could not reach tbe bladder with bis finger.

could not feel it with the forceps. 1 hjfrd 
the staff strike the stone. The reason why 
lie could feel the stone with the sound, and 
not villi the forceps, was, that the narrow¬ 
ness of the opening would not admit them. 
1 did not hear Mr. Cooper ask Mr. Calla¬ 
way if he had a long finger, but he mea¬ 
sured fingers with Mr. Doud. I never aaw 
on operator act iu a similar mauner while 
his patient w hs hound on the table. He ap¬ 
peared confused ; his movements were hur¬ 
ried, he used the various Instruments out of 
their accustomed orde*. The operations of 
lithotomy w¥ c 4 1 had before witnessed, 
have occupied from two to six or eight mi¬ 
nutes. 1 never saw any that lasted lor a 
longer period than eight minutes. Mr*

Mr. John Thmat exomiued.—I witnessed 
tlie operation of lithotomy performed hy Mr.

1 am demonstrator of 
onatonty at Mr. Sleigh's school. Speaking 
according to mr impression, 1 think 1 never 
mw an operation performed to unscientifi¬ 
cally, and in so bungling a manner, as that 
performed hy Air. Cooper. 1 have never 
spoken to the defendant before to-day, and 
I do not even now know hia name.

1 
rather think that Mr. Cooper attempted to 
introduce the forceps after the first inci¬ 
sion, and that, failing in beiug able to do so, 
he made a second incision. The same for¬ 
ceps waa introduced repeatedly, and great 
force waa need. The operator opened and 
shut the forceps with great violence. The 
forceps waa a curved one, and it waa pushed 
in to a considerable distance. The fingers 
of the operator were introduced, and turned, 
in the incision. I have witnessed, I believe, 
SO operations in lithotomy, and none were 
performed in the same manner as this. The 
usual time for the performance of an opera¬ 
tion, is from four to five minutes. 1 saw 
one by Mr. Green, which lasted nearly an 
hour; but that waa • peculiar east: the 
patient had been operated on twice before, 
end the cioatrix waa hard and uneven, and 
he had two larpe atones to extract, which 
crumbled into innumerable small pieces in 
the bladder.

is not settled in any country, and any sur¬ 
geon uses what instruments he pleases. 1 
saw a small discharge from the first incision. 
It was impossible to say whether it was 
blood, or blood and urine mixed. Sometimes 
the stone is bedded in the folds of the blad¬ 
der, whieh contracts on Lbe approach of an 
instrument.

A Juryman complained of the difficulty 
which he hid suffered, in common with his 
brother jurymen, from the pressure of the 
crowd that morning. They had fuund it al¬ 
most impossible to got into Court, and when 
they complained to the officers of the Court, 
they got from them neither assistance nor 
l relief. He conceived that this was a little 
too bad, as the jurymen were liable to be 
fined, if they were not in Court by a given 
hour. 

Lord Tartarian was sorry for the inconve¬ 
nience which the gentlemen had suffered. 
But the fact was, that the officers had that 
morning Wen overpowered by the crowd, 
lie hod only a certain number of officers in 
the Court, tad, in ordinary cases, they were 
quite sufficient to provide for the good order 
of the Court.

SirJ.Soorlat't rufc^nd addressed the Jury 
as followsMay it pi&Aeiwpar Lordship, 
and Gentleman of the Jury] the time has

For the qpke of the character of his 
client, he felt himself bound to produce as 
witnesses, in support of that character, some 
of the highest and most eminent men in the 
profession, and among others Dr. Koget, the 
relative of hia ever-to-be-lamented friend, 


grata and calumnious exaggeration to say 
that any force wna used. On opening the 
body, a gentleman, who went to witnesa it 
for curiosity, put hit finger into the wonnd, 
and could not reach the bladder, owing to 
the depth of the perineum.

There was a cellular mem¬ 
brane between the bladder and the rectum, 
which was very easily brokeu; hut no 
breach had taken place, aud it waa per¬ 
fectly aound. The kidneys were diseased, 
uud that alone might have contributed to 
the man’s death, without the operation hav¬ 
ing been performed nt all. Dr. Hodgkin 
made an observation, that this membrane 
waa easily lacerable, and yet it was pet- 
fectly aound. Aa soon aa Dr. Hodgkin 
turned hia back, Lambert took up the part, 
and exclaimed, “ there is an opening be¬ 
tween the bladder aud the rectumupon 
which Dr. Hodgkin, who ia a Quaker, im¬ 
mediately replied, " if there bo an opening, 
friend, it is thyself has made it; " and he 
had made it. Mr. Key would prove, and 
ao would Dr. Hodgkin, that there waa no 
opening when they had examined the parts 
immediately before. He should prove to 
them the ignorance of Lambert; for, if 
he had sense, he would know that, if the

Sir A. Cfciper.—It might last an hour. I 
will give you on example, 1 went into the 
theatre at St. Thomas's Hospital when an 
operation of lithotomy was being performed 
by a gentleman who is now in Court.

Mr. Waklf replied.—He ssid it was most re¬ 
markable that, out of 900 persons who were 
present at the operation, the plaintiff had 
thought proper to eall only one, a solitary 
one, to give evidence of bis skill, while n 
host of persons, who knew nothing at all 
of the operation, were called to support the 
plaintiff’s character. Amongst them were 
Sir A. Cooper, Air. Green, and Dr. Bsbing- 
ton. He wondered, for his part, that there 
were not added to the list, the Emperor of 
China and the great Mogul. By inch • 
course, it was attempted to practise the 
greatest imposition on the jniry end the 
public. But would the jury m so blinded 
and ao duped as to allow themselves to be 
persuaded that the opinfcgis of these men 
wore to prove the report in Tns LancSt 
inaccurate 1 Sir James Scarlett, in his ad¬ 
dress that morning, had thought proper to 
dwelt at great length on the person whom 
Jfo chose to call “ the hireling Lambert.** 
But Sir James should remember tint in this 
case he faimaelf wu a hireling, bad re¬ 
ceived his fee, and wai working for the sake 
of lucre. Objection, too, had been taken 
to the term •* batsbut if tfcttt were to 
have their whiga in polities, he mi not see 
why they should not have their bats in hos¬ 
pitals i aud lie was very sure that their hos¬ 
pital surgeons were much more tike bats 
than Sir James Scarlett was like sour milk, 
which was tire meaning of a whig. (Loud 
laughter.) John Hunter had said that had 
carpenters made work for one mother; and 
so did surgeons; and that, were it not for had 
surgeons, good oneswould star**. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) bearing this on liiftiLJfct governors 
of Guy’s Hospital, in appoSwg Mr. B. 
Cooper surgeon, had, k the some day, ap¬ 
pointed a consulting sdrgtesi aud an assist¬ 
ant surgeon to do the work the new surgeon 
would make. He cautioned the jura against 
putting any faith iu what had fallen from 
tiie hospital surgeons produced by the 
plaintiff. They too well knew what pa¬ 
tients suffered in the pnhlie hospitals to hate 
tty feeling for them. Why had the patient 
Wen kept bound when lie asked to bo re- 
leased T Was he not tk*keat judge of what 
he was enduring 1 Wes h* not a free agent 1 
Did he not know both what were the suffer¬ 
ing! arising from the atone and the suf¬ 
ferings arising from the operation! and 
did he not choose the lesser evil! What 
he entreated tin* jury to do was, to ask 
themselves whether they would he wil¬ 
ling to employ Mr. Cooper, were it ne¬ 
cessary for them to undrrgo such an ope¬ 
ration 'L-and, if they would not, he would 
then ask them what right they had to tend 
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bin beck to Gay's Hospital, to tontnft faia 
unfortunate fellow-creature*! Again and 
again lie would say to the jury, let them re¬ 
member that only one of all the witnesses of 
the operation had been called by the plain¬ 
tiff, and that one a dependent u]>on the hos¬ 
pital. For his own part, he had not words 
to expresa the disgust with which he had 
listened to the evidence given by the gang 
of hospital surgeons produced by Mr. Cooper. 
(A laugh.) They stuck to him, and for a 
good reason, because they knew that lii« 
cue now, might some day be theirs. They 
had come there to hear down the weight of 
honest testimony by their names, not by 
their ulentl* f° r it did not always happen 
that great names and great talents went 
hand in hand. At (he jury, after listening 
to thehshole of (^evidence, would decide 
that they werei;.willing to submit to Mr. 
Cooper's .operation*, os a surgeon,—and, 
without that decision, they would not give 
the plaintiff their verdict,—he (Mr.WakWy) 
was willing to give up Thk Lanckt, aud go 
any where, oven to a dungeon. But he 
trusted that such would not lie his fate. He 
trusted that the jury would overturn this 
gang of hospital surgeons, who wanted to 
support oqo another’s had practices! He 
trusted thil^iey would, in future, prevent 
the poor fkdft being hacked, and hewed in 
our hospitals. In the course of hi* address 
to the jury, the defendant was so over¬ 
powered by the heat, pressure, aud t'a- 
ttigue, that he oblaiued leave from the court 
to withdraw fora few minutes- 
Lord Ttntarden then proceeded to aum up 
the cape, wire capitulated the. evidence to 
the jiny. With: respect to the desire of 
themau tobctyMaued, he believed that it 
wac pretty gsfea lly understood by sur¬ 
geons that,tatlgf lpan was of extraordinary 
nerve, he olWCglnhed to he released from 
the operation, to which wi«L the Burgeon, 
of cuurse^ought not to attend, as long as 
there was a reasonable expectation of re¬ 
leasing the patient from his suffering. As 
to thg.report, he thought there could be no 
‘ question that it was drawn up in an unpro- 
frsjkmil manner ; in such a wav as no one 
woiw barn done with a real sense of pro¬ 
priety* The defewUa^ had objected, that 
only one of thoae. who.We present at the 
operation, bad been called bv Mr. Cooper; 
but he (the Cliief Justice) did not see whom 
he could, with propriety,have called besides 
Mr. Callaway. The others were all young 
men, only pupils, and probably too young 
and inexperienced to form any judgment 
in the case, that could be reasonably relied 
upon. The question was one of t he greatest 
interest to the public, and to Mr. Cooper 
himself. It appeared, on nearly all hands, 
that the operation was one of great diffi¬ 
culty ; one in which the moat able aurgeons 


were liable to failure. It also appeared that 
the length of time occupied, and the number 
of instrument# used, were no criterion of the 
want of skill of the operator. All these cir¬ 
cumstances the jury were to take into their 
consideration. If they thought that the de¬ 
fendant had proved the unskilfulness, or 
uniurgeon-like conduct, of the operator, 
they were bound to give him their verdict, 
whatever their (tyuuiou might he as to the 
form of the report, or the motives Mr. Lam¬ 
bert might have had in writing it. If, on 
the other hand, they were of opinion that 
that had not been made out, they must re¬ 
turn their verdict fur the plaintiff; and, in 
that case, they would have to consider whut 
damages the case required. The reporL cer¬ 
tainly placed an imputation on the profes¬ 
sional character of the plaintiff; and, aa the 
work was in large circulation, if the jury 
believed that the defendant was in fault, 
they were hound to give the plaintiff such 
compensation as should meet all those cir¬ 
cumstances ; but he (the judge) could by no 
means go the lengths of the learned counsel, 
in saying that the jury ought, by their da¬ 
mages, to msrk their indignation of what 
had taken place, Their verdict should mark 
cool aud deliberate consideration, and regard 
for justice. 

. A( a quarter to nine o’clock the jury re¬ 
tire^, and did not return into court till five 
minutes to eleven o’clock, when they deli¬ 
vered a verdict for the plaintiff —Damages 
1001—Laid at 3,0001.!! 

The announcement of die verdict waa 
followed bv loud applause fiom Mr. Wak-

to the contempt and scorn of the public!’’ 
We do not, for obvious reasons, concur en¬ 
tirely in the sentiments Jiero expressed by 
the Lei.rncd Counsel, but ire may take his 
’declaration as a measure of the satisfaction 1 
with which he, and those for whom he la* 
loured; contemplate the verdict actually 
returned by the J ury. We believe that the 
Learned Counsel never yet had cauie to 
reflect, with ao little self-complacency, on 
the effect produced by his professioual exar-: 
lions. He made a moat elaborate, bnt, as 
it appeared to us, aud we believe to most 
of his hearers, s singularly infelicitous 
effort How it happened, that an advocate 
of 6uch consummate skill, should have been 
foiled in an urytertaking, wherein it was 
evident that he considered himself secure 
of success—how it happened that he was 
beaten, with every advantage in point of 
experience on his side, by a mere novice 
in the field of jurisprudence—how it hap¬ 
pened that he sustained so signal a defeat 
for, upon his own showing, he htu sustained 
a signal defeat, we shall endeavour pro* 
sently to explain. But before poking any 
further observation* on this subject, we 
think it right to stats distinetly the view 
which we take of the verdict returned by 
tM Jury, both with reference to the into- j 
rests of the plaintiff, nod with reference to | 
the interests of the public. Mr. Bransrv j 
Cooper has obtained a verdict, and the! 
Jaiy has swarded him one twentieth part] 
of the damages which he sought, as a re¬ 


paration for the alleged injury to his reputa¬ 
tion. Of this verdict, as it affecta the inte¬ 
rests of the plaintiff, we shall merely sty, 
valtat quantum. We have no with to turn 
against Mr. Bhavsbv Cooper the weapons 
with which the indisoretion of his counsel 
has furnished us, or to apply to his present 
situation observations which would proba¬ 
bly not have fallen from Sir James Scar¬ 
lett, had that gentleman formed a more 
judicious estimate of His own powers, and 
relied less upon Use chance of crushing an 
unpractised opponent by $nt of coarse in¬ 
vective, and gratuitous; ^iwepresentation. 
The intemperance of the advocate received 
a fit rebuke iu the admirable observations 
of the Leained Judge who triad the cause, 
and it mbit be perfectly clca^io every im¬ 
partial man who heard, or who has read ilia 
trial, and who has attended to Lord Tiv- 
terden's charge to the Jo^thfit whatever 
might be the accuracy or inaeeimiey'of some 
of the details t>f the Report, we were le¬ 
gally, but not morally responsible; since 
we stood completely absolved from that . 
unfounded imputation of malice towards 
Mr. Bhanhrv Cooper, Which the pluialift'a 
counsel, however liberally lie might have 
garnished his speech with this Charge, had 
not made the slightest attempt to prove. 
Neither at this moment, nor at say 
former period, have we entertained any 
other feelings towards Mr. Biumxv 
Cooper, as a private mao, than those 
of respect and esteem. How for our opjnh» ,f 
pf him, as a public operator, may hC Sup¬ 
ported, or may require modification, atfker 
the evidence given qkth*lata trial, had after 
the verdict returned by the Jury, the pro¬ 
fession and the public evil! judge, We will 
endeavour, as far as possible, to avoid 
making any observations which may add to 
the difficulties of lus present situation, but 
we will not shrink from the discharge of our 
public duty, whenever any occasion may 
arise winch may call for an unreserred pub¬ 
lication of the mm Mr. Hbakiav 
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Coon* mutt feel tbit the ejei of the pub¬ 
lic ere upon him; and we triiat tbit this 
consideration, as well u tbe remarks made 
by his uncle in tbe witness-box, may have 
the effect of increasing his vigilance, and 
of exciting or confirming bis desire of ac¬ 
quiring a 'complete knowledge of his pro- 
fession. " Give him time,” said Sir Ast" 
ur, “ do not crush him in the outset of hie 
career, and be has abilities which will 
eventually enable him to become a good 
Burgeon, and siiiriexeellcnl operator.” Three 
years, be it remembered, hare elspsed 
since Mr. BrarSby Cooper was ap¬ 
pointed to the office of Surgeon at Guy’s 
Hospital, and Sir Astley still asks us to 
give him time, not perceiving that tbe ten¬ 
derness which hf, claims for his nephew, 
might, undcraftcumstances which we sin¬ 
cerely hope may not trite, become cruelty 
to the publio rad to the poor. Sir Asti.by’s 
avuncular feeling may render him blind to 
this obvious inference, but it is an infer¬ 
ence which thontands of indfviduul* must 
by this time hire drawn from the worthy 
Baronet's admission For our own parts, 
we will show as much tenderness to Mr. 
Hrarsby Cooper ns mty consist with the 
houetiand faithful discharge of our duty to 
tho profession 3i|d to the public, and no 
more. Above all, we will not shrink from 
pressing on the attention of our renders, 
those topics connected with public interests 
lo which the evidence elicited at the late 
trial is calculated to give iucreused interest 
*ll&lljipoTtonce; nor will we cease to hold 
up to^public reprobation that corrupt sys¬ 
tem nudar which the bcnevbleut iutentfens 
of the founders of ewr public Hospitals are 
perverted and defeated, while the govern¬ 
ment of those institutions is often virtually 
usurped by s tingle individual, and the re¬ 
venues appropriated to objects foreign to, j 
and inconsistent with the purposes of chn-' 
rity. Aa far as we were permitted to enter 
into the exposure of that corrupt system at 
the late trial, we exposed it; and wc con- j 
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aider tha admissions of Mr. Harrisor, and 
Sir Astlxy Coops b, in the witness-box, to¬ 
gether with the evidence extracted from Mr. 
Harrison before tha Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee on Anatomy, as the first, stepa to¬ 
wards! reform in the system of government 
at Guy’s Hospital; which must, era long, be 
conoeded to public opinion. At present, 
the gerernment that institution is on 
ubsojule despotism; the governors, gene¬ 
rally speaking, take a mere nominal part in 
the management of its affairs, and they 
have, with a single exception we believe, 
been nominated by the fiat of the Trea¬ 
surer. 

There was one feature in the late trial 
which we think it right to notice, as well ■ 
from its peculiarity, as from the influence 
which the decision of Loan Terterden 
will probably have on all future actions for 
libel against the editors uf public journals. 
By a whimsical interchange of professional 
functions, the first common lawyer at the 
bar- become, upon this occasion, the ex¬ 
pounder of points of surgery, and the 
editor of a mescal journal, having made his 
election to address the Jury in his own 
behalf, was reduced, by the etiquette of the 
bar, Llie necessity of arguing a point of 
law. 11 He who wins may laugh,” sailhthe 
proverb, and therefore, while we have some 
reason to congratulate ourselves on the 
success with which we performed the part 
of lawyer, for we beat Sir James Scar¬ 
lett on tbe jwuit tf lav, we may also bo 
permitted to laugh at the ludicrous figure 
which Sir James made in his attempt to 
panel the character of surgeon. Sir Jambs, 
indeed, ^n^knlleks of that legal maxim 
which gives every men credit for skill in his 
peculiar calling, threatened, in hia speech 
to the Jury, to expose our ignorance of sur¬ 
gery, aud we girded ourselvee up for tls 
lawyer's attack ou our professional know¬ 
ledge. The threat, however, shared tha 
fete of all the assertions made by the learned 
Counsel; it flashed in the advocate's speech, 
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b«t vanished, with a alight matt of aolph or 
whan ha etna to the exun'iatiaa of wit¬ 
nesses; it wu twx, mini, am, atiii. On 
the other hand, wa maintained oar point of 
law, not only againat Sir Jahm^Scablett, 
hot againat the opinion of onr own Counsel, 
and wa o aimed it. Aa tbia ia a matter wbieh 
may iarolre conaeqnencea of gnat import* 
aaee to the liberty of thlPreu, and u the 
point diacuaaed waa miaundaratood in all the 
Reporta of the trial which we have aeen 
in the newspapers, We shall endeavour to 
make it clear to our readera. 

In general, a plaintiff baa the right to 
open bia caae, and, by consequence, to bare 
the general reply; 

For eoarts of juetice anderatand, 

The plaintiff to be eldest hand ; 

bat there sie some exceptions to this role 
aa in actions of ejectment and replevin, 
when the party who has to prove the affir¬ 
mative of the { seue ia allowed to begin. In 
an action of trespass, guore tlnum frtg it, 
(Hodgai v. Holder, 3 CeapWTi JV. P. Reportt, 
p.366.) the defendant admitted ubaotUially 
the entering of the plaintiff’s close, but 
pleaded a right of way. Here the affirma¬ 
tive of the issue being thrown upon the 
defendant, Mr. Justice Baylxy held that 
he bad t right to begin. The same point 
arose in the case of Jaekm v. IltAeth, 
(2 Statkie, N.P.C., p.&lB,) tried at the 
Lancaster Assizes 1819, and Mr. -Justice 
Bay ley, after having consulted Mr. Baron 
Wood, deoided that the defendant waa en¬ 
titled to begin, end to have the general ro- 
ply. Again, in an action of aaaanlt and 
better/ (Bedell r. Ruml, Rptt end Moody’s 
Hid Pros Reportt, p. 293,) where the de¬ 
fendant pleaded a justification only, without 
the plea of 41 not guilty," and the right of 
beginning waa insisted upon by Mr. Serjeant 
Wilds for the defendant, Chief Justice 
Best said, “that but for the authorities 
cited, he should certainly have thought, that 


the ora of proving the damages ana tailed, 
give the plaintiff a right to begia; but 
that, as it waa of the utmost oonaequaaoe 
that the practice should be uniform, be 
should consider himself bound by thoae 
cases, until the matter should be settled 
in full oourt.” 

On the authority of these cues we main¬ 
tained our right to begin, and to bare the 
general reply. Sir Jams Scarlett, on 
the other hand, insisted, fiiat, that as the 
plaintiff had to show the amountof damages 
sustained, the affirmative wu thrown upon 
him, and ho was consequently entitled to 
begin; secondly, that u our second and 
fourth pleas contained negative allegations, 
u that the plaintiff had net performed the 
operation with the skill which the public 
hod a right to expect from a surgeon of 
(ray’s Hospital, fee., the affirmative of the 
iuue waa not with the defendant, but with 
die plaintiff. We replied that, aa to the 
first point, Mr. Justice Baylxy had de¬ 
cided that die question of damsges never 
arose until the issue had been tried; and 
that, u to the second point, the allegations 
in our pleas were substantially affirmative 
allegations; and we ezpreased a hope, that 
the practice which had uai$intmly prevailed 
at Nisi I’rius, in cues where the defendant 
had justified, would govern, the decision of 
die Court. Loril Texterden intimated an 
opiuion in our favour; but said, that u this 
case wu likely to become s precedent for 
all future cases of the swie kind, and u he 
had the advantage of being abla to oonsnU 
two of bia Leaned Brothers in die adjoin¬ 
ing Courts, ha should take their opinion. 
The Lord Chief Justice left die Court, and 
on his reran, stated, that bia Learned 
Brothers concurred with him in the opinion, 
that the defendant wu entitled to begin, 
and to have the general reply. 

This decision will, we doubt not, lead to 
moat important consequences. It is calcu¬ 
lated to strengthen the hands of public 
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writers, end to raise a mw bulwark in nip- 
port of the liberty of the preaSi by depriv¬ 
ing iu enemies of the power of casting gra¬ 
tuitous aspersions on public journalists, 
without being subject to reply and expo- 
■ure. Hitherto* we believe, it has been 
the practice of pleaders to discourage pleas 
of justification, in answer to actions for 
alleged libel; but, after the precedent 
established in the late trial, public jour- 
noli its, agarust whom actions maybe brought 
for hiving discharged what they believe 
to be a public duty, cannot fail to perceive 
the advantage which they will derive from 
putting a plea of justification on the record. 
If they adopt that course, they cannot be 
borne down by calumny, to which they will 
have no opportunity of replying; for they 
will be entitled to open their case, and to 
have the general reply. Nor ia this the 
only advantage which they will gaiu by 
adopting that course ; for, under a plea of 
justification, they will not be legally re¬ 
sponsible for the malice of an agent, pro¬ 
vided the alleged libel be proved to be 
atrictly, and in all its circumstance!, true. 
If malice, on the part of an agent, be ehovrn 
or suspected, a jury will, no doubt, be in¬ 
clin'd to find, or, if they do not find, to 
presume, inaccuracy; but still it will he no 
■mill advantage la the editors of public 
journals, who cannot, of course, be cogui- 
sent of all the animosities which may sub¬ 
sist between reporters and the parties nrhose 
nets are reported, if, by a plea of jMUict- 
tion, they may legally esonemte themselves, 
where the facta arc true, from responsibility 
for the onfsiui of on agent, for which they 
cannot, in reaM^or equity, be responsible. 

We have said tint Sir Jam as Scarlett 
relied somewhat injudiciously on the chance 
of crushing us by dint of coarae scurrility 
and gratuitous misrepresentstiou. We be¬ 
lieve that the aspersions which Sir James 
Sc a a lett heaped on our character! in sup¬ 
port of which, the learned Counsel well 
knew that ha bad not n tittle of trident* to 
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adduce, were made solely under the imps* 
aioa that we should have been incapable of • 
replying to him, and consequently of de¬ 
monstrating their falsehood. Kotwith. 
standing llgg congratulations which have 
poured in upon us from all quarters, and the 
success which the kindness of our friend* 
has aseribed to our exertions, we may state 
most unfuignedly.athat we look back with 
regret to our errors in point of mu$ion , 
errors which are partly attributable to our 
waut of experience, but still more to our 
state of physical exhaustion. Could we now 
address an untired Jury, free ourselves from 
the disadvantages under which we then la¬ 
boured, we feel that, in answering Sir 
James Scarlett's assertions, we could 
reduce that learned person to something 
like his natural intellectual dimensions. We 
will still endeavour to do this act of justice 
to otmclres, and to the public, by demon¬ 
strating that there was not a single asser¬ 
tion, levelled by (his letrned person at the 
ebaraeter of The I.axcbt, which r as not 
utterly false and unfounded, and with re¬ 
spect to which it ia not fair to infer that it 
woe mere gratuitous misrepresentation, in¬ 
asmuch as the learned person did not at¬ 
tempt to offer a tittle of evidence in sopport 
of it. We shall this week confine ourselves 
to one instance of the learned Gentleman’s 
candour and loro of truth, premising, that 
the aspersiou to which we are about to al¬ 
lude, is not more base and unfounded than 
those by which it was succeeded. Sir 
James Scarlett, feeling that he bad no 
ease which he could support by evidence, 
travelled out of the record in order to raise 
• prejudice against us in the minds of the 
Jury, and for that purpose . repeated the 
■lander, as to the publication of Lectures 
without the leave of the lecturera, which, 
as the readera of this Journal are aware, 
we answered on the 4lh of October last, in 
a manner which hat effectually closed the 
mouth of all other columniatora, except the 
leaned Gentleman, We shall iaaert the 
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learned Coonael'i attack, and reply to it by 
extracting a portion of the article which 
appeared in tkia Jonrnal on the 4th of 
October. 

“ Tiik Lancet, it should mm, from hie 
own statement, waa eetablukealTor the pur¬ 
pose of publishing lectures delivered nt the 
hospitals,—in other words, for tbo purpose 
of committing plunder on the projierty of | 
others to assist himself. What! was it to i 
be said, that if Mr. Cline, or Sir Asllcv 
Cooper, or any other eminent surgeon, 
sliould compile a course of lectures, ami de¬ 
liver tli. m to the pupils of his own class nt 
the hospital, who paid him fur attendance, 
and remunerated him fur those labours, that 
a periodical paper should rob him of all ad¬ 
vantage, and, without his leave uud licence, 
nruke them public, ao aa to give to all the 
pupils in the kingdom, who were desirous of 
studying his art, the advantages which the 
lecturer thought he had established for him¬ 
self that he should rob and injure him, 
aud gain ten times more than lie did himself! 
acquire, after being at all the labour of com¬ 
piling his lectures !—that he should do that 
which would render it unnecessary for the 
pupils to attend the lectures, because all the 
advantages deri« ah!e from their attendance, 
might be gained by reading tho reports of 
them in Tuk Lancet 1 Could it be sup- 

E used that there were any persons io the 
on our able profession to which Sir Astlev 
Cooper belonged, who were so basu anil 
im^emleumtily as to make use of the privi¬ 
lege which wus allowed them of attending 
these lectures, for the purpose afterwards 
of giving them to the world, without the 
leave of the lecturer himself 1 Y es, there 
were those who were contributors to Tiie 
Lancet, who were base enough to do this, 
and who thus eiiubled the editor (Mr. Wak- 
ley) to make his fire or six thousand a year, 
and to gain the v«*pututiou <<f being a 14 po¬ 
pular writer! '* 1 lie defendant hud himself 
avowed that The Lancet was a woik found¬ 
ed on the principles of robbery and plunder. 
He stated dial ho obtained Ins communica¬ 
tions from pupils at the hospital, and he called 
them " men of honour!’ mi n who were 
induced to betray their trust, and surrender 
their honour; and who, by making contri¬ 
butions of the lectures they heard, furnished 
that to tliir public which ought never to 
eome out of tbe walls of tile hospital, ex¬ 
cept by the consent of li.e lecturers them¬ 
selves. Hut this was not o robbery of| 
property merely; it wus a rubbery of cha¬ 
racter aud reputation, lie (Sir James Scar¬ 
lett) was glad that he wns addressing gen-! 
tli-men of education, as he only wished that 
this matter should be judged rightly. He 
would ask whether, supposing one of them 


had taken great pains to prepare a course of 
lectures, which, by-and-by, Jie intended to 
publish himself, could he* endure it, if aa 
unfledged pupil, who had been admitted to 
the hospital, and allowed to take notes for 
his owu instruction, was afterwards to fur- 
ui»h them to a person who meant to commit 
them to the press, without those revisionn 
and correutioua which an author waa gene¬ 
rally anxious to make in his works, before 
they wer«s submitted to the public eye? 
Could Quy man, aud particularly a public 
lecturer, sutler such use lu be made of his 
works 1 Suppose one of the jury trusted to 
a person the key of his cabinet, which con- 
tumid written communications, uud that he 
msiie extracts from them, aud tent them for 
publication in The Lancet ? Would they 
nut think that that mnn was one of tbo 
basest of liis kind, aud would they allow 
him to enter their doom u^ain ? And yet 
Iht-se were the persona who contributed to 
ThkLancet ; uud these were the means by 
which the editor, Mr. Wakley, was enabled 
to roll in his curnuge, and laugh at the par¬ 
ties whom he thus robbed and plundered. 
He (Sir J. Scarlett) was, upou tire defend¬ 
ant’s' own confession, justified in ravine that 
this work (The Lancet) was a sort of lite¬ 
rary raven, which lived by plunder, and 
shamelessly held up its heail by the injury 
which it indicted on others.’' 

We now beg the attention of every man 
who wishes to s?e a calumniator effectually 
exposed, to the following passage, which ap¬ 
peared in Tiu Laurel, of the 4th of October. 

“ There is no charge which has been 
more frequently brought against this publi¬ 
cation by those whu ure interested in up¬ 
holding* existing abuses, and who seek, 
thereto!e, to depreciate tho character of • 
Journal which they have long felt as a thorn 
in tlicir sides, than that we have dishonour¬ 
ably appropriated the labours of medical 
teachers to our owu profit, without the con¬ 
sent of those teachers, and eveu in spile of 
llid* nraronstancea against the publication 
of their lectures. This charge has been to 
often, and so confidently made, that WO 
doubt not there are many persons who, 
fcowpor otherwise disposed to think well 
Of this publication* tbelieve that we have- 
not only published Mr, Aseuksthy's Lee- 
tun's without his eousent, but that in many, 
or most, of the instances in which courses 
of lectures have been published in Tuk 
Lancet, the consent of the Lecturers has 
not been obtained. We shall insert the 
charge in the language of one of ourcslum- 
uiatois, and we shall be content to forfeit 
that influence which Los rendered us the 
object of so much slander and misrepre¬ 
sentation, if tho answer wo shall give to 
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it, be not nidi as dull for ever silence our 
enemies, if they bare the smallest regard for 
decency or frulb. ,> 

Here followed a passage in a periodical 
work, for which we now beg the reader to 
substitute the tirade in the speech of Sir 
James Scarlett. 

“ It can scarcely be necessary to remind 
our readers of the distinction which we hare 
always recognised between the situation of 
a publio teacher and tliut of a private one, 
or of the principle upon which we claimed 
tho right of publishing the Lectures of Mr. 
Abeunrtiiy. The lectures of private teach* 
era, which we acknowledge to be private 
k property, we have never published, os we 
• shall presently show, without the cosskni 
of the Lecturers; but the Lectures of pub 
lie medicul teachers, delivered witliiu the 
walls of public hospitals, stand, as we have 
uniformly contended, upon a totally differ* 
ent footing. We maintained this point fear* 
leesly and manfully against Mr. Adernf- 
tii v iu a court of equity, and the issue 
of the contest was, that the injunction 
which that gentleman obtained against the 
publication of his Lectures, was finally 
dissolved by the Lord Chancellor. So 
much for Mr. Abkkneiiiy’sL ectures. Sir 
A*mv Cooper'* Lectures come within 
the principle on which we relied in our 
contest with Mr. Aukumciky; hut Sir Ant* 
i.ky Coornn cancel, at anv ratp, be one of 
those who has been pluuilrnd of his lite- 
Jury property j for Sir AsTr.iv Oorrn 
gave iiis express consent to the publication 
of his Lectures. Tbs Lectures of Hr. J1 i.uk- 
hki.l on Midwifefy, though delivered within 
thy walls of Guy's Hospital, we (lid not con- 
rider as public Lecture# three years ago, 
because, at that time, no certificatea of at¬ 
tendance on Courses of Midwifery were ro- 
quired by the Colleges or the Universities. 
We applied, therefore, for permission, to 
publish them, which wu« not at tbatiftae 
conceded. Subsequently, certificates of|il- 
teadaoce on Courses of Midwifery bite 
been required, and Dr. Blundell linsnnt 
only not withheld his consent from tl.o pub- 
lies don of hia Lectures in this Journal, but, 
oi they were to go before the pubUl, ban 
added to their vuue by a revision of the 
proof-sheets. Dr. Armstrong's Lectures 
on the Theory and Practice of Medicine, 
were published in coitiequence of the 
intimation of one of his pupils, that the 
lecturer would not offer any objection. 
Dr. Armstuono did, however, alter the 
appearance of the first Lecture, object to 
the principle of publishing private Lec¬ 
tures, in which objection we acquiesced; but, 
baring expressed his opinion, he added, 
that he should lcsre tlm mutter entirely to 
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ourselves. We urged the ground of public 
utility—and si he found that the pupils 
were desirous of possessing his lectures, 
he afterwards consented to their publica¬ 
tion, and acknowledged their accuracy. Mr. 
Ali oex’s Lectures on some Practical Points 
of Surgery, wire published with his con¬ 
sent, and the proof sheets were revised by 
him. Mr. Lawrence's Lectures on the 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Diseases of the 
By# were publialwd with his content, aud 
the proof sheets werCTevised by him. Dr. 
Cli'ttbhbuck's Lectures on iJie Theoiy 
ond Practice of Physic were published with 
his consent, and the proof sheets were also 
revised by him. Dr. Spukehum’s Lectures 
on Phrenology,in like manner, appeared with 
the consent, and underwent the revision, of 
the Lecturer. The Lectures of Mr. Urande 
on Chemistry, and those of Dr. Ha slam on 
the Intellectual Composition of Man, were 
also published with the express consent of 
the Lecturers. AH these fucta we have had 
tbf permission and authority of the several 
Lecturers to stale, from the jtriods at 
which their respective Courses were com¬ 
pleted, as distinctly as we now state them ; 
but we have hitherto disdained to give this 
conclusive answer to the calumnies of our 
enemies, and we have now, once for all, 
adopted this course, in order that such 
calumnies, if they be again repeated, may 
be as much coutemued iu all other quarters, 
as they have been uniformly contemned by 
ouTselves. Wc may further state, that so 
fur have we been from the imputed necessity 
of seeking to obtain lectures by indirect or 
dishonourable means, that our difficulty, on 
the contrary, has been to deal with the nu¬ 
merous applications which have been made 
to us for liie publication of Lecture!, aud to 
appease teachers, to whose urgent solicita¬ 
tions wo have not deemed it expedient to 
yield. 

We have alluded, in the outset of this 
article, (o what we take to he the couses of 
Sir James Scarlett’s signal failure in the 
late trial; these causes are, in our opinion, 
first, his well-known hatred of the Periodi. 
cal Press \ sud, secondly, his nerronal feel¬ 
ing in respect to ill# ptaiiiiiff. Ilis discre¬ 
tion seems to have been completely over¬ 
come by the joint operation of these two 
causes. Of the latter we shall say nothing, 
because it may be founded in sentiments 
which nra nut unamiahle; but of the 
former wc must beg leave to say a word or 
two in much the same spirit, wherein we 
hare commented on the Learned Gentle- 
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mu’* attempt to make a figure aa a anrgical 
critic* One of the main aoareea, we under- 
itand, of tliia learned peraon’e hostility to 
the Periodical Press, is to be found in the 
fact of bis baring been sent to bis grave 
before bis lime by the newspapers, and of 
liia baring perused the open censure, or, 
wbat was worse, the faint and equivo¬ 
cal praise, which bn* supposed survivors 
bad pronounced upon him. Many men 
hare, in a serious or playful mood, composed 
their own epitaphs; but to no living man, 
perhaps, except Sir James Sc* rlvtt, has 
it been given to appreciate the terms in 
which bis contemporaries have commented 
on his decease. Such a phenomenon is in 
the teeth of classical authority, as the 
Learned Gentleman may perhaps collect 
from the following passage :

But there is another cause which is said 
to btve greatly contributed to exasperate 
SirJ amis ScAti.KTi'shostility to the press, 
to wit, his failuic aa a speaker and legis¬ 
lator in Ih* House of Commons. Whether 
justly ox unjustly we will not now atop to 
inquire, but certain it is that the lime was 
when “ Lawyer Scarlett's poor hill" was 
a by-word for the scoffers. There was, 
and, for ought we know, is, a certain 
Swedish physician named Smcvc, who pio- 
posed to cure all diseases by a process 
which ha called the Hmgtrbtr, that is to 
say, the euro by starvation. Whether 
justly or not, we will not stop to inquire, 
but certain it is, t hat ore of the ablest po¬ 
litical writers o ' the Hay, gave Sir James 
Sca hlbtt the credit of having invented, as 
a remedy for the evils of pauperism, the 
very prcceis which the Usrou von Btrvvx

•ubMquntlj pnpoMiI u ■ ptien for ill 
diseases. Week after week, Mr. Cobbxtt 
insisted that Lawyer Scarlett's poor Bill 
waa neither more nor less than a project to 
cure pauperism by starvation; and the con¬ 
sequence of these reiterated attacks upon the 
learned gentleman's legislative labours woi, 
that the Bill, at length, stank in the nostrils 
of tlie public, and dropped still-born from the 
Legislature. W itb the abandonment of thie 
Bill, terminated, in effect. Sir James Scab- 
Lett's parliamentary importance ; and the 
wounda which his pride received, on this 
occasion, have never, it is said, been so ' 
completely cicatrised, but that they are 
subject to an ichorous discharge, whenever 
an opportunity presents itself for venting 
bis spleen against the press. For our own 
parts, we laugh at the impotent vim- 
lence with which the learned gentleman 
failed to inspire the Jury with the 
malice which he entertained towards this 
Journal, as a part of the periodicHl pres*. 
Sir James Scarlett took occasion, in 
the course of his speech, to express his 
opinion of our abilities; and, lhnt we 
may not be wiuiLiog in a similar species 
of courtesy, we will take this opportunity 
of expressing our opinion of the abilities nf 
Sir James Sc ah i.ett. -We think him pro¬ 
digiously over-ratfd, eveu aa a lawyer; for 
the rest, we liave seldom encountered a 
gentleman possessing the ordinary advnn- 
[ luges- of education, who seems to be so 
Completely innocent of ull extra-professional 
information. Once, and once only, the 
learned gentleman ventured to play the 
eritic on a passage in The Lancet ; but ha 
did to in a half-guilty, apologetic tone, 
which might, it he bad been less arro¬ 
gant in other pnrts of his apeerh, have 
screened him from our animadversion. \V« 
allude to his observations on the phi use, 
** average maximum of time."—*' I suppose," 
*iid Sir Jamxs, “ that 1 shall be scarified 
for wbat 1 am going to say, by The W- 
clt, but it seems to be, that the phrase 
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* average maximum * ia unintelligible; 'in 
arerage la a mean; now, I bate beard of a 
mean, and I hare heard of a maximum; but 
1 I never yet beard of a mean maximum.” 

You judged rightly, Sir Jamb*. We moat 
aubject you to a little gentle scarification; 
and we would moreover suggest to you, 
that there are more things in this world 
than you have ever dreamed of in you r phi 
losophy. We have beaten you on a point of j 
law, and we must proceed to set you right 
on a point of mathematic*. Your mistake 
arose from your not knowing that maxima, 
similar in kind, but differing to absolute 
Quantity, might be made the subject of com. 
parieon, and that, consequently, one might 
be a mean proportional between others. A 
square is the greatest quadrilateral rectilineal 
figure that can be inscribed in neinle, but (lie 
magnitude of the squsre depends on the dia¬ 
meter of the circle, and different squares or 
quadrilateral maxima under tba similar condi¬ 
tion of inscription indifferent Circles may be 
compared with each other. But lest this 
should be unintelligible to you, let ua put 
the case of an average maximum token upon 
the highest tides at London Bridge in a 
given number of ysera. We use the didactic 
method. Sir Jambs, on this occasion, be 
9 causo, although you offered yourself as a 
, candidate for tbe representation of the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge, on the score of you r 
passion for tour nUk, we do not find any 
evidence of your ever haring distinguished 
yourself, cither as a classic or a mathemati¬ 
cian, in the records of University honour*. 

If you are indeed, as we are given to under¬ 
stand, the greatest advocate at the English 
bar, the average maximum of talent at that 
bar must be marvellously small. 

As a specimen of Che tact, gentlemanly 
taste, sod sound judgment winch Sir J amis 
ScAKf.tTT displayed in addressing a Jury of 1 
Exoi.mii MincHANin, we beg to direetthe 
reader'* especial attention to the following 
felicitous distinction between the vulgar, 
of honesty which 
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govern the sordid transaction of commer¬ 
cial men, and that dignified contempt for 
the tilltr, that high-minded seam tor every 
thing in the shape of a fet, which is wefl 
known to characterise the practice of the 
members of the legal andmedicel professions. 

“ Gentlemen,” continued the Learned 
Counsel, “ there is a certain privilege which 
belongs to this high profession,—it is some¬ 
thing that is better felttlian described; and 
the man that does not feel it, will not be 
capable of appreciating the argument I 
address to you. In the ordinary traffic of 
life, called commerce, there is a course of 
plain dealing, or simple integrity, that 
marks the line between honesty and the 
mere appeal Mice of it; and the meaning of 
it is very well understood by every mas. 
But in toe practice of a liberal professiou 
there ia a certain feeling of honour whieh 
becomes ■ gentleman, and which a gentle¬ 
man only can feel; which renders it not 
sordid, bat which gives it a character which 
belongs to such a profession—a certain dig¬ 
nity— • certain pride, which makei a man 
feel that profit it a secondary object to him 
—that fame ond reputation, and meant of 
utility, are its greatest recommendations. 
Either in the profession of the law, or the 
profession equally honourable, and, perhaps, 
equally useful, or more so, that principle ie 
debased, that principle it destroyed, if a 
man finds that it depends upon whether he 
makes concessions or no to the editor of 
inch a publication as Tut Laxcsi.” 

We take leave of Sir Jamcs SrxaLr.Tt 
for this week; and we forbear making say 
further remarks on tbe evidence in t he lute 
important trial, until we shall be enabled to 
lay an authentic Heport before our readers; 
for which pur;wo shorthand-vri ten bare 
been expressly employed. The account 
given In this week's Number is taken from 
the Newspapers. We cannot conclude these 
observations, without expressing our hum¬ 
ble bat heart-felt admiration of the pa¬ 
tience, tbe suavity, and the undeviating 
impartiality of the Learned Judge who tried 
the cause ; and oar own deep sense of grati¬ 
tude, for the placid endurance of involuntary 
technical error*, ami the unwearied atten¬ 
tion which we received ai his hands.

PERFORATION OF THE STOMACH. 

The subject of this affection was a 
young girl, twenty-two years old, of a 
at rang constitution,'who lied always enjoy* 
cd good health until her nineteenth year, 
and for a twelvemonth after the commence¬ 
ment of menstruation; at this period, the 
menses haring been suppressed without 
any apparent cause, her digestion was im¬ 
paired ; she becaide subject to nausea, 
sickness, eructation, and a very unpleasant 
sensation of fulness in the stomach, which 
seemed uuoble to bear even the lightest 
food. At first she had recourse to medi¬ 
cal aid, but finding no relief, she deter, 
mined to suffer the disease to take its 
course. The gastric symptoms gradually 
increased, without, however, having any 
marked effect on the constitution; when 
one morning she suddenly screamed out 
aud fell down, complaining of excesiive 
pain in the stomach, and over the whole 
abdomen; the countenance became' of a 
deadly paleness, and expressive of the 
greatest anxiety; the extremities cold, the 
pulse insensible, the urine and stools were 
passed involuntarily, sad she expired within 
a few hours. 

On examination, the body was found not 
much emocmtrd, the abdominal cavity was 
filled by a great quantity of a torbid liquid, 
but no where could any traces of inflamma¬ 
tion be discovered; the stomach being 
empty and collapsed, presented on its ante- 
rior sii face, in the small curvature near the 
pylorus, a perforation of a circular ferm, 
with defined edges, and two-thirds of un 
inch in diameirr. On the external surface 
of the stomach, there adhered a hard, 
fibrous, lobular excrescruee, through the 
centre of which the perforation passed. In 
oil other res/weta the atonioch appeared per- 
ilcify healthy, umi without s.sy signs of iu- 
fiominurinu or softening. 

Ur. I.bein>a\er, of !):'«**• !dnrf, who re¬ 
lates the ca:e,«dds the fo/mwing remarks 
from his own observation, and those re¬ 
ported hv other writers. 

1. lu all cRhes of perforation of the 
stomach, where the dm use has been acru* 
rately observed, it.bat been of a chronic 
nnd latent nature, 

2. The prognoais is very difficult, and 
then 1 arc hardly any aigna indicative of the 

4 dangerous state of the patient. 

3. ’ihe remote cause of the disease is 
always the suppression of a secretory action, 
having some dose relation to the digestive 
organs. 

■1. So real enchcxy is Jcrelnjed, nor is 
there quy hectic fever; it seems cveu that 
nutrition is very little influenced by the 
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disease, in spite of the ifldigostlon, and 
there is hardly any emaciation observable 
previous to death. 

5, The perforation is always in the py¬ 
loric portion of (he stomach. 

6. lu no case have any traces of real in* 
flammution, suppuration, ulceration, erosion, 
flee., of the stomach, been observed; the 
aperture has always a circular form, and 
well-defined edges, which are hurdly ever 
softened, but rather hard and thickened, 
without, however, being cartilaginous or 
tuberculous. In ull reports of such cases, 
it is expressly mentioned that no truce of 
pus, mucus, or sanies, was found oa the 
perforation. 

From tliis, and similar cases, our author 
infers, that we ave still in the dark as to the 
origin of the disease in question, and that 
those affections which are generally alleged"! 
as causes of perforation of the stomach,^ I 
vis. chicnic inflammation, ulceration, or 
aoftening of a acirrhus, are by no means 
capable of explaining it—Amt's Atypuss. 

EXTRACTION OF AM URINARY CALCCLUI OF 
EXTRAORDINARY SIZE. 

In this case, which was opeiated upon by 
l)r. Krimer,of Aix-U-Chapelle, on sound¬ 
ing the patient, the stone apjieared to be of 
about the aiic of a heu'a egg; but the 
lateral operation having been performed 
with a simple bistoury, it could neither be 
extracted, nor broken to pieces. On the 
following day, the high Deration wai per¬ 
formed, and'the stone, extracted with the 
fingers; it was of an enoimoui sixe, 3} in¬ 
ches long, inches btoad, and in¬ 
ches thick ; its weight was 23 ounces; it 
was porous exteriorly, but very lnrd to- # 
wards it* nucleus, and consisted oi pliosphato 
of unpiesiu, liiue, ‘Sod ammonia, exerpt < 
the centre, which was units of lime. For 
four days after the operation, the patient 
was iu’fl very precarious stale, so as to 
require Inrpe doses of stimulant*. At the 
lime of the rej«irl, healthy suppuration hud 
ensued, sud, from hi* general condition, n 
favourable termination of the case was 
anticipated—- Urarje «.

CANCER OF THE KIM OF THE ABI.OJIF.V. 

Maori. Lacumx, ec tot. (is, observed, 
about an inch below the novel, a small red 
indolent tumour on the akiu, which very 
slowly increased, and, at the end of a twelve- 
month, having attained the sise of an apple, 
began to cause a sensation of violent burn- 
rag and lancinating pais \ couxtituUoaal di*- 
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tnrbstM at the lime time succeeded, ns loss 
of appetite, impaired digestion, fever, noc¬ 
turnal aweau, &c. Then symptoms gra¬ 
dually augmented, and, at the expiration 
of three yeats, the tumour was aa large 
as a small melon, and was then the seat of 
active inflammation ; its surface was uneven, 
and partially ulcerated, and here aud there 
distinct fluctuation might be perceived. At 
lliia period the patient, who hod undergone 
almost every kind of local and constitutional 
treatment, vu admitted at St. Louie, under 
M. liicheraud. She was much exhausted, 
and latterly, a great disposition to hicmor- 
rhage from the ulcerated parts hud eome on. 
M. liicheraud having observed the paiieBt 
for some days, resolved upon extirpating the 
tumour, whioh evidently was of carcinoma¬ 
tous nature, and, if left to itself, would aoou 
have led to a fatal terminatiou. It wnt, 
therefore, comprised between two elliptic 
incisions, and, having been removed, the 
wound was united by five sutures. Perfect 
re- uqion having taken place, the cicatrix 
was, after two months, completely consoli¬ 
dated, and dm general health of the patient 
fully restored.

TUtAIlD av CAUTERISATION. 

Jsan Lasalls, ST yeara of age, of a 
rigorous constitution, was admitted ou the 
Mh of July, <m account of a tumour on the 
right kteroo-clavkuLr articulation. NoUiing 
could bo ascertained with regard to its 
cause ; the patient had never irevived any 
injury on the aA'nted part, nor hud he ever 
had a venereal complaint. He had formerly , 
been much subject to rheumatic pains, lor 
whioh he had repeatedly undergone caute¬ 
risation, esjwclaUy over the shoulder. The 
tumour of die sternum was of four months 
standing, and had an ulcerated Kurfsce, 
which secreted u aeio-puruleut liquid. Un 
examination with a prob*, the sternum was 
fouud denuded and carious. The joint ap¬ 
peared free from di&eusv, being in no way 
imueded in iti motion. On the 11 rb of 
July, M. Beoucheue having made a crucial 
incision, and detached the flips from the 
parts beneath, laid bare th* stem uni, which 
was found diaeaaed^lo p considerable ex¬ 
tent, its carious portion being surrounded 
by a anil, bleeding, fungoid flesh. The dis¬ 
eased surface wu touched with the white 
hot iron, aud the wmiud afterwards simply 
dressed. Two hours after ihe operatiou, *u 
profuse htetuorrhage ensued, winch, sm up- 
jieared on removing the bandage,took place 
from the cancellous tissue of the sternum, 
Md wa» arrested by compresses of kgaric. 


Four days afterwards, the wotted was again 
examined, and the disease of the sternum 
appearing by no means checked m its pro¬ 
gress, it was for a second lime caulejflsed j 
no heinonliage ensued, but withiu a short 
time, erysipelas appeared round the would, 
und rapidly spread over the right side of th* 
neck, face, aud scalp; the paria were enor¬ 
mously swelled, tense, und paiuful; the pa¬ 
tient was very feverish, delirious, &c. Re¬ 
peated bleediug, antiphlogistic remedies, 
and low diet, having subdued the general 
inflammatory state. Hie wound began also to 
assume a healthy aspect, and to suppurato 
as before; several pieces of bone having 
exfoliated, the ulcers rapidly proceeded to¬ 
wards cicatrisation, which in ten weeks wua 
nearly completed. 


HOPITAL DE LA CHARITE. 

SUFSL*RATION or TIIB OVABIES AND. FAL¬ 
LOPIAN iv-ais. 

Maris Dean uit, thirty-seven years old, 
was admitted into this hospital on the 2 d 
of September. She hod borne three chil¬ 
dren, bad always regularly menstruated, 
and, till the last four or five months, en¬ 
joyed good health. From this period the 
begin to be affected with coauvenes*, 
accompanied by violent pain in the. right 
aide Of the belly,' und numbness of the right 
thigh. * Injections aud aperients generally 
relieved these symptoms, which, if left to 
themselves, ended in uuurea aud vomiting. 
In August, the pain which had hitherto heeu 
confined to the right side, began to be felt 
in thu left iliac region, when a tumour waa 
observed, the inercate of which was attend¬ 
ed by numbness aud shooting pain of tho 
left ihit.li. On her admission into the hos¬ 
pital, she was found in the follow ing state : 
the tumour, in the foil iliac reginu, was ex- 
tremedy painful, aud appeared to he very 
. deep-sent: d i it ra sed the integuments for 
ubnut un iuch above the lest of the abdo¬ 
men, aud could be corsred by I he bttvd; 
the strength of the left leg whs much 
impaired; its heat and sensibility were 
uaiuial. The patient was costive, and vo¬ 
mited almost every thing, very rood after 
ingestion ; the whole abdomen was very 
tense aud tender. Under the repeated ap¬ 
plication of leeches, ami the use of emollient 
poultices aud mucilaginous potions, no alte¬ 
ration coined. During the menstruation, 
which, ou the Gth of Suptemher, appeared 
iu due time aud quantity, the pain aud aick- 
ueat somewhat subsided, hut recurred after 
the evacuation had ceased. On the 2d of 
October, the paticut having hitherto suffer¬ 
ed much from ccustaut coativeneas, colic 
l*ias, and vomiting, was attacked with pro*

On die left aide of the utemo a 
largo tumour was observed, which, on a 
closer examination, was found to bean enor¬ 
mous abscess communicating with the fallo¬ 
pian tube, which wax, for die moat part, much 
oBatad, inflamed, and in a otste of suppura¬ 
tion. At the bottom of thio sbeceas, aba 
ovary was found in an enlarged ataSs, Bid 
sontnining aomo porulent matter. The eh- 
■ecu oommuoicsled with the rectum by a 
circular perfontion, about the fourth part of 
na inch in diumeter. On the right alia, the 
fallopian tabe wu also ioond dilated nod 
ialoard, without, hawavtr, leading into an 
absence; die orarr waa of the ana of a- 
hen'a egg, and filled with pus- The hladdor 
and uterus were healthy; the nauooueifioOe- 
hruueof the large intestines, waa ulooraSod 
in many places.

•hall treat of the dipeases of gestation. 

When women are anxious, as in illegiti¬ 
mate gestation more especially, to know 
whether they are pregnant or not, there is 
yet e third mode of ascertaining the paint, 
aad that ia, by a careful elimination with 
tha hand; . and this, indeed, in some dubi¬ 
ous oaaes, ia the only certain mode in which 
it can be investigated. Now the manual 
examination of pregnancy may be divided 
into two kinds; that of the earlier, 1 
meu, and that of the latter months. When 
an investigation is instituted, in the end 
of • reputed gestation, the patient may be 
placed in the recumbent position, with 
the pelvis and shoulders moderately ele¬ 
vated, end the lumber vertebre depressed, 
so u to approximate the muscles, and give 
a complete relaxation to tbe coverings. 
Care, too, must be token, that the bladder 
be emptied, whether by the natural efforts, 
pr tha catheter, as the interposition of socu- 
multted water, may frustrate the whole 
inquiry. The abdominal surface may be 
Well lubricated with oil. These prepara¬ 
tions made, you may lay the hand on the ab¬ 
domen above the umbilicus, often perceiving 
there, on pressure, the gurgling of the in¬ 
testines, with some degree of elasticity, 
especially towards the middle months. 
Having completed this pSTtof the inquiry, 
you next examine the middle end inferior 
parts in the way here demonstrated, observ¬ 
ing the outline of tbe uterus—-its rounduess 
—its firmness under pressure—its equable 
surface—its position in tbe middle of the 
abdomen—and, in addition to ail this, in 
some instances, the movements of the 
foetus. The movements of the foetus may, 
perhaps, be produced sometimes by tbe 
sudden application of a cold hnnd, or by 
changing the position of the patient, who 
may place herfelf successively in the se¬ 
dentary, lateral, recumbent, or other pos¬ 
tures, while the hand still rests over the 
region of the womb. Under these move¬ 
ments, now and then, 1 know not that 1 can 
say frequently, the accoucheur may be able 
to feel the child distinctly—a sudden blow 
may be given by the arm or leg of tbe 


foetus; and where there is no deception 
practised on the part of the woman, which 
there will not be, unless she is anxious to 
be thought pregnant, this sign may be look¬ 
ed on ss decisive. 1 have sometimes felt 
the child leap three or four times in the 
ooune of five ruinates. This point investi¬ 
gated, you desire the patient to change her 
position, and lie in the posture of labour, 
on the left side, close upon the edge of the 
bed, with the loins posteriorly, nnd tbe ab¬ 
domen inclined towards the mstlrass, with 
the knees tnd bosom mutually approxi¬ 
mated, in the manner so often demon¬ 
strated. Having placed the patient in a 
proper position, vou then lubricate the 
first two fingers of tbe left band, and pass 
to the oe uteri. In reputed pregnancy, an 
unbroken hymen is not impossible, but it is 
po csrtain disproof of gestation; it may be 
proper, therefore, still to continue the in¬ 
vestigation ; and without much injury to this 
membrane, the examination may be made, 
but one finger only must be employed. 
When one or more of the fingers have' 
been passed to the os uteri, this may be 
found to be more or less expanded; so that, 
in many cases, without much disturbance, 
the membranes, and the head of the fietus, 
may be felt at tha opening, especially in the 
end of pregnancy. Further pursuing tbe 
investigation, you may place • one or two 
fingers of the left hand on the front of the 
os uteri, and the contiguous cervix; making, 
at tbe same time, with the right hand, a 
counter-pressure externally above the pubes, 
right or left; and by this munoauvre, pro¬ 
vided the presentation be vertical, the head 
of the foetus may often be felt between the 
two bonds, nnd distinctly enough. Lastly, 
placing the fingers upon the oex vix, between 
the mouth of the womb aud the symphysis 
pubis, you may direct tbe patient to assume 
a posture intermediate between the seden¬ 
tary and the recumbent, in whiah position 
the head of the foetus may often be felt 
through the neck of the uterus; aud .then, if 
with a slight blow you give it an impulse, it 
rises in the water, and, in a second or two, 
subside* upon the finger again. This, too, 
in many oases, may be observed repeatedly, 
and in a manner too obvious to aumit of a 
mistake. These observations cannot always 
be made, yet they may in many cues; and 
when they do occur, whether separately or in 
combination, they may, I think, be deemed 
decisive ; for there can uo longer be a 
reasonable doubt of pregnancy, when we 
can feel tbe movements—the mcnibraiice— 
and, above all, the bead of the foetus; whe¬ 
ther this is to he diatinguiahrd at the os 
uteri, or through the neck or the uterus, or 
by the joint-examination of the regionabuvo 
tue pubes externally-, and the cervix within. 
So, then, by feeliug the membranes at the 
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o* atari, and sometimes the bead—by feel¬ 
ing the head through the neck of the uterus 
internally between the oa uteri and the 
symphysis pabii—by feeling the head of! 
the rartos interposed between the two bands | 
placed at once respectively, externally, and 
within—by feeling, as be&re demonstrated! 
the movements of the bead, as it rises and 
falls when afloat in the liquor amnii, you 
may, I think, in most, if not all cases, not 
only raise a high probability of pregnancy t 
but for a certainty infer its existence ; and 
by this method, in the and of gestation, 1 
have often been able to decide the point. 

In the earlier months of gestation, you 
are sometimes requested to determine whe¬ 
ther the woman be, or not, pregnant; and if j 
you pasaess the requisite dexterity, it is 
genendly easy enough to distinguish an en¬ 
largement of the uterus, but it is not so easy 
to determine whether the enlargement ia to 
he attributed to pregnancy, or other causes ; 
for the womb may grow ia consequence 
of scirrhous, or polypus, or hydatids, or 
moles, or from a combination of theae auc¬ 
tions. An opinion in the earlier months, 
therefore, ia alwaya, more or leas doubtful; 
but these cases of morbid enlargement, in 
general practice at leaat, are not very fre¬ 
quent ; so that if the woman hsve been ex¬ 
posed to the eaoses of impregnation, a 
womb, as large as the foetal head, ia a strong 
presumption in favour of gestation ; and 
the presumption becomes strengthened, 
provided the patient have manifested, pre¬ 
viously, no indications of uterine disease. 

When anxious to ascertain with nicety 
what may be the bulk of the womb, in the 
earlier months, we may direct the patient to 
drink copiously of water a few hours before, 
so as to enlarge the bladder, which should 
then be evacuated thoroughly by the cathe¬ 
ter, or the natural efforts, so as to relax 
thoroughly the abdominal coverings in the 
region of the pubes. The patient, prepared 
in this manner, is then to be laid upon the 
left aide, the nearer the edge of the bed the 
better, and two fingers of the left hand be¬ 
ing placed on the os uteri, lire fingers of 
the right hand may be placed above the 
pubes, where, with a moderate shore of 
manual dexterity, the fundus, aud, at the 
aame time, the bulk of the womb may be 
felt in most cases, unleu the system be un¬ 
usually loaded with adepp. This observa¬ 
tion having been made with care, another 
may be instituted'iT the fore.Unger of the 
left hand may be pineal on the back of j 
the womb, (for the rectum gives access to 
it,) the thumb of this hand may, at the same 
time, be rested upon the mouth of the 
uterus, while, as before, the fingers of die 
right hand may be applied to the fundus, 
where it lies aliove and behind the aymphy- 
■is pubis; and by this method of examina¬ 


tion, the bulk of the uterus may be again 
ascertained. Besidea these toicer inquiries, 
which all patients may not he able to toftr, 
two others may be essayed; end we may 
feel the large body of the uterus from the 
vagina, especially near the symphysis pobii.; 
and we may throw the uterus from side to 
side, balancing it in this manner upon the 
finger; and we may place the patient in the 
■emi-recumbent posture of this image, so 
that the plane of the brim may lie horisou- 
tally, afterwards Hcertaining the weight of 
the uterus, by supporting it upon the summit 
of the index linger, inserted for this purpose a 
little way into the oe uteri when by the weight, 
the momentum, the bulk of tlte uterus, 
where it ia felt behind the symphysis, we 
may form a shrewd conjecture reepecting 
its general use. Thus, then, by examining 
from the vagina, the rectnm, ana the cover- 
rags'of the abdomen; by weighing, balanc¬ 
ing, and from behind the pubis feeling the. 
body of the tttenis, proceeding in the way 
which I -will now demonstrate, by means of 
thU apparatus, the enlargement of the 
uterus may, in general, be made out. Do 
not, however, form your opinion too hastily. 
If neoessaiy, let a second examination be 
made, at the end of a few weeks. If the 
womb be pregnant in the course of this 
time, it will acquire a considerable incre¬ 
ment of bulk, and this may further help our 
diagnosis here. AU patients may not be 
able to bear these examinations. The neck 
of the womb is, in some women, very flexi¬ 
ble so that while the body remains motion¬ 
less, the cervix givee way with facility ; 
thus, when the womb is heavy, the cervix 
may more with little momentum, and an 
opinion taken from thia observation, would 
be liable to deceive. 

And thus much, then, respecting the in¬ 
dications by which gestation is known; the 
ordinary, the anomalous, and those which are 
taken from manual investigation. Should 
all these signs prove indecisive, there is atQl 
one other which can scarcely fail ua ; but I 
deem it belter not to mention it; and t 
should ndvise you, if it be doubtful, to 
wait till the end of ten or twelve months, 
when, unless the gestation is extra-uterine, 
or out of all rule, parturition must, sooner or 
later, occur.

ON HYDROPHOBIA. 

Jiif Da. C*. Mma, of Pittnburgh. 

Tun author points out two remedies to 
which the lower classes in Russia, from 
time immemorial, have attached the most 
implicit credit as preventative* of rabies; 
Euphorbia Cyparissias,* and Anohusa Offici¬ 
nalis, they are taken in conoentruled decoc-

tione, and an even laid to. have cured 
hydrophobia, which, however, ia doubted 
by Dr. Mayer. 

As to the sublingual vesicles of Maro* 
ebetti, be his never seen them, nor could 
they be discovered in any one of the fifty 
individuals affected with rabies, who were 
treated iu the hospital of Moscow. 

The swallowing of a large quantity of 
fresh blood has lately been recommended; 
and Dr. Mayer was informed that, in the 
southern parts of liussia, the blood of the 
Anas Clypeatat ia so universally employed in 
hydrophobia, that the bird ia bred for this 
purpose alone. There exist, however, no 
proofs of the efficacy oftthis method. 

Dr. Mayer relates two cases of hydropho¬ 
bia, which, from their pathological and 
therapeutical interest, deserve the atten¬ 
tion of oar readers. 

1. A man, forty yean of age, was, in the 
month of May, 1880, bitten by a cat; the 
wound healed in four days. On the 19th 
of March, 1881, he was tormented by a vio¬ 
lent venereal desire, which he, however, 
did sot satisfy. On the evening of the 
same day he became morose, and had all 
the precursory symptoms of rabies, which 
fint manifested itself on the 85th of May, 
by .a violent shivering and terror at the 
sight of the holy water, in a church. He 
was immediately carried into the hospital, 
and .soon exhibited all the symptoms of 
(maimed hydrophobia. The contact of 
tepid wateT caused leas shivering and con¬ 
vulsions than that of oold water, and there 
waa no dread of bright surfaces. The cica¬ 
trix of the wound waa scarified, and covered 
with a blister; five ounces of blood were 
taken from the arm ; and, aocoiding to Ma- 
gendie'a plan, a pint of water, at 101 de¬ 
grees, wu injected into the cephalic vein 
of the right arm, during which operation 
the patient had a burning sensation in the 
left subclavian region : after it, the pulse 
fell fmm 90 to 60, and became very small. 
This injpctiou of waim wuter wn« twice re¬ 
peated in the space of about eight hours, 
snd accompanied by nearly the sume symp¬ 
toms ; the vein became, in its whole course, 
turgid and painful, uud the patient eom- 

£ lamed of a very unpleasant sensation of 
eavineas in the region of the heart. At 
miduight a profuse perspiration came on, 
especially on the chest, without, however, 
being followed by any alteration in his state. 
On the 85th of May, the injection waa re¬ 
peated ; to the dread of water, a perfect 
honor of wind, or any movement iu the air, 
succeeded. At noou, he was prevailed upon 
to take some hot beer, of which he ai last,

glands vote filled wilh a dark liquid blood. 

9. A young man bad an ulcer on the left 
leg, which he Buffered his dog to lick fre¬ 
quently j it healed Within a short time, but 
the dog shortly became rabid, and six-end- j 
twenty months afterwards the yOnog maul 
wu, without any ftirther assignable cause, 
attacked wilh hydrophobia. In this patient, j 
also, dread of the least movement in the; 
air was observed. He died on the eighth! 
day of the diseue. 

On examination, the brain and medulla 
spinalis presented unequivocal signs of in- 
flammition, which appeared to hue bad its 
principal seat in the costa of the cerebral 
Herns .—HufelamTi Journal. 
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apoplectic fit. Leecbei rid flapping seemed 
to cause a remission of the symptoms, but 
they soon returned with increased violence, 
and he died on the ume day. Hia body, 
-also, exhibited no eigne of the plegue. On 
the Sd of May I waa geqaested to see the 
widow, who, 1 wu told, wu slightly indis¬ 
posed from excessive grief. 1 hastened to 
her house, but she had already expired. 
Thirty-six hours after this event I wu my¬ 
self seised with a violent fit of shivering 
and convulsions, which terminated in fre¬ 
quent vomiting. Within a few hours my 
body waa covered with buboes, carbuncles, 
and ptteehic. This dreadful disease con¬ 
tinued for two months, and my recovery wu 
not completed before a twelvemonth. Of 
my five servants, four were victims to llieiT 
seal, or rather their Turkish fatalism; the 
fifth egoaped the disease altogether. Dr. 
Audriac, a French physician, who, with the 
greatest intrepidity exposed himself to the 
fnfection, without using any other precau¬ 
tion than frequent weahiug with aromatio 
vinegar, and wearing a drees of eere*cloth, 
paid me a visit: two days afterwards he 
died with a bubo. During, and after my 
recovery, I saw and came in contact with 
many patients, u 1 considered myself per¬ 
fectly free from danger; and the observa¬ 
tions which I had thus the opportunity of 
making, convinced me, that the plague is a 
much more varied disease than is generally 
believed. The following are the results to 
which 1 was finally led 

1. The plague is endemic in Egypt, but 
ire manifestation depends on several causes, 
which seem to prevail only from March to 
the end of July. 

2. Contact alone is not sufficient to com-

vomiting. By nauseating the system wc 
roduce relaxation, not only of muscular 
bre, but likewise of the vascular system in 
general. Squill moy be considered as a 
useful expectorant, but it certainly must 
give place to those 1 previously named. 
Italian physicians have exhibited unarmed 
antimony to the extent of five or six grains a 
dote, and they contend its effects are extra¬ 
ordinary in subduing the disease; 1 have 
given it to very nearly the same extent, 
which the stomach has retained, jet 
hot with any apparent advantage, for as 
large and repeated bleedings were resorted 
to as in ordinary iustancc*.

When the pulse con- 
tinea frequent and die cough troublesome, 
after the more urgent symptoms have abated, 
digitalis, either in the form of powder or in¬ 
fusion, may be given with advantage, great 
caution, of course, is necessary to be observed 
during its use, and likewise its action to be 
narrowly watched. Cokhicum has, by some 
practitioners, been greatly extolled, and, iu 
their estimation, it promises to supersede 
the use of digitalis, when the Utter U indi¬ 
cated, yet 1 must confess myself sceptical 
on lhat point, and with a fair proportion of 
reason, tievcr having seen it, except in a so¬ 
litary instance, answer the proposed end, 
namely, that of reducing die actiou of the 
heart and arteries. 1 Lave seen it pre¬ 
scribed generally in the form of powder, 
which is by far the best modu of giving it. 
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Great care ia necessary in preparing it, aa 
the heat ahould never m allowed to exceed 
104 degrees of Fahrenheit, for, ahould R 
greater temperature be used, its mucilagin¬ 
ous property becomes destroyed, on which 
its principal action is said to depend. I 
must, of course, be uuderstood to apply the 
above observations to ita use as s lufotitufe 
for digitalis, since very few esn dispute its 
good effects, which are found to arise when 
exhibited either in rtaiRwfiMiii or podagra. 
There can be no impropriety in giving our 
pitieat, provided they may have previously 
passed restless nights, an opiate at bed¬ 
time; the belter form is that of Badey'a 
Anodyne which rarely produces disturbance 
of the head. Purgatives of the aeline kind 
should be repeated occasionally throughout 
the disease, and the diet of the patient be 
strictly antiphlogistic. In regard to the use 
of mucilaginous drinks they are rarely fovnd 
productive of the least good; they ought, in¬ 
deed, to be expunged from practice. The 
tame observation may be applied to oily 
emulsions whibh are frequently made the 
menstrua for edaveying more active re¬ 
medies.

Seeing no immediate 
danger in the case, sufficient menieiues to 
last till Saturday were given, on which day 
tbe mother was told to attend. She came, 
however, on the Friday, and I prescribed 
for the child, as sho hud come out of the 
regular order of attendance. 1 found the 
blond oozing slightly from the gum; the 
chief disease existing iu tbe child's consti¬ 
tution generally, and in the abdominal vis¬ 
cera in particular. An active styptic was 
ordered to the gum, with the necessary 
directions, and aperients and astringent 
tonics prescribed. Tbe mother returned 
again on Saturday, (one of the days in the 
regular order of her attendance,) when the 
physician of that day saw the child. 
Blood, or rather bloody water, continued to 
ooze from tbe gum. Petechia* had now ap¬ 
peared on tbe body, and the mother was 
made acquainted with the danger. The 
muriated tincture of iron was directed to be 
constantly applied to tbe gum; nnd nitric 
acid, with Cascarilln bark, were prescribed 
internally. 1 saw no more of either tbe 
mother or child.'* 

With reference to tbe long paragraph of 
puerile declamation in which the author in¬ 
dulges against the medical officers of the In¬ 
stitution, it is unnecessary for them to make 
uny remark. It is only where he refers to 
alleged facts or circumstances, that he re¬ 
quires to be noticed. 

ii. He alludes to the tearing out of a leaf 
iu the house* visitors’ book. This occurred 
some years ago, under circumstances of mis¬ 
conception ou tbe parts both of a medical 
officer and house-visitor; but, as the mat¬ 
ter was explained at the following meeting 
of the Committee, and long before the writer 
of the letter had ll<e honour of being one 
of that body, it could in no way promote tbe 
interests of tbe charity now to l^fier to it. 

3. The author of the letter next alludes 
to a motion curried iu the Committee, re¬ 
specting a book, in which they wish the 
medicul officers to sign their names, with 
lire day and date of their attendance, mid 
tketmie of their arrival at, and departure 
from, tfep inatitution. This the medical 
offiem, without a single exception, have 
refused Jia comply with. The motion was 
brought fd(3*ard by theWhor of the letter, 
arid -was trii&ed by them with the respect 
it deserved. It should be remarked, that 
proper register-books of patients, with the 
diseases, &c., are always kept nl the Insti¬ 
tution ; and the medicul officers preserve 
full details of the more important cases. 

4. We hare nothing to do with the direct¬ 
ing or providing for the accommodation or 
comforts pf .the patients; this rests with the 
Committee themselves. It surely cannot 
be expected that, in addition to gratuitous

attendance, we are to furnish a room and 
provide it wilh coals, when it is the duty 
of the ('ommitiee themselves to do so; and, 
where one dispenser only i3 kept, a number 
cf patients cannot always be provided with 
their medicines iu a short time. The phy¬ 
sicians and Burgeons are iu noway the cause 
of the delay the patients experience in ob¬ 
taining their medicines. 

We havo now adverted to all that re¬ 
quires notice in the Committee-man's letter; 
and we have no hesitation in atating, that it 
has been written in opposition to, or with¬ 
out the knowledge of, the body of which he 
is a member, in conclusion, we unhesi¬ 
tatingly declare, that, with tbe exception 
of periods of illness, our attendance has been 
uniformly regular; and, whilst we have en¬ 
deavoured to advance the medical reputa¬ 
tion of the Institution, we have avoided 
compromising our own character by acts 
which, however they he veiled by the gloss 
of benevolence or philanthropy, are neither 
compatible with professional duties nor pro¬ 
fessional respectability.

Oct. 14th, J. Cuwthorn, a labouring man, 
wns feeding a patent chaff-cutting machine; 
but his foot slipping, bis left hand came in 
contact with one of the blades, which com¬ 
pletely divided The middle finger from its 
extremity to the base of the second pha¬ 
lanx, the bones being equally divided. On 
presenting it to he dressed, the wound ap¬ 
peared very wide, the upper portion being 
much elevated. Strips of plaster were im¬ 
mediately applied, and the two ports brought 
into close contact. A. bandage, was applied 
rather firmly over the plaster, nnd the finger 
allowed to remain for two dayi without 
dressing, no inflammation supervening. 
On the Kith, the wound seemed to be firmly 
uniting, and the plasten were renewed. 
Ou the 18th, lliero appeared a little ten¬ 
dency to separation, owing to his having 
used liia hand; but a small compress of lint 
restored the connexion, and from that tituo 
it rapidly united. On the Oth of Novem¬ 
ber, the union was completely restored, 
and the finger firm and sound.

W* coll the attention of our readers to ft 
Report of the Proceedings which took place 
at the Freemasons* Tavern on Tuesday lust, 
in consequence of an Advertisement calling 
on the Friends of Surgical Reform, the.sup¬ 
porters of a Free Medical Press, and the 
humane contributors to our Hospitals ami 
Infirmaries, to assemble for the purpose of 
taking into consideration the propositions 
which, as will he seen, were discussed arid 
adopted at the Meeting. The Meeting was 
advertised for seven o’clock, aud, shortly 
after that hour, was numerously attended; 
but, by the time the chair was taken, the 
room was crowded to un overflow; nearly 
three hundred persons being present. 

We are not insensible to the mark of op- 
probation spontaneously bestowed upon nur 
public conduct by the numerous mid highly 
respectable meeting assembled on this oc¬ 
casion, but we consider the proceedings at 
that Meeting more especially entitled In 
attention, us affording a proof of the state of 
public feeling with respect to the corrupt 
system which prevails at our charitable in¬ 
stitutions—a system which must, ere long, 
undergo a complete reform. We are loo 
thoroughly persuaded of the advantages of 
apposition in ail cases, and under all circum¬ 
stances involving matters of public inte¬ 
rest, not to be well pleased at findiug, that 
the KcA-dulioiiS proposed at the Meeting 
were opposed; nor have we uiuch reason 
to be ditsatisfied at hading, that they coaid 
not be resisted on any stronger ground* than 
those which were offered against them by 
])r. Hum. If the Corruptionists artf ml 
likely to profit much by the talent which 
Dr. Siiul has displayed in their behalf, they 
are, at nay rate, indebted lo him for his in¬ 
trepidity ; fur this gentleman has volun¬ 
teered his disapprobation of a work which, 


it is plain, upon hia own showing, that lie 
does not read. The readers of this Journal 
will require no stronger evidence of this

I ought to observe, that it makes the stools 
. very black. Of hydrocyanic acid 1 hare hod 
▼ery little experience in these coses. Some 
of my medical friends think it of much ef¬ 
ficacy in quieting the stomach, and i would, 
therefore, recommend it to your attention. 
Recollect, however, that the remedy is not 
without its dangers, and beware. Five or 
six minims in the day I would not rashly 
exceed. 

If there is an inflammation about the con¬ 
junctiva of the eye, there is an irritability 
of the other parts of the organ ; if thcro is 
an inflammation of the inner membrane, the 
bladder and the urethra become irritable; 
and,in like manner, the stumach and bowels 
become irritable ulso, iu consequence of 
flammation of the membranes which line 
them. That such is the state of the mu¬ 
cous tunic of these parts, you may sus¬ 
pect, if the tongue is red aud swelled; 
if the evacuations are emitted with im¬ 
petuosity, and with heat at the anus; 
or if, lastly, the pulse is at 100 or 105, 
and the abdomen is somewhat tender under 
the touch. When the irritability of the 
bowels is caused by inflammation of the 
mucous membrane, it may, perhaps, be cut 
short by the antiphlogistic plan, mure espe¬ 
cially by applying leeches to the abdomen, 
to be followed by a large blister, the practi¬ 
tioner not forgetting cautious venesection. 
The esses which are the best adapted for 
this sort of treatment are those in which 
you have the symptoms here enumerated, 
and where the patient, though still labouring 
under the disease, has a moderate share of 
strength remaining. I was requested by my 
friend, Mr Steriy, to see a patient who had 
a good deal of irritability of the stomach, 
commencing in the middle period of preg¬ 
nancy, and continuing till after her delivery. 
When i saw her, there were about ten or 
twelve watery evacuations in the course of 
the day, the tongue was swelled and red, 
the anus was &or-, there was tenderness aud 
heat about the abdomen, and the pulse was 
about 100 in the minute. In this case, or¬ 
dinary remedies having failed, about twelve 
leeches were applied to the abdomen ; other 
remedies hud been tried, without effect; a 
large vesication was afterwards produced, 
and the cure, of consequence, was sudden 
and complete. The evacuations became 
more solid iu a few days ; and this womun, 
who seemed to be in great danger of sink¬ 
ing under the discharges from the alimen¬ 
tary tube, was completely re-established, 
and afterwards became the mother of ano¬ 
ther child. 

There is a third method of treatment, 
from which great advantage has sometimes 
been derived, and that is abstinent*. Where 
the woman throws up every thing she takes,

it is nqt to her nourishment, bat an emetic* 
Now if, under these circumstances, she will 
remain for a few days, two or three, for 
example, without food, the irritability of the 
stomach may subside somewhat; aud food, 
afterwards given with caution, may be re¬ 
tained. And here it is worth your know¬ 
ing,—as, no doubt, most of you do know,— 
that when you wish the patient to abstain 
from taking food into the stomach, she may 
be supported by nutrient injections into the 
bowels. By my friend, Dr. Hull, of Man¬ 
chester, a case is narrated, in which a hypo¬ 
chondriac, cutting his throat with a razor, 
inflicted a wound on the tesophugus, with¬ 
out, however, destroying life. By the ad¬ 
vice of this distinguished practitioner the pa¬ 
tient abstained entirely from food to be taken 
into the stomach, and, during three whole 
weeks, lie was supported entirely by nu¬ 
trients injected into the bowels. liildanut 
has reported the case of a woman who, from 
irritability of tbe stomach, rejected all food 
during a space of five weeks ; but she was 
supported the whole time in the way above 
intimated, being oared, «nd becoming, at 
length, the mother ef a vigorous infant. 

By Dr. Friend, in bis eloquent letter to 
Dr. Mead, an oilier cose ii recorded, in 
which, from a ttrictun in the (esophagus, the 
food was prevented from entering the gas¬ 
tric cavity into the stomach; and, in this 
case, it is added that, for weeks together, 
the patient, a nobleman, was supported iu 
the manner mentioned by Hildanus. In 
short, when the buwels are not very irrita¬ 
ble, and you wish the stomach to be per¬ 
fectly quiet, you have it in your power to 
supersede the* operations of this organ, for 
days, or even weeks, in succession, by a 
judicious administration of intestinal nutri¬ 
tion. Preparation of eggs, strong broth, or, 
perhaps, the serum of animals, may be found 
to answer tlie purpose, as well as most 
kinds of nourishment; but 1 have had but 
small experience here. 

Again, should all these remedies fail, you 
have yet another, and that is the induction 
of premature delivery; for, when delivery 
occurs, there is reason to hope that this vo¬ 
miting will cease, in determining on the 
use of this remedy, however, remember, in 
the first place, that, if the woman is very 
much reduced, there ii always a danger in 
these cases, lest tbe patient should link un¬ 
der accidental flnoding; this ought to be 
mentioned to the friends before the opera¬ 
tion ia perfumed. Further, provided the 
delivery be brought on before the comple¬ 
tion of seven months and s fortnight, the 
child will frequently die, but if after the 
seventh month and a fortnight complete, it 
may be expected to live; and, therefore, 
when the remaining strength of the woman 
permits, it may bs better to delay the deli- 
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Tery till this term i« completed. Nor, in 
the third place, it it to be forgotten, that, 
where premature delivery it thua brought 
on, children are often presenting pretenia- 
turally,—the leg or the nates, the arm or 
the shoulder, being placed over the centre of 
the pelvis, instead of the vertex; nor that 
the child may perish, under the best ma¬ 
nagement, in consequence of this unfavour¬ 
able position. 

When, from irritability of the stomach 
and bowels, women are iu a high degree of 
weakness, it becomes of great importance 
to nouriah the ayatem; and tbia, provided all 
or the greater part of the food taken by the 
mouth bo rejected by the stomach, is by no 
means a very eusy task. In cases of ex¬ 
treme emaciation, in consequence of this 
gastric or intestinal irritability, you will 
not suppose that I design rashly to advise 
you to nourish the patient by the injection 
of blood into the vessels; I cannot, how¬ 
ever, forbear remarking on thia occasion, 
that this mode of treatment is not alto¬ 
gether impracticable. 1 remember once, 
many yeurs ago, taking a dog, aud nourish¬ 
ing the animal for three entire weeks, 
merely by means of blood, which was in¬ 
jected into the external jugular vein; every 
day, or every other day, several ounces were 
injected, and, in this manner, without the 
help of any food, the lyBtem was sustained ; 
water only was allowed this dog; and, 
though repeated observations were made, it 
is remarkable, that no voracity of appetite 
could be observed, during bis three weeks' 
abstinence. 

1 have observed to you already, that 
where the stomach fails altogether, the 
system may, to appearance, be supported by 
intestinal injections ; nor must we ever lose 
sight of this; every four or five hours, iu 
esses of this kind, the injections may be 
thrown up, any to the measure of six or 
eight ounces ; and, in those cases iu which 
the rectum is irritable, perhaps its reten¬ 
tive power may be assisted by opiates—by 
the small measure of die injection, and by 
the cautious manner in which it is infused. 
Reid’s excellent syringe answers admirably 
for these purposes. 

' Hut wherever the stomach is not totally 
disabled from acting, gastric nourishment 
is, 1 think, to be decidedly preferred, and 
tbe following hinta may not be without 
their use. Throughout the whole four-and- 
twenty hours, the stomach may not be 
equally irritable; and thua some 'may bear 
nourishment in the earlier, some in tbe 
middle, and some in the latter period of the 
day; the tendency to morning vomiting, 
during pregnancy, is notorious to all. Now, 
in patienta labouring under the disease 
which we are now considering, you ought 
carefully to inquire into the state of the 
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stomach, and aioertain at what part of the 
four-and-twenly hours the irritability ap¬ 
pears to be the least excited, iu order that 
the food may be, at these times, adminis¬ 
tered. Again : solids msy sometimes be 
retained by the stomuch, where fluids, which 
give rise to more dilatation, may he speedily 
thrown off; und therefore you should ascer¬ 
tain, from observations, which of those two 
kinds of nourishment may suit best with 
tbe gastric cavity. Solids have the advan¬ 
tage of lying in a smaller compass, within 
that compu.ss the? contain a much larger 
supply of uuurisluneut, nor are they so apt 
to produce gas. To these two remarks you 
may add a third, which is, that much de¬ 
pends, in cases of irritability of the stomach, 
upon tbe mere bulk ot the food taken. A 
woman, may, perhaps, be able to bear two 
or three table-spoonfuls of some fluid, as 
milk, fur example, where she would not be 
able to bear half a pint. M ow it is to be 
recollected, that if your patient is lying 
quiet iu bed, a very small quantity of nou¬ 
rishment, either of solid or fluid, may bn 
amply sufficient to support tbe system. Ac¬ 
cordingly, patients lying in bed, who could 
not bear the larger quantities of food with¬ 
out rejecting them, have done very well, 
when they lmve merely taken two or three 
table-spoonfuls of milk every three or four 
hours. Lu their state of quiescence, this 
nourishment was enough. 

Carnes.—Upon the more immediate causes 
of irritability of the stomach and bowels, in 
these cases, it is not my design to enlarge ; 
for, on the subject of proximate causes, 
though important, we are all apt to tuik 
nonsense, but the following hints may not 
be misplaced. A principal disposing cause 
to the diseusu, seems to be pregnancy in so 
much, that though we liml the disease, it is 
true, continuing sometimes after delivery, 
yet, generally, it is relieved by it. Preg¬ 
nancy may be supposed to operate by a sort 
of sympathy subsisting between the stomach 
aud bowels upon the one huud, mid the 
ginvid uterus, and its appendages, U{»on the 
other; and by sympathy here, 1 mean, nb on 
all occasions when 1 use this term, a combi¬ 
nation of unseen causes, whereby an im¬ 
pression on our part is enabled to operate ou 
another, with which it has no obvious con¬ 
nexion in the way of cause and effect, and 
which causes may certainly not the loss exist 
uud operate, although we are unable to point 
out distinctly iu what they consist; like the 
principle of gravity, their existence aud ope¬ 
rations may be demonstrated by facta and 
observations. 

In some esses of gastric and intestinal 
irritability, certainly tbe disease seems to 
be kept up by mere irritability of the sur¬ 
face of the bowels, and of tbe stomach, in¬ 
dependently of any inflammatory exoite- 
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ment; hut though this may he true, I om 
persuaded, that what I stated before will 
be found to In* cot reel, in many cases, 
namely, tbut the irritability of the stomach 
and bowels, is ilself sometimes reerrible to 
a certain inflammatory slute, which exists 
in the mucous membrane ; and of this 1 am 
the more persuaded, because in dissection I 
hare found in children, labouring under a 
similar atTection, the marks of inflammation, 
or nf incipient ulceration on the intestinal 
surface, to be seen, indeed, in this prepara¬ 
tion. Redness of the tongue, soreness and 
heat of the anus, sub-ohBCure tenderness of 
the abdomen, and a pulse of 103 or 110 in 
the minute, all sometimes observed—strong¬ 
ly tend to confirm onr suspicions of an in¬ 
flammatory irritation. 

F.ffnmm (flatter during pregnancy, are not 
uncommon in women, eren when in high 
lieulth. Of these effusions, the most fre¬ 
quent is, (cdemaof the limbs, sometimes of 
the right leg, sometimes of the left, occa¬ 
sionally of both, and more or less exten¬ 
sively, for the disease may be confined to 
the ancles merely, or it may reach to the 
knees. But besides this mdema, which is so 
frequent and unattended with any danger, 
there is a dropsical affection which is no¬ 
ticed by others, and which I hare myself 
seen in two cases, where the woman, during 
pregnancy, has a tendency to a general ef¬ 
fusion, water exuding in all the principal 
parts of the body, the legs, the arms, the pe¬ 
ritoneal sue, the chest, the head; the dis¬ 
ease sometimi-s predominating in one part 
of the body, and sometimes in another; 
byt all the principal parts being affected at 
once. Nor am L speaking here of general 
dropsies arising from shattered health, and 
combining with pregnancy by a mi re acci¬ 
dental concurrence ; but of those geneial 
dropsies, in the course of her gestation, which 
may assail the woman, though in all other 
respects she appear to be healthy enough, 
nor in any way the probable subject of such 
an attack. Now where the patient labours 
under ordinary (edema of the legs, the dis¬ 
ease is of no importance ; hut where, w hich 
seldom happens, the effusion is general, as 
in the cane under consideration, them is 
much to he apprehended; for the wuter 
may accumulate so largely, us to interrupt 
the great functions of the body, aud in that 
manner destroy life. 

Tieaimeiit. —If u patient labour under one 
of those general effusions of dangerous 
consequences, of course your treatment! 
should not be inactive. The most power¬ 
ful hydropic remedies, including elate- 
lium, you nre justified in using; you will 
find this to huve a various effect in different 
patients ; 8 or 10, or 1SJ, or 14 watery eva¬ 
cuations being sometimes produced by one- 
sixth of a grain, and powerfully promoting 


absorption. But besides the ordinary re¬ 
medies proper in dropsical affections, I 
should, in these case's feel strongly disposed 
to make trial of blood letting, first, because, 
as a matter of observation, 1 think 1 have 
seen it useful, and, secondly, because I 
strongly suspect, that those effusions are not 
produced by debility of the woman, but 
rather by an increased action of the exha- 
lent vessels, approaching to inflammation. 
If, indeed, a woman is very pale and thin, 
and weak, and apparently of dropsical dia¬ 
thesis, the dropsy may be considered aa 
accidental, rather than the result of preg- 
ancy; and 1 should not be inclined to re¬ 
commend the lancet here; but if a patient, 
previously in the full vigour of health, be¬ 
comes impregnated, and afterwards in the 
early, or middle, or even in the latter period 
of gestation, ia suddenly seised with effu¬ 
sion, I should consider that the use of the 
luncet was proper enough. Burns, who lias 
written ao well on midwifery, has, I think, 
made the same observation. 

There ia, too, yet another remedy peculiar 
to this form of dropsy, and not to be lose 
sight of, nnd that is, the delivery of the 
woman; for the disease being connected 
with pregnancy, and evidently of danger, in 
the more pressing cases, we are justified in 
bringing the gestation to a close as soon as 
may he. Now in the middle and latter 
months, this acceleration of delivery may be 
accomplished without any greater risk than 
would be justifiable under the given circum¬ 
stances, by introducing a proper instru¬ 
ment along the neck and mouth of the womb, 
puncturing those membranes, and discharg¬ 
ing the water, all which might be done with¬ 
out the introduction of more than one or 
two fingers, for as to the forcing a delivery 
ia these cases, by turning, or instruments; 
in the present stute of knowledge, this ia 
quite out of the question. 

A woman, of vigorous constitution enough, 
(for l will relate one or two illustrative in¬ 
stances,) was seized, during pregnancy, with 
general effusion; parturition, however, 
came on, and the complaint ceased. Bo- 
coming pregnant again, she was a secoud 
time seized with an effusion,which took place 
in the legs, the chest, and the abdomen. A 
very eminent practitioner was called in con- 
sullntion with myself in this case ; nothing 
very active was attempted ; we did not sea 
our wiiy clearly to bloodletting; the water 
continued to accumulate, and the woman 
I ultimately died, apparently from hydrolho- 
i-ax. Row here is a case, then, which illus¬ 
trates the danger of those effusions occur¬ 
ring during pregnancy, say in the earlier or 
middle months, even in women, to appear¬ 
ance, of very vigorous constitution. Some¬ 
time afterwards, 1 was culled to another 
patieut, also of u constitution tolerably 
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sound; in this cue, effusion of water liod 
taken place into the legs, the abdomen, ami 
probably the head; for al tbe rime when I saw 
ber she was insensible, and had occasion¬ 
ally convulsive fits. This woman was very 
freely bled to the amount of 40 or 50 ounces 
at least, in the course of two or three hours ; 
premature delivery was intended, but par¬ 
turition came on of itself in the course of 
the four-and-lwenty hours; llin next day 
I found the patient a great deal better; 
the day afterwards she was so much im¬ 
proved, that alic appeared to be in a state of 
speedy conva'eacence ; unfortunately, how¬ 
ever, she was seized with the puerperal fever, 
a complaint very prevalent ami fatal ut the 
time, and though she was in the hands of a 
very excellent practitioner, she suuk under 
the disease. Her improvement under tbe 
dropsical attack had been so great, that I 
had lakeu my leave of her; nor did I see 
her under the puerperal fever, till some 
three or four hours before she expired. Now 
here ia a second case, in which you have an 
example of a patient on the whole tolerably 
bealthy, seized under pregnancy with a ge¬ 
neral effusion, productive of tbe most alarm¬ 
ing symptoms; in this case, ton, you have 
an example of the effectual relief derived 
from the active use of the lancet, and the 
evneuation of the uterus; therefore, it seems, 
that, in addition to the ordinary remedies of 
dropsy, the abstraction of blood, and the in¬ 
duction of premature delivery, are, in these 
cases, tbe principal remedies, and ou them, 
without neglecting oilier measures, 1 should 
feel strongly disposed to rely. 

Hut whut is to he done iu those slighter 
attacks of sickness, or dropsy, during preg¬ 
nancy, of more ordinary occurrence, for the 
more active practices cannot be reqnired 
here! why, in the oedema of the legs, a 
blindage, a laced stocking, a little purging, 
the horizontal posture, patience, time, and 
delivery, will be of service, and in oedema of 
the labia, pressure with a T bandage, and 
compress. In b.ith cases, puncture of the 
skin might be serviceable, but I never yet 
found it necessary. In morning sickness, 
time, patience, and tbe advance of the preg- 
nncy beyond the fourth mouth, will usually 
euro the disease: bleeding from the arm 
luay be useful to the plethoric; the hori¬ 
zontal posture is proper to prevent the bear 
ing of the uterus. If any offensive smell, or 
oilier obvious cause, excite the alnmacti, this 
should be intercepted. Dr. Lewder hud it 
patient w!i«i was effectually relieved, liy re¬ 
moving from the factory of her husband, n 
coach-maker, for when she became preg¬ 
nant, the smell of the paint coutinuully ex¬ 
cited the stomach. 

Sfflhilu, in connexion with pregnancy, is, 
Bo fur ou 1 know, nut to be found among the 
upper and middle rauka of our country- 
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women, but in the lower orders of large 
number; and, in tliii town, at least, not 
wholly averae to debauchery, these syphi¬ 
litic pregnancies are of occasional occur¬ 
rence, though itill, perhaps, on the whole, 
not very common. 

I have not ascertained, by my own obser¬ 
vations, that the administration of mercury, 
in cases of pregnancy, has a tendency to 
bring on the premulure expulsion of the 
ovuin ; but such A the opinion which has 
been held by men who are very competent 
to decide on the point; and 1 have heard 
our surgical Coryphaeus, Sir Astley Coopt r, 
assert, that iu thu wards of this hospital, 
in former days, the administration of mer¬ 
cury iu tbe higher doses, agreeably to the 
ancient practice, has been observed by tbe 
sisters to induce miscarriage, ut least where 
aptitude existed. Tbe administration of mer¬ 
cury, therefore, in cases of pregnancy in 
the earlier or middle mouths, must be used 
witli corresponding cuution. 

In modern surgery, there are three prin¬ 
cipal modes in which syphilis ia treated; by 
the fuller action of mercury—by its milder 
action—and by remedies of which mercury 
form a no part- If the latter remedies are 
really as efficacious os it is contended, and 
SB all who wish well to mankind have rea¬ 
son to desire, these remedies would be pe¬ 
culiarly fitting in gestation ; and surely in 
syphilitic pregnancy, if not iu syphilis 
generally, the milder mercurial action is to 
be preferred to tbe violent; and in.-tead of 
enlivatiug tbe patient, you ought to content % 
yourselves with producing merely a sore¬ 
ness of the mouth. 

Again : there are two way’s in which the 
mercurial action may he managed in the 
syphilis of preguuucy—1 mean, either in 
such mumier as muy*comp!etely cure the 
disease, by extinguishing or destroying tbe 
poison, or iu such manner, as may effec¬ 
tually check any pressing symptoms under 
which the patient may labour, so os to sus¬ 
pend and mitigate their violence; the 
remedy being luid aside, when this pur¬ 
pose hus been obtained, to be resumed after¬ 
wards, should tiie symptoms require it. If 
a woman were in health, and hol prone to 
miscarriage, 1 should be inclined to give 
the mercury, if 1 begun it at all, in such 
quantities us to destroy the poison alto¬ 
gether; hut in womeu more weakly, and 
who have repeatedly aborted beiore, the 
best indication of an aptitude to these ex¬ 
pulsions, J should incline to try the ad- 
niinialrut ion of mercury iu smaller quantities, 
mid iu suspensive doses, as it is our duty to 
save thu child,if circumstances will permit; 
always, however, iu Hntisli midwifery, re¬ 
collecting the muxim, tlmt the life und health 
of the wuiuuu are paramo nut to every other 
consideration. This suspensory practice, 
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however, it moil be owned, it both difficult 
ond delicate. 

If a delivery occur after seven months and 
a fortnight, should the child be duly taken 
care of, it may live; if, however, on the 
other hand, the parturition occurs before 
this term is completed, it may he no easy 
task to rear it; and, certainly the earlier 
and the younger the feetus, the smaller the 
chance of its surviving. Now this is a 
principle, of which you ortght to avail your¬ 
selves, in treating syphilitic affections by 
mercury ; and if you have an option, you 
Certainly ought to delay—1 do not say the 
mercury, but the ptyalism, till the seventh 
mouth and a fortnight are completed; so 
that if the child be expelled, it may still 
live ; and the longer you delay your mercu¬ 
rial action on the system, the greater will 
be the chance of survival, should premature 
expulsion occur. Nor can 1 nccedc to the 
opinions of those, who think that if mer¬ 
cury is to be given, it should rather be 
given in the earlier period of gestation, 
under the fear, that if delivery should occur 
while the patient is in a state of salivation, 
ill consequences may be produced by it. 
You will remember, in the present mode of 
administering mercury for syphilis, the 
remedy is much less violent in its opera¬ 
tion, than when given according to former 
muxims. In the general, 1 believe, (but 
you, as surgeons, must decide this,) it is 
quite sufficient to produce, and to keep 
up for six or eight weeks, or a little 
longer, a decided soreness of the mouth, 
produced, for example, by the hydrarg. cum 
creta. Now, I will not say that a high 
state of salivation, concurrent with delivery, 
might not give rise to some danger, though 
1 do not know of any ill consequences that 
have ensued in such cues, for opportuni¬ 
ties of observing are not frequent; but I am 
satisfied that there is no immediate danger j 
resulting from a slight soreness of the; 
mouth, which is all that may be requisite, 
in order to subdue the syphilitic affection. j 
With respect, therefore, to the use of met- 1 
cury in cases of syphilis, these are my 
opinions in summary : u mercury is liable 
to produce miscarriage, use it with caution,! 
and soreness of the mouth is, in all casea, to 
be preferred to an active ptyalism; in all 
cases, mercury ought to be used sparingly; 
but caution is more especially necessary, if 
llie aptitude to miscarriage be manifest; 
provided a disposition to miscarriage is 
known to exist, it is desirable not to induce 
the soreness, before the seven months and 
the fortnight are accomplished, as the child, 
if expelled prematurely, can scarcely be 
expected to survive ; yet should the secu¬ 
rity of the mother demand on earlier ad¬ 
ministration of the remedy, her safety must 
be made paramount to every other con¬ 
sideration. 


When we meet with syphilis, in con¬ 
junction with pregnancy, we are, of course, 
led to inquire, whether much benefit might 
not be derived from any other anti-syphilitic. 
And the nitric acid has been so much re¬ 
commended, that it ought not to be over¬ 
looked. Of the efficacy of this remedy, I 
forbear to pans a personal opinion; but I 
will give you the sentiments of u man of 
large opportunities, and very capable of 
judging—1 mean the late Mr. Pearson. lie 
says, that in using the nitric acid, he bas 
found that the primary aymptoms were not 
infrequently cured—rarely, howuver, per¬ 
manently, for they were apt to return, and 
yet sometimes even permanently. He says 
further, that where patients have been la¬ 
bouring under the secondary symptoms of 
the disease, the primary symptoms have 
sometimes been cured altogether, and the 
secondary hare sometimes been cured also, 
but for s time only. He adds, respecting 
the acid, that, it seems to improve the 
strength, and that it may be given in con¬ 
junction with the mercury, but that this 
combination does not diminish the quantity 
of the mercury, which may be necessary for 
the cure. Now these are properties which 
may very reasonably recommend the acid to 
your attention, in the casea under our con¬ 
sideration ; if it will sometimes cure the pri¬ 
mary symptoms—if it will, in many canes, 
really suspend the symptoms, both primary 
and secondary, even for a few weeks only, 
cases of syphilitic pregnancy may now and 
then occur, in which it may ao effective ser¬ 
vice, in place of a less desirable, though a 
more certaiu, remedy. 

in cases of syphilis, we have been ad¬ 
vised to make use of the woods, guaiacum, 
mesereon, sassafras, and particularly the 
compound decoction of sarsaparilla. In 
this country, the woods have, 1 believe, 
been very generally rejected by the regular 
practitioner os cures for the affection, though 
an opinion is Bgain gaining ground, that 
syphilis may be cured wilbont mercury-— 
certainly good news for the human race.’ Jn 
the warmer climate, the woods, it bus been 
surmised, may be of greater effect; and, 
owing to a greater virulence in the disease, 
they may loae their effect in the colder cli¬ 
mates; for there is a larking suspicion that 
the venereal poison becomes more violent 
in our colder altitudes, than in ‘those re¬ 
gions which lie nearer the line. Now, if it 
really be the case, that the woods possess a 
greater power in the warmer countries, if 
any of you should he practising in the East 
Indies, for instance, as many of our coun¬ 
trymen do, it might, perhups, be worthy our 
while to give a fuller trial to the woods 
there, though 1 deem it right to odd that, 
by Mr. Mansell, who has practised much in 
the Indian Peninsula, 1 am informed that in 
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syphilis, mercury is the remedy on which 
the European practitioners rely. 

In the syphilis of pregnancy, there is 
another palliative which deserves our atten¬ 
tion, and that is the caustic. For it is a 
curious fact, that the malignity of the local 
poison of the chancre is so great, that if 
left to itself, it will go on committing its 
ravages, till at length it has destroyed the 
genitals to a great extent, and yet the whole 
of this malignant topical power resides in 
a mere film of structure, probably not thicker 
than the finger noil, so that if you can but 
get down, through this structure, upon a 
healthy organiaation.yonmay obtain a com¬ 
plete cure of the disease; the constitution 
remains affected still, hut topically the dis¬ 
ease may he cured. Now, for this pur¬ 
pose, the destruction of the morbid orga¬ 
nisation, the stronger caustics may be 
employed ; but 1 bare myself seen, by 
means of lunar caustic applied ten or fifteen 
times, such a complete destruction of these 
morbid films ns occasioned a complete ci¬ 
catrisation. Now, iu a woman labouring 
under chancre, small nnd manageable, it 
would be for your consideration, whether 
you had not better benl by caustic, and 
refrain from the use of the mercury un¬ 
til the latter months, or till delivery was 
effected, when you might have recourse 
to such administration of the mercury as 
would completely destroy the disease in 
the constitution. A friend of my own was 
telling me, some two or three years ago, 
tlmt in the enrly period of his life, being 
seized with a chancre, he thought to heal it 
by the application of caustic ; he attacked 
the discasu very early, indeed on ita very 
first appearance, and lie had persuaded him¬ 
self that it was completely subdued by this 
treatment, but, though the ulcer healed, iu 
nine months ufterwards he was seized by a 
regular attack of constitutional symptoms; 
the disease appeared on his skin, throat, 
and nose, and he was obliged to nse mer¬ 
cury very largely, not without fumigation, 
to get rid of thin troublesome affection. This 
case proves, what, probably, you all knew 
before you entered the theatre, that though 
you may heal a chancre by caustic, even 
when the first speck of ulceration is mani¬ 
fested, still you cannot prevent the consti¬ 
tution from being affected; but obsorve, 
what ii here to our point, namely, that 
where a chancre in healed in this manner, 
the disease may lie, to all appeurance, 
quiet in the system for nine months, per- 
liapi, in some coses, for a longer time ; and, 
in the syphilis of pregnancy, to gain time 
is a point of primary importance ; for, by 
this means, we mav be enabled to pro¬ 
crastinate the use of mercury till after deli¬ 
very is accomplished, or, at all events, be¬ 
yond the term of seven meaths and a fort¬ 


night, that critical period of gestation 
which givei sufficient strength to the fetus 
to enable it to support an independent ex¬ 
istence. When the mother is infected with 
syphilis, the foetus may be affected also; 
hut this subject lias been considered before. 
It ia not to gonorrhoea, but to the chancroua 
form of the venereal disease, that the pre¬ 
ceding remarks are designed to refer.

Soon after delivery, the right side 
of the abdomen collapsed, the left half re¬ 
taining its size. An hour after the birth of 
this child, the labour pains returned, and, 
on examination, it was found that, ut the 
side of the os uteri, and quite distinct from 
it, there existed a circular opening, through 
which the distended membranes of another 
child protruded. It was a full-grown boy, 
and, after ita hirtli, Dr. Geiss, having intro¬ 
duced his hand into the left cavity, con¬ 
vinced himself that it had no communication 
with the right half of the uterus, which had 
alreudy contracted. The left nterus con¬ 
tracted rather slowly, and the patient lost 
much blood from it. Two months after¬ 
wards, both children, as well as the mother, 
were perfectly healthy. Two yean after¬ 
wards she waa again delivered, but of one 
child only.— llutl’t Magazine.

you in the indictment, upon evidence which 
could not leave a doubt of your guilt on the 
mind of any one who heard it. 1 so fully 
concur in the view which has been ao eln- 
queuily given by my learned brother of the 
nature of the offence, that 1 will not occupy 
the time of the Court with coimnent:ng oh 
it. A crime more atrocious, a more cold¬ 
blooded . deliberate, and systematic prepa¬ 
ration lor murder, and the motive so paltry, 
is unexampled in the annals of the couutry. 
Jt is now my duty to inform you, that if ever 
it was dear beyond oil possibility of doubt, 
that sentence would, in any case, be carried 
into full execution, this is one of those cases. 
You may rest assured that you have no 
other chance; and 1 would now solemnly 
warn you to prepare your mind, in the most 
suitable manner, to appear, in u very short 
time, before the throne of Almighty God, 
to answer for this crime, and tor every 
other with which you stand chargeable in 
your own conscience. The necessity of 
repressing crimes of this nature precludes 
the possibility of mitigating your seulencc. 
The only doubt I have in my mind is, 
whether, to satisfy the violated laws of 
yuur country, and the voice of public indig¬ 
nation, your body ought not to be exhibited 
in chains, to blench in the winds, ju order 
to drier others from the commission of simi¬ 
lar offences. Hut taking into consideration 
that the public eye would ho offended by 
so dismal a spectacle, I am willing to ac¬ 
cede in a more lenient execution of your 
sentence, and that your body should be pub¬ 
licly dissected. 1 trust that if it is ever 
customary to preserve skeletons, yonr skele¬ 
ton will be preserved, in order thut poste¬ 
rity muy keep in remembrance your atro¬ 
cious crimes. 1 earnestly advise you to 
hue no time in humbling yourself in the 
sight of God, and thut you will seek the 
aid of the ministers of religion to whatever 
profession you may belong. The present 
charges having been fully established 
against you, it is my duty to inform you, 
that you liuve but a lew days to live." 

His Lordship then pronounced, with due 
aolemuily, the sentence of the law, to be 
carried into execution, at the usual time 
and place, on the VUih ot January next. 

Thu scene was altogether awful and im¬ 
pressive. The prisoner stood up with uu- 
aliakeu firmness. N ot a muscle of his fea¬ 
tures wss discomposed during the solemn 
address of the Lord Justice Clerk, cuusigu- 
iug him to hia doom. 

After the trial, lliirke and M'Dougal weie 
removed to the lock-up-house, whither Hare 
and hia wife had been couveyed alter giving 
their evidence. They were detained there 
till four o'clock yesterday morning, when 


Burke, Hare, and hia wife were taken to 
the gaol: M'Dougal waa liberated last 
night, having been only detained in the 
lock-up-house for her personal protection. 
We understand that Hare has made some 
disclosures, in which lie confesses having 
been concerned in no leas than twelve diffe¬ 
rent acts of murder, in some of which he 
wus the priucipal, and in others un acces¬ 
sory, and that he knew of another, in which, 
however, he was not a party, llurke, pre¬ 
vious to his trial,stated, in conversation to 
those near him, that be had made up his 
mind fur the worst, being certain that he 
would be convicted, which may, in some 
measure, account for the apathy and appa¬ 
rent indifference which he maintained dur¬ 
ing the trial, and particularly when the 
awful sentence of the law waa pronounced 
upon him. Since hia conviction he is appa¬ 
rently penitent, and seems resigned to hia 
fute. in his religious opinions, we under¬ 
stand he is a Homan Catholic. 


SUCCESSFUL CASK Or TBANSI'USIO.V. 

Dr. Blundell on the ?tli instant per¬ 
formed the operation of traufuaion on a lady 
at Walworth, assisted by Mr. Poraut [of 
Someratown,) Mr. Davies, and Mr. Lam¬ 
bert. The circumstances of the case were 
briefly as follow:—The patient, o delicate 
woman, i!i> years of n 0 r e, the mother of two 
children, was taken in labour on the morn¬ 
ing of the 7th ; Mr. l’oynter had been en¬ 
gaged to attend her, but it waa found ne¬ 
cessary, before the arrival of this gentleman, 
to call in Mr. Davies. There was nothing 
remurk able in the labour; the child present¬ 
ed naturally, the placeuta came away entire 
in the course of a few minutes, and the pa¬ 
tient remained for about au hour and a half, 
to use her own expression, 11 quite eom- 
foTtable.” An alarming state of collapse 
somewhat suddenly ensued, and it was 
found that considerable haemorrhage had 
taken place from the uterus: pressure v» as 
made on the abdomen ; ice was introduced 
into the vagiua, sud various means em¬ 
ployed. N o further discharge of blood took 
place, but the patient was in an extreme 
slate of prostration, blanched, aud perfectly 
bloodies* in sppeurauce; the pulse not 
higher than MO, hut sometimes almost im¬ 
perceptible. Stimulants ^brandy and port 
wine) were freely given, but with no marked 
beuiflit. In this state of affairs, Dr. Blundell 
arrived, and determined on trauafusion, ob¬ 
serving, that although there were some 
symptom* absent, which were necessary to 
make the case one of an extrrme kind, 
namely, a greater rapidity of pulse, and 
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restlessness; end although there was e 
pambiiitfi of the patient recovering, as the 
hemorrhage was restrained, yet looking to 
the exhausted state of the patient, and the 
alight temporary benefit that had accrued 
from the use of stimulants, he thought the 
balance was against her, and that it was de¬ 
sirable to give the pabulum vilic,— blood. 
About eight ounces, procured from the arm 
of Air. Davies, were iujected at different 
times—the whole operation occupying up¬ 
wards of three hours, it was uot uutil the 
whole quantity had been thrown in, that 
there was any decided amendment in the 
condition of the patient; she then rallied, 
and became in every respect better. Her 
convalescence has been gradual, and at this 
time, eleven days after delivery, she is do¬ 
ing well. The lochial discharge has re¬ 
turned within the last three days, and she 
says that she feels stronger and better than 
in the same lapse of time, after her two pre¬ 
vious labours. There hss been some tume¬ 
faction, and likewise pain of the arm, in 
which the transfusion was made ; but these 
have subsided. It is worthy of notice, that 
the patient expresses herself very strongly 
on the benefits resulting from the injection 
of the blood ; her observation are equiva¬ 
lent to this—that she felt as if lif t were in¬ 
fused into her body. 


SXCAI.E f ORNVTl'M. 

To the Editor of 'i'nK Lancet. 

Sin,—The following case, the treatment 
of which, though some may be induced to 
censure, I consider maybe useful to the pro¬ 
fession at large, 1 submit to your disposal. 

A lady, in the sixth month of pregnancy, 
after some premonitory symptoms, which 
bad then vanished, was suddenly seized 
with labour, and as her medical attendant 
resided at some distance, > neighbouring 
practitioner was called in. The fetus was 
quickly born ; but, unluckily, in attempting 
the extraction of the placeuta, which tid- 
liered very firmly, the umbilical rord was 
broken near,if not nt its placental extremity. 
After some time the pains left, and the 
Doctor also; one, two, three, mid even five 
days passed, yet still the placenta was re¬ 
tained, und was evidently a source of con¬ 
siderable irritation. It wji absolutely ne¬ 
cessary that somethin^ ahould lie done ; 
and having heard of the extnoruiunrv 
effects of the ti-cah; roriiuiuiu on the uterus, 
it was determined to give it u tiiul. Ac¬ 
cordingly, tour scruple* were boiled. in four 
ounces of water, down to two, and ball un 
ounce given every half Imur, until some 
effect was produced. Two doses occasioned 


• very slight pain only ; but, after the third, 
the uterus acted most powerfully, expplling 
a quantity of coagula, together with the 
after-birth. The patient remoiued iu a very 
weak state, but soon recovered, and, in 
most expressive luuguage, extolled this iu* 
valuable medicine. 

The pains, she observed, were of a 
severer kind, and gave considerably more 
torture than any experienced during previ¬ 
ous confinements. This, probably, might 
be owing to the revival of the action of the 
utprus so soon nfter delivery, which always 
produces some soreness of that organ, aud 
also to the presence of a substance, which 
though formerly uuturul, had become foreign 
to the cavity. 

It has been said that the ergot becomes 
inert by keeping; that used iu this in¬ 
stance was above twelve months old, and it 
certainly possessed all iu virtues. Thut it 
varies in quality, seems much more plau¬ 
sible.

We approach with horror the subject 
which has lately occupied the High Court 
of Justiciary at Edinburgh. It was most 
truly said, by Lord Meadow bank, that in 
the history of civilised society there was 
Nothing parallel in atrocity to the crime of 
which one of the wretches, who has traf- 
Hckoci in the bodies of his murdered victims, 
has just been found guilty. The crime, or 
rather series of crimes, which the late trial 
lias brought to light, indicates, no doubt, 
the existence of a state of deep-rooted moral 
disease among the lower orders of the popu¬ 
lation in Edinburghj but we shall not oc¬ 
cupy the time of our readers by speculat¬ 
ing on the dreadful traffic, which has been 
carried on in the Scottish capital, as a 
symptom of moral disease. What we shall 
nuinly insist upon is the necessity of put¬ 
ting an end, at once, to this horrid trade 
between the inuiderer and the anatomist. 
The perpetration of such crimes is a stain 
upon human nature, but the repetition of 
them may be effectually prevented. It is 
fearful ami humiliating to reflect on the 
enormities of which wretches wearing the 
human form are capable ; but the murder of 
meu fur the suke of obtaining the price of 
their dead bodies, is n crime which the 
Government may st once prevent. The 
remedy is in the bauds of the Government, 
and llul remedy it is the bound*n duty oi 
the Government to apply. The crime may 
not be confined to Scotland. Murderers, 
like iSurke, may be, and probably arc, at 
otirown doors. While the temptation n> 
commit the crime is suffered to remain, no 
man can say, with certainty, that it may nor 
be his own fate, or the fste of his chilureu, 
or kindred, to be marked out as victims fur

Our first proposition, therefore, is, that it 
is the boonden duty of the Executive Go¬ 
vernment to see that all tiii dissecting 
noons IN TUX KINGDOM BE FORTHWITH

The immediate closure of all dissecting- 
rooms is the only measure which will effec¬ 
tually prevent the repetition of the crime, 
by removing all temptation to the perpetra¬ 
tion of it. The injury .to medical science, 
the inconvenience to medical teachers, the 
interruption of anatomies] studies, are all 
utterly insignificant considerations, com¬ 
pared with the overwhelming necessity of 
protecting the public against assassins, who 
traffic in the dead bodies of their victims. 
It is evident thst some measure must be 
sdopted by the Legislature, without delay, 
for the supply of our anatomical schools with 
smbjecls; but, until such a measure shall be 
adopted, it is of paramount importance that 
the traffic between the murderer and the ana¬ 
tomist shall, at all events, be pnt an end to. 
Let it not be hastily supposed that we ore 
raising an alarm not justified by the circum¬ 
stances under which bodies are furnished 
to the anstomical schools in this country, 
or that we are suggesting a remedy against 
a contingency which is nut likely to happen. 
N'o man, who reads attentively the evidence 
given before the Parliamentary Committee 
on anatomy, can say, that murders similar 
to those brought to light at Edinburgh are 
not likely to be oommitted in this country. 
No man. who weighs that evidence atten¬ 
tively, can feel assured that such muruers 
have not already been committed in this 
metropolis. It was proved before that Com¬ 
mittee, both by the testimony of surgeons, 
and by that of individuals who had them¬ 
selves supplied the schools of anatomy with 
subjects for dissection, that the rcsurrection- 
men belonged to the lowest dregs of society, 
drat they were, for the most part, thieves, 
house-brookera, men of the moat abandoned

The first measure which we 
suggested, as an indispensable preliminary' 
to any effectual legislative provision for the 
supply of our anatomical schools, was the 
repeal of the enactment (& Geo. II.) which 
subjects the bodies of persons executed for 
the crime of murder to dissection—an 
enactment which, by associating the ides of 
dissection with that of punishment for crime, 
has created, in this country, nn artificial 
prejudice against dissection, perfectly dis¬ 
tinct from that natural aversion with which 
we all regard it, as applied to the bodies 
of those whom, when living, we hare es¬ 
teemed and loved. In this recommendation, 
nearly all the witnesses examined before the 
Parliamentary Committee concurred, and it 
has been adopted by the Committee in their 
Report. c recommended the application 
of the bodies of unclaimed persona to the 
purposes of dissection, as an unexception¬ 
able source for the supply of our anatomical 
schools, since it would meet the demand of 
science without violating the feelings of 
surviving relatives and friends, against 
which feelings it would he as unavailing as 
it would be impolitic to attempt to legislate, 
and since it would effectually put in end to 
the disgusting offence of body snatching. 
We also suggested, that all the bodies of 
unclaimed persons should, after they had 
undergone dissection, he intoned at the ex¬ 
pense of the parties, for whose benefit they 
l ad been liisiC'.ted ; and that the offence of 
body-stealing should be made a felony, 
punishable with not leas than fourteen years’ 
transportation. We would now further sug¬ 
gest the expediency of appointing an officer, 
nr officers, whose functions might he tiiuilar 
to those of the rhtf tin tramus analouivjun 
nt Paris, and under whose authority atone 
the bodies of unclaimed persons might be 
distributed to the anatomical schools.

This would effectually rid aociety of resur¬ 
rectionists and trading assassins; for let it 
be recollected, that if there were no re¬ 
ceivers, there would be no thieves, and, in 
this case, no murdurers. 

The view taken of this question by the. 
Select Committee on Anatomy, of which the 
Home Secretary was a member, is so sound 
and enlightened, that we look forward with 
confidence to the result of a parliamentary 
discussion. In the meantime, we eannul 
help regretting that some writers, who ap¬ 
pear to have given less of their attention to 
this subject than to most of the topics to 
which they apply their powerful minds, ■ 
should have given currency to propositions 
wholly at variance with the views of the 
Committee, and incompatible with the mea¬ 
sures recommended by that body to tie 
adoption of the Legislature.

The bleeding, however, did not 
effect a cure, but the subsequent attacks 
were infinitely’ more mild, and yielded iu a 
abort time to the exhibition of the arseuiute 
of potass. 

The beneficial effects of this practice fully 
answered the expectations which you an¬ 
nounce ; and I hare no hesitation in aayiug, 
as far as 1 can judge from limited experi¬ 
ence, that we are indebted to your sagacity 
for a bold and unusually successful innova¬ 
tion in the treatment of a disease, which has 
constantly baffled our best directed efforts.

Thu following are extracts from 
Ur. Vutes’s letter: “ Dr. Havilaud tells 
me, that in consequence of your communi¬ 
cation K> the profession oil the propriety of 
bleeding in the cold atuge of fever, he was 
disposed to make trial of it, haviug, as you 
would expect, frequent opportunities in 
these low eouutries. His principal object 
WMi iu tbs first place, to ascertain how for 


it was practicable; for when he read the 
account, it strnck him that it wu a practice 
quite consonant with hia own views. He 
wss always assured, that in these cases there 
existed considerable congestion of the larger 
vessels, and that, could a portion of their 
contents be safely removed, the general re¬ 
sult would be good. He has since tried it 
in several oases, with decidedly beneficial 
effects. But it is a practice which must 
not be employed indiscriminately, and 
which is more eumitiolly beneficial in those 
cases in which there appears to bo a dispo¬ 
sition to inflammation of tny organ. Under 
such circumstances, his plan is to wait the 
return of the next cold Btage, and then to 
take blood from tbe arm as eircumstanceat 
direct; and in no instance hu it failed, and 
in no instance bu he had reason to repent 
it. He is quite convinced thnt it is a very 
safe practice. But when tbe constitution is 
broken down, or the general health much 
impaired, from whatever cause, we should 
be careful how we adopt such a practice, 
and it will not do in every cue.* I dis¬ 
tinctly asked Ur. Hsviland, if, in these 
caws, he had administered bark or quinine; 
he distinctly answered, certainly not, but 
that there were two cases in which he fol¬ 
lowed up the bleeding, after a lapse of 
time, by quinine, bnt in all the rut the 
bleeding wu trnsted to alone. In these two 
instances, it wss given under particular cir¬ 
cumstances. The Professor tried bloodlet¬ 
ting in the tertian u well u the quartan 
ague; but be considers it of the greatest 
consequence in tbe latter, as being more 
likely to effect a radical cure of the disease. 
1 thought you would be pleased at this com¬ 
munication, and I am sure, if you knew Dr. 
HaviUml, you would be delighted with him, 
and consiuer bis opinions of great weight." 

It affords me the highest degree of plea¬ 
sure iu communicating another extract from 
this letter, although it is rather doubtful 
how fur 1 may be j ustified in so doing; but 
the practice of medicine, as taught at Cam¬ 
bridge, 1ms been so often ridiculed, and 
particularly in a late paper on medical edu- 


* Upou further experience, I feel per¬ 
suaded that Dr. Havilaud will sue muse to 
modify this opinion, for it is precisely in 
such cases that 1 have the highest opinion 
of the practice: because it will succeed 
when no other remedies will liove the slight¬ 
est effect; in proof of which, 1 may refer to 
the cases of Ward, to Air.

1 expected to find Dr. 1 lavi- 
land full of Galen und Arctmus and book 
learning, but with little pftctice ; instead of 
which, he is a very clever, clear-headed 
man, of very extensive practice indeed, 
with very liberal notions; always happy to 
converse with tbose-who apply to him ; he 
hides nothing, for when he has been mis¬ 
taken in his diagnosis and opinions, he does 
not hesitate to point it out, and to comment 
upon it, which is the sure road to great¬ 
ness.” 

1 shall only add, that it is much to bo 
wished three-fourths of the professors of 
medicine in Grout Britain und Ireland, were 
compelled to etudr for two or three years, 
under Dr. Huvilnud.in order that they might 
learn, not only how to read Aretaeus, but to 
imitate his candour, frankness, and gentle¬ 
manly demeanour; and also that they might 
see the superior advantages which a teacher 
possesses, who enjoyt an extentin practice 
and who does not trust to the knowledge he 
has acquired in his closet from hooks. 1 sin¬ 
cerely hope to see Dr. Haviland soon trans¬ 
lated into a sphere where the influence of 
his talents as a teacher will be more exten¬ 
sively felt.

EXT11AVASATION Of URINE. 

Joseph Wteiiart, telat. 54, a shoemaker, 
formerly a sailor, of a spare unhealthy habit, 
was admitted into Harley's Ward, under the 
care of Mr. Earle, October SI, at half past 
9, i*. ai., in greut agony, with enormous dis¬ 
tension of the perineum, scrotum, and co¬ 
verings of the penis. He had lu-.ide no 
water since the night of the 19th, when the 
swelling commenced soon ■ liter emlravour- 
ing to void his urine, and rapidly went on 
till it attained its present state. Hus been 
subject to stricture for the last 25 years, for 
which he has been in tbe habit of having 
bougies passed. The. difficulty of making 
water has, of late years, much increased; 
has not been able to retain his urine long 
together for 21 years pa.tj for the last two 
years has not been able to retain it at all, 
hut has been obliged to have convenience 
for its rRCHpe, nt work. Mr. Earle soon 


arrived, and made an incision in the peri¬ 
neum, down to the urethra, of about two 
inches in length, and aeveral smaller inci¬ 
sions, or punctures, in different parts of the 
scrotum, i'ictid and dark-coloured urine 
gushed from the wound in the periueum, 
and dribbled from the punctures iu the scro¬ 
tum. Much relieved. Mr. Earle also en¬ 
deavoured to pass a cutheter, but could not 
succeed. Ordered

Opii, gr. j., Matin ; 

with saline mixture every third hour, and 
hot and moist flannels to the part. 

25?. Ten o'clock, a. greatly relieved 
by the operation, hut slept little during the 
night; inflammation and distention dimi¬ 
nished ; tongue brown and drv; pulse 
quick ; urine dribbles through the wound 
in the perineum and incisions in the scro¬ 
tum : bowels have not acted.

Mr. Earle saw the patient again about 
two o’clock, v. m., and, the bowels uoi hav¬ 
ing acted by that time, ordered a common 
enema. 

Passed a better night; bowels have 
been freely opened; tongue moister ; pulse 
still frequent; the swelling and distention 
subsiding rapidly; the cellular tissue around 
the wounds presents a sloughy appearance ; 
haa passed some urine by the urethra to¬ 
day. C'atapl. uanis, to the'parts. 

25. I las had a very restless uight; tongue 
brown and dry ; pulse feeble: much thirst, 
but no upjietite ; the sloughing of the wound 
in the perineum extending rapidly toward* 
the. .scrotum; part of the urine escapes by 
the urethra, hut tbe priucipal part through 
the wound. 

27. Belter to-day; tongue moister; ap¬ 
petite returned; pulse of more power; 
the sloughing lias extended considerably 
into the scrotum. Mr. Earle ordered him 
yesterday to omit the saline mixture, and 
take the following :

appetite and strength improving. 

l.‘>. Mr. Earle, with difficulty, succeeded 
in introducing a silver catheter, which ia 
to be withdrawn in a day or two, and 
nn elastic gum one introduced in its place. 
A plug is worn in the catheter, nud the 
urine evacuated at pleasure. Some still 
asses by the wound. Much improved in 
oslth and appearance. 

Dec. It). Since the former date, has been 
taking the suly>h. quinine, and the general 
health attended to. The opening in the 
perineum is not quite closed; a fistulous pas¬ 
sage remsins, through which a small por¬ 
tion of urine escapes. Various applications 
have !>peii resorted to, such as the lotio cupri, 
lulin urgent.nit., nnd the (tali. Peru.; the lat¬ 
ter is now appli.-d to the wound. The cu- 
llieter has been increased gradually in sir.o, 
and is still retained in the bladder.

Richard Humphrey, set. 43, a coal porter, 
stoutly made, and a great porter drinker, 
was admitted into Luke’s Ward, Dec. tt, 
with phlegmonous erysipelas of the upper 
part of the face, extending over the fore¬ 
head.

Mr. Stanley sbw him about mid-day, and 
ordered a blister to be applied to the nape 
of the neck, aud the powders to be con¬ 
tinued every five or six hours. Continued 
outrageous and struggling till about ten 
minutes before twelve o’clock, p.tu., when 
lie became suddenly calm, aud died at 
twelve.

The increased action of the heart is evi¬ 
dent, both to the eye and ear; the'impulse! 
is felt in all peris of the thorax, und the 1 
sound so loud, that the contraction of the 
auricles cannot he perceived. The noise 
and force of each systole are more palpable 
between the 5th and 7th riba, than at the' 
base of the sternum, or in the clavicular 
regions. He is fatigued by the slightest j 
exertion; feels pain occasionally across 
the chest, and has a troublesome cough 
difficult respiration at night; lies most 
easily on the left side; when on the right,! 
the dyspnoea is distressing. Pulse 9G, full 
and strong; countenance natural; tongue 
clean ; bowels costive. To be bled to l(i • 
ounces; a bolus of calomel and antimony,; 
with subsequent aperients; 15 minims of 
tincture of digitalis, twice a day, in muci¬ 
lage. 

April 3. Vnder the use of tbeae medi¬ 
cines the Bjmptoms. with little variation, 
meliorated, until to-day, when they became i 
as violeut as ever. Bleeding to ten ounces;' 
a blister to the region of the heart; and a 
pill, composed of two grains of digitalis, 
three grains of powdered squills, nud one 
grain of opium, three times a day. 

April 9. The continued use of the digi¬ 
talis has produced an effect. Pulse weak, 
irregular, and intermitting; profuse perspi¬ 
ration; nausea; swimming in the head;; 
cough relieved. The following mixture pre¬ 
scribed 

Laudanum, twenty-five drops; 

Aromatic confection, two drachms ; 

Compound tincture <f carrfumoww, four 
drachms; 

CiiMitimm suiter, six ounces ;

May S3. lie soon recovered from the de¬ 
pressing effect* of digitalis, aud resumed its 
use in entailer doses, with no permanent 
change.

Kadi 
impulse of the heart shakes the whole 
body, and its sound may bo heard at a yard’s 
distance.

28. Crassamentum scanty, friable, and 
buffed. Pulse 88, soft, thrilling; some 
dyspmea and cough ; perspires freely ; 
bowels act regularly. Continues the col- 
chicura. 

June 10. The case gradually assumed a 
more favourable aspect till Lius day, when 
the pain, and other untoward symptoms, re¬ 
appeared. He was bled to ten ounces. 

13. Although relieved by the last abstrac¬ 
tion of blood, there, is great pain in the 
thorax; dyspnoea; firuit de soufflet, dis¬ 
tinctly audible without the stethoscope. He 
is incapable of lying down. 

Bled to twelve ounces. Continues tho 
cole hie um medicine. 

17. Scarcely any relief experienced from 
the last bleeding. 

A blister to be applied to the sternum. 

26. Great pain of chest and abdomen; 
impulse more and more forcible. Pulse 100 . 

Venesection to six ounces. Continues 
the colcbicum mixture. 

July 6. Gradually became worse; occa¬ 
sional expectoration of blood. This morn¬ 
ing, five o'clock, on making an effort to 
reach the close-stool, he suddenly lost all 
sense end power of moving. The face be¬ 
came livid; pupils dilated; respiration ster¬ 
torous ; both temporal arteries were imme¬ 
diately cut. He expired in a few minutes 
after the commencement of the paroxysm. 

Sectio Cadeveris, thirty hours after death. 

The mucous membrane of the larynx was 
tough and thickened ; the trachea and bra- 
chiiu of pretty natural appearance, except 
that the smaller brunches of the latter con¬ 
tained a few clots of blood, nnd much in¬ 
spissated mucus. The lungs /crepitated, 
nearly throughout; they did not become, 
collapsed on opening the thorax, und were 
found engorged with bloody scrum, which 
flowed out in great qunniity when the lung 
was cut into. The brandies of the pulmo¬ 
nary artery appeared dilated. The heart 
was found of enormous size; at its base, the 
diameter was six inches, the circumference 
fifteen, und from the tip of the right auricle 
to the apex of the left ventricle, were seven 
inches; none of the cavities were greatly 
dilated. The walls of the left ventricle 
were, probably, mi inch and a half thick; 
all the valves appeared healthy, except the 
semi-lunar valves of the auTta, which were 
thickened, aud puckered up iutn fringed 
edges. The infter membrane of the arch of 
the uortu was tinged with a deep blush, 
rough, and thickened,and containing nume¬ 
rous min tie oesific points j the are« of the 
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vessel wu not enlarged. The abdominal 
viscera appeared healthy, except the liver, 
which wu of larger than ordinary sise. 


bruises and fractures. 

Jacob Burkitt, setae. 45, a mason, ad¬ 
mitted October 11th, with severe injuries, 
occasioned by the fulling 0 f a brick wull. 
There was a wound of the scalp three inches 
long, a little higher thau t**e pinna of the 
left ear ; about a square inch of the tegu¬ 
ment was detached from its connexion with 
the parietal bone. The left clavicle was 
fractured about its middle, and severe 
bruises existed over the deltoid and pec¬ 
toral muscles. The 5th and tith ribs of the 
leftside, and the 5th, 6th, and 7 th of the 
right were fractured near their angles. The 
ulna was broken about a third of its length 
from the head of the olecranon. A contused 
wound laid bare the exteruul condyle, but 
did not communicate with the joint. Coun¬ 
tenance pale ; pupils contracted; respira¬ 
tion unequul; pulse small and weak; ex- 
tremitiei cold. The wound of the sealp was 
closed with a suture, and simply dressed; a 
bandage applied round the body; the frac¬ 
tured forearm treated in the customary man¬ 
ner. One ounce and a half of brandy was 
then given. Six hours after admission, he 
hud partially recovered from collapse; pulse 
80, moderately full; pain of head nnd chest. 
Brandy discontinued. An aperient dose 
administered. V.S. ad $xij. 

Oct. 15. The inflammation which occur- 
ed in the forearm, was allnyed by the appli¬ 
cation of leeches and fomentation. The 
splints are removed, and the limb remains 
unconfined. 

9, i*.si. The greater part of the wouud 
in the head having healed by the first inten¬ 
tion,a puffy erysipelatous tumefaction of the 
entire scalp supervened. Mr. Guthrie made 
three incisions down the cranium. One 
three inches and u half hi length in the 
course of the sag.ttal suture, the other two 
at a right angle with the first, and of the 
same length, extending from the corona ca¬ 
pitis towards the ears. On introducing the 
finger, a fracture of the left parietal bone 
was perceptible. About sixteen ounces of 
blood, and some pus, freely flowed from the 
gashes. Calomel uud colucyntb *, salts and 
senna. 

17. Considerable discharge of pus. Tu¬ 
mefaction of scalp lessened ; hits slept well; 
the fever has declined. Mr. Guthrie aguiu 
divided the sculp so as to connect the lon¬ 
gitudinal with the transverse incisious. 
About four ounces of blood trickled away. 

IB. Much relieved by the lasL incisions. 
Pupils natural; pulse 104. Ordered to 
take sulphate of quinine three limes a day, 


occasional aperients and nutritious diet. A 
quantity of pus, which hsd bagged in the 
common tegument, opposite the transverse 
ridge of the occiput, was let out. 

‘J8. The patient continues to improve. 
An abscess formed under the clavicular por¬ 
tion of the great pectoral muscle, which while 
it lasted greatly inconvenienced him, but 
which has now entirely disappeared. He is 
allowed eight ounces of wine daily, and 
food ad libitum both in quantity and kind. 

Dec. 17. Convalescent. The wounds of 
the scalp have healed, and the bones of the 
clavicle and forearm have united without 
deformity. He walks about with the help 
of a staff. 


STRANGULATED HERNIA. 

James Bingley. SO years old. brought in 
15th October, with a strangulated scrotal 
hernia. The tumour wns of extraordinary 
size. The usual symptoms of strangulation 
were present. The mau had hud reducible 
hernia fur eleven years, which at four o'clock 
in the afternoon preceding Lis admission, 
descended much larger than usual, aud be¬ 
came excessively painful. Clysters, warm 
baths, bleeding, and the taxis, being of no 
avail. The " 1 author,” assisted by Dowager 
Lynn, determined to enact the operation. 
Before commencing, the operator, by cer¬ 
tain fidgetty movements, evinced considera¬ 
ble uuxicty, occasioned probably by tho re¬ 
collection of a previous disastrous case. 
The first cut uud the subsequent dissection 
were perforated with sufficient precision. 
The t ransparent sac being brought into view, 
wus opened, and its contents were seen to 
consist of the transverse arch of the colon, 
slid the whole of the inferior omentum. 
The stricture was divided freely, but all 
the efforts of the operator were insufficient 
to return the protruded viscera. The open¬ 
ing into the abdomen was again and again 
enlarged, so tbut the operator's three 
fingers, which are none of the thinnest, 
could ensily pass into the belly, but os fast 
ns one portion was returned another pro- 
traded. The patient had now been fifteen 
minutes on the table; the omentum was quite 
cold, aud the epiploic veins were distended 
to the utmost. Mr. Gutluie, who complained 
of the perpetual struggles of the patient, re¬ 
signed, with aomu alight chagrin, his post to 
his ancient colleague. This Nestor of sur¬ 
geons had actively assisted in the operation ; 
he carefully examined the situation of parts, 
and, with considerable dexterity, returned 
knucklo by knuckle into the abdomen, not 
withdrawing the pressure of the finger, until 
each succeding portion of intestine was 
pushed a? far ou as to prevent the regress of 
its predecessor. The operation wu com- 
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pleted in the nsual manner. On being put 
to bed, an enema of salt and gruel wan ad* 
ministered. In the afternoon, pain and ten¬ 
derness of the abdomen supervening, lie was 
bled to twenty ounces. Under antiphlogis¬ 
tic treatment, all unpleasant symptoms dis¬ 
appeared.

1XTHA-DTIH1NE PREGNANCY. 

Auoustini M., astat. 99, of a strong and 
plelhorio constitution, had, about a year be¬ 
fore her admissiou, miscarried in the seventh 
month of gestation. Since that time she 
had enjoyed pretty good health, and become 
pregnant for a aecond time. In the fourth 
mouth the began to complain of pain in the 
loins, and general debility, which appa¬ 
rently alight symptoms had existed for no 
more thun two days, when, ou the morning 
of the 15th of October, she awoke witli a 
very violent pain over the whole abdomen; 
she was immediately brought to the Hospi¬ 
tal and placed under the care of M. Itayer. 
Her countenance was pale, and expressive 
of the greatest anxiety ; the lips were livid; 
the tongue moist; the abdomen swollen, 
mid very tender on pleasure, especially at 
the aides. The os uteri was neither painful 
nor dilated; the uterus was somewhat en¬ 
larged uud tender; the pulse was scnrcely 
to be felt; the extremities were cold, and 
the patient hud frequent attaeka of syn¬ 
cope. In the afternoon of the same day, 
the symptoms still increased in violence, 
mid iu the evening she expired, apparently 
with ull the signs of internal hmmoirhut'e. 

On examinstion of the body, nearly two 
pints of fluid blood were found extravusated 
in the abdominal cavity, and a triangular 
congulura of considerable size, extending 
from the small pelvis up to the umbilical 
region, wns found covering the lower half 
of tli d abdominal viscera, and, on a closer 
inspection, appeared to originate from the 
uterus, by means of a thick pedicle. This 
coagulum having been carefully removed, 
a fmtus, five inches in length, was discover¬ 
ed in the left iliac region. The uterus was 
enlarged, and exhibited two tumours, se¬ 
parated by a longitudinal incision ; that of 
tlio right aide was the largest, mid ruptured 
on its upper portion ; between the edges of 
this rupture, the coagulum and umbilical 
cord were inserted. The neck of the uterus 
was about an inch in length, and slightly 
dilated by a gelatinous matter; a probe 
being introduced from below upwards, en¬ 
tered the left portion of the uterus, which, 
being opened, was seen lined with the mem¬ 
brane decidua. This haring been removed,

the opening of the left fallopian tube wee 
readily found, but not the slightest trace of 
the right tube, or of any communication 
with the right tumour, could be discovered. 
It was perfectly separated from the left half 
of the uterus by means of a septum, of about 
an inch in diameter; the tumour itself was 
eleven inches in its trim■ verse, three inches 
in its vertical, and one inch and a half in its 
antero-posterior diameter; on being opened 
by a crucial incision, it was found to con¬ 
tain the foetal rneq^ranea and the placenta, 
which were somewhat protruded towards 
the rupture. 'The left fallopian tube was 
healthy, but that of the right side passed 
towards the lower portion of the tumour on 
the right side of the uterus, and was totally 
obliterated. It appears, then, that the foetus 
was developed in a morbid cavity, formed 
in the substance of the uterus, having no 
communication with its cavity, and that the 
case belongs to those of interstitial extra- 
uterine pregnancy, which was first described 
by Maurideau, Schemit, and Albert.— Journ. 
fitbdomad.

LITHOTOMY. 

N. R„ about 50 years of age, had been 
in the habit of evacuating calculi of consider¬ 
able size with bis urine, till within the last 
ten years, when, this discharge having 
ceased, he hud suffered much from dvsuria, 
and violent pniu in the bladder and glands. 
When examined by M. Dupuytren, a sound 
could scarcely be made to enter the bladder, 
at the neck of which it was arrested by a 
hard substance. A finger introduced into 
the rectum, discovered a solid body of con¬ 
siderable size, which could also be felt by 
pressing on the hypogastrium, and was 
ojipurently about two inches in diamete-. 
The patient was almost constantly iu pain, 
and obliged to make water every five mi¬ 
nutes. The operation having been decided 
on, was performed in the following manner: 
—A staff, curved only for about an inch at 
its extremity, wns introduced, and carried 
between the stone and the bladder, ao that 
its groove could he fe iiby the finger in the 
rectum ; uu incision, if an inch and a half, 
haring been made in the perineum, and 
through the sphincters, a bistoury was in¬ 
serted into the groove of the staff, and 
carried ou, so as partially to divide the 
neck of the bladder. 'J brough this opening, 
the double lithotorae cache wun introduced, 
aud, by retracting it, the bladder was 
opened transversely to a considerable ex¬ 
tent. M. Dupuytren then grasped the Btone 
with the forceps, and, whilo an assistant 
forcibly depressed the hypogastrium, tried 
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to extract it. Thi«, however, after many 
fruit lew attempts, he found impossible. The 
patient was therefore removed from the 
table, and put into the warm bath ; a few 
hoars afterwards, 24 leeches were applied 
to the hypogastrium, and the warm bath 
was repeatedj in the evening he was bled, 
and placed a third time in the bath. On 
the following morning the pulse was very 
full and strong; there was no shivering, 
any febrile excitement, or pain of the abdo¬ 
men, but the patient complained of sick¬ 
ness, and pain in the rectum. On the third 
day the iliac region became painful, the 
nausea continued, the patient wus in a state 
of the greatest debility, and complained of] 
much pain in the wound. The atone being 
found to have descended a little, a vertical 
incision was made in the bladder by a 
probe-pointed bistoury, and, after several 
fruitless attempts, it was at last extracted. 
It was of an oval form, two inches aud a 
quarter in its largest diameter, had an 
even surface, and weighed five ounces and 
36 grains. After the extraction the patient 
complained of gTeat debility, the pulse was 
very amall, the countenance pale, Ac., and 
he died on the fourth day after the ope¬ 
ration. 

On examining the parts in question, the 
cellular tissue of the perineum was found 
iufiltruted with pus; the bladder, being 
■mall, thickened, and of a fungoid appear- 
nnce, presented some traces of old ulcera¬ 
tions; the kidneys contained a great num¬ 
ber of cysts, of the size of a filbert, filled 
with pus and adipocerous matter.

Benj. Chavre, a native of Savoy, eight- 
teen years old, of a lymphatic conatitution,' 
had, from his fifteenth yeer, when he at¬ 
tained to puberty, been affected with bxon- 
chocele, which toon reached such a site as 
to produce considerable dyspnoea, frequent 
attacks of suffocation and hoarseness. Being 
admitted into thn Hotel Dieu, the tumour 
was found so large as to occupy the whole 
■pace between the middle of the neck aud 
the clavicles; it was formed of two lobes, 
and lifted up by the pulsation of the caro¬ 
tids ; in its substance, also, an alternating 
enlargement was visible during the arterial 
expansion. The general health of the pa¬ 
tient not being affected, he was put under n 
course of iodine, of the tincture of which 
he took from six to ten drops daily. The 
tumour gradually subsided, its lobes be¬ 
came more distinct, the voice more natu¬ 
ral, and the difficulty of respiratiou ceased 
altogether. It is worthy of remark, that 
under the use of iodine, the genitals be¬ 
came, at it were, atrophic, and that erec¬ 
tions and pollutions to which the pntient 
had formerly been very subject, were never 
observed duiiug this time .—La Clinique.

she then replaced that fcoton the ground,and 
raised the other in the same manner. These 
simple actions were repeated till the pupils 
were quite familiar with them; they were 
then directed to keep the body quite erect, 
but not stiff, snd, hearing firmly upon one 
log, to raise the other from the ground, 
gradually and, slowly, by bending the thigh 
at its junction with tlm pelvis, at the same 
time making the knee straight, and point* 
ing the toe to ita proper extent, but nc more.

from that to any other, however opposite 
it might, to the uniniated observer, appear 
to be. To SQch observers, these attitudes 
might have appeared to be strained, or 
painful; bat theyyvere not ao, because the 
previous exercises had enabled the pupils 
to perform them at once, ss military men 
perform their manoeuvre* at the word of 
command, and therefore do with precision 
wlnu they could not have done at all if they 
had not been so instructed. When the pu¬ 
pils had acquired the power of performing 
all these exercises with due precision, they 
began to practise denring, at which we 
shall leave them, while we stop to observe, 
that these preparatory exercises being fol¬ 
lowed steadily by young people till they 
became natural to tbem, being necessarily 
kept in constant use by their professional 
pursuits, fixed upon them peculiarities that 
accompanied them through life, viz., strength, 
activity, and health to extreme old age.

I think paat the 
age of eighty; yet no one who Raw him in 
publio, or mixed with him in society, with¬ 
out knowing the fact, could hare thought 
him to be more tban sixty years old. 

The lete Mrs. Garrick was a German, 
I think a natire of Vienna; she was edu¬ 
cated in the Academy jt.Paris, to qualify 
her for the profession of a stage dancer, 
which she practised in London, with great 
applause, for several years. On her mar¬ 
riage with Mr. Garrick she quitted the 
stage, and retired into the ease and ele- 

J ;ance of private life. She enjoyed an uni- 
brmly good state of health, with as much 
of the elegance of her figure as old age and 
nature could admit, together with complete 
erectnesi and activity, to the end of her 
daysT She frequently went, without n com¬ 
panion, to her own box at the theatre, and, 
on the last morning of her life, she ordered 
her box to be prepared for that evening as 
urusI ; but, when the time came to dress, 
she wus unexpectedly taken ill, and, instead 
of going to the theatre, laid down in her bed 
and died that night, at the age of ninety- 
nine years. 

These, two examples of a eentinarisn and 
octogenarian of this profession, passing in 
health to the extreme verge of human life, 
may, so far ts age is concerned, be thought 
satisfactory proofs of the health iness of this 
practice; -but I have, through life, been ac¬ 
customed to see many persons of the same 
profession; I have communicated my own 
observations to many others, and all have 
agreed in remarking, that thoae who follow 
this profession have, very generally, excel¬ 
lent health, which very many of them carry 
into extreme old age! This indisputable 
fact can only be accounted for by supposing, 
that the preparatory exercises which them 
persons go through, are a modification of 
what 1 have called regulated muscular ten¬ 
sion, or action, and the early and constant 
practice of which lays a firm' foundation tor 
that high health which accompanies them 
through life. It is upon the same principle 
only that we can account for the fact, that 
a jh’liers are well-formed, and always healthy, 
unless they are made otherwise by accident 
or disease. 1 have never seen a soldier with 
spinal curvature, or other personal defor¬ 
mity, or a stage dancer, pf either sex, with 
a deformed prraon ; it is, perhaps, impossi¬ 
ble that such things should exist, for the 

C laim reason, that the exercises which they 
pgin to practise early in life, and continue 
regularly through its whole cuurs?, render 
it impossible fur them to become so. 

The inference that is to be drum from 


these incontrovertible facts is, that if we, 
iu very early life, teach young children to 
practise similar exercises, and follow them 
steadily afterwards, we shall confirm them 
in excellent health, and prevent the acces¬ 
sion of those evils which so often cause 
deformity to the figure, and destruction to 
the constitution, at later perioda of life. I 
do not propose to make every boy a soldier, 
or every girl a dancer upon the stage, but 
to adopt ibe principles, by the application 
of which those persons arc trained, to the 
successful practices of their several occupa- 
1 lions, and so to modify them, thut they may 
{qualify other clnssea of society to follow 
j their different pursuits with equal success ; 
and I nm not without hopes, that this un¬ 
dertaking will contribute something to¬ 
wards producing this desirable effect. 

Aa 1 have suid thut so much advantage 
may be gained by the pructice of dancing, 
it becomes necessary to add, that that obser¬ 
vation is only true so far as it is applied to 
that dancing which has been exclusively 
practised by the Tiencb, or by those who 
have received it directly from ihom. Thun;

this subject—I mean JohnThurtelL 1 shall 
here avail myself of an able and most inte¬ 
resting article, 11 on the cerebral develop, 
meet and dispositions of ThurteU," con* 
tained in the second number of the Phreno¬ 
logical Journal. It is evideut, upon look- 
ing at the cast generally, that be was one 
of that class of persons in whom the organs 
of the animal propensities were very largely 
developed, and the organs of the sentiments 
also considerable in size, while the organs 
of intellect were deficient in proportion to 
the others. Such individuals are, to s con* 
aiderable extent, the creatures of circum¬ 
stances ; and the phrenologist would aspect 
to find in their conduct, alternate manifes¬ 
tations of the lower propensities in great 
vehemence, with the most opposite displays 
of higher and better feeling, and tiiia appears 
to accord with his character. It was indus¬ 
triously reported in the newspapers of the 
day, that he had no destructiveness, yet it 
appears, that of the lie ads of forty-three 
murderers, in a collection at London, five 
only are so wide at destructiveness as Thur- 
tcll. Combetiveness is also immense, and 
no murder was ever committed with more 
daring. Secretiveness was very large, and 
was a very remarkable part of bis character. 
His cautiousness, which was very large, was 
displayed in the pains he took to conceal 
the murder, to hide the body, to remove any 
risk of the deed, by causing Weare's card 
to be left at Lord Egrcmont's, iu Sussex, 
about the time he murdered the mau in 
Hertfordshire. Live of approbation was 
very large, and self-esteem was likewise 
large, and these feelings were strongly ma¬ 
nifested upon many occasions. Benevo¬ 
lence also is fully developed, from which 
a phrenologist would infer, anys Mr. George 
Combe, that the real motive of the crime 
was revenge, for injuries ml or supposed, 
proceeding from wounded self-esteem and 
love of approbation, united with destruc¬ 
tiveness, rather than a blood-thirsty desire 
of murder, or of simple robbery. It is well 
known, indeed, that TLurtidl, with all hi* 
violence and dissipation, wia a kind-hearted 
man. Equally large with his henevoleuce 
was bis attachment; and the co-operation 
of these two powerfully-developed organs 


explains some of Ilia favourable trails of his 
character. His attachment to Hunt; his 
distress st taking leave of his brother ; his 
last remembrances to his own frmily, par¬ 
ticularly to his mother, prove the vraimth 
of his attachments. The organ of imitation 
is Urge, and it is said, that be was, at one 
jieriod, atiaclred to theatricals, and thst his 
imitations of Kean were above mediocrity. 
Btttl must refer the reader, for further par¬ 
ticulars, to the publication before men¬ 
tioned, as an attempt to delineate his entire 
character would occupy too large a space in 
the pages of The Lancet. There is, how¬ 
ever, another feature in his conduct, so 
striking as to make it worthy of particular 
notice, I mean his firmness, the organ of 
which was very large. By the way, 1 can- 
nut avoid making another allusion to the 
very curious and most erroneous notion 
which A entertains of the faculty of 
firmness. “ Firmness of conduct,” says 
he, “ (for it is no quality of the mind) can 
arise from no other cause than the excess 
of one passiou, or clues of passions, above 
some other passion, or clou of passions. 
The firmest of all men would consequently 
be be who had but one passion to gratify, 
since he would sternly persevere in his 
course without any mental conflict, or clash¬ 
ing of emotions.” 

According to this novel idea, the man 
who, unfortunately, has some predominating 
vicious propensity in his composition, and 
in the indulgence of which he perseverea 
with unsbatiug ardour, manifests the mosi 
decided Armoeis. To attempt a refutation 
of this opinion will be unnecessary; ils ub- 
surdity will he instantly apparent, if we 
turn our ottention to that peculiar power of 
the mind evineed by Thurtell. His was a 
continued manifestation of firmness, says 
the writer alluded to, from the moment of 
the crime to Urn moment of his execution : 
imperturbable firmness, such as would have 
well bee omo an innocent person. No pride, 
no vanity, uo hope, no consciousness of in¬ 
nocence, could have given him this. Con¬ 
sciousness of innocence be had not; hope 
he might have had during his trial, but not 
«t the time of execution. As to religious 
that he surely had not, while he 
utu-rrd the most palpable untruths; and at 
the last, certainly, he had not such inten¬ 
sity of religious feeling as to allow us to 
ascribe his firmness to his fervent hopes of 
a blessed hereafter. Neither could pride 
nor vanity, 1 think .have given him firmness 
at parting with bis brother, wheu his bene¬ 
volence and adhesiveness were in full ope¬ 
ration. His brother was no affected, thst 
l lmriell called to the turnkey to taka him 
away by force; “ for God's sake (said Thur* 
tell) take him away, for he unmans me.”

To tho Editor of The Lancet. 

“ Nothing extenuate, nor set down aught in malice." 

S?in,—Since the (lava of Juuiiia, the cele¬ 
brity of that distinguished writer line added 
a dignity to anonymous composition, which 
Ilia served to raise it considerably in the 
scale of public estimation. It has. conse¬ 
quently, been made a favourite medium for 
promulgating those opinions which it might 
not be convenient to avow, or of giving to 
the world the trembling essay of tome new 
aspirant for literary fame* Whether the 
object may be to expose abuses existing iu 
tlte state, or the humbler, but not leaa dan¬ 
gerous, employment of giving an impartial 
sketch of some public character, a fictitious 
signature aervea, like the invisible mantle 
alluded to by one of your correspondents, to 
protect tlte critic equally against the giant 
wrath of an irritated ministry, or the en¬ 
mity of a xehmtleas, end, perhaps, too pow¬ 
erful foe. It enables the writer to attack 
with poignant satire the public misconduct 
of individuals, and fearlessly to state un¬ 
pleas mt truths; or, should the modesty 
which alwsys accompanies talent, induce 
an author to seek retirement, the press en¬ 
ables him to venture his hark upon the tide 
of public opinion; while, at the acme time, 
it ensures the object of his hope ss certainly 
from the blasts of prejudice as from the 
mortifying calms of neglect. Such ad van- 
ttges naturally liavo given encouragement 
to the production of many interesting and 
amusing publications. Tmcts, letters, and 
sketches, daily issue from the press under 
various disguises, and the public have ad¬ 
mired the imposing eloquence of J.K. L., 
and have been enlivened by the wit and 
vivacity of Erinwwia. Uut, Sir, while such 
are the perfections of anonymous writing, 
like every thing else, its very advantages 
have been s source of the greatest abuse. 
If its security bus afforded a shelter to im¬ 
partial statements, it has also protected the 
gro-sest misrepresentation; if it has en¬ 
abled the satirist to direct an unerring shaft 
Wgicnst a manifest abuse, it lias also given 
the " servile press'' full opportunity for 
malignant aspersions; : if it has been the 
means of affording a just sketch of charac¬ 
ter, it has often presented a deformed pic¬ 
ture, miserably daubed, to suit ibe tssio of a 
secret enemy. We boW been indebted to 
St for a refined and polished diction, that has 
called fur admiration dud commanded re¬ 
spect ; but it has also given an unrestrained 
latitude to a vulgar ribaldry, that has only 
excited disgust; and, while we bare been 
delighted, nay, electrified, by the corruaca- 


tiona of genuine humour, we have been 
often obliged to gaxe in pity on the feeble 
twinklings of school wit. Such reflections 
at once present themselves, on perusing 
one of these Nolhi of the press, calling it¬ 
self Lennox. The dignity of name often 
disguises extreme poverty. It affords a 
just specimeu of the compositions with 
which we are sometimes inflicted. At a 
period when criticism of medical men has 
become fashionable, and when the medicul 
world lead with avidity the 11 Sketches of 
Krinensis, it was a natural supposition, that 
au offering at the shrine of public curiooiiy, 
would be graciously received, if accompa¬ 
nied with a victim of sufficient value to sa¬ 
tiate its appetite. The success also of that 
lively writer might, through mistake, be 
attributed to a vitiated taste for scandal, 
rather than the originality of Ins humour. 
Perhaps a lurking desire to rival a favourite, 
might have prevailed over that prudence 
which ignorance often posaeaaea, and Urn 
schoolbov’s maxim, " Vir sapit uni pauca 
loquitur,'* iu a moment of fancied inspira¬ 
tion, might have been altogether forgotten. 
Such a combination of circumstances would 
readily explain why we have been favoured 
with it»e lucubrations of l*eunox. 

The first object of our critic's censure 
was Mr. Carmichael, and all due advantage 
lied been taken of that geutlemana ill 
liealth, to attribute the occasional inter¬ 
ruptions in his hospital duties to negli¬ 
gence. Hia misrepresentations have been 
already sufficiently exposed; and were it 
not that a gentleman's character had been 
maligned, who is as yet young in his pro¬ 
fession, it i$ probable l*cnnox would he 
permitted to exult that bis " hints" could 
meet with no reply. " His next mark is 
Dr. Ephraim M* Dowel,” and a proper in¬ 
terval hu been allowed for " astonishment 
at the gentleman's daring" to subside, (wo 
have scurcely yet recovered from our sur¬ 
prise,) ami perhaps to subdue the tumult, 
which extssy must have excited within a 
fevered imagination, at the “ lively emo¬ 
tions" which bis tirat-born produced 11 within 
the walls of the several establishment* con¬ 
nected with the Uichmond Hospital." IJis 
portrait of this yeutltmau wa* what might 
naturally have been expected: a feeble 
mimicry of the descriptive powers of fcri*

A simple review of Dr. M‘Dowel's con* 
duct, since his connexion with Richmond 
Hospital, may enable us, however, to ap¬ 
preciate its value. A long experience in 
the instruction of students, had previously 
made him aware of many defects in the 
routine of hospital attendance. Pupils hod 
been habitually iu ibe practice of making 
their hospital walk sit opjmriunity fur idle 
conversation, rather than clinical instruc¬ 
tion, aud, at tome periods of the year, it 
oould hardly he otherwise. A number of 
persons collected about a patient's bed, 
their attention directed to the same object, 
generally formed a barrier of skulls, fully 
as opaque as Lennox's. Such students, 
therefore, as did not wish to expose them¬ 
selves to sundry elbowiug*, jostling*, aud 
atjueninga, bad no other alternative tb-u to 
occupy their time in whatever wny might 
cause it to pass nwuy most agreeably. To 
obviate tlie ill effects of this system, Dr.. 
M'Dowel had papers printed in such a 
form, that a short abstract of each case, the 
daily treatment of the patient, and the suc¬ 
cessive nppearanoes vital took place, might 
he briefly noted, and placed over each bed ; 
so Uiut uny pupil might, at one view, be 
ms tie uc(|uainled with its progress. Nor 
wu» this all; such of the pupils as wished, 
to reeord cases, provided regularity was en¬ 
sure,I, were invited to take charge of the 
ea*<‘ books belonging to the several wards. 

The gentleman whom Lennox has ho¬ 
noured with a blush, was one of those who 
thought the plait useful. Clinical instruc¬ 
tion, at the bedside, was regularly adopted, 
aud clinical leciurea more frequently deli¬ 
vered. At these lectures, beside the mere 
re)«*titioD of symptoms that luid bee.u daily 
commented ujnm, an opportunity was tukeit 
of explaining the different views aud treat¬ 
ment of the profession tit large ; nor is it 
surprising Uist the moss of information 
which was sometimes given, might have 
enctimberei.i the genius of Lennox.

their professional improvement: he closely 
observes their hospital attendance. Private 
instruction ia given to them every week, 
and, according to seniority, they we annu¬ 
ally appointed, if competent, to a residence 
in the hospital; thus giving them an oppor¬ 
tunity of acquiring much practical infor¬ 
mation. 

To proceed in these details is unne¬ 
cessary ; eulogy soon wearies the attention, 
but justice to Dr. Al'Dowel demands these 
facts, which J*nnox has carefully passed 
over; anything wuich would prove that 
Dr. bl'Dowel had so much consulted the 
interests of the hospital pupils, or those 
committed to hit immediate charge, would 
he quite inconsistent with the general out¬ 
line of Use character Lenuox would wish 
to present to us. The mention of an un¬ 
successful case—a misrepresentation aud n 
falsehood—more exactly suited his general 
design. With regard to the first, we would 
remark, that excision of the saphena has 
been frequently perforated for the cure of 
varicose deers, with complete success; 
prohsbly the geutleman might himself hare 
witnessed some, of these instances. Mr. 
Brodie’a operation was also found to afford 
but temporary relief. The single fetal re¬ 
sult alluded to, though perhaps a sufficient 
reason for discontinuing ihe practice, could 
not ha.ve.beeu, in any way, anticipated. It 
may also serve ns a useful hint to the gen- 
demon, to inform him disc varicose ulcers, 
however troublesome, are usually small. 
The boy who “ left the hospital ten times 
worse than lie entered it," was perfectly 
cured of a most tedious disease, and is now 
in the House of Industry, o living contra¬ 
diction to bis assertion. As to Dr. M‘ Dowel's 
medical treatment, the charge is ton absurd 
to meet any other answer thou a Hat con¬ 
tradiction. 

Front these circumstances, we may be 
enabled to determine the value of Lennox's 
pot trait. We would nature the gentleman 
that we ore not aue of those who •* would 
absolutely commeud bis very faults," but a 
natural indiguaiinu .compels us to expose a 
malicious misrepresentation. A part of 
Lennox's complaint, if we may be allowed 
so to oall it. seems to be, that Dr. M* Dowel 
doea loo much.

Agaiu, on emptying the Madder, 
you‘ forth*! know the disease by ascertain¬ 
ing that the womb ia not in it* healthy si¬ 
tuation, above tbe symphysis, the obser¬ 
vation being made with facility, ou account 
of the relaxation of the coverings; and by 
your observing, moreover, when the tumour 
ia pushed from tha pelvis, that it may he felt 
in its ordinary place.

It has been asserted, that if tbs uterua 
ia not re trover ted, the oa uteri wilt always 
be found lying forward and upward, above 
Ilia brim, In front; but this ia a mistake. 
Tbe occurrence is sufficiently frequent to 
render tire diagnostic worth your attention ; 
remember, however, it is far from being the 
sole or principal one by which you are to 
judge; first, because, when tlie neek of the 
uterus ia very flexible, aa sometimes you

TYrntmiitf*—In treating the retroversion of 
the uterus, before you attempt to put the 
womb into its proper pie*/, remember that 
it should be your first object to evacuate 
the bladder thoroughly, first, because if the 
bladder is full, and lying over the cavity of 
the pelvis, it will obstruct the pelvis so 
muon u to render the reduction of the ute¬ 
rus. perhaps, impossible—there will not be 
room for its reduction; and, secondly, be¬ 
cause even if you were to overpower the 
resistance, and replace the oterns, yet, by 
forcing the womb into the abdomen, you 
might tear the bladder, and, in that way, de¬ 
stroy. Dr. Cfaeston was once called to a ease 
of retroversion, where large accumulations of 
urine had taken place, and where the cathe¬ 
ter could not be introduced; anxious, of 
coarse, to avoid the need of tapping the bid¬ 
der, (a very grave operation,) he and others 
attempted to reduce the retroversion with¬ 
out previous evacuation; but, fortunately, 
they did not succeed; I sav fortunately, be¬ 
cause if they had succeeded in urging the 
tumour above the brim of the pelvis, dis¬ 
ruption of the bladder would most proba¬ 
bly bare been the consequence. Failing fn 
this, of course they were obliged to bare re¬ 
course to their surgery, and the bladder 
was tapped. Now it ia remarkable that in 
this esse, after the urine was withdrawn by 
means of the trocar and canula, the uterus 
itae.lfreturned into its proper situation: and 
though Cheston, who was a very able man, 
and Olliers in company with him, could not 
succeed in replacing the uteroa by manual 
effort, yet it returned itself after the bladder 
was emptied. 

Here, then, ia one of the first steps to 
be liken—let the bladder be thoroughly 
evacuated by means of the catheter, for it 
will rarely happen that any tapping can 
be required, if the catheter be commit¬ 
ted to proper and dextoroua bands. When, 
this has been accomplished, you may.then 
place yodr patient in the nanal obstetric po¬ 
sition,’ on her left side, close to the edge of 
the bed, with the shoulders forwards, the 
loins posteriorly, and tbd abdomen feeing a 
little towards the bed; this done, you pass 
your fingers, say all the fingers, of the right 
Land, into the vagina, to as to lay them upon 
the body of the uterus, and at thii time, 
provided the patient esn bear'it. which mar 
often be the case, you place the thumb fa 
the rectum, and thus gel the uterus between 


the fingers, after which, with gentle pres¬ 
sure, often, 1 believe, without the least diffi¬ 
culty, you may raise the womb shove the brim 
of the pelvis. This may be easily done, if yon 
have drawn off eight or ten pints of urine, or 
even two or three, because the abdominal 
coverings become so exceedingly flaccid, 
that they make no more obstruction than if 
the body was laid open. Well, then, in, 
this way, with the fingers in the vagina, 
rad the thumb in the rectum, as shown by 
this apparatus, the womb may often he re¬ 
placed without any force; but should you 
fail in this attempt, under gentle efforts, 1 
should then recommend to you an excellent 
practice, advised by Denman, and which 
consists in keeping the bladder thoroughly 
emptied, letting your patient drink but little, 
causing her to perspire u much as may be, 
and introducing the catheter some two or 
three times a day ; and the bladder be¬ 
ing kept empty, the woman is placed with 
the pelvis inverted, for whioh purpose she 
ought to take her position on the knees and 
elbows* The more time she passes in this 
posture the better; it may be necessary to 
use it for hoars together. She is not to give 
way merely on account of the fatigue, but 
to continue it as long as the replacement 
may require. Now the bladder being emp¬ 
tied, sometime! the womb becomes replnoed 
in various time; a minute may be required, 
or hours; but 1 tbink I may venture to add, 
that it pretty certainly returns at last. To 
this method of treating the disease 1 am ex¬ 
ceedingly partial, because it requires no¬ 
thing more than the introduction of the ca¬ 
theter, and the abatraetion of the urine— 
no introduction of the hand into the vagina 
—no entrance of the fingers into the rec¬ 
tum—no force—no contusion—no lacera¬ 
tion. 

But it sometimes happens, and I wilt 
put this case for our consideration, that 
in neither of these modes can replace¬ 
ment be obtained; you have tried tiicm 
both—you have emptied the bladder—you 
have pressed with the fingers—you have 
placed the pelvis in the inverted position, 
yet day after day the inversion continues. 
Where this is the esse, 1 would recommend 
you to allow the urine to accumulate afresh, 
to the amount of two or three pints, after-, 
wards abstracting it by the catheter, and 
then placiag the patient on her knees and 
elbows, in order that you may have the fuQ 
effect of gravity to help yon, endeavour 
again to replace the uterus by meeaa of ms* 
nual operation.

REXAMABIB CAS1 OF COJIPLCTS AB3T1- 
VIXCK. 

Anna Gabskbo, of Raceonis, in Pie- 
m°nt, died on the 19th of May, 1828, after 
having been for tvro years, eight months, 
and eleven days, without uny solid oi 
liquid nourishment. Sixteen hours after 
death, she was examined by MM, Rolando 
und Gallo, of Turin, The serous and syno¬ 
vial membranes were dry, and resembled 
parchment; the diameter of the principal 
veins and arteries was much leas than usual, 
but the most remarkable morbid alteration 
was that of the digestive organs; the trans¬ 
verse colon bod descended to the hypogastric 
region, ita two extremities remaining fixed 
In their natural situation; the stomach bad 
descended in a similar manner; and being 
much contracted, bad the appearance or 
part of the larger intestine. The duodenum 
was in a natural condition, but the other 
small intestines were considerably con¬ 
tracted ; the lower part of live caecum, and 
the middle portion of the, transverse colon, 
contained small hardened scybala: at the 
lower part of the colon descendens, the 
membranes of tbs intestinal canal ware 
thickened nnd callous, so as to binder ths 
further progress of tbs excrement; and in

The mesenteric 
glands were in a natural condition; the 
epiploon and mesentery exhibited no traces 
of fat, and were nearly in the same state as 
the pleura and peritoneum, -r-dimli di 
Omodei. 


EXPULSION OF A SURGEON. 

EXPULSION OF MR, THOMAS CAR1TB, STU¬ 
DENT OF MEOICINE, FROM THF. GLASGOW 
ROYAL INFIRMARY. 

To Iht Editor if Tkt Gktgow Chrmclt. 

Sir,— A« it i* but right that the operations 
of every public body should be brought 
before the eye of tlsoae by whom such body 
is appointed, and on the justice and upright¬ 
ness of which body, in the discharge of its 
duty, the wellbeing and rea|*ctabilily of 
an important and valuable institution de¬ 
pend, 1 cannot refrain from requesting per¬ 
mission to lay before the public of Glasgow, 
(through the medium of your paper,) soma 
few facts relating to the conduct of your 
Infirmary Burgeons, find of the Director! of 
that institution. During the last summer, 
l was induced to fiend a brief account of the 
facts connected with a rase for insertion in 
a medical journal, called The Lancet. The 
facts which I had communicated were pub¬ 
lished, and, iu the course of two or three 
days, reached Glasgow. No sooner had 
the journal,containing my account of the cir¬ 
cumstance shore- mentioned, appeared, than 
Dr. John Couper and Mr. Cowan (for rea¬ 
sons to be presently mentioned) had a meet¬ 
ing of medical Directors of the Infirmary 
*md, for the purpose of getting me w- 
pelied from the institution. Or count, 
when met, the point at issue was immedi¬ 
ately brought forward and diactissed; but, 
notwithstanding alt the seal, and labour, and 
determination, which my two friends, John 
Couper and Itobert Cowan, displayed in the 
affair, the medical Directors were it last 
obliged to confess that they could neither 
expel me, nor punish me in any way, as I 
bad only stated those tilings which were 
actually true. Thus was the truth of mr 
•ttiefcf&t of the cue openly acknowledged, 
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For why, lei me uk, did they tbni exert 
themselves to get me removed ? Just, sim- 
ply and solely, becauie they were expecting 
to come on, tilmoit immediately, u sur¬ 
geons for the pretest winter.

ledged, and amused, to find bow completely 
my two friends had been disappointed in 
their pioua hope* and endeavours to effect 
my expilMon, I did not wait long before 
sending a second letter to tbe Editor of Tut 
Laxcxt, acquainting .him with the confir¬ 
mation which «y statements bad received, 
and with the unjust, though unsuccessful, 
attempt which bed ben mule to get me e»« 
pellet! the Infirmary. In a abort time after, 
this second letter also appeared, and, as I 
was informed, gate vary considerable offence 
to our two Iufirmary surgeons, John Cooper 
and Robert Cowan, who had then entered 
on their winter campaign. 

In the course of days, (my memory will 
not allow me to speck decidedly aa to the 
particular one,) tbe nurae, whose ease 1 
had reported, died; and, as I had been 
accused of falsehood in both my letters re- j 
Isting to the case, i thought the death of j 
the nurse afforded on excellent opportunity 
for clearing up the mailer; and learning, 
moreover, on the following day, that the 
body of tbe name had been privately in¬ 
spected, 1 addressed a letter to the surgeons 
of the Infirmary, requesting that the result 
of ihe inspection should be made known aa 
early as possible to ,( the gentlemen then 
attending the Infirmary, that they might 
have an opportunity of forming a correct 
opinion aa to the truth or falsehood of what 
i bad advanced.” This request was, how¬ 
ever, altogether unheeded.; and it ran 
scarcely be wondered that (aa I was still 
lying tinder the disgraceful charge of false¬ 
hood ) their silence very soon elicited from me 
a second, and cerUinlv not so mild a letter os 
my former one; for while, in my first, l onlv 
ventured to mike a request, 1 did not hesi¬ 
tate, iu my second, to assure them that, if it 
also was unattended to, ( should speedily 
take an opportunity of Inying the whole of j 
their contact before the medical world, 
that it might have an opportunity of jwlg 
ing if there Were uot good reasons fry my 
having spoken as I did or the surgeon tiafiet 
whose, sore the case was first plseed; and 
also, if there did not exist a very consider¬ 
able need for change iu the conduct, even 
of our present surgeons. This teems to have 
been more than tliev could bear; for, through 
their inrtrataeatamy, a meeting of the Di- 
Motors of the Infirmary was called, and I «u 
invited to attend, in order that l might he 
allowed an opportunity, of saying any tiling I 
tfttbed la »y defence; but what 1 was to 
defend, l knew not; nor *u I over in¬ 


formed, ilthougbl addressed a polite card to 
the Directors, (which card was tent into 
them by one of the waiters at the Tontine 
Hotel,) requesting " that, if there Were toy 
chargea to be preferred against me, I might 
be allowed an account of them immediately, 
to allow me time for preparing my defence.” 
This Vquest of mine to the managers win 
also unheeded; and, after having met With 
thorn at the appointed place and hour, in 
order to saj something in defence of any 
charge which nto might think it proper to 
bring against mr, 1 was ordered to leave 
tbe room, without being informed either of 
what I bad done to offend, or, in short, if I 
had done suy thing at all, and without being 
allowed a chance of saying a single word in 
defence of any thing I might have done. 
Now i« this, let me ask, justice 1 Is this 
way of proceeding either grtat, or gentle¬ 
manly, or generous, or good 1 Shall This be 
told of men who would wish their names to 
stand fair in the rentambrauce of mankind ? 
la it, I would inquire, fair, that while tbe 
vilest murderer who ever breathed, shall be 
quietly and patiently heard, of any thing be 
may wish to say in justification of bis fold 
deeds, I shall be thus deprived (as I Kata 
most shamefully and disgracefully bean) of 
those rights and privileges which oven the 
most degraded ana execrable among vffliiafe 
ia allowed, unmolested, to enjoy 1 And will 
it, I ask, be believed that this very mage of 
which 1 complain, was permitted in an 
assembly where the Lord rrovost of Glas¬ 
gow presided 1 

On the day following this meeting, 
(>. e, ou Friday last,) I received from Mr. 
Christie, the Infirmary surgeon, a notice, 
that “ the Directors had unanimously or¬ 
dered mo to be immediately excluded from 
attending the Infirmaryand was also in¬ 
formed by the porter, on going up at the 
usual visiting hour, that ha had received 
orders, botli from Mr, Christie and from 
(he attending surgeons, to refuse me ad¬ 
mittance, in the event of my cowing tip. 

Disposed to give Mr. Christie and his 
employers, the Directors, credit for aamueh 
truth and justice is possible, I had really 
persuaded myself, (aa iuformed by Mr. 
Christie,) that I was expelled tbe Infirmary, 

* w sly on account of my having written the 
>ra above alluded to, until Saturday, 
when I wut assured of my mistake; and 
told that it was not ou account of.my having 
written the aforesaid letters, but because I 
lied not thought fit to par to my Lord Pro¬ 
vost, Convenor M'Leatt’, and follow-direc¬ 
tors, just so much homage as they had 
hoped I would. ’Even admitting, however, 
that inv expulsion from the Infirmary was 
determined, on account of the letters which 
I have written, my expulsion ia at once un¬ 
generous, illegal, and unjust, and such 1 
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publicly and unhesitatingly declare it to bo. 
Aid i challenge the Director* to allow a sin¬ 
gle law, by which they are authorised to act 
•a they hare done. Secret laws, it ia, to be 
•ore, true, they might have, and secret laws 
they might indeed frame, for the effecting 
of crery purpose, which it is either their in¬ 
terest or their desire to accompli^'. But 
I can only aay, that to no law dol consider 
myself amenable, unless 1 fallowed an 
opportunity of becomingjdquainted with 
the hr. If, then, thi£> exist lsws on 
which the students are liable to infringe, 1 
ank the public if a copy of then laws be not 
ft right to which erery atodent has a just 
•ad lawful claim, and if it do not betray t 
proof of the groaseat and moat insufferable 
neglect, on the part of the Directora, that 
they ihtll suffer us to remain (as they now 
do, and as they hare hitherto done) alto- 
rather unacquainted with those rery laws 
by which we are to regulate on? conduct, 
and to which we are accountable for all our 
actions ? 

Not satisfied, however, with simply ex¬ 
cluding me the privilege of attending the 
Infirmary, when I hare in my possession s 
H ticket of admissiou,” which entitles me 
to attend till May l f 1829 not satisfied,” 
1 say, are they with thus openly and un¬ 
justly trampling on any rights, but they 
mnit alio deprive me of my just and lawful 
property, by withholding from me that 
pledge, which they received, alone on the 
condition that I should be allowed to attend 
the practice of the Infirmary “ till the 1st of| 
May, in the coming year,” for .which attend¬ 
ance they gave me permission, ud for the 
receipt of which pledge they thereby made 
acknowledgement. 

It had been my intention to lay ray seve¬ 
ral letters, for which, it is pretended, 1 am 
expelled the Infirmary, together with my

perceiving that it would encroach far be¬ 
yond wliat it is possible to sllow, 1 have 
altered my iniad, and intend, in the course 
of a few days, to priut a copy of the letters 
sbo»e alluded to, and, at the same time, to 
put in my justification, together with as 
account of the whole affair. h[.;

ELEEDINO WAS KM 1*LOVED IN TUB COLD 
STAGE.

Case 1.—Pernicious intermittent fever, 
attended with coma and convulsions, Stay 
in tlie hospital from 8d July, 1882, to the 
4th in the evening. Autopsy; arachnitis, 
cephalitis, goatro-enteritis. 

Jleuoit Simouelli, aelat. 30 years, of a 
strong constilotion, affected for some time 
with a tertian fever. He cuiuo to (he hos¬ 
pital ou the 2d July, 182 *. 

3. Had a slight febrile access, afterwards 
took Jii. of bark. 

4. Towards mid-day he walked in the 
Ward, felt very well, and laughed with the 
other patients. All or a suildeu he was 
atiied with violent shivering, to which suc¬ 
ceeded a very high fever, during which be 
had alternate fleslou and extension of the 
forearms, and profound coma, lie died in 
•U hours after the commencement of the 
attack. 

Dirndl** the following day, at 8 o'clock,

stomach, especially towards its great cur* 
vstuimwhich was every where of a deep, 
generam-diffuaed red. Many worms in 
the small utestinei, which presented also 
inflamed pflhtions, eipecislly where the 
ascarides liadfl^Uected. 

Case 3.—Stay in the hospital from the 
2d August to the Mb, in the evening. Au¬ 
topsy ; arachnitis, slight gutro-enter ilia. 

Pierre Don ad, stat. 28, of a good consti¬ 
tution, was brought to the Hospital of Saint 
Esprit on the Sd August, 1822. 

Towards an hour Bnd a half after mid¬ 
day, he was seised with an accession of 
fever, which commenced by excessive cold- 
new, followed by intense beat, and stupor. 
He lay upon hia bock, with his eyes half 
open ; he awoke when any one spoke to 
lum, and fell again into the same state of 
coma; bis pulse was frequent and strong ; 
the akin burning. In the night, copious 
swelling appeared, the intellectual faculties 
returned, and, in the morning, he was in a 
state to answer concerning his health. Took 
several ounces of bark. 

3. The fever returned half an hour after 
mid-day; commenced with a very violent 
coldness, followed by heat, and stupor; but, 
nevertheless, he always awoke when any 
oue called him, and he opened his eyes. The 
forearms were bent upon the arms, and 
could not be extended; the teeth were 
clenched, which prevented the state of the 
tongue from being seen. Sensibility of the 
skin diminished; he lies upon his back; 
there is no pniu upon pressing the belly. At 
half past two o'clock, general perspiration, 
but not so abundant as tho first. In the 
evening, return of sentiment snd intelli¬ 
gence ; cessation of contraction of the arms; 
but the ideas are leu clear. Other doses of 
bark. 

4. The morning of the third day after his 
arrival, at half past seven o'clock) the pulse 
frequent; stupidity; together with a drunken 
appearance.

The smaller 
curvature, and a portion of the greater, pre¬ 
sented that kind of eruption described st 
No. 30. When examined with a lens, it 
offered nothing more remarkable than to the 
naked eye, only instead of appearing to con¬ 
sist of small perfectly round elevations, and 
entirely separated from e&oh other, they 
communicated by their bases. The redness 
of the stomach ires less lively towards the 
polenta, but it began again immediately at 
the duodenum, where it was very intense,

AFTI.RWABDS THE KECTO-VESICAL OFE- 

ttATIOX WAS EERIOKUED. 

A Soy, fifteen year* old, was, on tbc 1st of! 

Deamber, admitted into the hospital under 
AL Blandia. He stated, that for the last 
five years he had been subject to pain in the 
region of the bladder, which was consider* 
ably augmented by walking, nod tjie evacu¬ 
ation of stools and urine, and which extend¬ 
ed from the bladder, along the urethra, to 
the glane, where it was most violent. Ilia 
penis was eontinnally in a state of semi- 
erection; the urine was discharged involun¬ 
tarily, and the anus was prolapsed and in- 
flamed* A sound being introduced into tha 
urethra, wu arrested at the neck of the 1 
bladder by a solid, and, u it appeared im*‘ 
moveable body, which wu also very easily 
fldt by rim finger in the rectum ; the repeated, aud a large emollient poultice 


to adyV of the introduction of the finger 
probe-pointed bistoury, by withdraw- 


riorly, and the fundus of the bladder laid 
bare. This being considerably tbiokened, 
wu divided with great difficulty, and the 
wound being held open by a blunt hook, a 
pair of strong forceps were introduced, and 
the atone wu easily grasped, but was so 
immoveable, tbat alter long and forcible ef¬ 
forts, the operator was at last obliged to de¬ 
sist for a time from further attempts. The 
huger being now iutroduced iuto the blad¬ 
der, s smaller calculus was fouud at its up¬ 
per part, end easily extracted. Tba attempts 
at removing the .forger stoue ware now re¬ 
newed, but were ns fruitless ss before, al¬ 
though an auistsnt with hie linger in the 
rectum, and another with the staff in Urn 
urethra, endeavoured to raise the stone, aud 
to assist the action of the forceps. 

M. biandiB, being now conduced of the 
impossibility of removing the stone by the 
upper opening of the bladder, determined, 
with the unanimous advice of his col¬ 
leagues, upon tha immediate performance 
of the recto-vesical.operation, lie accord¬ 
ingly introduced his finger into the rectum, 
aud, forcibly pTeiiing (be bladder, from the 
hypogaitriuu downwards, divided its neck y 
the prostate gland, sphincter oui, and perine¬ 
um, in the median line. The stone,being now 
felt by the linger, wu grasped by the for¬ 
ceps, and, while an auisiuut depressed the 
stone with his hand in the upper wound of 
the bladder, wu, at last, with great diiii- 
unity aud exertion, extracted. It was of an 
oral form, two inches in its largest, aiul an 
inch and a quarter in its smallest, diameter, 
of very firm consistence, and weighed two 
ounces. Although the operation, of course, 
lasted*considerable time, the patient did 
not lose much blood. The wound of the 
bypogftstrium was united by a bandage, 
sixteen ounces of blood were taken, and a 
small quantity of opium was given. In the 
evening, alight fever acceded, but the pa¬ 
tient wu free from puin, except in the 
wounds, and ha passed n quiet night*— 
On the following day, the fever wu much 
increased, and he complained of vaguo 
pains in the abdomen. The blooding waft 


ence of a large stone in the bfodderwj 
dearly asc&tained, and tha patient T 1 
much exhausted by bis continued mfiei 
the high operation wu decided upon, sad 
performed on the 7th of December, in the 
following manner. A mwibgiuous fluid 
having been injected ip to the bladder, which, 
from its contraction, or the size of the atone, 
could be made to contain but a small quan¬ 
tity, tba akin was divided by 4 longitudi¬ 
nal indium, item two Inches u length, and 
the tinea alba opened to isoh m •Jttent, 


’Wi applied over Ute hypdgutrium. Ou the 
second dey, when the report was taken, 
he had violent pain in Urn hypogastric re¬ 
gion, though trot in the rest of the abdomen j 
his (Kitmtenwce wu very pafo, and expres¬ 
sive of anxiety ; he had vomited several 
times, and had still nausea, asd a very imall 
pulier-Joum.

Samuel Secs a, eta t JO, footman in • 
gentleman's family, was admitted into Henry 
the Eighth’s Ward, under the ears of Mr. 
Lawrence, on Wednesday, the 5th No?., 
1828, with gooorrhaal ophthalmia of both 
eyes, a partial slough of the right cornea, 
opening into the anterior clumber of the 
eye; the left coruea unaffected, end cht- 
moiis of the conjunctiva of both eyes. About 
a month ago the patient had gonorrhoea; 
was sure that none of the virus had been 
conveyed by any sot of his to his eyes; 
though he can remember having wiped his 
face with s towel in tlie course of the week, 
on which there may have been a part of the 
discharge from the urethra, before the inflam¬ 
mation in tip eyes appeared. On the Thurs¬ 
day morning preceding bis admission, felt 
sn uneasiness iu his left eye; in the Mea¬ 
nt* it began to discharge pus, and on the 
fontwiu day he was unable to see with it. 
Uu Sunday morning the ether eye became 
effected in a similar way, and in the course 
of Monday, or the following day, the eight of 
both eyes was completely gone.

GUY’S HOSPITAL^ 

LITHOTOMY nr MB. tsillSBY COO TIB. 

Laxly on the forenoon of Tuesday last, 
the operating theatre was crowded by a large 
assemblage of students, to witness the ope* 
ration of lithotomy by Mr. Bransby Cooper, 
which was announced iu our last. At ten 
minutes past one, the patient, a child be 
tween three and four years of age, was 
brought into the theatre, and sounded in the 
usual manner, when all of the surgical staff] 
declared their belief of the existence of a 
eery large shorn ; and, during the operation 
pf sounding, the striking of the rastruuwnt 
against the stone could be distinctly heard 
•t some little distance from the operating 
table. The patient waa then bound, ana 
the operation commenced by cutting through 
the perineum, in the usual way, into the 
groove of the etaff. Urwiaos or roun 
imruTU elapsed, however, before Mr. 
Braaaby Cooper could clearly satisfy him* 
self that the point of the knife was fairly 
in the groove of the staff. The knife was 
then carried onwards, and the staff at the 
same time depressed. A small gush of 
mine followed. The operator then passed j 
his Anger through the wound in jierinwo, 
and ascertained that the opening into the 
bladder waa not sufficiently large to extract 
the stone. The knife was therefore carried 
a second time along the groove of the staff, 
and the wound iu the blander dilated. The 
finger was then again introduced, and upon 
it the forceps. The stone, which appeared 
to be situated at the back part of the bladder, 
was very resdily laid hold of, and in a few 
seconds, by an alternate motion of the for* 
cepe from side to side, extracted. It was 
a mulberry calculus, of aa oval shape, and 
nearly as large as a common wplouL The 
patient was immediately put to bed.

The operator then proceeded to amputate 
a second Anger. The patient, (a young 
hetithy.Jooking fellow) had, some time pre¬ 
viously,lost the ring aad tittle Angara or the 
hand, by being caught in some machi¬ 
nery. The accident had also occasioned se¬ 
vere compound fractures of the metacarpal 
bones of those Angers; and subsequent in¬ 
flammation had produced anchylosis of the 
metacarpal bone of the middle fioger. On 
this account, the fbre-fiageT and thumb were 
rendered comparatively useless. The ope¬ 
ration was performed by cutting into the 
joint on the exposed (ftmar) aide, then in¬ 
clining the knife upwards, and forming u 
flap from the radial aide of the finger. This 
flap waa brought into contact with the am¬ 
putated parts with two or three sutures, and 
kept there by adhesive straps. 

After these minor operations were com¬ 
pleted, Mr. B. Cooper turned round and ad¬ 
dressed the students as follows 1 " Gentle-

44, habitually in 
the enjoyment of good health, had been 
for some months affected with indigestion, 
loss of appetite, frequent costiveneu, bee- 
tic fever, gnat emaciation, and, latterly, 
with swelling of the abdomen, and dysp¬ 
noea on the least exertion. When admitted. 
into the hospital, under the care ofM. Boris, 
he exhibited the following symptoms:— 
The abdomen wu enormously swelled, the 
skin very tease, the umbilicus prominent, 
end the scrotum infiltrated. There was 
distinct fluctuation, but no pain on pres¬ 
sure, nor could any tumour be discovered. 
The face wu of a sallow icteric hue, the 
tongue red, skin hot, urine scanty and 
high-coloured, the bowels very costive. He 
complained of lou of appetite, greet dysp¬ 
noea, dry cough, fever, with nocturnal exa¬ 
cerbations, restiessneu, and great thirst. 
The abdomen being punctured, eleven piata 
of an inodorous limpid serum were evacu¬ 
ated ; uliae and oleaginous aperients were 
given, and the abdomen compressed by a 
bandage. The patient wu aiueh relieved 
by .the operation, and, on repeated exami¬ 
nation, the abdominal viscera were found in 
a healthy state. Four days after, the swell¬ 
ing having regained its former fixe, and 
all the other symptoms, dyspnea, rest¬ 
lessness, &e., having re-appeared, the Up- 
! ping was reputed, and no leu than four¬ 
teen pints of fluid were evacuated, la a 
week the swelling retimed n third ttao, 
without, however, arriving at ita former 
siae; and, under the uu of salifie aperients, 
mercurial frictions, and astringent foments- 
tioaa of the abdomen, the patient wu per¬ 
fectly eared.

On At mo* rfedual Method of Instructing 
Young Perms in those Exercises , that wut 
tMpnH« their Personal Appearance, and ren¬ 
der their Forms mere perfect. 

Tuia subject may he arranged under two 
divisions. Firet, that which may he prac¬ 
tised in every gentleman's family, by those 
who are usually employed to take care of I 
young children in the earliest period* of] 
their lives; end who, indeed, would be more 
beneficially employed in the practice* : that 
will now be recommended, than they are in 
performing the dutiea that are commonly laid 
upon them. Thaaecond conaiata of young 
persona, who are >o far advanced in lift as 
to be the subjects of professional attention. 
1 shall, at present, confine myself to the 
first class. 

Young children, in the families of gentle¬ 
men, are generally well managed while they 
are in the nurse's arms, because die anxiety 
of parents, and die attention of profinOptl 
men, who are. at that period, mferaR- 
ployedt prescribe a rational course of tttit* 
meat, and compel the utoaet to follow the 
course that is prescribed.

of society have peculiarities which distin¬ 
guish them from all others, these servants 
carry the peculiarities of their own class into 
their new situations. Aa man is an imita¬ 
tive animal, the servants, who teaoh the 
gentleman's children to do whatever they 
are employed to teach, instruct them, by 
ahowingjby their own actions, whatia to m 
done. The consequence is, that the centle- 
man’s children learn to imitate the habits 
and manners of the servants, instead of 
those of their own class. This will happen 
when the utmost caution is used j hut the 
want of care, and, sometimes, worse motives, 
induce thou, who have the care of children, 
to do them very serious injuries, without 
having any fixed intention of doing to. Of 
this kind of mimldef I have known many 
very striking examples, but shall content 
myself with giving one. 

A man of business, of the first data, who 
lived in Pall Mall, had a fomily of young 
children; the nursery-maid was regularly 
employed to take them, for air and exercise, 
into St. James's Park; but was ordered, on 
no account, to extend ber walk beyond the 
length of the Palace-garden wall, so that she 
might oertainly be found, if wanted. One of 
the children was not able to go alone, and of' 
oourae must be carried; the other was e girl 
of five yean old, and very well able to walk. 
Afteriome time this child became unhealthy, 
and weak,hit knee bent, herandea weredis- * 
torted, and she became a patient of mine, to 
have that defect remedied.

If tbe heads of 
the profession are hot exempt from legal re¬ 
sponsibility for their occasional mishaps, 
What is to become of the members or a 
subordinate department of the profession 1 
It is evident that, if there were any ground 
for the Supposition On which this argument 
is founded, namely, that low as tbe state of 
knowledge notoriously is among the per¬ 
sons styling themselves the heads of the 
profession, there is n still lower degree of 
Intelligence and professional information 
among the great body of medical practition¬ 
ers, such a state of things would of itself 
demonstrate the existence of a vicious sys¬ 
tem, and tbe necessity for medical reform. 
But the truth is, that tbe whole argument is 
founded upon a false and insolent assumption. 
The men who call themselves the beads of 
the profession are, in reality, as we have 
uniformly maintained, and repeatedly proved 
fa this Journal, at the M of (bat profession.

Another Hospital Sur¬ 
geon, to whose turn it recently foil to ra- 
movo an extensiedly diseased testicle, mads 
hia first incision over the mend testicle, and 
the potiontwould probably have beau cross* 
culttsd, if a dresser hail not himself detected 
the error. This winds us of the ewfeiy 
of a grntleman ortht sister kingdom, who 
once hold the situation of nstiaUntanrgeqp 
on board one of his Majesty’s ships of wqr, 
and who being reqoired to amputate a man’s 
right leg, dismembered bio patient with 
great dexterity, but unfortunately dis¬ 
covered, when the operation was completed, 
that he bad removed tke trft hg. This 
achievement wusoppoeed to afford evidence 
of eueb singular acuteness, tlist bis friends 
recommended him to quit surgery, sod to* 

take himself rathe bar; whoso wo know lot 
whether ha has aver found Mu mutch in 
low, though iu surgery, and tto exact 
sciences, he may eertstuly find his equal in 
Sir Janas Scanurr.

Dr. Legrand, 
who oonaidera this opinion aa absolutely 
erroneous, has thought it necessary to coun¬ 
teract it: and, in the eecond chapter, he 
Las brought forward facta to prove that 
syphilis, although latent, exercises a dele¬ 
terious influence over individuals and their 
posterity. He has, at the same time, en¬ 
deavoured to prove, that tltia disease, there¬ 
fore, is hereaitary, and that it is specific, 
This point being established, we most ne¬ 
cessarily have recourse to a specific medi¬ 
cine to counteract syphilis; and Dr. Le- 
graud proposes the pharmaceutical prepa¬ 
rations which have gold for their basis. 
Before minutely pointing ont their efficacy 
in this ease, he has thought it necessary to 
fill up a vacuum iu pharmacy; he has shown 
the different modes adopted, in order to 
procure the preparation from gold, at pro- 
sent employed m medicine, and those he 
afterwards applied. Ho then steles the 
effects produced by these some prepara¬ 
tions, when they are introduced into our 
economy. He afterwards proves by 930 
eases, many of which were under his own 
charge, the others verified by practitioners 
of almost every country, that gold radi- 
Mflly cure* recent aud inveterate syphilis. 
After bavlngctsted the excellent autt-syphi- 
Uric properties of gold* Dr. Legrand in 
qofrts with the strictest impartiality, if the 
preparslioas from gold may ever he ad¬ 
ministered in vain, and if the adminia- 
tmtioo of it is eubjecr to accidents. He 
seems to hove shown, incomrovMtibly, 
that the former case must be. extremely 
me, nnd that very serious accident* can 
- Hitherto Dr. Legrand baa 


only spoken of the. efficacy of gold in the 
treatment of typhilis, and inquired into 
the dangers of adopting it. He next con¬ 
siders it necessary to show the dangers 
which aoeompany the administration of 
mereuvy. But, in most of the cues in 
which mercury is injurious, it is asked whe¬ 
ther the disease, or the medicine, has pro¬ 
duced the mischief. A very simple mesne f 
exists, to remove every doubt upon the sub- 
jeetj it is only to study the effects of mer¬ 
cury upon persounot affected with syphilis. 
The author of tn%rork before us, has gone 
into the mines whence metal is dug up; be 
has visited the workshops in which it io 
wrought; and he baa been able, by these 
means, to point ont the horrible accidents 
which mercury, by its presence, may have 
upon the most important organa of our 
frame. When, says he, we see the same 
accidents happen to persona who take mer¬ 
cury aa a medicine, there can no longer re¬ 
main any doubt of the deleterious action 
which it exercises over our economy. But 
Dr. Legrand goes further; he has proved 
that, in n gnat number of eases, the ad¬ 
ministration of mercury has not been follow¬ 
ed by success ; that sometimes it does not, 
in any degree, mitigate the disease; that 
very often, after having effected n partial 
cure, the disorder breaks out again with in¬ 
creased severity, under a form much more 
hideous, after an interval of time, in dura¬ 
tion infinitely variable. To prove this last 
assertion, the author has cited facta, and 
quoted the testimony of authors the moat 
favourable to the employment of mercury. 
Having stated thus much. Dr. Legrand’* 
work goes to prove the superiority of the 
preparations from gold over mercurial pre¬ 
parations. After a few remarks upon the 
therapeutic method, which consists in op¬ 
posing all venereal symptoms, by the ap¬ 
plication of warm water and leepbes, mid 
having slated from foci* the dangers of this 
new method, which is called the satipblo- 
gistio treatment, lie has given 150 exam¬ 
ples of cures performed by gold, in cases 
where mercury has only effected a tempo¬ 
rary relief, or been absolutely inefficient. 
When mercury could not eradicate from, 
th* economy the syphilitic virus, and espe¬ 
cially the secondary forms of syphilis, many 
of which were truly hideous, mercury, 
which hid permitted tlieir development, 
and where every other usually adopted 
anti-syphilitic medicine had proved inef¬ 
ficacious in the treatment of theee disgust¬ 
ing affections, gold perfectly dissipated 
them. In the lest chapter, whiob is an 
epitome of the whole work. Dr. Legmnd 
•name rales all the ad van Uses of die sys¬ 
tem he edvopstes, and all the inconve¬ 
niences and dangers of die mercurial 
method. The meet remarkable passages of 
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this Kapler, are, undoubtedly, those fa 
which he specifies the great superiority of' 
gold over mercury, ra thoroughly destroy¬ 
ing that influence which the syphilitic 
virus exercises over min and his posterity 
(noticed in the first chapter). So that the 
man or the woman who haa bad the mis- 
fortune to he tainted with syphilis, once 
cored by gold, may marry with perfect secu¬ 
rity ; they will have healthy children, which 
they could not hope for, had they been 
cured by mercury. Thempintn, infected 
during pregnancy, wouldtfivrive the same 
advantage by the treatment with gold; 
whereas mercury would not exempt her 
from bringing an infant into the world, 
haring all the symptoms of hereditsry

Wsm my pspsr relative to the Extrac¬ 
tion of Teeth waa offered to the public, 
through the mediant of n work eo extern 
lively circulated as Tnx Lancet,*, he ai¬ 
med, Sir, that it was not subjected to the 
criticism of t human da, without due delibe¬ 
ration, without my being satisfied that every 
point was establislwd on ton firm a basis, to 
hs shaken by any attach tint might he made 
upon it. 

For the hotter elucidation of those argu¬ 
ments, to raise them beyond the reach of | 
bmperieneoi esvillvn, they were accompa¬ 
nied by explanatory diagrams; whereby, 
with common attention, they might ha ve been 
understood by persona of the meanest caps- 
city, provided it mifarf their purpose to com¬ 
prehend them. 

If my reasoning evinces so much weak¬ 
ness, let my opponents try to do that which 
1 in vain attempted before it went forth to 
tha world, let them analyse it, and expose 
the srrore, proceeding paragraph by para¬ 
graph, s mode calculated to have more 
weight with those persons who are in the 
habit of thinking for themselves, thanaal) 
the evasive and unsupported assertions they 
may feel disposed to indulge in. 

Your observation, Sir, that every man' 
who attempts the extraction of teeth, 11 has 
n fashion of his own/* is, indeed, but too 
true, and a very had fashion- it frequently 
proves to the unfortunate sufferer^ as thou¬ 
sands could annually testify; but, ns with 
dU tooth extraction, there fa decidedly a 1 
right method and a wrong one, sraw tbs 
madm opemdi does not depend upon mere 


fancy, no operator can bfrexcused for either 
wilfully or ignorantly torturing hit victim ; 
for supposing him occasionally to tuooeed in 
irertng away a tooth by tha clumsiest of all 
possible means, such 'Recess will afford 
very little consolation to the next unfortu¬ 
nate patient, who is probably doomed to be 
miserably mangled by the use of a hugo 
pair of tongs; when a judicious operator 
would have relieved him with the utmost 
facility. 

Although nothing has been advaneed by 
year correspondents in the slightest degree 
affecting the facta set forth in my first com¬ 
mon iestion, still for the information of those 
who may imagine they know something of 
the subject, it maybe thought incumbent on 
me to advert generally to your correspon¬ 
dent’s observations; one of whom* while ho 
concurs with me in giving the preference to 
the key instrument, evidently misunder¬ 
stand* ine when he contends, (very proper¬ 
ly) that " in some oasea the forceps are in¬ 
dispensable, as in the removal of tbe inci¬ 
sor*." 

Sir, it haa not been asserted by me, that 
! forceps are to he far ever excluded, and 
j never to he need in cases of minor import- 
I anee ; this will bo aeon by tbe fallowing 
: extra ot, ” the use of such an instrument 
(in allusion to the forceps) is highly ob* 

1 jeotionabln in til those esses where the key 
is generally used.” The same gentleman 
speaks of the breaking dutn of the alveolar 
process as a mat ter*,of course; but on refer¬ 
ence to the diagram, he may be convinced 
that the lateral action ia not so great as lie 
imagine; indeed, with the majority of 
cases the socket will scarcely be enlarged; 
a very small portion of the thin etlfe may* 
sometimes adhere to a tooth, htviug its 
fang* considerably extended, or curved; 

‘ but such is the elasticity of the boos, that, 

1 even under these circumstances, such no ac¬ 
cident rarely occurs with an expert and care¬ 
ful operator. 

Another of your correspondents contents 
himself with merely affirming that which 
has never been disputed, vis. the possibility 
of extracting “ hundreds, nay, thousands of 
teeth with a pair of forceps;" most judi¬ 
ciously availing •himself of a saving clause 
with reflrrenpo to the molar teeth, which ho 
very ingeniously specifies in a separate pa¬ 
ragraph, where, without venturing to ao^ne 
tiis proportionate wunbir of failure* expe¬ 
rienced in making tiwtptempi with such an 
instrument, he merely speaks of using far 
that purpose a V larger and stronger pair of 
forceps far tbs molar teeth/* but, owing pro¬ 
bably to a error la the manuscript, or in 
the printer, the sixe of the fereept fa mag¬ 
nified to a most ludicrous extent*

ly whether «• can oecOridnally tecceed in

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extracting a tooth by means of the forceps, 
but whether they be euperior to the key 
instrument, the award being in favour of I 
that which hu been attended with the 
greatest number of successful operations, 
always supposing the experiment to hare 
been made with in equal number of cases; 
with this view of the subject, let me ask, 
whether any of the advocates for perpendi¬ 
cular extraction (as they ere pleased to 
term it) will venture to submit to aucb a 
triad as I now propose, having first atten¬ 
tively read my statement*, and living al 
lowed the extcnthe privilege of using any 
instrument whatever that grasps the tooth 
between two edges, or daws, will they con¬ 
sent to divide with me, equally and equi¬ 
tably, a given number of patients requiring 
the extraction of molar teeth, however de¬ 
cayed they may be (but not loose), end will 
they agree that publicity be given to the 
defeat that must inevitably await so hope¬ 
less en attempt 1 

As to those eciolists who are not yet 
awakened from the delightftil dream of their 
infallible pincers, if they expect to succeed, 
their first object roust be to contrive, that 
the teeth of the rising generation shall be ao 
improved, both in their form and texture, 
that, titty no longer cling to their sockets 
with such persevering tenacity, nor couti. 
npe so provokingly brittle, as to present the 
hitherto insurmountable barrier to their 
darling enterprise-

1. That epidemic disorders, including a 
very largo data of complaints not kUhei to 
reckoned epidemics, owe their origin to 
peculiar conditions of the atmosphere, which 
happen at incalculable periods, from time to 
lima, in every part of the world, haring a 
particular range end term of duration. 

8. That the above is the grand 
emus of pestilence and epidemy (rf every 
sort j while theciroumstance, that it is only 
a portion of wSpopulatipn on which the 
epidemic bane (the to fiws v of antiquity) 
fails, leads me naturally to Ipok for tyffrt- 
ditponmt ctniiu neccMxry to the disease, to 
peculiar conditions of the individual consti¬ 
tutions of the patient*, Contagion and 
inoculation, as adjunct meant of propagation, 
only apply to a few varieties of epidemics, 
ss plague, small-pox, &c.j and even to 
these disorders ire to be considered as sect- - 
dental, and foeblo sources of the spread of 
the disease, compared with the irradiating 
progressive motion of the atmospherical ex¬ 
citant over extensive districts. 

3. That this atmospherical poison, vari¬ 
ous aa it is at different times, is stoaety con¬ 
nected with electric changes perpetaaUv 
going on in the air, but which are aided an* 
modified by innumerable forma of malaria, 

which constitutes a sort ef interventional 

medium, through which the morbific paw** 
of the electrical excitant ia exerted. I 
have by me, sn immense and authentic 
catalogue of epidemics. 

To the development of the existing rela¬ 
tion between the veiling and the prtJie* 
panent nhhi of disorders of the class 1 allude 
to, 1 have devoted much time; and I bad, 
in your La ncit, announced a small work on 
this subject, whieh owing U) a trifling delay 
to the printiag-oflke, arising from my bad 
caligraphy, (or, rather, cslegrapliy,) is net 
yet ready for publication, hut which will 
appear in a week or two. In this 1 shall 
fully develop the truth of my opinion re¬ 
specting the otmotpherieol origin rf fever t the 
injbunmatonf nature of (As prvdirpsiuiit} and 
while 1 can show that, for the latter, the 
antipkingtob tmtlnmt is the only rational 
oaq, it will appear that Hippocrates end the 
ancients were right, in relying on ehauge of 
air as the permanent remedy. Meanwhile, 
as there is au inquiry going on of eo iaa- 
portent a nature, i foal disposed to antici¬ 
pate tii us mheh for the use of those who 
lip*# more time, niesns, and ability, to pur¬ 
sue to thou lh*w present.

TUMOUR OF TUB BREAST. 

Professor Guthrie excised a lumour from 
the breast of Mary Bate, 10th December;

The next diaeaw to which I request your 
attention, iathe descent of the urinary blad¬ 
der, which may occur in different degrees. 
In some extretner cases, the bladder lies 
forth between the limbs of the patient, form¬ 
ing a tumour there, larger when the bladder 
is full, smsller when it is empty, snd gene¬ 
rally about the aise of an orange, admitting 
the introduction of the catheter into its ca¬ 
vity. Now by these characters, the higher 
degree of this disease maybe reedilv dis¬ 
criminated ; the tumour varying in bulk ac¬ 
cording to the quantity of the secretion, and 
admitting the catheter into its centre. A 
cut representing this tumour under its usual 
aspect is here on the table before you. It 
some times happens, that the descent of the 
Madder is in the slighter degree only, and 
then no tumour lies out under the eye, but 
there is merely a tumour in the baok part of 
the symphysis pubis. When the bladder is 
full, this swelling is eery large, blocking 
the vagina up; arid when ft has been emp¬ 
tied by the introduction of the* catheter, it 
beoomea much smaller; and if you pass up 
the instrument, you mty distinguish it within 
die entity of tlte swelling (on exoetieut eha- 
neter of tba disease,) urn, under voluntary 
urging, the swelling is found to increase 
considerably in its aise; and by these marks 
the disease may be easily known.

uterus, with inversion, with polypOt, or 
with that descent of the vegina which I 
was before describing to yon. But 1 don't 
pretend to teach diagnosis to those who 
yawn over disease. 

When the bladder descends a great way, 
so as to form a tumour between the thighs, 
the only effectaal mods of relieving the dis¬ 
ease is by introducing something into the 
vagina; an egg-shaped pessary, or oven 
one of the round pessaries, adapted to 
the capacity of the dileted parte, ascertained 
by a trial of instruments of different diame¬ 
ters. If the bladder have not pushed down, 
so as to make ita appearance externally, a 
peasary may not do necessary; and in 
married women especially, it u desirable 
that this instrument should not be mod. 
When the descent is beginning in this man¬ 
ner, it should be our principal indication to 
keep the bladder empty, end to tell the pa¬ 
tient to abstain from all urging, a rule to be 
observed with the utmost stnctneaa, as the 
infraction of it must increase the deeoent, 
•Lotions of alum, of sulphate of line, 
of aulphate of copper, of gaila, and so on, 
are recommended, ofvarmi ttrtngtk, crctrd- 
in* to Ike if eel produced ; and if a patient 
beoomea pregnant, 1 should recommend, as 
before, that ahe should be confined to tlie 
horisontal position for a few weeks after 
delivery, in order to allow of the vagina con¬ 
tracting itself, and giving the bladder a more 
effectual support. 

As women are liable to the descent of tlw 
vagina and of the badder, so also they are still 
more frequently liable to a disease of which 
you have often heard, no doubt, I mean tlw 
prolapsus of tlw uterus, and sometimes it lien 
out under view, as in the costs, and some¬ 
times it comes down nearly to the outlet of 
tbe pelvis, and occasionally it prolapses one 
or trio incites only, lying but little below itn 
ordinary level, yet not infrequently occa¬ 
sioning the moat troublesome inconvenience, 
and hence the disease bee been divided into 
three varieties: relaxation, prolapse*, and 
procidentia—when the womb protrudes, 
the disease is called procidentia; whan it 
remains at theouOet, prolapsus; when it 
scarcely subsides below the level of the 
brim, it then constitutes what isdenominated 
a relaxation, 1 have seen aevtialumia 

SN! 
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which the vagina has been forming a luge 
eyat, whioh Uy forth between the limb*; 
thii cyst containing not the womb merely, 
bnt in put the bladder, the email intestines, 
the ovaries, and perhaps the rectum, for 
when yon have procidentia, it ray rarely 
happens that the womb only desoende, 
generally the other viscera come with it, 
an larger or smaller mass. A case of 
this kind, if you an incompetent, you may 
mistake for polypus fo~*sio uteri \ not to 
mention a large deaeenrof the bladder only; 
hot when you examine the tumour with 
care, yon will frequently discover on its 
surface the rage of the vagina more or leas 
conspicuous; yon will find, also, that yon 
can introduce a catheter into the tumour, 
provided the bladder be come down; and 
perhaps, on passing a finger into the rec¬ 
tum, it mav descend into the bsek of the 
cyst, and, above all, at the lower part of it 
the oi uteri may be found. Sometime* the 
oa uteri is so conspicuous, that you can aee 
st at flat glance; but yon ought to be aware 
that at other timet it appean under the form 
of a very miaute aperture, the uanal tuber¬ 
cle being wanting. If yon are doubtfol 
whether this is or not the apertnre leading 
into the eavity of the uterna, (suspecting it 
may be nothing more then a mucous follicle,) 
take ablaut-ended prpbe.snd, with gentle¬ 
ness, slide it along the reputed opening ao 
as to ascertain the feet. Now if you have 
all these characters, or a great part of them 
combined, you need be at no loss to ascer¬ 
tain the natnre of the disease: a large tumour 
formed between the limbs, consisting of 
the various parts mentioned, more or less 
Tugocs on its surface, admitting the catheter 
if the bladder have deacended,admitting the 
finger anaoewhat when it is introduced into 
the rectum, and containing the uterus, which 
may be felt often very distinctly at the 
fewest part of the tumour, the oa uteri being 
more or leas conspicuously observable in the 
most dependent part, containing an orifice 
which leads into the cavity of the womb. 

In procidentia of the uteri, it is remark¬ 
able that the health of the patient often 
stiffen very little; indeed it has been ob¬ 
served, with truth, that the general health 
is often much worse in those cases in which 
then is a men relaxation, than in those 
«aea of procidentia which we have just 
been considering, in which foe vagina and 
uterus lie forth under vie*. 

When procidentia atari is clearly ascer¬ 
tained, it ought to be yoor fint object to 
replace the pern, if ttys be safe and possi¬ 
ble, hot this cannot always be accomplished. 
Vow, if tikis pnetioe be inadmissible, you 
had better have aome defence, or shield, in 
order to eover the tumour, ad to prevent it 
from suffering injury from a blow, feH, or 
other violence. Moreover, the woman ought 


to ha*o » well-adjusted suspensory bandage, 
for the purpose of supporting and prevent¬ 
ing enlugement of tie swelling, because 
if it ia left for years without a suspensory 
support, it may become increasingly larger, 
till at length tbe patient can hardly sustain 
the inconvenience. There is a good deal of 
oxcoristfife not unfrsquenlly observed, and 
which, I apprehend, uieea from the irrita¬ 
tion of tbs urine. Much aqueous drink, by 
diluting the urine,might probably materially 
palliate this inconvenience ; hat a more ef¬ 
fectual relief is derived from the aee of the 
oatheter, or by passing the fluid while seated 
in a warm bath. Tbe patient may learn to 
pass the catheter for henelf. 

The principal impediment to the replace¬ 
ment of the uterus in these cases arises 
from the inflammation which may be occa¬ 
sioned by reduction, when they hove been 
lying forth for months, or yeus, and where, 
as in cases of luge and inveterate hernia, 
the parts above have got into a state to 
resist them. Sometimes, too, as Dr. Clarka 
has, 1 think, acutely observed, when in¬ 
flammations have been going on in the 
different parta, adhesions, internally, have 
taken place, ao as to form bands, and entan¬ 
gle portions of intestines, ao as to obstruct 
and give rise to the symptoms of incarce¬ 
rated hernia. In general, however, when 
you have procidentia of the uterus, yon may 
replace the parta easily enough. You plaoe 
the woman in the recumbent position; you 
administer the catheter; and yoo get a 
general bearing on the tumour, and press it 
backward and upward, as if you were urg¬ 
ing it upon tbe promontory of the aaerum, 
for if you press it directly upwards, you 
will bring it to bear on tbe symphysis pubis, 
as this demonstration shows. Then, after 
the puts have been replaced in thia man¬ 
ner, a pessary ia introduced, ia order to 
prevent a second descent, and, perhaps, the 
moat convenient form of the pesaary, in 
these eases, is the globular, or oviform; it 
gives to the descending porta a very con¬ 
siderable bearing, by means of its broad 
surface. But you find, sometimes, after 
you have replaced tbe uterus, that a great 
deal of pain and fever are produoed, ao that 
you begin to be alarmed feat abdominal in¬ 
flammation should ensue. Now, if these 
symptoms be considerable, you bad better 
take away the pessary, and let the parts 
come down again. Bleeding from the atm, 
leeches to the abdomen, fomentations, poul¬ 
tice*, relaxation of the bowels, in n word, 
all the ordinary remedies of foe milder In¬ 
flammations, appear to be indicated here. 
If symptoms ue slighter, and tbe pulse do 
not rise above 100, or 105, in the minute, 
I should then feel inclined to suffer the pet- 
ary to remain, taking eare to empty the 
bladder, and keep it empty, ao that more 
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room might be left for the uterus. As be* 
fore, you foment the sbdomen, spply leeches, 
end, perlisps, take away a little blood from 
the aim. If the symptoms arising from the 

^ 1(876 beeu so violent that it akould 
ned accessary to take away the pea* 
eery, and suffer the parts to come down 
again, I should not therefore totally aban* 
don my attempts; but in a few weeks after* 
wards, perhaps, I should resort to the 
pessary again, leave it in for two or three 
noun, or till the same symptoms began to 
ap|>ear v then again removing, and introduc¬ 
ing afresh, after they had subsided; and 
thus applying the pessary longer and longer 
•very time, I should hope to habituate the 
parts to reoeive the viscera, so as in that 
manner to effect a permanent replacement. 
In most csaes where the difficulty arises from 
want of room, the parts have been descend¬ 
ed for year*, and where the parte are lying 
out in this way, under sight, they are 
aometimee, affected with a great deal of in* 
flammition throughout, with fever, and with 
deep seated pain. It is aiMrted, that 
slouglia have taken piece, end thnt women 
have recovered after losing the uterus; nor 
have 1 much difficulty in believing thin, 
though such cases are in e mnnner unique. 
Were 1 to. meet with an inflammation of] 
this kind, 1 should treat it the same as an 
inflammation of any other viscera: bleeding 
largely from the arm,giving digitalis, foment¬ 
ing the pert*, and, perhaps, applying leeches, 
which you might very couveniently do, the 
womb lying beyond the external organaj to¬ 
pics! cold might be of service. By all these, 
end the ordinary antiphlogistic meins, in¬ 
flammation might be got under; end then if ] 
1 found the womb could be replaced, so as 
not to give a great deal of puin, as if adhe¬ 
sions were torn through by the operation, 
1 should endeavour to replace the parts. 

You will often, in these bases, os obserr- 
ed before, meet with excoriations of the 
tumour, perhaps iu three or four places, to 
be attributed to the urine irritation. By 
keeping the uriue from the surface, at be¬ 
fore recommended, sad general means, and 
by applying some slitnulaut and astringent 
remedies, such •• are used in cutaneous 
diseases, cores may, 1 believe, in general, 
be easily obtained. v

MUSCULAR ACTION, AND ON THE CURE 
OF DEFORMITIES. 

By Mb. SHELDRAKE. 

On the mnt effectual Method of Initnuting 
Young Perviu.ur<h' us Exereim that mu 
improve their PenofuA Appearance, and rsn- 
der their Forau mere perfect. 

All the different mode# of walking, or 
moving about, have been produced by thoan 
habits which have been fixed by the pur¬ 
suits in which the parties who use them 
have been engaged. If an individual la en¬ 
gaged in the seme pursuits during the 
whole of his life, the uniform continuance 
of the same habits will impress upon Ida 
person an indelible form. Ir, at some pe¬ 
riod of hie life, he changes the objects of 
hia pursuit, the change of hia habits will 
produce a corresponding change in his per¬ 
son, greater or less, according as the occu¬ 
pation that he adopts differs from that 
which he has quitted; but u the object we 
have in view is to enable persons, in the 
superior rauks of society, to acquire what¬ 
ever perfection of form and action can be 
attained, it ia surely better to begin in the 
right way et the very earliest period of life, 
than it would be to leave every thing to 
chance in the outset, and have, afterwards, 
to employ muck valuable time in correcting 
the errors to which carelessness and igno¬ 
rance liad given both origin and stability. 

Tbe real object of this instruction ia to 
give, at the earliest period tbat they can be 
communicated, strength to the ligaments of 
tbe joints, upon which their power greatly 
depends, aud activity to the muscle a, by 
which they are rendered more obedient to 
tbe will. The whole process that will be 
necessary, during wliai may be called this 
first stage of instruction, will be, first, to 
obtain the full power Of directing tbe feet 
alternately, ana then to |ursctise walking 
carefully and steadily upon the line, for as 
much time as can be conveniently devoted 
to it every day; in doing this, it should be 
strietly required that the child should keop 
her eyes upon her feet, to see that she 
places her foot exactly against the line at 
every step; this will give a firmness to her 
movements which will afterwards be of the 
greatest consequence. 

This course should be carefolly followed 
till the child is fire or eik years old, eud 
may be continued afterwards as opjwrtuni- 
lies may offer. As regularity of proceeding, 
and certainty of effect, arc ilwaya to be de- 
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»t once, odd to their baalth, their strength, 
end preserve the natural regularity of their 
form. The meaner of using their. fogs, 
which bw already been deacrihed, will 
form the'buie ofji. 

The scholar or patient, whichever it 
may be called, should stand quite upright 
upon the iioe, as has been already directed. 
The pelvis, and all the parts that are below 
it, ere to be kept firmly, but not stiffly in 
their original position; the is to look 
steadily at some object that is placed directly 
before her r she is to estypd both her arms 
in a straight line, and iCoiout altering their 
position afterwards, with respect to the 
body, she is to turn the body itself round 
upon the pelvis, till she points with the 
foie-finger of one baud at the object on 
which her eyes have been fixed ; the other 
band is, by this action, thrown ss much 
backwards/as will be necessary to keep the 
two aims on a straight line with each other. 

When she has been in this position some 
time, (a few seconds at first, and the time 
to be gndually increased aa the exercise 
becomes familiar to her,) she is, still keep¬ 
ing her eyes fixed upon the same object, to 
turn her body round, so that the band which 
pointed before, is made to poiut backwards, 
and the other to point forwards at the same 
time. She is to repeat this, still standing, 
till the practice is familiar to her; she may 
then begin to walk upon the line as baa 
been already directed, and,at the same time, 
exercise the body end the arms in the man¬ 
ner tbst is now recommended. 

.Another desirable exercise will be, to 
procure a chair, with a flat seat, and made 
of wood; the back should be higher than 
the patient's head, when the is seated on it: 
upon this chair she should be seated, with 
both her feet firmly pressed upon the 
ground; her back, shoulders, and head, 
should be pressed against the hack of the 
chair: while the is in this situation, her 
acme should be exteoded horizontally in a 
line with each other. When she lias taken 
this position, she should, without moving 
ber feet, or her seat, or taking liei shoulders 
or her head from the back of the chuir, or 
altering the position of her arms with re¬ 
spect to ber body, bend ber body sideways, 
till she carries one of ber bands as near to. 
the ground as possible; the other arm will 
Iheu be proportioaably rained in the air, 
When she has beeu in this stale for some 
time, she should raise herself iato the erect 
position upon Iter seat, aud after remaining 
so for a ahon time, she should reverse the 
former position, hy pressing downwards 
that hand which was first raised, and nice 
vtna. * 

Whoever understands the structure of the 
human body, nod the action of its muscles, 
will perceive that by alternately performing

the serious that hft»t be«J^escribed, every 
motion tbst can be required is any of the 
actions of ordinary life, when it is not s life 
of coarse labour, may be performed with 
cettainiy and advantage, provided it bs 
not carried beyond that point at which 
the greatest strength of the jointa termi¬ 
nates', if carried beyond that point, de¬ 
bility, and other mischief, will ensue *, and 
distortion, in all probability, be tbe conse¬ 
quence. It is to avoid this, that 1 recommend 
these exercises to be practised by the pa¬ 
tients themselves, under ths direction, in¬ 
deed, of those who are competent to direct 
every thins: of the kind to the greatest ad¬ 
vantage. By proceeding in this manner, all 
the advantages that are required will be ob¬ 
tained, and no injury be inflicted in the pur¬ 
suit. Patients who arc in this situation, 
may be induced, under the direction of 
skilful advisers, to do all that is necessary 
for their own advantage, but not to exceed 
the premier point to which each action ia to be 
extended. These exercises are intended to 
enable those who are interested in the wel¬ 
fare of young persons, to bring them for¬ 
ward with the greatest advantage, and, at 
tbe same time, to avoid the danger of dis¬ 
torting or disfiguring their persona, so many 
effectual methods of doing which being con¬ 
tinually offered to their notice, in the most 
inviting manner. What has now been 
oflered for consideration and adoption, ia by 
way of prevention; when distortion has 
been produced, a different course of treat¬ 
ment must be pursued to get rid of it, aud 
that will be a subject for our next investi¬ 
gation.

In another case, a girl of nine years being 
attacked by a dog, was ao fiightenvd, that 
dm fell down in :« senseless state; whew 
examined at the Hotel IJieu, the pulse was 
found quiet, the skits perfectly sensible, the 
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countenance ia^Rire of exeiteiMiit, and 
tba eye* staring; the bad folly recovered 
liar senses, bat bad so power of mottos, the 
muscles being in a elate of rigidity, and 
deglutition was very difficult An emtio, 
and the application of leeches to the netk, 
were without any effect, and ahe died sud- 
dealy on the fourth day. On examination 
of the body, the dura mater and arachnoid, 
as well aa the brain, were fonnd healthy; 
the lateral ventricle! contained a email quan¬ 
tity of limpid ear tun; the cerebellum, spinal 
cord, and other viscera, exhibited no morbid 
•Iteration whatever; the pharynx only pre¬ 
sented some traces of inflammation.— 
Jiibtiotk. Medic, »■ 
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dflge was applied, to bring the disunited 
pens together, the leg being etiH kept 
extended, sad the thigh somewhat bent 
upon the pelvis. After forty-two4lays, the 
apparatus wis removed, and die pans were 
round united, but atill very tender; the pa- 
tidbtwai. however, able to get up, and to 
walk with the assistance of or etches; after 
a few days, the Whole limb having awelled 
greatly, mid become very painful, the circu¬ 
lar bandage was re-applied, eud under the use 
of this, and cold effusions, the patient per¬ 
fectly recovered afmx three months.— Jaunt, 
de is die.

RUMINATION. 

M. Riche, physician at Maubenge, has 
communicated to M. Uioossnis, the follow¬ 
ing esse of rumination. A young manf 
about seventeen yean old, of middle stature, 
and a strong constitution, has, from bis 
ninth year, found that half an hour after 
dinner, the food, being undigested, ascends 
from the stomach into the moudi; and hav¬ 
ing been again masticated, is a second time 
swallowed; this process is accompanied by 
neither pleasant nor unpleasant sensations; 
but when lie endeavours to suppress the 
ascent of the food, a very painful sensation 
is produced in the epigutric region, lie 
baa an extraordinary appetite, and likes 
vegetable as well as animal food, although 
he shows some predilection for the latter; 
he eats very fast; and a long lime after din¬ 
ner, there remnins a bitter taste in bis 
mouth; be suffers occasionally from Colic 
pain, and baa a slight prolapsus ani; bis 
digestion is good, and be enjoys excellent 
health. Fluids are also, s short time after 
driukiug, brought up attfl swallowed a 
second time.— •Am. de Med, Phyi. 

RUPTURE or TBS MOMENTUM PATELLA. 

Cut bar. 8., twenty years old, of a weak 
constitution, being in danger of falling from 
n stnircaas, involuntarily contracted the ex¬ 
tensor muscles of the right leg with such 
violence, that the ligament of the patedo 
was ruptured. At the moment wheu this 
took place, she heard fcfloJse like the crack¬ 
ing of a whip, and felt violent pain on the 
inner aide of the knee; she instantly fell 
down, and could not rise again. On being 
KsoiiiHd, the rupture was easily recognised 
by T the protrusion and retraction of the pa¬ 
tella, and the very considerable hollow 
below it; the leg could nor be moved, and 
every attempt at bending it earned exoesaire 
pain. Tba joint being mneb swifted, 
eighteen leeches were applied to it, abd Hie 
leg kept extended; after two daye, the in¬ 
flammation biivfag auWdsd, acirculn ban- 


In the Aonales de Chimie, some very in¬ 
teresting experiments arc communicated, 
which M. Colludun his lately made, relative 
to the above subject on the lake of Geneva. 
The sound being produced by striking on a 
bell wliich was suspended in the water, was 
heaid by a peraon under water, and placed 
at the distance of 45,(>00 feet. The water 
contained of aaliue particles, was at 
40° Fahrenheit, and of 1,00015 apeeifio 
gravity. The mean velocity of the sound 
was 4,708 in a second. M. Colladon ob¬ 
served, that when the sound of the bell was 
heard at some distance under water, it sin¬ 
gularly differed from that which is heard in 
the atmospherio air, end wot very short, re¬ 
sembling that obtained by striking two 
knives agsinst one another. The same waa 
observed when the distance waa increased, 
and it was then impossible to determine 
whether the stroke on the bell was strong 
and distant, or weak and near. The bell 
being repeatedly struck at short intervals, 
the strokes could only he distinguished at 
the distance of 000 feet; at a giester dis¬ 
tance they coalesced into one continued 
sound. Auother very remarkable cireum- 
stauce resulting from M. Colladon a experi¬ 
ments is, that tho souud is not propagated 
from water to sir, when the direction of the 
vibrations form s very scute ingle with the 
surface. The boll being struck at tiro 
depth of six feet six iuches, the sound waa 
distinctly heard over the surfsee of tiro 
water; nt a distance of 656 feet; at a 
greater distance it rapidly diminished in in¬ 
tensity, and at 1300 or 1400 feet waa nut 
huerd atali. The movement of the warts 
exerted no influence on tiro velocity, dura¬ 
tion, or intensify of the squad; some of the 
experiments were made during violent 
atoms, but gave exactly the same reeulta on

Before 1 finish the history of the exami¬ 
nation! of apothecaries’ shops, I most say 
that the conduct of the entire party was not 
of the geuteeleat order; for where a shop door 
happened not to be apeedily opened, the 
bell occasionally received a moat violent 
ring. I aaw more than one apothecary of¬ 
fended at our intrusion, and, instead of re¬ 
ceiving us as gentlemen, went out of the 
home, leaving us to fiud in the best way 
we could tbe objects of our examination. 

Concluding this subject, I freely own that 
I was most heartily disgusted with my 
office; and unless something is dona to¬ 
wards its effectual improvement, 1 should 
be sorry, on • future occasion, to undertake 
the duties of s Censor. To have an active 
and naeful inspection, the Censors and War¬ 
dens, of more youthful days than those de¬ 
scribed, ought to divide themeelves into 
two bodies. Thus two Censors and a War¬ 
den might be engaged in one district, 
whilst the other Censors, with their \V arden, 
might, on the aamedsy, be employed in an¬ 
other. 

The Apothecaries’ Company, I ought to

Sir,— Aware of your readiness to give 
publicity to improvements, in the practice 
of surgery, allow me to intrqduoe to lbs 
notice of your reader*, a Jirief account of 
three cases, in which I have successfully 
operated for tbe cure of double-fissured 
harelip. My mode of operating differs from 
that usually practised, aod its complete 


| success will, I trust, showt U great supe¬ 
riority over every other. ThsIyou may he 
fully convinced of the extent of tie deformity 
: n two of the oases, 1 send you the maxillary 
processes which were removed, sad you will 
observe still attached to eaoh the tuber- 
cnlsr appendage, or lip-like process. 

You perhaps may consider it etrange, that 
I should have delayed four yean in making 
this subject knowu; but 1 am sorry to say, 
my acoouut of the operation was read at the 
Medico* Chirurgieal Society about three years 
ago. when either owing to tbe disunion that 
existed in that body, or not exaotly under¬ 
standing my meaning, the paper end pletea 
remained in the hands of their counoil more 
than a year, about which time 1 thought 
proper to recal them. 

As the first part of the operation may 
not ho rightly understood, I have added 
four drawings, delineating the whole pro¬ 
cess. 1 hope tliis improvement in the mode 
of operating will be favourably received, 
and 1 shall be satisfied in hiving been 
useful to the profession. Believe me, Sir,

Cask 1.—JaneLe Gros, stat. 15. Double- 
fissured harelip, protuberant maxillary pro¬ 
cess, with three teeth and tubercular appen¬ 
dage, or lip-like procesa, projecting half an 
inch beyond the symphysis of the inferior 
maxillary bone. Was operated on the 7th 
dty of April, 1884, and cured in fifteen 
days. 

Case *v— Edward Le Fenvre, etat. 85. 
Double-fissured harelip, tubercular appen¬ 
dage, maxillary projection, with two teeth 
extending nearly half an inoh beyoud tbe in¬ 
ferior maxillary symphysis. VI as operated 
on tbe fid day of November, 1884, and 
cured in three weeks. 

Case 3.— Peter Chevalier, stst. 17 ; doa¬ 
ble-fissured harelip, tubercular appendage, 
aud maxillary process, with three teeth pro¬ 
jecting three^quarten of an inch beyond the 
lower jaw. Was operated on the fid day of 
November,1884; palatine fiasure very large. 
Cured in three weeks. 

Tbe palatine fissure in the above three 
cues, has considerably closed. The pa¬ 
tients retain their saliva, articulate much 
better, and are not a little proud of their 
improved appearance. 

Modi of Operating. 

Having placed the patient in tehrir, with¬ 
out previous preparation,* his hesd resting 
on the breast of an assistant, and his hands 
secured by another. X lake the external 


* Application of stiekiog-plsster • fort¬ 
night before, to bring the cheeks forward. 
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edge of the wreular appendage between 
the index finger and thumb of my left hand, 
(vide Plate 1.) and diride the appendage 
laterally upwards into two portions, to the 
cartilage of the nose, (Plate S, letters b, e ;) 
then turning the edge of the scalpel inwards, 
I pass it round the maxillary nrominenee to 
denude the hone, which, with a metacarpal 
■aw, I take off in a line parallel to, or cor¬ 
responding with, the fiaiurei, that no aper¬ 
ture may be seen below the nostril after the 
operation; the external tubercular half of 
the appendage, or lip-like process, being 
turned in the latter part of the operation on 
the divided cartilage and maxillary bone. 

2dly. I take a piece of pasteboard, two 
inchei wide, and abont six inches long, In 
my left hand, which I apply under the 
lip on each aide, and, with my thumb ex¬ 
tended, and praising the lip upon it, I cut 
n portion of it from above downwards, as 
represented in Plate 1, letter c, using a 
fresh scalpel to each side. The divided 
edges ire then brought in contact by my as¬ 
sistant, when I apply two twisted sutures. 

Sdly. If the external tubercular portion 


of the appendage is so wide as nearly to 
close the nostril, I take part of it off on 
each aify, then torn the remaining centre 
on the divided aeptum and maxillary bone, 
grassed by tint, aid teetered from below up¬ 
ward* with adhesive straps. The lip is 
dressed as in. ordinary cases, and Louis's 
bandage applied; the dressing's an removed 
five davs after, and the pins withdrawn; the 
same westing is continued every other day, 
until the esse obtains a perfect cure. This 
operation oould befeiekly performed, were 
it not for the hannotTnage filling die patient's 
month. The advantages of this mode of 
operating ire, 1 conceive, very gnat; 
1st. They do not present that deformity 
which muit actually result after that prac¬ 
tised in all parts or Europe to thic period. 
The lip here is perpendicular, more even, 
and is operated upon at onoe ; Idly. Union 
is perfect in a fortnight or three weeks; the 
patients retain their saliva, articulate bet¬ 
ter, and masticate well, and no appearance 
remains, unless you observe closely, that an 
operation has been performed.

Throughout the whole paper, there ia a 
laboured endeavour to persuade the reeder, 
that Nubia’s acquaintance with these prin¬ 
ciples is of long standing, while, at the 
■ise time, evaiy page oonrincea ns that he 
never advocated them before. For in¬ 
stance, the following remarks, with which 
he dismisses the expansion shoe, if not 
attributable to ignorance, which charity 
leads us to suppose, mjht be ascribed to in¬ 
tentional misrepresentation. 

Page 49. “ But unfortunately there are 
two insurmountable objections to the use of 
these shoes. First, because they cannot 
be applied to the foot, without the nse of 
nails; and, secondly, they improperly give 
expansion enluuvtiy to the toe or fore-part 
of tbs foot, which, by its remote situation 
from the heels, where the dilation should 
take place, causes its occurrence at the very 
point where nature lisa not intended it to 
he. It also appears to me very doubtful, 
whether the joinl-ehoe will crpond at a//, 
when rivetted to the foot with eight or nine 
nails.” 

Nubia has previously assured us thst, like 
Nimrod, be hss “studiously sought for intel¬ 
ligence in every quarter likely to obtain it, 
the clout, the hoachn, the rieUag-tekool, and 
the road,” has " ridden many miles, and 
■pent many pounds in search thereof.” Yet 
if so, it is to be regretted that he had not 
also resorted to the very best ichool of in¬ 
struction, the forge, where having once taken 
up ■ foot having on an expansion shoe, he 
would hive seen the foot expanding with 
the shoe, and no longer Lave been doubtful 
on the subject But this it plainly appears be 
hss never done; yet be takes upon him to de¬ 
cide on its merits, without ever having seen 
it in operation. If Nubia is, si be states, 
convinced of the troth of Mr. Brecy Clark’s 
doctrines, it is singular that during even one 
day only in the yean of his pretended experi¬ 
ence, liehad not examined, when it is applied 
to the foot, the shoe which that gentleman 
recommended after years of trial. The scien¬ 
tific world will not believe so readily, thst 
he who has been all his life insisting on the 
necessity of expansion to the foot, should 
recommend a shoe that will not apmd atoll. 
Nubia's second objection, that this shoe 
«x]nnda it the toe and not at,the heels,is a 
further proof that he has never seen it on 
the foot; it is fully as erroneous ts the first, 
though not quite so absurd; indeed the 
objection is sophistical enough, 1 am sorry to 
say, to be cherished by many in the veteri¬ 
nary profession. They are not aware, or 
they do not know it sppesra, that the foot 
being fairly deli beyond its centra to within 
an inch and a faa)f of the toe, leaving a 
triangular tysce which is occupied by the 
i. is 
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yielding elastic frog, openWrom the front 
as from a hinge; and that as to the expan¬ 
sion of the foot so much spoken of, it osn 
never take place unless the toe, nay, the 
whole foot, is at liberty. Elasticity is then- 
fore, in some respects, a bad word, linee it 
is not wholly soft materials, bnt a cleft- 
divided foot, which most expand by halve* 
like the oow’s foot, at it wen, or not dll. 
Nubia, and all other objeeton, who forwent 
of a better reason, and without consulting 
anatomy or common sense, bars urged this 
simple argument, might just as well and as 
truly maintain thst the hoof of a cow, or any 
other cloven-footed animal, does not open 
at all st the toe, because the joint is situated 
behind, st the heel; nr that a door opens 
not at the lateh, hut only at the hinges. 

Unaware of this, many writers on shoo¬ 
ing, and also many practical men, hare 
attached great importance to driring the 
nails as far forward as possible, that the bsels 
might have room to expand; but tlaii they 
eannot do, if the quarters are confined. 
They can bend inwards, but from the in* 
fleeted structure of the pert, they can¬ 
not dilate outwards without unnatural force. 

In proof.—Does this mode of nailing pre¬ 
vent contraction 1 Certainly not. 

In the next plaoe, Nubia objects to the 
nse of nails, calling them an " insurmount¬ 
able objection,” though he deigns not to tell 
us why they are so. Nails are employed all 
over the world for this purpose, (except 
perhaps in Japan,) and in the present age 
we cannot do without them, neither ia it it 
all necessary that we should, for they are no 
impediment (as 1 have just shown) to the 
free setion of the foot in an expansion shoe. 
The fact ii that Nubia, not understanding bo 
much as he ought to do respecting the action 
of the foot, though well aware of the neces¬ 
sity of liberty, is of opinion that this can 
only be maintained by shoes attached in 
some wsy leu rigid than by nails. This is 
hinted at in many parts of his long article, 
and in conclusion we are plainly informed, 
that were it not for the lamentable state of 
ignorance and prejudice under which the 
world at present labours on this subject, As 
would 11 present us with a natural def ence for 
hones’fait, without the aid of the white¬ 
smith;’ 1 from which 1 infer is meant a re* 
meablo Act or tlipperot some kind or other, 
Turkish or Persian, perhaps; but of what 
msterislii is te be made, we an to mama 
in ignorance. Now if this baihfulnesa in 
advertising his slippers, or jointed dogs, or, 
what they may ha, does not originate in 


fear, why not be mors explicit, and give Io 
the nirtmo and dm hones, the advantage of 
this discovery; unless he waits, peradvtn- 
tnrs, expecting prejudice to be banished 
from the ear th. 

This idea of a removable shoe is by no 
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ysa» in nudriftjadfittingtfcMQk and appear¬ 
ed to fere exhoestodthe principles cm which 
it might ba done, eomptading, it last, that 
the Are, difficulties, and, above all, the ex- 
pnMof MclrflboM, wouldpreclude their 
general introduction in the present atete of 
meehanke. Stitt, if thfeaHppwwbiah Nubia 
has in fdt», this unfledged thing of tender 
reputation is say, derails, end cheap, he is 
un p ard o na b le in withholding it; hot we 
dpubt this, or the possibility of sny practi¬ 
cable dog or slipper. The expansion shoe 
being, in test, ns cheap, as lasting, and dm- 

£ e, as common shoes, and, withal, prevent- 
gthat scourge, cmtraetort; practical ob¬ 
jections against it an now never heard, 
and aa to such blundering scribblers u 
Nimrod and Nubia, who shun to inspect the 
.thing they write against, cheir zeal or pent 
landed ignorance shall not screen them from 
the rebuke, which wilfol misrepresentation 
deserves. It is singular to look bask at the 
opposition that has been raised, etep by 
step, to' Mr. Clerk's doctrine*; end now 
when the veterinary writers in The Sporting 
Magazine are forced to admit the necessity 
of an expensive defence for the preserva¬ 
tion of the foot, they invidiously attempt to 
penuade their readers, that his shoe is f utile 
and inefficient. These gentlemen have at 
length consented to acknowledge, that they 
have hitherto been “ on the wrong soent, 
but they cannot allow that Mr. Cltrk has 
been right. The objection is not, as I said 
before, to the measure, but to the meaua, 
and its proposer.

Tri late horrible murders in Edinburgh 
■till engage the public mind, to the ex- 
cloaion of almoat erery other topic. The 
■late of the law, which, without qualification 
we may say, led to those atrocitiea, baa 
been freely canvassed,S)y all the thinking 
part of the community. It aeema to he 
now universally conceded, that thelegiela- 
turn aiiut interfere, aqfl, by aome judicious 
enactment, provide bodies for our ana¬ 
tomical schools, and protect individuals 
against the risk of being murdered for the 
value of their corpses. We have witnessed 
with much indignation and disgust, the 
chilling apathy with which the greater 
number of our teaohera of anatomy, hove 
regarded the late unparalleled disclosures, 
and the reckleaa indifference with whieh they 
have kept open their diasecting-roome, for 
the reception of stolen, and probably, of 
murdered bodies. Public opinion, however, 
aeema at length to have awakened a few of 
them to a sense of their duty, sod it is with 
much satisfaction wa are enabled to state, 
that human dissections are discontinued in 
two of tlie schools of snstomy at the west 
end of town, in those of Sheffield, Bristol, 
and Liverpool, in one of those at Manches¬ 
ter, and in that at Birmingham.

To ascertain, with preci¬ 
sion, the efficacy of this treatment, he tried 
bleeding done in the odd stage of the dis- 
etsa, aihibhiag eten purge tires eely when 
necessary. The qnaatity of blood abstract¬ 
ed hr each instance, the rigour beieg at ill 
height, averaged ahoat fourteen ounces, hut 
the oporetioa was seldom performed more 
than oace or twice ia each case. The id-

There effects an, of reorae, to be under- 
stood ss occurring in differest cases, so that, 
by this summary of the consequences of this 
pnctice'in the odd Stage, it will ho seen 
that they were of the most opposite charac¬ 
ter. Haring observed tint he seldom saw 
tbe rigour cut short by the operation, ha 
proceeds to state the effects of the practice 
on the cubic great stages of tbe direcca.

Hera they had peculiar 
privileges, and could do without it. He sub¬ 
mitted to the learned Doctor, whether he 
had aot better take some other course; if 
he eould show him that the proceedings of 
the late muting bed been of a hasty nature, 
he would aeon evince hia anxiety to retrace 
hia steps; but be thought it due to the 
council end the meeting to deny that such 
wu tbe case. 

Mr. Cm/ncvtLL oocld not refrain from 
saying a few w^e on the present ques¬ 
tion, for the eyes of the whole soientifio 
world were fixed upon the proceedings 
which had lately taken place in thia society, 
end, as a first step, he should move, that 
the correspondence which had lately passed 
between Mr. Brown and the society, he 
reed. This morion was not seconded, that 
not being observed throughout the evening, 
but tbe Chairman put the question to the 
muting, and it wu negatived by a show 
of hands. 

Mr. CflvacaiLi. regretted the decision, 
and draw tbs attention of the meeting to 
tbe lew on the subject of expulsion af mem¬ 
bers, as it appeared in page 10 , of the 
printed rolu. He considered that the ex¬ 
pulsion of Mr; Brown had been in dirut 
notation of ell law sad decency, end, u for 
u he wu concerned, he wu ashamed to 
belong to e society which had bean guilty 
of such proceedings. Mv. Brown wu one 
of tbe most distinguished men of the age. 
He had become a follow of thia society, 
which wu saxiou to have hit-judgment in 
naming some plants belonging to the mu¬ 
seum ; they were sent to him, end because 
he wu notable to attend to them, and return 
the plants in u moment, a letter wu ad¬ 
dressed to him by the director " Please to 
send back tbe plenti.” Mr. Brows felt 
himself, ■■ lie well might, grossly insulted; 
and he replied by sending iu his reeignstiou, 
as a follow, with his diploma. He (Mr. C.) 
should have felt exactly the ume. He did 
not know Mr. Brown, they wets perfect 
strangers, but he would not have hia (Mr. 
C.’s) name identified with tlieu proceedings 
on any consideration, and he wished thia 
opportunity of stating his sentiments. Mr. 
Frost hod written to Mr. Brown, requesting 
him to re-oonrider his resignation, and when 
he looked to the names and the rank of the 
follows who had resigned, ia consequence of 
the disgraceful expulsion of Mr. Brown, 
he ( Mr. C.) thought that it would have been 
a for better thing for the intervals of tbe 
society, had it acceded to Mr. Brown's pro- 
position. It mu an insult to the scientific 
murid that it^ud aO^daiuto, and those gen- 
fotmeu who bid riefluVweed, bv their re- 
stautiu, clearly declared so. The society 
bad buadkgtoud In the ognion of every 
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scientific mi, ttd vdaaa it oaBed bcok ita 
act, 1m eonsidered itmust die a suicidal death. 
Mo eulogy of hit ootdd add to Mr. Brown’* 
reputation, and ha fait that unless something 
w*s immediately done to wipe off the pre- 
aaat stain, it would bo no eredit to turn 
(Mr. C.) to ram*Hi Hi it. He threw out 
these hints for their oooaidentioa, though 
aony to obaerva tint gentlemen were ready 
enough, (alluding to the rejection of the 
motion that the oorraapoadence should he 
read.) to hold up their haada against the 
question, which was KV. driving the sail 
further in they had already struck. He 
considered that it would ba no favour to Mr. 
Brown to rescind the expulsion, for when¬ 
ever science bad planted her foot, there was 
the same of Mr. Brown known, and no act 
of theirs could raise or depreaa his fame. 

Dr. Siomums raid, bo hopod that the 
new council would take this question into 
consideration. He thought it might retrace 
the late steps, witiiout casting any stigma on 
the old council. He was convinced, indeed 
he knew, that many of those gentlemen 
who had resigned, would again enter the 
society, if this were done *, and he hoped en¬ 
lightened feelings would allow them to 
retrace. This attention to the iutrreetaofj 
science would add doubly to their laurels. 
He had heard of the election of kings and 
noblemen into the society, with pleasure; 
but ho did thiok that one man of real 
science outweighed a whole world of kings, 
much as ho respected them. The society 
eouhi not repay the gratitude they owed to 
Mr. Brown. When those plants had been 
•rat to him, he was employed upon re¬ 
searches, calculated to obtain for him the j 
thanks of the whole world. (Hear, hear.) j 
Hia miseroscopic inquiries at that tims were 
of the moat laborious and valuable nature, 
and employed every moment of hia time. 
'It was the duty of Mr. Frost to hare named 
those plants himself, or to have gone to some 
associate to have done it, nr to have waited 
the convenience of Mr. Brown; it was a 
perfect indignity to the society and to Mr. 
B. that he had not done so, and lie hoped 
he might leave it in the hands of the new 
council to rescue the foimer from ita pre¬ 
sent disgraceful si to* t ion. 

Karl Stanhope trusted he bad already 
shown the impossibility of doiog whet was 
proposed; he felt the greatest resjwct for 
tht latmed Doctor, and whore it was right, 
was ready to receive any suggestion for the 
consideration of the Society. In reply to 
the statement that the lato President had 
resigned in conaequenoo of these proceed¬ 
ings, ha had it from huthority to stale, that 
this was not tb»«flp» that it arose from 
causes totally dj j wrft j and bo should say, 
that ho (the ImPreiident) could not bo 
said to hare aban doned the Society on those 


grounds, without charging- m with grots 
Watbood, with iaainoerity, WvJ a nym s 
mri in his declarations on ihMufoMU Much 
as ho (Ksri Stanhope) respected the seioa- 
tiflo acquirements of Mr. Brown, he most 
say, that ho thought it ought always to ho 
remembered, that this Society was a AWisv- 
Botanical Society, and that it should ho 
considered that it was not the interests of 
botany it sought to promote, but those of the 
medical profession. We are not a botani¬ 
cal Society; we ought not so for to infringe 
on the charter of the Lioonan Society, aa to 
aay that we are. The promotion of botany 
is not the end of our reaearclws, but manly 
the instrument for acquiring a medical 
knowledge of vegetable pioductiona, and 
I shall shortly express the import of the 
Society, by aoying. that ita business is the 
extension and improvement of the vegetable 
materia medics. Application had not been 
made to Air. Brown for the return of the 
plants for two years; and what was the So¬ 
ciety to dot He might have had no relish 
for the arrangement. They could not tell 
what was the oauie of this delay, and it waa 
right, therefore, that the plants should be 
applied for. It waa not to be thought of, 
that after two years had expired, ami the 
Society asked for them, Mr. Brown should 
take fire at ths application, and return hia 
diploma; and lie thought it was bard upon 
those at whose instigation that had been 
done, of which complaint was mBde, (and 
he avowed that he was one.) that they 
should now be required to lay blame of any 
kind upon themselves. Mr.' Urowu had, of 
hia own accord, ceased to belong to the So¬ 
ciety ; and he (Earl Stanhope) thought the 
Society was fully competent to decide on 
receiving his diploma, or ejecting him. Ho 
thought the thanks of the Society were due 
to the Director for what lie had done ; and 
when the letters were read which had pass¬ 
ed, it would be seen that he had requested 
Mr. Brown to reconsider his resignation, 
and recal it. The Director waa not acces¬ 
sory to the result of Air. Brown's determi¬ 
nation. He wished to speak his mind on 
this subject with delicacy ; but he must aay, 
that he thought the courtesy of Mr. Brown 
waa never equal to hia acquirements, and ho 
thought that waa the esse now. Hr cer¬ 
tainly felt it a misiortuuo that Mr. Brown 
had resigned, but if he might weigh one 
iking against another, be could not but son- 
aider, that the resignation of Dr. Alston 
outweighed in itt 'importance that of Mr. 
Brawn a thousand fold. In concttwii he 
should say, that if any specific proposition 
on the subject ware submitted to them, it 
would be vary web, hut all else was air, and 
a waste of time.

Earl Sr.tNHora conaidered that nothing 
batter could be dune tbau what he had pro- 
posed, and again explained hie opinion of the 
word confirmation.

don take place; Dr. Hamilton had under 
care aome two or three caaea in whioh he 
made thia trial, bnt without anoceia. In the 
other hospital, in a eaae of procidentia, I 
once introduced a pessary with large aper¬ 
tures, one that might be called the fount j 
penary, similar to that here exhibited, bnt 
not to be recommended to your use. This 
penny being passed op, and there being a 
good deal of forcing, parti of thetaginawere 
driven through the larg^/hota, a great 
deal of irritation wu in oonanmenoe pro¬ 
duced and theae parti slougfoa away; of I 
eourae 1 removed the penary the moment I 
observed thia, and the woman completely 
recovered; but mark, notwithstanding there 
had been so much inflammation of the va¬ 
gina, and though the patient had been con 
fined to the horiaontai posture afterwards, 
to give her a chinoe of a radical core, no 
such care wu in that way produced; yet 
there ia a case I think recorded in Bums, 
in which a silver pessary being used, a 
great deal of inflammation wai occasioned, 
which brought about a radical cure. There¬ 
fore, to bring our observations to a point, 
in women put the age of the catamenia, it 
ia very desirable that we should try to cure 
the disease radically; and I think, though 
in our present state of knowledge we do not 
seem to be in the possession of the means 
of accomplishing it, yet that this cure is 
well worth the consideration of a man of ta¬ 
lent and industry,'for I am not without 
hope that it might be obtained. There is 
another mode in which a radical cure may 
be attempted, and that is, fay confining the 
patient after delivery to the horiaontai pos¬ 
ture strictly, for six or eight weeks; 1 sup¬ 
pose in the majority of cues this will fail, 
but in aome few caaea it aeema to succeed 
splendidly. Mr. Redfern, formerly auo. 
dated with this dan, had the care of n lady, 
who, for four years together, had laboured 
under a descent of the uterus beyond the 
external parti, ahe became pregnant, she 
wu confined to the horiaontai posture, after 
her delivery, and for aome ante afterwards, 
a year or more, the time he afterwards 
knew her, ahe had no further appearance of 
the disease. 

I shall now conclude the lecture by und¬ 
ing you round some preparations. The pre¬ 
paration 1 here show jon, if a prolapsus of 
the vagina, the front and aides of it being 
disposed to oome down, this ia the disease 
in the slighter degree. 

The next preparation ia of the laceration 
of the perineum, which disposes to the 
descent of the womb, by Javiiig the vagina 
open, end which may be set pown among the 
cauui productive of prolapsus.

The preparation which foB* * is of the 
nterus in the puerperal state, Vhieh will 
utiafy you that the uterus being heavy, and 
the vagina relaxed, it ia very apt to come 
down.

Joseph in a Pocoi, twenty years old, of a 
strong constitution, in the spring of last 
year, was bitten bv a viper, at the external 
ancle of the right root The wound having 
been immediately cleaned with aaliva, by 
which the smell quantity of blood covering 
it wu wiped off, ahe began to walk towards 
her village, when she wu suddenly seised 
with a sensation of extreme debility, violent 
pain in the epigutrium, and vomiting, and 
the tongue began to swell in an extraordi¬ 
nary manner. Dr. Msriauini, who aaw the 
patient an boor and a half after the accident, 
brand her in the following stateThe fea¬ 
tures were considerably altered; the cheeks 
puffed; the lips and tongue enormously 
swilled, but not painful, covered with uliva, 
and very pale. The swelling of the tongue 
rapidly increased, so that it at lut almost 
filled the cavity of the mouth, and caused 
peat difficulty of breathing; the voice wu 
inaudible, hot the patient expressed, by 
signs, that she suffered much from pain in 
the epigutrium and stomach; ahe had fre¬ 
quent attacks of ayncope; the pulse wu in¬ 
termittent, and very weak; the limbs were 
in a state of relaxation; the whole body wu 
very pale, and from time to time agitated 
by fits of shivering. The wounded part wu 
neither swelled nor tender on pressure. M. 
Marianini endeavoured to administer a dou 
of liquor ammonia in peppermint watery but 
the swelling of the tongue, and the con¬ 
tinual flow of uliva, prevented him from 
attaining hia object, and he wu at lut 
forced to inject it through the nose. After 
an hour, the swelling of the tongue and free 
having a little subsided, the vital powers 
being somewhat restored, and the pd|e 
having acquired more force, and in fhe>afo« : 
proportion the wound haying begun to iwelt 
ana become painful, M. Marianini, accord¬ 
ing to the advice given by Morgagni, (Split. 
69, Art. .16,) applied a cupping-glass to the 
wound, ind, after having taken about two 
ounces bf blood, oersted it with the foul, 
opii.

Roia Tacconi, intat. ?9, of mall stature, 
end lymphatic temperament, vti, at the 
beginning of last year, admitted on account 
of inveterate syphilis, the principal aymptoms 
of wbioh were violent nocturnal paius, 
exostoses on the right tibia* and indurated 
tumour* of the cervical gland*. After a 
mercurial tifeatment of acme weeks, the pa* 
tient finding her general health much im- 
proved, left the hospital; hot the glandular 
tnmoara having shortly afterwards increased 

r i, and at last formed large ahsceiaes, 
returned to anbmit again to the treat* 
meat, which sbe had ao imprudently inter¬ 
rupted. The ulcers eventually healed, and 
the swefiiag of the glenda subaided, but 
there remained > tumour below the angle of 
the lower jaw, whieli, by its atrong pulsa¬ 
tion, was sow recognised as an aneurism of j 
the right carotid. Mo information could be 
obtained from the patient, u to the conie 
by which it had been produced; ilie only 
related, that since its formation she had 
felt a continual tingling in the ear, and 
•Hght vertigo; her sight had been impaired, 
and she had suffered much from palpitation 
of the heart. The tumour was of the size of 
an egg, about an inch below the angle of 
the lower jaw; it was examined by Pio*

Tight aide of the face, which became pale, 
while the left half retained ita natural 
eolonr; all theae symptoma gradually die* 
appeared within a few hours after the opera* 
tion. The pulse of the right radial artery waa 
much stronger than that of the left aide. The 
wound, exoept in ita middle part, which con¬ 
tained the ligature, waa healed by the first 
intention. For some dugg|tf»T the opera* 
tion, the patient oompla^pf alight head* 
acli, some difficult? of kmmowiug, and an 
unpleaaaut sensation of heaviness in the 
right arm, the veins of which awaited non* 
eidersbly, but these symptoms eoou dis¬ 
appeared, and, on the twenty-first day, tha 
ligatute csrae off with tbs linen cylinder. 
The cioatrisation of tha wound remaining, 
however, for a long time incomplete, and ita 
margins assuming an oderostoat fungoid ap* 
pearance, it was suspected that tha syphilitic 
affection, of which there were still some slight 
traces, produoed tliiaeffeot; and the method 
of Cirilio (consisting of frictions of the oxy* 
muriate ointment on the aolea of the feet) 
having been accordingly employed, the wound 
was perfectly healed ot tha end of the second 
month. On the 1st of August Uis ineuris- 
mil tumour was bird, free from pain, and the 
size of a filbert; the general health of the 
patient was considerably improved; her in¬ 
tellectual faculties, as well as hearing and 
sight, Ware not in the least affected, and 
the pulse was equally atrong at both wrists; 
the right temporal and facial arteries only 
had a weaker pulsation than those of the 
left side, and the right side of the faoe ap¬ 
peared not so well nourished as the left.— 
dmul.

This soul has no operations 
or effects from which its existence can be 
inferred. Now, as the fact of its existence 
is undeniable, and as Mr. Dennott has 
swept away every argument by which phi¬ 
losophers and divines, from Plato down¬ 
wards, have attempted to prove that exist¬ 
ence, I should like very muoh indeed to 
knoW, upon what grounds ha believes in its 
existenoe. I confess I feel it very awk¬ 
ward to carry about with me, and to boast, 
too, of possessing, a soul, when 1 am totally 
unable to prodnee the slightest evidence 
that such a thing exists. It is nnplessant 
to believe, one knows not why, excepting 
just that Mr. Dennott has said so.

Will 
this physiologist, then, have the goodness 
to teUus in whet part of the organic struc¬ 
ture he haa found it. Were it an active 
vital principle spread over the whole, and 
animating every part, this inquiry would be 
useless; but os it is dormant, it must have 
a load habitation; videliat, a dormitory. 
Now scientific men, as well as divines, will 
surely be ourious to bear if Mr. Dermoit 
has, in the course of his physiological re¬ 
searches, found out this dormitory—has 
detected the sleeper napping in its cell,

rean system it miy be. that the soul is 
lodged in a material beijh on account of 
guilt contracted in s prcvmts etate of being, 
it may be replied, that according to Mr. 
Dezmott, the soul, as are shall presently 
see, possesses no moral powers, and, there¬ 
fore, can contract no guilt, And supposing 
this difficulty removed, which I have no 
doubt Mr. Dennott can easily do, it may be 
farther asked, why souls should be sent to 
sleep in human bodies only! Would not 
the organism of sn ox or an ass afford as 
convenient a dormitory as thut of Mr. Der- 
mott himself! In the present state of my 
information, I can by no means prove that 
no animal hu a soul, nor that every human 
body hu one, which, you will allow, it would 
be very desirable to <w* 

I would not, on any account, be guilty of 
doubting the unerring accuracy of any con¬ 
clusion wliich Mr. Dennott has drawn from 
physiology ; bat when he enters on meta¬ 
physics, one may, I hope, without the guilt 
of heresy, venture to suggest the possibility 
of some improvement in his speculations. 
Now it appears to ms, that in order to sup¬ 
port tbe dignity of man, u the only pos¬ 
sessor of s soul, he hu dealt somewhat 
hard measure to the lower animals. Hap¬ 
pily, however, his argument iu this case it 
not physiological, but metaphysical, and, 
therefore, uot altogether beyoud the range 
of a parson’s powers. He srgnes from the 
justice of Goa against tbe immortality of 
brutes. But he is doubtieu aware, that a 
conclusion directly the revene hu been 
drown from the time source. It has been 
said, that u the lower auimals suffer from 
the fall of man, without any guilt of their 
own, (this Mr. Dermott expressly admits,) 
the justice of God will provide some com¬ 
pensation fur their guihleu sufferings, and 
tliat when they have escaped the woes 
which man's guilt hu brought upon thus, 
they may expect

however, I do not insist, bring too anxious, 
at present, to obtain Mine definite infant-

deeply interested about the souls of the in¬ 
ferior creation. 

I feel very anxious to know whit aort of 
entity this tool ia—whit ii its peculiar na¬ 
ture, or whit ire its chaneteristie proper- 
ties! While it lain the body it iaimmite- 
nil, insensible, inactive, without actual or 
sensible existence, whioh some logicians 
would eonsiderno bid definition o (—miking. 
But when this non-existent entity leaves 
the body, and aoqnires an aotnal existence, 
what kind of beimgjjl ft then V Intellectual 
and moral powers uWanot possess, for these 
are attributes of matter, ana cannot, there¬ 
fore, be the attributes of sprit also; for if: 
matter end spirit possessed these attributes 
in common, thbre could be no such incom¬ 
patibility between them, as to render them 
incapable of even existing in intimate asso¬ 
ciation. That Mr. Dermolt consider* the 
aoul ns hiving no intellectual or moral pow¬ 
er*, appears also from the language which he 
uses when speaking of spirit; for lie talks 
of the properties with which it is not endued, 
be it observed, but endowed. Kaw and ig¬ 
norant writers are apt, we know, to con¬ 
found these two words; but it would be 
profanity to suspect, that the philosophic 
Mr. Dermott uses the latter term from igno¬ 
rance, or lor any other reason than tint it 
just correctly expresses his meaning. Now 
if the soul, while in the body, be to all in¬ 
tents rad purposes snuuenuty, and, when it 
leaves the body, be neither material, intel¬ 
lectual, nor moral, I would humbly be£ Mr. 
Dermott to give ua some idea of what it ia; 
or, if thii be impossible, at least clearly to 
state the grounds upon which we era possi¬ 
bly believe in its existence. 1 hope he will 
have the humsuity to drag ua poor unphy- 
Biological wights out of the manifold per¬ 
plexities into which his splendid disooveries 
have plunged us. 

Mr. Dermott has also turned adrift all my 
previous notions as to the Supreme Being, 
and I am reduced to the necessity of begging 
to be informed upon what grounds he be- 
liovea in the existent of such a Being. 
If I understand him rightly, he means to 
say, that we learn tiiia from the works of 
Nature, and that, let divines and philoso¬ 
phers say what they will, we shall never 
learn more from their works. Now 1 have 
always been accustomed to think, that from 
the works of Nature, neither philosophers 
uor divines had ever discovered even mmttchi 
for Iknew not of any individual, of soy 
tlesoriptiou, who from the works of Nature 
duftNUrid the existence of aGod- To prove 
- this fact,*/for its discovery, is no very diffi¬ 
cult matter. 

Butwbat I ora most anxious to learn ot 
present is, wbnt kind of a being God ill 
A purs,spirit he cannot be j because, though 


wo know nothing of spirits, rad have neither 
lsngnage nor ideas to express their nature, 
yet we do know, that they are not onjy 
different from, but so incompatible with, 
matter, that they cannot even exiet in. 
intimate association with it. They, conse¬ 
quently, cannot possess any attributes in 
common with that whioh standi in the ex¬ 
tremity of opposition to them} rad there¬ 
fore can have no intellectual or moral 

S iwers, which are attributes of matter. 

slides, if he were a pure unmixed spirit, 
he could not, aocoftJkg to the physiology 
which Mr. Denjijt has, on this occasion, 
hot only deigneffb borrow, bat tf borrow 
even from e divine—be the creator of mat¬ 
ter. But if God would not be the creator 
of matter, were he a simple tmeompounded 
spirit, neither could' he be the ereator of 
matter, if matter formed an essential part 
of hit being. Then matter moat be eter¬ 
nal; andttbe question will'be, what did 
this omnipotent creator create 1 Sleeping 
souls, perhaps. Then the soul most he a 
indeed, a third 'genius of the order .Sub¬ 
stance, for the knowledge of which the 
world hi indebted to the discoveries-of Mr. 
Dermott, discoveries which, in this instance, 
throw those of all former philosopheri into 
the shade. I may just remark that the good 
old dootrine, whioh makes God the aou of 
the woild, is quite inconsistent with his 
view of the soul; but, perhaps, he means to 
adopt the modem modification of that doc¬ 
trine. which is exhibited in the eoophecism 
of Persia. 

In short, will Mr. Dermott have the good- 
ness to tell us hapless, unscientific mortals, 
how we may prove that such beings as God 
and the human sonl exist; and, aa far as hie 
discoveries have yet reached, what sort of 
beings they are 1 

Mr. Dermott'a positions anggest many 
oilier remarks; but 1 am wearied with 
hunting this profound nonsense, the very 
rarity of which would redeem it, end em¬ 
balm it, as a theme oflaughter to the world's 
eud, were it not that it ia as trite as the 
king's highway. When a man is suffici¬ 
ently idle and ignorant to busy himself in 
collecting the scattered absurdities of every 
age and clime, the exploded abortions 
of every forgotten system of human folly, 
the very sooterkios of sciolism, and, packing 
them in * big of precious fustian, comes 
•gain to poor them over the pages of Tux 
Lancxt, do, 1 beg you, let him know that 
he hit altogether mistaken his publisher ; 
that you cannot waste your pages, eud choke 
your readers with the " enunbe texctntw «• 
eMte" of such philosophers as the Trench Mi- 
rabcan, the American Palmer, and the Euglirii 
Carlisle, all of whom have treated the po¬ 
sitions maintained by Mr. Dermott in t 
for more maaterly manner thanbe has done. 
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ladwd, had not his ipeeubttkms fend a 
place in Tax Lancet, nobody would hare 
droned of waiting half an hour in noticing 
absurdities with which the world has been 
drugged, stag a* d umumih, by the worthies 
j oat mentioned. For what one physiobgi- 
cal fact has he brought forward, or what one 
folly has he inferred from his facts, that 
was not oatattw rt Hppis'natum tanioribut, at 
least seven good yean before his body began 
to exercise its mental function*, or afforded 
a cradle to a sleeping wail 1 In him, indeed, 
there ii assuredly something tbit la sleep¬ 
ing, snoring loudly, an&ijjdrenniing wildly. 
But when these dreams find their way into | 
so sbly conducted and so widely circulated a: 
publication aa your*, they may prove hurtful 
to some of tbs many young men who, in 
the course of an unfinished education, listen 
to the instruction conveyed through the 
medium of Tns Laxcxt, with a respect to 
wUeb ( it is cbeerfelly admitted, their ability 
has hitherto richly entitled them. You, as 
Editor, occupy s highly responsible situ¬ 
ation. It is your duty to guard against the 
admission of papers which, while they in¬ 
form the mind, may pervert the principles, 
oftbeae young men, and, still more, toexefude 
papers which might do the latter, without 
the possibility of doing the former. 

I am well swam that roar tub la no easy 
oae, though many people will think it is; 

I would not, therefore, censure Homer very 
sternly, though he would sometimes nod. 
You, I fency, like other Editors, sometimes 
take a trip to the seacoast; and, like other 
Editors too, dad such excursions rather 
hamndous. I take it for granted that you 
won purifying yourself from the “ sin, and 
sansMl smoke 4 of London, and getting 
bneed, for the winter campaign, by the 
breeaes of Hatting*, when the luckless paper 
which has esfled forth these remarks, was 
inserted. 

Physiology is a science equally delightful 
and useful. It Is to be regretted that sueh 
men aa Bichat and Lawrence should have 
drawn from that science conclusions which 
have no connexion with physiology, and 
which it cannot be difficult ’to show that 
physiology does not sanction. As, how. 
ever, their writings are in the hands, and 
fitted only for the perusal, of scientific men, 
the evil ia lew. But when similsr conclu¬ 
sions, ia grosser forms, art adopted by men 
who have nothing of acienee but its parade, 
and propagated among young medical stu¬ 
dents, the mischief becomes serious, and 
the parents and friends of these students 
will naturally-take tha alarm.

to be presented to mo with this symptom, 
with oonstant “ bruit ds soviet,” and 
•fmdnmunt attain” in the larger trunks, I 
would not hesitate to pronouuee on the case. 

Were the aneurism falser with very thiek 
parietea, half filled with coagulum, or ia ft 
situation where the surrounding parts might 
afford firm support, the symptom would be 
less marked ; but folse auenrism of the 
aorta within the cheat is of very rare occur¬ 
rence ; end from the proximity to the heart, 
ooagulation to any extent, unless under very 
active treatment, is not likely to take place. 
From tho relative noatomy of the aorta, 
firm support cannot be afforded. The valne 
of the symptom is, therefore, considerably 
increased by tbe absence of causes which 
might obscure it. 

Two phenomena, well known to the dis¬ 
ciple* of Leennec, “ bruit d» wtfUt” and 
U frtmumma attain” constantly noeompsay 
the peculiar pulsation of tbe arteries. They 
have bemad inquiry aa to their cause.

At die conclusion of my lait eOttttnunica- 
don, *• Ob the Appearance of the Blood of 
Animals under Different States of Excite* 
meut, l># ! stated, tbit the lacteal end lym¬ 
phatic fluid of the hone pot tm different ap¬ 
pearances, varying under the circumstances 
in which the animal was placed, and that in 
strong and healthy subjects, if destroyed 
when In perfect health, and moderately ex¬ 
cited, it appeared Of I white or itraw colour 
in those parte of the lymphatic ayitea 
which are situated near the circumference 
and centre of the circulation ; but, on the 
contrary, that in many of those which are 
destroyed, both when under great, u wall 
aa diminished, excitement, it eommonly ap¬ 
peared of die tame character as dark venous 
blood in those parts of the lymphatic system 
which are situated nearest the centre of the 
circulation, is the thoracic duct, and second 
order of lacteala and lymphatics, and that 
this become evident from the function of 
digestion being suspended, in consequence of 
seven pain produced from punctures in the 
feet, open joints, See .} and also from expo¬ 
sure to a low degree of temperature without 
flood. I likewise stated, in a former commu¬ 
nication,f that from these eaoaee the lym 
pliatid glands contained red blood* and that 
on injecting the arterial system of the lym¬ 
phatic glands, the injeetion entered the 
venous system, and also the second order 
of lacteals which arose from the glands, 
thereby dearly proving, that the arterial 
system of the lymphatic glands, like the ar¬ 
terial system in other parts of the body, 
terminate in two orders of vessels, the first 
of which arc veins conveying red blood; 
and. secondly, in veins vrhleh only convey 
white blood, and which are usually termed 
the lacteals end lymphatic vessels. The 
lymphatic glands may, therefore, be consi¬ 
dered as forming a centre point between 
those parts of the lymphatic system, situated 
near the circumference and centre of the 
circulation r sod tboir uses are to give origin 
and termination to two orders of lacteal and 
lymphatic vessels, those situated nearest 
Mae circumference of the circulation being 
and those neaieatlhs cestre 


venous system, corresponding to the minute 
and extreme part of the arterial system, and

The arterial system, therefore, in all cooes, 
controls the action of the venous, or lym¬ 
phatic, sod not the lymphatio the nation of 
the arterial, as it has been generally sup¬ 
posed, for whan the action of the whole 
arterial system becomes increased on any 
separate part, the action of the venous, or 
lymphatic system, becomes increased also. 
And, again, when the action of the arte¬ 
rial system becomes diminished, in any 
separate part, foe notion of foe lymphatic 
system beoomM diminished likewise. 1 
therefore oonsider the vessels by which foe 
body is supported to bo only of two orders, 
vis., arteries and veins, the arteries per¬ 
forming foe function of numerous deposi¬ 
tions, end the veins that of numerous ab¬ 
sorptions; thus the lacteals absorb chyle, 
or new white blood, from foe intestines, 
which, in circulating through foe lungs, 
land by combining with atmospherie sir, 

| through the medium of foe pulmonary veins, 

! becomes converted into red blood; and the 
veins whioh convey red blood, ss well as 
those conveying the white, (which are also 
termed foe lacteala and lymphatic vessels,) 
when foe function of digestion is suspend¬ 
ed, absorb different parts of foe body; this 
jk evidently the ease, as foe laoieaU and 
lymphatics, under these causes of iuoroaaed 
absorption, an found to assume the anno 
character as the veins. 

Aa regards foe blood, 1 am now induced 
to oonsider it to be a peculiar vital fluid, sad 
varying its colour in animals, likewise in dif- 
fersnt parts of the body of tbs same animal; 
that the red colour Is not produced from 
colouring matter InfrMd in the form of 

‘foules, as is commonly supposed, but that 

is a certain effect produced on foe wbolo 
msis of blood, while circulating through foe 
limga, in consequence of its combining 
wifo st moaphtricjrir, and which, in 
with foe chyle, la foe true 
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source of the arterial Mood, and this, whoa 
circulating through the body, assumes dif¬ 
ferent colours, Turing according to ita de¬ 
grees of vitality ; u the strong parts it ap¬ 
pears red, from possessing a high degree of 
vital power, but in the weak, or finer parts, 
it is white, from possessing less vitality. 
When the red Mood enters the minute ves¬ 
sels, which commonly only convey white, 
or colourless blood, as is found to be the case 
under various circumstances of increased 
excitement, either in the whole or any se¬ 
parate part of the borj 1 '; that then it is not 
in continence of the coats of tho vessels 
becoming dilated from debility, so aa to 
allow Jhe red globules to pass, bat from the 
red blood being of n higher stimulating qua¬ 
lity than the white, and, consequently, pro¬ 
ducing a more powerful effect on the ves¬ 
sels, and this is to be seen in those cases 
where the laoteals and lymphatics (os they 
are usually termed) become considerably in¬ 
creased in use, and assume tbe same cha¬ 
racter artbe veins. The blood, its vessels, 
and the body, therefore, sot and re-act on 
each other by means of die excitants which 
support life, and when these are duly ap¬ 
plied, the vital power of the blood, its ves¬ 
sels, and tbe body, become increased; but 
if gradually withdrawn, or carried to too 
great in excess, then tbe vital power of the 
blood, its vessels, and the body, will gra¬ 
dually become diminished; organic disease, 
or debility, may therefore tske niece, either 
from the causes wfaioh support the functions 
being gradually withdrawn, or carried to 
too great an excess; tbe former may be 
termed debility from diminished excite¬ 
ment, commonly met with in the nutnmn 
and winter, in animals exposed to wet and 
cold, tod allowed only & small quantity of | 
food; and the latter debility from too great 
excitement, frequent in spring and summer, 
in animals, when exposed to a higher degree 
of temperature, and made to undergo vio¬ 
lent, or long-continned, exertion. Then, 
under these circumstances, as I have pre¬ 
viously stated, (mb Tnx Lancet, No. 272, 
p. 401/) the colour and coagulating pro¬ 
perty of both the venous and arteriil blood 
will gradually diminish, and tide will be 
found to be the case by examining the state 
of it both at the circumference and nan the 
centre of the circulation, and it also gra¬ 
dually diminishes in quantity as well as in 
quality. 

The Mood, its vessels, and the body also, 
possess different degrees of excitement, 
Tsrying according to the circumstances 
trader which the animal is plseed, ts the 
state of modtnttfgnat; and drwnitktiotcits- 
merit, the power which tlio living body 
possesses of receiving impressions front the 
objects by which it Is surrounded, is «0M- 
monly termed to life. J

Life, then, or this power of the body, Us 
been termed, by Dr. John Brown, excita¬ 
bility, and by others, irritability, or vital 
principle; this vital principle of the body 
may be coniidored to be imparted to it by 
the Mood, wbioh derive! its excitability, or 
vital principle, by combining largely with 
atmoepherio air, water, and either animal or 
vegetable matter, the former through the 
function of respiration, end the latter those 
of digestion; from thin it appews, that the 
living body ia continually deriving ita exci¬ 
tability, or vital principle, from objects 
which surround it, and these,, by entering 
into combination with the Adds of living 
animal or vegetable bodies, thereby become 
living matter in • fluid form, termed sap, or 
blood; animal life consequently becomes 
vegetable life, and this, again, in return, 
becomes animal; first in die state of a fluid, 
but which afterwards assumes solid forms. 
The excitability, or power, which the livipg 
body possesses of receiving impressions, 
vanes in different animals, as well aa sepa¬ 
rate parts of the body of the same animal: 
it likewise varies according to the season of 
the year, for in the spring and summer the 
excitement ie quicker end stronger, while 
in the autumn and winter it is slower and 
weaker, and this is constantly seen in the 
inflammatory diseases of tlic home, which 
vary in degree according to the Season. 

The excitement also varies si different 
periods of life; in tbe early stages it is quick 
and weak, and the Mood wifi be found to 
coagulate feebly, in consequence of contaiu- 
ing only a small portion of animal matter; 
but in more advanced, and in the middle, 
stages, and as the saimal increases ia 
strength, the excitement becomes more 
powerful, and the blood will then coagulate 
quicker and firmer, from containing a much 
larger portion; but in the further advanced 

K riods, sud iu old age, the excitement will 
slower and weaker, and the coagulation 
of tho blood will be in a corresponding

opposed Mr. Ajmmthy, have bean gain¬ 
ed, whatever: may be the feelings of that 
gentleman towards this Journal, all hostility 
on our part is at an end.

He firat thought thin tumour en* 
cycled, but finding that it might be emptied 
m premure, and that it filled again when 
to premure vu removed, to error of thin 
opinion became apparent. On examining 
teort closely he also found the posterior 
aaricuter artery enlarged, and pulsating 
violently; and tot when pressed, to tu¬ 
mour became flaccid. The patient firat 
noticed to diaease about ten years ago, 
alter lying-in; it* progrem, until of late, 
was gradual Treasure had been recom¬ 
mended to her, ted was tried, but without 
any benefit. Considering to disease an 
aneurism of the posterior atiria, Mr. Syme 
proposed an operation, to which she readily 
assented. On shaving to head for this 
porpoae, the tumour was found to extend 
along , to course of this artery; and alio to 
have engaged the posterior and middle 
branches oi the temporal artery. Mr. Syme 
was now inclined to tie the carotid; but de¬ 
clined this step, on finding that pressure 
on the auric emptied the sac, and stopped 
the pulsation. He accordingly took up that 
vessel, (which he found as large aa the 
radial, but thinner in its coats,) and applied 
a single silk ligature. Daring the subse¬ 
quent twenty-four hours there was a alight 
limnorrhage, and in n week a alight attack 
of erysipelas.

Dr. CLUTTBBsrcn rose-and said, he waa 
desirous of bringing a subject of consider¬ 
able importance before the Society,—the 
publication of its minutes in the weekly 
Medical Journals. He did not allude to the 
reporte whieh appeared ia any periodical in 
particular, nor to any recent ocoasion, but to 
their publication in The Lauckt, and all 
otlier works, and to to regular habit which 
it had become. He now rose to state his 
opinion, that the prsetioe waa open to many, 
and very weighty, objections. The Society 
was considerably injured by it, and it ought 
not to be allowed. These were private and 
confidential meetings, different, altogether, 
from those of a public body; and he con¬ 
sidered it vu extremely unjustifiable that 
the conversations of private gentlemen 
should be taken down ny- Reporters, and 
published to tbe world at large. He thought 
that the late President had given a lioense 
to the practice, which waa btfdly warranted 
by the laws or objeota of the Society. It 
waa customary for many gentlemen to attend 
there, and state the caaei which tbefcpa* 
tients afforded then, which toy did; net 
wish the world at large 
attttd mmy ibtatiwMcIi m mdihdb to 
ttmiitlMj <m.Tj.Mnildi«Uo,«>t.M.> 
few (Mr aTRKrwl' h* (Ur.

Mr. SonanLV wiahad to know artat dif¬ 
ference there could poaiibly bn between the 
publication of A* Society'n " traenebm^ 
and them nparto; nothing could bn fairer 
than toe letter, for they narrated miaoicexa- 
Ad, a* well u eoceeeeftil. cnee. He had bed 
oourrrutiene trifll member* who objected 
rery much to the tfabheetion of cnaea, ea- 
preialiy Umar uftoidwlfciy i tatlf memtarn 
choae to bring forgord town which ought 
not to be made public, it wta their 0*0 
lank tori. He eeutd ant anti alluding to 
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the sdvaatoge which country jpractitionei* 
derived from tlieee report!, Hehadaveiy 
extensive connexion /with them, end they 
hid invariably told him th«t they derived 
vary |reet advantage from reading them. 
Owing to tlie extent of these gentlemen's 
practice, time wonid not let them refer to 
the nunerous end veried sources of know* 
ledge which it afforded many others, and 
they consequently depended on the periodi¬ 
cals for ail the current information that 
could he given. These reports became, 
therefore, Of the utmr ‘ importance to the 
profession, and he would give hia vote in 
AvOnr of them. 

Mr. Kino don had little doubt, that if 
fairly given, reports would be productive of 
good, and thought it was the duty of the 
Society to let the world know what they 
were doing. He considered, however, that 
nothing more than the conversations them¬ 
selves, and not the names of the speakers, 
ought to be given; greater difficulties to 
each abuses of reporting as had been men¬ 
tioned, would then be prevented, partia¬ 
lity avoided, end equal utility obtained. 
He considered it was almost impossible, m 
giving the reports, to do so without some 
colouring; and this colouring rendered them 
ID many member* very painful, end if pain- 
fill, they ought to be prevented. Many 
members were deterred from delivering their 
opinions. By hia plan, all ends would be 
answered, and no man cpuld object. He 
should osTtainly say, that the Society ought 
to feel obliged to any Editor who would 
report their proceedings, if it were fairly 
dona. Ai to the objections of patients, the 
removal of the speakers’ names would pre¬ 
vent them from tracing their cases, as it was 
■aid they sometimes did. Hia own patients 
bed often known their coiea from the at¬ 
taching of his (Mr. Kinydon’s) name, and 
it bad been found fault with in consequence. 
He therefore refrained from mentioning 
■ome eases, from the nain be thought it 
might create. He should urge, very strongly, 
the suppression of tbs speakers' names. 

Mr. PstaiE agreed that this was a sub¬ 
ject of great moment to the Societv, and he 
considered that it ought only to be enter¬ 
tained in a foil meeting of the Society, that 
it might not be said, a few members hid 
met together, without previous notice, to 
injure the publications alluded to. lie was 
satisfied tbit no harm could occur, but very 


Society; discussion was elicited which 
tended to benefit the whole public, Dr. 
W ilHams had Hid, that many were deterred 
from speaking; now he (Mr. Peine,) 
thought it ea exeollenf thing that this 
MnetiMi happened, for when gentlemen 


were disputed to talk loo much, the report* 
ing induced them to abstain from it, tad 
much valuable time waa thus saved, He 
thought no pain could be riven to patients 
if Mr names were not pubtisbed. To the 
narrators’ names, their coetd be no possible 
objection. Cases and opinions had no autho¬ 
rity without them. (Hear.]) He begged to 
express his opinion, that if the reporting 
wu done honourably, fairly, accurately, and 
literally, no possible objection coaid ha 
urged against it. No comments should bo 
made, and he thought that the 8oeiety ought 
to have tome accredited agent from the 
publications reporting, who should be tan¬ 
gible to the Society; it could then take its 
own measures, if incorrectness or unfairness 
occurred. No Editor oould for one moment 
object to give in the name of his Reporter 
to the Registrar, la conclusion, he thought 
the time of the Society coaid now be better 
employed, then in discussing this subject; 
a special general meeting abonld be called, 
if more need be uid on it, and all the mem¬ 
bers ought to have the opportunity of hear¬ 
ing the pros end cm, ana of voting. 

Mr. Salmon could not understand the po¬ 
sition which bed been taken by those who 
objected to reports,nor couldhesoeobjections 
of iny kind to it; lie would give the reports 
his most decided support. He did not under¬ 
stand the A.B. plan of Mr. Kingdom It 
wu the moat uselew that could be devised. 
For himself, he wu usually plain and open 
in hia sentiments; and on this, and all occa¬ 
sions, however interested he might Mem, 
he claimed the privilege of being honest in 
bit intentions. He decidedly ohjeeted to the 
suppression of speakers’ names. Looking to 
I hia own aiioation, for instance, he did not 
I choose tbst other gentlemen should hear 
i his opinioui in the Society, and out of it 
repeat them as their own, without the 
means of detection. He did not under¬ 
stand such a rian, and he would never 
agree to it. He wu not Ukiog e sup¬ 
posititious caw. It had repeatedly oc¬ 
curred in private life, that the opinion! be 
had given in one place, had actually been 
related again to him in another, u the 
opinion of others; and he would confess, 
without hesitation, that in this matter it 
was hia desire, u it wu hieduty, to prevent 
injury to himself, end to obtain all rite be¬ 
nefit be could from the publication of re*

M. Listbabo baa lately obtained such 
aoceeaa from the uae of the chlorurcrt of aoda 
for the aorea remaining after burns, that he 
prefers it to any other application. The 
following eaae will serve to illustrate hia 
pltnof treatment:— 

A. Prevoat, mtat 36, was on the 13th of | 
August admitted into the Hospital, having 
on the preceding day scalded hia left arm 
with boiling water. During the first three 
days, emollient poultices were applied, but 
on the 16th the ohloruret of aoda was em¬ 
ployed in the following manner:—the de¬ 
tached epidermis having been removed, the 
affected part waa covered by a fenestrated 
compress, over which some lint, dipped into 
the solution, was retained, by means of n 
circular bandage. The whole waa kept 
moist by repeated sponging with the finid. 
M. Listeno observed, thetin order to obtain 
good effects from this method, the solu¬ 
tion must he sufficiently strong to cause a 
sensation of heat and alight pricking, and 
that it is better to make it a little too 
strong than too weak, for the painful sen 
tiou which in the former ease is produced, 
subsides within a short time. In the above 
case the solution waa somewhat too strong, 
hut after 46 hours, the burnt part had per¬ 
fectly healed, and nothing but n alight red¬ 
ness remained. 


HOSPICE DE LA SALPETRIERE. 


TSIIMCS CUBED BY THE BBTBBBAL APPLI¬ 
CATION OP TBB ACBTATB OP MORPBIUM. 

CaHT*.—M arie Uraln, astat. 28, of a aero- 
falou* diathetift. waa admitted on aoooontofI 
■ lane uloeratthe externdenole of th*Mk 
leg, by which rim tendon of ihapaconeni 
longua was denuded. Ontha10th of June 
it was dressed hr ana of tie pupils in anoh 
in atfkwtod manner, that a violent irrita¬ 
tion of the denuded tendon, with excearive 
prin.aoMmptstodhy nauen and vomiting, 
ritta jpofowad* Ati boar kfoam rda, the pa- 
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dent felt an itching sensation along the af¬ 
fected leg, and oomplahudofexoeamve debili¬ 
ty and oppressive haadach. These symptom s 
were soon followed by entire leas of coa- 
aoionaneaa, and great rigidity of the mus¬ 
cles of the jaw ana neck. The mouth could 
not be opened, and its angles were drawn 
backwards; the eyes were staring; the ab¬ 
domen very hard; the feet spasmodically 
contracted; the pulse frequent and hard* 
Twenty ouneea of blood were taken from 
the arm, and SO leaches applied to the anus, 
but without any Act. The warm bath for 
an hour; mercurial frictions; a blister m 
die neck, and the use of tudorifios having 
also produced no alteration, the acetate of 
morpnium waa employed in the following 
manner; the fourth part of a grain was 
mined with n very email quantity of wax- 
plaster, and applied over the blistered part. 
From this time the trismus gradually sub¬ 
sided, and after repeated applications of the 
morphism, the rigidity of the muaciea, con¬ 
traction of the leg, &c., also disappeared, 
and the patient ultimately recovered. 

Cais t.—Marguer. Brota, of a nervous 
temperament, and very weak constitution, 
having daring five yesre been in the Salle 
des Incurables, on account of a berpetie af¬ 
fection of the extremities, waa, on the >3d 
of July, frightened at the sight of a patient 
in an epileptic fit. She fainted, and when, 
after having recovered her senses, she was 
going to relate what lind happened, she waa 
seised with convulsions, which terminated 
in complete tetanus. The angles of the 
mouth were drawn towards the tides; the 
jaws were firmly closed and immoveable, 
the bead was drawn hack, the neck stiff, and 
the muscles of the trank very rigid. A small 
blister waa put on the neek, and removed 
after four hours, when the acetate of mor- 
phiom waa applied in the manner above de¬ 
scribed. After three hours, the trismus had 
considerably subsided, but the other symp¬ 
toms continuing unabated, the application of 
the morphium waa repeated, ana proved bo 
efficacious, that afteT three days the patient, 
with the exception of great debility, had 
perfectly recovered.—Lraihert, nr la Methods 
EtuUranqiu.

CALCULOUS OONCRHION IX TBB CAVITY Of 
•TBB BOSS. 

C„ B.| t middle-aged woman of a robust 
constitution, had, for two! years before her 
•dlaisaioa, been subject to a constant pain 
in the left aide of the aoer, aoooalpa a ied 
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bj diipoiitioa losneeaing, eoiyaa, muaoai 
ducbhrge, o*d subsequent ulceration* round 
the noatiila j these symptoms having conti¬ 
nued for some time, the left nasal meatus 
became tompletely obstructed, and its pa- 
dates began to swell in such a manner, as 
to oompres* the lachrymal duct, in con se¬ 
quence of which, the tears flowed over the 
cheeks, and the akin was very extensively 
excoriated* The continual irritation m the 
nose induced the patient to use many efforts 
to remove the obstruction, by blowing 
through the affected si44a*f the nose; she 
soon felt something moveable in it, nnd at 
last suooeqded in expelling a calculous con¬ 
cretion of a considerable site. This was 
jut before her admission. The pain and 
irritation had considerably diminished since 
the discharge of the atone; the swelling had 
somewhat subsided, and the obstruction ap¬ 
peared leas complete. On examining the 
affected aide of the nose, no atone could be 
found, but the mucous membrane wu ulcer¬ 
ous, and considerably thickened, and there 
was a constant discharge of purulent matter. 
To prevent a second formation of cclculos, 
a solution of the carbonate of potasia was 
injected into the nose, and, after a few 
months, the patient wu perfectly cured. The 
calculous concretion which bad been dis¬ 
charged from the nose, wu of an oval form, 
eight lines in length, and twelve in thick- 
neu; very hard, of a greyish brown colour, 
and had an uneven surface. On being uwn 
asunder, its nucleas wu fonnd to consist of 
a small cherry-stone, the kernel of which 
wu reduced to a thin membrane ; round the 
nucleus the calculous matter wu deposited 
in thin eoncentrio layers of different colours. 
The patient could give no information u to 
the manner in which the foreign body had 
entered the nose. On this oocuion Dr. 
Graefe related a caw which he had observed 
in hia private practice:—A man affected 
with gout had a long time ago experienced 
the lame local affection u the above patient; 
on introducing a probe into the diseased 
aide of the noee, a deep-seated foreign body 
wu felt, which, on attempting to extract it, 
broke into small pieces, and these having 
been eventually discharged, all the symp¬ 
toms caused by the meohanical obstruction 
of the nasal cavity, and by the irritation of 
the mucous membrane, gradually subsided. 
—Graefii Journal.

A practical exposition of the predispo¬ 
sition to, and prevention of, insanity, being, 
it is presumed, a Mderatum in medial 
literature, is, at this era especially, moat 
deserving of profenkmal, u well u pub¬ 
lic attention, seeing that prevention and 
not cure, which lamentable experienbe bu 
taught u* to be impracticable, (1 apeak, of 
comae, of confirmed, rather than periodical 
or recurrent insanity,) becomes the fit and 
proper province of the physician. 

That deranged circulation, not organic 
affection of brain, is the pirent of our mani¬ 
fold mental aberrations, both reaeon and 
experience, no leu than dissections after 
death, amply testify. 

The predisposition to insanity dually de¬ 
velops itself on approaches to adnlt life, 
(I except idiotism, from natural defect of 
intellect, mamfuted during infancy,) when 
the circulation of blood, and that of the 
brain in particular, evinces an important 
change in the econosoy—a change, at times, 
fatal to the well-beiig of some vital organ, 
hitherto, perhaps, in a state of comparative 
quiescence.—To illustrate. The lungs, from 
predisposition, doubtless, of organisation of 
vessels, take on a state of excessive and 
consequent irregular action, and a foundation 
thereby is laid for perplexing asthma, or 
mortal phthisis puhnoaslis, the appalling 
and mat devastating endemic* of our 
country. 

Phrenologists,who contend for a "plu¬ 
rality of faculties and organs," must not 
lead ua from the important busmen of cir¬ 
culation ; the excessive excitement or irre¬ 
gularity of which, loeal or general, of the 
brain, constitutes, in my mind, fnaanity. 

We are not permitted (doubtleea for wise 
and benevolent purposes) a thorough know* 
ledge of mind; and materialists they set at 
nought, if they will, its phcnsusni, con¬ 
founding, m they 4»vi kitknte done, 
propensity with intellect. 

Physically speakiag, at least, it matters 
not from whenee tho>ftteQ#st it derived—-

Retaming bin ocoupetion, aad abstaining 
from liquors, he continued well for e eerier 
of yeire; but of tote, baring bad roconraa to 
them, he to, at foie moment, in c fair way 
of eitcMiabiag lito incanity. Hie brother, 
it ia srorlhy of remark, died of apoplexy, 
brought on, manifaatly, by foe eUuia of 
strong drink. Had leisure and ipeee per¬ 
mitted, I could bare ithutratod, to an almost 
indefinite extant, how spirits, habitually in¬ 
dulged ia, footer a disposition to cerebral 
affection. Not a word more about foe 
soothing ialmaea of opium. Know we 
net, foet foe repetition of nereotice bu u 
powerful disposition to derange {yea, and 
permanently,) foe circulation of foe brain 1 
consequently thaw important function* of 
the system, termed inrolttotarr, on which 
we depend, mainly for our watt-being aad 
bappineael The caret of lifo may effect 
much is foe production of iaaanity i but!

Under predisposition to 
oerebnd affection, mental or ipaimcdiej 
improvident bleeding! and purging! prove 
alike detrimental to the ijatem; for, by 
deranging the circulation of the brnin, they 
foster disposition to organic affection—fatal, 
not anofteH, to life itself. We ought not to 
bleed at all without the moet urgent neoea* 
aity for it, bearing in iqfWi its interference 
with the great buiiaeM of emulation. Re* 
guding phytic, par object anat be to esta- 
Uiah'a regularity and sufficiency of fecu¬ 
lent evacuation daily, by alterative, rather | 
than foroed and drastic measures, correcting, 
el the wne time, the secretions of the sto¬ 
mach and liver, with a view to the perfec¬ 
tion of digestion. Hence I would sug- 
ge.it the value of bran bread, (if pre* 
pared from wheaten meal, with the whole 
of its bran in it,) to the predisposed to 
oerebral affection, highly prone, a* they 
generally are, to constipation. I aimak 
wife confidence of ite disposition to keep 
up feculent evacuation, u correcting of fee 
secretions; the p ibil. hyrirev., in com* 
binction wife autism, tart., wm be found to 
prove eminently efficacious; regard being 
had, at fee came time, to keep the bowels 
soluble, by some approved saline aperient, 
to prevent fee mercury laturttixif fee sya* 
tern. I advert, finally, to fee disposition 
of fee blood to be venous, rather than of 
arterial character, (opposed, doubtless, to 
fee well-being of fee brain,) fostered not e 
little by our stimulant living, and refined 
domestic habits, which consign us by day, 
as well as by night, to a moil obnoxious 
atmosphere. In an essay, recently, on 
phthisis pulmonalis, I bare demonstrated, 
it is presumed, how essential is the purity of 
fee aurrounding medium to the circulation, 
tod consequently, well-being of fee laargs. 
That the oraia, no leas than lungs, suffers 
under a deteriorated aurrounding atmos¬ 
phere, syncope amply testifies. But to ren¬ 
der the Mood to cireulete throughout fee 
minuter ramifications of the brain, it must be 
divested of its venous property, i.e. be purely 
artei U1; and this cun only be effected by 
aeons of the oxygen of fee aurrounding 
medium. A fertile source of headaoh, ft 
would aeem, little imagined, is to be tooght j 
for in fee aurrounding Stmolnherc. Buch 
fee a bite of our habitations, of association, 
and repose, which to ventilate, by night 
especially, would be looked iipon m a spebiea 
of temerity, bordering, X baa almost said, 
upon insanity! 

As fee surrounding, medium bedeiei 
deprived of itt oxygan, we experience, it 
proportion, I diminution of those facottlM 


which derive their immediate lofiaenct from 
fee brain. ... 

The prediapoaed, then, to eexebnfl afbo- 
tion, whether in fee shape of inanity, 
epftepiy, palsy, or apoplexy, ought, by 
right and by day, to breathe fee very poreet 
atmosphere, 11 well U in a temperature 
greatly under feat we are in fee habit of in* 
dulging, in mart refined life. I speak from my 
own personal experience, having overcome 
■ predisposition to apoplexy in myself, 
which fee lata Dr. Gregory, of Edinburgh, 
of acknowledged eminence m his profession, 
declared to be irremediable. The predis¬ 
posed, alio, should guard agaiafe|afaemfnt 
or distressing passions, for th4Pcommit 
aeriona ravages upon the brain, first, by 
deranging ita circulation, and eventually, ita 
organisation. I take leave, aerioosly, in 
conclusion, to awaken fee attention of my 
professional brethren, to fee momentous 
importance of a doe regard to functional 
derangement, seeing feat the organio affec¬ 
tion! of vital parte rat "mock our toil/’and 
set both regimen and medicine at defiance;

1 cannot hut ho aware, Gentlemen, that 
I am MhjeoUng myaelf to a rery diaadran- 
tagoons comparison with one whose original 
sierra and grrot power of obserestion giro 
him the highest profemional character, even 
at his outset in lifo, (gnat applause,) and 
led him to those philoaophio inrestigationa 
of disease which fntrodoaod important im- 
proremento in the practice of ouqpiy; with 
one whose unriralled excellence u o teacher 
hoc long boon unisonally ncknowlodged; 
and who hoi thus for outstripped hit content. 
panrieo, not only in original genius and the 
power of ocqoiring knowledge, but fat tho 
rat talent of communioating the knowledge 
thus acquired to othero in tho clearest and 
moat agreeable manner. Yon will,-I am 
son, join me in tho expmamoa of on earnest 
wish for hit noorery ; and in the hope 
that, though he may no longer ha tbla to 
continne his useful public labours, ho may 
•till enjoy him well-earned fame for many 
rears of tranquillity end retirement in the 
nooom of bin family, 

With respect to the present course of 
lectureo, I must oppoal to your indulgence, 
on. noeoant of the cnauariesoe 1 hero 
oliodod to—the ohort notice et which! {are 
uadertakan them, it was oafodn litiidij 
weak, Mr. Abrmotby had finally madeop 
his mind to roliaqmah tbeeboir he.had oo 
ably filled.

I shall not, however, an- 
tor into Bay further apology, bat aaaun you, 
that aa ftr.'u tine aad cuoetastueea will 
permit, erery endearonr an ay part shall he 
exernead, to reader the pneent lectorea 
uieftil to yon. 

Surgery, Gentlemen, coneidered accord 
lag to the derirautm of the word, meana 
maaaal operations. Galen, spanking of the 
treatment of diaeeaee, diridee it into three 
parti, acoordbg aa it !a to he aocompliahed 
hr diet, by remedina, or by manual opera* 
tun, and he oaDa tbeee reepeetirely—dia- 
totton, pharmeoentioa, and ehirurgioa. 

Thue bn aaea the word largery, not to 
denote e'dmperete adenoe, nor a diadnet 
branch ofpractice, but merely to deaignate 
one mode of treating diaeaae. Cuetom hu 
allotted to die cere of the targe on all in- 
juriee; moat external diaeeaee, and inch in¬ 
ternal one! u prodnee change! reeogniaable 
externally; oueietiou, and ell etaei notic¬ 
ing their yarformaaoe.- Thua anrgery ia a 
large dhinm of the art and adenoe which 
relate to diaeaae; if that adenoe, which may 
he odied in one word medicine, he divided 
into aurgery and phyaio, the former will at 
leaat equal the latter in extent and im¬ 
portance. 

My conception, Gentlemen, of a coaree of 
lectorea on anrgery ia, that it ahotdd em¬ 
brace what I hare elated j hut I mnat in 
the outaet of thia conrae appriaeyon, it will 
sot eoneapond to the aketoh which I hare 
given. 1 atund hern, Gentlemen, in die 
place of Mr. Abernathy, and mean to follow 
that ooume which he haa adopted; it is not 
my object to form a plan of my own. Mr. 
Abernathy haa delivered in thia theatre the 
lecturea on anatomy aad anrgery, and he haa 
been eocuatomed to diatnbute in thoae 
eouraea, variona auhjeeu in the way he 
thought it would he convenient foe yon to 
unden land them; than he hu placed in 
the anatomical conma a gnat number of| 
anbi acts which would have been properly in¬ 
troduced in the eurgical conrae, namely, the 
dieeuea'of bonce, the euddenta incident to 
diem, the diaeioes end eocidenta of joints, 
aurgical open Li ana, and all the ouea requir¬ 
ing them. It will fall to the tot of my col¬ 
league, Mr. Stanley, who hu the eharge of 
the anatomical couree, to treat of thou ob¬ 
jects I hare named ; I ahall deliver to you 
la thiTaurgical cents* what 1 have to aay on 
thajapechu part allotted to it. (Great noine 
toaeahftirifin, in oonaequcnca of the crowded 
ateto of the theatre.) If, Gentlemen, 1 
ahonU Sod that thou auhjecta eanaot be 
• treetod of to two Irotmei a week, according 
' do the Un a ng an u it of Mr. Abernathy, I 
shell tx on some other time that may be 
co nv enient th the ohm, for delivering a 
ttdrd toctore wea kly, taking earn that the 
driUO'enme ahritb* Mahcd at the period 


at which Mr. Ahemethy hu been sconce 
turned to conclude it (Great npphnu.) 
When you hear, Gentlemen, phynio aad 
surgery spoken of u brancher of medi¬ 
cine,.—when yon find they am exercised hi 
many me lancet by two distinct rlraeea of per¬ 
sona, aad that they form ia thia conn try the 
provinces of two dintinctincorporatod boditn, 
yon will oxpeot to find that there an aomo 
emen dal distinctions between them; this, 
however, to not too oue, the dtottoetion to 
completely arbitrary ; it originated el e pe¬ 
riod of barbarian aul ignorance, it.hu been 
upheld by defirendVto antharity, but of late 
ia it hu been fading away before the 
_ itofreaaon, and appears likely altogether 
to diuppetr under too rapid program of 
knowledge. Hie human body, Gentleman, 
an you moat dl hu aware, physiologically 
speaking, ia composed of n gieat number of 
parte, dl the movements and dasigns of 
which ere subordinate to one common tod, 
tbulifooftheiodividnd; there ia one nourno 
of nutrition, the alimentary canal; onsean- 
tre of drcnlitton end nervoun energy; mean- 
over, rite vurioui organs on brought together, 
and connected, in many iutnncee, by that 
which appears myaterioua to na, and which 
to denominated sympathy. Hum of tin parts 
■posing our flams ut separately, aadgia 
nested, immediately or remotely, with 
all the net; you could form no idea of the 
utility of one organ, if you iuntatodit from 
the rent, any more then you could estimate 
the useeudaotioaaf a single wheel, or toier, 
detached from a watch, or a steam-engine. 
Each part exercises, it to true, its own par¬ 
ticular office, hut that offioe issubordinate, 
ud for the good of the whole, all an neon- 
any for the natural functions of the body. 
The cause which constitute diaeaae, an 
seldom to he found in the affected part itself; 
often it is situated in a part of the system 
very remote; forinstanee.in • perron labour¬ 
ing under gonty inlnmmttton of the toe, no 
cause of dieeaie could ha ascribed to too 
part itaelf, but on examination into the Mate 
of the individual, it ban been found to ori¬ 
ginate in a diaturbuca of ton stomach, and 
the cun of the dire BIB baa been accomplish¬ 
'd by directing the remedin to. ton nlimca- 
tuy orgnne, probably without any applica¬ 
tion whatever to the local part. An indivi-' 
dual may haw a toe, or finger, paralysed, 
but yon will not fold to tor pvt itaalf ton 
ration whyitisteaueh ■ Mala; you aunt 
oaamioe too Mate of toe brato, and you will 
find, perhaps, ehangec then to account for 
[toe disease. The cure, then, to to be an- 
oompliched by menu directed to thet quar¬ 
ter. ■ 

It must, Gentlemen, be the first btufoeas 
of the medical .student to make himself 
acquainted with’the structure of too human 
body, ud .with the aoriou of iti difforant 
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Tbeae are the object* ofthe two 
uiM«e« which are denominated Anatomy 
and Physiology. He prooeeda thento no* 
ties the efaamstanoes wider which diseases 
■be; be examines the organic change* 
produced after death, and learns to connect 
with them the appropriate external signs by 
whiebtha disease ia accompanied, deriving, 
from these oomptrieoos, the meua of deter¬ 
mining the exact aeat of disease, end of] 
foretelling ita course and termination* This 
part of your study, Gentlemen, ia what ia 
called Morbid Anstomr and Pathology. 
Morbid Anatomy ia oftmaed to Anatomy, 
Pathology is opposed to Physiology. Pro* 
parly apaekiag, Anatomy regards foe haaltby 
structure, Morbid Anatomy the diseased 
one. Physiology regardi the healthy fine* 
tides, Pathology those which are diseased. 
The ebemeer ia new prepared te apply the 
external agencies, such u diet, climate, 
enevdae, hie. ; the outward or inward reme¬ 
dies, or the sargioal operation*, which may 
he neeeeaary te remove diaeaae and restore 
health. Theafe last eircomstinosa form the 
subject of treatment, or, as it is frequently 
called, the aeienee of therapeuties, and it 
ia divided into force parti: that which re* 
ktaa to the management of foe various 
external iaflueoos; that which baa re* 
fexence to internal remedies; and the other 
regards operations of surgery. To say, 
Gentlemen, that there is an essential distine* 
turn between physic and surgery, would be 
to escort that there were two kinds of pa¬ 
thology, and that the intend and extend 
parts of the body are to be treated on dis¬ 
tinct aad different principles. When you 
redact foal the primary tissue* that com¬ 
pose the various organs of the body, are the 
same throughout, and that the only differ, 
mao arise* far foe number and proportions 
of these tissues, yon will perceive that the 
position of foe organs in the body will make 
no essential alteration in the treatment. It 
may, perhaps, vary the mode in which 
it is to be carried into force, because various 
local Applications may be made to foe exter- 
nd, which canaot to foe intend, pans. The 
principles of pathology, therefore, are ge- 
aead, they me common to all parts of the 
healing art, and therefore they must be 
common to the physician and the surgeon. 
Wemay, therefore, entirely agree in what 
Mr. Abernefoy has add, that snrgsrj aad 
medicine are one tod indivisible. Jio 
single branch of medicine can he well prac- 
Used, except by iaditidude who liar* care¬ 
fully studied foe whole. Aa to extern*} aad 
internal treatment, by fooaa who have been 
anxious to uphold the distinction of physic 
aad surgery, virions vivmhava bees taken 
of tb* ground on which it ought to rest, but j 
that which has obtained foe most gourd 
curacy, gifts to foe surgeon (he treatment 


of external diseases, and intend to foe 
physician. Unfortunately for this propo¬ 
sition, natoTO r has so ronaeeted the ex¬ 
terior and interior of our frame, aa to 
render it extremely difficult to say where 
one terminates and the other begins, be¬ 
cause she haa directed that they shall both 
obey the same physiological laws. Who 
ahull say how deep the exterior of foe frame 
extends; how far foe province of the surgeon 
ia to go} what ia the boundary of foe in¬ 
ternal cavities of the extend outlets; those 
lined with mucous membrane, for instance, 
and soon 1 In what manner ia it to he de¬ 
termined in such cases, whether the disease 
belongs to the physician or the surgeon* 
Polypus of the nose ia considered a disease 
of a aurgical character, while a catarrh of 
the tame part folia to the care of the 
phyaieian. Inflammation , of foe throat, 
arising from syphilis, is the surgeon's dis¬ 
ease ; catarrhal inflammation the physi¬ 
cian's, It is, therefore, mere matter of choioo 
whether a particular disease belongs to foe 
aorgeou or physician. Tb fact,' to me it ap¬ 
pears a kind of neutral-ground, on which 
each party seises on what he can get. 
(Laughter.) The affections ofthe bonus and 
jointa have been given to the surgeon yet 
these parts can hardly ha called external. 
The oeee of hernia, fqr instance, ia under the 
surgeon's care; here them ia an extend 
swelling, it is true, but it ia produced by 
intend causes, and it cannot but be dearly 
seen, that external disease! are produced 
by various intend causes, as trytfptlai, 
gout, and so on. Ague, many intend dis¬ 
eases are produced from extend causes, aa 
Theumaric end catarrhal affections, brought 
on hy exposure to cold. The eye haa been 
regarded aa au external part, and aa such haa 
been placed under the can ofthe surgeon, yet 
there ia no organ ofthe body that ia subject to 
so great a number of diseases, and no organ 
in which those diseases require a greater 
knowledge of alt the principles to be de¬ 
rived from general pathology and thera¬ 
peutics. It contains mucous, serous, and 
fibrous membranes \ it is subject to be affect¬ 
ed by almost every diaeaae to which foe hu¬ 
man frame ia liable; it suffers m small-pox, 
mettles, scarlet fever, and many others. It 
ia liable to be attacked by scrofulous end 
syphilitic inflammation, if, therofoife, an 
organ so various and complex in it* Ctius- 
turs, can be safely committed to fot moptif 
the surgeon, l aa « loss I* W>we% 
there sheuld be any distraction yrhitecnr 
between the Curasao tad tUnnhytioiia, If 
there be no distinction, it arWd b* vda to 
establish separate pnfearabips «f path*’ 
logy aad physiology. Writers sad .fljpp 
hirers cannot make a distinction, MMjfcW

(Loud Itngkter.) Although we telk of go- 
nenl diaewea, then in none which en 
uriotly eo. Several pertn moy be efected in 
w equal degnt t bat area in thoae oeaei 
celled feme, we Indthetaomi particular 
organ ie the origin of the diceeee, end the 
rarione denngameats that make up the 
edhctiaa, been reference to its aoune,— 
dome peraona regard eurgery ea the art of 
operating, and regard operation and mutual 
pnoeedinga aa the prorince of the eurgeon. 
According to thin notion, the important dis¬ 
tinction between physo and eurgery would 
teat, not on any eaaeatial difference in the 
cancel, nature, or cent of dieeaee, not in the 
priae|plei of tnetnent,- huton theaeeiden- 
t|l, end often ' trying, oimnuetonaa of the 
node in which thoae primipln an to be 
carried into effeot.. Whet ehell we do with 
tho cure, in winch both internal remedial 
and annual prooeediego are eeeeaetiy, aa in 
a Urge proportion of Jplaaunatioul It is 
often o nun quantum of degree, whether 
tho fbrmor nlono will eceompiieli the pur- 
non, or whother both nay bo neceiury. 
If it ba aooot to conftoo eurgery manly to 
n mecbwickl department of the healing art, 
1, for ope, mart enter my itrongeit proteat 
apiHtwekwarrwgemwt. l.boold really 
foal myealf degraded, by mroiaiog nob ho¬ 
lier surgery.

The name 
of Soups, in Italy, ie ailw celculited to pro- 
dace greet inforeat in every medical breach 
The attempt, however, pentlrmw, to re- 
duee eurgery to ite we£ent limit*, to bring 
it herb to the art of plaeten, bondage*, 
bleeding, tooth.dmwing, wd the like, which 
onmpowd nearly its whole encjoleperiio 
io the venerable limn of birber aurgejhr, if it 
aould be carried into effect, would be highly 
detrimental to the pubjie, and injuries* to 
our profeuiou; the propovtl comae aeon- 
tsry or two too latr. In thow eerioae 
ensei, Gentlemen, In wldoh local injury or 
ilieneu ie attended with general ryniptom*, 
aa in oompmiad fracture attended with Over, 
in erysipelas or etnagulated hernia, it ia 
pecnuiry for the indif idonl to be attended 
by a person who uadnetonde tha ceu in rdl 
its bearing!. It mutamnot whether ha be-

belong. to any college at all, lUn deiemi 
much lew conoid elation Una that important 
one which require* the individnel to have 
a osmpetwt knowledge iff the an.

To 
judge whether or act the diaeaao ia trara- 
bb by other atetoi; to determine whe- 
ther an operation ia ulriiablo, or not; to 
aaeertaia the time eftw the operation be¬ 
comes neccaaery ; to prepare the patient for 
it, and to manage the ease iadieiously alter, 
wards*—are points, if not of greater, at lent 
of equal importance, I do not, Gentlemen, 
mean to aimak lightly of thia branch of oar 
profaaaion; on the contrary, yon moat 
oultirate with great cue thia important 
part of aurgery. I would never advice 
yon to operate on' the living subject till 
yon have done ao on the dead. It ia, in. 
deed, a miatake to suppose that the perfbrm- 
aaoe of enrgieal operations ooaatitataa the 
priaripd put of the duty of any amgeon. 
It ia the great l)ocat of modem aurgery to 
have diminished, in a very remarkable de¬ 
gree, the anmher of operatioaa; and I am 
within truth when I aaaert to yon, that the 
number operated upon at thia hospital, ia 
lew, at bait by half, than it waft five-and- 
twenty yearn ago; the important difference 
to which I rilode, ia owing to the improved 
knowledge and treatment of the diaeaeea, 
acquired from the pathological and practical 
reaee r ehea of aurgeona. Whatever eonrae 
wo take, we arrive at the acme eonoluaioa, 
that there - no natural distinction between 
phytic and aurgery, they ere cloeely con¬ 
nected together, they ere parte of one and 
the came aeieace ana art, the phnoiplea are 
the atone in both, end the tame method moat 
ho followed, became both here the came 
end to aceomplith. That, the aeparation 
of phyeie end surgery b purely utificiel; 
they ue dbtingniahabta upon oo fixed prin¬ 
ciple, they ere intended to apply to tho 
atody, not to the practice, of our profusion. 
Tha aereral par la of tha medical art eiuci- 
data each other; aud ho who eonfioea hia 
attention to one hnaoh, cannot thoroughly 
understand itwiihont having a knowledge 
of tho others. Proceeding in the notoral

ternal organ*, Hie physician, therefore, 
most commence hie study of the probation 
by •ttendoa to wrgery; whe* he lisa 


done so, bn makes himaeU mietn of hie 
ntt, and u enabled to prmeribe n remedy for 
diaeaae. If, then, Ibb be tbe ease, u it 
not moat earn riling that tbe great body at 
the head of this department of osrubane, 
should make it one of its mbs, that it wUi 
not admit a party to become one ofltamem. 
ben, if he belong to tny surgical body 1 I 
should advice the College of Surgeons to 
adopt a rule exeotly the isverae of Hue, 
and to make it imperative on all wbnpre- 
aant themselvea befora them, to make them- 
selvea well acquainted with madioine. Tho 
views I have stated to yon have been recog¬ 
nised and introduced in France, Germany; 
and the United States of Amorim. In ill 
them oountriea, tho divbbn hotwoen phy. 
siciana and surgeons hu been, in greet mea¬ 
sure, abolished; they have ill to go through tha 
same atudy and the Iftme axaminatloaa, end 
they receive the lime hied of dipbma i and 
with that diploma (which, by the way, gnea 
one m writ as the other the tide of doctor) 
thoy may apply themselves to any nut of 
tho heaung art they think proper*—! hue 
but fine words to address to yon, Gentle¬ 
men, impacting the mode of etndy. Need 
I tell yon, that anatomy and physiology on 
tho gnat groundworks of medical science? 
No one would think of repairing t clock or 
e watch wko was not well venad with til itn 
pub, ib moremenb, and ib connexions; 
tbe same with respect to die human body; no 
potion in abb to am its different dieamc e, 
without he b well eoqminted with the struc¬ 
ture of the whole. Vet, Gentlemen, I am 
eony to my, that we see persona constantly 
attempting to palliate disorders incident to 
the human frame, arho bam but a alight 
knowledge, or, perhaps, aru totally igaonnt 
of its anatomy. Not only ere anatomy 
and physiology tbo groundwork of modi, 
cal aoience, but n eureet knowbdge of ana. 
tomy b absolutely aeeeaaary end essential 
to the amgeon, In tbe ordiuuy ezeroise of 
bin drily duties, lo enable him to diaoover 
tha exact met of diamao, tho extent and 
nature of injmy in fracture and dialoet- 
tion, wounds of blood-raaeab, and other 
internal parts, aid sbo in tha case of all 
surgical operations. Your atudy of ana¬ 
tomy should comprehend tlio wbdis human 
frame no part me he excepted, unban, in¬ 
deed, there he eome perb an which yon 
nerar can he called to operate; eoateperte 
which ceo never be lisbta to accident ; •

I hope, atthe same time, jrou 
wiUwerer phage the knife into the bod; of a 
fellow-creature, without being aware of the 
object yon bare in riew, without knowing 
Where yon an; go with safety, and where 
danger Wins, The knowledge of anatomy, 
howerer, does not teach yoo tost of disease; 
yon may be perfectly aware of the whole 
human structure, and yet ignorant of dis¬ 
ease. The question toon ia, how are you 
to be taught this! Not by lectures or writ- 
logs; no, you must etud them in toe great 
book of Nature, that wide and ample Held. 
Lectures and books ate, in many icatenae*, 
usefbl, but of secondary importance, in com¬ 
parison with toe obecreation of disease. Bo 
you imagine tost a carpenter, or watch¬ 
maker, would think of learning hia trade 
from leetureaT No; he provides himaalf| 
with materials and tools, then he eaaminea 
the production of which he is required to 
furnish a copy, and seta to work accordingly. 
Do yon auppoce, if several eminent watch¬ 
maker* were to examine a young watch¬ 
maker, who applied for a watch-making 
diploma, do you imagine that they would re¬ 
quire u certificate fromhim of haring attend¬ 
ed ao many lectures on watch-making 1 (Loud 
laughter.) To know disease, then, you must 
see, watch, aad closely examine patients. 
You muat dbaerre the altered functions 
during life, and onion, after death, the 
ohangoa produced in toe organisation by 
disease. Here your knowledge of anatomy 
nod physiology will ha of the greatest 
aarsloe to you. How un yon to judge 
of the distinction* of diadnao and health, 
unless you arc acquainted with too healthy 
function of the hodyt A large hoapi- 
til. Gentlemen, ia undoubtedly to* beat 
phase for studying disease; toe congre¬ 
gation of hamnn infirmities, brought toge¬ 
ther in snob mi HteUishmont, aftorde yoo 
liiprtunideeof ohoerrttion which will en¬ 
ema you to make yonraolcta mastera of dia- 
Ulank.'

A conns or leetnns ooatohm * 
general, bat not > minute exposition of to* 
subjeet; they would become quite wesri- 
eomt, if it woo Aamptod to go into oil 
the Tsricus descriptions of cvcry minst* 
part of the human frame. I beg to exhort 
yen to conduct year study of medicine, 
whether fas nature, hooks, lectures, or in 
uy other any, ao ns to embrace toe whole 
of the science. To those of you, wha.net to 
ho general practitioners, it is utmeocassiy 
for m* to sty tout this will bs of to* ut- 
most, oonseqntnoe; for the erector nomhm 
of cocos you will hare to deal into, trill 
bear little or so rtsemhlsncc to each otter, 
•nd theisfoie will require s divetaity of 
knowledge to treat them. Those, also, who 
mono to practise surgery only, tuoh 1 sop- 
poee is would wish to be denominttad pore 
surgeons, si a mark of superior dignity, 
would not, I think, ha willing that, is tbor 
higher situation and rank in the profession, 
their portion of knowledge should ho more 
limited tots tint of the general practitioner. 
An eminent surgeon will be continually con¬ 
sulted in cam of bbaeurity, difficulty, aad 
emergency. What will be thought of him, 
if ha uhould he oUigtd'to euy toot ho hu 
not utudiad foie pert, tint he ia i gtoiut of 
tint.; that, for u third, a physician or an 
spotheesiy ought to ho eonaoliedt Will 
he allow it to be said, tost he io not compe¬ 
tent to the management of s eurgicsl css* in . 
nil its puts, end font he requires someone 
else to help him through, cm in issuers 
belonging to hitown branch of the pr ofe ssion T 
With respect to hooks, I should recommend 
thou commencing the study of surgery, not 
to trouble thcmulrea with many of them, 
yonr attention, should be .rather pros to too 
observance of things than to mach inter- 
coune with mtdied authors. Much good is 
certainly not dented from itwlying tsriout 
books; toe elementary works of Mr. Stmotl 
Cooper sis all. perhtpa, tost would ho 
necessary; hie dictionary, I may tty, it 
tlmoat a medical library ia itself ; it con¬ 
tains knowledge eataseted from to* works 
of*arioOBSutoara,oomp3sd and imaged in 
s very scientific manner. You may, if yon 
plaiMe,'extend,yoqy ctudy to the writiogi 
of Mp. PoU; to tlioao of Mr. Abcnstoy; 
more particularly hia watt on toe Couati- 
rational .Origin and Treatment' of Local 
Diseases; and alto la those of John Hun¬ 
ter, fWilh raopoat, howerer, to too ltl> 
ter, I cannot well recommend him to he- 
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gitmen; hfa great walk mu sot pi 
for the press by himself, it «u posth 
and, taken altogether, he wee by bo mesas 
a bsppy writer. With reference to tbe 
works of foreign eatbora. 1 cannot omit to 
notiee that of tba venerable Boyer. Hie 
Trsitfi dee Maladiea ChiraixteriM, uot only 
embodies the experience of a long life, but 
Tepvaaenta the present stale of surgical 
kaennadge and practice in France ; indeed, 
yoa will find « great nungpr of very valuable 
productions issuing froiCiba French press. 

fa aonel orion . Gentlemen, allow sae to 
impress upon your minds, the serious nature 
of the studies yoa are now occupied upon, 
and to exhort you to employ ssost diligently 
the short, I may, perhaps, cull it too short, 
period of time, that you have to devote to 
tbe purpeae of rendering yoa able to take, 
open yourselves the active duties of your' 
profession. The study of medicine, Gen¬ 
tlemen, b a most arduous undertaking, and 
it would occupy persons of great mind and 
shining talents many years to master it, and 
to ladng up their knowledge to the psesent 
state of science. It is. however, a salutary 
and pleasing exercise of the miad, while the 
preetiee of the profession calls forth all the 
Better feelings of ear nature, iu soma re¬ 
spects, we enjoy peculiar advantages; we 
are employed in the study and contempla¬ 
tion of nature, and tbe investigation of truth. 
We are not called upon to defend doctrines 
or systems, nor to uphold any particular set 
of opinions. We have no interests at vari¬ 
ance with these of the community. Jn pro¬ 
fessional intercourse with onr fellow-crea¬ 
ture*, we are known only as instruments of I 
good; as the means of restoring or securing 
health, the greatest of blessings—of alle¬ 
viating or removing paia and sickness, the 
greatest of evils, ana in soothing tbe acute 
anguish which relations and friends feel for 
each other.

To omiat in elmriog the ground a little, 
I hare already made some experiment* upon 
the rabbit, and it may ho proper to giro you 
tkomaulta. Into tho abdominal eavity of four 
robkito, 1 throw ohout two ouneoo of human 
urine, end left it then for ta hour; liter 
which I withdrew the urine, and weehed 
tMviecorn thoroughly with tepid water from 
foe distent; of lhe» four rabbits three died 
with general inflammation of the jierito- 
oeom, hot tho fourth lieod. It follows, 
therefore, that foia animel, though prone to 
disease within the peritoneum, and con¬ 
taining many and large eiacern, may, nerer- 
theleae, escape with life, though these yin- 
oer* hire been bathed in urine for fifty or 
Mate mioutoa, proeided tho myity ho titan 
trained oot. Such eoapoe, however, ere, 
1 suspect, both narrow sad rare. 

Again: in another eat of experiments, I 
tied up foe fondue of tho Madder in the 
rabbit, afterward* cutting tho fundux xwoy, 
and I have found that, in n few dm, the 
ligature uepumlei, tearing the bladder 
closed, though acme of tho rebMla hero 
periihed some month* afterward* in con- 
sequence of ehmuio diieaae, not opponntly 
tho ucouory, but tho occidental, ofnat of 
the experiment.

Labour waa brought on prematurely in a 
person, in whom, on account of deformed 
pelvis, the head of the child bad been per¬ 
forated in s previous labour. The child being 
eight months old, sixteen inches in length, 
and five pounds in weight, appeared per¬ 
fectly capable of having lived, bnt it un- 
fortunately presented with the feat, mid 
owing moat likely to thia circumstance, was 
born daad.

The suffering spot, whenever the back 
becomes afflicted with pain, has not, accord¬ 
ing to my own obaerrations, in s single in¬ 
stance, been traceable to the theca. Great 
external tenderness is felt on pressure near 
the epine, and especially among the con¬ 
tiguous muscles; the uneasiness is, there¬ 
fore, superficial, and oonfised to the soft 
parts} toe symptoms and sufferings may, in 
such cases, be easily discovered, rad their 
true nature ascertained, as fir as they be¬ 
come objects of the touch. When the ma¬ 
lady is stationed within the bony tnbe, 
things ere widely different; it most then be 
very difficult to detect the deep-seated mis¬ 
chief.

In confirmation of the preceding remarks, 
we may observe, tbst the spinal nerves, in 
their way out of the back bona, to their 
ultimate determinetion, have to traverse the 
vertebral holes. These are formed of notches, 
in the upper rad lower edges of the lateral 
bridges; they are constructed to make a 
round hole, between the adjacent vertebra. 
The nerves proceeding from the spinal mar¬ 
row, rad the blood-veesels, pass through 
these holes; when the arrangement is per¬ 
fect, the two portions of the notch fit ex- 
eetly. In this happy state of things, the 
nervous bundles connected with them, in 
gliding along the holes, encounter no im¬ 
pediment; the muscles ud organs, to which 
they run, receiving their full supply of ner¬ 
vous influence, perform their omoes easily 
rad well; but whenever the spinal column 
becomes distorted rad misshapen, the cor¬ 
responding notches, losing theirnroperad¬ 
justment, cease to fit correctly.

I am tbe more inclined to flavour then 
opinions, because wo scarcely ever meet 
with a patient suffering from a distorted 
spine, who has not same paraplegic symp¬ 
toms. It follows from these premises, that 
both feeling and motion, in the inferior ex¬ 
tremities, are functions dependent upon the 
spinal nerves. 

Tbe patient endured several severe pa¬ 
roxysms of epilepsy, while she was afflicted 
with paraplegia. The sources of this dis¬ 
tressing and obstinate complaint are often 
so much concealed, that it 11 impossible to 
discover them. Wo know enough to say, 
that the exciting cause is sometimes placed 
within the akuu, and, at ether times, re¬ 
mote from the brain; for example, the pro- j 
aence of intestinal worms, and of sordes in 
tho bowels, are common oauses of epilepsy .\

The patient bad complained of pain, and 
tenderness in the epintl column, from die 
commencement of her malady, hut ita great¬ 
est severity was about the loins. Many 
practitioners do not hesitate to refer symp¬ 
toms of this kind, in every instance, to in¬ 
flammation of the spirii cord, or its invest¬ 
ing membranes. That they sometimes in¬ 
dicate an inflammatory diathesis, or, as it 
has been oalled, a.sub-acute inflammation, 

I am ready to admit, though I am maided 
to say, from multiplied experience, that it 
ia a rare occurrence. We ought, however, 
to recollect, diet whenever the disorder is 
inflammatory, or aocompsuied with increas¬ 
ed vascular action, the complaint will either 
be speedily subdued, or it will tenninate in 
effusion, suppuration, or gangrene. Inflam¬ 
matory complaints are never stationary; 
they are always progressive, and ran their 
course in a few days or weeks. The aches 
and pains, which, as in this case, continue 
unabated for mondis and years, without 
leading to structural changes, are neither of 
an inflammatory character, nor are they 
seated in the vascular system; they proceed 
from eofae malady in the nervous composi¬ 
tion, belonging to the suffering part, and 
are chiefly to be relieved by applications 
directed to it. In order to act with effect, 
we must endeavour to find out the nature 
and exact seat of die complaint before we 
proceed to the treatment. This discrimin¬ 
ation is especially necessity, because the 
remedies best adapted to moderate inflam¬ 
matory action, exert little power over a dis¬ 
tracted state of tbe nervea. So many ex¬ 
amples of chronic poina, arising from neural¬ 
gia, have lately come undot my own cog¬ 
nisance, and been cured by die treatment 
so often explained, as to lead to a convic¬ 
tion, that they are much more common than 
is generally admitted.

Brerase Poluid, mb 53, of a plethoric 
habit, hat poor!raying want of constitutional 
power, admitted into Job's Ward, flny'a 
Hospital, March 7, IBM. He states that 
he bee been sabjeet to a gravelly deposit iu 
hit arise far seven yetrs, end t twelvemonth 
after its fast appearance he wee attacked 
with excruciating pais in the region of the 
right kidney, which wen constant and se¬ 
vere, and confined him to hie bed fer three 
months, at the end of which time he void* 
ede atone with hie urine, about the rise of a 
barley-corn. Subsequent to thia his health 
became re-established, suffering but 1 slight 
in convenience from tiro sediment in hie 
urine, which remained unaltered. In three 
years a second attack, similar 10 tiro first, 
took place on the opposite, or left ride; the 
same symptoms supervened, and, at the end 
of * fortnight, he voided another calculus, 
of nesrlyeo equalsiie with the tint. He 
soon recovered hie health, end the gravelly 
sediment, though continuing, has latterly 
been much diminished ia quantity. About 
■ twelvemonth ago, unusual irritation in 
his bladder attracted hie notice, which 
rapidly increased, etorieg a difficulty in 
mtetutitifm, the urine eeddenly stopping, 
and the complete evacuation of the bladder 
indecing intones coffering.

On examin¬ 
ing the head, no disease was discoverable, 
no inflammation of the integument#} there 
was nothing but a lancet wound, the effect 
of the incision. However, on taking down 
the scalp over the root of the noee, after 
death, the pericranium exhibited more de¬ 
cided marks; and, on sawing through the 
skull, a quantity of matter issued from the 
dura mater, end, on the opposite aide, waa 
a large portion of the dura mater in an ul- 
oe rated state. (A preparation and a drawing 
of the parts were here exhibited.) On pro- 
snooting the examination, the arachnoid 
was found much thickened, and there wan 
a copious dejtosition of matter pressing upon 
the brain. Ou examining the longitudinal 
sinus, that part opposite to the uloer had its 
coats also much thickened, and the internal 
surface wu lined with an effusion of lymph. 
The brain throughout Wu healthy.. The 
cue had impressed him (Mr. Arnott) 
strongly, u one of thoee in which the real 
disease wu totally undiscoverable by ex¬ 
ternal appearances; the most obscure point 
was, he thought, the cause of the yellow 
colour, which pervaded the whole body; it 
arose, perhaps, from a diseased state of the 
blood, or the biliary system, but be had ex¬ 
amined the liver, and there was no apparent 
derangement, nor any unusual quantity of 
bile present. On a question u to the ex* 
act aitnation of ilia matter, 

Mr. North stated, that the dare mater wu 
separated from the bone, and the matter 
wu effused over the whole anterior surface 
between them. He had thought, at first, 
that this cue wu one of rare occurrence; 
but ou referring to the elaborate work of 
Dr. Abercrombie, he had discovered one or 
two others very similar to it The aheence 
of coma wu singular* where so much mat¬ 
ter. (and there wu« considerable .quantity,) 
had bun pressing on the brain. It satisfied 
him* tint pressure on iba brain might exist 
Without producing Coma. If the present 
patient hid been found coma tore, it would 
have been inmujaisudy ascribed to the plea¬ 
sure which trow from the effusion; it 
proved that we bed yet to learn what wan 
that peculiar rendition of the brain which 
gave riae to the existence of earns. 

Dr. Lax laid, that moeh matter might 
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vmm upon tbe brain, without injuring the 
intellectual faculties, and mentioned tome 
«Mei, one of puerperalfever, in support of] 
hie statement. In Mr. Worth’s ease, the 
pe e s o ra had been on the anterior of th« 
nain; blit if the same pressure bad existed 
on the base of the brain, very different ef¬ 
fects npon tbe intellects would have ocontred. 
He was one of the late members, and hod 
not heard the whole of the case, but he 
wished to know more particularly the port 
upon which the matter had pressed. 

Mr. Noam said, it i£* distributed orer 
the whole surface; (here was another great 
noise from the chairs;) there was hardly a 
single part of the anterior portion of the 
bran not oovered with a layer of put. 

A Member inquired, in what way the 
aeries of symptoms was produced, and where 
was the origin of the inflammation. He un¬ 
derstood, that it had appeared first in the 
integuments of the forehead, then went to 
the periereninm, tbenoe to the dura mater, 
and that uloeration was an ulterior effeot. 
Greet stress had been Isid on the layer of j 
mutter which bad been found on the longi¬ 
tudinal sinuses. Was that the primary or 
the last link in the cbaiu of events. He 
(the Member) thought it was the last, and 
that there was no reason to beliere that the 
Inflammation began within, but that it pro¬ 
ceeded from tbe external to the internal 
parte. There need hare been no wonder, 
then, at tbe absence of stronger symptoms; 
none were to be expected. The disease, 
too, was not of a nature to produce com . 
Whenever tbe effusion of matter on the 
hnin wss gradual, very prominent or marked 
symptoms were never produced. 

Mr. Hunt thought the effect of a sudden 
effusion on the brain would produoe local 


Dr. Let considered, tbit s secretion of 
fluid upon the brain acted on all parts of it 
alike, as pressure would act upon a bulb of j 
water; not on one part, but througltout the j 
whole mass. : 

Homesick Maclkod thought, that some ] 
of the observations of the member, who spoke 
before Mr. Hunt, were very unfortunate, and 
that Mr. Arnett and Mr. North had over¬ 
looked some of the points nectssary to s full 
elucidation of the case. He considered tbe 
disease originated in the frontal sinuses, and 
for that reason tbe sneesfog had not been 
cured. Those which were taken to ha ca¬ 
tarrhal symptoms, had preceded th* extern ri 
tumefaction. There wss an sbaence^tpo, of] 
all conetitutioual disturbaeee. Tbe'father 
of tbe lady had stated, that she had been 
affected with sneering a loag time previous, 
unaccompanied with any other catarrhal 
symptom*. Tbe effusion yras not sufficient 
to produce eoma; it wss merely distributed 
over the left hemisphere. He aottiidered 


there was not pressure, but a mm change 
of contents, in tbe cranium, which ohaaga 
was not of a nature to produce pressure. 
Corns and paralysis were not necessarily 
connected. 

Dr. Copland thought the disease had 
arisen from an absorption of purulent mat¬ 
ter from the ulcerated surface. He bad often 
noticed the yellow tinge after ulcerations. 
Had not the patient been carried off by ir¬ 
ritative fever! 

Mr. North laid the patient often laboured 
under irritation, but there was no continued 
fever. 

Dr. Let. Wss tbe diioharge from the 
nostrili offensive! If so, be could easily 
understand bow tbe disease bad extended 
iuwardly. Discharge from the ear often 
preceded comatose symptoms. The snres< 
ing did not prove that the disease was in tbe 
frontal sinuses. 

Mr. North said, tbe discharge from the 
nose was not offensive. 

A Member, whose name we could not 
learn, thought that throughout tbe whole 
detail, the treatment had been too much 
lost right of; the pathological condition of 
the brain alone, seemed to have occupied tho 
attention of the speakers. 

Mr. NoRrn replied, that as the nature of 
the disease had not been discovered until 
after death, he had not thought it of gonse- 
quence to say uraeh on tbe subject of the 
treetaent, which was net of a very active 
kind; he stated this very candidly, abd 
thought it waa no disgrace to the gentlemen 
attending the case. If they coaid have 
looked into the lady’s head before death, 
more active treatment might have bean re- 
aortedto. 

About half past nine, the treasurer varied 
thedehate, by handing in a statement of his 
yearly acoount, which was received u very 
satisfactory. He stated, that then was a 
balance in hud of 1*5/. of funded property, 
in the 4 per cents. The discussion then 
west on again. The chief points of the 
case were ably summed up by Dr. Granville, 
who expressed bis opinion that the di*. 
ease origiaated internally. Not the alight* 
eat Marne could be attached to tbe medical 
attendants. . ..

The minutes of the last Meeting hiring been 
read, 

Mr. Bdown related the particulars ofj 
a case showing, to his mind, the efficient 
quality of the ergot of rye. The lady hid 
been delivered a few days previously of her I 
tenth ohild. In the course of the nine for* 
mer births, she had been subject to the most 
alarming hemorrhage, and after her ninth 
delivery, waa under the necessity of har¬ 
ing the operation of transfusion performed 
by Mr. Weller, and, in Consequence of j 
which alone, it was supposed, her life had 
been preserved. As she proceeded in her 
last pregnancy, she had an impression that 
she should not survive the birth of the child. 
Recollecting the danger that had attended 
all her former labours. Mr. Drown had con¬ 
sulted Dr. Blundell, snd it was agreed, that 
a preparation of the ergot of nre should be 
in readiness to exhibit, should the circum¬ 
stances require it. Mr. Brown was called 
to her at nine in the morning; he then 
found that labour bad begun, that the soft 
parts were dilatable, and that labour was 
likely to be terminated very speedily, should 
there be s sufficiency of uterine action, but 
which turned out to be wholly ineffective, 
without the assistance of the ergot of rye. 
The patient having remained pretty much 
in the same Condition till about three o'clock 
in the afternoon, with the exception of her 
paint having rather flagged in energy, a 
table apooaiutof the decoction, and twenty 
drops of the tincture were administered. 
Twelve minutes afterwards a pain came on, 
tttdaal at ftrat, increasing in force, and of a 
duration and degree which surpassed any 
thing he had ever seen, and by which a very 
fege ebad wm immediately expelled. In- 
: attracted state of the 

wteru wt« pstceptibW; and there was a; 
etata of pfiEa M iiMfllmy condition, 
#&fthhad 4dt JMM **Jtt™M*d during any 
(mn 'taktaflffc In tifttty minutes after- 
.Wards'the dose Waa repeated, by Which the 
placenta waq expeUed, and the vtams 
mained ta ttm esd. A' third portion was 
repe>tedin another twenty minutes, 
which Rested the patient Area from hm- 
morrhage, and tha utsrusj in a.perma- 
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nentlv contracted state. The fimrO with 
which the ohild was expelled in thir In¬ 
stance, after the ergot had been exhibited, 
impressed hia mind, that no mechanical ob¬ 
struction ought to exist in eases wberethe 
ergot was exhibited, snd that the greatest 
caution ought to he exercised, to ascertain 
that the toft parts were in a proper condi¬ 
tion for the delivery. 

A Mkmbbr wished to know, why Mr. 
Brown lied continued to exhibit the ergot 
after the first dose had been so effectual, 
and whether there mbs any subsequent in¬ 
flammation of the abdomen or uterus 1 

Mr. Brown observed, tbstno inflamma¬ 
tory consequences bad resulted, and that he 
had continued the use of tlm ergot for the 
purpose, if possible, of perfectly leeuring 
the patient against flooding. 

Mr. Walls* remembered the patient, 
from his having performed upon her the ope¬ 
ration of transfusion; and, had he been pre¬ 
sent on this latter occasion, he should have 
agreed in the propriety of exhibiting all the 
ergot that Mr. Browu bed stated he .had 
given, because he should have been appre- 
henshre of relaxation, the patient being of 
a flabby habit, and a constitution to warrant 
the apprehension. 

Dr. Welshman remembered having had 
one or two case* of a very similar descrip¬ 
tion. In those cases, the hoe morrhage was 
of an alarming nature, and the pulse had at 
timet entirely disappeared. In both the 
cues, the pulse wu raised by the exhibi¬ 
tion of opium, snd recovery followed. 


Mr. Painse, as a member of the Society, 
considered that he had a right to complain 
of the Registrar, as to (he mode in which 
he had been in the habit of taking minutes 
of the proceedings of the Society. On the 
night on which the Society had last met, 
the Registrar read two papers communi¬ 
cated by a member. Mr. Sheariyhadmade 
some observations on those papers, and 
upon wbot Mr. Shear!y had said, he (Mr. 
Peirae') had delivered hit opinion; but, 
notwithstanding the Registrar had seemed 
to make a very full report of whait had 
transpired in the course Of the evening, not 
a syllable of notice lied boen taken of what 
had faltaa from him. It might be, in the 
infinite wisdom of the Registrar, thought 
right, that the remark that he (Mr. Peirae) 
(aide ha theHSodety, ought not to be re¬ 
garded as weft as the observations of other 
members; but he knew of no principle war¬ 
ranting aueh a course of proceeding. 

The PestibiNt begged to inform Mr. 
Peirae, that! if there was any suspicion of 
partiality on the part of the Registrar, the 
complaint ought to be made to tbe Council. 

Mr. Ptiaai bowed to the Chair, observ- 
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tag, that ha did chaige the Regular with 
partiality, and that ha could relate a aerie* 
of cue# which would bear him out inhia 

declarations. 

The Raoxaraaa denied any partiality. 
The Piuidot again iutunated, that the 
complaint could only be made, and the sub¬ 
ject discussed, before the Council. 


Mr. Shsasly exhibited an inataaee of 
menatroaity which he obtained from St 
Saviour’* Workhouse. Yhe ease was that of | 
twins; both ehihlraa were born alive; the 
one he exhibited had lived from half put 
tan in the morning to seven in the evening, 
and, in the course of that time, had per¬ 
forated tha act of deglutition several times. 
It exhibited a double harelip, no noatrila, 
hernia cerebri, a deficiency of the frontal 
bene, oui the stamps of some of the fingers 
of the right hand, a* if amputation of porta 
of item had been performed, and the wound 
neatly heeled up. The other child was not 
wall, and was likely to die soon. 


Dr. Ramadgx produced to the Society ape- 
eimeaa of a morbid larynx and an oesophagus. 
He took alio the opportunity of expressing 
hl» Surprise at having heard it stated, that 
in one of the eaaei related on the former 
evening, and which had already been al- 
Inded to, there was no fiver present. Since 
then be had been assured, and the asanr- 
ance eakn* from a relation of the patient's, 
that the patient had had a violent affection 
of tha brain, accompanied with fever, for at 
least four days after hit attack of illness. 
Thai fever probably had subsided before the 
author of the caae wu called in, otherwise 
such a misstatement would probably not 
have been made. 

The Pt is ID KMT suggested, that this state¬ 
ment ought to hare Vein made in the pre- 
aanee of the author. 

Dr. fU ns no a merely wished to remove 
the impression, that no fever had existed. 

In some remarks on Mr. Brown's case, 
Dr. Ryan said, that the practitioner should 
always procure the ergot of rye in it! natu¬ 
ral state, as no dependence could be placed 
on the different forms... kept in the shops, 
as they were Invariably qdultemtwL The 
ergot of rye should he kept in ifo natural 
granular state, in clu*%Stopped; hbttfei,: 
and would retain its extraordinarypowers 1 
for many years. If exposed (0 tut air, it" 
would, after some time. Income t bro w n 
powder, and he perfectly: us ele ss. 
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Catu tints Apsis, agad Sf, a woman of 
tweak and delicate constitution, wu ad¬ 
mitted hv Or. Brown, on the fihtli of Octo¬ 
ber, with rupia. The disease, in tome 
placet, was simple { but, in others, assumed 
> prominent character, and was spread 
over the arms, fore-arms, face, thighs, and 
legs. Some of the ecnba **» elevated 
above the surrounding skin two or three 
lines; still rather fiat, and of a greenish 
colour. When these fall off, tbejr learo 
behind a d*ep excavated sore, which the 
patient described as exceadingly painful. 
She described the disesse at beginning in 
the form of small vesicles, followed by tho 
formation of scabs. There wu, likewise, nn 
eruption of scabies scattered over the hands 
ana fore-arm; her health and appetite wore 
tolerably good, her tongue was also clean, 
bowels open, mid pulse 100, but small. 

The eruption appeared about fire months 
previous to her admission, and was preceded 
by a smart attack of fever of three days* 
duration. She had taken bark, and also a 
solution of the muriate of mercury, in 
whiskey, which Ifod not, however, affected 
her mouth. She complained of sometimes 
feeling feverish during the night. She was 
ordered half nn ounce of cnstoroQ. 

SG. Hu hid several stools, but still com¬ 
plained of oceaaional chills and flashes; and 
u her pulu wu MG, and throbbing, eight 
ounces of blood were ordered to be taken 
from the arm, She was directed to take six 
ounces of the compound decoction of sarsa- 
parilla three times daily, adding to each dose 
twenty minims of the solution of the muri¬ 
ate of mercury. 

SO. Complaihed of sleeping 91 during the 
night, and her bowels were regular. Shu 
was ordered to continue her medicine, in¬ 
creasing tha dose of the solution of mercury 
to twenty-five minims, and to take au 
anodyne draught at bed-time.

Of inoontinence of nrine, one of the 
most obstinate varieties is that which results

This disease mty, I 
think, generally be traced to parturition aa 
its origin.

If the aperture 
is so smell that jm cannot discover it by 
manual examination, thaw remains one 
other mode by which the point may he as¬ 
certained, and that ia by inspecting the 
orifice of the vagina, and ascertaining whe- 
itortfsder forcing the urina passes from the . 
vdginsl orifice, or that of the urethra, or 
from both. In eome cases, perhaps, a piece 
of snonge pasted iato the vagina might 
enable us to determine whether the urine 
really found ita way into this canal or not. 
In cases where muoh nicety of discrimi¬ 
nation is required, the practitioner may 
employ the vaginal dilator hereafter de¬ 
scribed ; and this, with or without a specu¬ 
lum, will enable him to ascertain, with pre¬ 
cision, whence it is that the urine ia flowing, 
and what is the site of the aperture, and 
what is the situation ia which it is placed.

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hitherto Wild experience of it, and, there¬ 
fore, I forbear entering into details. it is 
proper I should add, that in one cose in 
which it was tried by an eminent surgeon 
in this country, it failed of success, hut the 
patient Buffered no further injury in conse¬ 
quence; and I need not trli you that it 
would be unwise to condemn the practice 
on account of the unsuccessful termination 
of one solitary case. 

Where.iheTe js an aperture of this kind, 
it has been prtyosed that we should close 
it by ligature , and th- extension of ■ prin¬ 
ciple before laid down, was first suggested 
by an esteemed pupil, Mr. Preston. Of 
this operation it is, I think, proper, that 
we should not lose sight altogether, though 
it would be found; 1 fear, of no easy per¬ 
formance ; for the whole apace of surface on 
which we should hare occasion to operate, 
is so circumscribed, that the application of 
t ligature in any way must be difficult; aud 
it would be still more, to apply it without 
distressing the urethra. These difficulties 
ought not to be concealed; but, after all, 
I cannot forbear indulging a sanguine expec¬ 
tation, that if the ligature could once be 
properly applied, a speedy closure of the 
aperture would ensue. Remember the ex- 

E eriments already laid before yon, in which 
gaturea were applied to large apertures 
ib the bladder of the rabbit, with tlie effect 
of closing it completely. There is one otber 
practice which has been suggested, a rough 
one, it is true, but which, however, de¬ 
serves a passing notice from us. In this 
practice it is proposed, tint in those cases 
in which there is a fistulous opening through 
the neck of the bladder, we should take an 
instrument and divide the urethra from one 
end to the other, care being taken that the 
fistulous opening shall enter into the inci¬ 
sion, and form a part of it; smart inflamma¬ 
tion would result from this, but not, per¬ 
haps, more active than that produced by an 
operation of lithotomy; and from this in¬ 
flammation a closure of the aperture might 
be expected; but to an operation of this 
kind, I think, that already suggested, the 
actual cautery, 1 mean, might be preferable. 

So, then, to bring our observation here 
to a summary, when the patient is anxious 
to be cored radically of the disease, we hare 
these different mesas before us—the divi¬ 
sion of the urethra—the ofomog Of the aper¬ 
ture by ligatures—the ate of the actual 
cautery—all of them uncertain—the actual 
cautery in small fistulous opening befog* 
perhaps, the most promising remedy of wb 
three. < 

Before I quit the subject of inconti¬ 
nence, there is yet oae other variety which 
1 ought to mention, tad that is, the iaeoa- 
tineace arising frqpn rupture of the back 
pvt of the neck of the Madder* laying H 


open into the vagina; the opening ariaiilg 
not from slough, but laceration. The way 
in which this rupture is produced, 1 ex¬ 
plained to you in n former Lecture. During 
delivery, the bladder becomes over-charged 
with urine, and the head of the child coining 
down into the pelvis, presses the bladder, 
thus loaded, against the symphysis pubis, 
so as to diride it into two ebambiers^ene of 
whioh lies below the head at the arch of the 
pubis, and the other above and in front. If 
the bladder be emptied carefully by the in¬ 
troduction of the catheter, no ill effects en¬ 
sue ; bnt if the accoucheur eeeomplisirthe 
delivery without emptying the bladder, the 
bead still pressing down upon the lower 
chamber, it bursts the bladder, and the 
urine comes away ia a large gush, giving 
the first indication of the occurrence of the 
accident, (observe the demonstration,) tad 
on making your examination as soon as this 
gush issues) you find tbere is a large aper¬ 
ture, into which you may pass two or three 
fingers. Now, at the first sight, this would 
appear to be an accident, which scarcely 
admitted of a remedy; and certainly it » 
much to be deprecated, and the rather, as it 
may too often be attributed to the had ma¬ 
nagement of the accoucheur. Neverthe¬ 
less I am satisfied, that the closure of the 
bladder by healing ia by no meant imprac¬ 
ticable in all these cases. Improve the 
general health ai much at may be, intro¬ 
duce a catheter into the bladder, and let it 
be continued there, so as to withdraw the 
water continually, and perhaps you have the 
satisfaction, in the course of a fortnight or 
three weeks, or a month afterwards, of find¬ 
ing the parts internally healed. Dilution 
of the urine may be of importance here. A 
bladder or a bottle should be annexed to 
the lower end of the catheter, to collect the 
water as it flowi. 

And here I think it right to observe, as 
probably you know already, that there is a 
wide difference between this ease and tint 
in which an opening is produced by slough; 
in slough there is not merely the aperture, 
but the removal of a part both of the womb 
and the vagina; in rupture, no substance it 
wanting, the injury being effected by a 
simple disruption of the texture. In slough* 
too, there ik always a great deal of injury in¬ 
flicted on the para contiguous, hut in those 
ceaea of rupture tk# foiutr.^roey scarcely .; 
exceed that which fofoW he produced by 
cfota iadsioB with a knife. -Do not, bo*- 
ever, haf% eetefcup the notion, that ia 
these v u p t or e e, tits bladder is always, or 
Oven generally healed* for this 1 very mush 
doubt ; inch etosum, however* most un¬ 
doubtedly eeoir aemetimes, and I have 
seen one vwy cenepicooas instance of it.

he instituted an examination, when he per¬ 
ceived an aperture in the bladder, which he 
requeued'me also to inveatigate, when 1 
plainly found a rupture of length suffi- 
cient to have admitted two or three fingera 
at once. Tbia woman I Bubaequantly ex¬ 
amined with more care, for 1 waa aubpsnaed 
to give evidence respecting the caie, aa it 
became the subjeot of legal investigation j 
and some time after I bad made the first ex¬ 
amination I law her agein, and, on mak¬ 
ing further examination, 1 found the neck 
of the bladder wu completely cloud, and 
the woman could then retain her urine suffi¬ 
ciently welt, though not with tho note 
power u before the accident occurred. Mow 
here is a case which, after considerable ex¬ 
perience, I examined with more than ordi¬ 
nary attention, and where, though at firat 
two or three fingtrs were introduced through 
the opening in the neck of the bladder, 
a complete cloture waa at lut accomplished. 
The euro wu obtained in the manner recom¬ 
mended, by introducing a catheter and keep¬ 
ing it tliere, a bottle being affixed to its in¬ 
ferior extremity, and the urine being in 
this manner withdrawn continually by the 
natural eanal. Of course the general health 
was mada the subject of attention.

Tliia lillle treatise mty be considered aa 
e valuable supplement to Kammuini's ce¬ 
lebrated work on the cssosl relation which 
exists between different trades and occu¬ 
pations and several disease*. We pteaumo 
that a brief account of it will be of interest 
to our reader*. 

Hie number of workmen who woo the 
aubieclofM. Points'* observation*, amounted 
to five hundred; they wen employed sterna 
manufactory, and, although occupied in 
different ways, were alt of them in conti¬ 
nual contact with lobtceo.

On tho other 
bond, it is wnrtby of remuk, that tobacco 
acnuficturura, in some degree,appear to bo 
eEompt from certain affections, via, inter- 
mlitnta a.1 ewofote, which an very com¬ 
mon among tho iphahituts of Lyons, tho 
latter being remarkably pnvaloot in other 
manufactories, •spaeteily in those of aitk.

VITHOD 0V OBTAIMINO PUSS CEVRALI 
or OIRBOV. 

In the sitting of tbe Aeaddnrie dee Sciences, 
on the 3d of November, M. Gannel gtve en 
account of hit researches on a method of 
obtaining crystals of carbon, by means of 
the action of phosphor's on the carburet of 
•olphar. Hie latter substance being placed 
in e retort, and covered with a small quin* 
tiljrof water, a few piecea of photphorua 
wdre introduced, and brought into contact 
with the carburet; the phosphorus immedi¬ 
ately melted, and waa precipitated in a 
liquid state, so that the contents of the 
retort were separated into three atrata; the 
Avid being now shaken became of a milk 
colour, but when left quiet, soon separated 
into two strata, the uppermost of which 
wss water, the lower phosphuret of sulphur; 
.and these on a closer examination were 
found to be divided by a thin layer of white 
powdery eabstanee, wlitch, whea exposed 
to the rays of the sun, produced the eolonrs 
of the pram. Encouraged by the success 
of this experiment, M. Gimnsl repeated it 
on a larger scale j the quantity of water, 
pboaphornt, and carburet of sulphur, need 
in the second experiment, was eight ounoes 
erf each; the three substances having sepa¬ 
rated wars left at real, and after twenty- 
four hours a aery thin pellicle, consisting of 
awhile powder, formed between the water 
and Use carburet of sulphur, and presented 
several centres of crystalixatian. After 
toms , days this pellicle had considerably 
tagged, et the asms time the separation 
of the two lower strata become less marked, 
sod at die expiration of three montlia they 
appeared to form one maos.

Grreeht, «tat W* sf ft stnng eoasti- 
tntion, had been from his fourteenth year 
affected with bronchocele ; and this having 
latterly attained such a rise, as to render 
soy exertion impossible, be applied to 
M. Lsngenbeck, of Gottingen, with the 
hope of being fteed from his deformity by a 
surgical operation. The whole gland was 
considerably enlarged, end bed’s'strong 
pulsation, particularly over the right upper 
thyroid artery, which arts very superficial, 
and wss as large ts the common carotid; 
the left thyroid artery wss leas enlarged, 
and more deep seated; from both Teasels 
numerous branches ton over, and entered 
the enlarged gland.

A fow day* after the operation, which, from 
the superficial situation of the vessel, pre¬ 
sented no diflteulty, the patient wu able to 
leave his bed; the pulsation end tension of

On the eleventh day a 
considerable kmborrhege took place from

The multifarious opinions set afloat on 
this question by Parliament and the press, 
all converge, 1 perceive, m the single project 
of procuring auhjecb, ty • repeal of that 
statute which subjects, ss so additional 
mark of infamy, the bodies of executed 
murderers to dissection; end by the enact¬ 
ment of another atatute, for the appropria¬ 
tion of all bodies unclaimed after a certain 
time,'for the oiee of the anatomist The 
first of these proposition* assumes, that if 
tint statute were repealed, the prejudices 
against anatomical pursuits would be so far 
diminished, that persons would leave, and 
that their surviving friends would permit, 
their bodies to he dissected after death. If 
the Mpeal of this statute did not produce 
these effects, I confess,1 neither understand 
the groundf on which so much importance 
has been attached to the obliteration of this 
ordinance, nor see bow it would multiply 
the resoureei of the anatomist. The advo¬ 
cates of the measure are all poeitive on this 
~ 7 ?int, and assert that it will: here my dis¬ 
tent from the crowd commences, ana from 
none of them with so much diffidence ns 
from you, who expect each salutary con¬ 
sequences to flow from the extinction of 
this statute. The utility of the proposed 
repeal of the atatute depends, I think, en¬ 
tirely on the fret, whether , the same pre¬ 
judices which exist at present against dis¬ 
section, were frit before the enactment of 
the inculpated law I—for, if they existed 
previously to the pasting of this statute, 
now then can its repeal remove what it did 
not create 1 The reasons for believing that 
these feelings were entertained anterior to 
the operation of this law, an so strong and 
numerous, that one pi two of them will 
suffice. The further, for instanoe, we trace 
hack the history of the human mind, the 
more powerful will its disgust L against dis¬ 
section bo found; so that, if we tampan 
any given period in the history of man with 
the state of his feelings on dissection sine* 
the enactment of this law, it wilt bo found, 
that, contrary to the asfumpthm. of the 
advocates of its repeal, these feeling* btv* 
realty diminished instead of being increas¬ 
ed. The principle, too, on ti bicn the taw 
itself wu enacted,» s proof of the correct¬ 
ness of this opinion; the Legistauaftpumed 
it for the pmpofo of operating or w aste* 


Wished feeling, wd sot for creating a new 
one. /That this was the intention of the 
Legiiletura is prtttyTmteta, even allowing 
for the occasional everinnts of that illus¬ 
trious body ; for, otherwise, we must sop- 
pom them.guilty of the extreme absurdity 
of imagining, that the wretch who oould 
deliberate on the deafaetson of his follow 
man, would he deterred from .his purpose, 
by tiie fear of a diagram, to which he or 
othera were iaaeatibie, while in a state of 
innocence. Thin would ha rather too muob, 
even from the 41 Collective Wisdom" of 
the empire; hut to do them justice, they 
certainly were not guilty of this Wander; 
they made this law on the false hypothesis, 
that as honest men have a horror of die- 
section, the murderer might be actuated by 
s similar motive, and be prevented from the 
commission of crime, by the certainty of 
this posthumous punishment being inflicted. 
In their general opinion of the testings of 
mankind, they were right ; in its applica¬ 
tion to particular individuals they were 
wrong; for it does not follow aa a neces¬ 
sary consequence, because' one, who, by 
way of illustration, may he called Virtue, 
frere dissection, that another, called Vice, 
will be actnited by any such apprehensions 
at all. To suppose that a mao who coolly 
entertain a the design of murder, will fling 
from his hands the dagger or the bowl, on 
reflecting on the prospect of being dissected, 
is as absurd, ss to imagine, that the same in¬ 
dividual would swallow a camel, and be 
choked by a gnat. In all probability, no 
murderer s hand was ever stayed by aucb a 
consideration; but as we have no authen¬ 
tic confessions from speculative assassins, 
the analysis of their feelings must be mere, 
matter of conjecture. We only know the 
naked feet, that a much more powerful mo¬ 
tive in such deliberations, the fear of death 
itself, is so far neutralised by the hope of 
escaping it, that the number of murders 
now, are pretty much the same they ever 
were in simitar conditions of society. It is 
true, perhaps, that this foolish statute may 
have made the prejudice against dissection 
darker, by a shade or two of sentimental 
colouring; but admitting this increase of 
tattitiiy to anatomical pursuits to bare 
taken place in consequence of this law, it ft, 
sorely too much to expect that itt repeal 
win reduce public prejudice below that 
level from which it caused it to ascend*

At length, 
in about three mouths, the patient was pro¬ 
nounced cured, and inrifed to remain at the 
doctor t home os a guest, where, no doubt,, 
every use wns made of him, ns a specimen;' 
but nt length the oongb, whieh had not sub¬ 
sided, wns accompanied by symptoms which 
convinced him that he was fast verging to 
eternity; the usual alternations of tweeting 
and diarrhoea came on, and be insisted on 
coming home to die among bis friends; 
which after ■ tedious journey, was just 
effected in time to breath bin last in the 
midst of bis sorrowing relatives. Although 
tliis statement may neveT reach those before 
whom this young man has been exhibited 
as • proof'of the doctor’s success, yet it 
may enahle many practitioners to deny the 
validity of the cures which have been pro¬ 
mulgated, backed by the authority of Lord 
thin, tnd Sir George that. In thin neigh, 
bonrlieod the above result has damned the 
doctors credit, and 1 hope, through your 
meant, it wiU hive the same effect in many 
other pheet; but unfortunately on those oe- 
cssfoab, the antidote comes too late, and ere 
the nffetets are convinced of their error, 
tbs ' * mJm has satiated himself with his 
ilbeimed spoil*

Sib,—I trail myself of the readiness witli 
which you give insertion,in tout rery useful 
Journal, to every communication relating, 
either to the advancement of medical know¬ 
ledge, or to the health and comfort of the 
community, to solicit, through its columns, 
attention to the manner in which diplomas 
are granted from the Lying-in Hospital of 
this city. With the manner of conducting 
the internal arrangements of the institu¬ 
tion, or the description or kind of instruc¬ 
tion given within its walla, 1 have nothing 
to do. If defects exist in these particulars, 
(and it has been whispered that some do 
exist,) tite pupils, who are the peraons moat 
interested, if they possess no other means 
of remedying them, hare, at least, the me¬ 
dium of your Journal, (jwbich has produced 
so much reformation in other places,) to 
moke them known; and no one, who has 
witnessed the effects of your exertions, will 
deny, that defects may be removed and 
abuses corrected, by making the public ac¬ 
quainted with their existence. What 1 
complain of is, that diplomas are granted to 
persons, who are by no means qualified to 
practise even midwifery. The peraons to 
whom I allude are Irish apothecaries. 
Amongst this body 1 will admit there are 
many individuals who nre well informed, 
but they are exceptions ; and l will assert 
that the most prominent characteristics of 
the majority are great ignorance and con¬ 
summate effrontery. In England, the apo¬ 
thecary is a well-instructed man, compared 
to a person of the aame-denomination in this 
country; because, by the lawa of the Apo-. 
tbeeanes’ Hall there, he is obliged to be in¬ 
formed upon m»ny branches of medicine, be¬ 
sides pharmacy ; while, here, his education 
consists in using the pestle and mortar, and 
compounding physicians’ end surgeons' pre¬ 
scriptions — 1 " tocuadtm artm,” together with 
the reading of the London or Edinburgh 
Pharmacopoeia, without any attention what¬ 
ever to the primary and material branches 
of medical knowledge, via., anatomy, phy¬ 
siology, surgery, and the practice of phytic; 
without so acquaintance with which, he is 
a unfit to bo an accoucheur, as lie is to be 
•Muft on* attempts to be, 

HbpiMl*, a genend^pnetitionet. Is it hot 
MMnrid to have tim ears of human life V 
trusted to mott, who, after seven years 
neuaaotf amidst tinctures, syrups, balsams, 
WnaeSydlnta »n ts, and pUls, aitd probably 
without over havftm seen more of disease 
than a oht head, tmtofc eye, or a full-grown 
crop of : the itch; and after thirty minutes 
examinttion at the JlaB opoa tbs makiag 


of calomel, the doses of rbuhsrb ami mag¬ 
nesia, the making of ointments, with a few 
sat questions upon acids, alkalies, and 
opium, receive n diploma to practise the 
art and mystery of on apothecary 1 With 
such qualification as this, or without any 
whatever, a person can pay 201. at the 
Lying-in Hospital, and, after six months, 
receive a license to practise midwifery! 
That such an individual, from practice in 
that way, may attain a mechanical expeU- 
neaa, like an artificer, in devising and em¬ 
ploying the moat ingenious methods in 
forcing children, d«d or alive, through the 
natural apertures, 1 will not deny; but I 
strongly suspect that he will not he possess¬ 
ed of that degree of medical information 
that skill and judgment, which difference of 
constitution, concomitant and incidental cir¬ 
cumstances, and diaeasea in the parturient 
person, demand in a practitioner of mid¬ 
wifery. If such n person should, by chance, 
be a bandy finger-smith, and be competent 
to the duties of the vocation, yet a great 
injury to the community results from the 
practice of conferring a diploma, where no 
real qualification accompanies it; for, with 
this document, men palm themselves upon 
the people in country towns and villages, 
and commence the piona employment of 
killing and euring iiia majesty’s liege sub¬ 
jects with, aa much profssaioual pomposity 
and sanctimonious gravity, aa the moat 
learned, or seemingly learned, big-wig hr- 
London, Dublin, Edinburgh, or elsewhere.

NON-EXPANSION OF HORSES* TUT. 

To the Editor of Tna Lancet. 

Sir, —The following experiments, ficc., 
were originally intended as an answer to 
some letters which have recently appeared 
in Tko Sporting Magmne ; hut as it appears 
the party who have the management of that 
publication, are desirous of hearing only one 
side of the question, they have refused them 
admittance. Aware that most of your read¬ 
ers are interested in the safe going of their 
horses, tod that any thing which can tend 
to elucidate the much-agitated question of 
foot lomtmn, or he productive of practical to - 
mfts in the shoeing or treatment of tlteir 
boms* feet, cannot be uninteresting to any 
clam of the community, I enclose the paper 
for The Lancet. 

The expansive quality assigned to the 
foot, having led to many errors iu these mat¬ 
ters, 1 propose, Slat, to endeavour to clear 
away the mist which has enveloped it, and. 
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at» future opportunity, to jrarrae the mV 
j«t matter in iu prtcticil hearing, sed to 
point oat what I hare found'to bellied 
•ad best preventives, of foot lameneu, 

Oft reading the November aamber of Tht 
Starting MugauM, l was maoh surprised 
that a correspondent, who styles himself 
“ Nubia,” should have auerted, the foot of' 
the horse expands the eighth of an inch, or 
more, every time it comes in oontaot with 
the grouud. if your readers will exouse the 
pun, I really thought he must have been 
in JuiMhii,wbea he hasarded such au asser¬ 
tion- I draw my iufefjnoe from rather an 
extensive experience, end having been in 
the habit of continually dissecting feet for 
some years pant, and most devotedly, in 
search of facts and information on these 
matters, it is singularly unfortunate I never 
could discover this muoh-tilked-of expan¬ 
sion, or opening sud collapsing, or shutting, 
of the foot of die horse. 

It has been too much the fashion to take 
this expansive quality, wrongly assigned to 
the foot, upop trust, without submitting it 
to the testof actual experiment, and* Nubia” 
has eertainlynot smoothed die way much 
for trying it, when he informs ui, that it 
can be tried fairiy ouly on the feet of horaea 
that have new undergone the mueh dreaded 
operation and hopeful effects or shoeing! 
and, as 1 understand him, they must be well- 
bred ones. That the laminm elongate, or 
. descend, 1 am piepnred to admit, thereby 
causing the vein, aa the smiths call it, to 
descend also; and that if the frog and heels 
meet thq ground, as they ought to do, the 
aide cartilages have motion to e certain de¬ 
gree. Having occasion to be at Mr. Tbeo- 
bald's, of Stockwell, end aware that every 
facility would -be offered me tatty the ex¬ 
periment, I determined to measure the feet 
of some of the colts with the calipers, as 
" Nubia” describes he measured lie mare's 
feet. There being plenty of scope foi trying 
it. fully end fairly, on some of the heat bred 
stock in England, that never had been under 
th» iq flutuc* of the 11 iron orison and wedges/' 
as “ Nubia" terms the shoe aqd nails; that 
it might be tried fairly, I got a friend to 
Staud by and see me perform, who is not 
only n good mathematician, but wbp is fre¬ 
quently and practically in the habit of using 
calipers and compasses. We caught four 
of the young horses out of the paddoftijs, 
and applied the instruments toasd^ftf the 
fore feet repeatedly. The result wfui dearly 
to my frieud, myself, and the head mom, 
(who merits our thanks far the civil*/ and 
anxiety lie evinced, - tb|t the experiment 
might be fully end fairly mftde,) that there 
is not an atom of difference in the width of | 
the horse's foot, whstber on or off the 
ground! Whether standing on one or both 
fore Act, or whether wij* *0 etna* an hie 


huh, or nothing! had thet til (hie tirade 
•bout expansion, i> entirely fanciful and 
theoretical. Three deya afterwards, I repeat- 
ad the amu experimenta on the acme feet, 
with preeieely tlw aanw results. A hone 
came to be food with n remarkably good 
foot, I planed a man, between eleven and 
twain atone, on hie beck, held up one foot, 
■nd-thn tried the erperimeet—itrae result 
u the othere. I have often oocuian to rup 
the qoirtere to the blood, previously to turn¬ 
ing out; end when the frog bee been the 
chief support to the lateral pert, of the foot, 
have tried the .eaperimant on many of three, 
whilst made to ateul upon ono foot, end, in 
aeveeal io.tenoee, with a couple of men on 
their baelam, yet no expansion wbuerer took 
plaoe.

CASE OF CHOBBA BARCTI TITT, FIOM A» 
BXTlAOlDXlfARY CAI7IB.

Miss Isa ml la Porch, of Lima Street, 
aged ten years, hn a fair complexion, with 
light eyes, tod brownish hair; aha waa na¬ 
turally wall formed, it of a lively diapoaitioo, 
and rather tall of her age. To counteract 
her increasing deformity, the horiaontal 
pod lion haa bean alrietly enforced by her 
mother, for the lut aeventeen moatha. She 
hat rumained in excellent health during the 
whole period, nor baa the swelling increased 
since recumbency was adopted. Upon ex¬ 
amination, 1 found the three last dorsal, and 
five lumbar vertebra raised into • Urge, 
highly-elevated, posterior arch ; it was free 
from pain, had no discoloration, and bore 
pressure without inconvenience. Pulse na¬ 
tural, bowela regular, appetite good, and 
she deeps well. 

The following narrative, drawn np by her 
anxioua mother, details the history of the 
complaint from its commencement to the 
present time 

“ My daughter left London in the month 
of June, 1B1P, on a yieit to aome relations 
in the neighbourhood of Fromo, Somerset¬ 
shire ; she waa nearly four years of age, and, 
at the time, in an excellent state of bedih. 
She wu first aeiaed, in February, 1890, 
with fits, which the faculty oalJed, St, 
Vitua'a dance. After ahe had been afflicted 
with them three weeks ahe eame home, and 
an eminent accoucheur waa immediately con* 
suited. Under the influence of the fits, 
each of which waa of about half an hour's 
duration, her right arm and leg were in con¬ 
stant motion; they kept turning round per¬ 
petually backwards and forwards, the for¬ 
mer at the ahoulder-joint, the latter at the 
hip; ahe had no power over the affected 
limbs, their motions beiug quit* involun¬ 
tary; her face, the some aide, was con¬ 
tracted. aud the nomer of her mouth drawn 
outwards; ibe could not apeak ao long as; 
the fits continued, her tongue appearing too 
hm for her mouth; they returned three 
or Mr times to tbe day, but never attacked 
jmrin the mi whentW weir over, ahe 
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bathing appearing to disagree and relax the ' 
ay item, she returned to London in July. 
Att her joints, and in particular those of 
her wrists and fingers, had become exceed¬ 
ingly debilitated wlule site was at the aea, 
ana admitted of being much bent in all di¬ 
rections. Sbe had the misfortune to be 
thrown out of* gig soon after her arrival at 
home, but did not appear to be much hurt 
by the accident, 

Qn her second return, she wu constantly 
complaining of great weakness, and pain in 
the small of her back. Tbit showed itself 
by her frequently pitting her hand to the 
part, by her often stumbling, and being 
easily thrown down, on every alight occa¬ 
sion* Her limbs wen so feeble and numb, 
that die could not walk even short dis¬ 
tances without support. Alarmed at these 
circumstances, her bach wu frequently ex¬ 
amined by myself and others. Nothing re¬ 
markable could be perceived till some time 
in October, when one of the lumbar verte-

by them; they oontinued to return for two 
months, and gradually left her. From the 
excessive weakness brought on by the dis¬ 
order, it wu deemed proper, in the follow¬ 
ing May, to send her to Brighton for the 
advantage of sea air and bathing. Tho 


bra wu observed slightly to project. Her 
eye now became inflamed, and an expe¬ 
rienced oculist wu consulted for it. Icig 
complaint waa soon removed, and ahe con¬ 
tinued ia delicate health for some time 
longer. 

In the latter part of the ensuing Decern- 

ir, ahe wu again seised with St. Vitus's 
dance. 1 took her immediately to the same 
accoucheur, who prescribed aperient medi¬ 
cines, and directed fourteen ounces of blood 
to be taken from the back of the head, by 
mrans of capping. At this visit I showed 
him the protuberance in her back; it con¬ 
sisted of a single joint, which wu consider¬ 
ably risen ; he treated the swelling with 
great levity, 11 declaring it would never bo 
of any moment to the child.” During the 
cold weather, ahe had frequent attacks of 
apauni in both arms and both legs, attended 
with excruciating pain. These continued 
about ten minutes at a time, and returned 
every two or three days, for several suc- 
ceuive weeks. Sbe bad about twelve in all. 
They left her imperceptibly; and after they 
were gone, she always fell uleep. These 
flu were attributed to debility, induced by 
tbe capping, and lou of blood from it. The 
pain And weakness in the back continued 
fop some length of time. In July, 1891, 
the eye again became affected, which occe- 
rionsd another consultation with the oculist. 
He examined bet back, and wu told what 
had bean snirf. Hia answer wu, 11 Let me 
taU yon, it will be of very great moment to 
you* daughter," nod ordered her to tbe sea¬ 
side Immediately. She wu taken a second 
time in the following August to Brighton, 
where she remained fifteen months uuder 
thy care of a physician, who ordered her the

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sea-bathing, which wm afterwards retorted 
to. She was constantly taking calomel 
with aperient*. In abort, he aaid, ttTie 
could not lire without medicine* of this 
description. Tbia gentleman recommended 
a caustic issue to be inserted mi each aide 
of the loins; Ids application was never 
tried. While there her eye wes frequently 
inflamed, and she became more and more 
debilitated. Sh« was, at length, brought 
borne in n very weak, feeble state. Her 
back much worse; I, and bet father, be* 
came so thoroughly disheartened by her 
general appearance, tifet we laid aside all 
medicine in September, 18*8, and deter¬ 
mined to confide her case wholly to the 
operations of nature. In the same month, 
we took her again into Somersetshire for 
the benefit of fresh air, lying flat in tb* 
carriage, and by easy stages. While there, 
•be wee permitted to run about aa she 
liked, and wu placed under no control. In 
consequence of this unrestrained liberty, 
the swelling of her back increased consider¬ 
ably, and the inflammation in her eye re¬ 
turned with greater violence than before. 
The latter continued several mouths un¬ 
abated, notwithstanding the application of a 
seton to her neck, and the employment of 
various internal remedies. She remained 
in the country till April, 1884. She re¬ 
turned home in very weakly health; though, 
during the time of her being in Somerset¬ 
shire, she greatly reooTered, but wu sub¬ 
ject to the same fits of chorea, which always 
came on a/Ur aurem. Sinoe her return, 
the reclining posture hu been strictly en- 
forced, and the fils have entirely left her. 
This practice wu carefully persisted in 
from April, 1824, till the month of Septem¬ 
ber, 1825, when she wu placed under Dr. 
Harrison's care. She had remained in ex¬ 
cellent health during the whole period of 
reclining. I am quite sure, however, from

1 entered upon, the treatment of this in¬ 
teresting case in September, 1825.

A slight projection was first 
discovered by bet mother, in the following 
October.. Let us not hu lily conclude, be¬ 
cause the prominence wu not sooner per¬ 
ceived, that none had actually taken place. 
The symptoms had already attained a degree 
of intensity, which could not he the result 
of a faw-daya or weeks; more time was 
required, if I am permitted to reason from 
the analogy of similar cases. 

The mother, however wstohful snd soli¬ 
citous, wu not, likely to find out a small 
enlargement in that division of the column, 
nor the slight deviation of e single joint. 
Even experienced practitioners have been 
frequently deceived in these respects; I 
hare already adduced several examples 
where the disorder hu been overlooked for 
Several yean, snd shall enumerate others in 
tiie course of the work. We may, 1 think, 
infer under the oircumatsnces, that the 
swelling had subsisted some time before it 
was noticed, and probably even before the 
first appearance of dioren. We nre led to 
this conclusion, because, after the gibbosity 
had attained to its utmost height, the child 
wualways well in the horiaontal posture. On 
its interruption for a few days, the fits con- 
Ipantly returned, so long as the swelling 
remained. No sooner wu it removed, than 
tbe fits entirely left her, from which we 
infer that the deformity and the fits bore • 
relation to one another. This I think nut 
be adjoined, whatever difficulties we may 
find m explaining the connexion.

and the majority of those are by no meana 
remarkable for their excellence. The first 
is entitled , 11 On Diaeaaea of the Nalls and 
the aurronnding soft parts .' 1 Mr. Burnett, 
the anthor, thus speaks of the first of the 
cases:—

nail and filial, which bounds the ony thala¬ 
mus, there was a semi-pornlent discharge:

sight, the aspect of onychia maligna." 

Liut having for aome time been intro* 
duced in the eleft between the nail and the 
flesh, and the aide of the nail having been 
afterwards pared away without affording any 
relief, Mr. Burnett “ placed the point of a 
catiin in the deft, ana removed at oaoa the 
aide of the nail bed, into which the naU en¬ 
tered. The sore soon healed, no caoae of 
irritation being left; end the like operation 
was subsequently performed on the other 
ride of the toe with the like result” Mr. 
Burnett, however, wishes it to be under¬ 
stood, that he is fir from thinking this 
treatment would be beneficial in cases of true 
onychia maligna. 

The second paper is a communication by 
M. Movtanceix, on the “Treatment 
Colics Pictonum by Alum, under the di¬ 
rection of M. Capelar, of the Hdpftal St. 
Antoine." Alum has for a long time been 
used successfully in this disease, and then 
is nothing remarkable in any of the casee 
related by M. Montaneeix. The remedy was 

{ iven in doses of from one to four drachma, 
t is alleged, that neither inflammation of 
the stomach nor bowels, haa followed ite 
use; and that, in moat oases, three or four 
drachms of the alum were sufficient to rea¬ 
der the patient convalescent, and thnt in no 
instance did a relapse occur. The medicine 
was administered, in some maciftginoai 
mixture, at intervals of ftom fonr to six 
hours, according to the urgency of the symp¬ 
toms, and, in several instances, the opera¬ 
tion of the medicine appeared to be bene¬ 
ficially promoted by the use, at the same 
rime, of oily injections. 

The above uninteresting paper is sno* 
['needed by an article on diseases in Hin- 
dostan, by Mr. Walsh, who gives an ap¬ 
palling account of the terrible ravage* of 
ehotera, and of the inefficacy and uncertainty 
of every mode of treatment that ia usually 
adopted.

VIHFO RATION 01 THE ILIUM. 

In two post-mortem examinations which 
were lately made under the superintend¬ 
ence of M. Charnel, the intestinal canal waa 
found perforated under very different pre¬ 
vious circumstances. 

The first case was that of an elderly man, 
who had been admitted on accouut of pul¬ 
monary disease, with profuse chronic uior- 
rhoea, to which, all on a sudden, violent in¬ 
flammatory symptoms seceded, and, within 
a very short time, proved fatal. On exami- 
nation, the upper portion of the luuga wu 
found filled with tuberculous matter; the 
mesenteric glands were diseased in a simi¬ 
lar manner; the mucous membrane of the 
small intestines wu extensively ulcerated, 
and, in soma places, covered with gangre¬ 
nous eschars, two of whioh. being detached, 
v. tbe feed matter had escaped into the peri- 
/' tones! eavhy through the apertures. 

the MOM case was of a young mu, 
srtau te, eTa r»ry robust constitution, who 
W* iririitttd on dri llth of November. 
; Hf mmM bf the 

Ibpbe, vlriiiht biidhdr, fast rif appetite, 
thirst, a»4 great debility; the foTer waa 
ve*^ Wgt, theskindTj, and hat; tongue 
foul; briritb very fotid ; the abdomen free 


from pefo, Emollient injeotions, soda water, 
aud spire diet, wen ordered. On the fol¬ 
lowing diy, die patient having passed a 

restleu ttgbt. with oocarioftm ^delirium, 
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waa bled, and began to take mline mixture* 
Two fluid stoula ensued, but without any 
alleviation; the tongue became dry, the 
prostration of strength increased, although 
the poise wu foil and tbe abdomen free from 
pain, even on pressure; venesection wu re¬ 
peated, and the internal rimedies continued, 
without my change. On the ninth day of 
the disease, the patimt, who, for some day* 
previously, had profuse mucous diarrhoea, 
became very agitated; the pulse wu very 
weak and frequent; the countenance ex¬ 
pressive of violent pain; the abdomen wu 
tense, tympanitic, flhry tender, especially in 
the right iliac region. Emollient fomenta¬ 
tions were applied to the abdomen, and mu¬ 
cilaginous potions given internally, but the 
patient died on the eleventh day. 

On opening the peritoneum, a great quan¬ 
tity of fetid gu escaped, the intestinal con¬ 
volutions were adherent to one another, and 
a considerable quantity of serum mixed with 
purulent matter, wu effused over tbs lower 
part of the intestinal canal. The iienm, 
about ten inches from the ilio-sacral valve, 
presented sn ulceration of an inch in diame¬ 
ter, in the centre of whiok its coats were per¬ 
forated. The mucous membrane of the 
small intestines vu covered with minute 
ulcerations, which were most numerous to¬ 
wards the sacrum, and, in many places, evi¬ 
dently passing into gangrene. The ilio- 
sacral valve wu injected, and coated with 
purulent matter; the sacrum exhibited, a 
few isolated ulcerations; the oolon and rec¬ 
tum were violently injected.— Lm Gfarigu.

Dr. A. T. Tnoasox, in the. Chair, 
nurnuxu or blood— now xunonv. 

Dr. Gnioony introduced to the Society 
the subject which bad been no often postpon¬ 
ed. It was one which lie considered worthy 
their attention, and related to the well-known 
appearance of butfinees in blocd. Of all the 
important topics connected with medicine, 
there was not ono, ptrhapa, on which the 
miotic of modicsl men weto lets dear; it 
cutna doily under their notice, ud yet no 
ideu eould be more ludiatinct then thooe they 
entertained on the subject; their reasoning 
was loose, and their apeculationc were rsgue, 
end it certainly deterred n better considers- 
Don than bad yet been given it. Hebberdine, 
ill 1762, but gone au far ss to ask whether 
..huffy blood was a phenomenon ef aufloisat 
Importance th cache the attention at all Via 
Other wolds, hs had aakeib whether aiay Mood 
ought to be considered index of tlio auto 
of the tody 1 and to tills day theta were dif- 
frrSnMi Of opinion on the question, soma 
answering it in the aBnaatWe, ami some in 
the negative, lie. would take a abort review 
i of the upraiow srhioRbad from time to time 
stilted on the subject. Sad wliioh jierpetueH.v 
Oontisdicted each other. The ancients hud 
pevotad bdt little attention to it; Sydenham

wsl the drat person who hid given it cay 
serious attention, ud he. in speaking of 
pleurisy, had laid it down aa a ruin, that toffy 
blood was materially connected with dieeate. 
He frit noticed the feet of cue cap of blood 
•towing toSineM and another not. Then a 
aew school vow, in which crcry thing was 
baffy blood ; and the disciples of this, to 
overloaded the doctrine wWi its importance, 
that at length it got into disrepute. Mon 
modem times lisa reduced the subject with¬ 
in more nsooable limits, ud called attention 
more to the pathology of huffy blood; still 
the doctrines bare so various, that they per¬ 
petually contradicted eaeh other. Simpson, 
in his Dt n media, asserted that huffy blood 
wu owing to the blood being stagnated in 
its motion. He noticed that when tligthim 
wu put on a vein, and tits patiant wu bled 
from that vein, the blood became tody; from 
this tact he deduced that all toffy Mood wu • 
the effect of stagnation. But then wen 
other phileaophen who denied this alto¬ 
gether, ud uid that buflneaa wu ths reault 
of a great rapidity in tbs cfacalatioa. Next 
then ajinaa • notion that tofflnen wu ow¬ 
ing to the Mood having become too glutin¬ 
ous; ud then Hawson rose op ud said that it 
wu tocaum the blood wu too limpid. This 
wunow the more general opinion; tot then 
wen some who uid, thnt tofineu wu ow- * 
ing to too much fibrin, which n third party 
wholly contradicted; and thu the medical 
world bed gone on from period to period, 
coetradicting and opposing euh other, and 
involving the question in obscurity. Hen 
wen six theories on the subject, hut net one 
of them near the truth. In tact, the pheno¬ 
menon wu to he contemplated in n very 
different view to whit had yet been taken 
of it, and it wu inn (Dr. Gregory’s) opinion 
thu we most examine it u connected with 
iu circulation. People look nt toffy blood 
when it hu been drawn, and form thoir con¬ 
jectures and ikeoriu upon it ucordingly, 
considering that the hullineu results from 
flic abstraction of the blood; hut to contend¬ 
ed thnt the ynly proper, light in which to ex¬ 
amine fa wu, what were ua state and effects 
while circulating in the ayitem, It wu n 
remark of old authors, that the blood iu thu 
spring had a greater tendency to tofineu, 
tuu ut uy other period of thu yeer. Now 
he did not bdioee thit. Hit opinion wu, 
that huffy blood oouli not circulate in the 
body without inevitably producing disease; 
hut dittuo did not alwaya exist nt that 
period iu which it wu alleged thnt tofineu 
.wu most prartient. He should now drsw 
the nttentiou.of the Society to his views of 
the subject; the tans of these wu, thot 
buffi- Mood wu fiifrcuiue of diuue. Huffy 
Mood didhred iu its Jciud ; it varied in iu. 
tensity; to Berime* it hud very little inten¬ 
sity • ■* others it WU highly intense. He

ja huffy in am all-pox. During the 


tory notion wu greatest in that disorder, there 
was no -buffisess; but there came a period 
afterwards, when it wu i£pst prominent, 
and that too when the inflammatory action 
had really subsided j and it wu curious to 
see how decided a change in the blood oc¬ 
curred from that very moment. He did not 
pretend tony in what that change actually 
consisted. He coaid tell well enough when 
it was huffy, hut he cqald not tell why it was 
so. One of the first things, however, which 
might be noticed u the result of this change, 
wu the occurrence of purulent ophthalmia, 
ojf inflammation of 4 purulent character about 
the eyes; the moment the blood became 
huffy, that moment the eyea became aflt cted; 
the total disorganisation of the eye first com¬ 
menced, and than the brain became disturb¬ 
ed, the huffy blood began to circulate through 
the brain, and when it was most huffy, life 
broke down; the brain would not bear it. 
When, the brain, after these attacks, wu 
fxaiainsd, then were no appearances to

action, nod spasm, in toe system, for his 
(Dr. Gregory*!) part, hh eootd not idmil 
toy of them to soobutt for disease. He, 
knew of nothing which could account ,far 
the symptoms which appeared bit themuft 
ness of the blood, and it wssnpen this that 
bis views of disease rested. He should next 
say a few words on the subject of its cun, 
he was of opinion that there wu-wanted a 
medicine which would alter the bufflneu of 
the blood, and if this could be obtained, a 
moat important point would be gained. 
There w«S nothing for the cure or huffy 
blood—that is, for the care of disease—but 
the means of totally eradicating the boffy 
blood from the system* ot the buffiness from 
the blood. When the lust drop of this 
could be drawn sway, then the patient 
would be well, and only then. He believed 
that colcbicmn, nitre, and such otheT medi¬ 
cines, were the tout complete for this pur¬ 
pose, in cases of rheumatism, that had yet 
been obtained, but they were not fully effec¬ 
tual. Thhre was wanted some other medi¬ 
cine, and he should now be glad to hear the 
opinions of suoh members u were willing to 
diBcnii tbs subject. 

A Member, whose* name we could not 
learn, observed that Dr. Gregory had 
omitted to take into account one cause of 
buffiness in Mood in drawing his conclu¬ 
sions, tnd that was, that buffiness was gene¬ 
rally produced by increased best of the 
body; whether disease wu present or not; 
s man, who bed ran with sufficient violence 
to best himself, would always exhibit buffo 
blood. He sbouldlike to have Dr. Gregory's 
remarks on this fact. 

Mr. Bxnvett would not follow Dr. Gre¬ 
gory through all hie arguments, bat content 
himself with objecting to the new theory, 
tbit if we allowed ourselves to use our 
unset, instead of our imagination, we 
should find, that the attempt to discover any 
really important difference between, huffy 
and healthy biodd, wu almost unavailable. 
There was, in fact, no physical difference 
betweeb them. The only real diitmetioa 
was a; difference in the red colour of tfceir 
globules. He tifoaght there were for top 
mtinjtenns used fu speaking of the Wedfl. 
Coegulible blood had only Hit the red ooats 
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■mm line nice u account of aomo expe. 
rimmti by Mr, Vinci upon animal*, rxui- 
-hltighuffy Hood, very etrongly opppsed to 
bta theory. Be agreed with bin, that if 
tin (lobule* pf Mood bid not got their red 
«*ta, that tbe Hood would not lupport life, 
Ud that if it wh ao»t I* the tirain.it would 
affect it, u it tlie can of black blood. Ttiia 
time tjrolyo months, be had brought forward 
■ saner on the aubject of iolcmoiiu’oo, in 
which bo hadytatad, that in the first ntagee 
of fadhuDimtiaa, men aenim was effused, 
and, finally, that the whole blood waa ef¬ 
faced ; and three faota were decidedly op- 
poaed to Ih* pieaont riow* of Dr. Gregory. 
* Ur. Taowaon inquired of Mr. Bennett, 
whether ha conridered that blood loat ita 
redueaa (the aalt of iron) hefbre bleeding or 
afterwards; be thought himself it loat it 
afterwnrda, and tint this difference bad no 
effect on the circulation, 

Dr.Gaauvii.ut expressed himaelf deeply 
diaappointed at the reanlt of Dr. Gregory's 
eomiaunicotion. Thia waa the third even¬ 
ing he (Dr. Granville) had cone, urged by 
hia great deaina to hear what it waa Dr. 
Gregory bad to ley before them; night after 
night he had attended with the greateat im¬ 
patience, but now be thought the Society 
night have been thankful to Dr. Gregory, 
if oe had told them puna more, that be waa 
married, and could not come. The donation, 
however, win now fairly before them, Dr. 
Gregory waa a man of great talent ud pre¬ 
eminent ability, but be had expected much 
more from him then Dr. Gregory bad given 
them that night. He particularly cousi- 
dered that ho wu deficient in hia remarka 
on the phyeteal state of the Mood. He had 
passed tbia over is the moat auperfieial man¬ 
ner. He ought to htve given the Society 
hia opinioni of what boffy blood oonaiated, 
and ita effects in the oircnlation—the mode 
in which it produced disease.

But, Sadly, if uy proof wan wutiag that 
Dr. Gregory bed not fully coaddend tba' 
subject, d though he bed taken ell thia la¬ 
titude of time for it, it wu to be found 
in the opinions be bed edvucsd u to 
the cun. If " rrndicitlon" wu din eure, • 
ud a third cup wta fne from it, the 
diseue ought to oeue; then why did the 
bufineu sometimes appear again* (Hear.) 

In abort he (Dr. Gnnrille) coaaidend din 
communication of Dr. Gregory fill! of over¬ 
sight! md erron, u'd be trusted ho would 
reconiider bin views on the aubject. 

Dr. Coptsnn rude aoOie remarks on 
the nature ud eise of the globules of blood, ’ 
which bo considered u very various. He • 
thought the blood partook of the vitality of 
the whole eyntem; that tbe appeairuce of 
the blood wu u index to the gpte of the 
eyntem. Then wu no circulation of buffy 
Mood in the vesseli. Infiunmatlon often 
existed without buffy Hood, naff often with 
it. In eaaet of fetinln action, wu uldom 
found bu&ueu in tbs blood prominent, tad 
u won as inlammntion attacked the serous 
end fibrous structures, then it becuie buffy. 
As to tbe cun, be thought that ineteed of 
attempting to ibetnct the tariff blood, ms> 
dentc bleeding, with luge dons of do- 
pnuing medicine, by diminishing tlie ex¬ 
citement of the vuenlu system, wonld gain 
riie proposed end man rapidly. Upon the 
whole no thought dint‘Dr, Gngory had 
brought forward hia theory, more to show 
hia ingenhin thu uy thing else. 

Dr. JoOniTom hoped that though six 
eyvtema had fallen to the ground,tlie seventh 
would be encted more firmly. Dr. Gre¬ 
gory bid said he cOuld distiegnish by din 
lymsUmi of t padm when tba Hood wu 
tiufff.if he could really do tbia, be bed 
made I moat important discovery. The blond 
wu ftnMblly taffy in pregnut women; 
now be thought it fair lo expect thet when¬ 
ever a l«dy wu pregneut, Dr. Gngnry 
oould dltooverir by the blond; ud this wu 
n highly, important thing. Tbe real ques¬ 
tion, however, must bn, is buffy Hood the 
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■aid itmi Afl cause; Df. Copland,that it 
to the effect. No*, Dr. Oregon bed in* 
•fenced small-pax in proof of me views, 
end bed 7 mid that it was • pore and 
beautiful ihstaoeo of inflammatory dis> 
ease. But be (Dr. Jobastone) asserted 
that it was not. In fever*, there was great 
excitement of the bead, lungs, &e. sad 
yet the blood bad no appearanee of in¬ 
flammation. The arguments, therefore, 
drawn from amall-pox casts were not good 
ones. He altogether disputed bis conclu¬ 
sions drawn from the inflammation of the*) 
eye, and he oonaidered alro that the bnf* 
lineas of alternate cupa of blood in chro¬ 
nic and acute rheumatism, was not ac¬ 
counted for by this seventh theory. Facts, 
too, were opposed to the total abstraction 
of huffy blood curing disease. Rheu¬ 
matism was to be cured better without 
blood-letting than with. Where then went 
Dr. Gregory's theory. And arto the sod¬ 
den penetration of the heart and brain by 
huffy blood, producing death or near it, he 
was astonished at the argument. The truth 
waa, that the blood mual circulate through 
these equally alike at all periods of disease, 
and there were not (lie leost grounds for the 
new opinions on the subject. 

Dr. Gascon v slated, that he had intro¬ 
duced the subject merely to bare the opi¬ 
nions of the Society ,but he saw now that 
this waa out of the question, for, according 
to the four gentlemen who had spoken, buffy 
blood aetuslly did not circulate in the system 
at all. Now, if he knew any tiling whatever 
of physics—if Ira knew one fact belter than 
another—it waa thia, that the blood waa dif¬ 
ferent at different periods in the body, and 
that baffineas was one of its states. There 
were inflammatory conditions, in wbioh no 
earthly power could obtain buffy blood; and 
there were otber states, in which come it 
would, trickling down the aim, and nothing 
could prevent it. Dr. Gregory then reca¬ 
pitulated bis opinions, and would not admit 
that they had been refuted. 

A discussion arose as to the buffiness of | 
blood in pregnant women, the facts connect¬ 
ed with whieb were, in a long argument, 
brought, by the speakers, to bear against the 
theory of Dr. Gregory. It waa considered 
that the buffiness never arose out of mere 
pregnanoy, but from some apecifio derange¬ 
ment connected with it 

Dr. Stxwsit inquired if Dr. Gregory 
considered that bully blood was, nnder any 
circumstances, a pathognomonic sign of in¬ 
flammation; another member asked if iti 
appearance ought to regulate the treatment 
of disease, and whether the puho wia not 
« better guide. 

A Human again referred to the feet of 
violent eienase producing buffings* without ] 
diMase j n*d stated, that when* feta «utU J 


dtriy fell uud injured bfafletf; the Wood , on 
being drawn, waa not huffy.* '• 

Mr. fttKWiiL said, that hartti***hofor 
Med after exercise, always gave buffy 
blood; that when they had betn tome time 
qnlet, it disappeared. 

After a second dieoussion as to the aim 
of the red and white globules of blood, ~ ■ 

Mr. Koutb expressed it os bin opinion; 
that Dr. Gregory's theory could not sur¬ 
mount the fact, that pregnant women, who 
were in perfect health, often yielded bully 
blood. * • 

Dr. GnsKvxLLi having taken an oppor¬ 
tunity to state, that he had delivered, or 
superintended the delivery, of more than 
26,000, women. (A general Ian git.) Dr. 

Johnstone having stated, that if bis memory 
did not fail him, he had seen an artery 
yield buffy Wood—and the Chairman hav¬ 
ing asked Dr. Gregory if, in all inflamma¬ 
tory disease, there was not a disposition to 
form new parts; and having hinted that 
buffy blood was more or less, according to 
its intensity, connected with die formative 
process, which hint Dr. Gregory considered 
an ingenious one—these things hiving pass¬ 
ed, the meeting separated, with a hope from 
the Chair, that the subject would not be 
allowed to sink into oblivion, without for¬ 
th er discussion on another evening.

Mr. Kivgdoit was happy to bear this ex¬ 
planation i because he had known cues where 
the salivary glanda had been enlarged, 
where they had gone into suppuration under 
the use of mercury, had been benefited by 
the blech wash, and when the mercurial ap¬ 
plication had been laid aside, had got better. 

Mr. Gossar read (rather unusual among 
the members of this Society) from a manu¬ 
script the particulars of two cases of what 
he considered malignant tumoura of the eye, 
which he had extirpated. The first patient 
waa forty-air yeara of age. After the eye 
had been extirpated, lie had uaed a piece of 1 
sponge wrapped in linga, as a plug in the 
lobe, by which he had suppressed the 
Hemorrhage, and which he considered much 
better than dossils of lint. As the parti 
healed, diseased surfaces presented them¬ 
selves again, which were subsequently 
removed. A third time diseased parts 
showed themselves, to which concentrate 
nitric acid was applied, but the disease still 
went on until the patient sunk. On exami¬ 
nation, it waa found that the disease ex¬ 
tended through the ethmoid bone, and was 
only separated from the brain by the dura 
rioter. There was a calculua found iu the 
gall-bladder, aa .large aa a pullet's egg, 
which, with the parts that had been re- 
mbit# during life, woro exhibited-to the 
8od«y.

Taking the average tfopetatioM formwgr 
nant tumours of the eye, it would be found 
that by far the majority of cases proved 
uniuocessfnlo He strongly recommended 
the.exhibition of mercury, baring witnessed 
the best effects to result from it. . Scarcely 
in sny oese, except where the disfigurement 
was very great, or where the patient a life 
was subject to much risk by hmmonhage, 
would he recommend the removal of the 
morbid parts. Wblre the operation n 
performed, there was no necessity for a 
compress, either of sponge snd linen, or any 
other thing. He recollected four cases, 
two in which Mr. Green, one Mr. Law¬ 
rence, end one be himself, bad operated* 
where simple pressure with the finger tor 
five or ten minutes suppressed the bleeding, 
nor did it ever return ; besides, a plug wan 
greatly calculated to produce irritation, and 
thereby increase the chance of failure in the 


t 


operation. 

Mr. Callaway inquired to what extent 
Mr. Tyrrell would recommend the use of 
mercury, supposing it did not teem to re¬ 
press the disease, and supposing it affected 
the salivary glanda? 

Mr.TvxBKLL answered, as long as the 
eonstitotioa of the patient would bear it; 
it might be- for weeks, months, or even* 
year. He had known an iuitance wltere n 
patient bad been kept spilling a pint and a 
half every day for sixteen weeks, without 
the constitution afterwards having proved 
to be at all injured by the mercury. If 
the disease was not suppressed at alii but 
seemed to proceed under the exhibition of 
mercury, then, after a reasonable time, he 
would lay it aside; but he should regard an 
operation iu auoh a case as only specula, 
tire. 

Mr. Callaway agreed with Mr.Gooset 
on the propriety of having removed the tu¬ 
mour in the case he had last related. 

Mr. Abhwell bad seen three cases of 
this kind; in one, the patient had been kept 
under tha influence of mercury for six 
week*,: in another for two months, and in 
another for throe months. The disease ita 
all.proceeded. After a short period, when 
the mercury was supposed to have been got 
out of' the constitutions, operations wtf-e 
performed, and, in two of the cases, with 
complete success. 

Dr; Kama non waa quite astonished to 
lie or of its having been ueceiasry to keep a 
patient spirting a pint and a half a-day for 
any length of lime, or even for oue day.

manner as you Would treat tbe inflamed scir- 
rhus of tbe uterus, by leeches, fomentations, 
laxatives, diaphoretics, and digitalis, perhaps 
in operative quantities, but cautiously— 
patting the patient on tbe antiphlogistic re¬ 
gimen ; sometimes bleeding from the arm 
may be proper, though, in general, with 
these' diseased ubdominnl growths, much 
bleeding is uncongenial. When the tumour» 
is lodging between the vsgina and the re¬ 
turn, it may then give rise to a great deal of 
distress by compressing tbe bladder, the gut, 
and the origin of the nerves, the sciatica more 
especially. The most effectual mode pf re¬ 
lieving all these symptoms,is by replacing tbe 
tumour; and the bladder may be ovacuated, 
(by catheter if necessary,) and by a method 
of procedure very similar to that recom¬ 
mended iu cases of retroverted uterus, tbe 
ovnry may he pushed above the brim.

The flowers of violet and colum¬ 
bine, (Viola odorata and Aquilegia vulgaris,) 
the atalks of which were plunged into a so¬ 
lution of the acetate of lead, became of a 
gieen coIout, a considerable time before their 
complete death, which Aid not take place 
for two .or three dayi. In a solution of the. 
oxymuriate of mercury, these plants died] 
within nesriy the eam$ time; blit absorp¬ 
tion appeared to be tench lee* active, aof 
did not exceed a certain degree; thosej 
flowers only , which were very near the suf.H 
face of the liquid, being changed in colour: 
The solutions of mineral acids were'ab¬ 
sorbed so rapidly, that the flowers of violet 
became red even before they had lost their 
odour, and the course of absorption was die- 
tinetly visible by the progressive discoloura¬ 
tion of the etalk. in aU tbese;npfrimenjfi, 
soma flowers of the same species were

According to M. Macsire, the results of the 
latter experiments are to he explained either, 
1st, By the chemical alteration which the/ 
vegetable juices undergo when exposed to 
the atmospheric air, and which consists in 
the absorption of carhonio acid, and tlie 
emission of oxygen ; or, Sdly, By supposing 
that the deleterious principle is, in the 
plant, contained in peculiar canals, and se¬ 
parated from the sap by a sort of secretion.

of the lumbar vertebra. The head of the 
right thigh-bone was much compressed, 
without any trace of the neck, although 
two prominences, resembling the trochan¬ 
ters, were visible *, its lower end terminated 
in two tuberosities, representing roe inter¬ 
nal and external condyles. Tho left os 
pubis and the ischium were totally wanting; 
the i!iuiu, which was well formed, had at¬ 
tached toils semicircular line the left thigh 
bone, which was only three-fourths of an 
inch in length, and its lower extremity bent 
backwards; the tibia were almost entirely 
oaitilnginuus, and were separated by a very 
thick inter-osseous ligament; the foot was 
represented by • confused cartilaginous 
muss, without any distinct traces of toes. No 
other rudiments of any fuetal orgaus could. 
be found in the testicle, the substance of] 
which was not in a morbid itote, except 
from mechanical pressure.

K in, very hard, and evidently seated in the 
ne. Several external remedies having 
been applied without any effect, Dr. Atti, 
of Pisa, was consulted, who perforated the 
tumour, and by introducing a needle, endea¬ 
voured lo produce caries, and a subsequent 
exfoliation of the exostosis. This was also 
attended with no success, and the disease 
was left to itself for four years, during 
which time the tumour increased in breadth 
and height, so as to project about two 
inches, and forcibly to compress the nose, 
orbit, and mouth. The repeated attacks of 
inflammation of the eye, resulting from this 
pressure, had produced opacity of the cor¬ 
nea. The smell on the left side of the nose 
was destroyed, the mouth distorted, tlfc pa¬ 
late depressed, the movements of the tongue 
and deglutition impeded, aud hearing con¬ 
siderably impaired on the affected side. 
Ihe patient was examined by MM. Yacca, 
Ucelii, and Paletla, who declared the dis¬ 
ease to ba a fungous growth of the maxil¬ 
lary sinus, and proposed its removal from 
Uie cavity of the mouth. Au incision wsa 
made into the depression of the palate, and 
an oval piece of the osseous panes Laving 
been removed by means of a scalpel, the 
operator was going to detach the tumour 
from its adhesion with the hone, when a 
violent htemorrhage from the substance of 
the morbid growth occurred, and produced 
repeated attack* of syncope, which sus¬ 
pended the further progress of the opera¬ 
tion, The bleeding was arrested by the 
introduction of lint, dipped in ice-water and 
vinegar. From the small piece of bone 
whioh had been removed, it Appealed that 
the ttuhour consisted of an osteo-fungoid 
man, and was covered at itmlower part by 
a very thin osseous lamina. Three days after 
the operation, the surgeon endeavoured to 
iniroauce his finger into the opening, and 
to detarh a larger portion of the fungous 
growth, when the ha'morr lingo recurred 
with the some violence as before. AU

DOUBLE PUPIL IN OKI 1YE. 

A remarkable ease of double pupil was 
observed by Professor Paciui, of Lueca, in 
a young man who, in hia childhood, had, 
from an unknown external cause, been af¬ 
fected with chronic inflammation of the ieft 
eye, which had left it in the following 
state:—The external parts of the eye art 
healthy, the corn— is perfectly ti snaps- 
r—t, eaoept at its external part, where there 
» a styall pterygium ; the pupil is elliptic, 
the fourth part of a line in height, aud one 
line in breadth, and immoveable even in the 
strongest light. The upper eve-lid being 
raised, another pupil, three lines and a 
half in its largest, aud one line in its small¬ 
est diameter, is discovered at the upper 
portion of the iria; it is somewhat directed 
towards the internal angle of the eye, and 
likewise insensible to light. The psrts be¬ 
hind it are perfectly transparent. The young 
man is long sighted, and squints, the lelt 
eye being constantly turned towards the 
no—; whenever he looks st an object with 
both eyes, he sees it simple and distinct; 
if the healthy eye bn closed, tad tbs tee—• 
■cry pupil covered, the object appears con¬ 
futed, but if seen with the superior pupil 
odljr, It appearsaimn)e and distinct. When-

Tub discussion this evening was, in great 
part, a repetition of the argumeuts ad¬ 
vanced, at the lost meeting, for and against 
l)r. Gregory's new theory, and, on the 
whole, more of the amusing th. n the. seri¬ 
ous was elicited. Amongst the speakers 
was Dr. Wibster, who mentioned the case 
of a lady whom he had lately attended in 
pregnancy, who was liable to inflammation 
of the cheat, but whose blood hieing drawn, 
did not exhibit a huffy coat. 

Dr. Greoory expressed his anxiety to 
have the general opinion of the mombers on 
the universality of buffiiiess in the blood of 
pregnant women. Ho called on Dr.liocock, 
as n gentleman of great experience in these 
matters. 

Dr. Lococx had so seldom bled pregnnnt 
women, excepting for some disease attend¬ 
ing the pregnancy, that lie did not wish to 
express an opinion as to the appearance of 
bui* in health. In those few instances he 
bad yielded to the prejudices of the patients, 
laid they wera aocuBtomed to it, and 
fisalarmvdlfjiot blad. The blood ex* 
d'httff, bttVit waa different in all.it* 
charatt#*t»e buff <rf infiamAatigR.

There were many dis¬ 
eases exhibiting the buff, in which a directly 
opposite treatment to the antiphlogistic 
must be pursued. He spoke particularly of 
puerperal complaints, in which depletion 
would be a great error, for these did fret 
arise out of inflammation. Tbe blood drawn 
in these diseases would be bully, and the 
yooug praotitioner acting on Dr. Gregory’s 
theory, would blAd again, and the^bldod 
being again buffy, he would bleed again and 
again, until the patient was bled almost to 
death. Too much reliance ought not to 
be placed on the appearance of buff. Ho 
had Been it slated iu the report of last even¬ 
ing’s discussion, that Dr. Gregory thought 
some medicine should be employed in cases 
of business, to reduce the action of the 
pnlxc. It was an old-fashioned medicine, 
but he (Mr. Jewell) thought the nitrate of 
potash waa the best that could be employed 
for this purpose; he was accustomed to give 
it in doses of fifteen grains or scruples three 
times a-day, and waa Beldom disappointed 
in its effects. 

Dr. Gregory disputed altogether the 
position which gentlemen hsd taken up, as to 
draining the body to death, in attempting to 
draw off the buffy blood, because it was im¬ 
possible to drain tbe body to deal IP. There 
crime. a point in bleeding, after which not t 
drop of blood could be drawn; a hole might 
be made iu a vein large enough to drive & 
cart through—nay, a limb might be re¬ 
moved, nna yet the blood would not come 
away.

Mi ch has been said end wntt*u on that 
universal complaint with all httaemen, “ foot 
lameness." Yet, after all. there ia a cir¬ 
cumstance which haa not bad sufficient at¬ 
tention (mid to it, but which 1 am ronvinced 
is the primary cause of lameness, in the 
majority of l«me horses. We liars had 
quartos written, lectures given, and letters 
ad libitum, to prove that it arises from con¬ 
traction, concussion, navicular disease, mal- 
conformation, high keep ! und, above ail, the 
pace, the telling pace!! And as the gen¬ 
tleman who styles himself “Nimrod,” in 
the Snorting Mogisinc, has anticipated my 
remirk* on most of those who have favoured 
the world with their luminous ideas, on this

Tbe fibre possibility of a repetition of the 
Edinburgh atrocities in this Metropolis, is 
Sufficient to justify the people in viewing 
the practice of dissecting the human body, 
under the existing system, with the most 
unqualified disgust find abhorrence. 

The anatomical question, if we may so 
ctftinue to term it, possesses this in com¬ 
mon with the Catholic question, that it 
aeems to be admitted on all hands, that 
things cannot remain as they are. Dis¬ 
section must either be completely sup¬ 
pressed, or it must be protected and encou¬ 
raged. The Legislature must cither stri'cily 
enforce, aud perhaps increase, the penalties 
against disscctiohists, or it must make con¬ 
cessions, and grant facilities to them. If 
dissection cannot he practised in this coon- 
try without exposing the Ring’s subjects to 
assassination, we suppose there s no one in 
or out of Parliament, except tho traffickers 
in human bodies, who will not at once 6oy, 
“ Lot dissection be suppressed.” Again, 
if dissection cannot be practised in this 
country without tolerating or conniving at 
tiie disgusting offence of exhumation, we 
Lave no hesitation in saying, “ Let dis- 
aectiou be suppressed.” We are not dis¬ 
posed to underrate the importance of human 
dissections in the study of anatomy, but 
then is no,benefit which may not be too 
dearly purchased; and we think that the 
systematic encouragement of the abandoned 
4^jVdatora now paid by our anitomioaj 
for violations of the law—to say

ration*, their knowledge Of disease, or their 
power of bombathig disease, baa been much 
assisted by the practice of dissection. The 
chief evil, therefore, which would result 
from tbe suppression of dissection, would be 
the loss of a few lives, which might be saved 
by a dexterous performance of tbe capital 
4peratiohs. We take this evil, great U it 
would be, to be incomparably inferior to 
that resulting frety the Systematic encou¬ 
ragement by our anatomical teachers, of a 
gang of depredators, burglars, and assassins; 
In Edinburgh, during the tims that six¬ 
teen human beings have been successively 
butchered to supply the pupils of one ana¬ 
tomical teacher, it is probable that not one 
life has been saved by tho perform¬ 
ance of whot is called a great opera¬ 
tion. We wish to see due facilities af¬ 
forded to the study of anatomy, and that 
such facilities may be the more readily af¬ 
forded, we with to see the question impar¬ 
tially, or to adopt what is considered ■ term 
of reproach by some of our contemporaries, 
unprofatmatty stated. A prrfeuioRal report 
is, aecnrdiug to the theory and practice of 
these gentlemen, a report in which truth is 
sacrificed to the credit of the profession; 
and, by parity of reaaou, a profimtml state¬ 
ment of a question is an tx-juife statement. 
Anatomical teachers may sec nothing in the 
suppression of dissection, bat the loss of 
their pupil-money, and the deterioration of 
medical science; but legislators are bound 
to look to other, and perhaps higher cou- 
siderations, aid if in balancing one evil 
agdlast the other, they are satisfied that that 
which anatomietd teachers regard with a 
professional eye is the feast/they will be 
justified in protecting tbs lives of the public 
against assassination, and in checking the 
progress of immorality and crime, though in 
so doing they may diminish the menus of 
Bloviating httiMa suffering, or saving hu¬ 
man life ia a few diseases capable of being 
■rtfigafed 6r cured by surgical operations. 

aci* 
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The evil which has grown oat of a system 
under which the practice of dissection, 
tl tough declared to be criminiil by the law, 
has, in effect, been connived at by the Go* 
▼eminent, is for greater than any ‘which 
could arise from a rigorous enforcement of 
the penalties against dissection. The prac¬ 
tice of duration and that of exhumation 
are, tinder the preacnt system, eonvertib^ 
terms; dissection cannot, under the present 
ayatem, be carried on without exhumation, 
or a substitute for exhumation, at which 
human nature shudders. If dissection, 
therefore, is to be carried on at all, if the 
Legislature should decide that dissection, 
instead of being suppressed, should be per¬ 
mitted, and, under due regulations, en¬ 
couraged, it follows tbst a change of system 
must be immediately adopted. 

The plan liable to the fewest objections is 
that which lias been so often recommended in 
tbit end other medical journals, namely, the 
appropriation of unclaimed bodiea to (lie 
purposes of dissection, accompanied with 
tome provision for the more complete sup¬ 
pression b of exhumation; such as making 
the possession of a body under other cir* 
corns tan ces than those sanctioned bylaw, 
punishable with transportation; but we 
foresee that in the present state of the public 
feeling, there may be difficulty in carrying 
such a plan mto effect. It caunot bo denied 
that there is some force in the objection, 
founded on the cruelty of making an 
arbitrary disposition of the bodies of the 
poor, after their liras shall hare been 
worn out in the amice of their task¬ 
masters. We endeavoured to answer this 
objection by suggesting that a U unclaimed 
bodies should bo appropriated, without 
reference to the ranker wealth of the de¬ 
ceased; but the equality of the principle 
would be merely verbal, and it is obvious 
that whatever of hardship belongs to the 
measure would fall exclusively upon the 
poor. 

But before this or any other pin In frok 


litating dissection can be rendered effectual, 
the clause iu the Act of Geo. 11. which makes, 
dissection part of tin* puaieiimeut fur the 
crime of murder must be replied. That 
this enactment lias bad the effect of increas¬ 
ing the prejudices against dissection, or 
rather of superadding to tha natural aversion 
to dissection; as applied to onr relatives and 
friends, an artificial prejudics against dis¬ 
section, as applied to any innocent in¬ 
dividual, no rational man can doubt. It has 
beeu asserted, indeed, that the pracLice, of 
dissecting the bodies of murderers has no 
influence on the public mind, as regards dis¬ 
section; but, with the exception of Mr. 
Guturis, nobody has offered any proof of 
the assertion, and Mr. GtTunia's proof ia 
rather a quaint specimen of ratiocination. 
Here it is: 

*' It has beeu said, that dissection is ob¬ 
jected to because murderers ore dissected ; 
but of the truth of this supposition I ntter- 
iaia great doubt: indeed, there does not op- 
par to be the slightest foundation for the 
assertion. When the examination of a body, 
whether of the rich or of the poor, is solicit¬ 
ed by a physiciuu, when did lie receive a 
refusal, on the ground that murderers only 
were opened 1—Never.’* 

If the bodiea of executed murderers worn 
opened for the sake of satisfying their friends 
that they had come to their death by stran¬ 
gulation ; or if physicians were in tha habit 
of asking and obtaining leave to dissect and 
anatomise the bodies of their patients, Mr. 
G cTimiK might lake something by bis argu¬ 
ment; u it is, we can only say, that bis 
reasoning is worthy of on* of the hml» of 
the profession.

education, that ha would be wont to say, “ I 
am the only Wallace." Should there be 
ony other Wallaces, will they not immedi¬ 
ately claim a relationship, after perusing tho 
following extracts. 

Aa the 11 Dedication" is to tlft memory 
of a departed brother, we shall pass it over 
in silence, although it contains two or three 
curiosities worthy of translation to this 
place.

While descanting on the grdht advan¬ 
tage* of - Genenl learning ‘ to the phy¬ 
sician," the author boldly throw! out the 
following “ venture 

“ I venture to ay, that the heat informed 
mu would get two patients for every one 
that the other (the unlearned mu) would 
get, area allowing them to bo equally capa¬ 
ble of treating disease." 

Thia “venture" it of e piece with the 
teat, aud shows moat dearly that Mr. Wal¬ 
lace ia lamealub’y ignorant of the matters 
on which he has presumed to writs. Had 
he ton in the least degree acquainted with 
the hietory of hit profeisiou, or with the 
•tat* of medical practice in tliaa couutry, he 
would not here risked sunk u assertion, 
unleu he had determined to publish that 
which he knew to he untrue. 

The here mention of the names of two liv¬ 
ing phmtitioaei* will be sufficient to expou 
the litter felly of Mr. Wallace's venture—Sir 
AUlay Cooper—Dr. Babington. Whatia- 
diridualr can he more partly innocent of 
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the charge of leaning and general acquire* j 
meats, than tbeae gentlemen. Their ex¬ 
treme ignorance of all extra-professional: 
matter* is not only proverbial, but, in many 
instances, even moat amusing. Inoneof Sir 
A. Cooper'a surgical lectures, for instance, the 
worthy StTonel endeavoured to elucidate tlie 
action of Reid's syringe, by a companion 
with that of tike hydraulic press. ** If,” said 
he, “ aster be forced f ora a large tube 
into a small, 1 believe enormous power is 
gained !’* And again, what is the worthy 
Baronet's knowledge of even the literature 
of his profession t Did ho not swear on 
the late trial, that he had never hiurd of the 
.operation at deni tats? Such ii the general 
learning of Sir Astley Cooper, Who has un¬ 
questionably been the most successful sod 
the most eminent surgeon of his day. 

Dr. Babin g ton, it is notorious, has had 
the most extensive practice of any physi¬ 
cian in this metropolis during probably the 
last twenty years; yet so far is lie from 
beings learned man, that he requires the op- 
pendage of petticoats only to convert him 
into a mere old woman. Leaving genrral 
in form ad on altogether out of the question, 
we are not aware that Dr. Babiugton, not¬ 
withstanding bis immense opportunities, 
hu added a single fact to our stack of me-! 
dical knowledge. Mr. Wallace’s * venture/’] 
therefore, can only be viewed as one of the I 
innumeinble pieces of nonsense with which | 
his book is crammed. 

It was our intention to have aelected ae* 
teral other paaaagea remarkable for their 
folly, but we have already devoted more 
•pace to this production, than our limit* 
justify. Another extract, and wo have 
done. Mr. Wallace, ’of course, touches 
upon medical jurisprudence, and, with lit* 
customary acumen, remarks, 

“ How important is it, that, in cases of 
murder by the infliction of wounds, poison¬ 
ing, rape, kc., Dm'medical-man Should 
hum a clear and correct knowledge of the 
subject, so that, iu a judicial exa mi n at ion. 
i * h« util* to «vo an opinion, sad 


report, which will be creditable to himself, 
and as/s to the prisoner!” 

Thus, in cases of poieoning l murder!! 
and rape!!! our ingenious author would 
hare the medical practitioner deliver an 
opinion which should be tqj'e to the pri¬ 
soner ! 

In conclusion, we have only to obaerve, 
that, although we believe Mr. Wallace to 
have been influenced by the best motives, 
such a work as the one before us woyjd 
be matter for ridicule, if written on any 
subject of the least importance; but such 
a production on such a subject as medical 
education, is worse than contemptible.

ST. BARTHOLOMEW’S HOSPITAL. 


OLCIAATXD WO— IMPUTATtOir, 

Akm Bream-, aet. 37, vras admitted into 
Faith's Ward, under the care of Mr. Law¬ 
rence, 4tb of November, 1888, witii a slight 
nicer on the left leg over the tibia, about 
four inches shove the ancle-joint. She is a 
married woman, and her health has been 
generally good. Slates that about three j 
weeks ago, a man accfteatolly gave her a 
•light kick arrow the shin, which was ex¬ 
ceedingly painful at the moment, but the 
uneasiness soon went off. She took no fur¬ 
ther notice of it. In • day or two after¬ 
words it appeared dark-coloured, sud vry 
speedily ulcerated, which induced her to 
apply at the hospital. The ulcerated sur¬ 
face is not larger than the disc of a shilling, 
with slight surrounding inflammation. Or¬ 
dered twelve leeches, and a bread and water 
poultice, to be applied to the leg. A senna 
draught to be taken immediately. 

6. The ulcer has Assumed the appearance 
of a foul phagedenic tore, extending over 
the akin. Mortification is going on in the 
surrounding parts, to the extent of sn inch 
and a half. Ordered twenty-four leeches, 
and a linseed poultice; a cold lotion also to 
be kept over the limb. 

SO. Tor a while the treatment seemed to 
succeed, but tlie wound has again sasumed a 
more unhealthy appearance. 

*6. The leeohea have again been repeat 
edly applied, Tlie sore is now circular, and 
three inches in diameter. Tor about half 
way round the edge of the ulcer, on the in 
tenia! aide of the leg, there are healthy 
granulations, but there is jmrtial death r.n 
the other side. The greater part of tlie; 
sore presents a green sloughy appearance, 
from which {voceedi a very fmtid discharge, j 
The sore and neighbouring jmrts ore ver^y 
painful, corresponding so much with hospi¬ 
tal gangrene, that Air. Lawrence thinks it 
right to remove tbs patient into soother 
ward, there being others in this ward with 
•ore legs, and hospital gangrene having pre¬ 
sented itself in the same ward a abort time 
ago. Ordered to have the ttilrk add, with 
rectified spirits, applied to the tore, and 
thirty drops of laudanum* to be taken imme¬ 
diately afterwards, and at bed lime. 

From this time the ulcer of the leg went 
on unfavourably. The nitric acid, the bal¬ 
sam of Peru, poultices, leeches, foments* 
lions, and every otheT »p| licstion that in- 
grnuity could suggest, were rt’SorU&owilh' 
out success, until tlie <uly clitnoeOf aavijBf 
life was by tLe removm of the leg, Asaph- 
ration st the lower third of Chs thigh iris, 


accordingly, performed by Mr. Lawrence on 
Thursday, the Mth nit., aince then the 
stump has gone on to heal kindly, «nd the 
patient is fast recovering. 

cut THioar—rsTsi. 

John Carroll, n?t. 19, was admitted into 
Rabere'a Ward, under the care of Mr. Law¬ 
rence, on Thuwlay, at twelve o’clock, 
March 5, with an extensive incision across 
the throat. Tlie patient had committed the 
act with a Taxor, only a very short period 
before he was brought to the hospital. ’J ho 
wuuud had bled considerably, but w»«n 
admitted, the bleeding was inconsiderable. 
One or two small vessels were tied, the 
edges of the wound brought together by 
sutures, and the patient put to bed. lu the 
course of the afternoon the tube of tlie 
stomach pump was introduced through an 
opening into the (esophagus, and four ounces 
of braudy injected, in this way, iuto the 
stomach. Until the evening, but very alight, 
if any dangerous symptoms presented them¬ 
selves ; he then became very restless, and 
a little before nine o’clock, started up iu 
bis bed, secondary hemorrhage came on, 
and life waa destroyed suddenly. 

Serfid-Codarerii. 

On examining the body next day, at half 
past two o’clock, the inctsiou was found to 
have extended between the os hyoidrs and 
thyroid rsrtilsge, and through the anterior 
part of the (esophagus. The superior thy¬ 
roid artery and external jugular veiu were 
both divided. The bronchii were almost 
filled with blood, and the stomach was lined 
with a brownish viscid matter, which seem¬ 
ed like blood acted upon by the gastric 
juice. The ileum also contained, in about 
six inches of its cuscal eud, a sort of black 
viscid bite, which gave the intestine, exter¬ 
nally, • black appearance.

It i« quite hard around the base, 
with a degree of elasticity in parts of its an¬ 
terior surface. Its appearance is rather 
more vascular that natural. There is a 
gland in each groin, immediately over (he 
femoral vessels, as large is an almond. The 
patient is a thin, spare woman, not of a very 
healthy appearance, though she states her 
general health is good. Pulse quiet and re- 
guftr. 

On a consultation of the surgeons, they 
all inclined to regard the tumour as malig¬ 
nant. Mr. Vincent suggested the removal 
of the head of the fibula, and the external 
parta covering the tumour, with the view of 
saving the real of the leg. Mr. Lawrence 
and Mr. Earle considered, that if the opera¬ 
tion was to he undertaken at all, ufler mak¬ 
ing a puncture into it, that the entire limb 
ought to be removed. 

91. The patient having consented to the 
operation, she was brought into the then- 
tr*-, and the limb removed by the circular 
flap at the lower third of the thigh, by Mr. 
l.awreuce. The patient was then removed 
to bed, but, unfortunately, either iu conse¬ 
quence of the iutcgumeulg having been left 
loo short, or tho muscles having retracted to 
a more than usual extent, the end of the 
feiuur forced its way through the dressing, 
nor has it been practicable to again cover 
it by the soft parts. The wound has dis¬ 
charged, aud continues to discharge, con- 
siderably, though in most parta it present* 
s healing appearance. At the writing of 
this, report, (March 7.) the end of the femur 
remains uncovered to the extent of about an 
inch. Examination of the diseased struc¬ 
ture, after the limb was removed, fully 
proved it to be a case of osteo-sarcoma.

He continued to ex¬ 
perience some difficulty iu getting the liga¬ 
ture round the artery, and Mr. Earle at 
length took the needle, and succeeded in 
doing it. A ligature wss put above and be¬ 
low, and the intermediate.apace afterwards 
divided. The edges of the wound were 
then bronght together, and four ounces of 
brandy administered to the patient, lie Lae 
continued to do well ever since.

LITHOTOMY. 

Thomas Kitsium, a carpenter from 
Hastings, mbit. A*, with pallid countenance, 
came iuto the Hospital about three weeks 
aiuce, with symptoms of stone. The patient 
stated, that about four years ego, he was 
attacked with violent twin in the region of 
the kidneys, tec., ami took medicines for 
tho gravel; a short time after this, it be- 
came apparent that be was the subject of 
stone in the bladder, which, on sounding 
him, Wiis readily ascertained to he the case. 
An operation was performed by Mr. Tyrrell, 
on Friday, the tith of February. The* inte¬ 
guments* fa win, fat, and superficial mus¬ 
cles of the perineum, having heeu divided 
with a scalpel, the knife was introduced 
into the groove, of the staff, and carried on¬ 
wards into the bludder; the forceps were 
theu introduced, and the stone readily laid 
hold of, but, in consequence of the unfa¬ 
vourable manner in which it was grasped, 
it escaped from their hold threo or four 
times on reaching tho inoulh of the wound, 
previous to its extraction. The stone was 
of large size, fiat, aud of an oval figure, 
weighing upwards of two ounces and a half. 
The operation was completed in six minutes, 
and the patient put (o bed; a short time 
afterwards it was ascertained that secon¬ 
dary hemorrhage had occurred; this, how¬ 
ever, was easily subdued by pressure, though 
not till about 16 ounces of blood had been 
lost. Ordered to take, 

Tincture rf opium, 80 drops.

minor, wns surrounded by a large quantity 
of purulent matter ; the fcapeulf of the joint 
was eroded at its anterlot surface, and the 
head of the thighbone exhibited traces of 
incipient caries. The uterus was nearly as 
large as in the sixth month of pregnancy; and 
being opened, a membranaceous sac of con¬ 
siderable Strength Was found adherent to its 
inner surface, and ^conUhiibg about four 
ounces of yellowlah-gtey pus. The exter¬ 
nal surface of this she was eosured with a 
serai-putrid matter; its internal lining had 
the appearance of a mucous membrane ; aud 
communicated neither with the neck of ibe 
utertti nor the fsllbpian tubei; ita posterior 
pent only exhibited some ulcerations leading 
into the softened Substance of the uterus. 
The fSUopian tubes were very small, and no 
communication could be found between 
their cavity and tbit of the uterus; the 
ovaries presented some corpora lutea and 
evident signs of previous uflammatioii.— 
r ~,MtbdbMbd.

From aome of M. Goep- 
pen's ezperimenti, it appear! that eleva¬ 
tion of temperature increases the action of | 
the prussic acid; in no esse was it found 
possible to restore the planta which had 
once exhibited aigna of being poisoned 
the carbonate of ammonia waa often em 
ployed aa an antidote, but without success. 
From ehemieal analysis of the poisoned 
plants, it appeared that the prussic acid waa 
directly absorbed, and all parts of the plants, 
seemed to contain nearly the same quantity 
of it; on carefully dissecting them, it was 
found that the ceils were shrunk and con¬ 
tracted, and their green colour completely 
destroyed, while the spiral vessels had 
undergone ho alteration whatever. Ibis 
explains the circumstance of maonocotyle- 
donous being less effected than dicotyle¬ 
donous plants, the former containing more 
spiral vessels and cellular tisane than the 
latter ,—Anmalet dee Scitne .

Mi illustration of the two men in danger of 
drowning on one plank, the atrehger of I 
whom he adriiee to earo himaelf, though 
hi* companion should sink- I would, there¬ 
fore, justify my interference on the selfish 
grounds or expediency, created by those 
evils that, I inall hereafter show, arise out 
of this custom, eo inimical to the welfare of 
till anatomical aclioola of Dublin, which, to 
me, are nationally of paramount considera¬ 
tion ; for though “ I respect Cnaar, 1 lore 
Rome still more.*' 

Such are the reasons which would htve 
induced me to decline the discussion of thii 
theme, if they had not been opposed by 
others more cogentaud convincing. To the 
abolition of the usage on its own merits, an 
objection has been started wliioh deserves 
Rome attention, and it is this'That the 
exportation of dead bodies is precisely as 
justifiable as the exportation of dead or live 
bulloeLs; or, in short, of any other commo¬ 
dity which Ireland imports into England or 
Scotland. To adding this novel item of dead 
bodies to the “ day notes" of our r stem 
houses, if honestly obtained in the way of j 
business, there appears, at fint light, in¬ 
deed, no valid objection aa an abstract pro. 
position. A very convenient precedent, 
too, for this argument, is found in the con¬ 
duct of the proprietors of the schools, who 
are well known to purchase dead bodies, 
and to retail them to their pupils at a con- 
siderable profit. The great advantage, also, 
accruing to soience, from an export trade of 
‘ this description, has been adduced aa an ad¬ 
ditional grouud for its toleration. 1 am 
willing to allow the weight of these and all 
Other reason! which have been advanced

will ba the general result! Simply ixulti- 
plioatioa of these evils to an indefiaite ex¬ 
tant. For tha inpply of the Dublin schools 
at present, s few abandoned characters are 
competent. AHow tha exporting project 
free scope, and yon increase, to an ualixolted 
amount, the number of those dissolute men, 
to the manifest danger of society, by fami¬ 
liarising their mindi with scenes and actions 
which exercise the worst moral influence on 
the human heart. The local evils of this; 
moral deterioration of character are now, in 
a great measure, kept within safe hounds ; 
the resurrectionists are checked by the vigi¬ 
lance of a reap on Able order of men, to 
whom, aa servants, they are amenable for 
their conduct; bnt in the export trade, no 
such salutary control eould be exercised 
over them, the parties concerned residing at 
a distance of several hundred miles. Anew 
race of resurrection men would undoubtedly 
be created by such an arrangement, without 
any respectable body to watch their conduct. 
The home and foreign branches of this spe¬ 
cies of oommerce differ in this important re¬ 
spect, that the former is conducted under 
the inspection of moral and educated men; 
the latter would fall into the hands of a 
band of ruffian speculators, who might in¬ 
dulge their dangerous propenaitica without 
fear of punishment or detection. Were the 
trade, indeed, conducted by philosopher!, 
as one might suppose that the advocates of 
it intended or thought it would be, from their 
uuBospicioas opinions, there would be very 
little ground for suoh apprehensions ; bnt, 
carried on by ita present agents, or by per¬ 
sons of their description, (and by (toon men 
certainly would it be transacted, for, aa so¬ 
ciety is at present constituted, no reputable 
character would embark in it,) tile wont 
consequences, I fear, might be justly anti¬ 
cipated. Not the least injurious of those 
consequences would be the lowering of 
the medical profession in the eyes of the 
public, who would inevitably confound the 
cultivator of sdenoe with the spoliator of 
the grave, tho 11 receiver *' being, prover¬ 
bially, 41 at hid as the thief." If oireum- 
ataaces, therefore, render the exhumation 
and the isle of bodies necessary in a given 
place, I think the exigencies of that parti¬ 
cular place should be the measure of the 
evils of the system ; and that it is too much 
to expect tint any people would permit tho 
extension of these evils for the accommoda¬ 
tion of the inhabitants of another eoontry, 
who would thus have all the advantages, 
without any of tha ineoarenienoas, of sueh a , 
system, it (I, consequently, unfair to view 
this question aia a mere mercantile transac¬ 
tion, from which it differs ia all essential 
features kit the oae cofomon to both, vis., 
value given and money received.

the expense and aeorcitr of subjects in Eng¬ 
land and Scotinnd—aifa fa abundance and 
faopnet of them in Dublin; all these con- 
eumng cireuatuncm pointed out the ex¬ 
portation of bodies from this city as n lucra¬ 
tive speculation. But whatever may hate 
been its origin, it ia now reduced into a re¬ 
gular system; and if we may judge of the 
quantity of bodies which reach their dead- 
nation, by fa number of those which are 
intercepted on their passage, the amount 
exported must be beyond credulity, for 
fare scarcely passed a week during the 

• present medical session, in which the quays 
of Dublin did not witneaa some disgust¬ 
ing disclosures of this description. The 
principal character concerned in the busi¬ 
ness, and, who enjoys the well-earned in¬ 
famy of its invention, is a Mr. Wilson Roe, 
a Scotchman, I believe, by birth, and, ai it 
would gppear from bis worse than Simoniacal 
pursuits, one also by disposition, a member 
of fa London College,* one of his Majesty's 
half-pay surgeons, and a resident of Irish- 
tovra, a small marine village, about three 
quarters of a mile from Dublin, and most 
■wifi situated fox smuggling and body- 
■nitcung. By the aid of bribery, this car- 
eto-inerebant has seduced out of fa em- 
ptejmant of soma of fa proprietor* of our 
anatomical schools, a band of resurrection 
fas, whan be personally accompanies in 
fair incursions on every church-yard in the 
vicinity of fa city; and make* up for any 
accidental deficiency of plunder, by p 
lag bodies from the serveats of ;fa private 
teachers, which, by engagement, should be 
delivered into their respective establish¬ 
ments, in which some of these men are paid 

' weekly throughout the whole year. For the 
reception of this partly-pilfered and paid-fin 
prey, he has had a succession of depdta, 
until a cargo is completed, or a convenient 

• mode of oonveysnee has ofieifedi which he has 
. generally found in one of fa steam-boats 

• on fa Glasgow station, fa captain of which 
is well known to share .in fa disgraceful 
profits of this traffic. The name of this 


vessel, and of its 
mender, 1 forbear at present to state ; as 

(despicable as this other mercenary Scotch¬ 

man is,) 1 should not wish to be fa in¬ 
strument of making himself and bis crew the 
victims of popular indignation. From the 

reckless manner in which fa miscreant 

Rat conducts this business, both in secur¬ 

ing sad disposing of his plunder, fa indig¬ 
nation against anatomical pursuits has ex¬ 
tended through all ranks or society in Dab- 
lin. So perfectly indifferent is he to every 

other consideration, except the gain of his 

infamous avocation, that he and hit men 
leave the graves which they hsve robbed, 
open; ud here the sudscity to send (loir 
plunder down to the vessels at noonday. A

scarcity of subjects, at an advanced price, a 
general alarm in the public mind, and a 
guard to protect deceased friends, by all who 
can afford it, are the consequences of this 
indiscriminate invasion, and injudicious dis¬ 
posal. of the dead. Before the existence of 
this execrable trade in Dublin, exhumation 
was attended by few or none of these dis- 
agreabje circumstance?. Every attention 
was paid to conducting it with decency and 
secrecy ; public prejudice waa rarely of¬ 
fended* by exposure of the dead; subjects 
in abundance were to be obtained,according 
to use, at from ten shillings to a pound; 
but since the wholesale vampire, Kae, em¬ 
barked in the trade, all these facta have 
been reversed. 

From this abort account of the practice, 
any unprejudiced person will see, I con¬ 
ceive, sufficient reasons for its abolition. It 
raises fa price of subjects on the native 
student, who is certainly entitled to the ac¬ 
cidental advantages conferred by liis local¬ 
ity. It oftentimes already inconveniences 
him, by rendering scarce those materials of 
his study, which would be otherwise abun¬ 
dant ft ia highly injurious to the interests 
of the anatomical schools of Dublin, by ab¬ 
stracting from fam the support of their re¬ 
putation, if not fair very existence. It 
excites so strong a prejudice against dis¬ 
section, by fa frequent disclosure* to 
Which it is accessory, tint I hive ne doubt 
but fa public will take such precautions 
at, in time, may reader this mode ofobtain¬ 
ing subjects abortive. It will create a new 
class of desperado**, whose uncontrolled 
pursuits ofier at coca an inducement and 
an indemnity for the perpetration of the 
wont of orimea. It is, a iteelf, a detestable 
traffie, and cannot be continued without 
affixing a dangerous sod effrnsivr stigma on 
the character of fa profoaaion in Dublin. 

Such are a few of dispositive will of this 
practice. I doubt swob #fay are eountor- 
balasw a d by faaptcolatlve good of the sys¬ 
tem, If assumed hv it* advocates find pro- 
motezs ia £nglsndsadScolls*d It ap- 
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pain, indeed, but'poorly caftnlated.. di- 
mieiah die inconveniences in which it ori- 
(intted, epd (hr which it ie proposed us 
remedy. No bodice, ibr instance, exported 
Pom Dublin,,allowing’ for the unavoidable 
deity* of conveyance tad procuring them, 
eta poeaibiy reach Edinburgh or London 
earlier Utah t fortnight or three week* after 
death, noleae, indeed, they ate murdered 
here per eonboet, and earned up “'hot and 
hot” to the teach ere of thoae two eitiea, at 
they were to that eminent aattomiet, pby- 
eioiogiet,andpethotogiat, Dr.Knox! Bodies 
kept for suck a length of time, and nub- 
mitted to tfie influence of high temperature 
ft die hold of a eteam-reeael, mutt eureiy 
bo Alter for.interment on Iheir-umval in 
there placet, than for th e purposes of anatomy, 
But in whuteter atate they reach thete 
eitiea, the reoent diacloaurea at Edinburgh 
pro re, that exportation ia no remedy for 
thedefloienoy oftnbjecta in that city. The 
exiatanee, therefore, of thia traffic ie not 
jutdfled area by the aeeompUahment of ite 
own abject*. The eolu-me, in fact, it an 
inversion of the rule which ehoutd be oh- 
•erred iu the cute*, for.to aUunaophiiticeted 
mortela, it would eee m > more rational pro¬ 
ceeding for tbe tiring to go to the deed, 
then for the deed ta march for the eonre- 
nieoce of the liring. It would rarely be 
better in thia cate for " Mahomet to go to 
the mountain, than the mountain to more 
to Mahomet.” By auch a common-aente 
new of the matter, Scotch or English un¬ 
dents might dissect ia Dublin at one-tenth 
of the expenie which they hare to pay for 
putrid ctrcaatea at home. 

It only remains to odd a few worde on the 
meana of presenting thia traffic, which bee 
. hitherto baffled the exertion of the pro¬ 
fession in Dublin. The prereation of tbe 
prentice ie certainly n matter of rams diffi. 
culty -, for, ea the law now stands, die pro- 
misuse of the schools would, undoubtedly, 
become the rictima of their own proeecn- 
dona. ehould they undertuke tn punish the

No medicine has yet been discovered that 
will, in my opinion, be found more oertuin 
in its action, or more beneficial to the com- 
munitv, than the “ aecala cornutum," if I 
ndaimatered in proper oases, and at proper 
Lias*. My experience of its beneficial 
effects has thoroughly convinced me of its 
great utility in tbe most important »ud dia-- 
agreeable as* of midwifery, and 1 am in* 
duced to pupnh tha tesuits of my observe- 
tion and experience intliit widely circulat¬ 
ed Jouroalt through the medium of wltioh 
I first beoasuL acquainted with the proper* 
ties of this invaluable medicine. The caaes 
I have to adduce will, I think, fully prove 
tile truth of the following propoaitions 
let. That it will generally aupersede the 
nrnasaitj of tiling the vcciii, or forceps.

Tbst though many women, in spite 
of the caution and efforts 1 of the accoucheur, 
will always hive hamorfhage after labour, 
the administration of this medicine before 
labour will generally prevent it. 

Cabs 1.—Mrs. N., a stout, healthy woman, 
requested my attendance. This woi tbe 
sixth time of her pregnancy. In her two 
first labours, she had been attended by 
another medical mu, who delivered her 
with the forceps. In iha three following 
labonra I had reco^se to the same instru¬ 
ment, and, in every instance, I imagine the 
| difficulty to have arisen less from the nar¬ 
rowness of the pelvis than tbe preternatural 
sise of the head of the child. I saw her at 
about twelve o’clock, in the day. I found 
the oa uteri dilated to about the aise of a 
shilling, the membranes protrnding, and the 
pains natural, which slowly, but progres¬ 
sively, increased. At ten o clock, p.m., the 
labour bad considerably advanced, and the 
bead waa gradually descending into the pel¬ 
vis ; the membranes were ruptured, and 
the child remained wedged in the pelvis 
from that time till six o'clock on the follow¬ 
ing morning. At that period the patient 
became considerably exhausted, and the 
pains leas violent, nod I thought, from tbe 
existing circnmatsnces, that it was time to 
deliver her. I administered the “ aecala 
cor nut am,’ 1 one scruple, in powder, with 
some warm milk; in thirty minutes the 
child waa expelled; the atter-birth came 
away, and both did well. 

Cask 2.— Mr. ->, on the Slat October, 

at seven a.m., requested me to visit his wife 
immediately, aa the nurse considered het 
to be in extreme danger. On visiting her, 

1 found her sitting on a chair, supported by 
two women, to all'appearance dead; coun¬ 
tenance pile, extremities cold, and no pul¬ 
sation distinguishable st the wrist. 1 im¬ 
mediately caused her to be laid on the bed, 
snd found the os uteri very little dilated. 
She had felt a slight pain previous to the 
oommencemrnt of the flooding, just suffi¬ 
cient to show that the labour ikd com¬ 
menced. I ruptured' the membranes, and 
administered a scruple of the powdered 
whale cornutum in a little warm milk, at 
before, andtihis I find to be the moat effica¬ 
cious mode fltadnuniatering it. A a the case 
appeared almost hopeless, and it wasim- 

E oasible to turn the child, I lent for a neigh- 
ouring practitioueiL who immediately at¬ 
tended. A a the firstMoae had produced • 
little contraction, sufficient to suppress ha- 
morrliage.it was ihougltfadviauble to repeat 
it. This waa done, Ad for an liour the 
labour advanced; but the constitution bad 
suffered so ftaoh, that tfaerj was little pows r 
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bft ftr.il ft *ft moo. Soo rWift mo 
fires J/er ia spall quantities, freoueatfj 
repeated, end cold applied to the abdomen. 
At tea, r.P., she complained of pain; the 
deed child wee expellee; the plaoentoeame 
away, sad the mother gradually taoovered. 

C*ss3.—la this ease the patient was a 
healthy women, whom I had attended in 
five labours, all of which were followed by 
alarming hemorrhage. 1 arrived at the house 
at fire, p.m., July 6; fee labour appeared 
going on well; pain* natural, and becoming 
strong. 1 ruptured the membranes, and ad¬ 
ministered a scruple of the secale cornutum. 
The child was expelled in twenty*fire 
minutes*, the plaoentaimmediately followed 
and no flooding ensued. The patient ex 
penanced no inconvenience, and the child 
did well. 

These, Sir, art a few out of the numeraaa 
eases which 1 hare met with. If I hare 
ever been disappointed, the failure is to be 
attributed rather to sayself, than to the medi¬ 
cine ; far I consider it to be oertain in its 
action, unless the patient haa not been pro* 
perly prepared, or the oil which it contains 
has been absorbed by remaining too long in 
the paper in which it has been enveloped. 
If there is a disposition in the uterus to act, 
and there is pressure on the os uteri, and | 
the membranes are ruptured, the increase of 
aerion ia certain, but if, on the contrary, the I 
pains are apaimodic, and the membranes en 
tire, no effect whatever is produced. 

It has,, been alleged by many, that the 
•ecale cornutum ia by no means certain in 
its effects, and that though in many cases 
they base been astonished by ite efficacy, in 
Othera it has produced no alteration what* 
ever. This, however, 1 attribute to one of 
the two causes above-mentioned. 

In the first cue 1 have related, I am of 
opinion that the secale cornutum superse¬ 
ded the use of the forceps, and 1 will venture 
to uy that it will, very generally, have the 
pmf salutary effect, With regard to the 
second case, it may, perhaps, be objected 
that rupturing the membranes, and evacuat¬ 
ing the liquor amnii, might have conti acted 
the uterus round the child, so as to suppress 
the bemorrhige. But the slight labour pains 
which were present, were materially in¬ 
creased by the secale cornutum, which, in¬ 
deed, wu the only medicine that could have 
saved the patient, for the constitution was 
so much exhausted by the dy^haxge, that 
there wu nothing left For it ft act upon; but 
when nourishment badbyon given, and the 
system routed, two or three pains terminat¬ 
ed the labour. / 

The last case tends to prove, not only 
that the secale corrutum administered before 
labour, will prevent haemorrhage after, but 


use of the medicine, is so continued and ao 
i severe, as frequently to expel the child and 
placenta at one pain; and the action lasts ao 
long (seen for hoars after labour, if not 
counteracted by opium), ae to preclude tho 
I possibility of hemorrhage. It may, perhaps, 
be said, that the increase of action produced 
by the medicine, will be attended with con- 
aidurable danger, either from the rupture of 
tbe uterus, or the laceration of the perineum. 
With respect to the first objection,the walla 
of the uterus are ao thick, that rupture is n 
caee of very rare .occurrence; and even 
should the pelvis be small, and the head 
[large, the effeol produced by the medicine 
may be easily counteracted by a dose* of 
opium. As to the second, even in cases 
where the external parts are so rigid is 
sc*rc«Iy to admit one finger; in a_few 
minutes, the perineum appears to participate 
; in the predisposition of tbe uterus,and gives 
way in a most extraordinary manner. I 
always administer the secale cornutum in 
powder, one scruple in warm milk; and 
though opium very speedily puts a atop to its 
j action, it would, I think, be highly imprudent 
to administer it w here the pelvis it mull, or 
where there it a pnterwturel presentation. 
There ii one thing 1 wish to observe. In 
tbe regular and continual action which ia so 
! remarkable after the administration of the 
secale cornutum (and when, in addition, the 
regular periodical labour pains are increas¬ 
ed), the placenta is sometimes reltined, and 
will greatly embarrass the accoucheur. In 
these cases opium may be administered, and 
the uterus with soon expel it Haemorrhage, 
! ia this esse, cannot possibly ensue.

In about twenty 
minuies after taking the firat portion aha fait 
atrong uterine pains, which lasted nearly 
half au hour, and were followed by the ex¬ 
pulsion, to ate her own worda “ of a falae 
conception from that time abe haa had no 
return of the haemorrhage, and ia now in 
good health.

It ia much cause of regret, that such 
writers sprang forth; for, haviug but an 
ephemenl existence, they served only to 
strengthen the hands of those who monopo¬ 
lise the profits of what ia sailed " a liberal 
pttfeuwn. Medical assistants, hereabouts, 

,are nearly on a par with journeymen tailors, 
having, for their salary, SOI. to 35k per 
annum, whilst they are worth 7 or 800k a 
year to their employers. 1 know of same 
assistants in this neighbourhood, whose

To the Editor of' The Lancet. 

Sir,—I n Tub Lancet, No. 287, (Feb. 38, 
1829,) it ia stated that Mr. Yosy made a 
communication to the Medico-Rotanioal 
Society, respecting the use of the common 
buck-bean, or marsh trefoil, as a substitute 
for hopa, and for which they presented him 
with their silver medal. 1 can attest aa to 
its proving au excellent succedaneum ia 
this respect; for, about the year 1810, 
when hops were at an exceedingly high 
price, 1 prepared a considerable quantity of 
extroet from the pint, of which l am a 
great deal. 

If 1 be correct ia my remembrance, u 
small pill box full, containing nearly two 
drachms, was considered equal to one pound 
of hops. What tends, in some degree, to 
establish the approval of the article in the 
process of brewing is, tbit they were pri¬ 
vate householders only who purchased it.

Mr. Waubvrton has obtained leave to 
bring in t Bill to legalise and regulate the 
■upply of subjects for anatomical dissection, 
end liis motion reoeived, as we had antici¬ 
pated, the unqualified support of Mr. Perl. 
We observed last week that, as the Edin- 
bqggh murders bad occurred since the 
Home Secretary expressed doubts as to the 
practicability of devising a legislative re¬ 
medy. for the evils of which the medical 
profession has so long complained, the Right 
Hon. Gentleman would no doubt see suffi¬ 
cient cause for changing his opinion, and 
be ready to acknowledge that the time was 
arrived when dissection must either be put 
down altogether, or be permitted to be prac¬ 
tised under such legislative provisions as 
might ensure the safety, if they could not 
be wholly reconciled with the feelings or 
prejudices, of the community. With re¬ 
spect to the first branch of the alternative, 
namely, the suppression of the practice of j 
d'isection, Mr. Peek declared that,— 

“ He considered it an unnecessary waste 
of the time of llio House to use arguments 
for the purpose of showing that there ex¬ 
isted a necessity for the promotion of the 
science of anatomy. This wus n point 
which be conoeived to bo unquestionable, 
and, if atioh a necessity existed, it followed 
that, the want of bodies to accomplish Hit 
objects of teaching anatomy must he sup¬ 
plied. At the preseut moment the laws 
did not permit that want to he supplied 
bm any legitimate source, and the cou- 
■ lyj vccs was, that the professors of sns- 
to^y were compelled to procure s supply 
from persons,*ho carried ou their traffic 
amidst the hwet outrageous violations of I 
{.eeenoyi 0 / the finest and most powerful 
Awdings of humen nature, and ofu uiimes by 
the perpetration of the foulest crimes. 1 ' 

These nre undeniable truths, but they 
JTO truths which have been Week after 
week, and month after month, pressed upon 
the attention of the Government, during the 
bet five yvanj and it is to ho regretted 
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that the necessity of applying some remedy 
to the evil hee net been soknovrledged* 
until the Government tjss been awakened 
to a sense of its own sntftjmncas by the dis¬ 
covery of the dreadful stipules committed 
at Edinburgh. That tlul Edinburgh mur¬ 
ders have wrought a decided change in the 
opinions of Mr. Purl regarding this sub¬ 
ject, and tbit they have, as we anticipated, 
accomplished for .the anatomical question, 
what the Clare election has effected for the 
Catholic question,•may be inferred, we 
think, from the following pissage in the 
Right Hon. Secretary's Speech 

“ After the experience—the more than 
melancholy experience they had obtained 
of the nature of the crimes to which the • 
high price of bodies gare rise, he wonld 
ask, whether it had not become absolutely 
necessary that something should be done 
for the security of the public, and for the 
preservation of those feelings which he was 
iucliued to treat with the highest respect! 
Something, it was acknowledged, must he 
doue, and it appeared to him that nothing 
had yet been devised which seemed less 
objectionable in principle than the measure 
proposed by the Honourable Member for 
liridport.” 

The object of Mr. Wabbvrto»s Bill ie 
10 give legality, in certain cases, to the 
practice of dissections *, and the principal 
features of the measure are to be, first, a 
provision declaring it to be lawful for per¬ 
sons duly authorised to practise as physi¬ 
cians and Burgeons, to receive subjects for 
dissection in those cities or towns where 
there are uniyersities for the taking of de¬ 
grees, or where there are hospitals large 
enough to receive fifty patients - at a time ; 
tnd, secondly, a clause making it lawful for 
tkasovenecra and managers of poor-houses 
and mqrk houses, and for the governors of 
hospitals^ give up to surgeone and teach¬ 
ers of aoatiuny the bodies of those persons 
wkeriihving’ydied iu such poor-houses, 
work-houses, or hospitals, aro not claimed 
within a specified i-'jne by some friend or 
relation.

Tb pm- 
jeuun of a dead body for the purpou of 
dissection, under any other eircuinataecet 
than thou aanetiooed by tho legislature, 
ought, wo oontead, to b made an offennn 
puniahable with /ourtacn ysen' 'tnnnptria- 
two. Had tb receiver of the hodiu of tb 
aixteen unfortunalo ercatorei hntehered at 
Edinburgh, acme of whieh hodiu, thou of 
the remarkable peraou of Daft Jamie, for 
iuetance, aod of young women of tb town, 
dressed in ai Ik ticrtingi, end the daunting 
coat tune of their unbppy calling, could not 
have foiled to excite tho attention of tb 
purcktaer, though no questions wen aaked 
by him—had the tecaiver of tbao sixteen 
Ofmgled bodies ben piinisbeble as well u 
theSpurdCrer, the crimes which line east a 
stain 'an the eharacter of the nation, ud of 
liiunaa nature, would not hare bed com¬ 
mitted.

But If foe legitimate source I 
should not bo sufficient, oi if unexpected 
difficulties should arise in carrying the pro¬ 
visions of the new messaro into effect the 
omission of a strong penal enactment against 
exhumation and the abetting of it, would 
expose the publio to all the danger from 
which it is the bonnden duty, and we trast 
will be the object, of the legislature to pro¬ 
tect them. We admit, with Mr. Phl, the 
necessity that exists ^>r practising dissec¬ 
tion, with a view to the successful cultiva¬ 
tion of snntamicil science, and we ineisted 
on this necessity, when Mr. Pxsl denied 
it; or, what waa wane, when he admitted 
the neeessily in theory, hot declined af¬ 
fording the practical means of aoting upon 
it; but though we admit this necessity with 
u view to the prosecution of anatomical stu¬ 
dies, and the auocesiful performance of a 
few operations, it is, in our judgment, a 
relative, not an absolute necessity; it is 
not ouch an overwhelming necessity, but 
that it ought to yield to the paramount im¬ 
portance of discouraging crime and immo¬ 
rality, aftd protecting the public against 
sasssunation. Let exhumation bo tup- 
preieed, as we trust it will be, by the sub¬ 
stitution of s legitimate source of supply 
for the dissecting-rooms ; but, at all events, 
we lay, let exhumation be auppressed. 

That provision in Mr. WARBcnTon’s 
Bill, which is to give a legislative sanction 
to the practice of dissection in all the 
large towns, is one which we ere, per¬ 
haps, entitled to regard with the more sa¬ 
tisfaction, as it is evidently founded upon 
the evidence which we gave before the 
Committee on anatomy, and os it is directly 
aimed against the monopoly of foe College 
of Surgeons. We stated to tbs'Committee, 
os will be seen by a refereucS to the evidence 
which follows this article, that the diffi¬ 
culties of obtaining subjects for dissection, 1 
were mainly attributable to the regulations 
adopted by the College since the year J B«S. 
We showed, that before these regulations 


were made, dissections were practised any 
where, and certificates were received, with¬ 
out any specificationeos to the time or place 
ia which, or at which, the dissectiane were 
performed; every body that could be ob¬ 
tained, was invariably applied to the pur* 
poses of dissection, end eagerly sought after 
by the professional men, not only of Lon¬ 
don, but of every part of the kingdom. We 
■bowed, that the regulations wherein the 
Court of Examiners had, for the soke 
of eeouring s monopoly to themselves, fte- 
dared that they would grant no diplomas to 
persons who had learned anatomy, or per¬ 
formed dissections elsewhere than in Lon¬ 
don, or el any other timee than during the 
winter season, bad had the effect of pro¬ 
ducing a great scarcity of nbjects, by bring¬ 
ing a vast influx of students to tlte me¬ 
tropolis ; and we further showed, that the 
College of Surgeons, earing nothing for 
the interests of science, but overy thing 
for their own base lucre, persisted in re¬ 
quiring certificates of attendance on courses 
of dissection in London, and refused to grant 
certificates if tke dissections were perform¬ 
ed elsewhere, at a time when in London 
there inert no tubjerti to dituet. 

The provision intended to be introduced 
by Mr. Warbuhton will have the effect of 
restoring the system which existed pre¬ 
viously to the infamous regulations of the 
College, and will strike «t the root of the 
College monopoly; for it will be impossi¬ 
ble to maintain that monopoly in the teeth 
of an Act of Parliament, or to continue the 
preeent odious prohibitions and restriction!, 
after foe Legislature shall have declared, 
that anatomy may be taaglit, and dissec¬ 
tions performed, in >11 parts of the kingdom. 
Jl is worthy of observation, that Mr. Was* 
hukton made no mention of the College of 
Surgeons, in detailing foe heads of his Bill, 
nor was the slightest allusion made to foot 
corrupt body in the course of foo discus¬ 
sion. So fur so good; hut care should be 
taken not to give to hospital surgeons tlte 
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power of appropriating to themselves such 
ft proportion of the subjects to be applied 
to acientifio purpose*) as would, in effect, 
confirm their monopoly. It would be well, 
perhaps, to establish a general receiving- 
house, to which ell unclaimed bodies should 
be taken, and where an officer, appointed by 
the government, should register the subjects 
so conveyed, and distribute them in a certain 
fixed proportion, to such teachers as might 
be authorised to receive them. We strongly 
rJbommend also, that no money should be 
allowed to be received for the subjects. 
Let there be no buyers or sellers of the re¬ 
mains of our friendless countrymen. Let 
the detestable traffic in human flesh at once 
be suppressed, and the supply of subjects 
for auatomioal purposes will then be placed 
on a better, instead of a worse footing, in 
this country than in any other country of 
Europe. We are aware that this will not be 
a palatable proposition to hospital surgeons 
and monopolists. They have declared that 
they do not wish to see subjects cheap; 
■till less do they wish to see the tmffic in 
subjects completely put down ; all they de¬ 
sire is, that the traffic should be rendered 
safe and profitable to themselves. Thanks, 
however, to the enlightened spirit in which 
Mr. Wabburton has entered upou his 
task, their base and mercenary purpose! ore 
likely to be defeated. 

There is another omission which it mny 
be worth while to notice. Not a word was 
Said, in the coutso of the discussion, about 
the burial of the bodies, after they shall 
hive undergone dissection. Is it intended 
to dispense altogether with this ceremony 1 
Nothing ismoro likely to put to hazard the 
success of the measure, and to excile the 
popular feeling against it, than the mani¬ 
festation of iudifference on the part of the 
aristocracy, as to the performance or neglect 
of this oeremony, as applied to the bodies 
if the poor. It is true, that the doctrines 
of Christianity do not enjoin the belief, that 
the rites of burial hive any influence over 


our condition in a future state; but the 
vulgar seldom distinguish with muoh accu¬ 
racy between the ordinances of churches 
end the revelations of Scripture, and arc 
accustomed to look upou Christian burial 
as a part of the Christian religion. Even 
philosophy dictates that, though we maybe 
indifferent as to the burial of our own 
bodies, the feelings and customs of mankind, 
as connected with this ceremony, ought to 
be respected. “ Do humationo,'' says Cicero, 

" union tmundum erf, eontannendum in nobit, 
non negligndum in nostril; ita tamgn wortiu 
orum corpora nihil untin inteUigamui. Quantum 
autra comuetudini famaq us doadum ait, id 
curentrivu” At the present moment, when < 
there exists a strong impression among the 
uninatructed classes of the community, that 
a blow is aimed at the religion of the 
country by the great measure now passing 
through Parliament, it would be indiseroet 
to allow it to go forth, that the Legislature 
was at the same time passing a bill to de¬ 
prive the bodies of the poor of the rites of 
burial.

tomical schools of this metropolis; yet the 
Court of Exainmersrequired fr.im the pupils 
certificate* dissection* which had never been 
performed. To show the fallacy of relying 
on certificates as o proof of the quantity of 
dissections accomplished, 1 may instance an 
occurrence which happened to myself. W hen 
about to apply for examination at the Col¬ 
lege, 1 was asked by a follow*student whit 
number of cenificstee I had to take with 
me, and I told him very few; on which lie 
said that was a pity, because the examina¬ 
tion was generally proportioned to the 
quantity of certificates produced by the 
pupil. I mentioned to him that I had en¬ 
tered to one lecturer at a distant part of the 
town, when 1 first came to London; but 
finding it inconvenient, after three or four] 
mornings, I relinquished the attendance ; 
of course, I said, 1 could get no certificate 
from him. •• You had better try,” he re¬ 
plied ; " I think you can.” Accordingly 1 
did apply, and received a certificate from 
the lecturer, silting that I had “ regularly 
and diligently attended one course pf his 
lectures on anatomy, physiology, and sur¬ 
gery, and one course of his dissections, 
although I had attended but four or five of | 
his lectures, and no dissection whatever 
The effect of the by-law to which 1 have 
already alluded, directly tends to destroy the 
▼slue of certificates, because fiom the man¬ 
ner it has crowded eoatomicul theatres and 
dissecting rooms, it is utterly impossible for 
the lecturer to know whether the pupil lias 
been attentive to hie studies or not. Sub¬ 
jects, up to the period of 18513, before tbe 
vtnUr courts* of dissection were required by 
til# College, could be procured almost with¬ 
out difficulty, and to any extent, at four 
guineas etch; but 'shoe that period, many 
of the disrating room* of this tows have 


been weeks, and even months, without a 
subject; yet in the summer, when th* lec¬ 
tures are altogether prohibited, or at feast 
not rceogniaen by the College, subjects ire 
procurable with the greatest facility, and 
at the same price as formerly.

contain upwards of three hundred ; still the 
required attendance at the fftstmiruter Hoi* 
fniul is only « fourth of the period required 
st the others; but two of the four surgeons 
of the Westminster Hospital are on the 
Court of Examiners, and tbe whole four are 
memhen of the council from which the 
Eiamnm are elected. 

1355. Is not the winter, of necessity, a 
period more fit for dissection than the sum¬ 
mer, on account of tbe rapidity wifli which 
the anbjecti become unfit for exaufinationT— 
i think not, to the extout generally believed; 
because, with proper care and attention, 
subjects can be preserved with antiseptics, 
for. all the 'jflilrpoKes of dissection, nearly as 
well in the summer as iu the winter season.

If we 
were to rely upon a foreign source, in die 
event of a war, the supply would be instan¬ 
taneously cut oft'. If, on the other hand, 
wo were to have the bodies of unclaimed 
persons for dissection, we should be curtain 
of an abundant supply, and there would be 
no outrage to public feeling, because people

In the early part of my anotomieal stu¬ 
dies, on looking into the different veteri- 
nary work* for information on the'subject 
of the fatal eirruktio*, 1 found bo little 
stated respecting it. that I wbb induced 
to well investigate the manner by which 
it ia effected ; rad as, 1 believe, no au¬ 
thor or lecturer has hitftrio conecUj de¬ 
scribed it, 1 beg leave to lay the result of 
my reaeaieheabefore the profession, through 
the medium of yonr Journal Mr. Blaine, 
in bis " Veterinary Outlines/* and Mr. 
Board man, in his Dictionary, have only 
4 briefly alluded to the subject, and appear to 
have taken What little they say, from writers 
pn human anatomy.* But Ur. William 
PercmU, one of the latest of our vete¬ 
rinary compilers, has not oven mentioned 
this interesting subject in his “ Elementary 
Lectures fflrtbe Veterinary Art.” Hitherto 
the foramen orale, in the fatal heart of the 
horse and ass, like that of the human sob. 
ject, baa been described aa being formed 
by an opening through the partition be-: 
tween tbs right and left auricles of the' 
heart, and that a valve is ao constructed and! 
situated, that it allows the blood to pass! 
from the right to the left auricle, but not 
from the left to the right. 

Now, in the fetal heart of the horse, sis, 
end likewise that of tbs calf, we certainly 
find something of this kind of appearance, 
but il ia only when examined previous to its 
being injected; and if the auricles and ven¬ 
tricles be injected through the medium of 
the posterior cava (the vena cava aacendena 
in the human subject,) and the connexion 
between the auricles then completely divi¬ 
ded, im foramen ovale, or opening, of any 
hind, is to be seen, tfnd if the poeterior cava 
be examined close to the auricles, it will 
be found to open into the left, aa well aa 
into the sight auricle, thereby allowing that 
tha blood which ia brought from the placenta 
end pOiterior\ arts of the body, eaters partly 
into the left, and partly into the right auri¬ 
cle of the heart, and consequently the blood

of the placenta, which enters the left auri¬ 
cle, unites with the venone blood that ie 
returned from the lunge by the pulmonary 
veins, and by thus uniting, becomes of the ar¬ 
terial character, it then enters the left ventri¬ 
cle and torts of the heart. '1 hat portion of the 
blood of the placenta which enters the right 
auricle, unites with the Mood of the ante¬ 
rior cava, (the vena cava dear endecs of the 
human subject,), and Which likewise thus 
beoomreot the arterial character; it then en¬ 
ters the right ventricle, from which it partly 
goes to supply the substance of the lungs 
by the pulmonary artery, while the other 
portion, escaping into the aorta through the 
ductus arteriosus, or opening formed be¬ 
tween the pulmonary artery and tha aorta, 
becomes united with the blood of the aorta, 
to supply the various parts of the body, na 
in the perfect animal. The Mood of the 
pulmonary artery, after having given off a 
supply to the substance of the lunga, is re¬ 
turned to the left auricle of the heart by 
the pulmonary veins, to be renovated by 
oombiniog with the blood brought from the 
placeuta by the umbilical vein, and posterior 
cava. 

The blond of the aorta in the fotos, 
when circulating through the body, like (bat. 
in the perfect animal, assumes different ap¬ 
pearances, which vary according to its de¬ 
grees of vitality; in tha strongest parts it 
appears of a red colour, but in the weaker 
or finer parts it ia white, frogi possessing a 
lower degree of vital power; the red, or 
stronger kind of blood, ia returned to the 
right auricle of the heart hy the anterior and 
posterior cave, as in the perfect animal; 
and the white, or less vital blood, is returned 
by the veins usually termed lymphatics and 
lacteal#.(SetTua Lancet, No. 8B4, p.59l ) 
The blood of the aorta, which ia lent to the 
placenta Mr the umbilical arteries, ia for the 
purpose of supplying tbe membranes which 
envelop the fetus, to form the liquor 
omnii, and also to carry on the circulation 
of the vascular system of the placenta.

through the costa of the fatal vessels." 

On minute examination, from numerous 
and repeated experiments, both by injecting 
the parti, as well as by careful dissections, 1 
have fouud that the cellular substance 
which forms the bond of union bclwoeu .he 
external membrane of the foetus, and the in¬ 
ternal membrane pf the uterus, “ which is 
described* by writer* as being divided iuto 
foetal and maternal portions," to be composed 
of a minute cellular texture; that the cells 
communicate freely with each other on both 
sides, that the use of it is to give origin and 
termination to the arterial and venous sys¬ 
tems, both of the mother and fetus of this 
put; that the vessels of the fetus, and 
those of the mother, have no direct or imme¬ 
diate communication with each other, but 
that the umbilical arteries and veins both 
terminate and arise from tire placenta, and 
that, on the other hand, the uterine arte¬ 
ries, as well as the veins, both terminate 
and vise from the fetal, as well as the rrs* 
tarsal portion of the some placenta. From 
the fact, then, of these vowels not commu¬ 
nicating, 1 infer that the action of tho arte¬ 
rial and venous systems, both of the - mother 
and fetus, era independent if each other ; 
that the uterine and umbilical arteries de¬ 
posit* blood into the cellular substance of 
the placenta, and that the maternal end 
fetal blood, after combining, is absorbed 
by the minute extremitiec of the umbilical 
and uterine veins, and thus the mother im¬ 
parts blood to the fetus, and the fetus to 
the mother; the mother also absorbs blood 
from the fetus, and the foetus from the 
mother.; the blood of the mod** likewise 


combines with the blood of the fetus, and 
that of the fetus also with that of the 
mother, though not by a direct, bat an indi¬ 
rect, communication of vessels, vis,, through 
the medium of the cellular substance of the 
placenta. 

The blood of the umbilical rein does not, 
therefore, derive its brightness of colour by 
the absorption of oxygen from the maternal 
blood in the oalla of the placenta through 
the coats of the vessels, but by the jUreet 
absorption of the maternal arterial blood 
from the cellular .substance of the placenta, 
by minute origins of the umbilical veins. 
77ie Mood of the mother thus both txeitet sad 
support I the actum 9f vtueulgr tjfUen ef 
the fettuii and the vaeoular system of the 
mother is both excited end supported from 
surrounding objects, as the venous kinds of 
food atmospheric air, &c„ which, by enter¬ 
ing into combination with the fluids of living 
animal bodies, produce a live animal matter, 
termed blood, and which, ultimately, both 
excite and support the vascular system of 
the fetus. The excitability or vital prin¬ 
ciple of the ovum, previous to its impreg¬ 
nation, exists in the mother; but, by tfca 
absorption of the semen of the m4e, it then 
Iwcomes possessed of an excitability or 
vital principle, independent of the mother, 
and this excitability is both acted on and 
supported by the arterial blood of the 
raolher, to form the various important or¬ 
gana of the animal, as the brein, nervous 
system, &c. 

The fetus, therefore, derives Tts support 
by absorbing the maternal arterial blood of 
thq^Iaoents through the minute ramifica¬ 
tions of the umbilical vein; this, on en¬ 
tering the liver, posterior cave, and, ulti¬ 
mately, the left and right auricles of the 
heart, and there combining with the ve¬ 
nous blood from all parts of the body, again 
obtains the arterial character, and restores 
it to a proper state to again circulate 
through the body, to nourish and support 
the growth of the various organs, in the 
msnuer already slated. *

Has bean bled 
in the coarse of hia life from the arm, with 
a view to relieve him from lieadach. Haa 
expressed a alight desire to have the opera¬ 
tion performed soon, should Mr. Lawrence 
think right to perform it at all.

Notice that this operation would be per¬ 
formed to day vrui posted yesterday it the 
door of the anatomioal theatre, where all 
notices of operatioua ought regularly to be 
posted. Many practitioner* who had heard 
uf this patient, (remarkable tor hia extra 
depth of perineum and plethoric ronriiium,) 
us well n* the pupils, being intensely anx- 
imis to witness the operation, long Wore 
the patient was brought in the theatre waa 
crowded to an unusual degree. 

At twenty.eight minutes paat one, tha 
patient waa placed oa the operation laWe. 
Four minutes were occupied in tying and 
sounding him, and in preparing to make 
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the incision. At twenty-eigli#minute« he* 
fore two, Mr. Lawrenee commenced the 
external incision with a double* edged 
scalpel, which was four inches long, and 
extended deep into the fat below the 
skin; with the fourth out of the instru¬ 
ment, he reached the staff, which was 
held by Mr. Earle. Blissard’e knife, was 
then introduced into the wound, carried for¬ 
ward to the staff without delay, conducted 
into the bladder, and this was followed by 
the usual gush of urine mixed with blood. 
Tbe operator then withdrew the knife and 
staff, and introduced the fore-finger of his 
right hand, with the extremity of wlpch,, 
and with the utmoat difficulty, he was just 
able, distinctly to touch the stone in the 
bladdeT. Withdrawing his hand, he carried 
forward the longest common straight for¬ 
ceps belosging to the hospital, with which 
he used great efforts to enlarge, by dilata¬ 
tion and laceration, the opening that had 
been previously made a , he was, however, ai 
he declared at the moment, utterly unable 
to lay hold of the calculus with them, evon 
when introdoced to their fullest extent, lie 
withdrew them. Panting for about 10 or 12 
seconds, be introduced the long straight for¬ 
ceps, which he had got made expressly for 
the dernier resurt. After they had entered the 
bladder, the operator turning them round and 
round, in a semicircular form, and opening 
and shutting them with apparently g> at 
force, considerably enlarged the wound, and 
waa then able, by urging them forward as far 
as they would possibly go, to lay hold of the 
atone. Continued great force, if not vio¬ 
lence, waa kept up in the extraction of the 
calculus. Almost immediately on laying 
hold of it, it slipped out or the forceps. 
Again it was grasped; and when it ap¬ 
peared to have been pulled a considerable 
wsy along the wound, uufortuuatcly the for¬ 
ceps slipped off it again. A third time, 
and without the least delay, the operator 
caught it, and at length it was extracted, 
the ope rati ou occupying, from the com 
mencement of making the iuciiiou to the 
extraction, aaven minutes and a half. The 
bladder was then injected through the 
wound with worm water, as a few pieces of 
the stone were found to have been broken 
off, which brought away a very few frag¬ 
ments. 'J'l.iO stoop Wis nest introduced, 
but nothing removed by it. Thu patient 
was then instantly unbound, und n small 
quantity of wine and water udmmi-'tcred; 
be ahook hands with Mr. Lawrence, ex- 
. pressed his warmest thanks and gratitude, 
and was carried to bed. 

Frpm Die commencement of the operation 
profound silence prevailed, broken only by 
the ex|«re*|ibn of Mr. Lawrence alluded to 
above, and a few ejaculations on the part of 
the paiicaU The perfect self command, un¬ 


shaken nerve, regular, bold, systematic pro¬ 
ceeding of the operator throughout the opera¬ 
tion, secured to him the greateat admiration; 
the ultimate extraction of the atone created 
nnivenal satisfaction, and ita enormous sise, 
corresponding with the sise of the poor man 
from whom it had been taken, occasioned 
the utmost astonishment. The bringing out 
of tbe atone resembled more the extraot- 
tion of the head of a foetus by the use of the 
forcepe, than of s calculus from the bladder. 
In shape it greatly resembled a large lemon, 
rather flattened at the side on which it had 
reeled in the bladder; at one end it bed 
a projecting point, similar in aixe and ap¬ 
pearance to that which is sometimes found 
at the extremity ora lemon, but which pro¬ 
jection was afterwards unfortunately broken 
off in being handed through the theatre. 1 
Measuring the long circumference, it woe 
exactly eight inches and a half, and the 
short, six inches. It waa stated to have 
lithic acid for its base, with a consider¬ 
able deposition of triple salt forming 
around it. After tbe projection was broken 
off, aud without the small pieces that were 
afterwards taken out of the bladder, it 
weighed four ounces seven drachma. It ex¬ 
hibited indistinct marks of having been ad¬ 
herent to tbe bladder. All present seemed 
to agree in regarding tbe manual dexterity 
of tbe operator on this occasion as unequalled, 
but thought the violence used in dilating the 
opening, and pulling out the stone, extreme, 
if not unjustifiable. Mr. Lawrence, how¬ 
ever, observed in the ward to* which the 
patient had been returned to bed, that it 
waa impracticable for any operator to have 
removed that atone with a leu degree of 
force; and that a comparison of the dimen¬ 
sions of tliia enormous atone, with those of 
the inferior aperture of the pelrii, would 
immediately satisfy any person on that point. 
He stated, that the incision iu the pTOstnte 
and nock of the hlndder, whatever instru¬ 
ment is used, and however fieely it is em¬ 
ployed, will not allow the extraction of 
stones, even of ordinary magnitude, with¬ 
out more or leu of dilatation and lacera¬ 
tion, and that larger atones cannot Ira ex¬ 
tracted through the perineum without great 
ftirce. In proof that the dilatatjdfT of the 
wound by the forceps, by which this object 
is effected, is not necesenrilyfeiy injurious, 
he mentioned to ihonjurs tbit the late 
Mr. Mnnim au, oHToSfich, who enjoyed 
the liighcggrapiftetioiyls a skilful litiioto- 
mist, always operate*! with a blunt gorget, 
pushing it on into tfe bladder, after he had 
cut into the groove of the staff, then carry¬ 
ing in the foiceps At the gorget, and trust¬

At half-past one the peot-mortm examina¬ 
tion vu commenced by Mr. Lawrence, iu 
the presence of Messrs, Eerie, Llovd, end a 
great number of practitioneri ana pupils. 
Mr. Lawrence first made an incision in the 
usual way from the clavicular end of the 
sternum to the pubes, through the skin and 
adipose substanoe. and then • transferee 
section immediately below tha riba. _ A 
bloody, purulent fluid, in email quantify, 
escaped from the cellular membrane con* 
netting the mueelea, and ulso from between 
the muscles and peritoneum, the convo¬ 
lutions of small inteitine in the lower part 
of the abdomen presented very slight ap¬ 
pearances of peritoneal inflammation, and 
the peritoneum lining the musolea was in 
a similar state in the same situation, but no 
effusion had taken place into the cavity. 
Several convolutions of the ileum were adhe¬ 
rent to each other, and to the fundus of the 
bladder, by old adbesioui of almost tendi¬ 
nous firmness; the extent and closeness of 
these preternatural connexions occasioned 
surprise that the functions of the parts 
should have been so well performed, The 
liver war connected to the diaphragm by old 
firm adhesions. There was considerable ec* 
cbymoiia in tbe lower part of the sheath of 
the right rectus abdominis ; a slighter de¬ 
gree iu the adipcie membrane at the sides 
and fundus of the bladder: and still slighter, 
and quite superficial patches of similar effu¬ 
sion weie fouud under the peritoneum lin¬ 
ing the lower half of the abdominal muscles, 
particularly on the right side. Excepting 
tbe slight increased yascularity end the old 
adhesions already noticed, the adominal ca¬ 
vity and ita contents were natural; the pe¬ 
ritoneum was uot even inflamed in the pel- 
vis, nor where it covers tbe bladder. 

An incision w as now made along tLe right 
side of the scrotum to the anus, the symphy¬ 
sis pubis divided, and the bladder, with the 
wound made in the operation, and surround¬ 
ing parts, removed, that the view might be 
us distinct as possible. In doing this a great 
quantity of purulent fluid flowed from tbe 
ce)lular membrane around the fundus of the 
bladder, and the different other parts cat 
through. Bruises and fcchy motes of the cel¬ 
lular membranttiramedialelyin tha neighbour¬ 
hood of the fuudua of the bladder, perfectly 
apperent. lhe bladder was Iona, correspond¬ 
ing iu shape with the stone, and very nurrow 
at its uppef part. On laying it open,the 
mucous membrane, in two parts to which it 
is supposid the calculus had adhered, were 
torn, as if done in the set of pulling out the 
stone ; three small fragments Here found ; 
the edges of the wound into the bltddtt 
were torn, contused, and ecohymosed. 

The melius next eat open, and thiswtt 
gorged with coagulated Mood, The proelata 
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sot enlarged; netily but not (flits eepereted 
from the membranous portion of the urethra. 
The edgea of the wound into it torn, bruited, 
and eochymoaed. 

The kidneys were next examined. Enter* 
sally they presented a light greyish appear, 
ance, somewhat like the kidney described 
by Dr. Bright to be generally round in drup- 
sical subjects* Both rather small, but Sot 
morbidly so. On laying them open, the 

G ives, and excretory parte, were unusually 
ge. The mucous membrane on the inside 
■urfeoe of the right kidney rather vassular, 
end slightly tubsroulited; that of the left 
more pele end heeltby. 

The heert of an immense sise. In iita, 
n teemed as large as e bullock’s. When 
removed, the left ventricle alone wee quite 
as large at a common heart The orifice 
of the coronary vein was large enough to 
admit the little finger. The coronary artery 
perfeotly healthy. The'lining of the aorta 
of a rich creamy colour. The whole of the 
heart healthy, and exhibiting nothing to 
explain the irregularity of the pulse. 

The right lung slightly adherent to the 
pnrietea of the chest; but both lungs, on 
the whole, healthy. 

It waa concluded, that the inflammation 
of the cellular membrane, 8t the lower part 
of the abdomen, had been the cause of 
denth, that this bad excited the partial peri¬ 
toneal inflammation, nud that the violent 
disorder, of which the commencement waa 
disclosed by dissection, could not bsve 
ended oilier wise than fatally. 

The extent of the adipose substance of Ibis 
individual was almost incoflceivsble. On 
dissection it appeared to a greater degree 
tlian was even expected. Over the sternum 
the fat was full two inches thick; thence 
downwards, and over the pubes, it measured 
five indies from the skin to the bone. Tire 
mesentery on being cot through, was full 
two inches. Ou the inner, as well as on the 
external, side of the rectus abdominis, the 
fat was amazingly deep. Thl patient was 
the most corpulent that had ever submitted 
too capital operation at this hospital; the 
calculus the largest ever extracted; the in¬ 
struments the longest ever used; end rim 
interest, from the moment of his admission 
to the termination of' the pou-iuorlm exami¬ 
nation, the greatest ever excited. 

Some reason existed, when (06 late, to 
suspect that the patient had been labouring 
under unfavourable symptoms, on Friday, 
about mid-day, when Mr. Lawrence aaw 
him, and when he said that he felt well, 
and was going on well; bat that under a 
dread of having to take medicine, he sup¬ 
pressed the true state of Lis feelings.

SINGULAR LESION Of TBS ITS. 1 

Louis B. f ratal. * 3 , of a very strong con¬ 
stitution, was, oa the fid of January, acci¬ 
dentally struck by a whip over rim loft obeak 
and eye ; although no external wound cooH 
be duoovered, he . felt a violent pain, and 
waa immediately deprived of the light of the 
eye, which subsequently besame inflamed, 
ao that it was impossible to ascertain the 
condition of the interior of th# globe. Under 
an antiphlogistic treatment, the inflamma¬ 
tion subsided, but\l>«n it had disappeared, 
three weeks after the accident, sight wap 
not restored. lie consulted M. Fame, who 
immediately observed a capsular cataract, 
and after having continued for some time 
the use of leeches and emollient poultices, 
took the patient to the lidpital die la Cha- 
ritd, where he waa examined,, and the eyo 
found to be in the following state: the cor¬ 
nea, conjunctiva, and sclerotica, were 
healthy, and offered no trace of any previous 
wound; theiriapresented, on it# external 

E arl, a transverse division, four lines in 
rendtb, from the edges of which, mem¬ 
branous filaments were seen running to¬ 
wards the capsule of the lens. The iris was 
not at all chunged in colour, but did not con¬ 
tract, even in the strongest light; the 
aqueous humour was perfectly limpid. The 
lens was of a milk-while coloof, with mo¬ 
ther-of-pearl coloured spots ; its circumfe¬ 
rence was rather irregular, and resolied 
almost to the external margin of the iris, 
between which and the cataract, a apace of 
about half a line wns uncovered, «d formed 
a sort of snifioisl pupil, through which the

In one of theae 
excursions she waa thrown from the c«* 
riage, and fell upon a large stone ou the 
aide of the road. She was taken up, car¬ 
ded home, suffered a large discharge of I 
Water through the kidneys, and waa en¬ 
tirely freed from her ovarian drepay. Cured 
as she waa of this disease, she married, 
and, in the earlier months of pregnancy, 
she died of a retroversion of the Uterus, 
which eOuld not ba replaced, when it waa 
found, apon an examination, that she had 
laboured under an ovarian dropsy; that the 
cyat had been burst, and had discharged it¬ 
self into the peritoneal sac, and that the 
inflammation had produced such a change 
that no further effusion had taken place ; or, 
if any .that on entering the peritoneum, the 
fluid Was absorbed. 

There is yet another practice which msy 
be thought vf in these distressing cases, and 
thia conaielain the very early extirpation of I 
the ovary, for though, in ordinary practice, 
we ought tb delay the tapping as much bb 
possible; yet it may hereafter bo worth con* 
side ration, whether early tapping before a 
large cyat ia formed, might not have its ad¬ 
vances, periomed with all due caution, 
and oM the necessary knowledge. Why 
ia it that the Abdomen fills so slowly in 
the first instance 1 Perhaps the first growth 
of the dropsy may occupy six or seven 
months, «r even six or seven years; but 'if | 
you tap a woman with an ovary of large 
site, in the come of three, four, five, or 
six weeks* aha may require the operation 
again.

the tumour be lying between the vagina and 
rectum, 1 think wa aught easily accomplish 
it; nor, supposing our knowledge to be dif¬ 
fident, and our caution great, would it, pen* 
haps, be impracticable to effect all Abas* 
even when the tumour lay above the brink 
of the pelvis, in the hollow of the ileum. 
For thia purpose, might not an opening ba 
made in the .abdominal covering, large 
enough to admit the fore finger* like a Ca¬ 
nola, and might not the point of the finger be 
placed upon the surface of the overy, ao aa to 
ascertain that no intestine waa interposed, 
aud then, when sure that the intestine! and 
bladder were not fgterpoaed, might we nol 
pass a very small trocar through the open¬ 
ing, and into the ovary, ao aa to evacuate 
the contents in the very commencement of 
the disease, Understand, however, oicarly* 
that it is not here my design to recommend 
this operation at present; I throw it out as , 
a hint merely, for further consideration. In 
rash bandi, such an operation might pro¬ 
duce fatal consequences. In cases ill ohosen, 
it might be at once dangerous, and of no use j 
yet, after all, perhaps, it may admit of im¬ 
provement ; and in a disease so frequent 
and ao fatal aa the ovarian dropsy, every 
hint which promises to give greater efficacy 
to our treatment; may deserve from us that 
unwearied and pertinacious consideration 
without which, in these perplexing and very 
deplorable eases, nothing effective can be 
accomplished; for, on this occasion, as eh 
many others— *

H e re, then, are the different modes of treat - 
moiit recommended in ovarian dropsy—the 
abstraction of the water, with the cautions 
before prescribed—the extirpation of the 
ovary in the earlier and in the later periodaof 
its growth—the removal of a circular piece 
of the cyat, ao as to lay open the cyst into 
the peritoneum—and the prevention of the 
dilatation and growth, by early paracentesis. 
In the present ill success of our practice, 
all these operations ore well worth your 
consideration; and if you can bring one.ef 
them to euch perfection aa to cure seme of 
tho many unhappy individuals who now fell 
victims to the disease, you will, indeed, be 
conferring an ih valuable goryfbn the fairest 
and the least ntlVndiue. our specie*. 

Allow mo now ♦.# offer * few remarks re¬ 
specting the 'flpontanefms cure of ovarian 
dropsy, the rather deserving of our attention, 
aa the spontaneous nure may he supposed 
tb contain within it the principle of an ef¬ 
fectual remedy for thia disease. 1 have 
already observed that by accidental rapture 
of the oyst, a ours msy be obtained, when 
no other known remedy will remove it. 
The lady who fell from tlfc chaise, end wheel 
esse hit Just been narrated, was effeciasHy 
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relieved by ruptare of tbe ovary. A wo-l 
mn at New York, attended bv a practi¬ 
tioner well known to iny friend Mr. Gaito¬ 
ken, happening to suffer a severe fall, (for 
Women are very liable to thia accident when 
the abdomen ia large,) ahe raptured the 
cyst, and recovered, at leant for some time; 
he nee a question arises whether there are no 
means that we could emplqy occasionally 
to burst open thejovary by pressure, however 
applied *, nor is it unreasonable to suppose 
that, in some cases, if the substance of the 
ovary were thin, it might be ruptured, 
though to soggest the means of effecting 
this, is no easy task. >• well-known but. 
gicsl lecturer, os 1 have been told by one of 
his pupilB, relates a case which he con¬ 
ceived to be dropsy, and which he imagines 
to have been removed by mere absorption, 
excited by mental perturbation, but which I 
look upon to have been nothing more than 
an ovarian accumulation, cured by rupture 
of the cyst. In this case (as he tells the 
tale) an old lady passing over London 
bridge, ahrrued by the cry of " mad bull," 
made the beat of her way into one of die 
recesses on the bridge, and jumped hastily 
on to one of the benchea; the bull passed; 
she descended, her alsim continued—she 
got home—a free secretion from the kid¬ 
neys followed, and the dropsy disappeared. 
Of this cose, it may be said, that the mind 
waa exceedingly disturbed, and that the 
ahsorbunts were excited in consequence; 
but I think it for more reasonable to pre¬ 
sume that the substance of the cyst was 
very thin, and that by leaping upon the 
bench in the recess, amptare was produced. 

There is yet a second mode in which this 
disease may relieve itself more ot less effec¬ 
tually, and that is by spontaneous opening 
into the intestines. When I was attending 
the wards of this hospitul, a woman, of tho 
name of Myers, came here with on exceed¬ 
ingly large abdomen ; ibis enlargement wus 
occasional, and the woman got belter, re¬ 
peatedly, after large spontaneous eruptions of 
water by vomiting and purging. Now 1 
have no doubt that in this case the dropsy 
was ovarian, and in all probability the cyst 
occasionally opened into the intestines by 
ulceration or Tupture, a sort of nutursl tap¬ 
ping being pel formed. 

It is said, too/u!.?t the ovarian dropsy has 
sometimes disappeared spontunecmtly, with¬ 
out any obvious caiase to which the. disap¬ 
pearance or the diaenio rould he attributed, 
fha patient very larmi, for a while, ha?, at 
length, been agreeably surprised to find that 
she becamek-SB and iess,we<‘lgrifer week, till 
at length she has shrunk away to her healthy 
dimensions..- Now, R'uiie of these cases,1 
fear, have not been; dropsy of the ovary at 
nil; they may bavqfbeen dropsy of the peri¬ 
od sac, or mer^ intestinal inflations; but 


Burns bas referred us to cases in which 
it seems uucandid to doubt tho fact, provided 
the veracity of the author cun be relied upon. 
In these cases, it has been suid that the 
water hug been removed by the absorbent 
action of the lymphatics of the cyst; but I 
think it more probable that the cyst has 
been of membranaceous kind, and that lace¬ 
ration and effusion into the peritoneum has 
been the real cause of the cure. 

In eonoluding ray observations on ovarian 
dr op By, let me add the following miscella¬ 
neous remarka:—A flat trocar and c&nula 
diminish much the pain of paracentesis. 
Adhesions of the cyst to the abdominal 
coverings ore, I believe, frequently indicated 
by soreness felt after moving the abdominal 
coverings over the cyst; aud by a sort of 
crepitus, sometimes very distract, arising, 
probably, from ruptured, adhesive fibres: of 
course the less there is of thia disturbance 
the belter. With ovuriun dropsy s perito¬ 
neal accumulation, Iq the amount of two or 
three gallons, sometimes occurs. The pres¬ 
sure of the ovary is apt to occasion an over¬ 
charge of tho iutesiiueB, to be relieved by ca¬ 
thartics, sad by laxative injections iuto the 
bowel. On dissection, I have observed fecu¬ 
lent accumulations, ia quantity far greater 
than had been suspected during life, and 
these may occur though the bowels act 
every other dny. lie careful not to con¬ 
found the large masses of the loaded bowel 
with those tuberose enlargements of the 
ovary which are the result of dropsy or of 
scirrhus. The encysted matter in tho 
ovary sometimes becomes more ultenusted 
ns tapping proceeds. In the twentieth ope¬ 
ration, 1 have found this matter of more 
aqueous consistency than iff the first. Some¬ 
times on topping the dropsical ovary, large 
quantities of pus, or of some purifonu sub¬ 
stance, are discharged, especially, 1 suspect, 
if iuflammutory symptoms have preceded, 
inflammation of tho diseased mass, after 
tapping, is always to be regarded with ap¬ 
prehension ; it may destroy suddenly, or 
by hectic cachexia} yet we are sometime* 
surprised to observe how little the consti¬ 
tution sympathise* with the inflamed part— 
the inflammation of thia diseased mass, and 
the peritonitis of puerperal, exert, indeed, 
very different effects upon the constitution. 
It is said th^ ovarian dropsy has lieon 
known to disappear after electrification. 
In so forlorn a case, the remedy may be 
worth trial, but my faith is weak. Astrin¬ 
gent injections into tho cyst are, I Be¬ 
lieve, highly dangerous; but this opinion 
may requfts revision. General inflamma¬ 
tion of the cyst ia hydrocele (as I lean

•natter has escaped spontaneously, death has, 
it least sometimes, ensued, aud ynumnysee 
a caso in point, in Bums' Midwifery. The 
existence of more than one cyst io most ova¬ 
rian dropsies, ia a great bar to this method 
of cure. Dropsy of the tuberose kind ia 
very unfavourable for the trocar, and in these 
cases more especially, Lapping ought, I pre¬ 
sume, to be delayed till the last; it is the 
remedium anceju jtotius quam nullum. Exten¬ 
sive adhesions may exist, although a woman 
hove never been tapped ; but I suspect that 
repeated tappings tend to produce sucli ad¬ 
hesions. 

Other diseases, and not without their 
interest, sometimes assail the ovary; but of 
this hereafter. Inflammation inure or less 
acute, suppuration, connected or not with 
the puerperal state, enlargements of the 
ovary, with formations of hair, bones, teeth, 
extra-uterine gestation, scrofula, spoil goid 
tumour, sebaceous anti other substances 
may all occur; uad the fallopiun tubes may 
be dropsical, scirrhous, affected with extra- 
uterine gestation, and so on; but the prin¬ 
ciples here laid down will, I conceive, with 
• little modification, apply also to these 
coses, so far as they admit of remedy. 
Extra-uterine gestation linn been consi¬ 
dered already; ovarian inflammation may 
be considered hereafter; the rest may be 
dismissed without further remark.

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CASE OF POIBOK1NO DV CHEESE. 

Dr. Westruiud of Eimbeck, in the king¬ 
dom of Hanover, was, on the 10th of No¬ 
vember, 1826, called to a family, conaiating 
of a middle-aged man, his daughter, a girl 
of ten years, and a female relation, about 
aixty years of age, who, an hour after having 
enfcm of a cheese lately bought, bad been 
suddenly seize <1 with symptoms of poisoning, 
as violent colic nain, vomiting, diarrhoea, 
tenesmus, &c. Bu his arrival, ha found 
them with the abdomen swelled, very pain¬ 
ful on pressure, especially in the hypochon¬ 
dria, the pulse very amaU and frequent, tha 
pupils dilated, and complaining of violent 
hcudach, vertigo, great debility, and sick¬ 
ness ; the rejected matter had the smell of* 
cheese, and was apparently of an alkaline 
nature. An emetic, and aperient injections, 
were immediately ordered, when Dr. Wea- 
truiub was sent for to another family, con¬ 
sisting of four persons, who, a short time 
after, having eaten some cheese bought at 
the same place, had been simultaneously 
affected with similar symptoms, but in. 
greater intensity. Besides the remedies 
used in the first cates, very strong coffee, 
and a solution of boracic acid were oidered. 
After this treatment had been continuedfor 
two days, five of the patients perfectly re¬ 
covered; in the other two, in whom the 
srmptores hud been most violent, the oflec- 
iion of the head attained to such a degree 
as to require tho application of leeches, and 
cold affusion ; after about a week, they were 
also convalescent. M. Serluerner having 
been requested to examine the substance 
which had been the probable cause of the 
symptoms of poisoning, came to the follow¬ 
ing results: under the continued action of 
alcbobol, two different substances were ob¬ 
tained. the one of a black colour was preci¬ 
pitated, the other of an oily consistenee, 
brown colour, asLriugent, nauseous taste, 
sad b very penetrating, rancid smejh col¬ 
lected on the surface of the liquid; it was 
found soluble in hot water and atchohul, 
changed th» colour of litmus to red,, and, 
when mixed with alkalies, formed a soapy 
mass. Tho black cubstr.nco was liquid, in¬ 
soluble in hot water and alcohol, and being 
submitted to heat, ^aye un extract of an acid 
nature, caseous siiiyl 1 , and containing an 
ar.imoniacal salt, tl/p ncid of which could 
uct be ascertained. The maceration of the 
residuum in Tint alcohol produced, ofrfirat, no 
change; but after some time a greyish wliite 
substance spontaneously precipitated from 
the alcohol, which melivd at a slight degree 
of heat, and wa» also apparently of an acid 
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nature. The three substances, thus pre¬ 
pared, but especially the two former, were 
xbuol to be vary powerful poisons; fifteen 
grains of them injected into the stomach of 
• large dog, caused a violent inflammation 
of the intestinal canal, and tire subsequent 
death of the animal. 

Dr. Wtstrumb regards the deleterious 
principle in the cheese as belonging to the 
diM of narootico-acrid poisons, and attri¬ 
butes its production to the following causes: 

1. The milk being furnished by cows, 
which have eaten of poisonous vegetables; 
this will, however, be but very seldom the 
cause, as, undeT these circumstances, the 
secretion of milk is gretfly diminished, or 
even entirely euspended. 

' t. The preparation or conservation of I 
the cheeae in metallic vessels. In some I 
eases of tooisOning by cheese, traces of I 
copper and tin were actually discovered in 
it, although but in very small quantities/! 
The Gazette de Santd, of 1766, No. 
contains a case of this kiud. 

3. Adulteration of the cheese, especially 
with the seeds of hyosciamus, which had 
inadvertently been mixed with it, iustead 
of cumin seeds. 

i. The formation of a poisonous snb- 
stanco by the chemical decomposition of the 
cheese. This seems to hsve take place in 
most instances, and, os is shown by Al. 8«r- 
tuerner's analysis, did so in those just de¬ 
scribed.— Horn’* jiieJuru 


THIRD CASS OF CHOHBA,

At first, I waa disposed to trust to purge- m 
thus alone, from the/rseexhibition of which, 
in chorea, as well sa in several other spas¬ 
modic affections, I had repeatedly wit¬ 
nessed the beet effects. But, in the present 
csee, though it wts found necessary to be 
giving moderate doses almost daily, and 
though their operation was frequently fol¬ 
lowed by n marked remission, yet I must 
add, that in no stage oonld 1 perceive either 
indication or encouragement to push them 
to any thing like the extent which Dr. 
Hamilton recommends, and whieh 1 bad 
myself found so beneficial on former occa v 
sions. In fact, it soon became evident, that 
the cause was deeper seated, and the pro¬ 
gress was rapid. So early as the 8th, men¬ 
tion is made of the eonjunctita of both eyet, 
but especially the left, beiug suffused with 
some puriform accretion, but no inflamma¬ 
tion, or soreness, rfnd the agitations very 
great, affecting the whole frame. 

In this stage, recourse was had to leeches 
several times. Once slio was bled to six 
ounces, and all with good effect. But the 
Reason when it would have appealed justi¬ 
fiable to be taking blood in any mode, soon 
passed away; and for about three weeks, the 
oliief dependence was on a succession of 
blisters, applied, for the most part, to the 
head and neck; bnt once or twice to the 
arms and legs, though certainly with less 
apparent benefit in the two latter situations.

H ESI DENGS IN A TAN YABD, AN AI.1.KUK0 
UEUEUV TOU PULXONAHY CONSUMPTION. 

Dr. Dodd road his promised paper on the 
exemption of tanners from phthisis pul non- 
alis, and the efficacy of the aroma of oak 
hark in the cure of that complaint. It atated 
that his attention had for some time been 
directed to this subject, which he believed 
was, in great measure, new to tire profession, 
though, vulgarly, the business of a tanner had 
long been regarded as particularly healthy. 
The result of his inquiries was, that tauners 
enjoyed a peculiar freedom from consump¬ 
tion, and thut this exemption was to be 
traced to the nsture of their calling. The 
following circumstance had first drawn his 
attention to the subject He had had a 
patient, a weaver, twenty*five years of age, 
who was suffering under all the symptoms of 
phthisis pnlmonalis; symptoms Which were 
•o marked, that he only thought of piiti* 
geting them, not oaring the complaint, 
lie treated him accordingly, hut at the 
end of three weeks the man suddenly 
quitted bis residence, and went he knew not 
where. Twelve months after, he met with 
him again, and then found be had become a 
tanner , because, aa the man aaid, “ Tauners 
were never affected with consumption." To 
the truth of tbia the men’s appearance bore 
considerable testimony, for instead of a eon- 
aomptive patient, be wax then a strong, stout, 
healthy man. This cue produced a conside¬ 
rable impression on his (Dr. Dodd’s) mind, 
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and after weighing the importance of tiro ': 
Acts, be proceeded to inititute the following 5 .. 
inquiries. First. Are tauners more exempt 
from consumption than other menl Secondly, 
to what cause is suoli an exemption to lie 
traced! Thirdly. Can this cause be extend* 
ed, as a remedy, to all consumptive patients t 
The answer at which be had arrived to the 
first inquiry was affirmative; for after moat 
extensive observations of his own, aided hr 
the concurring testimony of others, well 
qualified to furnish him with facts, he had 
uot discovered oue unequivocal instance of 
the death of a tanner from pulmonary con* 
sumption. As Bermondsey employed the 
largest number of tonuera in the kingdom, 
his obief inquiries Had been directed to that 

S ince. The testimony of Mr. btfiney, a reals 
ent practitioner, wu, that for thirty yeara 
he rould not remember a death from this 
cause among the tanners; nor could Mr* 
Castle, during a practice of twenty-three m 
years. Neither did the hospitals afford a 
single esse. The tauners themselves said, 
the disease never occurred amongst them. 
'Chore were about seven hundred tanners at 
Bermondsey; of tliese, perhaps, five fa 
every hundred died annually, and, according 
to the usual calculations, three out of these 
five might be expected to die of phthisis 
pulmonshs. la- Mr. Steney’s practice that 
would have given him ninety deaths of this 
complaint; yet not one of |he medical meu 
knew of a case. He (Dr. D^was persuaded 
the same held good in other places. He had 
met but with three instances to life contrary.; 
one in Scotland, one in London, and one in 
Devonshire; and each of these was compli¬ 
cated with other diseases. 

Dr. Dodd then proceeded to show that the 
families of tauners, especially the females, 
were not equally favoured,—that those who 
lived in the neighbourhood of tan yards 
wero remarkably free from consumption,— 
that tanners being taken from the lower 
ranks, were as liable to disease as other 
operatives,—that their exemption from con¬ 
sumption existed in spite of the low, damp 
situation and exposure of tan yards,—sad 
that their moral habits and mode of living 
wore on a par with those of other men. As 
to the immediate cause of this exemption/he 
thought it was the aroma which arose from 
the hark, which aroma appeared to liimto 
be a compoundsubstance, of a pungent, arid 
nature, possessing antiseptic properties, 
with s tendency to heal pulmonary tubercles, 
and fortify the lungs against disease. 

But the most important part of the subject. 

Dr. Dodd thought, was the possible, artifi¬ 
cial employment of this aroma for the cure 
of phthisis pnlmonalis; and lie had accord¬ 
ingly contrived an upparatua for communi¬ 
cating it to the lungs. It consisted of a cask 
with a close cover, having bellow* beneath.

The CuAinuAV inquired whether the 
wages of the tinners were such ss to allow 
of their enjoying jnsny comforts, and 
whether they were at aU dissipated men. 

I)r. Dodd said that they earned fifteen 
shillings a week, and that they were rather 
dissipated than otherwise. 

Mr. Hiadors expressed a strong opinion 
against the views of Dr. Dodd; during con¬ 
siderable opportunities for forming conclu¬ 
sions, he had not arrived at one single in¬ 
stance of benefit being obtained from ex¬ 
posure to the tanning process. He thought 
it very unlikely that un atmofpherc so dilut¬ 
ed with the astringent particles of the bark, 
could he of any use in the complaint. The 
fluid applied externally might be a specific 
for ulcers. 

Mr. Bing n am thought (hat the supposed 
effects might be due to the antiseptic 
qualities of the putrid skins. Butchers and 
gluemBkers were very free from consump¬ 
tion. The occupations of tanners in the 
open air we're favourable to health.

for their exemption from disease. 

Mr. Gar, bn had impressions in favour of 
Dr. Dodds theory,aud related two cases 
in which the atmosphere of tan yards had 
been efficacious. The latter, which waa 
elaborately detailed, and highly picturesque 
in the incidents, greatly interested tbo 
younger members of the society, and much 
amused the seniors. The subject of the 
case was a, sylph-like young lady, with a 
pink blush, und all that delicacy of form and 
feature, which usually distinguish the con¬ 
sumptive patient. She had particularly 
excited the worthy member’s attention, 
from lift daily walks in a tan yard, in^o 
which the window of hie back room then 
looked. Her appearance still forced itself 
upon his memory; and he was rejoiced tossy 
she derived great benefits from these visits. 
(Much laughter.) 

Mr. bi'KNEiT ridiculed the idea of spe¬ 
cifics in consumption, and especially sati¬ 
rized the attempts to cure it by exposure to 
the atmosphere of cows, as attempted by 
Dr. Beddoci. lie thought Dr. Dodd's 
paper very deficient in facts—the only trim 
basis of a theory. As for consumption, what 
Ovid had said of love, might as appropriately 
be put into the mouth of the consumptive 
patient: « Hti nihi! quod phthm, uultii »t me• 
duahiln herblt.” Specifics were absurd. Pub¬ 
lic atieution had been lately much drawn to 
a new one. lie knew a case in which it had 
been tried.

Dr. Joiixstoke thought that theorists 
very easily found facta to support their doc¬ 
trines; bat did not so readily discover those 
that were against them. A'o man, perhaps, 
wax less likely to be bigoted to an opinion 
than Dr. Dodd; but human nature was the 
same in all a^-s ami countries. He did not 
agree with Dr. Dodd’s views, and thought' 
them ill supported by facts- The overage 
fatality of consumptive patients was one in 
four and a hulf, not three in live. 

Dr. Mii.lioax could not agree with Dr. 
Dodd. There were other tilings in the oc¬ 
cupations of tanners besid; a the aroms, suffix 
dent to preserve them in health; be had, 
however, some public patients on wjmm Dr. 
Dodd might make some experiments with 
hii apparatus, if he chose, 'there was, 
however, little hope for such persons, when 
tubercles or hectic fever hud once appeared.

Dr. Dodd, in general reply, reiterated 
hia opinions, and alluded to a case in 
which a man, who took to the employment 
of tunning bark, was cured of consumption 
in three months. He also know a gentleman 
who resided near a tan yard, who waa in- 
variably affected if be left the neighbour¬ 
hood, but who, on his return, fouud relief, 
even as soon as he was within ten yanli of 
the pits. Hia estimates had not been de- . 
rived from the stewards of benefit societies, 
but from medical practitioners, lie should 
pursue his inquiries, however; and Urn 
Chairman having hoped the subject would 
be renewed on the next evening, if there 
were do other topic of more importance, the 
meeting adjourned.

Tnxs being the first meeting of the Society 
after the celebration of the lifly-sixth anni¬ 
versary, Mr. Callaway, the newly-elected 
president, took the chair. It is the first 
time that the choir has been filled by a Bur¬ 
geon as president, since the formation of 
the Society. New members of the council, 
treasurer, secretary, &c., have been elected 
since tho Society met, a fortnight ago. 

The President, on taking tho chair, ad¬ 
dressed the members thus 
Gentlemen,—It is impossible for me to 
take possession of this chair, without thank¬ 
ing you, in the warmest manner, for the 
honour you have conferred upon mo, in 
electing me to fill it—an honour I appre¬ 
ciate, and trust 1 shall ever be sensible of. 
I fear, however, that, in thus electing me, 
you have overlooked many other indi 
viduals, who are much bolter qualified to 
fill it. This honour 1 A el the more, 
when I look around me, and see many in¬ 
dividuals who were among my earliest and 
host friends; btc*u*e, by that circumstance, 
the appointment i> rendered the more 
flattering.

Angelo Douni, of Milan, bdL S5. weak, 
' lymphatic constitution ; preparer of maca¬ 
roni. On the 6th July, 1822, he entered 
on* of the, grottos of Monte Testaccio, 
when lie experienced a general sense of 
cold, which be attempted to shake olf by 
drinking seven or eight glasses of wine; 
but could not. however, warm himself, lie 
then filt a great weakness, which was the 
predominant symptom during the six dara 
previous to hia entering the hospital. Ilia 
state hail ao little of a decided febrile cha¬ 
racter, that, according to bis account, the 
medical man could not tell him if he had 
had the fever, lie had a sense of general 
uneasiness; took an emetic aud a purga¬ 
tive, and returned to his work; but the 
general state of disease and uneasiness in*, 
creasing, as likewise the weakness, on the 
11th of July, in the morning, he came to 
the hospital of Saint Esprit, on foot, sup¬ 
ported by a man on each aide of him. Being 
arrived ia the first ward, where 1 first saw 
him, lie seated himself upon a form, ami ap¬ 
peared to feel ill. He let himself fall down 
upou the right aide, but the expression of 
hie countenance was not that of a person 
fainting. Tber^Vss something in the mo¬ 
tions of his head, of his eyes, resembling 
those symptoms produced by drunkenness, 
and not that want of power occasioned by 
iba cessation of the motions of the henrt. 
M* wss supported merely, and recovered ; 
he was then enabled to ascend more than 
, thirty steps, in order to reach the clinical 
ward. When in bed, the following was his 
condition ; pulse frequent, weak; tempera. 
Cure .of thigh*, legs, hands, and arms, cold; 
tongue moist, and not red. I le wm able to 
give a history of his previous state, never¬ 
theless he begged the physiciau to question 
Jus companion, who accompanied him to. the 
hospital, for, although he had neither de¬ 
lirium, nor ooma, nor eyncgpe, he appeared 
ao confused, so little m*iter of his ideas, 


that he dec&ed to give any account of jt. 
All he assured us of was, that he had never 
had tire fever. He has not beon to atool 
since the purgative; in the afternoon he 
was twice ill. 

Evening. . Pulse scarcely perceptible, 
great pain, extremities cold, the left hand 
more ao than the right; it is of a livid eo* 
lour. Temperature of the belly, of the chest, 
almost natural; face, pale, delirium, agita¬ 
tion, inquietude. Decoction of bark, Jviij.; 
extract of bark, theriaque, a a. 51 j.; laud, 
liq. auod. campk. emuhu aa, gr. xx.; blis¬ 
ters to the thighs. 

12th July. At half-past one in the morn¬ 
ing, sweat general, copious, but oold. Ifi 
the morning at the visit, weakness always 
the same; pulse insensible at the arms, 
which are oold, aa also the thighs; the 
belly ia a little warmer, but it is also below 
the natural temperature ; pulse at the tem¬ 
ples 114. The blistered surface pale, no 
water under the epidermis, which remains 
only detached. He has lost no part of his 
judgment, but manifests a tendency to 
drowsiness; complains of no pain; tho 
belly is not tender ou pressure; the princi¬ 
pal ailment is great weakness. Blisters to 
the arms; bark gij. in the wine, 

A little later, return of the same symp¬ 
toms, alternating with delirium aud drowsi¬ 
ness ; general sense of cold intense. Died 
at half past five ia the afternoon. 

Half an hour after his death, the body

mach highly iuflamed between its great cur¬ 
vature and the pyloriig! Intestine* pre¬ 
senting traces of in flam mat ion in aomepotuts. 
Spleen soft aud pulpy, liver healthy, old 
adhesions of right lung. Before opening 
the cranium, the head wss separated from 
the trunk, when tlteic escaped by the occi¬ 
pital foremen a great quantity of bloody se¬ 
rum. Injection of the arachnoid in its mi¬ 
nutest ramifications, but a little more on 
the left than on the right side.

Wo bare no 
doubt that the dread of a repetition of the 
Edinburgh atrocities has had a powerful 
influence on the minds of many who are 
now for the first time disposed to support 
a measure for facilitating human dissections, 
and why, we should be glad to know, is so 
just and well-founded a dread of conse- 
'■ quences to be etigmatlxed, as an unworthy 
’ talent in the calculations of a legislator, 
”vhere would be the merit of insensibility 
to he danger 1 The fear which impels 
nea •© avert evil, is a wise and salutary 
fear, aid it would have been well if this 
fear bar, been manifested- and noted 'upon 
before listen human beings had fallen vic¬ 
tims to the aupineneas of the Government 
and the Legislature. It required no extra¬ 
ordinary sagacity to foresee, that the worst 
ceasequences must inevitably result from 
tha system of Waffle between resurrectionists 
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more expedient tint it should be altered. 
But, now that the dreadful consequences 
of this negligence and connivance have 
been maJe manifest, by bow much would 
the responsibility of the Government be 
increased, if it wore to neglect the means of 
preventing a repetition of crimes, against 
the commission of which there exists no 
sufficient security, so long as the dead body 
of a human being is made on article of 
mercenary traffic. 

To prevent tbe murder of the living for 
the sake of tbe price at which their corpses 
may bo sold, should be tbe first object of tho 
Legislature in devising a remedy for tbe ex¬ 
isting evils'. This object may be effected 
either by suppressing dissection altogether, 
or by legalising the dissection of unclaimed 
bodies; and wa are not aware of any other 
way in which it can be effected. Whether 
it would be possible to suppress dissection 
altogether in this country, .is a question 
which it is the lesa necessary to consider, 
as it seema to have been conceded on all 
hands, in the discussion on Mr.WAxaon* 
tom’s motion, that such a question could 
not for a moment be ftf^Midned. Anatomy, 
it was admitted, mnfflpbo protected and 
encouraged, and at dissection was necessary 
to the due prosecution of anatomical studies, 
it follows* that the poetise of direction 
must he protected, and, under dm regula¬ 
tions, encouraged.

But, admitting 
that no legislative measure for regulating the 
predict of dissection, can be wholly recon¬ 
ciled with the feelings of the community, is 
its sound conclusion that the practice of| 
dissection should be suppressed ? If tbe 
appropriation even of unclaimed bodies to 
the purposes of science be a measure too 
shocking to humanity to be tolerated, there 
ia no alternative but the suppression of 
dissection. After the horrors disclosed 
at Edinburgh no man in or out of Par¬ 
liament, we presume, is prepared to say 
that things may be Buffered to go on as they 
are, or that it would not be highly criminal 
in the Legislature to neglect taking some 
decisive step, for putting an end to the traffic 
between resurrectionists and anatomists, 
We have never been wanting in seal to 
promote the interests of medical science, 
and we are most anxious to aee due facilities 
afforded to the itudy of anatomy, and to the 
praetiee of dissection ; but we cannot take 
ab ultra-professions! a view of tho question 
M to suppose, with some contemporary 
writers, that dissection is one of those ne¬ 
cessaries of tb^cjfoial system, of which the 
Legislature could samara out off tha supply 
than it could put down the praotica of dining. 

, " Petestable and dangerous,” say* 

writer ia the WmtmiiuUr Serins, “ as is tbe 
character of these man, (the resurrection, 
late,) detestable and odious as is their trade, 
still both mud be tolerated, unless some bet¬ 
ter mode of obtaining subjects be devised, 
Dissection mint be practised; the wants of ] 
the community imperiously demand it, antj 
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always will demand it; society can no mom 1 
go on without the supply of subjects for the 
anatomist, than it can goon without the 
supply of com for food.” . 

Arguments of, tbis extravagant descrip¬ 
tion never aid a cause; by attempting to 
prove loo much, the writer proves nothing. 

It is not true, that the necessity which exists 
for the practice of dissection is a necessity 
of such a description as this writer repre¬ 
sents it, nor can there be any doubt that it 
would he practicable for the Legislature, by 
dint of aevere penal enactments against the 
purchasers, aa well as against the vendors of 
dead bodies, to render the practice of dissec¬ 
tion so haxardoui, aa nearly to effect its sqp- 
pression. And if there were no other way 
of putting an end to the traffic between 
resurrectionists and anatomists—if there 
were no other means of putting down an 
organised gang of tbievea and burglars, and 
protecting tbe lives of tbe public against 
assasiination, can any man, whose view of 
this question is not distorted by a professional 
obliqoity of viaion, donbt that the Legis¬ 
lature would be justified in* submitting to 
tiie lesser evil, for the sake of accomplishing 
the incomparably greater good 1 Happily, 
the substantial interests of the community 
are perfectly recoacileable with the progress 
of medical science, and with the encourage¬ 
ment which ia justly due to the study of 
anatomy.

the unprincipled anxiety they bare shown 
in tbo support and diffusion of quackery. 
We shall not state whether these remark! 
have been elicited from os in consequence 
of perusing Ur. Clark’s work, or whether 
they have been suggested by the conduct of 
some of that clou of practitioners to which 
the author belongs. 

“ But,” says Mr. Clark in bis preface, 
" as many persons have lately began to

the year 18*5. That shortly afterwards, 
while residing in King-street, and, subse¬ 
quently, in Percy-street, be announced his 
discovery by repeated advertisements; that 
until the year 18U8, no individual had ever 
applied the term cement to any substance 
used for stopping teeth; as, did occasion 
call for such proof, be could satisfactorily 
attest; that the anodyne cement ia not, and 
never was intended as, a permanent stopping 
for teeth, but simply aa allaying paio, and 
destroying the sensibility of tender teeth, 
and thereby permitting them to be cleaned 
and stopped with gold, or other foil, without 
pain.”

COMPOUND COWXINUTBB VSACTCRE OF 
TDB COANIVM. 


John .Malcolm, aged 46, was admit¬ 
ted on the llth of February, under the care 
of Dr. Couper, with a compound commi¬ 
nuted fracluie of the cranium. On the 
evening'of that day, while at work, a stone 
had fallen from a height of fifty feet, end 
•truck him ou the head, directly over the 
sagittal suture. Roth the parietal bones 
wen fractured, and the pieces into which 
tliey were divided, depressed to s consider¬ 
able depth. Notwithstanding the extent of j 
the injury, the bleeding had been trifling; 
but his breathing, on admission, was oppress- 
. ed and stertorous, the countenance ghastly, 
and the pupils dilated. The arms and legs 
were also affected with convulsive tremors, 
and the pulse small and ftequent. A con¬ 
sultation was immediately summoned, and, 
in the mean time, till the arrival of the sur¬ 
geons, warm baths were applied to the feet. 

Haring met, ljt. Couper proceeded to en-1 
large the wound of the scalp, and remove 
the fragments with the elevator and forceps. 

A small opening was* seen in the dura 
mater, having been perforated by a detached 
portion of bone. The edges of the wound 
being afterwards brought together, were re¬ 
tained by straps of adhesive plaster, and 
over these a compress and bandage werej lower 
applied. Immediately after the operation, 
the papils became more natural, add .the 
breathing easier. He was ordered a purg¬ 
ing bolus, to be taken early the next morn¬ 
ing.

15. As was directed, be wai bled die ria$ 
before to the extent of spound; and it being 
again thought proper to repeat the venesec¬ 
tion during the eveniug, a pound and a half 
more was taken away. To-day the psiu in 
his head was considerably better; the dress¬ 
ings were removed; his pulse was 96, and 
soft. The infusion of senna was ordered im¬ 
mediately, oud, three hours afterwards, a 
purging enema, 

16. He was every way much altered for 
the worse; he had slept none, but continued 
raving during the whole of the night, and, 
at the usual visaing hour, was quiie inco¬ 
herent. i he dressings were again changed; 
the wound looked healthy, and had adhered. 
The paralysis still continued, the eyes and 
muscles of the left being drawn over to the 
right aide of the face. Hia bowels were 
open, pulse 90, and full. The bleeding was 
repeated. 

17. Some alight relief was said to have 
followed the bleeding, but during the even¬ 
ing it was repeated without anv benefit. 
To-day he is comatose, pupil* dilated, and 
breathiug laborious; hia pulse ISO, and fee¬ 
ble.

STRANGULATED UMBILICAL HERNIA. 

C. S-, a woman of about 60 yean of age, 
very stout, and of plethoric habit, had, for 
fifteen years, been affected with an umbilical 
hernia of the site of a large apple, which 
bad never been completely reduced, and 
caused frequent attacks of colic. On the 
lfith of January sba was, 1 without any ob¬ 
vious cause, seised with sickness, vomiting, 
first of bilious, then of feeal,matter, hiccup, 
and violent colic pain, especially in the her¬ 
nial tumour, wbioh had somewhat increased 
in site. Several attempts tfl reduce the tu-*] 
moor, si well as the administration of a u 
liae mixture, bad no effect, snd the patient 
coutinned in the above state up to the 24th, 
when a remission begin to take place in the 
symptoms, and the vomiting altogether 
ceased; she applied, however, at the Hfitel- 
Dien, and wu admitted on the evening of 
the f9lh of Jmuaiy. On examination, the 
tomour was found tense, very painful ou 
pressure, snd rather voluminous, being four 
inches in diameter; it was of a circular form, 
end surrounded the navel; the nit of the 
abdomen was free from pain; the pulse was 
rather foil, and the faoe flush'd; no stoofa bad 
. been passed during the last to days. M.Du- 
pnytren did not think himself justified in 
performing as operation, there being no signs 
of atrangulatiou, except obatipate eostive- 
nels, and accordingly ordered fifteen leeches, 
tuff an emollient poultice, to the tumour, 
thtr warm hath, and in epqrient injection. 
Owtfce following day no obinge bad taken

of the transvene colon, of a dark-red colodf, 
and firmly adhereut to the me. The stric¬ 
ture having been divided upwards and to 
the left, the intestine was reduced, after 
having, with some difficulty, been detached 
from its adhesions. About ro hour after the 
operation, ns the vomiting still continued, 
some injections were administered, which 
produced five copious stools. During llie 
night, after the operation, the patient was 
very restless *, the erysipelas rapidly spread 
over the whole abdomen and part of the 
chest; the features were greatly altered; 
the pulse very small, &c„ snd she died the 
following evening. 

On examii-stkm, the large, and lower parts 
of the null intestines were found violeutly 
inflamed, rod covered with purulent matter; 
the hernia had consisted of the right oolon, 
and a portion of the epiploon, which had 
protruded through a fissure in the lines al be, 
half an inch above the aatel. 

M. Dupuytren considered tMa a very 
remarkable case, on account of,the long 
intermission in tho principal symptom* of 
strangulation; he observed, tint he had 
seen many casts in whioh the vomiting had 
ceased for two or three days, but none 
where • complete. intermission for eight 
days had taken place.— Jaurn, Hebdomad.

healthy condition, for gangrene of the foot, 
following typhus fever, in consequence of 
stiffness of the knee joint, the leg could not 
be held in the aecustoued horizontal posi¬ 
tion. in using the saw, the operator first 
commenced on the outer aide of the limb, 
and, in doing so, its edge came in contact 
with, and appeared slightly to lacerate the 
soft parts of the thigh. The sawing was 
then commenced on the anterior part of the 
tibia, aud the limb removed in four minutes. 
Fifteen minutes were occupied in securing 
the vessels. 


ST. THOMAS’S HOSPITAL 


OEORCb’b WABD.—INCONTINXNCY OF VKIK'E. 

James Lydia; eat. 33, came into the Hos¬ 
pital on Thursday the Mb of March, with 
incontinence of urine, which bad existed 
for three weeks previous to bis admission. 
On inauiry, it was ascertained that he had 
been the subject of stricture, for which he 
was in the Hospital in November last, where 
be remained for six weeks, under the care 
of Mr. Travers, and discharged cured. First 
found himself unable to retaiu bis uiine 
after severe exertion in a corn granary, 
where be baa been acouatomed to work; 
complains 4>f pains in the limbs generally, 
but more especially in the lower extremi¬ 
ties, which are worse at night, when warm 
in bed. There is n ewellnj^m the right 
groin, about tin tiarof a walnut. Ordered, 
by Mr. Green, on Friday the 6th, ten 
leeches to the groin, and afterwards s poul¬ 
tice ; half au ounce castor oil, occasionally j 
to have a bougie peaked daily. 

. 9* Swelling in the groin'much less; 
bowels open; can in part retfcin bis uriue. 

19* Completely retains his urine, except¬ 
ing that Blittle escapes after coughing. 

14. Swelling in die groin has subsided; 
retains Mb unoeperfectly. 
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16. Quite well, with the exception ff 
pains in the limbs. The patient stales, that 
he has never been the subject of syphilis or 
rheumatism. 

CONTUSED WOUND OF Tilt SCALP, WITS 
EXTENSIVE LACERATION. 

J. B., ret. 47, was admitted into Abra¬ 
ham’s Ward, under the care of Mr. Green, 
on Thursday morning, February the^bth. 
lie stated, that the couse of the injury was 
a blow received from a fall down a flight of 
itairs the previous evening. The cut ex¬ 
tended from near the temporal ridge of the 
occipital bene, on Dne side, to that of the 
opposite, in the dweetion of the coronal 
auture. On examination, the scalp was 
fouud to be separated for a considerable 
distance, towards the anterior portion of the 
os frontis, so as completely to lay bare tbe 
pericranium. He was put to bed, the 
wound carefully sponged, and its edges 
brought together by means of adhesive 
straps. Ordered to tike a dose of houke 
medicine. 

6. Bowels have been acted on by tbe 
medicine ; complains of pain in the head. 

7. Pulse slow, rather full; tongue fur¬ 
red ; puin in the head less; has slept but 
little during the night. House medicine to 
be repeated. 

9. Pulse natural; tongue less furred;

10. Wound dressed to-dayadliemoM 
perfect and healthy. 

11. Dose of house medicine, which has

From this time the patient' has continued 
to improve, without su unfavosrable symp¬ 
tom.

GANOUENX or TUX NOSE, WITH EXTENSIVX 

SUPPURATION OF TUB CELLULAR HJUi* 

BXANB. 

T. H„ wtat 17, ft tailor, from Woolwich, 
came into George’s Ward, on Thursday .the 
19th of March, under the care of Dr. Boots* 
It waa stated by tbefstjpr, that on Sstuidsy 
week ho was attacked by pain in the right 
side, which appeared to have been in the 
region of tbe liver, extending, posteriorly 
towards the left side, and anteriorly towards 
tbe right side of the chest; si the same tusn 
he hod shivering, with great difficulty id 
breathing, but no; cough. On the follow** 
day, haring taken teu grains of mercurial 
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Jfil ®W night, he felt himself perfectly free 
nea every symptom of indisposition. Ou 
Sunday night, the same symptom* returned; 
leeches were applied, and purgatives adminis¬ 
tered, by which means the pstn in the side 
sftd dyspnoea had subsided by the end of the 
week. On Sunday last a pimple made its 
appesrsnoe on the right side of the nose, 
soon becoming larger, and discharging a small 
quantity of matter; the surrounding parts 
then became red and swollen, terminating in 
gangrene. The nose is now very much swol¬ 
len, and of a dark-brown colour '; the surface 
is dry and shining; s small quantity of pus 
discharged from the right side j there is also 
a thinnish, dark-colourefdischarge observed 
ooiing from different parts; the right eye is 
dosed, and the left partly so; there are many 
amall ecthymstous pustules teen ou different 
parts of the body, but more especially over 
e the forehead, which, together with the eye-I 
lids and surrounding integuments,exhibit s' 
Ted and puffy appearance; a dull sound is 
heard on percussion, on the right side of the 
chest; respiration at the lower part is indis¬ 
tinct. Suppuration has taken place in the 
cellular membrane of both forearms, and the 
back of the right hand. Pulse 13d, full and 
sharp; tongue white, and rather dry; about 
five weeks ago, was the subject of gonorrhoea, 
for which, it is supposed, ha Look mercury; 
the gums are now slightly tinged. Ordered 
bleeding from the arm, to fourteen ounces; the 
abscesses to be opened, and poultices applied; 
liot,dippedrin chloride of soda, to be applied 
to the nose, and over it a stale beer ground 
poultice, to be renewed every hour ; castor 
oil one ounce, immediately ; milk, arrow- 
root, and slops, for diet. Three Iongitudiual 
ineisions were made on the nose; the blood 
drawn from the arm wu very much buffed 
and cupped. 

90. Has been purged during die night; 
both eyes closed; nose sloughing; pulse 
quick and sharp, 140; respiration hurried ; 
pustules larger, aod more numerous, on dif¬ 
ferent ports of the body; skin hot; has had 
little or no sleep during the night, and talked 
in an incoherent manner; increased heat 
and swelling about the forehead. Dr. Roots 
saw him this morning, and ordered sixteen 
leeches to be applied to the temples ; to 
take a dose of chalk mixture, with opium; 
continue die chloride of soda, and poultice; 
a piut of strong beef ten, daily. On visiting 
biai this afternoon, we found the pulse more 
quick and filtering; tongue dry and brown; 
respiration t>4; upper lip very much thick- 
enod; the nose and fsce exhibit a frightful 
appearance; suppuration appeared to exist in 
differ ant parts of the cellular membrane; not 
so touch purged ; has taken the chilk mix* 
lose, and opium, twice; it quite insensible. 
Br* Roots again saw him) between eight 
ead aine o’clock, sad otdered him to taka 


sulphate of quinine one grain; diluted sul¬ 
phuric acid, three drops; mint water rone, 
ounce, every four hours; twenty-five minim* ( 
of tincture of opium, to be added to the first 
dose; oil of turpentine to be applied on lint 
to the nose under the poultice. From this 
time he continued gradually to sink, and ex¬ 
pired at half-past seven this morning, Satur¬ 
day, the 21st, forty.four hours after admis¬ 
sion. 

Eimbuttm of thi Body eight houn after Death. 

On opening tlie chest, an abscess was 
discovered at the lower part of the right 
lung, between it and the diaphragm, to whi^i 
the lung was slightly adherent; it burst, and 
discharged about two ounces of pus into the 
oavity of ibe chest; there were also found 
in the same lung many smell tubercles, but 
none observed in the left; the branchial 
tubes exhibited no signs of inflammation ; 
nothing unusual was observed about the 
heart; the liver was apparently healthy, 
but soft On examining the mucous mem¬ 
brane of the stomach and intestines, traces 
of inflammation were seen in patches 
throughout their whole extent. No morbid 
appearances were perceived in the brain or 
ita membranes. The abscess, which hail 
been opened on the back of the right hand, 
communicated .with'the joint at the meta- 
oarptl bone of the middle finger; but those 
on the arm did not communicate with the 
wrist or elbow. Several other small ones 
were found in different parts of the arms 
and legs. The veins of tlia thigh and arm 
were examined, but nothing unusual dis¬ 
covered in them. 

This case was considered of rare occur¬ 
rence, and from the time of admission excited 
a good deal of interest. 


ST, BARTHOLOMEW'S HOSPITAL. 


James Htnais, mtat. 62, a strong, and 
who apparently, Lad been a healthy man of 
his age, was brought at 7, t.m., March 11, 
into Kahem’a Ward, under the care of Mr. 

There was a wound extending 
through rim «wp, frver the left temporal, 
and part of the left perietal bones, as deep 
as the -skull, but no fracture detected by the 
bouse surgeon. The patient breathing with 
difficulty, and comatose; He bad been struck 
a violent blow . with a pits# of wood, on the 
head by another man. Boon after admis¬ 
sion, he was seen by Mr< Lawrence, who 
said the aymptoms meabted those of apo¬ 
plexy; and ordered a drop of croton oil to 
be given everrhonr, sntfi the bowels should 
bo moved. Four drop* of It were exhibited

Without producing jay effect The patient 
yreifciined in much the tame condition, with 
rthe exception of the breathing becoming 
’gradually worse, until ten o'clock on the 
following morning, when he expired. 

Pul-mortm Examination. 

The left temporal hone was fractured to a 
considerable distance, and the fracture ex¬ 
tended into the haiii of the skull. The mid¬ 
dle meningeal artery lacerated, and about 
five ounces of blood effused between the 
cranium and dura mater. Doubt existed aa 
•o whether the artery had been lacerated in 
the removal of the skull-cap, or by the blow 
received during life. Considerable effusion 
of blood between the dura mater *ind left 
temporal bone, and the appearanoe of a 
alight depression of a small portion of the 
inner table of thia bone. 


Thomas Lewea, retat. 39, was admitted at 
a quarter post eight o'clock, a.k., March D,' 
into Colston's Ward, under the care of Mr. 
Yincent, with fracture of the ulna, radius, 
several bones of the hand, snd severe lacera¬ 
tion of the soft ports of the right arm. The 
accident occurred while in the act of clean¬ 
ing a carding machine, called a devil ; one 
of the teeth caught hold of the coat, drew in 
the hand aud arm, and literally smashed 
them to pieces. The accident occurred in 
Helmet Row, pariah or St. Luke, and the 
gentleman to whom the patient was a ser¬ 
vant, put him into a cart, and requested his 
carman to drive to St. 'Jhomai's Hospital. 
Something, however, ctossed the patient's 
mind, while in tho act of being driven to St 
Thomas's, wlitcli induced him to make the 
carman change hie direction, and drive to; 
thia Hospital. Mr. Vincent wai sent for, 
and soon arrived. From the extremely in¬ 
jured state of parti, the only course for him 
to adopt, was amputation. He accordingly 
immediately proceeded to remove the arm 
above the elbow, and the patient has conti¬ 
nued to do well ever since. 


George Wright, tot. admitted into 
Raherrs Warn. No. 22*Ifarfh 7, with • 
severe laceration of the scalp end left hand. 
The patient was coining to town last night 
with a load of hay, from oft' which, at 
twelve o’clock, fie fell into the road, and was 
taken up iu » state of insensibility. There 
is a wound of the scalp on the left side of 
the lit ad, extending in a semicircular form; 
the convexity downwards, from about mid- 
wsy between the anterior superior and 
inferior angles of the parietal bone, across 
the temporal to the ocoiptal, but no frac- 
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tore can be detected. The left hud 4> 
much lacerated, bruised, and awoSlen.eop* 
posed to have been trod upon by a hone. 
States that he moat have lost a great deal of 
blood, particularly from tbe wound of tho 
scalp. Brought to tbe hospital at eight 
o'clock thia morning. The patient ia • 
robust, healthy-looking wagoner. The hair 
of the scalp’removed, and the edges of 
the wound brought together hr adhesive 
plaster. A large poultice applied to the 
hand. Bled tp eighteen ounces from tho 
left arm, and opening medicine adminis¬ 
tered. 

9. In all respect* recovering, 

24. The woundftof the scalp is almost 
entirely healed, over which Mid lotions, aa 
well as adhesive plaster, have been kept 
applied; the band, too, is much improved; 
its (edematous state in a great measure re¬ 
lieved. The limb will be preserved, though 
it may not again be found to bo quite af* 
useful aa it has been. Every appearance of 
continuing to do well. 


William Christmas, at. 24, a tailor, of 
■allow appearance, was admitted, on the 
25th of December, Into Colston’s Ward, 
under the care of Mr. Vincent, with a frac¬ 
ture of the right femur, a few inches above 
the knee-joint. When five years of age, by 
a fall he hurt the knee; a white swelling 
followed, and a contraction of the joint, and 
shortening of tbe limb, were* the conse¬ 
quences. 

On tbe 13th of March last year, by a fall, 
tbe tibia of tbe same leg was broken ; after 
the usnal period of quietude, union took 
place, and the limb became stronger, in fact, 
than it had been before. On Christmas eve 
last, Mr. Christmas again unfortunately 
fell, at a little before eleven o’clock, 
while walking on the pavement, and the 
present fracture was the consequence. On 
the morning after the accident, he was 
brought into the hospital, and tho limb was 
pnt up iu Ameahury’a splints. In those 
splinta it was kept for a period of between 
seven and eight weeks. By thia time Mr. 
Vincent considered that the bone had united, 
and ordered the ipliuts to be removed. In 
a week afterwards, the patient having con¬ 
tinued still iu bed, the Umb exhibited signs 
of p on-union. Mr. Yinoent having" again 
examined it, believed he had been mistaken 
in aupposing it had ever united, and w- 
quested that it ahould again be put up in 
tbe splints. The splints wen accordingly 
applied for another week, during which they 
gave great’ pain to the patient, lad Were 
than removed.
